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INTRODUCTION 


The Introduction to the first Volume of this series, DEBATES OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF UNITED CANADA, 1841, included a history of 
parliamentary reporting in Britain, Upper and Lower Canada, and of course 
Union Canada. Parliamentary reporting was both an institution inextricably 
bound up with Parliament, and a profession under the patronage of the 
commercial Press. Its constitutional and practical development was traced, 
including the influences of the ancestral British system upon its derivative 
Canadian transplants. In the Chapters dealing specifically with the Canadas, 
the local conditions which in their turn modified the original British model 
were discussed in detail. The most important of these were: the bi- 
lingualism of the Lower and United Canada Legislatures; the poverty of Canadian 
editors and the small size of their newspapers; the political biases of par- 
liamentary reporters who also lacked stenographic skills; and poor accommodations 
and worse acoustics in the House. The result of all this was that on the whole, 
Canadian parliamentary reporters were limited to providing third person sum- 
maries of the speeches. Essentially, parliamentary reporting was a politically- 
oriented profession which was also an integral part of the world of journal- 
ism. 
All kinds of data about parliamentary reporting as an institution and 
as a profession were considered: the policies of its newspaper patrons; 
its techniques; the skills and foibles of its personnel; and the problems 
such as accommodation faced by the reporters. The other record of parlia- 
mentary proceedings, the official JOURNALS, was also analysed. On the basis 
of this analysis of reports and JOURNALS, a methodology was elaborated which 
involved collating the reports and integrating them into the JOURNALS.! The 
object of that methodology was to produce a verisimilar record of the parlia- 
mentary debates and proceedings. Since verbatim reporting was virtually un- 
known, verisimilitude was the only possible goal. Various problems were 
anticipated and their solutions incorporated into the methodology. Each 
methodological step was explained and then implemented, thus producing the 
Canadian HANSARD. 

The theoretical methodology remains unchanged for reconstructing the 
debates of the years following 1841, with only some changes in practical 
application. The most important change from one year to the next is the 
basic source material, the newspapers containing the parliamentary reports. 
Seventeen newspapers were consulted for the session of 1847, the chief 
characteristics of which are described in the following table. 


de In this way the entire text of the JOURNALS is reproduced in the recon- 
structed HANSARD. Also included are references to Appendices to the 
JOURNALS, although these Appendices, often volumes long, are not repro- 
duced in this work, nor mentioned in our Index. 
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The reasons for including such newspapers as the BATHURST COURIER, 
the BROCKVILLE RECORDER, the CHATHAM GLEANER, the EXAMINER, the HAMILTON 
SPECTATOR, the MORNING CHRONICLE, the PACKET, and the ST. CATHARINES 
JOURNAL were explained in detail in the Introduction to Volume 1. Briefly, 
they printed parliamentary reports collated from various available sources. 
Thus they provide a check against missing debates from single issues or 
even entire newspaper runs which have not been preserved. 

The technique used to footnote the collated debates does more than 
identify the sources from which material was drawn. The footnotes also 
explain any variations in the methodology, and give certain details use- 
ful for understanding the debates. There are five main rules for foot- 
notes. 1) The transcribed text of each speaker's words is identified. 
When alternate texts are presented, the sources for each text are given. 
When a single speech has been reconstructed from reports in more than 
one newspaper, the source of each specific portion of the speech is 
identified. 2) All alternate sources which have been consulted but not 
selected are noted, except for reports which just copied the JOURNALS. 
Included in the alternate sources mentioned are those papers whose reports 
were either copied, edited or paraphrased from another paper, with the 
original source noted. 3) Commentaries on the debate in question are 
noted, and in a few cases, are transcribed verbatim. 4) The footnotes 
include any additional information necessary to explain the methodology 
adopted in dealing with situations which do not conform to any of the 
models described. 5) One of this project's fundamental assumptions is 
that the JOURNALS' account of proceedings was correct though not always 
complete. However, there are occasional discrepancies between the JOUR- 
NALS and the newspaper reports. These discrepancies are always noted. 

For example, sometimes the names of movers and seconders are different 
in the newspapers and the JOURNALS. In these cases the names cited by 
the newspaper are listed in a footnote. 

The Appendices to each day's proceedings are entirely supplementary 
to the JOURNALS. The Appendices contain: 1) notices of proposed motions, 
petitions and bills; 2) debates on withdrawn motions; and 3) questions 
and answers. A substantial part of the Appendices consists of notices 
of motions. Debates on withdrawn motions are more interesting because 
they appear nowhere in any official record, whereas the measures of which 
notice was given appear later in the JOURNALS as a normal part of the 
legislative activity. The third category in the Appendices is for ques- 
tions and answers. Despite their importance, they were not recorded in 
the JOURNALS unless incorporated into a formal motion or address. All 
questions and answers reported in the newspapers are included in the 
Appendix for the appropriate day. 

The technical forms of this volume remain unchanged from those of pre- 
ceding volumes: 1) The spelling of speakers' names at the opening of 
each individual speech has been standardized. Changes from the spelling 
in the newspaper are not noted, The names most commonly misspelled in 
newspapers are McNab, Macnab, M'Nab instead of MacNab; Munro, Munroe or 
Monroe instead of Monro; and various spellings of Macdonald and Macdonell. 
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All spelling of names within a speech is left unchanged, however. 2) When- 
ever a member reported to have spoken in English or in French, this fact is 
noted. For example, 'Mr. Cauchon (in French)", whether or not there exists 
a report of the speech in the language of delivery. 3) A system of double 
pagination is used. The parenthesized page numbers on the left-hand side 
refer to the page of the JOURNALS while the centred number is our own. 
4) Seven of the newspapers are referred to in abbreviated form, L'AURORE 
DES CANADAS as L'AURORE, the BRITISH WHIG AND GENERAL ADVERTISER as the 
BRITISH WHIG, the HAMILTON SPECTATOR AND JOURNAL OF COMMERCE as the HAMILTON 
SPECTATOR, the PACKET AND WEEKLY COMMERCIAL GAZETTE as the PACKET, the PILOT 
AND JOURNAL OF COMMERCE as the PILOT, the PRINCE EDWARD GAZETTE AND BAY OF 
QUINTE ADVERTISER as the PRINCE EDWARD GAZETTE, and the ST. CATHARINES AND 
PORT ROBINSON JOURNAL as the ST. CATHARINES JOURNAL. 5) The various parentheses 
used in the newspapers are represented in our text by ( ). 6) Double 
parentheses always contain our own comments, explanatory notes or suggestions. 
Only the word "sic" is contained within a single parenthesis. 7) Words 
such as "expence", "controul", "surprize", and '"tems'’ which were misspelled 
as often as not, are reproduced without the word "sic". 8) When for the 
sake of clarity we must interpolate a word, we stay as close as possible to 
the usual style of the newspaper. 9) When it is necessary to reconstruct a 
sentence from excerpts drawn from more than one source, the problem of punc- 
tuation becomes acute. The strict application of ellipsis, added to the 
necessary footnote number, is both unwieldy and difficult to assimilate at 
first reading. As a result, another means of expressing the ellipsis had to 
be devised. A simple method was adopted, which is also used in sentences which 
are not reproduced in full, but are cut off before the end. Appropriate 
punctuation integrates the various excerpts, replacing the awkward ellipses. 
This editorially imposed punctuation is indicated by the simple expedient 
of placing the footnote reference immediately following the text, but before 
our punctuation. Conversely, whenever a footnote follows punctuation, that 
punctuation has been reproduced from the text of the newspaper. For example, 
the sentence ''SIR ALLAN MACNAB said that he would go to town.... he meant to 
the town of Three Rivers.... as soon as possible....2" becomes 'SIR ALLAN 
MACNAB said that he,would go to town’, he meant to the town of Three Rivers , 
as soon as possible~." 

The style and methodology are designed in all ways to achieve the 
goal of a verisimilar account of the debates of the Legislative Assembly. 
The texts are completely unretouched; even grammatical and spelling errors 
remain uncorrected. One of the reasons for this decision to sacrifice style 
to fidelity was that the reader or student can best use his own judgment if 
he has the original material before him. He can then decide how to use the 
material: he can reproduce it exactly, or he can edit it and improve upon its 
style in whatever way he judges most appropriate. The only editing imposed 
upon the work was never for purposes of literary style, but only to render 
collated passages less disjointed, truncated and confusing. The criterion 
was never that a passage was awkwardly phrased, but rather that it was in- 
coherent. For example, even the habitual tense changes were never altered 
to make them consistent so that not infrequently speakers in one debate are 
reported each in a different tense. In a fairly typical debate, "Sir Allan 
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MacNab thinks" while "Captain Steele said" and "Mr. Cooke had opposed." 

The real editing work occurred in the earlier stage of the work, when the 
passages here reproduced as the reconstructed debates were selected. There- 
fore all elegancies of language are gratuitous, and such texts were invariably 
selected for content and not because of the felicity with which they were 
expressed. 

This manuscript was typed in its final form by Mrs. Joan Riley. Miss 
Irene Bilas prepared and typed the very complex subject index. Miss Louise 
Tremblay also assisted in the production of this volume. The following 
pages are a testimony to their careful labour and patience.

MR. BALDWIN again rose and said that as the House now knew who were 
the Members who signed the second warrant he did not doubt that explana- 
tions would be given23, soit PER l'orateur soit par le membre de Mégantic 
ou par 1l'inspecteur général, 2 of this extraordinary proceeding, - he cal- 
led it extraordinary, - for prima facie it was so, for here was a warrant 
presuming that there was no Member for Hamilton and no Speaker, and there 
was a gentleman in the Chair professing to be both.

M. PROV. SEC. DALY ... déclara en deux mots ce qui en était. "Une com- 
mission, dit-il, avait été émanée (sic) le 4 du mois, nommant l'orateur 4 
la place d'adjudant général de milice dans cette province, et le 6 du méme 
mois, sous l'impression que la place d'Orateur était devenue vacante, on 
fit sortir un certificat en vertu duquel 1'élection de Simcoe a eu lieu.

MR. BALDWIN - Surely the Hon. Secretary and the highest officer of 
the Crown did not think the simple issuing of a Commission of appointment 
by the Government was sufficient ground for declaring the Seat of a Member 
of that House vacant! If it were the Government might disfranchise the 
whole House. - If the Speaker accepted the Commission it would be a dif- 
ferent case--and the point at which the House must be desirous of arriving, 
was whether Sir Allan had or had not accepted the office of Adjutant-Gen- 
eral. If he had, then he ought not now to be in this House at all; and 
if he had not, the hon. member for Simcoe,--was illegally elected. He 
trusted the Government would be more frank in the matter.2/ 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY -— It was expected when the commission was sent 
that it would be accepted. 28 The Government had nothing further to say 
on the subject; any further explanation must come from another quarter. 


MR. BALDWIN did not care who gave the explanation but it was due to 
the dignity of the House and to their Speaker, that the fullest informa- 


tion on the subject should be laid before the House.39 The House has a 
right to know positively whether the commission had been accepted.31 


COL. PRINCE était d'opinion que l'affaire devait @tre référée a un 
comité spécial qui aurait pouvoir de s'enquérir et s'assurer par les 
documens et les personnes, si la place avait été acceptée; il voyait 
évidemment qu'aucun membre du gouvernement n'était capable de répondre 
a la question.32

M. LAFONTAINE.--Mais M. LaFontaine les ((pressa)) de répondre, si 
les ministres, en offrant a sir Allan McNab la place d'adjudant-général, 
n'auraient pas di savoir si ce monsieur l'acceptait. ''Les honorables 
membres du ministére, dit-il, nous offrent pour excuse de leur conduite 
dans cette affaire le fait qu’ils avaient fait émaner un commission d'Adju- 
dant-Général adressée 4 1'Honorable Orateur, et que, par ce fait 1a seul, 
ils ont pensé que le siége de ce dernier était devenu vacant. I1 me 
parait que cette réponse est évasive; elle ne peut satisfaire cette chambre. 
Les Honorables membres doivent @tre en état de nous dire clairement et sans 
détour s'il y avait eu acceptation de votre part, M. 1'Orateur. Assuré- 
ment deux ministres, tels que ceux qui ont signé le warrant, et dont l'un 
était tout derniérement le Proc.-gén. du B.C., ne pouvaient ignorer les 
dispositions du Status Provincial. Ils devaient savoir, et surtout le 
procureur général, que ce n'est pas le simple fait de 1'émanation d'une 
commission par le gouvernement qui peut rendre vacant le siége du membre 
auquel cette commission est adressée, peut-étre méme sans connaissance 
préalable de sa part, mais qu'il faut pour produire ce résultat que ce 
membre ait diiment accepté la place de profit que cette commission a pour 
objet de lui conférer.

MR. DEBLEURY thought the question of the hon. Member for North York 
had been fully answered38., ((He)) thought that it was not the hon. speaker, 
but the Government, which should give the necessary explanations. He 
thought that it was the duty of the Ministers, before they issued the writ, 
to know whether the office had been accepted or not. The Government had 


committed a blunder in issuing the warrant before they knew whether the 
commission had been accepted or not39, one of those blunders for which they 
had become remarkable latterly (laughter), not their first, nor their 
second.40 He approved of the suggestion of referring the matter to the 
committee, which, he thought, would dispose of the matter in a satisfactory 
manner. 


COL. PRINCE asked if Sir Allan McNab refused the Commission of Adjutant- 
General, to the Government, before they issued the second warrant for Simcoe. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY dit que la commission d'adjudant des milices avait 
été émanée dans la persuasion qu'elle serait acceptée, elle était du quatre, 
l'ordre pour élection nouvelle était du six, la réponse intimant refus de 
1l'acceptation de la commission n'était revenue que le dix.

MR. GOWAN said it was offered as an excuse for the Ministry in this 
matter that they had committed a blunder; now he (Mr. Gowan) as an indepen- 
dent member of that house, did not sit there to support people in making 
blunders. It was not a light matter, but one demanding the very fullest 
explanation, and the Government not only ought to give it, but must give it. 
He thought one of two things was quite clear,--either Mr. Robinson was not 
member for Simcoe, or Sir Allan McNab was not Speaker of that House. He 
thought the whole matter ought to be referred to a Committee of Privilege 
to report forthwith. There must be more in the transaction than had yet 
appeared. It was said that the legal opinion of the first law officer of 
the Crown had been taken as to whether Sir Allan was Speaker or not 2.

SIR A. MACNAB.--The Speaker said he had never signed in such capacity.4/ 


MR. GOWAN - so much then is set at rest; all the other facts should 
also be elicited; he would not consent that so important a question should 
be at all cushioned. 


MR. BALDWIN opposed it being referred to a committee?9, CODD ae at 
remarquer que le délai pouvait susciter de graves inconvénients. I1 s'agis- 
sait de décider une question trés-importante, savoir, si la chambre avait 
actuellement un orateur ou si elle n'en avait pas.

AYLWIN said the House had a right to exact explanations: the affair 
was a strange one: it gees that the two members who signed the warrant 
were also two Ministers.2! He ridiculed the idea of the Attorney General for 
Lower Canada, and the Secretary of the Province telling the country that 
they could unseat any member of that House by sending him a commission of 
appointment to office ! but (so said Mr. Secretary Daly) such was "their 
impression;"' but they found they were wrong, because Sir Allan now sat in the 
chair! The learned gentleman in the course of his remarks stated that Mr. 


DeBleury had defended the Government on the ground that it was a mere 
blunder, one of those blunders they were so constantly committing?2. Did 
he conceive that such an allegation could form an excuse? It could not; 
trial should be had.°3 


MR. DEBLEURY rose to explain that he did not refer to the admission of 
a blunder as a valid excuse, but as the only reason which the Ministry seemed 
able to give; he was far from being desirous to excuse them; he thought the 
mere acknowledgment of a blunder was such imperfect explanation that he de- 
sired the appointment of a committee to sift the whole affair, which no one 
more than he condemned. 4 


MR. AYLWIN resumed; he still wanted explanations; the hon. members 
should explain, and especially the hon. member for Megantic; they should 
know that25, en matiére de privilége, 26 the House was not to be treated 
du haut en bas; there was a want of candour in their conduct towards the 
House, and particularly towards the Speaker, whose position was a painful 
and difficult one??. Government seemed to think they might do as they 
liked--no matter how arbitrary their course. If they succeeded, good and 
well--but if their scheme fell through and their conduct was impugned they 
seemed to think it quite a sufficient answer to all charges "Oh we were 
under the impression that we were right"! either Mr. Robinson or Sir Allan 
McNab were intruders in that House and it was a very serious matter, as 
their whole proceedings might be invalidated by it. Did the ministers of 
the Crown venture to gazette a gentleman to a high office without his con- 
sent? If they did not, then Sir Allan had no right.to sit, there: if they 
did, then it was not a blunder, but a high crime.-8 If the ... Government 
persisted in refusing explanations, he (Mr. A.) would be compelled to move 
an address to His Excellency praying for all the documents connected with 
the question; no committee could be justified in calling for the necessary 
testimony. 








MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY thought the members of the Government were unjustly 
accused of a want of candour: he had already stated that they had issued 
the commission under an impression that it would be accepted. Call it what 
you will--a blunder, a crime--so it was; and if you distrust our statement, 
call for the papers. 


MR. MORIN spoke at considerable length®l, The subject under consideration, 
might be considered first as to the Speaker; secondly as to the Executive 
Council--with regard to the speaker, he thought he had done right-and that 
he had taken the proper course; nothing had transpired to make the House 
believe that the Speaker had vacated his seat. It would be intolerable 
that two members of the Executive, by issuing a warrant, constructively, accord- 
ing to their impression, their a perhaps their wish, could deprive the 
Speaker of that House of his seat .6 It was not the issuing of a commission, 
which vacated a seat, but the acceptance of an office of profit. With regard 
to the members of the Executive, it was very extraordinary that the two mem- 
bers did not ascertain whether the commission had been accepted or not, 
before they issued the warrant for Simcoe, but they had explained to the 
House how it had happened. ©4 He (Mr. Morin) thought the explanation given 
was not sufficient: the affair looked highly suspicious.

if they drove them to it by mehus ips all explanation, why then, he (Mr. Aylwin) 
presumed there was no help for it./ As the hon. Member (the Inspector Gen- 
eral) had expressed his approbation of addressing the Governor General, he 


(Mr. A.) would move to that effect./1 





MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY did not wish the Opposition to take that course. 
He only said that the Administration would raise no objection to it./2 


((There was)) some further discussion/3. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY rose and said, that the members of the Government 
in the House could not insist further’4. If the hon. Member would forego 


his motion the Government would bring forward the necessary papers on Friday./? 


MR. AYLWIN said that of course the Government must see, that as no busi- 
ness could be done until these explanations were made, and that for the loss 
of time, they must be responsible. 

((He)) said that the Government had not come prepared for this discus- 
sion, and that in these circumstances the postponement of the subject was 
unavoidable./6 ((He)) accordingly declined putting the motion. // 


MR. LAFONTAINE ((expressed)) himself satisfied with the promise of the 
member for Huron/8, ((He)) thought, that no business could be transacted 
until it was decided, whither (sic) the House had a Speaker or not, and for 
the convenience of the Government he would move an adjournment of the House 
until Friday at 3 o'clock./9

FOOTNOTES: 2 JUNE 1847. 


1. A spoof on the Governor's speech was carried in the BRITISH WHIG, 4 

June 1847. It reads as follows: 
"T have seen, in my day, some rough specimens of the free and easy 

in the House of Commons; but confound me if I ever beheld such a motley 
crew as have just thrust themselves into the vice-regal presence. What 
the devil is the use of my state carriage and outriders, guards of 
honor, brilliant uniforms, roaring cannons, caperings of big Jones’ 
dashing looking troop - what's the use, moreover, of having such a 
host of nicely bonneted, well-bustled, and bustling women, met here 
to do honor to my maiden speech from the Canadian Throne, if you 
spoil all by making such a tremendous hubbub, treading on each other's 
heels, and scrambling in as if escaping from a fire or a deluge, and 
in all sorts of indescribable toggery? All this is what my new Judge 
in transitu, whom I see among you, would call infra dig. The gentle- 
men of colour in my West-India Parliaments, never acted in this manner: 
the lash had early taught them better manners; and I hope that my lash 
may have the same effect upon you. True, they smelt a little of the 
darkie, whenever they were ushered into my presence; but that was only 
a slight dash of bitter into the sweets arising from the facility with 
which they permitted me to govern them. Ah! they were a different 
people from you. I found it the easiest matter in the world to manage 
them; whereas you Canadians are as obstinate and self-willed as the 
Duch (sic) Boors of the Cape. And then how shockingly dressed you are! 
Some of you look, and the thick-skulled Member for in particular, 
as if your heads had never felt a comb. And ha! let me see! How comes 
it that a House composed of eighty-four Members, seems to me to be double 
that number? I do not usually see double, particularly at this early 
hour of the day. But! I have it now: each Member appears to have a 
stranger, an interloper; under his wing. Usher of the Black Rod, turn 
them out. Let me see uninterrupted the faces of those alone of the 
"unwashed" whose votes must make or mar my destiny. 


House of Assembly: 


The only difference I see between you is in your swallow-tails and 
frocks. My Lords rejoice in blue coats lined with white silk, and 
bright brass-buttons nearly as large as warming-pans. My Commons look 
common enough, in all conscience: like Joseph, (by the way, Draper 
has recently introduced the demure Joseph into my household,) they have 
coats of many colours, and some are without linings or buttons at all. 
Gentlemen Commoners, I hope you will consider these things in the esti- 
mate of your Parliamentary wages. 





I do not know that I have any subject of greater consequence to 
bring before you, for my Ministers have been so occupied with deciding 
upon who shall, or who shall not, draw their thousand pounds a-year 
from the public purse, that they have not had time to think of anything 
else. You of course, will make it a point immediately on retiring

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from this, to discuss the subject anew, in all its bearings. I am 
perfectly aware of the engrossing nature of the topic, particularly 

to the leading men among you, whose pecuniary interests are more 
immediately effected by it; and that there is little expectation of 
much else being entered into this session for the public good. Retire, 
therefore, and Billings gate each other as much as you please; but 

I pray you do not come to blows. When the storm is somewhat abated, 
my Secretary - whom I shall make it a point to send to watch your 
deliberations - will report to me, and I shall then be glad to see

The Clerk of the Crown in Chancery attended at the table, and amended 
the Return accordingly.

the chair which you now occupy, for as he had said at the last meeting, if 
you, Sir, are the Speaker of this House, then the right of certain gentle- 
men to their seats is doubtful. That this is the course to be pursued is 
generally admitted on all sides.3 ((He)) proposed as the best means of lay- 
ing all the facts formally before the House that the hon. DOMINICK DALY 

and the hon. SPEAKER be interrogated in their places relative to all war- 
rants for writs of election and the Elections had thereupon during the late 
Parliamentary recess together with all matters and things relating thereto; 
the ordinary practice was to examine witnesses at the bar, but in the pre- 
sent instance it would be only courteous to allow the hon. gentlemen whose 
evidence was required to remain in their places; it was impossible to find 
an exact precedent for the present difficulty; the books furnished no case 
in which the position of the speaker was so involved, but it was evident 
from all that was published that when in matters of privilege facts were 

to be elicited the course he suggested was the proper one, and as he took 
it for granted that both sides of the House desired to know the real merits 
of the case he apprehended there would be no objection to this motion. He 
said that unless some motion was made there would nothing appear on our 
Journals to indicate what has been done on the subject now before us?. I1 
fit d’abord motion que l'hon.

He, however, 
would willingly withdraw his opposition if any precedents could be pro- 
duced of an exactly similar nature.15 
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MR. BALDWIN was fearful that the hon. member for Three Rivers had for- 
gotten all precedents, otherwise he could not but know that the books were 
full of cases of sufficient bearing upon the present; he Mr. Baldwin would 
refer to the case of Hansard in the Imperial Parliament in 1840 in which 
evidence was given at the bar and papers put in as part of it exactly as he 
(Mr. B.) proposed to do with the correspondence in the present instance.1

MR. VIGER wished to be understood, he wanted the hon. member opposite 
to produce a case exactly similar, in which a member of the Government was 
examined in his place and called upon to produce public documents; again, 
as he had said before, by the French Law no man could be called upon to 
give evidence which may in any manner criminate him.18 


MR. AYLWIN then addressed the House in French.!9 ((He)) thought the 
hon. member for Three Rivers was acting the enthusiast in behalf of the 
Ministry to which he lately belonged, but he (Mr. A.) thought the hon. 
member misunderstood the object proposed; Mr. Daly was not being accused 
as a Minister of the Crown; there was no lese majesté charged against 
him; he was to be examined as a member of the House and unless the enquiry 
suggested was gone into how could it be ascertained where the error was; 
the hon. member for Three Rivers spoke of documentary evidence as suffici- 
ent; he (Mr. A.) would ask in what way the proceeding on inscription en

MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY.--He would move in amendment that the honourable

MR. BALDWIN said he had been anticipated in his reply to the hon. mem- 
ber for Three Rivers by his hon. friend from Quebec; the former seemed to 
admit that there were facts required to be known by the House, but appeared 
to dread that he (Mr. B.) was going to put questions improper or unparlia- 
mentary, was about to tread on forbidden ground, to enter into the arcana 
of state secrets; when he (Mr. B.) did propose anything inconsistent with 
Parliamentary rule, or trenching on the private privileges and duties of 
Ministers, it would be time enough for the venerable member to exhibit alarm; 
all he (Mr. B.) desired was to elicit facts in the way the books of 
authority directed; he would again refer to the case of 1840 to be found 
in the 65th vol: of the Commons Journals; in order that the question might 
be clearly understood, and especially by hon. members who were not in their 
places at the last meeting, he would once more direct attention to the war- 
rant of the 6th July 1846 signed by Messrs Daly & Smith by which the Clerk 
of the Crown in Chancery was directed to issue a writ under which the hon. 
gentlemen occupying a seat as member for Simcoe was returned. (Here the 
hon. member read the warrant, repeating with emphasis, that part which stated 
that Sir Allan had vacated his seat.) Would any one say that it was not 
important to enquire into the validity of such a document? do not the privi- 
leges of this House and the rights of the constituencies we represent require 
it? - Does not consideration for you, sir, (addressing Sir Allan) and for 
the chair you occupy dictate it? It was very possible that the question 
might be determined fly (sic) the documents to be submitted, but if it were 
not, who would deny the propriety of requiring further evidence? The Hon. 
Speaker had already shewn a disposition to communicate all he knew, why 
then should not the Hon. Secretary be examined, and put in his papers as 
part of his evidence, as was done in the Hansard case. (Here Mr. B. read 
the particulars of that case shewing that persons who were examined handed 
in documents.) This was the course that he (Mr. B.) desired to pursue, 
((it)) was the same as that which had been determined on at the last meeting. 
He thought the course proposed was perfectly regular=2, but he was also 
willing to adopt any other by which the facts could be come at.33 


MR. VIGER.--Is it according to parliamentary usage to examine a minister 
of the Crown in his place?34 


MR. BALDWIN had no objection to adopt any other course which might be 
suggested, in which he could coincide, but for his part, he did not see 
any other course which can be properly adopted. 3° 


MR. AYLWIN would suggest that the motion be withdrawn with the under- 
standing, that if the papers are not satisfactory, the motion should again 
be brought forward.?

My Lord, 

Your Lordshtp wtll undoubtedly have heard from Mr. Secretary Daly, of 
my having returned the Commission appointing me Adjutant General of Militia; 
and I have now the honor to explatn more fully to Your Excellency, what 
compelled me to take that step. In the first place tt ts due to Your 
Lordship that I should express my best thanks for the honor intended me, 
and for the kindness and courtesy which I have always experienced at Your 
Excelleney's hands, and I trust you will not attribute my prompt return 
of the Commisston, in any degree, to a want in the high respect that ts 
due, and whitch I entertain for Your Lordship. 

In the vartous conversations which I have had the honor of holding 
wtth Your Lordshtp on the subject of the Milttta, and of my appotntment 
to the Adjutant Generalship, it was my desire and endeavour to impress 
upon Your Excellency how anxtous I was to be well supported in the subor- 
dinate offtcers of the Department. It was because I look upon the task 
of re-organtztng the Militta, and of carrying out with effect the earnest 
destres and comprehensive vtews of Your Lordshtp on thts subject, and of 
permanently and usefully superintending the whole body of the Militta 
throughout thts extenstve Province, as a difficult and wetghty undertaking, 
and one to whtch I did not feel myself adequate, without the aid of able 
and efftctent asststants. 

Notwithstanding hts want of milttary expertence, I constder Dr. Taché 
quite eltgtble to the office of Deputy Adjutant General, more especially 
with a view to the Lower Canada population, and so expressed myself to Your 
Excelleney; but he being a ctvtlian, and unacquainted wtth military matters, 
I deemed tt the more destrable that the other Deputy should be conversant 
with military affairs, and familtar with their details, and I took the 
Liberty of submitting Colonel Cameron's name, as in my estimation possessing 
these qualtftceattons. Although Colonel Macdonell was also spoken of, as 
proposed by some gentlemen of the Executive Counetl, I did not understand 
Your Excelleney to entertain hts recommendatton tn opposttton to Colonel 
Cameron, and left Montreal under the full tmpresston that Your Excellency 
had finally resolved tn favor of the latter. With Your Excellency's sanc- 
tton, I have communicated with him on the subject, and have done so tn the 
persuaston that he had been selected for the appointment. 

After leaving Montreal, I heard nothing more on the subject until the 
recetpt of Mr. Daly's letter of the 3d instant, transmitting the Commission 
for myself, and tntimating that after the fullest consideration with the 
members of the Couneitl, Your Excellency had come to the coneluston, that 
tt was more expedient to appotnt Colonel Macdonell, Deputy Adjutant General, 
than any other person, and that you had directed the immediate tissue of 
hts Commtsston accordingly. Your Excellency may readily believe my sur- 
prise, when I found that he had been substituted for Colonel Cameron. I 
felt at once that, under such ctreumstances, I could not satisfactorily 
aecept the office of Chief of the Department; and to preclude the possibil- 
tty of any question respecting my seat in the Legislative Assembly, and 
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the Speaker's chair, which would be vacated by my accepting office, I, 
without a moment's delay, addressed a few lines to Mr. Daly, declining 

the appointment, and returning the Commission. (This I trust will satis- 
factortly account for what might otherwise have appeared an abrupt pro- 
ceeding on my part.) I much regret that my name has appeared in the Gaz- 
ette before he could posstbly have received my communication. I of course 
can have no personal objectton to Colonel Macdonell--his claims for the 
favor of the Government are well known to Your Lordship, and I would tn 
no degree wish to detract from them. So far therefore as respects him 
tndtvidually, I am very glad that he ts to receive preferment, though I 
could have wished his interests had been promoted in some other way; for 
I must frankly confess that I do not constder him the most eltgtble sel- 
ectton that might have been made, or possessed of the qualtftcattons whtch 
I deemed essential: and dtstrusting my own ability to manage wtth advan- 
tage to the public, or with satisfaction to the Government, or to myself, 
so extensive and important a Department, without the atd of those tin 
whose abiltty and fttness I can confidently rely, I am unwilling to ven- 
ture upon the arduous duty under extsting ctrcumstances. 

Mr. Daly's letter informs me that tt has been determined to appoint 
Colonel Macdonell, tn accordance wtth the advice of the Council; still 
I would respectfully remark that the office ts not a polttteal one, and 
that I do not understand the Council have, nor would I concede to that 
Honorable Body, the privilege of controlling in appointments of thts kind. 

That prinetple was, I believe, settled with the approbatton of the 
Home Government under the Admintstratton of Lord Metcalfe, and hts stead- 
fast maintenance of the right of the Queen, and of Her Majesty's Represen- 
tative, to exercise a free dtscretton in Militta appotntments were, I sup- 
posed, clearly established. On the present occaston I belteved that Your 
Eucellency, tn the exerctse of an undoubted prerogative right, had approved 
of Colonel Cameron for one of the Deputy Adjutants General, an appotntment 
to whteh the Council, I am sure, could urge no objections on polttteal or 
personal grounds; and whtle I would strenuously maintain Your Excellency's 
econstituttonal right to make it trrespective of the Executive Council, I 
at the sane time freely confess that it was equally in Your Excellency's 
discretion to defer to thetr advice, and relinquish the tntentton which 
had been formed, and to bestow the patronage of the Crown upon another, 
since tt seemed to Your Excellency more expedient so to do. 

Assuring Your Excellency that I have adopted the course whitch I feel 
best becomes me under the altered state of the arrangements, I wtll only 
trespass further to repeat my acknowledgments for the honorable and valu- 
able office Your Excellency has been graciously pleased to destgn for me, 
and my regret at being obliged to decline tts acceptance.

MR. BALDWIN, did not think that the papers gave all the information that 
was wanted.4/ ((He)) directed attention to the fact that after all this 
correspondence had transpired, and when Sir Allan's position in declining 
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to accept the proffered office was fully before the Ministry by his letter 
of the 28th July, the Hon. Secretary and one of the hon. Members for Mon- 
treal joined in issuing another warrant dated the 30th July for an election 
for the Town of Cornwall in which it was still presumed and asserted that 
he (Sir Allan) was not Speaker; it was clear from this that the documents 
read did not give all the information necessary and he would therefore 
renew his motion for the examination of the Secretary. He could not see 
that there could be any difficulties in acceding to the motion.4

18. Wtll you inform thts House whether the offtce of Adjutant General 
of the Milttta of this Province was ever offered to you stnce your last 
electton as a Member of thts House, and whether you ever accepted that 
appotntment; and whether you or your agent expertenced at any. time any dif- 
ftculty or delay on the ground of the satd acceptance, or supposed acceptance, 
and the consequent vacancy of your seat, or otherwtse, tn the regular recetpt 
of your salary as Speaker of thts House; and wtll you also inform the House 
of all the facts and ctreumstances connected with such offer and acceptance, 
or supposed acceptance, or tn any way relating thereto, and lay before the 
House all commtsstons, letters, papers, and other documents in your hands, or 
within your control, connected with or relating to the same?--It was offered 
to me by the late Governor General, Earl Cathcart, and tt was my intentton to 
have accepted the offtce. On the first offer being made to me, I declined; 
but at a subsequent conversation wtth the Governor General, I agreed to accept 
it, under certain conditions, namely, that I should be permitted to have the 
most efftetent aid tn the offtce. The Governor General was destrous to have 
a French Deputy Adjutant General for Lower Canada, and I suggested the name 
of Colonel Taché, the present Deputy Adjutant General for Lower Canada, and 
his Lordshtp assented. I then endeavoured to impress on the Governor Gen- 
eral my desire to have a Deputy for Upper Canada, who had experience, and 
was thoroughly conversant with military detatls. I suggested Colonel Cam- 
eron, and Hts Lordship assented. The thing rematned in thts unsettled state 
at the prorogatton of the Parliament; after the prorogatton, I saw the 
Governor General, and had several conversations wtth him. It had been 
proposed to me that I should be gazetted here. I left the Governor General 
with the understanding that Colonel Cameron was to be my Deputy. Wtth 
the approbation of His Excellency, I went directly to Mr. Daly, and told 
him that I accepted the offtce of Adjutant General from Hts Excellency, on 
the express condition that Colonel Cameron was to be my Deputy, and that I 
had Hts Excellency's authority to say so; and that so soon as I could be 
certain the Colonel Cameron would accept the offtce of Deputy Adjutant 
General, we were both to be gazetted. JI had occaston then to go to Quebec, 
and Mr. J. H. Cameron, the present Solicitor General, being then in town, 
and in order to expedite business, as I was about to leave for England, 
and Mr, Cameron then being about to proceed to Upper Canada, I requested 
him to wrtte to Colonel Cameron, to know it he would accept the office. 

On my arrtval at Toronto, after my return, I called on Mr. Cameron, who 
tnformed me that he had written to Colonel Cameron, and had recetved Col- 
onel Cameron's answer, that he would accept the office. On getting this 
information, I wrote to Mr. Daly on the twenty-fifth of June. On the third 
of July, I recetved an answer. On the recetpt of that letter, I declined 
the office tn the letter latd before the House. I should have stated that, 
after my return from Quebec, and before my departure for Upper Canada, 
whtle tn Montreal, I called to take leave of the Governor General: Hts 
Lordshtp stated to me that some Members of his Counctl were anxtous that 

he should appotnt Colonel Macdonell, but he satd, I told them that I had

quthortzed you to offer the appotntment to Colonel Cameron. JI told htm 
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that I was much obliged to him, and that I felt that the services of Col- 
onel Cameron would be indispensable to me, especially as I had to leave 

for England for a short time. After leaving the Governor General, I cal- 
led on the late Recetver General, and he expressed himself in favor of 
Colonel Macdonell; I said, tf there is any difficulty relating to thts 
matter, I will go back to the Governor General; he satd that there was no 
necessity, and that they would endeavour to provide for Colonel Macdonell 
in some other way. I had no other communication with the Executive Govern- 
ment, or the Governor General, except what ts contained tn the written 
documents on the table; nor have I since seen the Governor General.

19. Did you, in any written communication, subsertbe your name, add- 
tng thereto the title of Adjutant General?--I did not. 

20. Did you address any document to any public officer, tn connectton 
with your appointment as Adjutant General, in the discharge of the duties 
of that office?--I never stgned any document as Adjutant General, nor dtd 
I do any offictal act tn that capacity. Previous to my refusal of the office, 
I had sent in a plan for the re-organization of the Militia, addressed to 
Captain Talbot. 

21. How long after your letter to Lord Catheart, dtd you leave Canada 
for England?--I think I left by the next steamer for England. 

22. Had you made any arrangements with the Government for the discharge 
of your duttes, tn the anticipation of your absence?--I made arrangements 
that Colonels Taché and Cameron should perform the duties of my offtce in 
my absence. 

23. Had you the express sanction of Lord Catheart for you absence?-- 
I understood from Lord Catheart, that tn case of my accepting the office, 
I should have leave of absence; and I wrote a letter making appltcatton 
for leave of absence, whtch letter I sent to Captain Talbot, to be deltiv- 
ered when requtred. es 

24. Was any spectfte appltcatton made for such leave?--There was no 
spectfte appltcatton made for leave. After I recetved Mr. Daly's letter, 
stating the regret of Hts Excellency at hts tnabtlity to carry out the 
original intention of appointing Colonel Cameron, I had no further comnun- 
teatton with the Executive Council, or with any other person, except my 
letter to Mr. Daly isis date the appointment, and my letter to Lord Cath- 
cart explaining my reasons. 84

Mr. Speaker Mr. Speaker then reported that, when the House

Speech. Counetl Chamber, His Excellency was pleased to make 


a Speech to both Houses of the Provincial Parliament, 
of whtch Mr. Speaker said he had, to prevent mistakes, obtatned a Copy, 
whtch he read to the House; and ts as followeth:-- 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Counctl, Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly, 


It gtves me stncere grattficatiton to meet you, that we may deltberate 
on the important interests committed to our charge. 

The representattons which have proceeded from this and the netghbour- 
tng Provinces on the subject of the Post Office, had engaged the anxious 
constderation of the Imperial Government. I am enabled to inform you, 
that Her Majesty's Ministers are prepared to surrender to the Provinctal 
Authortttes, the control of that Department, so soon as by concert between 
the several Legislatures, arrangements shall be matured for securing to 
Brittsh North America the advantages of an effictent and untform Post Office 
system. 

By a Statute passed durtng the last Sesston of the Imperial Parliament, 
the Cotontal Legislatures are empowered to repeal differenttal duttes here- 
tofore imposed tn the Colonies in favor of British Produce. It ts probable 
that by exercising this power you may be enabled to benefit the consumer 
wtthout injury to the Revenue. I commend the subject to your constderattion, 
and I shall lay before you certain communtcattons relating to it, whtch I 
have recetved from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies, and 
from the Lieutenant Governors of Nova Seotta and New Brunswick. 

Measures wtll be submitted to you for more generally extending Warehous- 
tng facilittes to Inland Ports, and for effecting other tmprovements in 
our commercial system, all of which will, I am sure, engage your attentton. 

In pursuance of an Address presented by the House of Assembly during 
the course of last Sesston, tnquirtes have been tnstttuted with the view 
of ascertaining the practtcabtlity and probable cost of the construction 
of a Railway between Quebec and Halifax. A Survey of the proposed line

has been undertaken by the Impertal Government, and ts still tn progress. 

I shall submit for your information a Despatch from the Secretary of 
State, desertbing the course whtch Her Majesty's Government propose to 
take, in order to remedy the tneonventence which the Provinces of British 
North Amertca appear to have sustained from the operation of the Imperial 
Statute for the protection of Copyright. 

ln vtew of the large Immigration which may be expected to take place 
thts year, measures have been adopted for providing addittonal accommoda- 
tion and medical attendance for the sick, and for tncreastng the means of 
forwarding the destttute to places where their labor may be requtred. An 
tnereased grant has been made by the Imperial Parliament in atd of thts 
service. Although it ts to be feared that there may be much want and suf-- 
fering among certatn classes of Immigrants who arrive thts season, I have 
reason to belteve that they will be accompanted by a greater number than 
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usual of persons possessed of capital, who are likely to prove an acquis- 
ttton to the Province. 


Gentlemen of the Legtslative Assembly, 


I have directed the Accounts of the Revenue and Expenditure of the 
past year, with the Estimates for the current year, to be latd before you. 

I observe with satisfaction that there ts an increase tn the Revenue 
derived from Public Works. 

I rely on your making such provision for the maintenance of the esta- 
blishments and credit of the Province as may be necessary to support the 
high character for probity and good fatth whitch Canada has at all times 
matntatined. 


Honorable Gentlemen and Gentlemen, 


We have reason to bless Providence for our exemptton from the calamity 
of fanine wtth whtch another part of the Emptre has been so sorely afflict- 
ed, and I congratulate you on the liberality whitch the Inhabitants of this 
Colony of all classes and origins have evinced tn contributing to the re- 
lief of thetr suffering fellow subjects. 

I cannot refrain from adverting to the fact that among those whose 
generosity has been so conspicuous on thts trying occaston, are our Indtan 
Brethren. 

The occurrences of the past year, though in some measure excepttonal, 
indicate that there ts a growtng demand in Europe for the produce of thts 
Continent, and render tt highly tmportant that the tnhabitants of Canada 
should improve to the utmost its natural advantages, and those whtch 
attach to tt as an tntegral part of an Empire, abounding in wealth and 
populatton. 

I feel confident that you will duly apprectate the responstbility 
whtch rests on Parltament at thts conjuncture, and that you will endea- 
vour by wise Legtslation to afford all practtcal extenston and developement 
to the trade and productive capabilittes of the Province, and to give tts 
tnstttutions that hold on the affecttons of the people which ts the founda- 
tton of publte and private credit, and the best security for social progress. 

In all measures calculated to effect these important objects, I am 
prepared hearttly to cooperate wtth you; and I am authorized to renew the 
assurance of the earnest desire of our Gracious Queen, to promote the pros- 
pertty of Canada and the happtness of tts people.

His Excellency's The Order of the Day for taking tnto constdera- 
Speech constdered. tion the Speech of His Excellency the Governor Gen- 
eral, delivered to both Houses of the Provtinctal 
Legtslature at the opentng of the present Sesston, being read; 
The House proceeded accordingly to take the satd Speech into constder- 
atton. 


MR. COLVILLE then rose and said, that the Ministry, he knew not why had 
done him the great honor to put into his hands the Address in reply to 
His Excellency's Speech at the opening of the Session, for the purpose of 
eg its adoption.49 It was not because he was the best speaker in the 
House29, Fortunately for him, it was no difficult task that had been assign- 
ed to him, for he approved of every sentence, and of every word of the 
address, and if it had not been for the printed amendment put into his hands, 
he really would not have thought that any member of the opposition could 
have found fault with a single word of it5l. It "roared as gently as any 
sucking dove."92 He could find no sin of commission or of omission in it; 
there was not a word in it about any of the party questions which divided 
this country; and everything in it had reference to very important subjects 
to the country. It proposed no new laws, but he thought they had already 
as many laws as they could obey, and more than they could properly under- 
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stand, and the country might go very well for a year or two at least with- 
out any more (hear, hear). He had been acquainted with the character of 
the Earl of Elgin for many years, and he knew that he was one of the very 
few Governors of Jamaica who had given satisfaction to both the planters 
and laborers. He had never heard of any complaint from the proprietors 

of land, whom he ae well, and he believed there was none from any portion 
of the population. He then proceeded to the other parts of the address, 
commenting in approving terms on each subject touched upon in the speech 
from the throne, in succession; viz., the Post Office, Differential Duties, 
Warehousing Facilities, Quebec and Halifax Railway, Copy Rights, Emigra- 
tion, &c., &c.2> ((and)) he very much approved of the proposal to refer the 
Post Office to Provincial management; and believed the House would be unan- 
imous in that opinion. As for the Quebec and Halifax railway, whether it 
would be profitable to the makers he did not know but he believed it would 
be highly profitable to us to have it made for us (hear, and laughter). 

He expressed a little doubt as to the money being obtained for ... ((it))?/. 
With the paragraph respecting the laws of copyright, he agreed. He thought 
it a great advantage to the people of this country to get cheap books from 
the United States: the people were not rich enough to purchase expensive 
volumes from England. The next paragraph related to the large emigration 
now taking place, and he hoped that every means would be taken to assist them. 
With regard to the Public Revenue and Accounts, he hoped the Revenue would 
be found to be more flourishing than it really was. (Hear, hear, and great 
laughter.)°8 With reference to the remarks about the famine which had vis- 
ited the Mother Country, he was glad that he had it in his power to say that 
the people of Canada had come nobly forth and done their duty; it was only 
right that they should do so; for as it was an ill wind that blew nobody 
good, he could not deny but that the famine in Great Britain had been the 
cause of their produce fetching a higher price than it otherwise would have 
done: he considered that the large subscriptions sent home, showed that 
the people of this country had sympathy with the fellow subjects. The hon. 
member concluded by moving the address.2?

Mr. Colville moved to resolve, seconded by Mr. Lyon, That an humble 
Address be presented to Hts Excellency the Governor General, to thank His 
Excellency for his gractous Speech from the Throne. 

To congratulate Hts Excellency upon hts assumption of the Government 
of thts Province. 

To express the grattficatton of thts. House that Her Majesty has been 
gractously pleased to nominate as Her Representative in the North American 
Colontes, a Governor whose prevtous official career in another Colony of 
the British Emptre, offers the happtest promise, under His Excellency's 
guidance, of a prosperous administration of the affairs of this great 
Province. 

That we are much gratified to learn that the representations whitch 
have proceeded from this and the netghbourtng Provinces on the subject of 
the Post Office have engaged the anxious constderation of the Imperial 
Government, and that Hts Excellency ts enabled to inform us, that Her Ma- 
jesty's Ministers are prepared to surrender to the Provinetal Authorittes, 
the control of that Department, so soon as, by concert between the several 
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Legislatures, arrangements shall be matured for securing to British North 
America the advantages of an efftctent and untform Post Office System. 

That we assure His Excellency of our great satisfaction that the Col- 
ontal Legislatures, by a Statute passed during the last Sesston of the 
Impertal Parliament, are empowered to repeal differential duties heretofore 
imposed tn the Colontes in favor of British Produce. 

That we will give our most attentive constderatton to thts tmportant 
subject, and to the communtcations relating to tt, whtch Hts Excellency 
has received from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colontes, and 
from the Lieutenant Governors of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 

That Hts Excellency may rely on our attention betng directed to such 
measures as may be submitted for the purpose of extending more generally 
Warehousing factlittes to Inland Ports, and for effecting other itmprove- 
ments in our Commerctal System. 

We are gratified to learn that inquirtes have been instituted with the 
view of ascertaining the practtcability and probable cost of the construc- 
tion of a Railway between Quebec and Halifax, and that a Survey of the 
proposed line has been undertaken by the Impertal Government, and ts sttll 
in progress. 

We shall be happy to recetve from Hts Excellency the communtcatton of 
the Despatch from the Secretary of State, describing the course whtch Her 
Majesty's Government propose to take in order to remedy the tneconventence 
whteh the Provinces of Brittsh North America have sustained from the oper- 
atton of the Imperial Statute for the protection of Copyrights. 

The expectation of a large Emigration has, we are prepared to find, 
rendered prudent measures for providing additional accommodation and medi- 
cal attendance for the sick, and for tncreastng the means of forwarding 
the destttute to places where thetr labour may be required, and are grati- 
fied to learn that an tncreased grant has been made by the Impertal Parlia- 
ment in atd of thts service; and whtle we regret the too great probability 
of much want and suffering among certain classes of Emigrants, we trust 
that the favorable antictpattons of His Excelleney of the character of a 
large portion of the Emtgratton may be happtly realtzed. 

That we will give our best constderation to the Accounts of the past 
year and Estimates of the current year, whtch will be latd before us by 
Hts Excellency; and we learn with the htghest satisfactton that there ts an 
tnerease tn the revenue derived from Publte Works. 

That Hts Excellency may fully rely upon our making such proviston for 
the matntenance. of the establtshments and credit of the Province as may be 
necessary to support the htgh character for probtty and good fatth whitch 
Canada has won for herself, and, we firmly believe, will ever continue to 
matntatn. 

That we acknowledge our gratitude to Providence for our exemption from 
the ealamtty of famine, with which another part of the Empire has been so 
severely affltcted, and we thank his Excellency for hts congratulattons on 
the ltberality which the inhabitants of this Colony of all classes and ori- 
gins, tneludtng our Indtan Brethren, have evinced tn contrtbuting to the 
reltef of thetr suffering fellow subjects. 

That we concur with His Excellency that the occurences of the past 
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year, though, tn some measure, exceptional, indicate that there ts a grow- 
tng demand tn Europe for the produce of thts Continent, and render it highly 
tmportant for the tnhabitants of Canada to improve to the utmost tts nat- 
ural advantages, and those whtch attach to tt, as an integral part of an 
Emptre abounding tn wealth and population. 

That we duly appreciate the responstbtlity whtch rests on Parltament 
at thts conjuncture, and that we wtll endeavour, by wise legislatton, to 
afford all practtecable extension and developement to the trade and produc- 
tive capabilities of the Province, and to gtve tts Institutions that hold 
on the affections of the people, which is the foundation of publte and 
private credit, and the best security for soctal progress. 

That we thank Hts Excellency for his promises of cordial co-operation 
tn effecting these important objects, and for his renewal of the assurance 
of the earnest desire of Our Gractous Queen to promote the prosperity of 
Canada, and the happiness of tts people. 


MR. BALDWIN was sure it would be conceded that nothing could be more 
amiable than the speech of the hon. member for Beauharnois in support of 
the Address®0, He ... ((noticed)) the fact that the hon. member had been 
honoured a second time by moving the Address, and assured that gentleman 
that though he (Mr. Colville) was astonished at the selection, he (Mr. 
Baldwin) was not. It was exceedingly convenient for a Ministry to have a 
friend who could see no fault in their conduct who could be persuaded that 
all they averred was indisputable, and all they promised sure to be carried 
out.61 His ((Mr. Colville's)) admiration of the Ministry was always com- 
plete, whether his attention was directed to the particular doings of their 
polar star, the hon. member for Megantic (laughter), or to one and all, it 
was still the same. If, however, a difference could at all be struck it 
would be in favour of the present laudations; and surely it would be admit- 
ted that he capped the climax of compliment when, with that simplicity of 
character which so distinguishes him, he expressed his hope that the revenue 
might be found “even better than it was stated to be" (much laughter.) 62 
Il fallait que 1l'honorable membre fut d'une simplicité de coeur admirable. 
Mais le membre qui avait rédigé l'adresse, devait @tre orgueilleux de rece- 
voir un tel compliment, il n'’en connaissait pas 1l'auteur, mais il espérait 
qu'il se ferait connaftre dans le cours de la discussion, afin d'avoir mis 
au jour une production aussi ingénieuse.°3 So far from being astonished 
at the selection, he greatly doubted whether one other gentleman could have 
been found on the Ministerial Benches who could swallow all the assertions 
of the Ministry.©4 11 ((le ministére)) ne choisirait pas un homme qui po- 
séderait (sic) des opinions siennes®’. The hon. member for Peterboro', for 
instance, and others he could name, were not so well qualified®®, Happy 
was the Government which had such a friend!®7 On avait été surpris de voir 
qu'il proposait des amendemens a l'adresse.°8 Under ordinary circumstances, 
he (Mr. B.) would not be very desirous of choosing an occasion so soon after 
the first arrival of a Governor to raise objections to the speech; but the 
House had not met under ordinary circumstances, or in ordinary times, and 
therefore were they69 imperatively/9 called upon for an open avowal of their 
sentiments; and he would add, that under the present state of things, the 
very circumstance of the Governor General being yet a stranger in the country 
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was an additional reason why the fullest expression should be given to 

the several views by which parties were divided. He (Mr. B.) also felt 
satisfied that both the gracious Queen, whom they all loved, and under 

whom they served, and her delegate the Governor General, whom they res- 
pected, would regard such a course as the most consistent, as well with 
those glorious principles established by that revolution which gave the 
throne of England to the family of the one, as with the noble reminiscences 
which belonged to the ancestral dignity of the other (cheers). A candid 
exposition of facts would also best enable His Excellency to discharge 
those duties which belonged to his station, and of which he (Mr. B.) 

did not doubt it was the desire of that nobleman to acquit himself faith- 
fully and impartially. But apart from all that, there was one circumstance 
which particularly justified the course he (Mr. B.) proposed, and that was 
the connection of His Excellency with the late lamented Earl of Durham 
(Hear, hear, and cheers.) No one who knew him (Mr. B.) would impute to 

him that he embraced all that was contained in the great state document 
which Lord Durham presented to Her Majesty as the result of his experience 
in Canada; nor did he think that Lord Elgin should necessarily concur with 
all its positions; but he conceived that considering the time in which 

His Excellency assumed this Government, the shaken and disordered condi- 
tion in which the machinery of state must appear to his view, it was 
peculiarly appropriate to invite his consideration anew, of those consti- 
tutional doctrines in which consist the real value of that Report./1 And 
it would be noticed that to this point the amendment confined its approval./2 
"We owe," continued the learned member, "to the Earl of Durham the recogni- 
tion of those principles in the Government of Canada which were secured by 
the people of England in 1688 (cheers)/3. Ceux qui connaissaient combien

attention to that victory, and to the rights which we gained by it." 

(Hear, hear, and Shame Those who ... feel the importance of ... ((Bri- 
tish)) principles, know well the deep debt which Canada owes to Lord 
Durham, and must feel gratified that one so nearly connected with him has 
come amongst us./6 Tous ceux qui autrefois étaient opposés aux grands 
principes pour lesquels les réformistes avaient combattu, y revenaient 
actuellement, et que le dernier membre_qui s'y opposait avait maintenant 
cessé d'étre membre de cette chambre.’’ To him (Mr. B.) at least, he 
confessed it was a matter of sincere gratulation, and the more so, as 

he had arrived at a time when the great principles enunciated by his 
illustrious relative had been at last acceded to by al1./8 Before, how- 
ever, going further into that subject he would make a few brief remarks 
upon the leading topics of the Address. He was not sufficiently in- 

formed upon the subject of His Excellency's Government of Jamaica to 

do more than refer to it in a general way, but taking it for granted 
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that the Ministry were better informed, he had no objection to give 

a general assent - which of course involved no opinion as to the sys- 

tem of government - to the assertion that he was successful. Respect- 

ing the Post Office he thought there was not as much promised as the 
Address assumed./2 ((And so he)) did not feel so sanguine as the hon. 
mover of the Address, as to the immediate benefit to be derived from any- 
thing yet done in the matter.80 A certain act of concord between the 
different Legislatures was referred to as being necessary before any 
action was taken; but he trusted that their wishes would in the end be 
realized; he was glad to see by their reference to the differential duties 
that the Ministry had at last acquired some wisdom on that head and that 
some promise was afforded that they would come down to the House prepared 
to submit a better system; all that was said of the Quebec and Halifax 
Rail Road had his hearty concurrence; he hoped the extensive emigration 

of this year would tend to the improvement of the country itl esperait 
que les rapports sur la détresse des émigrans étaint (sic) exagérés82, 

and was glad to see the exertions made by the government to alleviate 
the((ir)) distress ...; he was not disposed to enter at present upon the 
question of the public revenue, although there were some doubts as to its 
being in a flourishing condition.

84 ery 
reviendrait dans un autre temps .85 Upon these and some other points in 
the address there could be no serious difference of opinion, and he would 
therefore pass on to a paragraph which required more consideration; he 
referred to86 the 13th clause8/, which said - "And to give its Institu- 
tions that hold on the affections of the People, which is the foundation 
of public and private credit, and the best security for social progress." 
He concurred in the doctrine here propounded88 , Of course the House was 
quite prepared to listen with humility to the admonitions and advice of 
the experience gentlemen who conducted the Government, but they might be

Then who does not remember the course taken on 
the University Bill;--the pledges made and abandoned--the bye play about 

the seat of the hon. member for Simcoe--the singular resignation, containing 
a saving clause, of the then Solicitor General for Upper Canada (hear, hear)-- 
the professions to desire to carry the University Bill made at one time 

and immediately after the introduction into the Ministry of the present 
member for Huron, who was decidedly opposed to such a measure (hear, hear)-- 
then the final going out of the late Solicitor General, and the selection ... 
Cy) his successor ... ((as)) another staunch opponent of the University 
Bibl 7.e.

MR. BALDWIN ((continued:)) shewing that the desire for that measure, if 
any there was, was becoming "small by degrees and beautifully less" (laughter.) 
Did this species of hocus pocus proceeding in the Ministerial family indi- 
cate respect for the affections of the people--a desire to rally these affec- 
tions round the institutions of the country?100 ((11)) continue en deman- 
dant aux membres du ministére comment 1'hon. ex-président du conseil avait 
été renvoyé de sa place?101 --another curiosity in its way (hear, hear); and 
that brought him to another, a very recent affair,102 une nomination sur 
laquelle il ne pouvait s'empécher de faire quelques remarques, c'était celle 
d'un président103, mr.

yet do we find the President of a mammoth bank coolly, and without the 
least change in his commercial position, becoming a member of the Council. 
He (Mr. B.) thought he had thus briefly shewn that the attemps of the Min- 
istry to strengthen themselves, made from time to time, was (sic) not 
consitent (sic) with English practice, and was (sic) in no way calculated 
to enlist the affections of the people. He would next refer to a memor- 
able act of policy of theirs - the issuing of the militia scrip in Lower 
Canada, in defiance of the plain law of the land. (Hear, hear) 106,

MR. BALDWIN. - I know it failed, and noble was it in the people to 
disregard it (hear, hear.) It was done for the purpose of bribing, or 
prostrating Lower Canadal99,

MR. BALDWIN ((continued:)) But it was laughed to scorn by the patrio- 
tic band whom it was intended to undermine and destroy. Was such an 
attempt according to English practice? Look to a late act of a Governor 
of the West Indies, who, contrary to law, admitted flour to avoid starva- 
tion; and yet, although the act was too obviously morally correct, because 
it did violate the letter of the law, he (the Governor) applied to the 
Parliament for a statute of indemnity. He (Mr. B.) could not avoid refer- 
ring to the two late appointments of Receiver General and Attorney General 
for Lower Canada - appointments so plainly intended to keep up the balance 
on the University question (hear, hear,) it was well known that the gentle- 
man filling the latter office was not of the politics to desire reform 
in King's College; but did the hon. member for Kingston agree with his 
learned colleague in that regard, and did not know how far from being a 
trivial thing was the feeling in Upper Canada on that question; and yet, 
in order, of course, to illustrate English practice, and to centre the 
affections of the people on the institutions of the country, he forms part 
of the present Ministry (hear, hear, hear, and laughter). He (Mr. B.) 
would next refer to the conduct of the Ministry in relation to another 
branch of the Legislature. It could not be denied that the Upper House 
required all the strength, wealth, and honour that could be obtained for 
it, this he (Mr. B.) always maintained, and, in his own conduct, furnished 
proof that such was his judgment. He referred to his own conduct, because 
of the clap-trap charges to the contrary that were got up against him. 
What was the fact? At the very time these slanders were uttered against 
him, he was differing with the party to which he belonged, and was even 
opposed to his dearest connection in defence of what he (Mr. B.) con- 
ceived to be the character and honor of that branch, and it was thus that 
he always regarded party, useful when directed according to principle, but 
to be abandoned the very instant it could not bear the application of that 
talisman (hear, hear, and cheers.) But was that the conduct of his succes- 
sors in office? They talk of injury done by demagogues! Was ever such evil 
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inflicted on the branch to which he referred as that caused by the pre- 
sent Executive in bringing down the late Attorney General from his place 
in that House to become their leader and champion in thislll,

MR. BALDWIN. - "And it is they", said the hon. member ((Mr. Baldwin) ) 
with marked indignation, "and it is they who talk of the affections of 
the people! - they who degraded the Upper House, and who, in all the de- 
tails of their own yet imperfect organization, set at defiance - literally 
derided - English practice and English precedent!" (hear, hear, and cheers.) 
He (Mr. B.) knew well that the hon. member for Montreal, whom he saw in 
his place (Mr. Moffatt,) did not approve of the conduct which he (Mr. B.) 
was then reprobating: and however desirous that hon. member was to main- 
tain the present Ministry in their places, if he were to speak out he 
would pronounce strongly against many things which, from general policy, he 
connived at; and particularly would he condemn the violation of the honor 
and dignity of the Upper House - a proceeding the most disgraceful, and 
rather than be a party to which he (Mr. B.) would consent to be excluded 
for ever from public office (cheers). They (the Ministry) affect to be 
Conservative, but where is their Conservatism? What do the conserve? See 
how they deal with the old and honored offices of the country: what was 
their conduct towards the Surveyor General's Department? There were two 
Departments approximating somewhat to each other, that which he mentioned, 
and one under the modern name of the Crown Lands Department; it was deemed 
expedient to amalgamate these offices, but what did our Conservatives do? 
Did they preserve the old office with a name familiar to English and Col- 
onial ears? Not at all: they abolished it in deference, of course, to the 
affections of the people for the time-honoured institutions of the country 
(laughter.) The change in regard to the Board of Works was another case 
in point. A cry had been raised against Mr..Killaly; the Ministry heard 
it, but brought no charges against him, and professed no desire to dismiss 
him; but they brought in an Act and passed it, changing the name of the 
Department to that of Public Works, with no President, but simply a Chief 
Commissioner, The member for Simcoe, in satisfaction for previous services, 
was appointed Chief Commissioner, and Mr. Killaly was not dismissed: his 
office was merely abolished, and the hon. member for Simcoe appointed to a 
new one. Was there ever a more cowardly, un-English, unjust way of treat- 
ing a public officer? But it was done purely for the purpose of entwining 
round the institutions of the country "the affections of the people" - 
(hear, hear) - The office of Adjutant General too gave rise to some dis- 
play of Conservatism, of British practice. One Deputy Adjutant General 
was disposed of by getting some 5 or £600, which was equal, of course, to 
a certificate of character, and therefore a proof of no fault. In Upper 
Canada a worthy officer, Col. O'Hara, a man of reputation who served in the 
Penisular (sic) War, was deprived of his place by means of a pretended 
change in the Department, he was not dismissed of course, there was no 
charge against him, but they converted the terms which designated his of- 
fice, changed it from Deputy Adjutant to Assistant and lo! one fine morn- 
ing he found himself relieved; the Government were of course sorry for him 
but his office was no longer in existence - the affections of the people 
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for that institution had to be respected (laughter). Such is the style in 
which offices under the Crown have been managed by the gentlemen who have 
undertaken to admonish his (Mr. B's.) side of the House.113 These are the 
gentlemen who are to draw the affections of the people, and they éall them- 
selves Conservatives! We, Mr. Speaker said Mr. Baldwin, are the true Con- 
servatives-we have defended the Constitutional principles and usages of the 
British System from the sacriligious (sic) hand of Her Majesty's advisers.114 
Would it not appear that the compliment might be returned, and they admon- 
ished to look at home? (Hear, hear). And then are they more fortunate in 
the conduct of their Departments? There was the Crown Lands- 


MR. MURNEY -- A bad Department!116 


MR. BALDWIN--You don't say so; really hon. Members should be more 
cautious had they not heard of the recent changes in the regulations of 
that Department of its being necessary to put questions in writing, &c.; 
but if it were true that the office was badly kept, why was it not remedied? 
Did the Colleagues of the hon. Member for Ottawa think that they too are 
not responsible for these abuses? Why do they not insist upon his doing 
right, or do what rumour says they are inclined to do, get rid of him? 
(laughter) .117 


MR. PRICE--After the speech on the Address (hear, hear.)118 


MR. BALDWIN.--True, there might be some risk till after that; but he 
(Mr. B.) had forgotten that a commission was appointed to enquire into 
the Crown Land department, another very British-like proceeding. Fancy 
Lord John Russell, for instance, having his department examined by commis-— 
sioners directed to do so by his brother Ministers, and these commissioners 
to consist of members of the House of Commons, who, at the same time, 
affected to have confidence in the Administration of which he (Lord John) 
was one, and, as a natural consequence, in Lord John individually. How 
would this sound, and seem, in England! Could it occur? And yet you, sir, 
(addressing the hon. member,) have submitted to that indignity, and remain 
in that seat, sustained by these second-hand supporters;--a want of self- 
pride, which in England would cause a Minister to be swept forever from 
public view (cheers). Another circumstance which shewed the extent which 
the Ministry thought it necessary to secure for the institutions of the 
country the affections and confidence of the people, their confidence in 
the stern regard of truth and honour which pervades these institutions, is 
the contrary statements given by them last year of the cause of stopping 
the sale of the Clergy Reserves; it will be remembered that the circular 
issued by the Commissioner of Crown Lands stated that ... there was a Des- 
patch from the Home Government ordering that course; it is also in the recol- 
lection of hon. members that in answer to a question put by him (Mr. B.) 
last session, the then Attorney General distinctly declared that there was 
no Despatch on the subject! The hon. member next referred to the distribu- 
tion of patronage, shewing the exclusive manner in which the present Minis- 
try have acted notwithstanding their objection to the late Administration 
in that respect. The late Ministry were called exclusive; the charges were 
wrung from Gaspé to Sandwich; but did parties so crying examine the true 
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state of the question? Did they know that when he (Mr. B.) and his col- 
leagues took office, the Tories held the great bulk of the offices through- 
out the country (hear, hear, hear). He (Mr. B.) then held in his hand a 
statement taken from the Canadien, of the proportions in which the public 
offices of Lower Canada were divided among the two portions of the popula- 
tion in 1841. The English portion, not more than one-third, held 181 offices 
which gave an aggregate income of £171,000, averaging £461 each; the French 
who were two-thirds of the population, had 54 offices giving £12,654, or an 
average of £252 each. In 1846 after the weight of the hon. Member for Three 
Rivers was thrown in the scale, it appeared from Lovell & Gibson's Almanack 
that the English held 110 offices and the French 9 in the Civil Departments. 
Hon. Members would see from this the immense disproportion in the distribu- 
tion of patronage, of which the Lower Canadians had, and still have, to com- 
plain. It would perhaps be thought that this was owing to national origin 
distinction in Lower Canada, but he (Mr. B.) thought it was simply Toryism 
in its universal character; hear what it was in Upper Canada; a calculation 
was made of the number of offices in ten districts, they amounted to 418; 

of these how many are in possession of the Reformers? Just 21, and the poor, 
oppressed, proscribed Tories have 397, for the purpose of entwining round 
the institutions of the country "the affections of the people.'"' He (Mr. B.) 
would next refer to the recent scene in the House on the question of the 
Speaker's chair. The ministry actually pretended that they did not expect 
an enquiry; if that really was their blissful state, what does it prove? 
Their utter incompetency to fill their places. What, sir, did they think 
that this House had no more consideration for its own rights for the dignity 
of that chair, and for you sir, personally, than to permit the question to 
remain unsolved which every one in the House and out of it, was asking, viz. 
"were you Speaker or not." It really did appear so; there they were the one 
looking at the other, each as it seemed soliciting a cue by which to start; 
and then when the hon. member for Megantic did muster courage enough to 
move, how did he proceed? Why, by professing his willingness to answer 
every thing, and then voting not to answer (hear, hear, and laughter) - The 
hon. member for Cornwall also showed much decorum and good feeling, starting 
up ever and anon urging with a Lawyer's nicety his. technical objections, and 
then to crown all they would not permit to be placed on the Journals of the 
House what you had solemnly stated as truth, they positively refused by their 
vote to affirm your statement; "and these Sir are your friends" (hear, hear) 
Save me from such friends; never, sir, was there a more coldhearted desertion 
of a public man. (cheers). The hon. member next referred to the conduct of 
the Administration in reference to a number of measures - the University 
Bill and Medicine and Surgery Bill, abandoned; and Election Law for Lower 
Canada promised by the late Attorney General Smith - upon which Mr. Lafon- 
taine withdrew a Bill he had prepared - but no such measure appearing; a 
Municipal Bill for Lower Canada went to the Upper House the very last hour 
of its sitting, and not passed of course, and not referred to in the late 
speech; Upper Canada Assessment Bill, and Public Lands Bill, not passed. - 
They had dealt with the District Court Law, the Upper Canada Municipal Law, 
the Registry Law, the Court of Assize, but all so imperfectly that little 
good has been done; and above all the hon. Secretary, on the 25th Feb, 1845, 
the 9lst day of a session of 121 days, brought in a Bill to ensure the pro- 
per distribution of the Statutes. On all important questions they had failed 
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to accomplish anything to which the respect and affections of the people 
could in the least degree be secured in their favour. In their corres- 
pondence on the subject of admission of cattle from the United States, in 
which the Eastern Townships were so much interested, they had completely 
failed and left the fate of the country in the hands of the Com Gen; their 
promises about public improvements had been mere delusions; and in order 

to remedy all defects, to supply all deficiencies, to enact commercial 
measures to meet the important times that have come upon us, and to pre- 
vent heavy injury to our commerce, to accomplish all this, the present ses- 
tion has commenced at this period - within seven days of the time prescribed 
by law as the utmost possible limit! Will any one say that this is right; 
that Navigation Laws, Differential Duties, &c. &c., can now be effectively 
disposed of? And even at this late period all the officers of Government 
are not in their places. What can be said of this, but that Ministers have 
sunk the interests of the public, and the convenience of the members of 

this House in the cheating schemesand efforts by which they have been endea- 
vouring to keep their own places. (Cheers.) Will hon. members by their 
votes on the present question ratify and approve such conduct?--will Eastern 
Township members do so? Perhaps they will; and if so, it will be their duty 
when they next go to the Hustings to state frankly and at once, "we cannot 
deny that in the last session of Parliament we sacrificed the interests of 


the country - but, we saved the Ministry." (Cheers)119 He concluded by 
moving the amendments to the Address .120 
(i2) 


The Honorable Mr. Baldwin moved, tn amendment, seconded by the Honor- 
able Mr. LaFontatne, That after the words "affairs of this great Province," 
tn the second paragraph of the main motton, the following be tnserted, vta:-- 

"And to state that this House, on this first occasion of approaching 
Hts Excellency, cannot, in justice etther to thetr own feeltngs or those 
of thetr constttuents, refrain from referring to the grattfying ctreunstance 
of Hts Excellency's connexion with the fanily of the late Earl of Durhan. 

To that dtstingutshed Statesman we are indebted for the Imperial recognition 
of our undoubted right as Brittsh subjects, to have the Government of the 
Province conducted by the assistance, counsel, and tnformation of a Provinetal 
Admintstratton, under the Representative of the Sovereign, whtch, while ap- 
potnted by the Crown tn the exerctse of tts undoubted prerogative, remains 
responstble to. the Provinetal Parliament, on the sane principles which have 
been found so perfectly efftcactous tn the administration of the Government 
of the Parent State. That grateful for the important part thus taken by 

him in procuring us this act of constituttonal justice, we cannot but indulge 
the pleasing confidence, that under one so nearly connected with him, and 

to whom his memory must necessarily be dear, we shall witness the practical 
application of thts great principle, and realize the benefits whtch it ts 
calculated to secure."

The first paragraph of the Address was put and carried, 121 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY, rose and said he was not in a position at pre- 
sent to reply to what the hon. member had collected with so much ease; but 
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it appeared to him that the hon. member's speech was a mere vent of dis- 
appointed expectation, and they were surprised that with all their 
experience, they had been foiled by these inexperienced young men on the 
ministerial side of the House.122 ((He)) said there was one subject on 
which he desired to make a few remarks. The hon. gentleman opposite had 
taunted the members on this side of the House, whom he termed the Speaker's 
friends, with having deserted him in the hour of need. Now, he said, this 
is false, we did not desert him. The ministry in the matter of the Speak- 
ership came down and stated candidly, that they had acted under a misappre- 
hension, that they had understood that the Speaker would accept, indeed 
that he had accepted office, and that therefore his seat as member for Ham- 
ilton was vacated. Ought the ministry then to be taunted with want of 
candour? No. But the hon. member for the North Riding, with that pleasing 
and insinuating address for which he is so justly celebrated, would not be 
satisfied with this simple explanation, but must put the Hon. Speaker into 
the undignified position which he occupded on Friday night last, not with 
any desire of clearing up the matter, no, for that was clear enough to his 
own mind, - but for the purpose of trying to draw out something which might 
be prejudicial to the Ministry.123 He believed the hon. member had got up 
the whole affair for his own purposes, to raise a lever wherewith to hoist 
the Speaker from the Chair, and he had not succeeded.124 


MR. AYLWIN.--Loud cheers from the hon. member from Quebec .125 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY.--He had heard the hon. member from Quebec cheer 
before, and he hoped he should again; but in a better cause of truth, &c. 2 
And when he, (Mr. C.), after a few minutes thought, promised to bring down 
the papers, rather than that an Address should go up to His Excellency - 
why was he not satisfied? - why did he next try to prevent their being laid 
on the table? - but desired to have the hon. member for Megantic examined; 
but he, so courteous was the hon. member, would not send him to the bar of 
the House; and then, Sir, when he had the hon. member under examination, mark 
the tortuosity of his course. Instead of being satisfied with the facts, 
he endeavours to penetrate into the reasons which induced the course that 
was pursued; and mark how, after he was repulsed once, he returns again, and 
again, under different guises; and when he found that, no matter how he dis- 
guised it, he was unable to accomplish the end he desired, he was to be no- 
ticed stealing up and down the ranks of the opposition, seeking for aid. 0! 
how was he to accomplish the end he proposed? - how was he to unseat the 
present occupants of the Treasury benches. Blank astonishment and disappoint- 
ment pervaded his countenance, which could not, and did not, pass unnoticed. 
And again how he attempted to prevent the simplest rules of evidence. He 
(Mr. C.) would bow to that gentleman's high legal attainments; but he must 
say, that he never before knew that the rules of the Courts of Law did not 
govern this high Court of Parliament, when we erected ourselves into such a 
situation. He hoped that it never would happen again that such a disgrace- 
ful, unprecedented coursel27--"the most disgraceful transaction which had 
ever occurred in the Legislature of any country"128--should be adopted. He 
could almost wish that it were blotted from the pages of the Journals of 
the House. The hon. member for the North Riding had spoken of an under cur- 
rent running on this side of the house. It was true there was an under 
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current; but it was one set and kept in motion by that hon. gentleman, and 
which had turned up matter of a most impure nature, to the bitter disap- 
pointment of the hon. member for the Fourth Riding. He (Mr. C.) said he 
felt warmly on the subject, and if he had expressed himself too strongly he 
must apologise,129 - only, however, he begged to be understood, for the 
language, not for the sentiments. They were those that he conscientiously 
believed. He said that hon. gentlemen had found great objection to the 
calling of Parliament at so late a date, but he would ask how it could have 
been called sooner. Was it not better to allow the Governor General to 
become acquainted with the country, or should the Ministry have called the 
House together immediately on his arrival, and thus, carrying out the prin- 
ciples of Responsible Government, make the Governors a mere tool in the 
hands of the Ministry? This perhaps is what the honourable gentlemen 
opposite would desire.130 mr. Cayley then explained that at the time he 
gave the draft of the address to Mr. Baldwin, Lady Elgin had not arrived 
which accounted for the omission of her Ladyship's name in the deaeeaenisl 
There was one expression in the amendment he admired very much, although 

he did not exactly understand the meaning as it stood. The expression was 
"fundamental characteristics." Was there not something wanting to complete 
the expression? - did the hon. gentleman not forget to put the word "Radical?" 
If he did he could understand then what was meant. He said that the para- 
graph which followed this was what he would term the omnibus; it told us 
that we were wrong to allow the Governor General to obtain a knowledge of 
the country; that we ought to have summoned the House immediately on his 
arrival, but this he had already answered. - Again the Hon. members opposite 
accuse us of not proceeding with the public works. Now he (Mr. C.) would 
ask, can we proceed without funds? Who was it but the Harrison Administra- 
tion that ran the country into the construction of the Welland Canal, which 
has cost the country £300,000 more than the estimates. 


MR. PRICE begged to remind the Hon. gentleman that the Opposition had 
nothing to do with the contract alluded to - it was the Harrison Administra- 
tion who were responsible for it, of which, Messrs. Draper and Daly were 
members. 


Cheers from the Opposition. 134 


MESSRS. AYLWIN, BALDWIN, ... and LAFONTAINE ((also)) disclaimed any 
connection with that jobl35, 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY continued, Ah! they have a scape-goat in the Hon. 
member for Megantic, who has to bear the weight of the sins of the differ- 
ent Administrations with which he has been connected, but, if he was not 
mistaken, there was one gentleman, who was a prominent member of the late 
Administration, that had a share in the business. He referred to the late 
Inspector General, Mr. Hincks.136 As to the allusion to the Members not 
being all assembled, he looked upon that as a testimony of merit at their 
daring to meet the opposition with their ranks unfilled; but he should 
scorn to wait a moment, and though he admired much the fundamental charact- 
eristics of the amendment, he should vote against it.137 


MR. ERMATINGER spoke against the extension of Free Trade. If it were 
carried out, he observed, this country would soon cease to be a British 
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Colony .138 He said Sir Robert Peel did not know what Free-trade meant 
and neither did one-half of the gentlemen we heard talking so glibly 
about it. He disapproved of the Free-trade clauses of the Address, but 
he would not divide the Ministerial Benches. He must confess that Par- 
liament ought to have been called long ago; unless called again in a 

few weeks the spirit of the Constitutionwould be violated and we would 
only have three sessions in four years. Notwithstanding this, he would 
oppose the amendment of the pia re Secae regretting the period at which the 
Legislature had been summoned. 39 


MR. GOWAN said he had made some notes of the speech of the honble. 
and learned member for North York, (Mr. Baldwin,) and that he wished to 
address some observations to the House in reply to that speech, but that 
before doing so, he would read for the information of the French Canadian 
gentlemen, who occupied the opposition benches, some passages from the 
Report of the late Earl of Durham, which Report had been spoken of in such 
laudatory terms by their political friends from Upper Canada, and to the 
memory of whose distinguished author, it was now proposed to pay so high 
a compliment .140 He could only say, if French Canadians on the other side 
were going to pass that eminent nobleman's eulogium, he would rather they 
should do it, than he should do it in their places. In former times there 
were ''Constitutional Societies" in the Lower Provinces, said to represent 
the opinions of the British population, and gentlemen on the opposite side 
were in the habit of complaining that they were strangely misrepresented 
by those societies, whose statements were said to be calumnious. But if 
they were calumnies, they were contained in the report made to her Majesty 
by the author of the book he held in his hand.141 

"The French Canadians have attempted to shroud their hostility to the 
influence of English immigration and the introduction of British institutions 
under the guise of warfare against the government and its supporters, whom 
they represented to be a small knot of corrupt and insolent dependants."

"The Assembly resisted these changes, chiefly because the English de- 
sired them."

"An utterly uneducated and singularly inert population, implicitly 


obeying leaders who ruled them by the influence of a blind confidence and 
narrow national prejudices."

"They clung to the ancient prejudices, ancient customs and ancient 
laws, not from any strong sense of their beneficial effects, but with the 
unreasoning tenacity of an uneducated and unprogressive people."

"The English farmer carried with him the experience and habits of the 
most approved agriculture in the world. He settled himself in the townships 
bordering on the seigniories and brought a fresh soil and improved cultiva- 
tion to compete with the worn out and slovenly farm of the habitant. He 
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often took the very farm which the Canadian settler had abandoned, and by 
superior management made that a source of profit which had only impoverish- 
ed his predecessor."

"The French could not but feel the superiority of English enterprise: 
they could not but shut their eyes to their success in every undertaking 
in which they came into contact, and to the constant superiority which 
they were acquiring."

"The French have lately established steamboats to competewith the mono- 
poly which a combination of English capitalists had for some time enjoyed 
on the St. Lawrence, and, small and somewhat uncomfortable as they were, 
they were regarded with favour on account of their superiority in the es- 
sential qualities of certainty and celerity. But this was not considered 
sufficient to ensure their success; an appeal was constantly made to the 
national feelings of the French, for an exclusive preference of the "French" 
line, and I have known a French newspaper announce with satisfaction the 
fact, that on the previous day, the French steamers from Quebec and Laprairie 
had arrived at Montreal with a great many passengers, and the English with 
very few."

"The only public occasion on which they ever met was in the jury-box; 
and they meet there only to the utter obstruction of justice. 

"The hostility which thus pervades society was some time growing before 
it became of prominent importance in the politics of the Province. It was 
inevitable that such social feelings must end in a deadly political strife. 
The French regarded with jealousy the influence in politics of a daily 
increasing body of the strangers, whom they so much disliked and dreaded; 
the wealthy English were offended at finding that their property gave them 
no influence over their French dependents, who were acting under the guid- 
ance of leaders of their own race; and the farmers and leaders of the same 
race were not long before they began to bear with impatience their utter 
political nullity in the midst of the majority of a population whose ignor- 
ance they condemned, and whose political views and conduct seemed utterly 
at variance with their own notions of the principles and practice of self- 
government."

"Without going so far as to accuse the Assembly of deliberate design 
to check the settlement and improvement of Lower Canada, it cannot be 
denied that they looked with considerable jealousy and dislike on the 
increase and prosperity of what they regarded as a foreign and hostile 
race; they looked on the province as the patrimony of their own race; they 
viewed it not as a country to be settled, but as one already settled."

"The improvement of the harbour of Montreal was suspended from a poli- 
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tical antipathy to a trading English merchant who had been the most active 
of the commissioners, and by whom it had been conducted with the most 
admirable success."

"The applications for banks, railroads, and canals were laid on one 
side until some general measures could be adopted with regard to such under- 
takings, but the general measures thus promised were never passed, and 
the particular enterprises in question were prevented."

"The trial of the murderers of Chartrand has placed this disposition 
of the French jurors in a most glaring light; the notes of the Chief Jus- 
tice in this case were transmitted by me to the Secretary of State; and 
a perusal of them will satisfy every candid and well ordered mind, that 
a base and cruel assassination, committed without a single circumstance of 
home provocation or palliation, was brought home by evidence which no man 
ever pretended to doubt against the prisoners, whom the jury nevertheless 
acquitted. - The duty of giving this dishonest verdict had been most assidu- 
ously and shamefully inculcated by the French press before the trial came 
on; the jurors are said to have been kept for some time previous in the 
hands of zealous partizans, whose business it was, not only to influence 
their inclination, but to stimulate their courage; the array of the leaders 
of the party who were present at the trial was supposed to be collected 
for the same purpose; and it is notorious that the acquittal was celebrated 
at public entertainments, to which the jurors were invited in order that 
they might be thanked for their verdict.142 If after hearing those passages, 
gentlemen of French Canadian origin, were going to compliment their author, 
then all he (Mr. Gowan) would say was that, he must, however reluctantly, 
believe that the Report of the Noble Earl was not so great a libel upon the 
character of the French Canadians, as some of their writers had represented 
it to be, (hear, hear.)143 

If indeed the statement made in that Report were true, and the gentle- 
men opposite thought so, let them vote for the amendment; but if they were 
not, he could not tell on what principle they could do Tegsee 


A voice - Responsible Government.145 


MR. GOWAN.--Responsible Government?146 The member for North York had 
represented the Report as the great charter of British Canadian liberty, 
but he (Mr. Gowan) recollected well the period, when that hon. gentlemen 
had stated that his liberties as a British Canadian were not dependent 
upon so fragile a thread as a Governor's Report, but were original and 
inherent in him as a British subject .147 It was his right, a right he would 
yield to no man, to live under a government conducted on those principles. 
And ... the first1l49 specific concession of the original right of self- 
government 150 by the Representative of the Crown was made by the late Lord 
Sydenham, through his responsible ministers to the Canadian Legislature, 
assented to at Kingston, in 1841.151 


MR. BALDWIN here nodded assent.152 
MR. GOWAN ((continued:)) Why is it, then, that the learned gentleman 
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abandons his original ground? Why go back to a theoretical report long 
antecedent, and not made to the people whose liberties it concerned? 
Does the learned gentleman mean to give up the resolutions of 1841, and 
to fall back upon Lord Durham's Report? Or does he mean merely to cast 
the resolutions in the shade for the present, in order that a more pro- 
minent obtruding of the report may afford him an opportunity of flattering 
some near connection of its author, whose star of destiny may perchance, 
at this moment, be in the ascendant! (hear, hear.) These were questions 
of which others might judge, but which the learned gentleman himself was 
alone competent to answer.153 But the observations he desired to address 
to the House, applied C aaaaias to Upper Canada, to which they must be 
understood to belong.1 4 

The learned gentleman had alluded to the state of quasi-rebellion, in 
which many of the Conservative members, stood towards the ministers, and 
he particularly named his (Mr. Gowan's) hon. friends, the members for 
Peterborough and Hastings.155 


MR. BALDWIN - I only stated dissatisfaction, not rebellion. 156 


MR. GOWAN thanked the learned gentleman; - dissatisfaction then must 
be the word. Did the hon. gentleman desire to allay that dissatisfaction?1l>/ 


MR. BALDWIN - No, not particularly. (Loud laughter.) 158 


MR. GOWAN - No, the hon. gentleman did not desire to allay it, for if 
he did, he could accomplish the object in a very short time, and without 
much labor. Let the learned gentleman lead the opposition, and continue 
to avow the proscriptive policy which directed his official career, and 
he need not dread that conservative dissatisfaction will lead to ministerial 
disruption. Let him, on the other hand, retire from public life, and allow 
a more liberal, because a more just policy to prevail, and then indeed will 
conservative dissatisfaction - (if any cause for it should exist,) break 
forth. But conservatives are not so selfish, so unpatriotic, as to set up 
their individual or local grievances to the injury of their country, and 
to the agitation of the public mind, by the restoration to power of a party, 
whose reign was characterised by a selfish, narrow hearted and proscriptive 
policy, such as never did before, and he hoped never would again disgrace 
the country. 


Loud cheers from the Ministerial benches. 160 


MR. GOWAN.--He was surprised to hear the gentlemen rely on the Conser- 
vative division - he begged the hon. members pardon, dissatisfaction, was 
the word. A bold and skilful General, leading a victorious army, would be 
ashamed to avow that, his own strength and the success of his forces, con- 
sisted in the dissatisfaction of his antagonists. Why will not the hon. 
gentleman come out and show the country in what his strength consists? A 
man strong in the justice of his own cause, ought to scorn to rely on the 
weakness - he begged pardon, the dissatisfaction - of those whom he opposed. 
(Hear, hear and cheers.) Are the great Liberal leaders at length driven 
to the necessity of making the humiliating confession, that they have no 
hold on the public mind, that they have nought to complain of, and that it 
is upon Conservative dissatisfaction alone which they rely!161 Let him 
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((Mr. Baldwin)) if he had any, bring his principles before the House, and 
let them be fairly judged; but let him not rely on Ministerial differnces. 162 
The learned gentleman taunted the Ministers upon the mode in which the Gov- 
ernment had been conducted; not upon the acts which they had done, but upon 
the mode of doing them. He (Mr. G.) recollected a similar charge having 

been made by the illustrious Wellington, against the Administration of Earl 
Grey, with reference to their want of ... boldness and decision in not 
recalling certain proceedings in Ireland. Upon one occasion the Marquis 

of Lansdown replied that a noble soldier like the Duke might prefer to meet 

a storm with the bold and stern front which he was long accustomed, and ... 
none better qualified, to lead, but that he (the Marquis) preferred another 
mode to arrive at the same end. He chose rather to head a little, and to 
allow the storm to exhaust its own strength. He might gain fewer laurels 
than the noble Duke, but he would sacrifice fewer lives, he might be less 
prompt, but not less efficacious. The learned gentleman had sneered at 

the allusions in the Speech to the Institutions of the Country, and he 

had been particularly severe and sarcastic upon the Ministers, because they 
had talked of rallying the people around those institutions. What would 

the Hon. gentleman accept as proof of the truth of the assertion of Minis- 
ters upon this head? Not to presume the numerical majority in the House, 

nor the declarations of gentlemen on either side of it, he would call ina 
judge upon this point of the learned gentleman's argument, to whose decision 
even the learned gentleman himself would bow. He meant the people, the 
clearly ascertained public opinion of the Province as unequivocally expres- 
sed. (Hear, Hear.) Since the present Parliament had commenced, 17 elections 
have taken place.t 3 


MR. CHAUVEAU - More than that , 164 
MR. GOWAN - Where? will the Hon. member name them?165 
MR. AYLWIN - No! go on and name them yourself .166 


MR. GOWAN would name them, he had no objection to enter into detail, 
and to give all particulars in each case, if gentlemen desired it. 167 


MR. AYLWIN - Please do.168 


MR. GOWAN would begin with the towns, there were the towns of Cornwall, 
London, and Three Rivers. 


MR. AYLWIN, - (Laughing) - Cornwall, aye Cornwal1!170 
MR. CHAUVEAU - (Also laughing) - don't forget London!1/1 


MR. GOWAN had not forgotten London, and although not so populous as 
Quebec, its inhabitants were equally independent in spirit, and equally 
intelligent in mind. The next were the cities of Kingston and Toronto. 

And what verdict have those cities pronounced? Kingston with its ten or 
twelve thousand inhabitants, smarting under the lash of the injustice it 
had received at the hands of the government; feeling acutely the injuries 
that had been inflicted upon its people, what did that city do? A learned 
gentleman, a political friend of the member for North York, and a member 

of the same profession, presented himself to the people for their suffrages. 
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What was the result? Seeing that there was not the slightest chance even 
of a respectable minority, he very quietly withdrew, and his (Mr. Gowan's) 
honourable and esteemed friend, the Receiver General was returned without 
opposition and by acclamation. - (Hear, hear.) He would next proceed to 
Toronto, which he might term the Queen of the West. There was the noble 
city of Toronto, with the princely merchants - its numerous members of all 
the learned Professions - and its intelligent mechanics - a city, too, 
which was the residence, and he believed the birth place of the learned 
gentleman opposite, the residence also of the influential and wealthy mem- 
bers of his family, the very locale of his power, the very focus and head 
quarters of the Reform Association of Upper Canada. What does this great 
and flourishing city say? Has it responded to the appeals of the learned 
gentleman opposite? Has it justified his assertions, or yielded him one 
balm ofcomfort in his sorrows? No, so far from it, that he (Mr. G.) was 
enabled to announce, that his learned friend, the Attorney General of 
Upper Canada, would take his seat in that House on Friday next, as the 
free and independent Representative of Toronto, like his friend from 
Kingston, without a contest and by acclamation. - (Loud cheers.) Passing 
from the judgment pronounced upon the Ministers by the towns and cities of 
the Province, he would not enter the rural districts, and examine the ver- 
dicts they have given. He would begin with Huron. Here was a very intel- 
ligent population,1/2 not likely to be influenced except by principlel’3, 
not in the state in which Lord Durham described the inhabitants of Lower 
Canada to be - every man is literate, (he can at least read and write,) 
the people are almost exclusively of European birth, and are chiefly agri- 
culturists. A gentleman sought their suffrages who was a non-resident, 
who was utterly unknown to them, who had no personal claims upon them, but 
who presented himself to them, as the chosen servant of Lord Metcalfe, as 
a Minister selected by his Lordship to discharge high and important func- 
tions, and in that capacity he sought their suffrages. Opposed to him was 
a resident gentleman of much local influence, and having many claims upon 
the people. What was the result of the contest? - Her Majesty's Inspector 
General was sent to Parliament as the representative of the people, by a 
very large majority (hear, hear.) Nor can it be said that the people of 
the country were ignorant of the nature of the contest, or the importance 
of its result. For even the talent and industry of the member for Lanark, 
was enlisted in the cause of the opposition, and was voluntarily but inef- 
fectually given. He could now proceed to the County of Kent; the rich, 
and fertile, the extensive and populous County of Kent. Who were the opos- 
ing candidates there? On the one side was a gentleman who put forth no 
pretensions save attachment to his principle and purity of motive. On the 
other side stood the Goliath of the reform cause, a gentleman whose pockets 
were lined with gold, who is reputed to be one of the richest, if indeed 
not the richest, man in Upper Canada, a gentleman long distinguished by 
official station, by great talent, by great wealth, and by great family 
influences; a gentleman, too, who has been deemed worthy by the Reform 
Association of Upper Canada, to be chosen as their President. What was 
the result of this contest? - The good people of Kent absolutely cut off 
the head of the Reform Association, and his hon. friend on the right was 
then in his place, one of the stateliest, as well as one of the firmest 
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supporters, of the Ministers. (Cheers and laughter.) He would now go 

on to the County of Simcoe. Here the county had been twice tested. At 

the first onset the lists were entered by a gentleman whom some are pleas- 
ed to designate as the eleve of the learned gentleman opposite, a gentle- 
man who is the great gun of the Reform Association, he alluded to Mr. Hume 
Blake, opposed to him was the stern honesty of his hon. friend, the Chief 
Commissioner of the Board of Works. What did the people of this great 
county say? They sent back his (Mr. G.'s) hon. friend, Mr. Robinson, to 
Parliament by a majority so overwhelming, that when in a few months after 
he had again to appear before them in consequence of the acceptance of 
another office no one presumed to oppose him, and he was then in his place, 
as the independent representative of the extensive County of Simcoe by 

the unanimous voice of its constituency. 7 Yet this all happened since 
this corrupt, this hated Ministry came into power. These were not the sort 
of thing they were represented to be by the Editor of a newspaper whom he 
should have to bring before the House, not on his own account, but for 
publishing a gross libel on that House, in the shape of a report, which 
appeared in his paper, of proceedings which had occurred in another place. 
Then he came to Carlton (sic); and,looking around, he saw his hon. and 
learned friend from Carlton (sic) by his side. He knew nothing, and would 
say nothing about Dorchester; but, on coming to Missisquoi, what was 

again the result? A majority of ninety-three, the first day, in favour 

of the Attorney-General West. In Prince Edward, it was true, an Opposition 
candidate had been returned; but a man of great influence, and a resident - 
he had only obtained a majority of four; and if that was a triumph, he wished 
the hon. gentleman joy of it. Next he came to Lanark, and there another 
Liberal had been elected. He confessed it was a large and influential 
county, and he believed fairly represented by the sitting member. In L'Is- 
let they had returned a gentleman who he supposed was counted with the 
Opposition. 1/5 He had thus, as gentlemen seemed to desire it, gone into 
the particulars of each case, and what was the substance of the whole? 
Three town elections, two city elections, and ten county elections, have 
taken place, (including the two for Simcoe) since the commencement of the 
present Parliament. In all, fifteen elections, of nearly one fifth part of 
the whole House, out of which three only were carried by the Opposition, 
and one of the three (Prince Edward,) in the absence from the Province of 
the Ministerial Candidate, and by a majority of four votes! (Cheers.) If 
Ministers have not rallied the people, as the learned gentleman asserted, 
then the people must have rallied themselves. And if in the rally the 
gentlemen opposite have aught upon which to congratulate their friends 

he could only say, they were thankful for small favours. (Loud laughter.) 
He could not quit this subject without directing attention to the unpardon- 
able liberty taken by the Pilot newspaper, with an honourable gentleman 

of another branch of the Legislature, (the Hon. Mr. Irvine, we presume,) 

in publishing as the sayings of that honourable gentleman, one of the 
grossest breaches of the privileges of Parliament of which he had ever 
heard. (Hear, hear, and cries of read.) No, he would not read, but he 
would hand the paper to the gentlemen opposite, that they might read 

for themselves, and after having done so, he had no doubt they would, in 
justice to their own friend, relieve him from so serious and so unpleasant 
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a position as the publisher had placed him in. He would now proceed to 
answer that part of the Speech of the honorable gentleman which alluded 

to the grasping disposition of those whom he was pleased to designate as 
the Tory party in Upper Canada,and to the partiality of the present Min- 
isters, in selecting none but their own partizans for office. The House 
would recollect that the statement made by the learned gentleman, was in 
brief that, out of 396 officers, only 21 were Liberals, - or, that the 
ratio of office-holders were in the proportion of 18 Conservatives to 

1 Reformer. When the learned gentleman made this statement, he (Mr. G.) 
rose in his place and asked him if he would be good enough to illustrate 
his argument by certain data from some particular District. The learned 
gentleman immediately selected the Eastern District for his purpose, and 
read to the House, the names of 29 office-holders in that District. He 

had since furnished him (Mr. G.) with that paper; and he would now show 

to the House from the evidence furnished by the learned gentleman himself, 
that there was not even "the shadow of a shade" of foundation for the 
extravagant charge which he had advanced. Here Mr. G. read each name and 
office, as had been previously read by Mr. Baldwin, commenting on each as 
he proceededl76, ((He)) showed that, beginning with Mr. Jarvis, who 

was represented as holding four offices, but who only received pay for one; 
and deducting all others charged upon the Government, but in fact the gift 
of the people, or, in one case, of Mr. Baldwin's friend, the hon. Mr. Small - 
together with appointments of other Governments, gratuitous offices, &c., - 
there were in truth only three, out of the whole number, for which the 
Administration was responsible. Of these, one was Mr. M'Lean, an old repre- 
sentative of the County, and brother of Mr. Justice M'Lean, who had been 
the predecessor of the present incumbent. 177 Some were appointed before 
the Union of the Province, and whom the present Ministers found in office, 
after Mr. Baldwin had retired from power - others were not offices of honor 
or emolument - others were.made by Mr. Baldwin's own friends - and the 
greater part were local appointments, with which the Government had no 
earthly connexion whatever.178 


MR. MACDONALD, of Glengary (sic), said it contained an ommission (sic) 179, 


MR. GOWAN ... replied, he was not answerable for ommissions (sic) in 
evidence furnished by the other side, but that it was not at all unlikely 
that the author of the production would be able to supply the deficiency. 
(Laughter...) The learned gentleman had said a great deal about the Speak- 
er's case, and aboue (sic) the conduct of Ministers towards that gentleman. 
He (Mr. G.) must be excused from alluding to the subject. So long as Mr. 
Speaker occupied the Chair, Mr. Gowan would make no observation, because he 
felt he would not be meeting (sic) out to that learned gentleman the fair play 
he had a right to expect. The learned gentleman from North York had not 
been very chary in his observations against the member for Ottawa and 
Three Rivers. He had, indeed accused them of being deaf to every noble 
impulse--of being wholly insensible of their own degradation; he had taunt- 
ed them in the bitterest terms for not resenting in a proper spirit what 
he called the hovers them overboard by their colleagues180, He did not 
know what that meant.181 


MR. AYLWIN - But the hon. member for Three Rivers does. 182

MR. GOWAN.--And, perhaps, the hon. member for Quebec did, too. 183 
And he added, how quickly he (Mr. Baldwin) would retire into private 
life, were his political friends to throw him overboard. The learned 
gentleman should remember that if the members for Ottawa and Three 
Rivers were obtuse upon that point, there was antoher (sic) member of 
the House equally obtuse. 


(Loud laughter,) and cheers from the Ministerial side, 185 
MR. AYLWIN.--They are obtuse, at all events. 186 


MR. GOWAN, perhaps so! But will the member for Quebec be good enough 
to say that the disorder has not extended to his own ranks-aye! even to 
its very leader!187

MR. GOWAN.--Does the honorable and learned gentleman remember the 
Caron correspondence of last Session? Who was agreed to be thrown over- 
board by that correspondence; and who were the parties agreeing? Was it 
the gentleman opposite that prevented the arrangement being carried out? 
No, the learned gentleman was sold by his own party - fairly cast over- 
board as he termed it - and nothing but the demur on the part of the 
minister prevented the completion of the bargain, (Cheers.) It might 
possibly be offensive if he called this throwing overboard; he would, 
therefore simply term it a gentle hint to the learned gentleman - one 
which has been again repeated within the last three months, but which he 
seems quite too - shall he say? - obtuse to understand! (Great laughter.) 
Seeing then the unenviable position in which the learned gentleman him- 
self stands upon that head, he might have been a little more charitable 
to the members for Ottawa and Three Rivers, who at the very utmost are not 
in a worse position than himself. The honourable gentleman spoke of 
great questions, but, in doing so, he really seemed to forget his own 
history. What were the great questions upon which he quarrelled with 
the successive Governors of Canada? In England the ministerial divisions 
originate in some great questions such for example, as Catholic Emanci- 
pation, Parliamentary Reform, the Repeal of the Test Acts, the Sugar Du- 
ties, Municipal Reform, Free Trade, &c. But what were the great questions 
upon which the learned gentleman split off from Sir Francis Head's Govern- 
ment? from Lord Sydenham's? or from Lord Metcalfe's? It was all patronage. 
It was a quarrel about some petty office! The Governor wished to appoint 
a Militia Colonel without pay, or perchance a Clerk of the Peace, with a 
salary of some £70 a-year, and because His Excellency dared to commit so 
flagrant an act, the honourable gentleman retires from the councils of his 
country, starts a reform association to overawe the Government, and lends 
his aid like an itinerant mountebank to agitate the Province from Huron 
to the Ottawa! Where was the great principle at stake? How were the lib- 
erties of his country endangered? What great measure was he prevented 
from carrying? 


MR. CHAUVEAU.--The Secret Societies Bil1,.190 


MR. GOWAN.--The Secret Societies Bill! Yes, there was the Secret 
Societies Bill! He (Mr. G.) wondered the learned member was not really 
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ashamed to allude to such a measure? It was an Act of Proscription; a 

bill which the Queen disallowed, and which no heart but a tyrant's could 
conceive. An act to declare 40,000 of Her Majesty's subjects as aliens 

in the empire of their birth! to proscribe and to hunt down by legislative 
enactment the bravest and most worthy of our people! to re-enact the 

penal laws of Ireland in Canada! to declare your fellow subject, because 

he pleased to be an Orangeman, Odd Fellow or a member of some other secret 
society, not to be trusted in a jury box, and only fit to commit perjury 
before God and his country: Shame, utter shame upon such intolerance: 

But he was not without hope. When he saw even Mr. O'Connell coming down 

to the Repeal Association and congratulating the Irish nation upon the 

fact, that the executive ban had been removed from Repealers and Orange- 

men alike - when he saw the Queen's Representative! 1, Lord Besborough (sic), 
alas now no more,1l92 not through his Secretary but with his own hand 
soliciting the cooperation of Mr. Watson, the Grand Master of the county 

of Artrim, and of Colonel Blaker, the Grand Master of the county of Armagh - 
when he saw the most prominent and distinguished of the Orange Leaders 
invited to participate in the honours and offices of the Empire - when he 
witnessed such proceedings he could not but hope that the learned gentle- 
man opposite, would not be ashamed to renounce his former exclusive policy 
and to follow in the footsteps of a Bessborough, a Russell, and a Macaulay. 
(Loud cheering.)193 Mr. Macaulay, and the other great men whom they pro- 
fessed heretofore to admire, and trusted that, if they could, even they 
would not depart from the example those statesman (sic) had set them. It 
was said that the Ministry had kicked Mr. Killally overboard; but the hon. 
member should remember when he talked of the strong claims that that gentle- 
man had, that he (Mr. Baldwin) was the first to set the example, in a case 
where the incumbent had claims as strong as these of Mr. Killally's. The 
hon. gentleman had, in fact, comenced (sic) his career, by kicking a gentle- 
man out of office, for no other crime except that he was in opposition to 
the Ministry: only because he would not cry, "Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
sians!"194 tt will be recollected that amongst the proscriptive Bills 

which distinguished the administration of the learned gentleman, was one 

to disfranchise the worthiest and purest and best of our fellow-citizens 

for no other cause than that of their being Missionaries of the Prince of 
Peace.195 


MR. AYLWIN, what a pity.196 
MR. BALDWIN.--The clause was not introduced by me .19/ 


MR. GOWAN knew not the heart that conceived, or the pen that traced, 
the clause, but he found it in a Bill passed by the sanctions of his gov- 
ernment, introduced by one of its members and voted in by them all. But, 
as he stated, when he saw that learned gentleman in the last session sup- 
port the present Ministers in repealing his own Act - 198 


MR. AYLWIN.--I did not vote for it.199 


MR. GOWAN.--No person charged the member for Quebec with doing so, but 
when he saw the member for North York do so he had yet hopes that he would 
also relax his proscriptive policy in toto. 200 
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MR. BALDWIN said the clause relative to the clergy was inserted in 
the Lower House. 291 


MR. GOWAN.--At any rate, it was a government measure, while the hon. 

member was in power.202 He had already repented in part, - let him now 
do so fully. His repentance last session reminded him of the words of 
Moore, in his Lally Rookh - 

There fell a light more lovely far, 

Than ever came from sun or star, 

Upon the tear that, warm and meek, 

Dew'd that repentant sinner's cheek.293 
The hon. member ((Mr. Baldwin)) had attacked the Ministry on other subjects, 
and had taken down the exact day, whether the 5lst or 56th, when they were 
introduced: but he had forgotten to tell the House of the really beneficial 
measures they had carried. If he appealed to the country, and asked who 
paid the Rebellion Losses, the reply would not be the hon. member opposite. 
No, it was the present Ministry and the hon. member for Essex deserved great 
praise for the manner in which he had pressed the claim upon them. Who 
gave the districts the fees arising from licences, that great act of justice 
they had long sought? The Ministry. Who had settled the Jesuit Estates?204

MR. GOWAN.--The hon. gentleman opposite had boasted of his strong gov- 
ernment; but in its strength was internal weakness; he dared not approach 
that question, and when it was approached by the present Ministry, the 
division showed the weakness of the party opposite. Then was seen the 
splitting and dividing between Lower and Upper Canada. Then, who settled 
the question of the Administration of Justice and put the two portions of 
the Province on the same footing in that respect? Hon. gentleman opposite 
dared not do justice to Western Canada, because it would have hurt the 
prejudices, or feelings, or pockets of Eastern Canada. 2 


A voice - They were too honest. 29/7 


MR. GOWAN.--They were too honest, Eh! Well they showed their honesty, 
by voting with the Ministry. When in power they were honest, when out of 
power dishonest. The Municipal Bill, the Registration Bill, and School 
Bill, were, also, all re-modelled by the hon. gentleman who was lately at 
the head of the Administration. Well, then, the hon. gentleman had 
mentioned the despatches about the Crown Lands; however the truth might 
be on that point, he was prepared to assert that there was no Government 
to whom the people had been so much indebted as the present. Under the 
late Administration the Clergy Reserves lands were paid for by the seven 
annual instalments, now the time was extended to ten years, and in place 
of interest a rent was taken. Thus, instead of paying £12 per year for 
£200, the purchasers got it now ‘at anrentsof $7, $14,5°$21, for the’ ist 
2nd and 3rd years. He sincerely wished that to all these reforms he could 
have added that of a good University Bill, and he hoped yet before long 
to congratulate the country upon having this last bone of contention 
removed . 208

MR. GOWAN.--He hoped so. And now to conclude, he would advise the 
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hon. member for the North Riding, to return from such endless discourse 
about coming in and going out of office, and to:;give up those quibblings 
in which legal minds were too apt to indulge. The hon. gentleman was out, 
and he (Mr. Gowan) hoped for the sake of the country, that he would be 
there for a century to come; for the people reaped the benefit of it in 
constant quiet.2

MR. GOWAN.--Yes, but this was not Russia, the people had a free press, 
and other ways of making themselves heard. There might be, perhaps, a 
few newspapers which grumbled; but how very few they were, and how little 
were their grumblings encouraged by movements of the people. Where were 
the public meetings and the agitation to show that the people took any 
part in the discontent? For his part, he was fully prepared to support 
the present ministry and would do so until the people expressed some opin- 
ion adverse to them. 212 


MR. CHAUVEAU said he was astonished to hear the hon. Member for Leeds 
boasting that no less than fourteen elections had taken place since the 
last general election; they seemed to him (Mr. C.) to do anything rather 
than honour to the Ministry, because they showed the difficulty of their 
position; it was the best evidence of the weakness of the Administration 
and of the wavering and tottering course they had followed since they came 
into power. All these elections had taken place, or rather had been caused 
by the Administration in order to fill up their ranks, which have never 
been complete up to the present moment, and will never be, and with the 
object of strengthening themselves, an object in which they have signally 
failed, since they are now in a weaker and far more abject position, at 
this third session of Parliament, than they were at any time (hear, hear). 
Then it was a very strange course for the hon. member for Leeds to take 
up the time of the House by commenting at such length on elections that 
have taken place in consequence of internal changes in that weak and tot- 
tering administration. He (Mr. C.) was not so familar (sic) as many gen- 
tlemen with the Constitutional History of England, but he had read enough 
and heard enough of it to know that whenever great measures for the good 
of trade or the security of the citizens were to be carried out in that 
country the people did not much care at whose hands they would receive 
them; Statesmen in that country when measures of that description were 
required, when great events were pending that could affect the interests 
of the community, did not stick to power unless they were strong enough 
to carry their own views; they thought it better if they could not carry 
out their own views by a strong and powerful majority to give their poli- 
tical adversaries a fair opportunity of carrying on another policy. They 
thought that the most important object was that the country should see a 
policy, a well known & settled policy carried out for its benefit; parties 
in England might differ, but they did not attribute to one another any 
motive but the common good of the country, and could afford, when required 
to see the opposition in power; more than one example of that was given 
in our days, and even, if he (Mr. C.) was not mistaken more than once since 
the existence of our new Constitution; he admired such views. There was 
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there, Sir, no strife for the mere sake of retaining office; there was 
there no history of elections after elections to the proportion of which 
the hon. member for Leeds had boasted; there was there no asking the 
opposition its support in an unconstitutional manner; there no blunder- 
ing, no dodging correspondence, no silly complaints against the leaders 
of the opposition because they could not afford to abandon their own 
principles to coalesce with a portion of the Ministers whom they opposed.

MR. CHAUVEAU.--The people of that great and enlightened country be- 
lieved that although in a constitutional government there must be two 
great distinct parties, it did not matter so much which of these two 
parties were in power, as it mattered that there should be a strong and 
powerful Administration. able in such critical circumstances as we our- 
selves are placed, to carry a great public measure, for the general wel- 
fare of the community (hear, hear and loud cheers). He (Mr. C.) would 
take that liberal view of the question, that British like view, and he 
would confidently assert that because the present ministers were not able 
to redeem any one of their pledges; because they could not carry any im- 
portant measures, (hear,) because, for the purpose of strengthening them- 
selves, they had been found to permit continual vacancies in the Cabinet 
and in the House; because, instead of relying on the support of their 
friends, they continually begged the support of their opponents; because 
they did not shew to their supporters that consideration which they deserv- 
ed at their hands, nor could obtain from their opponents that respect 
which any Administration ought to obtain; because of all that they were 
unfit to carry on the Government of the country. Mr. Chauveau then dev- 
eloped these several heads, and read a portion of Lord Metcalfe's speech 
at the opening of the first Parliament. The first subjects mentioned 
were the educational measures the great University question. He asked 
how the pledge then given had been fulfilled. A member had come from the 
Upper House to the Lower House to carry the measure, which he might have 
done, but did not go through with; and what had been the end of it? It 
reminded him of what had fallen from an. hon. member then on the other 
side, but who, upon a former occasion, pleaded the cause of King's College 
at the Bar of the House. Alluding to some motive that he feared might 
be attributed to him that hon. member had said--"I would not if I could; 

I could not if I would.” So it was with the Administration. In the 

first session they could have passed the Bill, but would not; in the se- 
cond, whether they would or not, they could not. They could not and dared 
not as a Ministerial measure, because they had taken into the administra- 
tion a gentleman opposed to the measure, in the place of another hon. 
gentleman who had been compelled to resign in consequence, and who, like 
other gentlemen, after having been turned out, was taken back again, with- 
out any reason being assigned either for the one fact or the other. Again, 
in Lord Metcalfe's speech, Lower Canada was promised educational and mun- 
icipal measures. Where were they? The Com'r of Crown Lands had carried 
through an Educational bill, the first session, by the indulgence of the 
opposition, and had replaced it the 2nd, with one no more adapted for the 
country than the other. The municipal bill which was just as bad, was 
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also intended to be repealed, but the new bill of the hon. member for 
Ottawa just came down when the House was to be prorogued, and was burked 

in the Leg. Coun. What had ministers done on other occasions? With the 
loan for the Quebec fire for example? Was it not a subject in Lord 
Cathcart's speech of last session? And what have they done with it? 

True they have passed a bill, but when is it to be carried into operation? 
When the people who have been mystified by the bill will be ruined and 
robbed of their properties by an act of Parliament which was passed for 

the mere sake of making political capital out of it, if they could, and 
which very likely was never intended to be executed. And will the minis- 
ters say that they have taken or intend to take any trouble about it? Why 
it was not until the people had applied again and again that something 

was attempted to be done, and then they were coolly told: we have appoint- 
ed a commission, industrious men, good men, who had already been ruined 
once, some of them twice, were engaged to embark into speculation, running 
up good & costly buildings under the sanction of one of the laws of the 
land, nay forced to do so, by the provisions of the act itself, if they 
wished to derive any benefit from it, and when they were about to be ruined 
they were coldly told: Oh! we will look and see first whether you want 

or deserve any thing, and next whether we can do anything for you: Had 

the commissioners made a report and where was the money to be found? If 
matters remained thus, immediate ruin would follow for upwards of a 
thousand of honest proprietors, and well might these poor people say that 
they have been ruined and their distress doubled, through the provisions 

of an act of Parliament. If matters remained thus, he (Mr. C.) would 
charge the government in the face of the country of wilful cruelty against 
his unfortunate constituents (hear, hear and cheers.) But he looked on 
those benches for the gentleman who carried that important measure. Where 
is he? He was a Judge, and has become a Judges (sic). Another gentleman 
also a Circuit Judge, has been brought down into political life; and an 
encouragement was held out to men who had such good opportunities as Circuit 
Judges, to make friends, and make them at the expense of justice that they 
were sworn to administer. Every now and then a Judge came into the Admin- 
istration, and a member of the Administration went out a Judge; and of all 
the dreadful consequences of the weakness and corruption of the present 
Cabinet, this certainly was the most dreadful. The people of this country 
had certainly a right to expect that in the wreck of all their institutions, 
the administration of justice, at least, would be saved! (hear, hear). But 
not only the member for Dorchester left the Administration (he would not 
speak of the venerable member for Three Rivers), but other gentlemen also, 
had been turned out and taken back again; and, as he had said continual 
change (sic) have taken place in the Cabinet - continual changes have taken 
place in this House - through the weakness of the Ministry: and, what is 
still more extraordinary, hon. gentlemen are bold enough to boast of it! 
(hear, hear). It was true, as the hon. member for Leeds said, that four- 
teen elections had taken place since the opening of Parliament. And how 
have all these seats been vacated? He was sorry to find that two of them 
have been vacated, as a jury would say, by the visitation of God. But how 
were the others vacated? Why, one of them was vacated by the visitation - 
of the election committee for one of the Ridings of York. And how were 

the others vacated? Mark! Nine of them - no less than nine - were vacated 
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(as he could not help saying) by the visitation - of Responsible Govern- 
ment! (hear, hear). The first was the seat of an hon. gentleman who sat 
for the town of London (hear, hear). The next was the seat of an hon. 
gentleman who sat for the county of Huron; and every body knows pretty 
well how the thing was managed (hear, hear). He would not go through 
the others; he would only mention that, if he was correctly informed, 
another hon. member of the House, whom he did not see in his place, had 
been recently visited by Responsible Government. By common report, the 
hon. member for the county of Champlain had been more fortunate than 
most of men in this country, where the existence of Responsible Govern- 
ment was denied by many. He had seen Responsible Government under a 
human shape! (hear, hear). It is asserted that that most extraordinary 
being, Responsible Government, embarked itself on board some steamboat 
or other at Montreal and proceeded down to Champlain (hear, hear). Whe- 
ther the hon. gentleman, whom he did not see in his place, found that 
Responsible Government had handsome features or not (roars of laughter 
and hear! hear!) he could not tell; but the hon. gentleman was very much 
afrightened, and he must admit that he himself if amidst the horrors of 
a midnight dream had been awaken by such an appartion (sic) - he could 
not exactly tell how he would have feit215, 


Roars of laughter, every member looking at the hon. Member for the 
County of Ottawa. 216 


MR. CHAUVEAU.--But he was told now that better things were to be 
expected, that the Administration, who did not carry any measures, when 
they promised so many, would now carry a great many, those for instance 
announced in His Excellency's Speech; he would read to hon. members an 
extract from a Montreal paper, a paper which is among the supporters of 
the Administration. Mr. Chauveau then read from the Montreal Transcript 
a few remarks, where it was said that the Governor's Speech contained 
little that was either new or interesting and with the slightest possible 
(hear, hear.) That paper was a staunch supporter of the present Adminis- 
tration21/,

MR. CHAUVEAU.--Yes, a strange supporter indeed! but hon. gentlemen 
had no others: they received that kind of support from the press from 
one end of the country to the other (hear, hear)! If hon. gentlemen on 
the Ministerial side would only speak what they think of their present 
leaders, even if they said one half of what is said by the press of their 
party, why the opposition might easily afford to remain silent. But did 
not the administration admit officially, upon no less than three specific 
and solemn occasions, its weakness and utter incapacity? Was not the 
administration at the knees of its supporters during the session? at the 
knees of its opponents during the recess? what did they mean with all 
their negociations? Why, they meant either to desert a portion of their 
friends, to throw them over board, or either to deceive or entrap members 
from this side of the House (hear, hear). It was for such noble purposes 
they used the high authority of Her Majesty's Representative, that they 
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were willing to prostitute those noble feelings, that must speak, and 

speak loud with any loyal man when called upon to join the Administration 
and to help in carrying on the business of the country (hear). They 
wanted French Canadians; but did they look to men among French Canadians 
capable of discharging the duties of their several offices? No! they 
admitted those whom the Montreal Herald calls "shreds and dribblets of 

the party." Hon. members who supported the Administration might be proud 
of their leaders if they chose; but if they had the honour of supporting 
such a Cabinet - a Cabinet in which you could see united the political 
consistency, affection of his countrymen, and fitness for office of the 
hon. member for Ottawa (hear, hear); the eloquence of the hon. member 

for the County of Megantic (hear, hear); the long and important services 
performed and recorded in the history of the country by the hon. member 

for the County of Huron; the weight and experience of the hon. members 

for Kingston and Cornwall (hear, hear); and they might add, perhaps the 
high political fame of an hon. gentleman who is now at the hustings for 

the County of Missisquoi; and perhaps, also, by the bye - and indeed hints 
had been thrown out that effect - if the hon. Attorney General does not 
succeed, perhaps they will have to say, the high political morality of 

that gentleman's opponent. Oh! but he (Mr. C.) was forgetting the best 
Beitish feelings’ = of a certain gentleman, who, according to the Minister- 
ial press, has not one foot of property in the land - has no political 
character or professional ability - who, according to that press, is nobody 
and would have been spoken of by nobody, had he not been held out as Her 
Majesty's future Solicitor General East, and as a candidate for that very 
county of Champlain which he (Mr. C.) had just now alluded to (loud cheers 
and laughter.) Well, if hon. gentlemen opposite had the honour of support- 
ing such a glorious Administration, they might thank members on this side 
of the House; they might thank what has been called the "impracticability" 
of that party to which he belonged. At the present moment they had some- 
thing like an effigy of a Cabinet; but an effigy, although bold enough to 
come down to Parliament, was utterly incapable of conducting the business 
of the country. He (Mr. C.) would remind members on both sides of the 
country, such an Administration could not retain office for a single day. 
Never was the want of a strong and powerful Administration so much felt as 
at the present moment; they required a Ministry strong enough to carry on 
commercial measures of great importance; and still more educational and 
municipal measures, which are the very life, the very soul, of a nation. 

A new era was now opening upon the whole of this Continent: the time had 
now come when Canada must look out for itself as a commercial country (hear.) 
"Free Trade’ was abroad, and under it the country would now require the 
greatest ability, the greatest exertions, not only for the protection of 
its rights, but also for the maintenance of its very existence, which could 
not certainly be effected by such an Administration as now sit on the trea- 
sury benches, but by a strong and moral Administration (hear). With many 
hon. members the question now before the House was not whether the amendment 
was correct or not, but what would be the result of their vote with regard 
to the fate of the Administration. The hon. gentlemen were like some 
children in a certain portion of the United States, where the invasions of 
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the French in former days are up to the present moment the matter of sore 
recollections. There, women are still ((said)) to taunt their little chil- 
dren with: Rouville and the Frenchmen! (hear, hear.) Hon. gentlemen 
opposite are also taunted upon every occasion by their leaders, with Bald- 
win & the Frenchmen!219

MR. CHAUVEAU.--Such apprehensions were ridiculous in the extreme, & 
were little in concert with the theory and practice of the British consti- 
tution. Certainly, political events, byegone struggles are not to be 
forgotten, their recollection may be useful, but they ought to be forgiven 
(hear, hear, hear.) and by their being forgiven by both sides of the house, 
a strong and powerful administration might then be formed.--Elections would 
not then be required every day, and those important measures which the 
country requires would be carried out. The hon. member for Leeds had read 
a portion of Lord Durham's Report about the French Canadians; but the 
extracts read had nothing to do with Responsible Government, the only 
subject broached upon with regard to Lord Durham in the amendment. The 
hon. member contrived to excite national feeling amongst the French Cana- 
dians - a feeling which had been so much complained of by their enemies 
(hear) and, strange to say, whenever national origin has been spoken of 
since the Union, the subject had been introduced by the Government. It 
was complained of them that they would not join the Administration upon 
national origin grounds.. They were to be proscribed from the Administra- 
tion, and worse still, misrepresented in the Administration, because they 
would not condescend to proscribe others! (hear, hear). Their religion, 
their language, their laws, their hearts, were dear to them, as dear as 
life - nay, dearer than life (hear, hear, hear). But these ought to be 
preserved by social and individual efforts, it was the business of all of 
them and of every one of them individually: and these dear objects of 
their dearest affections ought not to be driven into political struggle, 
only when compelled to do so (hear, hear, hear). He was sorry to say 
that such a thing as proscription against them still existed to a great 
extent, and the records of the House kept in the English language, alone 
spoke quite enough to that fact (hear, hear). Such oppression they had 
resisted and will ever resist; but they did not want to be unjust them- 
selves; they did not wish to be excluded from anything, and did not desire 
to exclude others; they asked for justice and nothing more, and would 
take nothing less (cheers) .221 


MR. BOULTON.--It was seldom he said that he could concur with the 
gentlemen opposite, but he was glad that he could do so to day, 222 ( (and 
also)) with a great deal of what had fallen from the hon. gentleman who 
had just sat down. It was necessary that the Government should be heartily 
and strongly supported. 223 He believed as they did, that it was not nec- 
essary to govern on party principles; on the contrary let the party, which 
has the confidence of the people as long as they give good measures to the 
country, remain_in power, and he would support them in the carrying out of 
such measures. He (Mr. B.) wished to forget the past, but he could not 
overlook that which they saw every day before them. The hon. member ((Mr. 
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Chauveau)) ought not to have taunted the members on his (Mr. B's) side of 
the House, by saying that they only gave half support to the Government, 72? 
((and that they had)) forsaken the hon. Speaker; ((he was)) wrong, the 
gentlemen on this side of the House never did, nor never will forsake the 
hon. Speaker, so long as he continues consistent in his present principles, 
which he (Mr. B.) felt confident he would be unto death.226 He ((Mr. B.)) 
had only to look at the other side of the House, to be put in remembrance 
of how they had sacrificed an hon. gentleman who had been one of their ack- 
nowledged leaders, because he had expressed a willingness to join the Min- 
istry, without calling upon them to sacrifice the hon. member for Megantic. 
It was putting it onpersonal grounds to say, that because the Ministry would 
not sacrifice the hon. Secretary, that the Canadians would not come over 
and aid the Ministry. This was putting the question on a very improper 
ground, and one which he could not very well understand. He could under- 
stand how the hon. member for the Fourth Riding of York could complain of 
the acts of the Ministry: he (Mr. B.) himself would, perhaps, do the same, 
if he was in the situation of the hon. gentleman, and he could also under- 
stand what had been said about some members supporting the Government with 
the expectations of getting a place, although, he trusted that few of the 
members were actuated by such motives, but that they did so from principle. 
But he could not understand upon what principles the hon. members opposite 
opposed Government, for there was now no great political questions (sic) 
before the country, which they could disagree about. It was true there was 
the University Bill, but it, the honorable member for the Fourth Riding never 
wanted to see settled: it was a lever which the hon. member wished always 
to have it in his power to use for the purpose of obtaining office, for it 
was the only one by which he could ever hope to attain power. It was only 
used for that purpose, for both the hon. gentleman, on his (Mr. B's) side 
of the house, and those on the other agreed about the principles of the 
Bil1l.227 It was true, he (Mr. B.) had not felt much confidence in the 
Administration of the last Session, but it had since been in a manner re- 
modelled, and it now had his most earnest support. 228 There had ((indeed) ) 
been some alterations in the Government, some of which, some persons thought 
were calculated to strengthen it, whilst other persons were of a contrary 
opinion. The members of his side might differ in opinion about them but 
that he hoped would not prevent them from supporting the Ministry. They 
ought to support Government exclusively, for the purpose of carrying on the 
Government of the country upon good principles, and in a proper manner, 

and when the Ministry failed, to do so, they ought to be condemned. He 
himself did not approve of some of their measures, but he considered all 
the evil they had done, trifling, compared with that which had been done 

by the hon. member for the Fourth Riding and his friends. He did not 
approve of the Ministry having anything to do with loose fish, whom he 
detested: he thought they should stick to their own party. - (hear, hear.) 
He, for one, would do so in all cases, with one exception, that was when 

he found a member on the opposite side better fitted for any situation 

than any one of his own! then he would not hesitate to offer the situation 
to him, for in all such cases he thought the country would support him. 229 
He disapproved of Mr. Roblin's appointment to the multitude of offices to 
which he had been gazetted.230 The hon. member then proceeded to make some 
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remarks about the Adjutant Generalship of Militia: in doing which, he 
stated that23l he thought the Speaker was right in the course he pursued, 
he therefore would never desert a man under such circumstances, for he 
thought that the office had been accepted conditionally - but although 
he believed that such was the case, he did not think it necessary to put 
that on the Journals of the House.232 The hon. member then went on to 
say, that complaints had been made in the country about the appointment 
of Queen's Counsel, to carry on the business of the country, and that 

he did not approve of all the Ministers acts, with respect to them; but 
he considered no Queen's Council should be employed, for, and as a reward 
for political services. There was also the Crown Land Department which 
was not, he admitted, in such an efficient state as it should be - all 
admitted that: but then they knew that the Ministry were trying all they 
could to put it in a better condition and he had. no doubt they would be 
able to do soon. And with regard to the late appointments to the Legis-— 
lative Council, he admitted that they did not possess the confidence of 
the people. 233 


Here the hon. member was called to order ((by)) SIR A. MACNAB. 2234 


MR. BOULTON.--The hon. gentleman for the Fourth Riding ((Mr. Baldwin) ) 
had used the words "hocus pocus" five or six times in the course of his 
speech, referring to this side of the House but the words were in his (Mr. 
B.'s) opinion particularly applicable to the hon. gentleman himself, for 
his whole endeavour is to "hocus pocus" this side of the House into setting 
him again on the Treasury Benches. He (Mr. B.) could not see how His 
Excellency'’s connection with the Earl of Durham should be a matter of con- 
gratulation when that nobleman indited such paragraphs as had been read 
from his report and many others which might have been read.239 The hon. 
member then read an extract from Lord Durham's Report, which stated, that 
never again would the present generation of French Canadians, yield a 
loyal submission to the British Government. He (Mr. B.) himself did not 
believe in what he had just read - he did not think that any member of the 
House believed it; but he trusted, after he had read it, the French Cana- 
dian members would not vote for the mendment (sic). He should vote 
against the amendments.23/ 


MR. WATTS had been much amused by the reading of certain extracts from 
the Report of Lord Durham, which was done no doubt with the kind intention 
of throwing the oil of concord over the feelings and deliberations of the 
House238 , with regard to the amendment, but he was sure that the hon. mem- 
ber had failed;239 he had observed French members smile during, the reeita- 
tions, and this shewed that the object of the hon. member for Leeds was 
gained. He desired to excite good humour, and succeeded. It was a pity 
however, he did not Be to try his hand on other material - a French 
mob, for instance. 24 The amendment merely applauded one principle of 
Government contained in his Lordship's Report, not it all - and the French 
Members had more sense than to reject what was good because it was accom- 
panied with bad. 241 Perjury was spoken of in the extracts242. The Lower 
Canadians had been twitted for their national bigotry and their unfitness 
even for the Jury Box243, ((They)) had ... been accused of acting partially 
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as jurymen, and of having violated their oaths as such; and some cases 
which had occurred after the late rebellion, had been cited to support 

the assertion.244 But he thought the less hon. Members on this (Minis- 
terial) side of the House said on that point the better. 5 He would 
admit that the Canadians at that time might have been a little unwilling 
to condemn their fellow copatriots to the scaffold for what did not appear 
to them to be a very great crime--but were they worse than others in this 
respect? Were they worse than even the members of this House itself?246 
He (Mr. W.) before making charges, generally wished to look at home247 , 
let them ... call the recent Election Committee decisions to mind with 
shame.248 What was thought of the influence of oaths on ... ((their deci- 
sions))?249 Why, Mr. Speaker, said Mr. Watts, talk of French Canadian 
Jurymen? We can tell in this House what the decision of a sworn Commit- 
tee will be when we see the names of the hon. Members who are to sit on 
it! (Deep sensation.)250 This might be thought as susceptable (sic) of 
evil construction as the fact of a Canadian Jury not thinking it right 

to hang one of their compatriots by the neck till he was dead. Something 
was also said about the inhabitants of Lower Canada keeping together, or 
being fond of travelling in their own steamboats. Well, what of this? 

Is there no clanism exhibited by the movements of other origins? what was 
the measure respecting the Jesuit Estates, but the clanism of Protestant 
Churches whereby to deprive the Church of Rome of property belonging only 
to her? Was there no clanism in the Church of England resisting other 
Protestant denominations on the university question?251 Did not a number 
of other denominations of Upper Canada join the Methodists for the purpose 
of depriving the Church of England of her rights in an University up there? 
The hon. Member for Leeds had hinted that the County which he (Mr. Watts) 
represented, would fall out of his hands in consequence of the vote which 
he was about to give.293 With regard to the question before the House, 

he could only say, he would be very happy if the County of Drummond were 
to fall into better hands - but he would tell the gentleman who conducted 
the Government that it would fall into the hands of no friend of their's. 
The Electors of Drummond had sent him to get good measures for the Country, 
not to support any set of men; he had given the Administration a long and 
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a patient trial - but he had found that they were a do-nothing Administration, 


and they would not get another vote from him. And when a new election should 


come he was prepared to meet Mr. Gowan and all his party, and would promise 
them a warm reception. They had tried his county already, and they would 
find as before that they could make no impression. The only defence which 
the ministry had put up to the numberless charges brought against them was 
that an under estimate of the Welland Canal expenses had embarrassed them, 
and a great clamour was attempted to be raised against the Opposition on 
account of it. Now he (Mr. Watts) happened to know all the circumstances 
of the case, and the fact is that Mr. Killaly had given that estimate on 

a few hours notice for the express purpose of letting the then Administra- 
tion, of which Mr. Draper and Mr. Daly were prominent members, put it into 
a clap-trap speech from the Throne on the opening of Parliament! 2°

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MR. WATTS.--The present Government had done nothing for the country.2>/ 
Take for example the conduct of the Administration in reference to an Elec- 
tion Law; 228 Mr. Lafontaine, on the first Session, brought in an Election 
bill, but was persuaded by Mr. Draper to withdraw it on the pledge of the 
Government taking it up--at this moment, though urgently wanted, not a step 
has been taken in the matter.259 Was that promise fulfilled?260 Although 
the two Provinces had been joined into one, yet they still required separ- 
ate legislation261, He had no doubt Upper Canada members were satisfied 
with the constitution of the Cabinet, for they were all their own men. But 
what was the position of Lower Canada in the Administration? Lower Canada 
was utterly without representation it - no Lower Canada member can have any 
confidence in it whatever, and they have none.262 Look at the ... Treasury 
Benches: could he (Mr. W.) have confidence in the Members for Lower Canada 
whom he saw there; he had no confidence whatever in them; "you, yourselves," 
continued the hon. member addressing the Ministerial side, "have no confid- 
ence in them;'"' witness your several efforts to strengthen yourselves from 
the ranks of the opposition, your coming down on your knees to them during 
both the Parliament and the recess; he would ask his fellow members from the 
Township what they procured from the present Government?23 He would ask 
what ... had ((the Ministry)) done for Lower Canada since 1843? They had 
obtained their (the Eastern Townships members) support by promising them 
Municipal, Road, and School Bills; they had promised them those measures 
for two Sessions, and yet they had not brought forward one of them accord- 
ing to promise; and now, at the beginning of a third Session, when asked 
if they were going to bring forward any of these measures, they replied 
that they were, but that they would not give any promises. When any East- 
ern Township members had asked the Ministry to introduce any measure for 
the benefit of Lower Canada, the Ministry always refused to do so, - saying, 
what do you think that we are going for the sake of you six or nine fellows, 
to anger and irritate the whole of the members of Lower Canada. In fact, 
the Ministry were not able even if they were willing, to pass laws for the 
good of Lower Canada264, The Govmt. could not in their utter weakness give 
measures, they could not resist to any sufficient extent, the powerful 
opposition headed by the hon. member for Terrebonne, (hear, hear), and their 
chief efforts were devoted, and the great part of their time directed to a 
vain attempt to conciliate that opposition, and to seduce from its ranks 
some few whose votes would save them from total and ignominous defeat (cheers.) 
To shew that it was men and not measures that the Ministry sought he would 
state a circumstance that occurred in his own direct experience last session. 
The house would remember that the Ministry brought forward a thing called 
a School Bill (hear) when that measure was in Committee he (Mr. Watts) pre- 
pared some amendments which he desired to submit, but knowing how little 
influence with the Government his position afforded him he requested the 
hon. member for Sherbrooke to take charge of them; he answered, really I 
cannot, I have amendments which I prepared myself and could do nothing with 
them. He (Mr. W.) then went to the Attorney General East, Mr. Smith, who 
sent him to Mr. Papineau; but the latter would not listen to him, he raised 
his hands, shrugged his shoulders, dismissed him (Mr. W.) and his amendments, 
(laughter); so foiled on his own side of the House he (Mr. W.) resolved to 
try the alternative of an application to the other side and accordingly 
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asked one of the hon. members for Quebec (Mr. Chabot) whether he would 
propose his hitherto rejected amendments, that hon. and learned member, 
after examining and approving them agreed to do so, he (Mr. W.) then 
struck out his own neme (sic) as mover, and put in that of his learned 
friend of the opposition, and how then did the amendments fare! Let the 
House, and his hon. brethren of the Townships in particular, mark the 
fact. Not only were they received and adopted, but the hon. Attorney 
General Smith thanked Mr. Chabot for suggesting them! (hear, hear, amid 
loud laughter.) Did not this prove that the members for Lower Canada who 
have adhered to this Ministry are not regarded as of sufficient weight and 
importance to concede them anything, and he Mr. W. would ask those gentle- 
men could they expect more this session than before? Are they stronger? 
No, the County of Drummond has left them, and he (Mr. W.) would again 
turn a Government nominee out of that County as he did before, (hear, 
hear.) Dorchester was also lost, where, then, was their hope! He cal- 
led upon them to withdraw their support from so feeble, so worthless a 
Ministry - promise-everything-do-nothing-Administration, and extend it 

to the hon. member for Terrebonne who would then have power, as he had 
the will to Legislate honestly and justly for Lower Canada (cheers.) he 
(Mr. W.) would tell his hon. friends from the Townships that the hon.

was attempted to be taken from them by the present Ministry, it was to 
the support of the hon. member for Terrebonne they were indebted for the 
defeat of the Ministerial scheme (hear, hear, and cheers.) 265 


MR. MACDONALD of Glengarry, complimented the hon. Member for Drummond 
on the excellent speech he had delivered, and trusted that other hon. Mem- 
bers who hitherto supported the Ministry would be emboldened to come out 
in a similar manly way. The hon. Member spoke of the state of parties in 
answer to Mr. Gowan's arguments, and said that the people of U.C. had 
ceased to confide in the present Ministry, and whatever confidence they 
did extend was more to keep the hon. member for the Fourth Riding of York 
out of power than for any other purpose, He referred to the great popu- 
larity of Mr. Baldwin in Upper Canada, and the repeated marks of public 
approbation shown him since last Session.267 At the last election it was

Speech further The House, according to Order, resumed the 
constdered. adjourned Debate upon the amendnent which was yes- 


terday proposed to be made to the Motton: That 
an humble Address be presented to His Excellency the Governor General, 
to thank Hts Excellency for hts gractous Speech from the Throne. 

To congratulate Hts Excellency upon his assumption of the Government 
of thts Province. 

To express the grattfication of thts House that Her Majesty has been 
gractously pleased to nominate as Her Representative in the North American 
Colonies, a Governor whose previous offictal career tn another Colony of 
the British Empire, offers the happiest promise, under Hts Excellency's 
guidance, of a prosperous admintstratton of the affairs of thts great 
Provinee. 

That we are much gratified to learn that the representattons whtch have 
proceeded from this and the netghbouring Provinces on the subject of the 
Post Office have engaged the anxious consideration of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and that His Excellency ts enabled to inform us, that Her Majesty's 
Mintsters are prepared to surrender to the Provincial Authorittes, the con- 
trol of that Department, so soon as, by concert between the several Legts- 
latures, arrangements should be matured for securing to British North 
America the advantages of an efftetent and untform Post Office System. 

That we assure His Excellency of our great satisfaction that the Col- 
ontal Legislatures, by a Statute passed during the last Sesston of the 
Impertal Parliament, are empowered to repeal differential duttes hereto- 
fore tmposed in the Colonies in favor of Brittsh Produce. 

That we wtll gtve our most attentive consideration to this tmportant 
subject, and to the communications relating to tt, which Hts Excellency 
has received from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies, and 
from the Lieutenant Governors of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 

That His Excellency may rely on our attention being directed to such 
measures as may be submitted for the purpose of extending more generally 
Warehoustng factlittes to Inland Ports, and for effecting other tmprove- 
ments tn our Commerctal System. 

We are grattfied to learn that tnquirtes have been instituted with the 
vtew of ascertaining the practtcabiltty and probable cost of the construc- 
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tion of a Ratlway between Quebee and Halifax, and that a Survey of the 
proposed line has been undertaken by the Imperial Government, and is still 
tn progress. 

We shall be happy to receive from His Excellency the communication of 
the Despatch from the Secretary of State, describing the course whtch Her 
Majesty's Government propose to take in order to remedy the tneonventence 
which the Provinees of British North America have sustained from the oper- 
atton of the Imperial Statute for the protection of Copyrights. 

The expectation of a large Emigration has, we are prepared to find, 
rendered prudent measures for providing additional accommodation and medt- 
cal attendance for the stek, and for inereasing the means of forwarding 
the destitute to places where their labour may be required, and are gratt- 
fied to learn that an inereased grant has been made by the Imperial Parlta- 
ment in atd of this service; and while we regret the too great probability 
of much want and suffering anong certain classes of Emigrants, we trust 
that the favorable anticipations of His Excellency of the character of a 
large portion of the Emigration may be happtly realtzed. 

That we will give our best consideration to the Accounts of the past 
year and Estimates of the current year, whitch will be laid before us 
by His Excellency; and we learn with the highest satisfaction that there 
ts an tnerease tn the revenue derived from Publte Works. 

That His Excellency may fully rely upon our making such proviston for 
the maintenance of the establishments and credit of the Province as may 
be necessary to support the htgh character for probity and good fatth which 
Canada has won for herself, and, we firmly belteve, will ever continue to 
maintain. 

That we acknowledge our gratttude to Providence for our exemption from 
the ealanity of famine, wtth whtch another part of the Empire has been 
so severely affltcted, and we thank His Excellency for hts congratulations 
on the ltberaltty whtch the inhabitants of thts Colony of all classes and 
origins, tneluding our Indian Brethren, have evineed tn contrtbuting to 
the reltef of thetr suffering fellow subjects. 

That we coneur with Hts Excellency that the occurences of the past 
year, though, in some measure, exceptional, tndtcate that there is a grow- 
tng demand tn Europe for the produce of thts Continent, and render it highly 
tmportant for the tnhabttants of Canada to improve to the utmost tts natural 
advantages, and those which attach to it, as an integral part of an Empire 
abounding tn wealth and populatton. 

That we duly apprectate the responstbtltty which rests on Parliament 
at thts conjuncture, and that we will endeavour, by wise legislatton, to 
afford all praettcable extension and developement to the trade and produc- 
tive capabtlittes of the Provinee, and to give its Institutions that hold 
on the affeettons of the people, which is the foundation of public and 
private credit, and the best security for social progress. 

That we thank His Excellency for his promises of cordtal co-operation 
in effecting these tmportant objects, and for hts renewal of the assurance 
of the earnest desire of Our Gractous Queen to promote the prosperity of 
Canada, and the happiness of its people. 

And which amendment was, that after the words, "affairs of this great 
Province," in the second paragraph of the main motion, the following be

inserted:--"4nd to state that this House, on this first occaston of approach- 
ing Hits Excellency, cannot, tn justice either to their own feelings or those 
of their constituents, refrain from referring to the gratifying etreumstance 
of His Excellency's connexion with the family of the late Earl of Durham. 

To that distinguished Statesman we are indebted for the Impertal recognitton 
of our undoubted right as British subjects, to have the Government of the 
Province conducted by the asststance, counsel, and information of a Provin- 
etal Administration, under the Representative of the Sovereign, which, while 
appointed by the Crown in the exercise of its undoubted prerogative, remains 
responsible to the Provineial Parliament, on the same principles which have 
been found so perfectly efficacious in the administration of the Government 
of the Parent State.

MERRITT was anxious to hear any gentleman, particularly one who 
had been a minister, and was responsible for much of what had passed.? 


MR. VIGER dit en réponse que: Le discours de 1'Hon. Membre d'une des 
Sections duComté d'York (M. Baldwin) pour appuyer la proposition d'amender 
le projet de réponse au Gouverneur était semé d'une foule de chose étran- 
géres a l'objet de la discussion devant la Chambre c'était la thése de 
Pio de la Mirandole. I1 avait débuté par de longues plaisanteries sur ce 
qu'il appelait la simplicité de coeur du représentant de Beauharnoi (M. 
Colville). 11 avait trouvé cette figure de Rhétorique si brillante qu'il 
avait cru devoir y revenir 4 plusieurs reprises. Entre autres il avait 
parlé de la Révolution 1688 et du droit de la Reine a la couronne en vertu 
de cette révolution de Lord Durham comme sur plusieurs autres sujets qui 
n'avaient rien de commun avec le discours du Gouverneur. 

L'Hon. Membre, avait donné 1'Hon. Membre des Trois-Riviére, comme si 
peu digne d'attention qu'il avait cru devoir lui faire l'application du 
brocard de droit "de minimis non curas lex". C'était de la part de 1'Hon. 
Membre d'York une découverte récente et bien tardive. I1 était triste 
pour 1'Hon. Membre d'York et pour cette chambre qu'il l'efit faite si tard; 
elle aurait épargné bien du temps 4 la chambre puisque 1'Hon. Membre des 
Trois-Riviéres n'avait cessé depuis déja plus de trois ans d'étudier 1'ob- 
jet des remarques injurieuses et trop souvent calomnieu es (sic) comme 
s'il ett su quelqu'importance. L'Hon. Membre d'York d'ailleurs se mettait 
avec lui-méme en contradiction puis qu'il avait si souvent cité 1'Hon. 
Membre des Trois-Riviéres comme homme de profondes connaissances et de la 
plus grande expérience en matiére de droit constitutionnel, et de talens 
méme bien supérieurs 4 ceux qu'il (M. V.) pouvait lui méme se supposer. 
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Pour le Gouvernement responsable dont 1'Hon. Membre d'York avait 
parlé de méme, il (M. V.) devait lui rappeler qu'a sa rentrée dans la 
chambre il avait de suite offert de répondre a 1'accusation portée 
contre lui d'avoir voté contre ce systéme et d'avoir voulu le détruire, 
et qu'il était prét de discuter sa propre conduite a ce sujet. Mais 
que personne alors n'avait cru devoir répondre 4 cette interpellation. 

Laissant maintenant de coté tout le reste des sujets de ce genre 
dans le discours de 1'Hon. Membre d'York, il devait se permettre quelques 
remarques sur diverses accusations que 1'Hon. Membre avait portées contre 
le ministére de Lord Metcalfe, pour ce qui regardait le Bas-Canada. 

Une de celles sur laquelle 1'Hon. Membre d'York avait cru devoir 
appuyer de la maniére la plus forte était celle d'avoir accordé des 
terres aux Bas-Canadiens qui avaient servi dans la Guerre avec la Répu- 
blique voisine. I1 était difficile de s'attendre 4 voir 1'Hon. Membre 
qui se donnait comme le plus ferme et le plus zélé défenseur de nos 
compatriotes élever la voix contre une démarche de ce Gouverneur également 
commandé par la plus stricte justice et par 1l'honneur et qui 1l'avait rendu 
si digne de leur reconnaissance ces terres étaient le prix du sang qu'ils 
avaient versé pour la défense de la Province. C'était 1'accomplissement 
d'une promesse faite de la maniére la plus solemnelle en témoignage du 
zéle et de la fidelité de cette jeunesse respectable a laquelle la Grande 
Bretagne devait la conservation de cette partie de 1'Empire. 

Par une erreur é@vidente ces miliciens s'étaient vus privés du droit 
de réclamer ces terres dans le temps fixé par le Gouvernement pour en 
faire la demande. Si c'était le moment d'envisager cette question sous 
le point de vue légal, il serait facile de démontrer que la loi méme 
invoquée par 1'Hon. Membre ne pouvait militer contre le droit de la cou- 
ronne de remplir l'engagement qu'elle avait contractée d'accorder ces terres 
a nos compatriotes. Mais comment s'expliquer que 1'Hon. Membre d'York 
put contester cette Prérogative de la Couronne de disposer de ces terres 
pour s'acquitter d'une obligation de cette nature? 

L'Hon. Membre d'York avait dénoncé comme la plus flagrante violation 
de nos droits constitutionnels la démarche du ministére d'engager M. Draper 
a résigner son siége dans le conseil Législatif et celle de M. Draper en 
laissant cette branche de la Législature pour entrer dans la Chambre de 
nos communes. 

L'Hon. Membre avait cru devoir s'appuyer du droit relatif au Parlement 
de 1'Empire sur cette matiére. I1 était vrai de dire sans doute qu'un 
Membre de la chambre des Lords n'avait pas 14 le droit de résigner le 
siége qu'il occupait dans cette branche de la Législature mais il (M. V.) 
demandait comment 1'Hon. Membre d'York avait pu s'imaginer que ce principe 
efit quelque chose d'applicable 4 cette Province. 

Ici le droit d'un Membre du Conseil Législatif de résigner son siége 
découlait des dispositions et précis formelles de 1l'acte d'Union des deux 
Provinces. 

C'était sans doute un crime d'une nouvelle espéce que celui que 1'Hon. 
Membre prétendait faire au Ministére aussi bien que a M. Draper de 1'exer- 
cice d'un droit légal et constitutionnel. 

Envisagé sous d'autres rapports 1'accusation devait paraftre bien plus 
singuliére encore; tous les publicistes étaient d'accord sur la vérité de 
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cette maxime que "'Gouverner c'est choisir. Les Membres des deux cotés de 
la chambre n'avaient jamais manqué l'occasion chaque fois qu'elle s'était 
présentée de reconnaitre la supériorité des connaissances et des talens 

du ci-devant Proucureur (sic)-Général et d'en faire l'éloge. Le crime du 
Gouvernement serait dés lors d'avoir engagé le Procureur-Général a laisser 
le conseil pour entrer dans la branche de la Législature dans laquelle il 
pouvait rendre de beaucoup plus grandsservices c'était leur faire un crime 
de démarches par lesquelles le ministére et ces fonctionnaires avaient 
rempli le premier de leurs devoirs acquis par le plus justetitre 4 la recon- 
naissance publique. Tels étaient les faits qui servaient de motifs a 
1'accusation protée par 1'Hon. Membre d'York. 

A l'entendre parler les Ministres n'étaient pas moins coupables a 
raison des changements qui s'étaient opérés dans le personnel de 1'admi- 
nistration. C'était de méme suivant lui la violation de nos droits consti- 
tutionnels. I1 (M. V.) ne devait pas prendre la peine de réfuter d'une 
maniére sérieuse une accusation semblable. Au siége de 1'Empire, il se 
fesait journellement des changemens de cette espéce. I1 (M. V.) devait 
se contenter de signaler le fait que pendant son séjour a Londres comme 
député de 1'Assemblée du Bas-Canada, Lord Goderick Sécretaire d'Etat pour 
les Colonies s'était retiré de ce Ministére dans lequel M. Stanley l'avait 
remplacé; celui-ci s'était retiré lui méme pour faire place a M. Rice 
devenu depuis Lord Monteagle. 

L'Hon. Membre d'York avait dénoncé comme également condamnable 1'aboli- 
tion de la charge d'Arpenteur Général et donné pour motif qu'elle était 1'ob- 
ject d'anciens souvenirs et de vieilles affections motifs qui ne lui (4 M. V.) 
paraissaient pas dignes de discussion. 

Il (M. V.) devait faire observer que les sentiments de 1'Hon. Membre 
se réveillaient fort tard. Personne ne s'était récrié dans la Chambre 
contre la demande faite par les ministres d'abolir ces fonctions; comment 
1'Hon. Membre pouvait-il en faire un grief contre le ministére? 

I1 (M. V.) devait dire la méme chose des plaintes de L'Hon. Membre au 
sujet de l'abolition du Bureau des Traveaux publics. On pouvait se rappeler 
de celle dont 1’établissement de ce Bureau n'avait cessé d'étre l'objet, 
des demandes réitérées de changer ce systéme. Personne dans la chambre 
n'avait cru devoir contester le principe du Bill par lequel on proposait 
de l'abolir. 

Les dispositions de ce Bill seules avaient fourni matiére a des débats 
sérieux dans la Chambre. Rien de moins mérités des lors que les reproches 
faits par 1'Hon. Membre au ministére 4 ce sujet. 

Les déclamations de 1'Hon. Membre sur la nomination de 1'Adjudant 
Général et du député pour le Haut-Canada, avaient le méme caractére. 
D'abord il n'était pas possible de juger des motifs d'aprés lesquels le 
Gouverneur s'était conduit, surtout de sa préférence de M. McDonald 4a M. 
Cameron, puisque les Membres du Ministére sur cette matiére comme surtoute 
autre, délibéraient sous le sceau d'un secret juré. Mais ce qu'il (M. V.) 
devait faire observer c'est qu'au lieu de dénoncer le choix de M. McDonald 
comme digne de censure, les membres des deux cdtés de la Chambre s'étaient 
trouvés tous d'’acord a fair 1'éloge du fonctionnaire devenu l'objet du 
choix du Gouverneur. Que devait-on penser dés lors du grief articulé par 
1’Hon. Membre d'York a cet égard. I1 (M. V.) ne devait pas sedonner la 
peine d'appuyer longuement sur les dénonciations de 1'Hon. Membre d'York 
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relatives au Commissaire des Terres de la Couronne. Elles ne reposaient 
sur aucun fait de charge. Si les griefs articulés par 1'Honorable Membre 
avaient quelque chose de réel, son devoir était de les formuler pour en 
faire l'objet d'une accusation dabord et de fournir a ce fonctionnaire 
l'occasion de se défendre. C'était violer toutes les régles de la justice 
que de noircir un fonctionnaire public par de vaines clameurs et d'aussi 
vagues dénonciations. 

L'accusation portée contre le ministére sur 1l'inégalité dans la distri- 
butiondes places ne reposait pas sur des fondements plus solides puisqu'- 
elles n'étaient pas son ouvrage. 

L'Hon. Membre ne prétendait pas sans doute qu'on ett dans cette Province 
balayer, pour ainsi dire comme on 1'a fait chez nos voisins, les Bureaux 
publics, en chasser tous les employés chaque fois qu'il s'opére un change- 
ment dans le personnel de 1'Administration. 

Du reste il devait faire observer que si l'on voulait considérer le nom- 
bre des personnes employées dans le Conseil Exécutif sous le ministére, 
on verrait que pour la premiére fois le nombre de nos compatriotes égalait 
celui des personnes d'une autre origine. 

L'accusation portée contre M. Daly par rapport a sa conduite dans la 
Chambre relative 4 1'Orateur n'était pas plus digne d'attention. Les 
démarches faites dans la Chambre 4 ce sujet n'étaient pas celles de M. Daly 
plus que du Ministére, c'étaient celles de leurs adversaires. Ils avaient 
soulevé la question du droit du membre d'Hamilton 4 garder son siége et 
par la méme a celui de présider cette Chambre. Ils avaient poussé 1'oubli 
des régles de la justice, jusqu'a proposer des question dont ... ((les 
réponses pouvaient susciter)) des préjugés contre des personnes qui n'étai- 
ent pas, qui ne pouvaient méme @tre devant cette chambre et qui ne pouvaient 
pas méme donner d'explications des faits qui fesaient le sujet de leur inter- 
rogation. I1 (M. V.) n'était pas souvent dans le cas de se trouver d'accord 
avec 1'Hon. Membre de Québec, M. Aylwin; Il devait reconnaitre au moins la 
veritée des principes invoqués par 1'Hon. Membre, lorsqu'il avait signalé les 
vices de tous ces procédés. I1 (M. V.) ne prendrait pas la peine de relever 
le reproche fait par 1'Hon. Mem((bre)) de ministére de n'avoir pas fait passer 
le Bill des municipalités dans la session derniére. Sur ce point comme sur 
plusieurs autres accusations de méme nature, 1'Hon. Membre pouvait se‘ rap- 
peler que la veille méme de la prorogation il (M. V.) avait démontré tout 
ce qu'elles avaient de futile, qu'on pouvait voir encore son discours devenu 
DUDA ser 

L'Hon. Membre du Comté d'York avait cru devoir appuyer de la maniére 
la plus grave, sur les délais de l'assemblée du Parlement pour en faire 
un sujet d'accusation contre les Ministres. Elle ne pouvait retomber sur 
eux. Si ce délai pouvait fournir matiére 4 des reproches, ce serait sans 
doute au Gouvernement d'Angleterre, méme au Gouverneur qu'il devrait s'adres- 
ser. Mais c'était le résultat de circonstances sur les quelles les Minis- 
tres ... pas le moyen d'exercer la plus légére influence. Pour ce qui 
regardait le Gouverneur, les Membres ou les partisans de 1'Ex-Ministére ne 
prétendraient pas sans doute avec justice lui faire d'amers reproches d'avoir 
employé quelque temps pour se procurer des renseignemens sur l'état des 
choses dans la Province avait de convoquer le Parlement.31 
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Il (M. V.) devait se garder de traiter les questions soulevées 1'Hon. 
Membre d'York (M. B.) par rapport 4 l'Université du Haut-Canada sur les- 
quelles nous n'avions pas le moyen dans notre partie de la Province de nous 
former des idées exactes. Elles embrassaient des considérations d'une 
nature religieuse particuliéres 4 nos concitoyens du Haut-Canada, sur les- 
quelles il leur appartenait seuls de décider, comme ils pouvaient seuls le 
faire en connaissance de cause. Ce serait plus qu'une imprudence aux mem- 
bres du Bas-Canada de prendre partie dans cette discussion. Ce serait 
courrir l'inévitable danger de froisser de justes affections, de blesser 
le 1légitimes intéréts, de nous rendre coupables d'injustice. I1 (M. V.) 
devait se flatter de 1l'espérance de voir ses compatriotes se tenir toujours 
en garde contre le danger de commettre des fautes de cette espéce. 

L'Hon. Membre d'York avait cru devoir appuver sur ce qu'il ne se trou- 
vait qu'un de nos compatriotes dans le ministére. Le fait lui méme n'était 
que trop constant mais la question qu'il était de nature 4 soulever dans 
les circonstances était de savoir sur qui le reproche de cet état de choses 
anormal devait tomber. Ce n'était pas le moment de la discuter. La chose 
ne pouvait raisonnablement se faire qu'aprés la production des documens 
demandés par la Chambre, relatifs a des propositions de changement dans le 
personnel du ministére, dont l'offre n'était pas nouvelle puisqu'elle 
s'était faite 4 plusieurs reprises inutilement déja sous 1'administration 
de Lord Metcalfe et de son successeur Lord Catchart (sic). 

Ei Mov.) devalte dire que -c"était “bien la tout ce qu*il avait trouve 
de plus digne d'attention dans cette foule d'accusations portées par 1'Hon. 
Membre M. B. contre le ministére. (M. V.) devait demauder (sic) si c'était 
bien 14 des matiéres auxquelles 1'Hon. membre d'York dit mettre une si 
grande importance. Si c'était des considérations de haute politique bien 
dignes d'occuper la Chambre a l'occasion du projet de réponse au discours 
du Gouverneur, enfin si les vives déclamations de 1'Hon. Membre 4 ce sujet 
n'avaient pas quelque chose.,.. 

I (i. V.) mn" aurait pas cru devoir aller plus loin non plus, s'il pouvait 
garder le silence sur un sujet d'aussi grave importance que celui de 1'éloge 
qu'il (M. B.) désirait de nous faire prononcer de Lord Durham, dans 1'état 
de choses actuel. 

A moins de circonstances extraordinaires et d'une nature toute exception- 
nelle, on devait accorder la réponse avec le discours du Gouverneur. Cette 
régle était constamment suivie dans notre Législature comme dans le Parle- 
ment de la Métropole. 

Cependant 1'Hon. Membre nous propose sérieusement, méme sans 1'ombre 
d'un prétexte de dévier de cette régle et de donner dans notre réponse le 
témoignage d'approbation le plus solennel possible 4 Lord Durham a propos 
du rapport devenu le motif de 1'Union des deux Provinces, et le prétexte 
de dissoudre notre société politique dont l'existence, fait de lui méme 
incontestable, avait d'ailleurs été reconnue par l'acte de 1774 et depuis 
par l'acte Constitutionnel du Haut et du Bas-Canada. 

L'Hon. Membre (M. B.) avait sans doute pour bit de dire quelque chose 
d'agréable pour Lord Elgin 4 raison de ses liaisons de famille avec celle 
du Lord Durham. 

S'il pouvait n'étre question de Lord Durham que sous d'autres rapports, 
de reconnaitre ses talens comme Orateur dans le Parlement, méme en général, 
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1'élévation de ses vues politiques, l'appui qu'il avait donné dans la 
Législature au Bill de réformation de la réprésentation nationale, il 
(M. V.) croirait devoir joindre son suffrage 4 celui de 1'Hon. Membre 
d'York, pour honorer sa mémoire. 

On pouvait voir d'ailleurs que, lorsque Lord Durham, sur divers points 
entrainé, dans perreur par des personnes qui abusaient de sa confiance, 
avait suivi ses propres lumiéres, écouté son propre coeur,il n'avait pas 
laissé que de faire entendre d'importantes vérités par rapport aux fautes 
commises par 1'administration du Bas-Banada (sic). 

Mais la considération du sujet de 1'’amendement proposé se trouvait 
liée d'une maniére inséparable 4 tout le reste du rapport, par dessus 
tout, a ce qu'il renfermait de favorable au projeit (sic) d'unir les deux 
Provinces sur des principes-qui comportaient la proscription de notre 
ididme et 1'anéantissement de notre existence. 

Ce n'était pas la premiére fois qu'il (M. V.) s'était trouvé dans la 
nécessité de discuter les dispositions de l'acte d'Union. Ceux des mem- 
bres qui se trouvaient dans la Chambre a 1'ouverture du Premier Parlement 
Provincial, tenu depuis pouvaient se rappeler qu'entr'autre il avait fait 
voir que ses principales dispositions n'étaient rien moins que les stipu- 
lations du traité relatif a 1'Union forcée des deux pays qui formaient 
le royaume des Pays Bas, d'aprés lesquelles quatre millions de Belges 
avaient moins de représentans dans la Chambre des députés de ce royaume 
que la Hollande dont la population n'était pas de deux millions d'habitans. 

Tel entr'autres était pour nous 1'état de choses dont 1'amendement com- 
portait l'approbation. Tel le motif du témoignage de reconnaissance qu'il 
requerrait de nos compatriotes. 

S'il n'était question que des principes du Gouvernement responsable 
en lui méme et considéré d'une maniére abstraite, il ne pourrait se trouver 
la plus légére différence d'opinion, sur ce qu'un semblable systéme avait 
de favorable aux libertés publiques. 

Pour nos compatriotes, ce n'était pas le seul point de vue sous lequel 
la question pouvait se présenter. C'était sous le rapport des conséquences 
qu'il était susceptible de produire dans la pratique, en vertu de disposi- 
tions qui ne proscrivaient pas seulement notre Idiome mais qui ne nous 
laissaient guére que le quart de la représentation dans 1'Assemblée légis- 
lative. (M. V.) demandait.ce que pourrait suivant les circontances (sic) 
devenir pour nous cette espéce de responsabilité. Dans la supposition 
méme que le discours du Gouverneur fut de nature 4 provoquer, de notre part, 
des remarques spéciales sur ce systéme de Gouvernement, comment ne pas 
voir qu'il serait d'une impérieuse nécessité de 1'accompagner d'une protes- 
tation solonnelle contre l'espéce de sentence prononcée contre nos compa- 
triotes, au lieu d'un tribGt d'éloge 4 celui qui 1l'avait provoquée. 

Il (M. V.) devait faire observer qu'il avait naguéres été question de 
1'édification d'un momument pour honorer la mémoire de Lord Metcalfe. 

Quelque fut le point de vue sous lequel il était possible 4 chacun 
d'envisager la conduite de ce Gouverneur, on ne pouvait se dissimuler le 
fait de sa reconnaissance, la plus formelle qui fut jamais donnée par un 
Gouverneur, d'un systéme d'administration favorable aux libertés publiques, 
qui régle les limites de l'exercice du pouvoir. 

Nos compatriotes exilés par suite des troubles insurrectionnels lui 
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devaient le bonheur de se retrouver sur le sol natal au sein du leurs 

familles, et des marques d'une bienveillance généreuse, nos miliciens 

l'acte de justice contre lequel 1'Hon. Membre d'York avait si vivement 
declamé. 

Sans parler de tant d'autres traits du méme genre et de bien faits 
répandus sur toutes les classes et dans toutes les parties du pays, nous 
lui devions de méme entr'autres une réponse favorable au rétablissement 
de notre ididms dans les procédés de la Législature. 

Des membres et les partisans de 1'Ex-ministére, repoussaient cepen- 
dant,comme quelque chose de criminel 1l'idée de lui donner cette marque 
de reconnaissance. Ils marquaient d'avance du sceau de la proscription 
ceux qui parmi nous seraient capable d'y contribuer. 

Ce monument pourrait quelle que fut la solidité de ses matériaux, 
ne fut-ce que par l'effet de la vétusté se détruire et disparaitre. 

C'était dans les circonstances qu'il (M. V.) venait d'indiquer que 
1'Hon. Membre nous proposait de constater pour toujours, dans nos Jour- 
naux le témoignage de notre approbation du rapport d'aprés lequel le 
Gouvernement d'Angleterre avait résolu d'unir les deux Provinces, et 
d'élever par la méme un monument, qui ne pourrait jamais périr de notre 
reconnaissance pour celui dont le rapport a provoqué la sentence prononcée 
par le Parlement de 1'Empire de notre mort politique. 


MR. MERRITT.33--Without a single note to refer to, relying on memory 
and my imperfect knowledge of the general affairs of this Province, the 
House will not be disappointed in my not doing justice to this subject.2+ 
((He)) stated that, it was not his intention to go over the ground which 
had been already so ably discussed, but to take a different view of the 
debate, one which had not yet been touched upon. He was he said, in favor 
of measures, not parties, and he was prepared to support any administration 
which should give those measures to the country, which they demanded.35 I 
had hoped to hear the hon. and learned Inspector General open the debate 
by calling our attention to the policy the Provincial Government had and in- 
tended to pursue and point out the measures on which that policy was founded; 
instead of which, he amused the House with playing upon certain words or 
expressions in the amendment .” He asked why there was no mention of 
the Hon. Inspector General's mission to England? Why was there no allusion 
to the state of the Finances? Was it because they were in a bad condition? 
He asked why the Public Works were not carried out; this country, the first 
in natural advantages in North America, would be behind-hand altogether. 

I had hoped that this highly-favoured country would, ere this, have realiz- 
ed the advantages to which she is entitled. I have been sadly disappointed. 
I have long known and long felt that Canada possessed advantages unequalled 
by any other portion of America; these advantages are clear and manifest, 
and should be prominently pointed out; first, from the very circumstance 

of our being a colony of a wealthy nation, we are relieved from any tax for 
the expenses of maintaining an independent Government, a tax to which the 
citizens of the neighbouring State of New York must always be subject for 
the maintenance of their additional Federal Government. Great Britain 
furnishes the means to build fortifications, vessels of war, pay the army 
and navy, and all other expenses appertaining thereto, without requiring 
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any other equivalent than our trade38 , while the neighboring States have 

to provide for all these wants themselves. Look, he said, at £1,500,000 
loaned by England for the completion of the Public Works. These are ad- 
vantages of no ordinary nature, which this Colony and every other Colony 

of Great Britain has over every Independent State’’. We have the benefit 
of her credit in procuring money at the lowest rate of interest, and, in 
addition thereto, we are ... authorized to impose a tax on her manufactures 
and trade for the benefit of our revenue; further, every disposition has 
been manifested to grant everything we ask for - everything relating to 

our internal affairs that we require, as the British Possessions Act proves: 
therefore, if any measure requiring the sanction of the British Government 
has been neglected, the fault must lay at the door of the Provincial 
Cabinet. These are advantages, Mr. Speaker, possessed by no other portion 
of this continent, or any other Government or country in the universe. 
Still, sir, an incubus rests on this colony; still, sir, we are far behind 
the age. To what cause is it to be ascribed but the want of experience 

and ability in our Councils. To prove this, it is only necessary to con- 
trast the relative prosperity of two countries laying side by side, with 
the advantages each possess. The glowing and faithful picture of the ap- 
pearance of the two countries in the Report of Lord Durham has never been 
denied;49 and since that picture had been drawn, he would ask if there had 
been a change; yes, he said, there had been a change but that change was 
not in this country, no, this country had remained stationary; it was a 
question, he said, whether they had not retrograded; but such was not the 
case on the other side, a change, a mighty change had taken place, it was 
not a change for the worse but for the better 1, as the extent of the 
canals and railroads constructed, tonnage conveyed, tolls received, increase 
of population Hope value of property in the respective countries for similar 
periods prove. He stated that they received last year for tolls $2,800,000 
and that there had been freighted through their canals 2,225,000 tons of 
goods. He said that they were only taxed to the amount of $60,000, which 
in twenty years amounting to $250,000,000 would pay off their debt. Again, 
he said, a convention of the business men of the State of New York, had 

set apart $1,500,000 per year as a sinking fund and $600,000 to pay the 
current expenses of the Government; and he said, by this means in 18% 

years they would free themselves entirely from debt. He stated that they 
contracted a debt of $34,000,000 of which they had paid $17,000,000,43 
while here, with the aid of this revenue on imports amounting to £500,000, 
with the aid of the credit of tee British Government, the completion of 

our great leading works has been neglected; comparatively speaking, no 
income from tolls is received, and in place of reducing they have increased 
the public debt to £4,000,000, without pointing out any means of liquidat- 
ing it.44 This country has a population of 1,500,000 souls; they have 
3,000,000.45 Should the same judgment and economy continue there, and 

the same folly and extravagance here, to what will it lead at the end of 
twenty years? The navigation of the Erie canal will be free, only $600,000 
having been appropriated out of the tolls for the support of the Government - 
no taxes will be paid - freights will go down - and, as a matter of course, 
the trade will follow; while a continuation of our present policy will be 
getting us deeper and deeper into debt.46 These were facts, he said, 
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that were visible to any one who will take the trouble to go and see 

for himself.4/ Is it likely, under these circumstances, we can success- 
fully compete for the trade of the West? Are the present Cabinet, as 

now composed, likely to produce a change which will ensure it? This 
question will be answered more satisfactorily by pointing at a single 
measure the present Cabinet has carried into operation, since their 
appointment to office, which has added to the wealth or prosperity of 

this Province. During three long years ample time has been afforded 

to produce one measure; I confess I cannot call one to my recollection, - 
but I can refer to almost every leading public measure in which the real 
interests of the inhabitants are concerned, and shew that they have been 
wholly overlooked and neglected. The first leading measure is Education®®, 
not ... King's College, but the education of the people.49 In every other 
Government in North America, except Canada, this subject has engaged the 
first attention of the Legislature--I mean that description of education 
which teaches every inhabitant to read and write, and provides him with 
useful books, brought to his immediate neighbourhood, if not to his very 
door--not those higher branches of learning in which 99 out of 100 feel 
very little interest; they are desirable, I admit, but I maintain they 

are not entitled to the first consideration. What has become of the pledge, 
contained in the 2nd clause of 4th and 5th Victoria, as early as 1841. In 
that Act the Government made a direct pledge to provide in future a fund 
for this very object; they have, by their negligence, violated that pledge, 
and they cannot retain the confidence of any man who believes education to 
be indispensable in preserving the peace and happiness of Canada. The next 
measure to which I shall call your attention, Mr. Speaker, is the Public 
Lands. The only capital any new country can possess is land: it is as 
much the duty of any Government to preserve this capital, as a father to 
leave his capital for an income to his children; and no man who will not 
recognise and act upon this principle should be continued in any public 
trust.29 He said that there was no Bill for the regulation of public 
lands, and that they were being squandered; the Government had obtained 
from the Indians about three millions of acres, for which an annuity was 

to have been paid; which has, however, not been done yet, and the country 
was now indebted to the Indians in the sum of £130,000.>4 The Report of 
the Committee of 1844 proves that out of the large sums received for public 
lands prior to the Union, not a single pound has every been paid into the 
Provincial Treasury. That since 1826, ten millions of acres were purchased 
from certain Indian tribes, paid for out of Provincial funds, and thus 
became Provincial property. No part of the proceeds from the sales of 
those lands has been set apart for the repayment of the money; the Pro- 
vince was therefore compelled to pay a debt exceeding £10,000 without 
having received any value for the same.22 He would ask honourable gentle- 
men if they knew what the Crown Lands cost?23 Since July, 1841, the 

Crown Lands Office - an office, be it remembered, created for the express 
purpose of selling those lands - expended in cash out of the public monies 
of this Province, £58,400, and only received in cash for lands sold £6,700 
during the same period. a This, he said, was a fact that could not be 
denied.... He said that this land ought to be appropriated to the sup- 
port of District Schools and Libraries, instead of frittering them away 
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as was being done at present. Soon, he said, there would be none, and 

the people would be clamouring for tke appropriation for King's College, 
or part of the Clergy Reserves, to common school education.2> It may be 
said the present Council are not answerable for this waste - true; but 

it was their duty to change a system which is literally robbing the public 
day by day of the only means they have to provide a fund or capital for 
common schools; in place of which, as referred to by the hon. learned 
member from the Fourth Riding, in 1844, in defiance of an act of the leg- 
islature, which prohibited any new claim (except minors) from being even 
entertained after the lst January, 1847, it is said the Evecutive (sic) 
Government granted 350,000 acres of this land - a loss to the Province of 
at least £500,000 - What is our redress? The answer is, 'The Ministry 
are responsible; turn them out." Will that bring back the land or the 
money? Oh, no! We will have the satisfaction of trying another Cabinet, 
however; they may do better - they cannot do worse. Before leaving the 
measures relating to education and public lands, let me call the attention 
of this House to a fact. For every dollar paid by the citizens of New 
York for the support of common schools and libraries, they receive a bonus 
of a dollar from the State; while, in place of receiving a bonus in Canada 
for the same object, the inhabitants are taxed twice. The reason is 
obvious - they have provided a fund from lands,2© which now yields them 

a revenue of $300,000 per year;2/ ((and)) one from customs duties28, and 
it could not, therefore, be expected that the farmers of this country 
could compete with those on the other side, under all these disadvantages.... 
He still thought, however, that if proper and energetic measures were taken 
immediately, that this country might compete with its neighbours on the 
other side of the line; he believed this, from the advantages this country 
has.2? Public Works. - In 1841 the inhabitants of Canada had a tax impose 
on the articles consumed of 100 per cent. The object then avowed was the 
payment of interest and principal of the debt to be created for the con- 
struction of public works. I moved a clause to have it so specified; it was 
rejected. I call the attention of members to this fact, to guard them 
against imposing any tax unless the object for which it is granted is 

named in the law, and even then it must be closely watched, or the Govern- 
ment will deceive you, and expend it for another object, as in the case of 
the duty on salt and public lands.°9 He said the estimates had been 

blamed by several gentlemen as the cause of running the country into ... 
unnecessary expense, but he maintained that the estimates had nothing to 

do with the subject; for it was a well known fact that all public works 
invariably cost more than the estimates show. He said that the reason of 
the country being plunged into debt as it was at present, was to be blamed 
on the institution of the Board of Works; he said that he had opposed its 
foundation, and had endeavored unsuccessfully, he was sorry to say, to 
introduce the plan of the neighbouring State of having three intelligent 
men as Commissioners, who resided not in their offices, but spent their 
summer superintending the different works, and in the winter time came to 
their office and matured their plans for the next summer's work; and these 
men were responsible for the due prosecution of their duty, not as the 
Board of Works of this country, who may spend all the money; who may force 
the country to bankruptcy - and yet have no responsibility; the result of 
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all this is that nothing is done on this side, while on the other all 

is energy and activity. He said that in 1841, the House had granted all 
the money then demanded for the completion of the Welland Canal6l, The mon- 
ey was borrowed on favourable terms; the canals were all to be fined (sic) 
in '43 and '44 at the latest; the capital has been expended, and no inter- 
est received on the outlay, because those works are not finished in 1837 
(sic). To what cause is this delay to be ascribed? Surely not to want 

OD timer’. Could) not? twowlocks: or two icuts~*,) could not: 10, miles) of exca- 
vation be done as well as one, if given to equally able contractors? He 
said that all of the canal should have been put under contract at the 

same time, instead of giving a mile to a contractor one year, and the 

next mile to the same contractor next year, and so on’~. If so, it must 

be mismanagement. Who is responsible for this mismanagement? The Execu- 
tive Government; they are in fact the directors of the Welland, the St. 
Lawrence, the St. Ann's, the Richelieu, and every canal, road, bridge, 

or work on which public money is expended. They cannot attend to their 
duty, and as a matter of course it is neglected, and they direct public 
attention and censure of the Chairman of the Board of Works, the effects 

of which have been felt by Mr. Killaly, and will be by the Hon. W. Robin- 
son. The public will never rest satisfied with this enormous outlay with- 
out a return. If the Council had understood or could have realized the 
value of expedition, and the great saving to the grower and consumer, 
besides the keeping up of engineer corps, they would be provided with 

the means of navigating the St. Lawrence last year through the canals and 
saved many thousands of pounds, instead of which we find delay after 
delay--not a single work finished, arising from incompetency and misman- 
agement . 64 He said that leaving out the tolls on the Welland Canal, they 
did not amount throughout the whole country to more than twenty thousand 
pounds. 65 Taxation. - What measure has been introduced to lessen taxation? 
A very great error prevails on this subject, the amount paid by the Inha- 
bitants of Upper Canada, directly or indirectly, is greater than in the 
adjoining States, notwithstanding the income from Import Duties, and Crown 
Timber. Agriculture and Commerce. - What measures have been adopted to 
facilitate and promote those high and important interests; a new Colonial 
policy has been adopted by the mother country; all protection on Canadian 
industry has been removed; the productions of ... all Foreign Nations are 
now placed on as favourable a footing as the productions of this Colony, 
the inhabitants of which are now left to competewith a wealthy, industri- 
ous, and intelligent people, single handed, under the most disadvantageous 
circumstances; does the present Cabinet possess the ability to meet these 
altered circumstances of the country? To determine this point, we must 
enquire into the former pursuits, of those who now compose this Cabinet; 

it is unnecessary to enumerate each seperate (sic) department; are they not 
all filled by one interest? selected from one class?© He would like to 
know if the commercial and agricultural portion of the country was repre- 
sented; had those parts of the community any confidence in them? - he did 
not think they had. He said that there were too many legal gentlemen 

in the Ministry. Lord Sydenham, when remonstrated against for enfranchising 
certain boroughs, answered that his reason for doing so was to ensure the 
presence of commercial men in the House, but his wishes had been frustrated, 
for the boroughs have invariably returned Lawyers to the House.®7 1 do not 
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mean to infer that Lawyers cannot fill those situations with credit to 
themselves or advantages to the country; on the contrary, from their 
education they are generally much better qualified, provided they have 
had the time and opportunity to make themselve (sic) master of the prac- 
tical operation of the business in which 19 - 20 of the inhabitants are 
engaged--the great leading interests of the country.--The Cabinet, how- 
every should not be composed almost exclusively of Lawyers--it should 

not be the only stepping stone to preferment among that one class of the 
learned professions. The destinies of a great country will be determined, 
in a great measure, by the Colonial policy under the administration of 
Lord Elgin; whether Canada continues connected with Great Britain, becomes 
an Independent State, or one of the United States, will depend upon the 
measures of his Council; it is therefore our duty to examine the quali- 
fication of the individuals who are selected to discharge so high and so 
important a trust. Are they qualified from experience, from habits, feel- 
ing, and practical pursuits to originate and carry into operation those 
measures, which will ensure to Canada the advantages I believe she poss- 
esses, advantages which if properly applied will ensure connection with 
Britan (sic) for many, many years to come. Are they prepared to recommend 
lessening import duties, and ultimately removing them, thereby encreasing 
(sic) the revenue from tolls, 8 aswel. therStatenor New-York®9 , the 
only just source for revenue, to pay the public debt? Are they likely 

to obtain from the Imperial Parliament, the repeal of every Imperial Act 
relating to the Trade of Canada, the removal of all duties in Britain on 
the products of Canada, as an equivalent for the recovery of duties in 
Canada on the manufactures of Britain? Are they prepared to obtain the 
admission of the products of Canada in the markets of the United States 
on the same terms the products of the United States will be admitted 

into Canada, and affording every facility for the navigation of the St. 
Lawrence from Anticosti to Prescot, and opening it to the trade and ship- 
ping of all nations, and to ensure economy by removing useless depart- 
ments, and reducing salaries to the circumstances of the country? In my 
judgement (sic) they are not; an immediate change in all our financial 
arrangements is indispensible, to place this country in a position to 
reduce her debt in 20 years to come; to be prepared to meet our rivals 

in trade in the neighbouring country (hear, hear and cheers). Again, 

he wanted to make the Americans pay the tolls on the canals of the 
country, by allowing them to pass down; he wanted also the people above 
to pay their share of the tolls. He said that when the canals were 
finished, and all obstructions removed, this country could compete with 
the Erie Canal. If not, he said, that his argument failed. The naviga- 
tion by Canal is only 66 miles on this side, and 366 on the other; he 
told them to throw off restrictive duties, and the effect would be 
immediately seen. He maintained that a ton of goods could be taken from 
Liverpool to Cleveland, by the way of the St. Lawrence, as cheap, if not 
cheaper, than could be done by the route of the Erie Canal; if cheaper, 
then, as a matter of course, the canals of this country will be the bearer 
of the produce of the Great West./1 Leurs canaux étaient fermés aussi 
longtemps que les autres et le canal Erié ne pouvait étre navigué par 

des vaisseaux portant plus de 600 barils de farine, tandis que dans nos 
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canaux les vaisseaux de 4000 barils pouvaient passer./ He asked what 
was the expense of collecting the Customs duties at the four ports of 
Montreal, St. Johns, Kingston and Toronto - there was £100,000 per 

year over the expenditure; at five other places the expenditure was £50 
more than the receipts, and at other five places, 3s. 9d. is paid for 

the collecting of every 5s. He said that, leaving out the ports of 
Montreal,_St. Johns, Kingston, and Toronto, there was not over £40,000 
received. Si tous les droits d'importation étaient abolis, les fabri- 
cans d'Angleterre enverraient ici leurs marchandises et pourtaient les 
envoyer a dix par cent de profit, et si c'était le cas, les habitants 

de 1'Quest ne viendraient-ils pas les acheter d'eux? Que la chambre sup- 
pose qu'un million seulement de tonneaux par année passe par nos canaux, 
a deux piastres le tonneau, vous aurez £500,000, le méme montant que 

vous avez a présent./4 He would support the cabinet that supported the 
measure which he had advocated, he cared not to what party they belonged. 
One of these measures was, Annual Parliaments to meet in the month of 
January; another would be to compel the Inspector-General to give state- 
ments of public accounts, showing by what means the revenue was raised, 
and how expended. He should compel the Government to publish these state- 
ments, and circulate them throughout the length and breadth of the land, 
so that all might become acquainted with_the finances of the country. 

By this means, economy would be secured.’ ((The members of the Cabinet) ) 
may be sustained under our unfair system of representation, enabling 
every Town to send a member, who was intended to be a Minister, but as 
every one from London, Hamilton, Toronto, Brockville, Cornwall, Three 
Rivers, &c, sends a legal gentleman, who will support them, but that 

they possess the confidence of a tythe of the population of Canada I do 
not believe: I must therefore, with no personal feeling against any 
Member of the Cabinet, and for reasons, I have heretofore stated vote 
for the amendment./6 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY rose in reply to the remarks which had fallen 
from the hon. member for Lincoln; he did not conceive that the speech 
from the Throne was expected to contain the Chancellor's budget, or the 
details of the correspondence which had taken place between the Colonial 
and the Imperial Government, on the subject of the Navigation Laws, the 
intercourse between this Province and the United States, and other matters 
of Commercial interest. He was prepared, however, if the House desired 
it, to show the course the Government had pursued during the recess in 
regard to these matters, and would commence with the object of his mission 
to England.--The object of that mission was to raise funds on the deben- 
tures for the balance of the guaranteed loan, and to take such other steps 
as might be necessary to carry out the intentions of the Legislature in 
regard to the Quebec Loan, and the Public Works; before, however, entering 
on the latter point, he would draw the attention of the House to what had 
fallen from hon. members opposite, with regard to the responsibility which 
might be supposed to attach to them for the excess of expenditure on sev- 
eral of the Public Works’/7, ((which was)) the first point he heard the 
hon. member speak about (for he had not heard the first part of his speech) 78, 
On that occasion the hon. gentlemen opposite had disowned any responsibil- 
ity of the kind, stating that the engagements referred to had all been 
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entered into either prior or subsequent to the period when they were in 
office, and must be charged against Messrs. Draper and Sherwood, or 
Messrs. Harrison and the Member for Megantic. Now he thought the hon. 
gentlemen had been somewhat hasty in making their disclaimers, and was 
prepared to show that they were not quite so innocent as they were desir- 
ous of being thought. /? He would remind him, that by the statement of 
last session it was estimated that £500,000 were required to finish the 
old estimates, estimates which had not been made by them, and for which 
they did not consider themselves responsible; and he considered that it 
was unfair in the members opposite, when he (Mr. C.) had spoken about 

the extravagant expenditure upon the Welland Canal, for them to tell 

him that they did not consider themselves responsible for that expendi- 
ture, and that they would assume to be.80 He would, however, for the 
present confine himself to one illustration, that of the Welland Canal; 
he held in his hand a minute of the Board of Works of the llth of August, 
1843, when the hon. gentlemen opposite were in power, by which they 
determined on the adoption of a new summit level for the Welland Canal, 
and which had caused an increased outlay of £100,000. Now if the date 

of this minute be correct, those hon. gentlemen were in power at that 
time, and were responsible for this increased expenditure. 81 The Hon. 
Member for Glengarry had said that these estimates had been made by 

Mr. Killaly in a hurry, without that gentleman having seen the ground 

or country were (sic) the works were to be made, and that it was there- 
fore not surprising if he had made mistakes. He would remind them that 
to his (Mr. C.'s) own knowledge, Mr. Killaly had been for two years Engin- 
eer on the Welland Canal before he was made Chairman of the Board of 
Works, and therefore he did not think that any excuse could be made for 
his having made a mistake amounting to £300,000. 82 He said that in his 
opinion it would have been a far preferable course, and one better becom- 
ing the position to which they laid claim, if the hon. gentlemen opposite 
had come down with a candid admission of their liability; than to attempt 
to throw the responsibility on them83, He had no hesitation in saying, 
however, that he was prepared to take a share of the responsibility of 
members on the other side agreed to share in the responsibility of Minis- 
ters.84 On his arrival in England he found that a change of Administration 
had taken place, but although it was to be expected that the members of 
the Imperial Government would be much occupied with the arrangements con- 
nected with that change--immediate attention was given to the claims of 
the Colony. The first difficulty that presented itself to the claim for 
extending the Imperial guarantee to the full extent was, whether the con- 
ditions of the loan had been fulfilled in the application of it--the next 
had reference to the non-payment of the sinking fund; for the first point 
former Administrations were answerable; with reference to the second point 
no payment to the sinking fund had been made till the present Administra- 
tion came into power, when these objections were yielded, and the claim 
for an increased loan to the Colony pressed on the consideration of the 
Imperial Government; the reply received was that the Imperial Government 
were on principle opposed to these loans; that they had been pressed from 
other Colonies and refused; but at the same time the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer undertook that the balance of the guaranteed loan should not be 
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withheld; the next point was to ascertain in what mode further funds 
were best to be obtained, and arrangements were made with one of the 
Bankers in London to cash the Provincial drafts on the transmission of 
Colonial Debentures; these advances, however, were never called for, as 
from the depressed state of the money market, Colonial 5 per cent Deben- 
tures were below par, and he (the Inspector General) was not prepared 
to advise the issue of 6 per cent Debentures in England, as calculated 
to injuriously affect the value of 5 per cent Provincial Debentures and 
render difficult if not impossible the negotiation of the Quebec Deben- 
tures, which were by law limited to five per cent; which in his opinion 
would not be a fair step towards the Quebec sufferers.8> In consequence 
of his failure ((to effect a loan at a satisfactory rate of interest)), 
they must, in the meantime look to their own resources for carrying on 
the public works . 86 

The question of the sinking fund was next brought under the notice of 
the Imperial Government, and the remission of any payment to it until 
the Public Works should be completed was urged on the ground that they 
would make but little return until they were finished. The period named 
was 1849. The Government at once conceded the point for the years 1845 
and 1846, and stated that the further extension of the time would be 
taken into consideration as soon as the Canadian Government were prepared 
to guarantee a fixed annual payment to that fund, when the works were com- 
pleted. The negotiation was renewed on his return to Canada, and he 
would now read a Despatch from England, which would show the state of 
the question: -- 

DOWNING STREET, 
27th February, 1847. 


MY LORD,--I have to acknowledge the receipt of Earl Cathcart's Des- 
patch, dated the 28th December last, No. 159, enclosing a Memorandum 
from Mr. Cayley, the Inspector General of Public Accounts in Canada, 
suggesting, for the reasons stated in that Memorandum, that the payments 
to the sinking fund for the redemption of the Canadian Loans for Public 
Works should be postponed until 1849, when it is anticipated that those 
Works will be in a position to make some return to the Revenue of the 
Province for the outlay incurred. Lord Cathcart having urged the adopt- 
tion of this proposal, and expressed his belief that if it should be 
assented to by her Majesty's Government, the formal appropriation of a 
fixed per centage on the debt for the sinking fund might be obtained 
from the Canadian Legislature, I have to inform your Lordship that on 
such an enactment as Lord Cathcart proposed, being passed in the next 
session of the Provincial Legislature, Her Majesty's Government will 
assent to the postponement of any payment from the Canadian Treasury, on 
account of the Sinking Fund, until the commencement of the year 1849. 
But it will be indispensable that that Act should contain a provision 
securing the payment from that period of an annual sum equivalent to 
not less than four per cent. upon the principal of the Loan Debentures, 
and of which the first half-yearly Instalment shall be available for 
investment in the summer of 1849. 
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(Signed) GREY. 
The Rt. Hon. the Earl of Elgin

The sinking fund for four years might be said to average £70,000 per 
annum. It would thus be seen that the Province, during the prosecution 
of her public works, would be spared the advance of £28,000. 7 The hon. 
member then went to refer to a correspondence which had been entered into 
by the Ministry, with the authorities at Washington, with respect to a 
drawback measure, which he said as yet had not been attended with any 
success. The hon. member then proceeded to speak about the Navigation 
Laws, which the Ministry had been accused of neglecting. He said that 
the attention of His Excellency and the home Government had been repeat- 
edly called to these laws by the Ministry; and if the wishes of the coun- 
try had not been carried out, it was to be ascribed to the fact, that 
they had no controul over the Navigation Laws, and not to any neglect 
OL the Ministry, ...

My Lord, - Adverting to the Despatch No. 117, addressed to your 
Government by my predecessor on the subject of the Imperial enactments 
regarding Colonial trade and navigation, and acknowledged in your Lord- 
ships dispatch No 31, of the 17th September; in which it was remarked 
that the reasons so ably urged in favour of it, "a change in the Naviga- 
tion Laws'' will not fail to receive the deliberate consideration of Her 
Majesty's Government. I have to call your Lordship's attention to the 
construction to be placed upon the recent Imperial enactment, "to allow 
until the first day of September, 1847, the importation of corn from 
any country in foreign ships;'' which, while it indicates the intention 
of the Imperial Legislature to permit the introduction of grain into 
England in the most unrestrained manner, from any quarter of the globe, 
in vessels of ony (sic) nation, does not appear to relieve Montreal from 
any of the disabilities under which the city labours not being a free 
Port, and consequently not to be reached by foreign vessels from the 
sea board, to carry away her grain. 

2. The Montreal Board of Trade are now proposing the consideration 
of this point on my government, representing in a very forcible manner 
their peculiar position with reference to the act in question, which 
appears to place them in a less favorable situation as regards the Mother 
Country, than any foreign state. 

3. The admission of Montreal into a free Port would entirely remove 
the present difficulty, and to a very great extent alleviate what has 
been so earnestly prayed for in several memorials presented by the 


city of Montreal, and fully entered into in the Despatch already quoted, 
LS 


The Imperial Government has since given directions for permitting 
the passage of Foreign vessels, in ballast, to Montreal to carry away 
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Canadian Produce®8, and he would read a memorandum which he had placed 

in the hands of Lord Elgin, which in itself, and by an allusion contained 
in it to a former memorandum, would show that the administration had not 
been indifferent to the wishes of the Province. 

The Inspector-General has the honor to submit the following Memorandum 
on the Address of the House of Assembly, 12th May 1846: 

The Address of the House of Assembly, passed 12th May, prayed that 
Her Majesty would be graciously pleased to cause the necessary steps to 
be taken for opening a navigation with United States for the admission 
of Colonial products into their ports on the same terms that theirs are 
admitted into those of Great Britain and this Colony. 

This Address was passed subsequently to the enactment of a law repeal- 
ing all duty on American produce coming through this Province for export 
either in the shape of grain or to be converted into flour for exportation, 
and also, after the House had been made aware of the views of Her Majesty's 
Government, with reference to the admission of foreign grain into Great 
Britain at a reduced rate of duty for a limited period, and then at a nor- 
mal duty of one shilling per quarter, and of other general modifications 
and reductions in the Customs duties of Great Britain, and which have 
subsequently obtained the sanction of the Imperial Parliament. It may 
consequently be assumed that the House of Assembly sought the adoption 
by the United States of regulations conceived in a spirit of liberality 
and friendly commercial intercourse, and therefore humbly pray the gracious 
interference of Her Majesty to effect these objects. 

The extension of the operation of the American drawback bill to mer- 
chandize imported from the British North American Provinces, adjoining 
the United States, approved 8th August in the last Session of Congress, 
clearly embraces one of the objects contemplated by the House of Assembly, 
namely, increased facilities for the transmission of Canadian products 
into the United States for consumption of the same terms that theirs are 
admitted into Great Britain and this province, is very insufficiently met 
by the tariff of Customs duties established by Congress in the Summer 
Session of 1846; while in some articles a slight modification has been 
introduced, the duties on that description of merchandize, the production 
of which is common to both countries, preponderate vastly in favour of the 
United States, and tend materially to check that vigour which general trade 
would derive from the removal of artificial and unequal restraints, and 
by their onerous character impress the development of the natural and per- 
manent resources of either country. The consideration of this subject may, 
with peculiar fitness, be taken up at this period,; as the British Posses- 
sions Act leaves the Province, to a very great extent, free to pass such 
enactments - with regard to duty and trade--as may be found to be best suit- 
ed to her wants and position; and to enable her to meet, on terms of friendly 
reciprocity, any advances which the neighbouring Republic may be disposed 
to make, for the mutual encouragement of industry and trade, and the develop- 
ment -— undisturbed by artificial influences - of the resources peculiar to 
each country.... He did not know whether he was expected to produce a bud- 
get, but he hardly expected that he was; he would therefore only, on that 
point, say that the revenue was an average one. With regard to some remarks 
which had been made about the small expenditure in the Eastern Townships, 
it was not so great as they could have wished it was, but they were carrying 
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on improvements as fast as their limited means would allow them; the hon. 
member for Drummond, last night, had made some statements, of which he 

(Mr. C.) could give another version. Suppose, said the hon. member, that 
in place of what the hon. gentleman said, that the following was a true 
version of the matter; that the hon. gentleman (Mr. Watts) had been refer- 
red by Mr. Smith to Mr. Papineau, and that instead of that gentleman shaking 
his head and refusing to listen to the hon. member's amendments, that that 
gentleman told him to put them in writing, and that the hon. member refused 
to do so, for fear of committing himself. He (Mr. C.) would not say that, 
what he had said was the true statement of the occurance, but if the hon. 
member wanted a true statement of the case he would give it. 


MR. WATTS called upon Mr. Cayley to do so.?t 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY.--Well then, would it be believed, that the hon. 
member had declared that the reason why he declined to support the Minis- 
try any longer, was, that he had a particular grievance against the hon. 
member for Megantic - (hear, hear) - yes that was the true reason for his 
declining to support the Ministry. Was that a constitutional ground upon 
which to oppose a Ministry, was that a proper reason for his deserting the 
principles he was sent there to carry out? No, he trusted, however, that 
the people of Drummond would not suffer from his conduct, and that the 
opinion of the people of Drummond would be represented in that House, even, 
if they were obliged to change their representative. 


MR. CAMERON.--At so late a stage of the debate, consideration for 
yourself and this House would induce me to remain silent, but Sir, duty 
to my country, at this critical period of its history, imposes an impera- 
tive obligation upon me, to enforce my support o((f)) the amendments with 
my humble ability; and my only regret in doing so is, that the amendments 
are not more stringent and directly condemnatory of the misrule and fla- 
grant corruption of the present Administration;?3 for ... ((they)) have 
abused their power, and the sooner it is in other and abler hands the 
better for the country .?4 ((Their)) course in this debate has exhibited 
them in a more humiliating light than even their recent gyration, and has 
surprised even me. Several hon. gentlemen on this side have charged the 
Administration with innumerable specific acts of corruption and immorality; 
acts injurious to the country, subversive of its liberty and derogatory 
to the judiciary. And Sir, how have these been met? Why Sir, can it 
be believed, that the Inspector General instead of manfully meeting these 
cases, and explaining them seriatim, rose up and delivered himself of bom- 
bastical and humorous speech, with a play - if not indelicate, at all 
events not witty - upon the word "fundamental," - raised a laugh and sate 
(sic) down, and was followed in the same strain by allegal (sic) supporter 
of the Government who, had he found it possible, could and would have ably 
supported them; his wit was displayed on the word "hocus-pocus,' so that 
a hocus-pocus play on fundament was all that the Government or the supporter 
could offer in their own defence,--and their independent supporters were 
satisfied'!! But, sir, I forgot that the member for Leeds played off, not 
only a diversion, formed on Lord Durham's Report, but shewed up the high 
standing of the members by the result of the late election. If, sir, we 
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had denied to the Administration, tact, management, and cunning, we would 
have wronged them, and this debate would have exhibited our error, for in 
this they excel. But to prove their liberality, I will read from a report 
on the state of the Province, signed H. Sherwood, the present Attorney 
General, made by a committee of which the member for Leeds was one in 1838, 
in which it is recommended that the French language be proscribed, the 

Home Government called upon to pay no attention the faction that may for 
the time being, have a majority in the Legislature!! - And furthermore, if 
Lord Durham formed an erroneous opinion of the hatred and animosity of "the 
Lower Canadians to everything British,"’ he was indebted for it to this 
report, in which such language is used by the now Attorney General for 
Canada West, whose views on Responsible Government, whose course on the 
University Bill, and whose support of the proposition to place the Reserves 
in the hands of the Church of England, establish a tenantry of the hundred 
thousand men dependent on the clergy, and whose honorable, sincere and 
prudent conduct, when formerly a member of the Government, has so endeared 
him to the public, that they have forced him back upon a Ministry who within 
the last twelve months ingloriously ejected him. But here I must admit, 
that this evening the Inspector General does condescend to explain one 
question viz: his visit to England, and I regret that I must be at issue 
with him in regard to facts. He has endeavoured to persuade us that the 
weakness and tergiversation of the Government, their position before the 
country, and their conduct in this House, have not ruined our credit, but 
from incidental causes money was scarcely to be had at six per cent at the 
time of his mission.--Now I call upon the hon. gentleman for dates--I think 
he was in England in July and August, 1846, when money was so exceedingly 
abundant, that it was lent on short Paper, at 23 and 3 per cent. It is the 
character of the Government that has ruined our credit, destroyed our revenue, 
and brought us to the verge of Bankruptcy. But Mr. Speaker, to come to the 
more important question of our general politics we are in my opinion, in a 
most anomalous and extraordinary position for since 1843 when the gentlemen 
on the opposite side chose to concede the whole question of Responsible Gov- 
ernment, and define it fairly to be the carrying on of the Govenment (sic) 
of the country according to the wishes of the people as expressed through 

a majority of those by whose support alone any Ministry could thereafter 
exist. I say since then we have had no question of public interest to 
divide us, no organic changes sought by either party, but on the contrary, 
both desiing (sic) to out profess the other in their satisfaction with the 
constitution as it is laid down in the resolutions of 1841. - But if we had 
had division on constitutional question, and been warmly engaged in discus- 
sing them under ordinary circumstances, I should not feel, as I do now, sole- 
mnly impressed with an apprehension that the country is in danger. That 
there should be diversity of opinion, Mr. Speaker, upon politics and party 
feuds among all people, is but to assert the doctrine of human depravity, 
and that man would be utterly unfit for public life, who would, because of 
strong difference of opinion, and warm, nay clamorous party opposition to 

a Government become alarmed for the public safety and seek to excite distrust 
in the stability of the institutions of the country; and I sir, am among 

the last at any time to be agitated by evils in prospect. But the position 
of Canada at this moment presents a more striking and a more dangerous aspect, 
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than the mere fact of party division usually indicates, (hear, hear.) 
Gentlemen may cry hear, hear, but experience and history have taught them 
little if they cannot see in their position and in the miserable selfish- 
ness which causes them to cling to it, some things that have ever been 

at the foundation of the most fearful public calamities. Large masses of 
men are dissatisfied on questions affecting religious liberty--questions 
too, promised long ere this (by the party now in power) to have been satis- 
factorily arranged--questions seized upon with avidity by the political 
prostitutes called loose fish, antecedent to, and at the last general Elec- 
tion.--Had we not, sir, from a notorious press of “easy virtue" in the 
metropolis of Canada West an authorised assurance, that the first measure 
of Lord Metcalfe's Administration should be an University Bill, as liberal, 
nay more liberal than Mr. Baldwin's? Was not the name of a prominent and 
able member of the other house used as a guarantee for this, and his former 
struggle on another question urged as an evidence of the liberality of the 
party. But "how are the mighty fallen."" Did not a certain erratic gentle- 
man, the duenna of the party alluded to, in his extraordinary letters of 
that day, on behalf of his master, promise such a measure, in as distinct 
terms as the Receiver General has recently promised Kingston early, and 
prompt tangible security for the franchise purchased from them; and sir 

how does that gentleman now feel on the position of Canada and the results 
of the violation of these pledges?--I will read and his friends may hear. 
(Mr. C. here read extracts.) But sir, members in this House who think with 
Mr. Buchanan--members in this House whose constituents are warmly alive on 
this subject--members who are instructed by their constituents on this sub- 
ject, can be found faithless enough to their country, and their religion, 
and to the liberty of Canada, to vote for the Ministry though it is known 
that we are to have no University Bill. And furthermore these gentlemen 
have supported the Gov't under promises that a road should be made from 
Grenville to Pembroke, and a road from the Rideau to intersect this road 
which inconsideration of the vast lumber interests they would benefit, 
should have been completed two years ago, and yet, sir, though not only 

are these roads, the most important to the whole trade of Canada, not made, 
and the Government now assuring us that we are bankrupt; but other measures 
directly injurious to the trade and oppressive to parties holding limits 
have been passed, and yet these gentlemen (said Mr. C) will support the 
Administration. (Hear.) But if this was the only question and the delay 
the only danger, still would I admit that any thing like alarm were ridic- 
ulous, for I do not always agree with Mr. Buchanan; but, sir, there are 
more momentous questions; the last four years has presented a systematic 
evasion of the usual course and history of Parliament; for almost eighteen 
months, we were without an Administration, which when formed and Parliament 
assembled, brought in a bill only to deceive and amuse and make notorious 
the fact that no regard whatever to fitness for office (the shiboleth (sic) 
of Lord Metcalfe) was had in their selection, and as little to the feelings 
or prejudioes (sic) of the people whom the Government professed to desire 
to satisfy (hear).--When Mr. Papineau was brought to fill the Crown Land 
Office, was it "fitness for office" induced the election of a man who from 
that hour to this, has been a living, loathed and intolerable incubus upon 
the business of the country, whose utter incapacity for its duties has 
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induced him to lock the doors of a public office, (and, deaf as a door 
nail, leave the public to knock,) place a guard over his clerks, refuse 
all communication or correspondence except in writing--which may be for 
months unanswered and deny all access to the maps provided expressly 

for the public and at the public expense. I believe Sir that the present 
regulations have been carried out long enough to be fully knownin Upper 
Canada, and as many pieces of Artillery as Lord Metcalfe used to carry 
the Montreal election would not keep him safe, even in the gilded halls 
of the Palace he has purchased with five or six thousand pounds of the 
people's money, without any authority of Parliament; yes, Sir, the state 
of the Crown Lands Department has been ruinous to the lumber trade. Con- 
servation Merchants of high standing openly avow that his administration 
of that office has cost the country £100,000. He has allowed disputes and 
difficulties about limits and counter claims on land to remain unsettled 
until law suits have ensued and even bloodshed been the result.--And Sir 
I appeal to the members on the other side to corroborate the fact--to the 
members for Bytown, Russell, Prescott and Carlton j= 


Yes, Yes, from all sides--yes, yes, from a dozen of gentlemen?®, 


MR. CAMERON ((continued:)) who will this night vote to retain that 
gentleman and his colleagues in office. Shame on the men who have not 
the independence to express by their vote what they daily whisper at the 
corners. Was it a desire to please L. Canada that elevated a Barthe or 
a Turcotte or Viger to the Presidency of the Council, from whence he has 
ingloriously nay ignomiously (sic) been expelled by the party that used 
him? No Sir it was neither fitness for office, former public service nor 
a desire to please the people of Lower Canada nor any other legitimate 
motive that induced any of these movements.--But as they evinced an indis- 
position to meet Parliament till the last hour prescribed by law, so did 
they evade the selection of any man eminent for talent or peculiarly popu- 
lar with the people - aye that was the point - any money for a French 
Canadian name that could be used in England to show their kind feelings 
to the Canadians - if at the same time he was known to be odious to the 
people, and the value of the animal increased or diminished as the latter 
qualification prevailed!! And by a steady adhesion to this course they 
have alienated and disgusted the minds of nearly a million of men! These 
men act in a body for they are actuated by the same soul and that soulis 
patriotism, they leave (sic) their country, they seek her good and they hate 
her enemies. The Government of England the Press of England, the people 
of England have not been duped with the belief that Canada is under a 
Government that insures security to property or stability to itself. 

Far from it and our credit there as established by the Inspector General 
proves the fact. An antagonism that originated in one of the foulest, 
falsest and most tyrannical attempts that was ever made to rob a people 
of their constitutional rights, after they had wrenched them from the 
hands of power, has foiled, baffled, and headed at every point the real 
working of responsible Government, and produced this result, that the 
million of people to whom I allude are pretended to be represented in 

the person of that imbecile and politically dead old renegade who now 
disgraces the public service by clinging to a salary he never was capable 
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of earning a tithe of, and who doubtless now feels the truth of an episode 
quoted to him last session, on the discussion of the School Bill by my 

hon. friend from Kamouraska. When he found Mr. Papineau refusing amend- 
ments to the school bill that were of the first importance to his country 
and treated contemptuously by his colleagues, he said ''Mr. Papineau I 

will tell you one leetle episode, 'Traitors may be paid, but they will 
never never be respected.'" I tell the Government that history and exper- 
ience have taught them little if they expect to maintain the position 

they are in by what they have lately displayed a capacity for, bargaining 
for office and purchasing support, without endangering the peace of Canada 
and the integrity of the Empire, without creating an agitation on the 
questions of representation and tenure of Church property. Canada West 

Sir is no better satisfied than Canada East! has their popularity been 
based upon the amendments of the law, the arrangements of the courts and 
the new tariff of law costs; no Sir I believe they have been as inconveni- 
ent to the Judges as they have been oppressive and injurious to litigants-- 
compelling the courts to be adjourned when but one half of the business 

was transacted and Plaintiffs, Defendants, Attorneys, witnesses and Coun- 
sel to be paid and wait six months longer and Sir without presuming to sup- 
pose, that the high court of Parliament was not called sooner least it 
should inconvenience some gentlemen who desire to attend the assizes - I 
must say there is very strong suspicions (sic) on the subject and therefore 
Sir must we condemn the delay in strong terms that the true cause may be 
given to the people. I feel Sir that the burthen and number of their 
iniquities is so great that a list of a score or more in my hands must be 
passed over and I will conclude with a general remark, that the arrange- 
ments in the Secretary's office are unsatisfactory and unjust.--When it 

was intimated that the necessity of Government rendered it expedient that 
the office should be made political and a hungry dependent placed in it 
from this House, although a talented, honest and efficient man whose exper- 
ience and abilities were valuable to the Government and the country had 

to be removed, neither he nor the country made any objection as the Govern- 
ment gave him another appointment and held out the idea that the salary 

was to be reduced. But Sir when we find this is not to be the case and 
that the men who have behaved for years and years faithfully satisfactorily 
and in their own ranks above suspicion, are passed over and a stranger 

(who though a gentleman for whose moral and intellectual character I have 
the very highest respect, yet it is no derogation to him to say, not sup- 
erior in this respect to the senior Clerk in that office) is placed over 
him with an increase of salary and without having an interest in or knowl- 
edge of the business of Upper Canada or any tie or connexion with it. I 
say it excites alarm and disgust added to the appointment of Clerk in the 
Executive Council and the appointment of Adjutant General - for the latter 
of whom I am also glad to be able to say I entertain as high an opinion 

as any man in or out of this House —- but Sir whose appointment gave uni - 
versal dissatisfaction, and such was the feeling throughout the Province 
that I expected our first measure would have been a vote of want of con- 
fidence for it. It was Sir insulting to the natives of this Province, it 
was contrary to Imperial despatches and pledges and it was a violation 
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of responsible government I am surprised I hear no cheers from the minis- 
terial side (cheers from the party) Sir, you need no praise from me, but 
this I will say, your peculiar fitness for that office on account of former 
service, of amenity of manner and kindly feeling to the people render you 
particularly acceptable. From all these causes it is impossible but to 
suppose that the amendment to the address will be sanctioned by a large 
majority of this House. 97 


MR. REC. GEN. MACDONALD.--Hon. Gentlemen have accused the Ministry 
with not explaining charges brought against them; not one, however, has 
yet been brought before them in a tangible shape, except the appointment 
of the under Secretaryship. 78 C'était 14 le puissant levier, dont on 
voulait se servir pour renverser le ministére actuel. The case of the 
Speaker has been alluded to, and he was sure that the Hon. Speaker, as 
well as the members on this side of the House, were sick of the fulsome 
adulation which has proceeded from the opposition. The House has had 
the benefit of the usual amount of the honourable member for North Lon- 
coln's (sic) budget of matters relative to the Welland Canal; and, as 
usual, desiring that this country would frame itself according to the 
model of the state of New York. But it would be needless for him (Mr. 
McD.) to say anything in reply to that gentleman's propositions, for they 
have been fully answered by the Hon. Inspector-General. That gentleman 
had objected to the Ministry, on the ground that there were too many 
lawyers in it. What an objection from a supporter of the late Administra- 
tion, which was composed of 8 persons, 7 of whom possessed a right to the 
robe. The solitary person who had not this right was the late Inspector- 
General, Mr. Hincks, one solitary bird. He (Mr. McD.) was ready to admit 
that the office which he had the honor to hold, would have been more apprro- 
prately (sic) filled by some one of the leading merchants. He should like 
to have seen the honourable member for Montreal,--or, if his politics 
would have allowed him to accept the office, the honourable member for 
Vercheres. He (Mr. McD.) was ready to lay down his office the moment such 
a person was obtained to fill his situation. The honourable member for 
Lanark had challenged the Ministry to a dissolution. He (Mr. McD.) had 
heard that rumour said that the present member for Lanark would have to look 
elsewhere for a seat, not that the people of that county had forsaken the 
principles of the ex-Ministers, but they have withdrawn their confidence 
from the honourable member. He wondered if that gentleman would try to 
oppose the honourable members for Essex or Kent. He was sure that the 
people of Toronto must feel exceedingly obliged to the honourable member, 
when they hear of the descripition (sic) given of them by the honourable 
member .for the South Riding of York, - that the Hon. Attorney General West, 
would be returned by acclamation by the carters, cabmen, and other loafers. 
He (Mr. M'D.) would ask if the intelligent and respectable portion of the 
community would not vote for the Hon. Attorney general, and this in the 
strong-hold of Radicalism, the head-quarters of the Reform Association? 

He had heard it reported, too, that the honourable member from the Fourth 
Riding, who sits opposite with that open countenance of his beaming with 
good nature, would, perhaps, have to be Rimouskied again,--will they per- 
form that act of charity for him again, he wondered? On the hustings, he 
said, when he stood before his constituents before, that he came forward 
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a supporter of the present Administrution (sic); this time he told them 
that he dad (sic) come before them as a member of the Administration which 
he formerly supported, and that, in joining the present Administration he 
had abandoned no principles, nor had he forsaken any friends .10 


MR. AYLWIN acknowledged that the gentleman who had spoken last, like 
the hon. member for Huron, had displayed a high degree of statesman-like 
ability. He was formed after the most perfect model of the statesmen of 
the world. He admired the self-possession of the hon. member for Kingston 
and Huron, who pretended to be able to carry on the government with so 
much ease to themselves, while they well knew they were sitting on a bar- 
rel of gunpowder, which bid fair every moment to explode beneate (sic) 
them - while they were obliged to retain a gentleman who, in eight days, 
would be on the Seat of Justice to support them in that House. Hon. gentle- 
men opposite had done little else than keep up a series of attacks on the 
hon. member for North York; was that a usual course? Was it usual for 
British Ministers when called on for explanations, to turn round and taunt 
members of the Opposition with the probabilities of this or that election? 
No, those statesmen attempted to justify their policy, and to explain any 
equivocal circumstances--not to return accusations and, least of all, to 
make them in a way to hurt the feelings of their opponents - they soothed 
opposition, not irritated it. The hon. member for Kingston mentioned how 
ready he was to sacrifice his position, and how much he regretted that no 
commercial gentleman could be found who would take it. But the hon. gentle- 
man had forgotten to speak of another appointment, of a gentleman without 
political character, made at the recommendation of another gentleman, who 
was applied to, but who could not afford to help the Ministry himself. Was 
there not a merchant put into the Chair of the Legislative Council? Why 
could not he have been selected for this post; for he (Mr. A.) supposed 
that hon. gentleman was about to retire from business. In that case, the 
hon. gentleman now in that House--who was so eminent as a jurisconsult - 
who was in so great reputation for his legal knowledge--who, he supposed, 
had at least had his viginit annorum labores pass over his head--might 
have been put in some place more appropriate to the nature of his studies. 
But, instead of that the hon. gentleman to whom he referred was sent to 
the Presidency of the Legislative Council; and the hon. member for King- 
ston put into an office, for which he himself could never have suspected 
he was qualified. The hon. member for Huron had, the day before, given 
some explanations, in a light, laughing way, as to the "fundamental 
characteristics;" and, that day, in the same pleasant humour, on his mis- 
sion to England. He noticed with how much complaisance the hon. gentle- 
man spoke of his communications with Lord Grey--and, especially, his 
dispatches to our Minister at Washington; but, besides those points, he 
had given little information. He had been asked, and could not deny that, 
at the time he was in England, money was to be got for 5 per cent, and 
he (Mr. Aylwin) did not doubt that if the late member for Toronto (Mr. 
Dunn) had been the envoy, he would have got any sum of money at that rate, 101 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY here remarked that, while he was in England, 
Canadian debentures were selling at a discount. 102 


MR. AYLWIN.--The hon. gentleman at any rate could not deny that money 
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was to be had at that time for 5 per cent, or even 3 per cent. But in 
what way did this able financier get out of his difficulties? By telling 
the House that he had not made a correct calculation - and yet, it was 

but a few months before that, in all this uncertainty as to his true pos- 
ition he had come down to the House, and asked for the £100,000 to be 
loaned to the sufferers at Quebec. Even that was made a great favour of, 
although there was a bailleur de fonds, and personal security to guarantee 
the debt. Did the hon. gentleman really mean to loan that sum or not? 

If he did, where were his means - he ought, certainly to have known that, 
before he made the proposal. But he came down with the proposal just at 
the moment, when he had startled the House by the information that instead 
of putting money into the Provincial chest for the safety fund, he intended 
to put his hand into that store, to carry on his canals. The hon. gentle- 
man thought he gave an answer to the hon. member for North York, when he 
talked about under estimates; but he knew well, or ought to know, that 
during that hon. gentleman's administration, the country was not pledged 
to one additional farthing. But the hon. gentlemon (sic) got out by talk- 
ing of a minute of the Board of Works in 1843. How did that alter his 
position? The true disgrace was in the original appropriation! it was 

all very well for members to cheer, while the hon. Inspector General was 
making that statement. ''Cheer and cheer him, brother brag;" was a very 
good rule; but upon whom did the minute of 1843 throw the responsibility? 
It no doubt threw their responsibility of meeting the increased expendi- 
ture on the government of his hon. friend; but, in 1843, the Cabinet of 
his hon. friend was broken up, and since that, 1844, '5 and '6 had passed, 
and the hon. gentleman all that time knew nothing about the minute, and 
had taken no means to meet it. And now, was this alteration of the levels 
of the Welland Canal to be repudiated by hon. gentlemen? He knew that 
they would not pretend to disapprove it. The hon. member for Simcoe, 

knew something about that work, and had had the advantage of living on 

its waters, and that hon. gentleman would acknowledge that this was an 
alteration that he would have adopted, and with which he was delighted. 
The hon. member had also attacked a gentleman not in the House, (Mr. 
Killaly) who had once been a colleague of the now embryo judge and the 
hon. member for Megantic; but in whose favour, no one was now found to 

say a word. When did hon. gentlemen first find out that the estimates 
were erroneous? Just when they discovered that the family compact could 
carry on the Government of Upper Canada, against all hope. It was then 
they revenged themselves on a man who was a stranger to that old U. E. 
stock of Loyalists, who thought themselves made on purpose to rule Upper 
Canada, and seemed likely to be able to govern it for some time to come. 
The hon. member for Leeds was opposed to the family compact. 


MR. GOWAN.--Yes. 104 





MR. AYLWIN.--Then how was it that he suppcrted it so strongly by his 
speech of the night before? He hoped the hon. member would have the 
frankness to acknowledge that his views were changed on that subject.105 


MR. GOWAN.--I did not say that , 106 
MR. AYLWIN.--No, he knew the hon. member did not say that; but at 
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least the hon. member must acknowledge that he was a little too warm in 
their defence. He had tried to throw a firebrand among gentlemen on 

that side of the House - to make them start from the hon. member from 
North York, as from a deceiver, who was covertly inducing them to praise 
their slanderer. But the hon. gentleman was mistaken. Gentlemen on that 
side were no more disposed to praise every act of Lord Durham than those 
upon the other; but they approved of much that he had done, and especially 
of that part of his report which he wished the hon. gentleman had read, 
relating to the family compact. He (Mr. Aylwin) did not believe it was 
all lost, and had, no doubt, he should hear the hon. gentleman some day 
informing the House of what Lord Durham thought of that alliance. He was 
sorry to occupy the time of the House at so late an hour; but there was 
one view of the position of the country which former speakers had not 
touched on, but which, he thought, should not be lost sight of. If he was 
asked in what had been the course of the Legislature of Canada, and espec- 
ially of Lower Canada, since it had received elective institutions under 
the British Crown, he should answer, in constantly sifting radical questions 
of government--in polishing the machinery put at its disposal by the Home 
Government, so as to try to make it work. In Lower Canada the practice 
was for the minority to rule the majority; so that the fact of a man hold- 
ing a place in the Executive Council, was enough to exclude him altogether 
from the House of Assembly. The whole time, from the Conquest to the 
Union, was spent in trying to make Lower Canada a despotism. On all occa- 
sions the Governor was resorted to, and with reference to the Province 

of the United Canada since the latter period, the same thing was true. 
Responsible government had been introduced, it was true, but it was still 
a lifeless form - the hon. member for Kingston laughed it to scorn so did 
the hon. member for Huron; yet their party had triumphed,--and no doubt 
that triumph had added greatly to the advancement of the Province. What 
did hon. gentlemen see now?-~—just the same supremacy of the Governor Gen- 
eral that had formerly prevailed. At the very moment when the country 

was about to benefit by its free institutions, under the Administration of 
his hon. friend from North York; the Governor General was again resorted 
to--accusations of disloyalty, and of attempting to trample on the prero- 
gative, were made against persons who had been put near the Governor, to 
advise him, and who ought to have controlled him. That was how Lord 
Metcalf obtained his majority. Why, Sir F. B. Head had obtained a major- 
ity in the same way--who would believe it now? Who could believe that 

the trashy writer for twopenny magazines could have had a majority? But 
since Mr. Joseph had been appointed under Secretary, they could not fail 
to be reminded of what took place under Sir F. Bond Head. Head, Colbourne, 
and Sydenham all had majorities; why should not Metcalf have his? But, 
after all, what was this majority? A Governor's majority: - what business 
had he with any? Had the Queen such a majority? Why, if Governor-Generals 
where (sic) to be sent out to become the leaders of the Ministerial major- 
ity or of the Opposition, there would soon be contests between the parties, 
and the country would soon be in the state it had so often been. Hon. 
gentlemen knew well that they owed their seats merely to appeals made in 
the name of the deceased nobleman, to whom he should be sorry to allude 

if it were not necessary to remind the Ministry that they were admitted 

to power, by invoking the name of Lord Metcalfe--as the fine old English 
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gentleman - and the truly good man. Yet, what had occurred since? Why, 
the hon. Speaker's letter written eight or ten months before, to Lord 
Catchcart (sic), was lying in the Bureau of the Government, containing 

a stipulation--a stipulation such as they were elected to oppose. It 
seemed all right enough for Sir A. N. M'Nab to make stipulations-—-he must 
be first a Legislative Councillor-—-next, he must have a thousand a-year-- 
and then he must have the appointment of his own Deputy--there were stip- 
ulations enough surely. If his hon. friend from North York trampled the 
prerogative under his feet when as a Minister of the Crown, he was said 

to make stipulations, what did Sir A. N. M'Nab do, when he made them with- 
out being a Minister of the Crown at all. But what did Ministers do? 

Did they treat Lord Cathcart as Ministers in England had treated Kings, 
when after long remonstrance against an appointment obnoxious to them, 
they had at last consented to it? Was not this case exactly one of those 
to which the hon. member for Leeds had alluded the night before--one that 
might have been yielded without the sacrifice of any principle, as similar 
points had been yielded by the Pitts and Foxes and Cannings of Parliament- 
ary history? No they were determined to insist upon their stipulation to 
the full extent, and the Governor-General was compelled--for he supposed 
he had not done it in gaiété de coeur--to refuse to do that which he had 
promised to do. The time had, however, gone by when this stipulation was 
the watchword of the party. It suited the occasion for ten or fifteen days-- 
it suited Lord Metcalfe to assert it boldly at first, but he afterwards 
modified it, and, at last, abandoned it; so that the country had now got 
Responsible Government carried on just in the same manner as it was carried 
on by his hon. friend for the North Riding--only the majority was one in- 
stead of fifty. Now let hon. gentlemen consider what the province had 
gained by all the confusion that had taken place. Had hon. gentlemen 
opposite received that attention from the Ministers which they had a right 
to expect? Had they found that their wishes received that consideration 
which they deserved? Would it not have been better if things were brought 
back to their situation before 1843, and if, instead of abstract points, 
practical reforms, in the Constitution were the subjects of their debate? 
There were two of these questions upon which it was especially desirable 
that the House should have information--these were the Civil List and the 
use of the French language--yet he found nothing about them in the Speech. 
He should not mince matters, nor affect, as some did, to consider that 
Speech as the Speech of the Administration. It was written, he had no 
doubt, by Lord Elgin; and he thought it was a good and proper speech, and 
one which furnished a fair indication of the part His Excellency would 
take. It showed that he would hold the same position as Lord Cathcart, 
who, although much had been said of him by the Tories at first, seemed 
soon to be forgotten,--the position of taking no part for or against his 
Council. If his predecessor had carried on the same system, his life 
would have been a less painful one; and here he would for one moment, pay 
a tribute due to Lord Metcalfe. Though he was one of that nobleman's 
opponents, he never failed to admire the sturdy courage with which he 
persevered, amongst the difficulties of all kinds, with which he was 
surrounded; and harrassed with the dreadful pains occasioned by his indis- 
position. He admired his determination and energy, and the strength of 
mind with which he never ceased to struggle, for that which he no doubt 
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thought was right? (Loud cheers.) But if that nobleman were again res- 
tored, he felt satisfied that he would not again go over the same ground. 
He would see that the end of his exertions, was but to put the family 
compact again in power--that alliance which had been already the cause 

of so many evils. If the issue had been put between the family compact 
and the late administration, would not the people of Upper Canada have 
treated the compact as they had so often treated it before? Why, what 

a strange piece of marquetery was the present administration? No one 
knew anything of the Attorney General (East). The Solicitor General (East) 
was either going a begging, or was offered to a man who would look strange- 
ly beside the Attorney General, the Receiver General, and the Solicitor 
General (West). It would be a singular thing, to see him the companion 
of the courtier-like Receiver General, and of the refined Solicitor Gen- 
eral (West), fresh from the amenities of a college life--there would, no 
doubt be much harmony and happiness between them. The hon. member for 
Kingston was no admirer of the family compact, yet he was to be found in 
the same company with the hon. Receiver-General, who, he would boldly 
say, owed his position entirely to that compact. What would Sir Francis 
Bond say, to find that redoubtable rebel, Mr. Viger, the supporter of the 
Conservative Government of which he had once been, even, the chief? Were 
Ministers satisfied with the support they now got from the minority of 
Lower Canada? He was glad to hear the hon. member for Drummond the other 
night, when he declared in so straight-forward a manner the opinions that 
he held. He told the people of Canada what the results of these contests 
were--that the people of Lower Canada were deprived of all Government and 
all improvement. The speech of the hon. member for Kingston showed the 
truth of that declaration. Every pledge that he gave his constituents, was 
to the effect that he would take all he could from Lower Canada to give 
it to Upper Canada; and that was the principle on which the Ministry was 
to be formed, and the Constitutional Act carried out. Let hon. gentlemen 
consider, however, that if, for three years, it had been in the power 

of Upper Canada, with the minority of Lower Canada, to rule the Eastern 
part of the Province, it might happen that the tables would one day be 
turned. Let hon. gentlemen say whether they were prepared for that--let 
them say, too, if they were ready to assert that the Act of Union, passed 
by the Parliament of Great Britain, was an Act fairly carried out, with 
an Administration like that then seated on the opposite benches. If they 
said yes, to-day, let them remember that the same reply might be given 
to-morrow, when a like question should be proposed by Upper Canada. He 
knew well that if such treatment were practised on Upper Canada, the 
country would be agitated from one end to another; and if that had not 
happened in Lower Canada, it was because of the forbearance of the oppos- 
ition. Would it be the duty of the Opposition, however, to continue that 
forbearance? Did the hon. gentlemen on his side ((of)) the House, owe 

it as a duty, to suppress the discontent of their supporters, because a 
Viger was in the Council, or a Papineau, or a Turcotte? Did the House 
think gentlemen would be discharging their duties to the people whom they 
represented, and whose confidence they enjoyed, if they continued longer 
to be silent? No--there would be agitation; and it would be found that 
gentlemen on his side ((of)) the House would be, at last, compelled to 
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take the steps that had been taken by their adversaries. How was it 

that such authority as that of the present Government sustained. Did 

not the House well know how Lord Sydenham managed the return for King 
ston? Was it not by talking about the removal of the Seat of Govern- 
ment till people believed it, and then letting it be known that they 

must vote for him, and he would keep it where it was? The scenes on 

the hustings, in Lower Canada were well known. There were Irish elec- 
tions in those days, and what an Irish election was, Mr. Grattan had 
given a good description, when he said that in an English election, 

the troops were sent out of the town, and in an Irish election sent 

into town. An officer of the 89th, one of his friends, had told him 
that, at the last election for Montreal, he would not let the candidates 
themselves go to the hustings,--if he had stopped him, (Mr. Aylwin,) 

and he had had a pistol in his hand, he would have shot him on the spot-- 
(Loud laughter.) If cannons were to be paraded in the streets, and 
troops with fixed bayonets marched through the town, at the time of the 
elections, where, he asked, was the advantage of the institutions of the 
country? Yet such had been the scenes enacted each time that a Governor 
had had his majority. If gentlemen really desired to see the country 
prosper, they would carry out its institutions in their true spirit-- 

in such a manner as they had never been carried out, except during the 
short Government of his hon. friend from the North Riding. Who repre- 
sented Lower Canada in the government? There was the hon. member for 
Three Rivers, who had gone out of the Council without giving any reasons 
for doing so, and who, when called on to give explanation, tried, but 
utterly failed to do so. Perhaps they might be found in the "crise min- 
isterielle',--which no one ever read--lying in a corner of his pocket. 
How could he justify himself, or how the other support of Ministers (sic) 
from Ottawa? Both names would go down with the execrations of posterity. 
They were both old men; but let them not suppose they might escape with 
impunity; the whole country was against them; and far from giving any 
support to the Administration, they could not maintain themselves against 
the storm of indignation which they had raised. The hon. member for 
Three Rivers had been turned out as a nuisance--the hon. member for 
Three Rivers would be turned out as a nuisance. The figures that hon. 
member for the North Riding had quoted of the number of offices held by 
different parties--eighteen to three--spoke volumes of the little that 
had been done to give the people a fair elective system. The object 

was to be able to buy majorities; and the easiest purchase was a majority 
of one. That was the reason why one member left last session with three 
offices, and those conferred on him by the same men, who had the impudence 
to tax the late Ministry with giving appointments to partizans. Why was 
it that a member of the Bar, who had never conducted more than one case, 
and then turned first a policeman and then a Fencible Captain, was sent 
down to Gaspé, to replace a French Canadian gentleman? Why was the same 
gentleman's brother made a Judge? Because both belonged to the old Fam- 
ily Compact of Lower Canada--because their complaints had been made, year 
after year, to different Administrations, and at last it was thought fit 
to provide for them. Why was the first appointment of the Ministry a 
young man, who lived in New York while the country was too hot to hold 
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him, and who, when he returned to Canada, went to study law? Why was 
that, one of the finest offices in the country, to which the most emin- 
ent lawyer might aspire, thrown away on the son of the arch-traitor, 
Papineau? Why? - Why, because ((he)) was the nephew of two Cabinet 
Ministers, and because the head of that Cabinet was the hon. D. B. Viger. 
He would mention another appointment--the highly honorable one of Clerk 
of the Court of Appeals, which was conferred on a briefless barrister, 
taken from a dirty little newspaper - the Aurore, which the Prime Minis— 
ter paid for, wrote for - 

C¥iles: of (bad iireads went 2, 

MR. AYLWIN.--Yes, worse than all, and read. This was the prostitu- 
tion of political patronage--these were the kind of men whom Her Majesty 
delighted to honour, when she had D. B. Viger and D. B. Papineau for her 
Ministers. He put it to the Township Members, whether they had any con- 
fidence in the Ministry--whether anything had been done for the Townships 
since the Union? Lord Sydenham had a majority in Lower Canada, and then 
a great deal of money was spent in local improvements; but since then 
Upper Canada had had all, and Lower Canada none. Did the members for 
the Townships, or the member for Montreal approve of that? Was there any 
man, however strong, his prejudices against French Canadians, who would 
not acknowledge that British interests had been sacrificed in Lower Canada? 
Gentlemen might think themselves obliged to vote for the Ministry, and 
might hope against hope; but what was the opinion constantly gaining 
ground out of doors? Was the House debating the character, or the measures 
of the Government? All that had been debated and settled long before. 
Would any man say in the streets or write in the newspapers--would the 
hon. member for Leeds do it--that he approved all their acts? He again 
put the question to the people of Lower Canada--what have you got by this 
Government except the satisfaction of yielding the supremacy in everything 
to Upper Canada, and getting the least possible share in the direction of 
affairs? He asked the British of Lower Canada what they could gain by 
separating themselves from the majority, and whether a minority in circum- 
stances like theirs, holding aloof from the rest of the community was not 
pandering to those national prejudices so justly denounced by Lord Durham? 
What measures were there which they thought would be denied by his hon. 
friend from Terrebonne, and that could be obtained from the present Minis-— 
try? If there were none, then without the prospect of any useful result 
this minority would leave the country without sound political institutions, 
and in the same position it had been in since the conquest. He would ask 
any Briton whether British Institutions were carried out when the whole 
number of representatives sitting for United Canada were no greater than 
those who used formerly to sit for Lower Canada alone? It was notorious 
that many men of great talent were excluded from the House, because of 
the small number of constituencies. It was evident that large counties 
with 40,000 or 50,000 French electors could not be expected to make sacri- 
fices, when the number of representatives were so few, to send men of 
another origin--they had already made great sacrifices, but the time was 
coming when they would do so no more; but let the representation be en- 
larged, and the House would be filled with able men representing the Pro- 
vince at large. His hon. friend from Drummond had, the day before, 
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correctly ascribed the real character of the tribunals by which contro- 
verted elections were tried. For his own part, he prayed, that never 
might he by the wrath of Heaven, be constrained to appear before such 

a tribunal--not to defend his honour--not to guard his life--but to pre- 
serve any interest that he esteemed of one farthings value. He should 
close by the observation that the difficulties which were to be met, 

were created by the insufficiency of the institutions of the country, 

and by the manner in which they were made to work, and the moment he 
heard that paragraph in the speech, which alluded to them, he hailed it 
as offering a fitting occasion to make a representation on that head to 
the representative of Her Majesty. Good institutions were required to 
produce prosperity, and here he meant not that the physical prosperity 
which was usually understood by the term, for in that respect, Canada 

had made, he believed, extraordinary progress, but rather, in general, 
enlightenment and political knowledge, in which respect, Canada was far 
inferior to Nova Scotia and the United States. It was but the other 

day, that he read some remarks in a review of Sir F. B. Head's book, 
perhaps written by Sir F. B. Head himself, in which the public men of 
Canada were described as ignorant, unenlightened, and by no means free 
from pecuniary motives. If that were so, and if the position of Canada 
were below that of the United State (sic), it was on account of the sup- 
eriority of the manner in which American institutions were carried out. 
Those of Canada were better, simpler, and more natural, but from their 
abuse, they became worthless. The U. States had publicists of eminence, 
and great men in every deparment (sic), while Canadians were degraded 
below the impertinent, flippant, penny-a-liner, who had reviewed Sir F. 
B. Head's book. What would be said across the water, and on the other 
side ((of)) the Atlantic, when it was known that this Address could only 
be carried by a majority of one? Happily, the people of England knew 
little about Canada--happily, the people across the St. Lawrence despised 
Canadians too much to care about them, and got few accounts, except 
distorted ones, of what passed among them; but, if they did, he asked 
again, what would they think of it? There were times in British history-- 
he could not praise the course so much in latter days--when British 
Ministers had thrown up the Seals with a majority of fifty-six. But 

how could the Canadian Ministry compare to modern British statesmen-- 

to say nothing of the Pitts, the Foxes, and the Cannings, of times gone 
by? If Ministers wished to make Canadians as prosperous as their noble 
country entitled them to expect to be--if they wished them to be Britons 
in reality, instead of only in name--if they wished, themselves, to stand 
well with the country--let them bring in a Bill to treble the number of 
Representatives. If that were done, Canada, forgetting the petty disputes 
which have hitherto distracted her, would daily advance to the proud 
position she ought to occupy; if it were not, she could not fail to retro- 
gade (sic), while the star of the United States rose in the ascendant. 199 


MR. PRICE said he would not have spoken at that late hour of the 
night had he not felt compelled to congratulate the hon. Inspector Gen- 
eral on his altered tone; he could tell that hon. gentleman that if he 
addressed the House with a little less flippancy and was somewhat more 
courteous to the gentlemen opposed to the administration he would find 
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it far from hurtful to his popularity; there was some improvement per- 
ceptible in his last appearance, but there was still much to do. The 
hon. member for Leeds (Mr. Gowan) in the present debate, as on many pre- 
vious occasions, was the mainstay of the administration; he had come to 
their defence with his usual hardihood, and not content with defending 
their acts, he had endeavoured to show that they were highly popular, 

and increasingly so. The hon. gentleman (Mr. Gowan) referred to the 
elections which had been held since the last general election and as 

a proof of his alleged reaction, cited that out of fourteen of these 
elections, eleven had gone in favour of the government. Now he (Mr. P.) 
could not see how this fact, if it were a fact, could show anything 

more than that the Rotten Boroughs of Upper Canada were Rotten Boroughs 
still; would it have been considered any index of public opinion if 
before the passing of the Reform Bill, a new Tory Ministry had secured 
their return for old Sarum and similar Pocket Boroughs? Certainly not. 
Or would they even say that the election of Mr. Macauley for the City 

of Edinburgh and the return of the other members of the Whig Government 
on the recent changes of the Ministry at home, was any evidence of gen- 
eral opinion, when at the very moment the Conservatives had a large maj- 
ority in both Houses of Parliament? Will the hon. Member for Leeds say, 
continued Mr. Price, that Mr. Cameron's having succeeded in buying out 
the late Member for the Rotten Borough of Cornwall for a stated consid- 
eration, as had been affirmed out of doors, was any proof of a change in 
public opinion? The hon. member knew that Cornwall had always been a 
Tory Constituency, and that the policy of the Government could in no 
manner affect it. Would he state that the return of the first Law Officer 
of the Crown for the Borough of London was any index to public opinion? 
Would he pretend that there was any political change in Simcoe, because 
Mr. Robinson had been returned for that county? A county which had 
always returned a Tory Candidate except in one instance that a Loose Fish 
contrived to get in through the Government influence. Then there was the 
Town or rather the City of Kingston--had it ever returned a Reformer? In 
no single instance. It was true that Mr. Harrison, a Loose-Fish, had 
once been elected for that place, but the same sordid argument was used 
by that gentleman which the present Receiver General had employed a few 
days ago; that hon. gentleman had preached to the corrupt electors of 
Kingston of new roads and bridges, of money gained for them at the expense 
of the country, and of more money to be diverted to them by the official 
influence of their member. Just such arguments procured Mr. Harrison's 
return, and one special inducement was to have his influence as a Minis- 
ter of the Crown in retaining the seat of Government at Kingston. The 
election of the Town of Kingston a proof of reaction! Was the hon. gentle- 
man (Mr. McDonald) opposed at the last general election?110

PRICE resumed: Yes, by a Conservative! and who ever heard of a 
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Reformer being returned for any of the towns or rotten boroughs of Upper 
Canada? If it was in the counties of Upper Canada, in which votes were 
counted by thousands and not by tens, where the honest yeoman and the 
wealthy farmer gave an honest intelligent vote, unbiassed by the corrup- 
tion & subserviency of city manners, that the popularity of a government 
could be tested. In Toronto, it was true, the Tories had been defeated 
on one or two occasions, but they were peculiar cases; one of these was 
in 1841, when Messrs Dunn and Buchanan were returned, but it was by the 
strong influence of the government in their favour and by the expenditure 
of some £4,000. The hon. member for Leeds had boasted of the popularity 
of the recently appointed Attorney General in Toronto, now gone there for 
re-election. He (Mr. P.) could tell the hon. gentleman that Mr. H. Sher- 
wood was the most unpopular public man in Toronto. It was true that he 
would be elected probably without opposition, but he would be indebted 
for it to the Orange combination so powerful in all our towns and to his 
position as an old member of the rotten city corporation. By all the 
respectable portion of the Conservative of Toronto, the Attorney General 
was thoroughly disliked, and the tavernkeepers and grog sellers and cab- 
men and carters and loafers constitute the majority of the hon. gentle 
man's political friends. The hon. member for Leeds had read certain 
paragraphs from Lord Durham's report and tried to create through them a 
feeling against the declaration in favour of Responsible Government in 
the amendment to the Address1l14, 


Ironical cries of hear from the ministerial benches?l, 


MR. PRICE.--Hon. gent. cry hear; I know perfectly what that means.... 
I charge the gentlemen opposite with professing publicly to approve of 
responsible government, but secretly with detesting it and sneering at 
it (hear, hear.) I challenge them to deny it. The amendment proposed by 
his hon. friend (Mr. Baldwin) did not indorse every sentiment in Lord 
Durham's report; he (Mr. Price) would be the last man to support any such 
motion, but there were many highly important principles of government, 
for the advocacy of which Canada was deeply indebted to Lord Durham; and 
one of these was the point of Ministerial Responsibility referred to in 
the amendment. 


Here the hon. and learned gentleman was interrupted by MR. VIGER, 
who addressed the House in French. 


MR. PRICE continued:--The hon. member for Three Rivers is one of the 
luminaries of the age (laughter); and although his country had not done 
justice to his immortal work, the Crise Ministerielle, depend upon it, 

Mr. Speaker, his country would never forget the man who had for the last 
three years exerted all his energies to destroy his*countrymen's dearest 
rights. Another great genius of the present age had formed a part of the 
present Administration--the man who had been the first, and the only one, 
to find out that the British Constitution was a written one. Yet although 
the name of Gallileo (sic) appeared in the almanacks furnished to the 
members of this House, the names of these two great original geniuses had 
been omitted and forgotten; a future age will estimate them at their true 
value.

MR. PRICE resumed:--The hon. gentleman opposite claimed great merit 
for their resolutions of last session as to the French language, and seemed 
to consider that act of simple justice as an acquitance (sic) in full for 
long years of hostile proscription of the French race. He could tell them 
that, so far from giving them any credit for that act, he considered it 
was wrong from their weakness, and only thrown out as a bait to lure the 
hon. members on this side of the House over to the support of a corrupt

MR. PRICE ((continued:))--Did they think his hon. friends did not see 
through their trick? Did they think that they would ever forget that the 
Tory party had tried to give them a representation of fifty members with 
a population of 600,000, when Upper Canada, with only 400,000 people, was 
to receive sixty two members? And before they made any capital out of the 
resolutions of last session, he would suggest the propriety of waiting 
till the difficulties now in the way of their becoming law are removed, 
(cheers.) The hon. Receiver General had, with a good deal of petulance, 
asked this side of the House why we opposed the present Government, and 
the hon. member for Leeds said there were no great landmarks dividing the 
two parties. 


MR. GOWAN.--I said points of importance. 124 


MR. PRICE.--Ah; the hon. member said "points of importance." Did the 
hon. member say that the point on which the late Ministry resigned--that 
of being consulted by the Crown on all appointments - was not of importance? 
Does he deny that the two parties are divided on the question of King's 
College, one of the most urgent importance? It was true that on the hon. 
member's side of the House there were gentlemen who went with the Opposi- 
tion in this question, and that there was division as to it in the Cabinet 
itself; but was it not notorious that the Administration were, as a body, 
bitterly opposed to all reform in that institution? (cheers from both 
sides of the House.) The hon. member who had lately joined the Adminis- 
tration as Solicitor General, and might be considered as the leader of the 
Government, had always been a violent opposer of all interference with 
King's College. He believed that it ought to be the property of the church 
exclusively--that it would be robbery to meddle with it; and he (Mr. P.) 
knew that gentleman to be too sensitive as to his character for consistency, 
to go for any measure which would belie his whole previous life. Did the 
hon. member for Leeds mean to say that on the great question of education 
for the millions both sides of the House were agreed? That an Administra- 
tion composed chiefly of the Upper Canada High Church Family Compact would 
support any measure for the general diffusion of education, free from sec- 
tarian bias? Then, was the Clergy Reserve question of no importance, a 
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matter on which their opinions were "wide as the poles asunder?" He 
(Mr. Price) might go on for an hour enumerating great public measures 
and principles on which the Tory and Reform party were divided, were 
the facts not too notorious for repetition. The fact was, the hon. and 
learned member for Leeds--!25 


MR. GOWAN.--Not leaenedy © 


MR. PRICE had said learned by inadvertence; but the hon. gentleman 
was indeed learned--he was more deeply learned than any legal gentleman 
of that House in the little technical quibbles by which the scruples of 
hon. members had been so often removed in cases of troublesome conscient- 
ious difficulties. The hon. gentleman was in fact a great special pleader, 
and the Administration had many a time and oft benefitted by it, and it was 
only to be regretted that they had heretofore shown themselves so ungrate- 
ful for his assistance. The hon. member for Leeds had charged it as a 
high crime against his hon. friend on his left (Mr. Baldwin) that he had 
voted for the Secret Societies Bill, proscribing such a large body of 
excellent loyal men. The circumstances under which that bill was intro- 
duced and passed he well recollected. He (Mr. P.) had held a conversation 
with the late Lord Metcalfe on the subject of the Secret Societies, before 
the bill was introduced. His Lordship admitted to him that Secret Societies 
were a curse to the Province, and that his only difficulty was as ((to)) th best 
way of putting them down. The late Administration would have probably pre- 
ferred that they should be discountenanced by Executive influence rather 
than by Legislative enactment; but with Lord Metcalfe's assent the bill was 
introduced and passed, of which the hon. member complains. But how stood 
public opinion as to that measure at the time it passed? Let them look 
who voted for the bill. They would find among the yeas Mr. Boswell, lately 
appointed Judge by the present Government; Hon. Henry J. Boulton, father-in- 
law of the present Solicitor General--a man of talent, a first-rate lawyer, 
and a sincere lover of his country; then there was Monsieur Barthel2/,

PRICE ((continued:)) The protegé of the hon. member for Three 
Rivers, and who had recently been appointed to a lucrative office for his 
subserviency to the present Administration, and for correcting the proofs 
of the hon. member (Mr. Viger) while writing his articles on la Crise Min- 
isterielle in an obscure print called, he believed, L'Aurorel29, — 
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MR. PRICE ((continued:)) Then came the hon. member for Megantic, Mr. 
Daly, now a member of the Administration, and who, in fact, stays in office 
after the disruption of all Administrations as a nucleus, round which may 
gather all who are prepared for corruption; then there was Mr. Hamilton,

MR. PRICE ((continued:)) Surely the hon. member would not, after 
this, confine his denunciations to the Opposition side of the House. In 
that division there were 68 mambers (sic) voted--55 for, and 13 against 
the bill (cheers), showing that it was not an unpopular measure, and not 
carried by a small arbitrary majority; and he (Mr. P.) would like to ask 
the hon. member for Leeds if there was evil in their voting for his bill, 
whether it was not more culpable in him (Mr. Gowan) to get up such soci- 
eties, and, in spite of the disapproval of his (Mr. G's) great paragon of 
all that was perfect, Lord Metcalfe, and in spite of public opinion and 
of the law of the land, to persist in spreading them over the country? A 
great deal had been said about the announcement as to the Post Office, in 
the Speech from the Throne, but he (Mr. P.) was far from regarding that 
intimation with the same satisfaction as some hon. members. The same not- 
ification was given to the Upper Canada House in 1836, but the same con- 
ditions were attached to it; and, as the present would probably do, it 
ended in smoke. Why, sir, should we, a people of a million and a half, 
have our great public measures dependent on Newfoundland or any other 
petty colony? The penny postage of Great Britain had been found fraught 
with benefit to the commercial interests and happiness of the people, and 
why should we not enjoy the same advantages? He (Mr. P.) would also like 
to know what became of the Civil List, of which so much had been said last 
session. The Government had procured a magnificent Civil List to be then 
passed, on the assurance that the Home Government would surrender the 
Civil List, granted under the Union Act. The bill was passed--but it was 
strangled in England, and no explanation whatever had been given of the 
reasons for it. He trusted that the reduction of the salaries of the hon. 
gentlemen on the treasury benches consequent on the passing of the bill, 
afforded no ground of explanation. The hon. member for Leeds has broadly 
asserted in this debate that public opinion has set in ... favour of the 
present administration. Public opinion in favour of such a ministry! 
ejaculated Mr. Price; is it not notorious that the very majority of this 
house with scarcely an exception have the most thorough contempt for their 
leaders? has that contempt ever been disguised? have we not heard one 
hon. member after another of their supports rise in his seat and condemn 
the administration, and have they not one and all declared that it was not 
for love of the ministry that they sustained it, but from dislike to the 
opposition? He recollected one of the strongest supporters of the present 
administration addressing him in the following words: "it is a fine thing, 
Price, to abuse those vagabonds on the treasury benches and to vote against 


them, but it is mortifying to abuse them & be compelled to vote with 
them!

MR. PRICE.--Yes, replied Mr. Price I will name the hon. member, if 
that gentleman will give me leave, but not otherwise. These sentiments 
were the sentiments of a large majority of the ministerial supporters 
repeatedly expressed in the House and out of it--And is it not equally 
notorious that the Ministry have no confidence in each other and that they 
differ widely on the policy of the Government and on the great measures 
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that agitate the people? The hon. Member for Leeds well knows that a 
majority of 13 supported them last session and that now they have a 
majority of but one, which majority cannot be swelled beyond two or three; 
and yet we are told that the weak, reckless, imbecile Government possesses 
the confidence of the country! To see what the fourth estate says we 

have but to turn our attention for a moment to the subject. I hold in 

my hand, said the hon. Member, the opinion of the great body of papers 
published in Western Canada, and without an exception, they condemn the 
present Administration. I will read extracts from the Tory papers for 

the information of the House and from Tory papers only. (Here Mr. P 

read extracts from the Montreal Gazette, Herald, Courier, and Transcript, 
from the Statesman, Hamilton Spectator, and others, all of which condemned 
the Ministry in strong language). He recollected full well Mr. Johnston, 
late Member for Carlton (sic), the pet of the Ministry, regaling this 
House by the hour with his buffoonery and low wit, and with what glee he 
was cheered on by the Tories to bring this House into contempt; to what 
humiliation they were reduced by submitting to his conduct here, simply 
because he had a vote, and it would be in the remembrance of every hon. 
Member that Mr. Johnston left the House and threatened to return home, 
because the House and the Ministry had opposed an unjust measure which he 
wished to pass. Message after message was sent to induce him to return, 
and he did return and voted with the Ministry, and the Ministry passed 

his unjust bill but got it thrown out in the Upper House. What was the 
opinion expressed by that gentleman regarding the Ministers at the late 
election for Carlton (sic)? I will read an extract from his speech deliv- 
ered at the Hustings:--"As for the Ministry," said Mr. Johnston, "no man 
that had a soul to save would support such a Ministry; Papineau was an 

old Jew; Viger was in his dotage, and Daly was too lazy to answer a letter; 
then there were William Morris and William Draper, and a pair of sweet 
William's they were." Will the hon. Member tell me in sober seriousness 
after all this testimony against his friends that they have the confidence 
of this House, of the country, of any one member other than the hon. Member 
for Beauhornois (sic). Will any hon. Member on the other side of the House 
stand up in his place and declare that he has any confidence whatever in 
those Ministers whom they support? 0! no, they support them not from love 
to them but hatred to the opposition. Under such humiliating circumstances 
can I be expected to support such a wretched, incompetent, helpless minis- 
try? Would such a state of things be tolerated in England? would any Min- 
istry of that great country have the hardihood under such circumstances to 
hold office one solitary hour? And yet these men, for the love of office, 
regardless of all consequences to the country have gone tottering along for 
full two years with a majority of two, three or 4, and that majority made 
up of two men who have no right whatever in Parliament, and which majority 
is now reduced to one. Is such a state of things calculated to inspire 

the people of this country with respect and regard for our institutions? 
Why does not the present Government dissolve the House, appeal to the coun- 
try, and at once put an end to such a deplorable state of things?--and thus 
relieve the Governor General from the embarrassing situation into which he 
has been placed by his sworn Advisers. I challenge them (said Mr. Price) 
to take such a constitutional course; they dare not meet an insulted public, 
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whose liberties they have jeopardized and their rights destroyed. Should 
they take such a step, and upon an appeal to the country, obtain a strong 
Tory majority, they will receive from me no unfair opposition. They dare 
not resort to such a constitutional course; they wish to destroy Responsible 
Government, and in so doing to bring the Head of the Government into col- 
lision with the people and degrade the sovereign's representative. (Hear, 
hear, hear.) It is a fact, and I defy the supporters of the Administration 
to contradict it, that the present Executive have no common principle to 
unite them; they differ as wide as the poles on many of the great questions 
which agitate the country. Do the Solicitor General and Receiver General 
agree on the University Bill, or on any question respecting the education 

of the people? The Solicitor General is a High Church Tory, and conscien- 
tiously believes that the endowment of King's College belongs exclusively 

to his church, and the hon. the Receiver General has, for the sake of 

office sacrificed the Presbyterian Church, to which he belongs, and thrown 
overboard the University question. The hon. member for Toronto has stated 
that his (Mr. P.'s) hon. and learned friend was not desirous of settling 

the University Bill. He knows it to be a fruitful source of agitation, 

and therefore he did not want it settled. But we ask that hon. member 
whether the Clergy Reserves question is not one upon which the ... people 
feel most keenly, and which, if again brought before the country, would 
shake the social fabric to its very centre; that hon. member has charged 

me with bigotry, because I am anxious to place that institution on a foot- 
ing satisfactory to every religious body, without preference to any one by 
excluding theology from it, and making it an institution that will give a 
character to the people and promote harmony, union, and satisfaction amongst 
all classes of the community; if that be bigotry, then am I a bigot, but 

if the narrow, selfish, sectarian spirit of the hon. member for Toronto be 
bigotry, then am I fain to let the country judge (hear, hear, hear.) I am 
asked, continued Mr. Price, to sustain such a Ministry--a Ministry having no 
confidence in themselves--differing from each other as widely as they differ 
from this side of the House--despised, condemned, sneered and laughed at 

by their own friends--without character and reckless of all consequences-- 
professing to act on British principles and in favour of Responsible Govern- 
ment, at the same time taking every means in their power to bring those 
principles into contempt--by placing every obsticle (sic) in the way of 
working out the constitution satisfactorily to the people. Such a Ministry 
have to (sic) claims on the support of the people, and will meet with my 
uncompromising opposition.

LANDS PAPINEAU.--During ... ((Mr. Cayley's)) observa- 
tions Mr. Papineau came into the House, and made some Explanations!2.

MR. CHRISTIE denied their right, and moved the formation of a select 
Committee to enquire into the affairs of the Seigniory.!4 ((He)) then 
obtained a Committee of nine to enquire into the management of the said 
Seigniory. The hon. gentleman remarking that the water-power on the Seig- 
niory was now worth £100,000, and would, of course, soon be worth much 
more. 


MR. LAFONTAINE remarked that whatever this Seigniory was worth, whether, 
£50,000, or more or less, it would not be sold for more than £1,000, if 
sold at present; but there was one way of obtaining the full value, and 
that was by commuting the Seigniorial dues. He thought, too, that the 
accident which had placed this property at the disposition of the Govern- 
ment, should be taken advantage of to make the first application of the 
principle of commutation, 16

MR. BALDWIN ... spoke in favor of the motion. 18 


MR. AYLWIN spoke in favor of the motion.19 ((He)) said, that no one 
knew anything of the value of the Seigniory of Lauzon. The land opposite 
the city of Quebec was worth an incalculable sum of money; for at Point 
Levy, there was a lot of land as large as the whole area of Quebec, more 
agreeably situated than that city for residence, and more convenient for 
sale. He knew how it would be sold, if it were sold--like the Forges 
of St. Maurice, it would be given away for nothing as that was, to a 
young man by the name of Stewart, who sold one small part for the price 
of the whole. This would be another foul robbery of the people of Lower 
Canada, like the Jesuits’ Estates, whose college had been turned into a 
Barrack. The hon. gentleman then drew a comparison between the fate of 
Harvard College and the Jesuits’ College, of which one had sent out innum- 
erable statesmen and scholars, and the other was the residence of soldiers 
and their brats.20 


The motion was carried.21

Tuesday last, proposed to be made to the mottion:-- 

That an humble Address be presented to His Excellency the Governor General, 
to thank Hts Excellency for His gractous Speech from the Throne. 

To congratulate His Excellency upon his assumption of the Government 
of this Province. 

To express the gratification of thts House that Her Majesty has been 
gractously pleased to nominate as Her Representative in the North American 
Coltontes, a Governor whose prevtous official career in another Colony of 
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the British Empire, offers the happtest promise, under Hts Excelleney"s gutd- 
ance, of a prosperous admintstration of the affairs of thts great Province. 

That we are much gratifted to learn that the representattons whitch 
have proceeded from thts and the netghbouring Provinces on the subject 
of the Post Office have engaged the anxtous constderation of the Imper- 
tal Government, and that His Excellency ts enabled to inform us, that Her 
Majesty's Mintsters are prepared to surrender to the Provitnetal Author- 
tttes, the control of that Department, so soon as, by concert between the 
several Legislatures, arrangements shall be matured for securing to Brtt- 
tsh North Amertca the advantages of an efficient and untform Post Office 
System. 

That we assure Hits Excellency of our great satisfaction that the Colon- 
tal Legtslatures, by a Statute passed during the last Session of the Imper- 
tal Parltament, are empowered to repeal differential duties heretofore 
tmposed in the Colonies in favor of British Produce. 

That we wtll gtve our most attenttve constderation to thts important 
subject, and to the comnuntcations relating to it, whtch Hts Excellency has 
recetved from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colontes, and from 
the Lieutenant Governors of Nova Scotta and New Brunswick. 

That Hts Excellency may rely on our attention being directed to such 
measures as may be submitted for the purpose of extending more generally 
Warehoustng factlittes to Inland Ports, and for effecting other improvements 
tn our Commeretal System. 

We are grattfied to learn that tnquirtes have been instituted with the 
view of ascertaining the practicability and probable cost of the construction 
of a Ratlway between Quebec and Haltfax, and that a Survey of the proposed 
line has been undertaken by the Imperial Government, and ts sttll in progress. 

We shall be happy to receive from Hts Excellency the communtcatton of 
the Despatch from the Secretary of State, describing the course whtch Her 
Majesty's Government propose to take tn order to remedy the tneonventence 
whteh the Provinces of Brittsh North America have sustained from the opera- 
tion of the Impertal Statute for the protection of Copy-rights. 

The expectatton of a large Emigration has, we are prepared to find, 
rendered prudent measures for providing addittonal accommodation and medi- 
cal attendance for the stck, and for tnereasing the means of forwarding the 
destitute to places where thetr Labour may be required, and are gratified 
to learn that an tnereased grant has been made by the Impertal Parliament 
in atd of thts service; and while we regret the too great probabtlity of 
much want and suffering among certain classes of Emigrants, we trust that 
the favourable antictpattons of His Excellency of the character of a large 
portton of the Emigration may be happtly realtzed. 

That we wtll give our best constderation to the Accounts of the past 
year and estimates of the current year, which will be laid before us by 
His Excellency; and we learn wtth the highest satisfactton that there ts 
an inerease tn the revenue dertved from Publte Works. 

That His Excellency may fully rely upon our making such provitstons for 
the maintenance of the establishments and credit of the Province as may be 
necessary to support the htgh character of probtty and good fatth whtch 
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Canada has won for herself, and, we firmly belteve, will ever continue 
to matntatn. 

That we acknowledge our gratitude to Providence for our exemption 
from the calanity of famine, with which another part of the Emptre has 
been so severely afflicted, and we thank His Excellency for his congra- 
tulations on the liberality which the inhabitants of thts Colony of all 
classes and origins, including our Indian Brethren, have evinced in 
contributing to the relief of their suffering fellow subjects. 

That we concur with His Excellency that the occurrences of the past 
year, though, in some measure, exceptional, indicate that there is a 
growing demand in Europe for the produce of this Continent, and render 
it highly important for the inhabitants of Canada to improve to the ut- 
most its natural advantages, and those which attach to it, as an integral 
part of an Empire abounding in wealth and population. 

That we duly appreciate the responstbilitty which rests on Parltament 
at thts conjuncture, and that we wtll endeavour, by wtse legtslatton, to 
afford all practicable extension and developement to the trade and produc- 
tive capabilities of the Provinee, and to give its Institutions that hold 
on the affections of the people, which is the foundation of public and prt- 
vate credit, and the best securtty for soctal progress. 

That we thank His Excellency for hts promises of cordtal co-operation 
tn effecting these important objects, and for hts renewal of the assurance 
of the earnest destre of our Gractous Queen to promote the prospertty of 
Canada, and the happiness of tts people. 

And whtech amendment was, that after the words, "affatrs of this great 
Province," tn the second paragraph of the main motion, the following be 
tnserted:--"And to state that this House, on thts first occaston of approch- 
tng Hts Excellency, cannot, in justice etther to thetr own feelings or 
those of thetr constituents, refrain from referring to the gratifying ¢ctr- 
cumstance of Hts Excellency's connexton wtth the famtly of the late Earl 
of Durham. To that distinguished Statesman we are indebted for the Impertal 
recognition of our undoubted right as British subjects, to have the Govern- 
ment of the Provinee conducted by the assistance, counsel and tnformation 
of a Provinetal Administration, under the Representative of the Sovereign, 
whteh, whtle appotnted by the Crown tn the exerctse of tts undoubted prero- 
gative, remains responsible to the Provincial Parliament, on the same prin- 
ciples whitch have been found so perfectly efftcactous in the adninistration 
of the Government of the Parent State. That grateful for the tmportant part 
thus taken by him in procuring us this act of constituttonal justice, that 
under one so nearly connected with him, and to whom hts memory must neces- 
sartly be dear, we shall wttness the practical application of thts great 
princtple, and realtze the benefits whtch it ts calculated to secure." 

And a Debate arising thereupon,* 


MR. CAMERON said that the honorable gentleman for North York, had 
invited attention to the whole of his past political life, and had chal- 
lenged the praise of consistency for the whole of it. He (Mr. Cameron) 
was prepared to acknowledge in general the consistency which had disting- 
uished the hon. gentleman, but on some things he could not accord him 
that virtue to its full extent. 
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Mr. Cameron here mentioned the conduct of the hon. member for North 
York on the primogeniture law on the bill to prevent clergymen from 
voting and on the Administration of Justice and Jesuits Estates Bills. 

He continued - The hon. member for South York had challenged the 
Ministry to their stength (sic) by a general election. At any rate 
that hon. gentleman was aware that at the last election the members on 
his own side of the House were returned as they then were, and the 
members on the other side as they were. Since that time many of the 
members on his own side had returned to their constituents, but they 
were constantly sent back again. The hon. member for Quebec had talked 
of the language used on his Mr. Cameron's side of the House as of a kind 
calculated to insult those on the other. The hon. member must have felt, 
he thought, that he was making a charge that could not be substantiated, 
and that for every word of abuse uttered on the Ministerial side, many 
came from the other. Why, the silvery laugh of the hon. member for Que- 
bec was in itself, well calculated to insult his opponents, more than any 
thing from the Ministerial. side of the House could insult the other. He 
could wish that all these personal observations should be suppressed, for 
he felt that every expression that tended to stamp any member with corrupt 
public motives, or private dishonesty tended materially to lower the dig- 
nity of the House, deprive it of public respect. He would therefore, be 
as little inclined to throw back these reproaches, as he and his friends 
would be to tyranize (sic) over the other side as some gentlemen pretended 
they did. If both sides adopted a spirit of forbearance, it would raise 
up a beneficial standing of deportment before the public, and there would 
be less of that recrimination which was now heard much oftener than could 
be wished. He confessed that he was young and inexperienced, not so well 
acquainted, perhaps, as other gentlemen with the laws and practice of 
Parliament; but yet he knew some passages of history which would not sus- 
tain the course the hon. gentlemen had lately taken in the affair of the 
Speakership. It seemed to his ideas that the self-respect of the House 
would have been best consulted, if it had believed that the gentleman whom 
it had raised to the Speakership, would not have prostituted the dignity 
of Parliament, by seating himself in the chair, unless he believed that 
he had a right to do so. He could appeal to the case of Mr. Addington, 
the Speaker of the House in 1801, and appointed Prime Minister by the 
King. It was known that the negotiations was (sic) going forward for 
weeks before it was complete, but who asked Mr. Addington whether in pre- 
siding he was acting against the privileges of the House? The members 
of that Parliament thought their Speaker would remember his position be- 
fore the people - his duty to his constituents - and the privileges of the 
House; and doubted not that, had he accepted office, he would have at once 
told them, I am your Speaker no longer - I have now no right to preside 
over your deliberations, because the King has seen fit to promote me to 
honor. Mr. Addington did do so, and having sat five weeks longer, at the 
request of the House received its thanks for his conduct in the chair. 
Would the hon. member for North York tell him, that the course of cross- 
examining an hon. gentleman in the way he had cross-examined the Speaker, 
was in accordance with that British - John Bull practice of which he talked. 
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Why, if the Speaker had given any answer that could have convinced him 

of sitting, he would have rendered himself liable to a penalty of £500 
per day for every day he sat, and £1500. When they put the Speaker into 
the position of answering questions, of which the answers might subject 
him to such penalties as that; was that in accordance with British prac- 
tice? He could understand how it was after that, that the House had 
private conversations bandied about from one side to another. After such 
an example, it was not surprising that on that side of the House, they 
had been told that one of their own supporters had talked to a gentle- 
man on the other side about those vagabonds on the Treasury Benches. He 
said then that gentlemen on his side of the House imputed such conduct 

as he had just referred to, to the course taken with respect to the hon. 
Speaker. And this course was entirely unexpected, was the answer to be 
given to all that had been said about the Ministry not being prepared. 

If they could have believed that hon. gentlemen opposite could have taken 
such a step, they would have been prepared to meet them on it. Hon. 
gentlemen too, talked of corruption, and yet Messrs. Buchanan and Dunn, 
two of their own friends, had spent £4000 in one election. After that, 
let hon. gentlemen talk about their honesty. When the gentlemen dipped 
their hands into their pockets, to the tune of £2000 a piece, to buy up 
the people of Upper Canada, he thought their friends were not those who 
should talk of corruption. Hon. gentlemen pretended that the elections 
did not show any confidence in the administration on the part of the people 
of Canada. If that did not show confidence, he knew not what other sign 
they were to look for.2> 


MR. PRICE.--No change in favor of Ministry .2° 


MR. CAMERON ((continued:)) Ministers did not want any change; they 
were quite satisfied with the state of opinion before, and did not desire 
any turning round in it. But he asked where was the confidence that could 
be reposed in hon. gentlemen opposite - where the commune vinculum amongst 
them, when it was well known that they were so ready to sacrifice the hon. 
gentleman for North York and his friends? When the House saw the differ- 
ence between hon. gentlemen on the subject of the Jesuits' Estates Bill and 
the Administration of Justice Bill must it not be convinced that there 
was no common bond of union between them. He could imagine - for he was 
not present - how the hon. member turned rouned (sic) to his French Cana- 
dian friends, and said I must apologize to you, for giving my vote, but I 
must give it, and so left them with all the advantages to be gained from 
his apology. Again he asked, as far as principle was concerned, what com- 
munity of interests there was among them? He contended there was far more 
of what was common in feeling between the Conservatives of Upper Canada and 
the Franco-Canadians than between the two sections of the Liberal minority. 
What was their position with respect to the Caron correspondence? Did not 
that shew clearly that the gentlemen of French origin were willing to leave 
their Upper Canadian allies, and join the Ministerial side of the House on 
certain terms, which were - what? They entered into a negotiation on the 
basis of relinquishing all mere party and personal feelings, and it being 
arranged that there should be perfect justice on both sides, they required 
to be permitted to nominate four members of the Government out of seven, - 
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in fact, to name _the party intended to represent the British interests 

of Lower Canada2’, who probably would take his seat for a French constitu- 
ency. The Ministry were called upon to sacrifice the honourable member 
for Megantic, who was the only bar to their co-operating with the present 
Administration. They were ready to throw the Upper Canada members, with 
whom they generally act, overboard. Does not this, he would ask; show a 
community of feeling between the Lower Canads (sic) Liberals and the Con- 
servatives of Upper Canada? He referred to the votes of the gentlemen on 
the opposition from Upper Canada, and asked them if they dared to vote 
with the Lower Canada members on questions relating to Upper Canada? He 
said that they dared not to do so. It would be at the risk of their seats; 
they never again could face their constituents .2 Ils avaient différé au 
sujet des actes de 1'’Administration de la justice et des Biens des Jésuites 
few could even understand or speak the French Language .29 This, he said, 
was all the answer required to the remarks that were made by the hon. gen- 
tleman from the Fourth Riding?1 that there had not been a change in public 
opinion in favor of the conservatives in Upper Canada.32 There was no wish, 
he felt confident, on this side of the House to oppress the hon. members 
opposite; on the contrary, it was the desire of the Administration to give 
equal justice to both parts of the Province.23 He asked gentlemen from 
Lower Canada on his own side of the House, whether they did not feel that 
Minister would have done them foul wrong, if they had allowed the gentlemen 
opposite to name the persons who should represent the British population?34 
If ... the Ministry acceded to the proposition that the Lower Canada mem- 
bers should nominate to four of the seats in the Cabinet, out of seven? 
Such a union as hon members opposite propose, had it ever been accomplish- 
ed, could only have lasted for a very short time, to end in everlasting 
separation. When, however, the hon. member for the North Riding talked 
about being thrown overboard, and intimated how he should, in case he sus- 
pected any intention to do so, go away and be no more seen - when he said 
the hon. member talked in that way, he should consider whether the time 

was not come for him to do so. And the reasons were put in the strongest 
terms in black and white in the correspondence laid on the table of the 
Upper ... House only the day before. The hon. member for Lincoln had given 
his reasons for which he intended to oppose the Government. One of these 
was some complaint of the manner of disposing of the Indian lands, a thing 
which occurred years before the present Ministry had power36, and it had 
not been in their power to remedy it yet. 7 The next was the expenditure 
of £50,000 between 1841 and 1844, against £6,000 received in the Crown Lands 
Department. That, at any rate, was a strange complaint against the present 
Ministry, for it was occasioned by what was done when the honorable member 
for North York was in power, and, what was more, at a time when they were 


always supported by the honorable member for North Lincoln himself. (Laugh- 


ter.) That was just like the figures of the hon. gentleman - he never did 
anything without figures; and was so able with them, that whether he made 
anything come to £100,000 or £1,000,000, it was all the same thing to him. 
Differences of that kind he valued at very little - a naught too little in 
his sums, or a naught too much, he considered as nothing; and thus he blun- 
dered on from one nought to another, till at last he came to not at all. 
(Laughter. )38 Another subject, although not really a matter of charge 
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against them, was the introducing of a bill to create Annual Parliaments, 
and the time that Parliaments should meet; also, that the Inspector Gen- 
eral must make up his public accounts in a certain form, and again, that 
the administration should have no right to spend any money. Strange in- 
consistency, he said, in the honourable member for Lincoln, who was in fa- 
vour of measures, not men; that he should support the hon. gentleman op- 
posite, who, he (Mr. C.) felt assured, would never introduce such measures, 
and indeed had not introduced them, when they had the power to do so. These 
were the reasons that the hon. member for Lincoln had given why he would 
not vote for the Address.39 Every one knew, too, that the hon. member 
possessed some excellent ideas about Canals, and the Administration of 
Justice. The fact was that nothing came amiss to him, and nothing would 
be quite right till he was made Attorney General, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Provincial Secretary, and Commissioner of the Board of Works49, 
indeed unless he was a whole Cabinet in himself. (Laughter.) He (Mr. 
Cameron) was astounded that the hon. member for the North Riding had not 
availed himself of his valuable services. He wondered whether that hon. 
gentleman was prepared, should he again come into power, to adopt the re- 
forms proposed by the hon. member for North Lincoln. Was the hon. member 
for North York ready to come down with full and particular sets of ac- 
counts at the first day of every Session? Was he for preventing the Gov- 
ernment from expending one penny of the public money, or would he approve 
of restricting the discretion of Ministers, as to the time for the meeting 
of Parliament, and of fixing a certain time for the meeting every year?42 
He, (Mr. C.) did not believe that they would even entertain such monstrous 
propositions. The hon. gentleman has, it appears, formed all his notions 
from the State of New York, that unexceptionable model from which all 
other countries ought to take their pattern.43 With all the hon. mem- 
ber for North Lincoln had said about the manner in which Canada retro- 
graded ,44 ((and)) the hon. member ... knew as much about the prosperity 
of Upper Canada as he knew about Timbuctoo45, he (Mr. Cameron) had the 
opinion of one of the greatest American Statesmen - no less than Mr. Henry 
Clay - for the assertion that Upper Canada, was going on more prosperously, 
and advancing more rapidly, than any other country with which he was ac- 
quainted on the face of the globe. - But, of course, that was nothing to 
the way things would go on in, if the hon. member could carry out his con- 
clusions, and if the machinery of Government were worked as he could work 
it, were all the offices of Government centred in himself, and were, the 
sole Minister. Now, in all that had been said about Ministerial measures, 
the hon. member for North York had not given the Government the credit he 
thought they deserved, for several important laws which they had passed, 
and which had given universal satisfaction in Upper Canada. There were, 
for example, the Bankrupt Laws, and the Insolvent Laws, and those other 
measures which gentlemen on the other side had passed, but which required 
remodelling to make them work.46 He hoped that the hon. member for the 
North Riding, in giving his explanations would explain why he omitted the 
mention of these measures; he trusted that it would be done in that satis-—- 
factory manner in which that gentleman usually returns his answers. The 
hon. member for Quebec had asked when the Chathams, and Burkes, and Pitts,4/ 
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and Cannings*®, were on this side of the House??? He confessed he thought 
it would be difficult to find them; but there was another task which might 
prove more easy - it was, to find the Foxes on the other side. To come to 
the amendments, however. He recognized in the phraseology of them, that 
pleasant manner which was so_common with his honorable friend9, the hon. 
member for the North Riding, in private intercourse. He thought he recog- 
nized that spirit of pleasantry~“ mixed up with that cunning for which he 

is so remarkable?3, in the penning of the sentence, - "that, grateful for 
the important part thus taken by him, in procuring us this act of constitu- 
tional justice, we cannot but indulge the pleasing confidence that, under 
one so nearly connected with him, and to whom his memory must necessarily 

be so dear, we shall witness the practical application of this great prin- 
ciple, &c." No doubt, when the hon. gentleman wrote that, he must have 

had his eye fixed on the desk of the hon. Secretary, just opposite him - 

no doubt it was with an eye to that, that he entertained the pleasing 
confidence, and felt sure that he would witness the practical application 

of this great principle, when he and his friends should once more get into 
what were certainly their appropriate places on the right side of the House, 
and the gentlemen whose maxims were so corrupt, were again transferred to 
the left.>4 Again, there was another which besides containing that remark- 
able sentence "fundamental characteristics will undoubtedly obtain, if 
faithfully given effect to, in their true spirit, by an efficient Provincial 
Administration, formed and acting in conformity with the practice of the 
Parent State."' Did the hon. gentleman from the Fourth Riding mean to say 
that he wished to see the Administration formed and acting in conformity with 
the practice of the Parent State? Then, he said, the honourable member for 
the Fourth Riding does not intend to be in the Cabinet of the next Radical 
Administration, for the practice in England is, that the Attorney General 
should not have a seat in the Cabinet. He (Mr. C.) could not believe that 
the honorable gentleman from the. Fourth Riding really meant what was con- 
veyed by the words of the paragraph he had just quoted. He wondered what 
control of the Government the honorable member for the Fourth Riding intended 
to have, or is it to be a new position that he means to take up? The 

hon. gentlemen had arraigned the Ministry for all they had done, and amongst 
other things had accused the Ministry of keeping the country for a whole 
year without the assembling of Parliament.°6 But they ought to be wary in 
what they say; surely the honourable member for the Fourth Riding's memory 
is failing him; for if he (Mr.) ¢) was not mistaken, there was a precedent 
for the delay during the Administration of the hon. gentleman; the House 

was prorogued on the 12th of October, 1843, and did not. meet till the 28th 
of September in the following year - thus beating the present Ministry by 
seven days; and if he mistook not that was at a time when all the Cabinet 
had not seats in the House; he believed that the honourable gentleman_who 
now represents the Fourth Riding of York had not then been Rimouskied~’. 

It appeared then that with all the boast of their large majority - with 

no members of the Government with their constituencies, the hon. member for 
North York had the advantage of the present Ministry by just seven days. - 
There were, then, some peccadiloes on the other side -58 and yet such being 
the case, that most immaculate of all Administrations, of which the hon. 
gentlemen opposite were part and parcel, dare to taunt the present Ministry 
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with delay.?? Then some hon. gentleman had talked about holding mass 
meetings, and conjured up horrid visions, set off by the mixed clangor 
of drums, and trumpets - of guards parading round the city, and the 
people rising in their might to present hon. gentlemen on that side of 
the House from grinding and oppressing Lower Canada. Hon. gentlemen 
must have ... for the facts ... dire calamities: it was well known that 
there was nothing in the world to justify such remarks about oppression. 
When they talked of what had happened in Lower Canada before the Union, 
and attempted to fix on Ministers the stain of prejudices, and of events 
for which they were in no way responsible - when they did so, it was to 
be expected, at least, that they would furnish some facts on which they 
based their strictures. The hon. gentleman concluded by remarking on 
the coarse and insulting language, which he said was employed too fre- 
quently by the other side of the House, especially to Mr. Viger®9 | his 
venerable friend from the Town of Three Rivers, whose gray hairs ought, 
at least to protect him. 


M, LAFONTAINE prend la parole aprés M. Cameron: - 

Nous avons, dit-il, entendu hier les coups de tonnerre qui ébranlaient 
cet édifice! nous étions en quelque sorte saisis de terreur! aujourd'hui 
en reprenant nos siéges, nous devions croire que la foudre avait disparu, 
et que le calme était revenu sur la terre. Nous étions dans 1l’erreur; 
nous ignorions, nous pauvres mortels, que 1'Administration qui préside a 
nos destinées avait appelé dans son sein un homme extraordinaire dont la 
voix force et sonore pourrait aussi lancer la foudre et les @clairs! Cet 
homme, 1'Administration la posséde; cet homme, est celui que vous venez 
d'entendre; c'est 1'Honorable Solliciteur-Général du Haut-Canada, (M. Cam- 
eron.) Consolons-nous encore une fois; nous avons @chappé au danger qui 
semblait nous menacer lorsque 1'Honorable Membre faisait entendre le son 
de sa voix. Ila parlé! Ila parlé! Et 4 notre grand étonnement, nous 
vivons encore. 

Nous devons des marques de reconnaissance au ci-devant Représentant 
de Cornwall pour avoir fait place 4 1'Honorable Solliciteur-Général. Le 
premier ne parlait qu'en prose; nous ne 1'en admirions pas moins pour cela, 
M. 1'Orateur. Mais le second ne nous parle qu'en vers, et nous devons 
certainement l'admirer davantage. Puisque notre nouveau collégue aime la 
poésie, puisqu'il 1'aime 4 un tel point qu'on assure méme qu'il prononca 
en vers le discours qu'il fit aux Electeurs de Cornwall le jour de son 
élection, il voudra bien me permettre de lui citer ces petits vers francais 
que j'ai appris autrefois au collége, et que sa voix foudroyante vient de 
rappeler 4 ma mémoire: 

"J'ai vu Rolland dans sa colére, 
"Employer 1'effort de son bras 
"Pour pouvoir arracher de terre 
"Des arbres qui n'y tenaient pas. 

Je dois en venir a la partie sérieuse de la discussion, et faire voir 
tout ce qu'il y a de faux, méme de ridicule, dans le systéme de défense 
adopté, dans le cours de ces débats, par le Ministére et ses amis. Ce 
n'est pas la conduite de 1'Administration qu'ils cherchent 4 justifier; 
ce ne sont pas les Actes de cette Administration qu'ils défendent; c'est 
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la vie politique, ce sont les actions et les opinions de mon Honorable 
ami (M. Baldwin) qu'ils attaquent sans cesse. Quelle plus forte preuve 
veut-on avoir de la faiblesse du Ministére? 

Il s'agit de la situation politique du pays. C'est la question qu'a 
traitée avec ce grand talent qui le distingue, 1'Honorable M. Baldwin; 

M. Cameron pour l'attaquer, nous parle des lois civiles du Haut-Canada. 
M. Baldwin, dit-il, a changé d'opinion sur le droit de primogéniture. 

Je ne sais jusqu'a quel point il est fondé 4 faire cette assertion. 

Mais le serait-il, quel argument en veut-il tirer? Le voici. M. Bald- 
win n'entretient plus sur le droit de primogéniture, l'opinion qu'il 
pouvait avoir autrefois: Donc, le Ministére actuel c'est le meilleur, le 
plus innocent des Ministéres! Quelle force de raisonnement! Est-ce que 
1l'Honorable Représentant des Trois-Riviéres (M. Viger), le pére, le pro- 
tecteur de ce Ministére, ne se sent pas ému, blessé,méme, lui qui se 
plait tant 4 invoquer, du moins il nous le dit, lesrégles de la saine 
logique. 

M. Baldwin, a dit M. Cameron, invoque sans cesse la pratique Anglaise 
pour nous doter le Gouvernement responsable. Eh? bien, dit-il, en Angle- 
terre le Procureur-Général n'est pas Membre du cabinet; ici il en fait 
partie. Puis M. Cameron se repose aprés avoir émis cette proposition 
toute nue, car il s'apergoit qu'elle conduit A une conséquence absurde. 
Cependant 1'Honorable M. Viger 1'a applaudi. I1 faut dire quelle est 
cette conséquence. La voici:--Le Gouvernement responsable existe en 
Angleterre, dit M. Cameron, mais le Procureur-Général ne fait pas partie 
du cabinet. Ici, le Procureur-Général est Membre du cabinet canadien; 
donc nous ne pouvons pas avoir le Gouvernement responsable; Donc, lorsque 
comme Procureur-Général il était Membre du cabinet, il violait la consti- 
tution Anglaise. Voila le raisonnement de 1'Honorable Solliciteur-Gé- 
néral! 

M. Cameron nous a dit, avec une grande modestie, qu'il était jeune, 
que comme Représentant il était sans expérience; je le crois, M. 1'Orateur, 
et ce qu'il nous-a dit doit suffire pour nous en convaincre. Aussi qu'il 
me permette de lui citer un exemple; il le suivra, s'il le juge 4 propos. 
Comme lui, j'étais bien jeune, lorsqu'il y a prés de vingt ans je devins 
Membre de la Chambre d'Assemblée du Bas-Canada. Je restai deux sessions 
sans dire un mot; je me contentai d'écouter en silence. 

Mais M. Cameron a ajouté que, s'il était sans expérience parlementaire, 
il connaissait au moins les faits récents de l'histoire de son pays; et dans 
son désir de diriger des attaques personnelles contre mon Honorable ami 
M. Baldwin, et €coutant évidemment la suggestion de 1'un de ses voisins, 

il s'est laissé entrainer jusqu'a dire qu'a l'ouverture de la session de 
1843, M. Baldwin alors Membre du Ministére n'avait pas de siége dans cette 
Chambre. Cette assertion doit nous convaincre que 1'Hon. Membre est égale- 
ment sous un rapport comme sous l'autre sans expérience aucune. M. Baldwin 
était Membre de cette Chambre lors de l'ouverture de la session de 1843, 
comme il l'avait été auparavant et comme il 1'a toujours été depuis. Cette 
assertion pourtant, avait un but, c'était de nous présenter mon Honorable 
ami comme ayant lui-méme violé certains usages constitutionnels. L'argu- 
ment, si toutefois c'est un argument, a frappé 4 faux, dirigé comme il 
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1'était contre M. Baldwin. Mais si cet argument doit avoir quelqu'effet, 
et il me semble qu'il doit en avoir dans la pensée de 1'Hon. M. Viger, 
puisque celui-ci 1'a entendu avec un sourire tout-a-fait complaisant, 4 
qui donc doit-il s'appliquer, si ce n'est 4 M. Viger lui-méme? lui qui, 
président du Conseil Exécutif, avait fait convoquer le Parlement en 1844, 
non seulement sans avoir un siége dans la Législature, mais encore aprés 
avoir été repoussé, rejeté de deux des principaux Comtés de cette Province: 
C'est a lui, et 4 lui seul, que doit s'adresser le reproche de 1'Hon. Sol- 
liciteur-Général! Si, sous ce rapport, il y a eu violation, mépris des 
usages constitutionnels, 1'Hon. M. Viger en est seul coupable. Je crois 
que cela est clair. Au reste, je m'en rapporte aux Edun nT eeany - des régles 
de la saine logique de 1'Hon. Représentant des Trois-Riviéres. 

L'un des amendemens proposés par mon Honorable ami, Mr. Baldwin, con- 
siste a dire que le Parlement a été convoqué trop tard, 4 la veille méme 
de 1'expiration des douze mois fixés par la loi. A cette censure méritée, 
1'Hon. Sol-Genl. qui vient d'assumer les fonctions de Leader temporaire 
du parti Ministériel dans cette Chambre nous répond d'un ton bien grave: 
Oui, c'est une faute, humanum est errore; notre nouveau collégue n'est pas 
seulement Poete; il parle aussi latin; son prédécesseur n'avait pas, ou 
du moins, ne paraissait pas avoir ce talent. Mais, dit-il, avect cette 
voix dont le son ressemblait au bruit du tonnerre, 1'Ex-Ministére n'en a- 
t-il pas fait autant en 1843? Si c'est une faute, si c'est ume erreur, 
nous avons marché sur vos traces, nous avons suivi 1'exemple que vous nous 
avez donné. Et 1'Hon. Sol: Gén: croit qu'ayant prononcé ces paroles 
avec toute la force que ses poumons mettaient 4 sa disposition, il nous a 
terrassés, il nous a réduit au silence! Qu'il se désabuse, qu'il revienne 
de son erreur, quelque douce qu'elle puisse @tre. Cette fois encore, il 
a prouvé que non-seulement il était sans expérience parlementaire, mais 
qu'encore il ne connaissait pas les faits récents de 1'Histoire de son pays. 
L'Ex-Ministére aurait fait convoquer le Parlement dans l1'hiver de 1843, c'est- 
a-dire quelques mois aprés son avénement au pouvoir, si ce n'eut été de la 
maladie du gouverneur d'alors, Sir Charles Bagot, maladie qui a conduit en 
tombeau cet excellent gouverneur que le pays, du moins le Bas-Canada, a 
tout regretté. Toute pensée de convoquer le Parlement en Eté devait dispa- 
raitre devant 1'opinion bien connue de tous les membres de la Législature, 
sans distinction des partie politiques auxquels ils appartenaient, que le 
Parlement ne devait pas @6tre assemblé dans cette saison de l'année. Forcé 
a donc été a 1'Ex-Ministére d'attendre a la fin de Septembre pour conseiller 
cette convocation du 1843. Voila les faits, Mr. 1'Orateur. Le Ministére 
actuel, sans dire rien de ses promesses 4 la derniére session, peut-il pré- 
senter les mémes raisons, la méme excuse. 

Mais dit 1l'Honorable Sol: Gén: c'était une erreur que 1'Ex-Ministére 
avait commise, humanum est errare. Si nous avons fait une faute, si nous 
sommes coupables, c'est parce que ... en marchant sur les traces de 1'Ex- 
Ministére, nous avons persévéré dans cette erreur. Soit! Mais notre poéte, 
notre latiniste, n'aurait-il pas du, enlaissant l'application 4 lui-méme et 
a ses collégues, prononcer la seconde partie de sa maxime latine: Sed 
diabolicum perseverare, 9 inal 

En parcourant de nouveau les notes que j'ai prises du discours de 1'Hon. 
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Solliciteur Général je me sens tout naturellement conduit a la partie senti- 
mentale de ce discours. I1 y a encore la du latin. Quel commune vinculun, 
existe-t-il, s'est-il écrié, entre 1'Hon: Mr. Baldwin et les Représentans 
du Bas-Canada? Quel bien ou quel rapport commun doit-il exister entre eux? 
Aucun, répond-il, et je vais vous le prouver, tout en vous prouvant en méme 
tems que ce commune vinculum, cette sympathie, ces rapports tout-a fait 
fraternels, existent entre nous les conservatifs du Haut-Canada et les repré- 
sentans Canadiens-Frangais du Bas-Cenada. Quand il s'est agi de la question 
des biens des Jésuits, l'hon: Mr. Baldwin n'a-t-il pas voté contre vous 
autres, messieurs les membres du Bas-Canada? Quand il s'est agi de placer 
sur les fonds consolidés de la province certaines dépenses de 1'administra- 
tion de la justice dans le Haut-Canada, au préjudice du Bas-Canada, ne s'est- 
il séparé de vous, Messieurs les Canadiens-Frangais du Bas-Canada? Tels 
sont les faits que 1'Hon: Sol: Gén: a appelés a son secours pour nous prou- 
ver que ce n'est pas entre 1'Hon. Mr. Baldwin et nous qu'il doit exister de 
la sympathie, ce vinculum dont il parle, mais bien entre nous et le Ministére 
actuel. Je dois reconnaitre que 1'Hon. Sol. Gen. a eu raison de nous pré- 
venir qu'il était sans expérience. Si les deux faits qu'il a cités doivent 
avoir quelque poids dans nos délibérations, c'est de nous convaincre plus 
que jamais que le Bas-Canada est sacrifié au Haut-Canada; c'est de nous con- 
vaincre que, dans 1'état de choses existant, les hommes les plus honnetes 
seront quelquefois entrainés, par un désir de faire disparaitre de prétendues 
causes de jalousie, quelqu'injustes qu'elles soient, a donner des votes que 
nous Bas-Canadiens, nous condamnons, mais que vous Haut-Canadiens approuvez 
en masse. Mais est-ce bien 4 vous, membres du Ministére qui nous régit depuis 
trois ans, est-ce bien 4 vous, conservatifs et membres Ministériels du Haut- 
Canada, 4 jeter a la face de mon honorable ami les deux votes en question? 
Et vous voulez encore, en 1'attaquant ainsi personnellement, exciter notre 
sympathie en votre faveur! Vous voulez, avec la perfidi qui caractérise 
votre Ministére, vous poser en défenseurs des droits des Bas-Canadiens, et 
nous prouver que vous seuls avez de la sympathie pour nous Canadiens-Frangais? 
n'ajoutez pas l’insulte 4 l'oppression; soyez francs, sincéres, méme dans 
l'abus du pouvoir que Sir Charles Metcalfe vous a confié, et que vous n'au- 
riez jamais obtenu sans lui, sans sa participation active dans nos élections. 
Est-ce mon honorable ami qui a provoqué les deux votes en question? N'est-ce 
pas vous, au contraire, qui, avec le concours des deux Canadiens-Frangais 
que vous aviez dans le Ministére, MM. Viger et Papineau, avez pris l'initia- 
tive et tes venus dans la derniére session nous proposer ces deux votes? 
Y'en a-t-il un seul parmi vous qui ait objecté 4 ces deux votes que nous, 
nous condamnons, mais que vous, vous approuvez? Dans 1l'appui que MM. Viger 
et Papineau et les autres membres Ministériels du Bas-Canada ont donné a 
ces deux votes, 1'Hon. Mr. Baldwin et ses amis du Haut-Canada ne trouvent- 
ils pas une justification de la conduite qu'ils ont tenue en ces deux occa- 
sions? L'Hon. Sol. Gen. a voulu, pour exciter notre sympathie en faveur du 
Ministére, nous donner a entendre que lui-méme regardait les deux votes en 
question comme des actes de spoliation des droits des Bas-Canadiens. Oui, 
ce sont des actes de spoliation, mais c'est le Ministére et ses amis qui 
sont les premiers coupables. I1 faut avouer que c'est 14 un mode assez 
étrange de nous montrer de la sympathie. 

Si comme 1'a dit 1'Hon. Mr. Cameron, le commune vinculum dont il a 
parlé doit exister entre le parti du Haut-Canada, qu'il représente et nous 
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Bas-Canadiens-Francais, il repousse alors le parti du Bas-Canada que repré- 
sente dans cette Chambre 1'Hon. M. Moffatt, parti qui, quelque faible qu'il 
soit, est en opposition au notre et le sera malheureusement toujours tant 
qu'il aura pour guide 1'Hon. Membre de la Cité de Montréal. Est-ce que 
celui-ci que je vois 4 son siége ne doit pas @tre reconnaissant 4 1'Hon. 
Sol. Gén. de cette déclaration de sentiments qui, si elle est sincére, le 
repousse lui et ... ses quelques amis qui siégent a ses cdtés? 

Enfin si 1'Hon. Mr. Cameron veut vraiment nous témoigner de la sympathie, 
il fera bien d'invoquer d'autres moyens que ceux dont il vient de faire 
usage. 

Notre collégue aux idées poétiques n'a pu terminer son discours sans 
en appeler aux cheveux blancs de 1l'honorable Membre des Trois-Riviéres, M. 
Viger; il nous a dit que nous devions les respecter, nous les respectons, 
M. 1'Orateur, car nous respectons la vieillesse. Mais veut-on que ce res- 
pect soit porté jusqu'au point de nous abstenir de le combattre, lorsque 
nous le voyons tous les jours, par un motif ou par un autre, sacrifier les 
droits de ses compatriotes? Vous nous demandez de respecter ses cheveux 
blancs. Montrez-nous donc 1'exemple, vous qui siégez de l'autre coté de 
la chambre, et surtout vous, Membres du Ministére. Les avez-vous bien res- 
pectés ses cheveux blancs, lorsque vous l'avez fait sortir de votre Conseil? 
Les a-t-il bien respectés lui-méme lorsque, se soumettant 4 cette dégrada- 
tion, il a continué de vous servir, sans méme faire connaitre les raisons 
de sa retraite du Ministére? Son silence a cet égard ne nous permet pas 
de croire qu'il y ait eu d'autre raison que celle qui se trouve consignée 
dans une lettre de son ci-devant collégue M. Draper, devenue publique il 
y a plus d'un an, a savoir que, "sa retraite du Conseil était essentielle 
pour fortifier le Gouvernement." 

L'Honorable Solliciteur-Général, a jugé a propos de faire allusion 4 
sa derniére négotiation Ministérielle qui a eu lieu avec 1'Honorable M. 
Caron, quoique la correspondance promise n'ait pas encore été mise devant 
cette Chambre. J'attendrai, pour en parler plus en long, qu'elle nous ait 
été promise. Mais je n'ai pas été peu surprise d'entendre 1'Honorable M. 
Cameron nous dire que les conditions proposées par M. Caron relativement 
a M. Daly étaient des conditions honteuses, puisqu'elles avaient pour objet 
de sacrifier M. Daly et avec lui la population anglaise du Bas-Canada. 
D'abord, sans parler de la partie nombreuse de cette population qui appar- 
tient 4 notre parti, je dois dire que c'est une nouvelle pour moi d'apprendre 
pour la premiére fois que 1'Honorable M. Daly est ici le représentant de 
l'autre partie de cette population qui s'appelle torie. Ce sera également, 
j'en suis certain, une nouvelle pour 1'Honorable Membre de la Cité de Mont- 
réal, M. Moffatt. Si c'est le cas, M. Daly ayant été Membre de toutes les 
administrations, il s'ensuit que la partie en question de cette population 
a toujours été représentée, et fidélement représentée, je pense, dans tous 
les Ministéres. Je m'empresse donc de l'en féliciter. 

J'en viens maintenant, M. L'Orateur, au discours étrange qu'a prononcé 
M. Gowan au commencement de ces débats, aux attaques non moins étranges 
qu'il a dirigées contre la mémoire de Lord Durham, en citant peu généreuse- 
ment des phrase isolées de son rapport sur l'état politique du Canada. Je 
ne parlerai pas des motifs que 1'Honorable Membre pouvait avoir en agissant 
ainsi; je lui laisse a lui le soin de les réconcilier avec le devoir que 
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lui impose sa qualité de représentant du peuple, si, comme il nous le 
dit trop souvent, son désire sincére est de ne pas faire revivre les 
anciennes animosités politiques qui divisaient le Bas Canada. I1 a, 

en cette occasion, adopté un bien triste moyen de nous prouver sa sin- 
cérité. Dans tous les cas, il s'est proposé un but, c'était celui de 
nous présenter Lord Durham comme ayant insulté les Canadiens-—frangcais. 
Il est de mon devoir de défendre la mémoire de Lord Durham, lorsque, 
dans mon opinion, elle est injustement attaquée, la mémoire d'un gou- 
verneur qui a repoussé avec indignation la demande qu'on lui avait 
faite de verser le sang des prisonniers politiques, la mémoire d'un 
homme auquel nous devons la reconnaissance du principe de responsa- 
bilité, appliqué 4 notre constitution. Ce dernier bienfait seul est 
suffisant pour m'imposer l'obligation de le défendre. Je le fais avec 
d'autant plus de plaisir que, lorsque dans le mois de janvier, 1838, 
au moment de mettre les pieds sur les rivages d'Angleterre, j'appris sa 
nomination de gouverneur des Canadas, je l'approuvai bien cordialement, 
et m'empressai d'en témoigner ma satisfaction 4 mes amis en ce pays. 
Que l'on n'aille pas croire que j'approuve tout ce qu'il y a dans le 
rapport de Lord Durham, encore moins sa recommandation de 1'Union des 
provinces. Non, loin de moi cette pensée, Mais 1'Union est un fait 
accompli, irrévocable, je le crains bien. Quel est celui d'’entre nous 
qui puisse nourrir l'espoir chimérique que cette Union sera jamais dis- 
soute par un sentiment de justice pour nous Bas—Canadiens? I1 n'y en 
a aucun. 

Ayant fait ces remarques, M. 1l'Orateur, je dois dire que quand on 
lit le Rapport de Lord Durham, il faut distinguer ce qui n'est qu'un 
récit de ce qu'on lui a dit de l'état des partis politiques, de leurs 
faits, de leurs opinions, de leurs sentimens, et ce qui peut @tre regardé 
comme @étant ses opinions, ses vues, ses sentimens propres. Dans la 
premiére catégorie, je place les phrases isolées citées par M. Gowan; 
dans la seconde, je place les passages que j'aurai bientdt 1l'honneur de 
citer moi-méme. 

M. Gowan a d'abord cité, mais d'une maniére tronquée, la partie du 
rapport de Lord Durham qui fait allusion a la prétendue animosité poli- 
tique qui, a-t-il dit, anime les canadiens-francais lorsqu'ils sont appelés 
a servir comme Jurés dans l'administration de la justice criminelle. Et 
nous apostrophant a la suite de cette citation tronquée, il s'est écrié: 
comment pouvez—vous, vous canadiens-frangais, féliciter Lord Elgin de ses 
liaisons avec la famille d'un homme qui a ainsi voulu vous flétrir, qui a 
ainsi accusé vos compatriotes de se rendre coupables de parjure? Cette 
accusation serait bien grave, si elle était fondée. Mais si Lord Durham 
n'a pas dit cela comme étant sa propre conviction, mais bien comme étant 
le sentiment d'un parti politique dont les chefs ont pu s'exprimer ainsi 
en sa présence; si, encore, le passage en question ne s'applique pas seule- 
ment aux Jurés de mon origine, mais encore et également au Jurés d'origine 
anglaise, l'éloquence, les mouvements d'indignation de 1'Honorable Membre 
auront été en pure perte car il n'aura pas atteint son but. I1 n'a cité 
qu'une phrase du rapport, ai-je déja dit; je vais citer tout le passage; 
il se trouve a4 la 2le page: 
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"Each race relies on the vote of its countrymen to save it harmless 
from the law, and the mode of challenging allows of such an exclusion of 
the hostile party that the french offender may make sure of, and the Eng- 
lish hope for a favourable Jury, and a consequent acquittal. _Thisstate 
of things and the consequent impunity of political affairs; dis distinctly 
admitted by both sides.''* 

L'on voit que ce reproche, s'il est vrai, s'applique aux deux origines. 
Comment Lord Durham n'aurait-il pas pu 1'appliquer aux Jurés d'origine 
anglaise, lorsqu'il avait sous les yeux le résultat du procés de la personne 
accusée du meurtre de Marcoux, de celui de la personne accusée du meurtre 
de Payet, et le résultat de l'indictement présenté au grand Jury contre 
les militaires et les magistrats impliqués dans le meurtre du 21 Mai 1832? 
Lord Durham rapporte un procés qui a eu lieu 4 Québec pour subordination 
de parjure. 11 ajoute que ce n'était pas un procés politique, mais que 
c'était un cas qui pouvait donner lieu 4 une division d'opinion parmi les 
Jurés. Les Jurés ne purent s'accorder, ceux d'origine anglaise étant tous 
d'un coté, et ceux d'origine francaise de l'autre. Pourquoi 1'Hon: membre 
n'a-t-il pas cité ce passage? La raison en est bien simple; il aurait 
manqué le but qu'il s'était proposé. 

Une autre phrase isolée a aussi été citée par M. Gowan, pour nous 
convaincre que Lord Durham avait traité les canadiens francais d'ignorans. 
C'est une espece de plaisir que se permettent trop souvent dans cette 
chambre les détracteurs de mes compatriotes. Aveuglés par leur haine, 
leur antipathie et leur basse jalousie, tous les moyens leur conviennent. 
L'Hon: membre est de ce nombre, bien qu'il affecte tous les dehors d'un 
admirateur des canadiens-francais. Et en répétant plusieurs fois le mot 
"ignorant", il nous a mis 4 méme de mieux apprécier sa pensée et sa sin- 
cérité. Lord Durham a dit, il est vrai, que sous certains rapports 1'édu- 
cation des anglais était supérieure 4 la n6tre, mais il a aussi dit que 
la notre était supérieure 4 celle des premiers sous d'autres rapports. 

Mr. Gowan s'est bien donné de garde de citer cette derniére partie du 
rapport de Lord Durham. Je vais y suppléer. 

"I know of no people among whomst a large provision exists for the 
high Kinds of elementary education, or amongst whom such education is 
really extened to a large proportion of the population." 

"I am inclined to think that the greater amount of refinement, of 
speculation thought, of the knowledge that books can give, is, with some 
brillant (sic) exceptions, to be found among the French."** 

Voila ce qu'a dit Lord Durham. Et puisque j'en suis sur ce sujet, 
je dois dire 4 1'Hon.: Membre que lui, comme anglais, est bien mal venu 
a faire des assertions aussi mal fondées. Proportion gardée avec la 
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*"Chacune des races compte sur le vote des siens pour échapper a la 
rigueur de la loi, et le mode de recusation rend tellement facile 1'exclu- 
sion du parti hostile que 1'accusé francais peut @tre siir, et l'anglais 
espérer, d'avoir un Jury favorable, et par conséquent étre acquitté. Cet 
état de choses et l'impunité des offenses politiques qui en est la consé- 
quence, est clairement admis des deux cétés." 
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population, il y a autant d'enfants qui fréquentent nos écoles qu'il y 

en a en Angleterre. Ce n'est que tout derniérement que je lisais dans 

un Journal anglais que dans Londres méme, dans ce centre des richesses 

et des affaires, il y avait plus de cent mille enfans, en état d'apprendre 
a lire et 4 ecrire, qui ne fréquentaient aucune école et qui croupissaient 
dans l'ignorance la plus crasse. Je ne sortirai pas encore de 1'Angle- 
terre. Lisez les rapports de commissions parlementaires ou nommés par 

le Gouvernement. Vous y verrez constaté que des masses d'individus, sur- 
tout de ceux employés a 1'exploitation des mines de charbon, sont sans 
instruction aucune; que méme plusieurs d'entr'’eux ignorent qu'il existe 

un Dieu! Des commissaires demandaient 4 quelquesuns de ces malheureux: 
avez-vous jamais entendu prononcer le nom de Dieu? Ils répondirent: 

quel est ce homme 1a? Parcourez tout le Bas-Canada, et vous ne trouverez 
pas, méme dans nos foréts les plus reculées, un seul canadien-francais 

qui vous fera une pareille réponse qui témoigne de 1l'ignorance la plus 
profonde et de la dégradation la plus grande. 

Vous nous reprochez aussi notre attachement 4 notre langue, nos lois, 
et nos habitudes. Vous croyez donc que c'est chose bien facile de faire 
renoncer un peuple 4 tout ce qui constitue son existence. Vous é@tes donc 
ignorants, aussi, vous, puisque vous ignorez l'histoire de votre pays. 
N'en sortez pas encore; regardez au pays de Galles. Ne voit-on pas tous 
les jours devant les tribunaux des Jurés qui ne parlent pas 1'Anglais, 
mais qui ne parlent que la langue de leurs ancétres? N'est-on pas obligé 
de les faire assister d'un interpréte? Regardez 1'Ecosse. Les Ecossais 
sont-ils a4 blamer, a condamner, de tenir a4 leurs lois qui ont une si grande 
analogie avec les notres? Lorsque je voyageais en Angleterre, un homme 
distingué me raconta le fait suivant. Dans une paroisse du pays de Galles, 
on voulut un jour établir une école ou l'enseignement devait étre donné 
dans la langue Anglaise seule. Les habitans refusérent d'y envoyer leurs 
enfans et comme ils persistérent dans ce refus, tous les efforts qui furent 
faits pour maintenir cette cole, devinrent inutiles. L'on s'y prit mieux 
ensuite. Une école fut établie dans la langue de la population; les habi- 
tans y envoyérent leurs enfans. On y ajouta peu aprés l'étude de la langue 
Anglaise; les enfans étudiérent cette langue. Que les honorables Membres 
posent bien ces faits, ces considérations, et ils se convaincront que ce 
n'est pas par des insultes ni par des moyensviolents qu'ils parviendront 
a leur but. 

Ayant, comme je le pense, répondu aux deux Honorables Membres, je vais 
maintenant dire quelles sont les raisons qui me portent a seconder les 
amendemens a 1'adresse, proposés par mon honorable ami, Mr. Baldwin. Je 
vais dire pourquoi le Ministére n'a aucun titre a la confiance du Bas-Canada. 
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*k"Je ne connais aucun peuple chez qui il existe une plus grande 
disposition pour l'étude des hautes branches d'éducation élémentaire, 
ou chez qui cette éducation soit plus répandue, en égard a la population." 
"Je suis porté a croire que la plus grande proportion de connais- 
sances que peuvent donner les livres, se trouve, a quelques brillantes 
exceptions pres, parmi les Francais." 
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D'abord quant 4 la loi des Elections. I1 était admis qu'il était 
absolument nécessaire de refaire cette loi. Dans la premiére session, 
je présentai un Bill 4 cet effet. A sa seconde lecture, le Ministére 
le fit rejeter a une majorité de six; Mais pour réussir auprés de ses 
partisans mémes 4 obtenir ce rejet le Ministére fut obligé de promettre 
que dans la session suivante il présenterait lui-méme un projet de loi 
aux mémes fins, de méme qu'un autre bill pour régulariser le mode de 
procédure dans les contestations d'élections. Une seconde session s'est 
Ecoulée, et le Ministére n'a rien fait pour accomplir sa promesse; et 
il n'y a aucune apparence qu'il 1'accomplisse dans la présente session. 

Dans la premiére session, le Ministére a fait adopter les lois d'édu- 
cation et des municipalités. Toutes deux malfaites inintelligible dans 
plusieurs de leurs dispositions, n'ont pu fonctionner avec avantage, et 
ont tout jeté dans la confusion. 

L'éducation est le plus grand bienfait qu'un gouvernement puisse 
conférer a un peuple. Nous demandions une loi avec instance. L'Hon. 
Membre de 1'Ottawa, Mr. Papineau, qui nous avait souvent dit qu'il n'avait 
pas besoin d'avocats pour rédiger les lois, nous présenta son bill des 
Ecoles. I1 en était le pére; ce bill était absurde et méme ridicule dans 
plusieurs de ses parties. L'Opposition fit tous ses efforts pour 1'amender. 
Je pris une part active dans ce sens jusqu'au moment ou 1'Hon. membre 
honteux de me voir lui signaler tant de défauts qui défiguraient son en- 
fant, et n'écoutant, comme c'était bien natural, que ses entrailles de 
pére, me forga par sa conduite insultante, 4 me retirer de la Chambre 
pendant la discussion de son Bill. I1 m'avait menacé de le faire passer 
tel qu'il était par sa majorité du Haut-Canada, si je persistais dans 
mes objections. Je pensai que mes amis auraient plus de chance que moi. 
Je me retirai. Ce bill devait, dans la pensée de son auteur, étre par- 
fait et de longue durée. I1 avait neanmoins une disposition salutaire 
dans les circonstances; c'était celle qui donnait 1'alternative de pré- 
lever, par une contribution volontaire, la somme requise pour avoir droit 
a celle accordée sur les fonds consolidés de la Province. Dés la session 
Suivante, 1'Hon. membre, renoncant 4 sa premiére loi, nous en présenta 
une autre, aussi défectueuse dans sa rédaction que la premiére. En outre, 
il fit disparaitre 1l'alternative de la contribution volontaire, attribu- 
ant a cette alternative principalement les difficultés qui avaient existé. 
Il rendit la cotisation forcée dans tous les cas, I1 nous assura que les 
renseignemens qu'avait le gouvernement rendaient cette disposition néces- 
saire. Il en prit la Responsabilité. La loi passa ainsi. I1 fallait 
une main ferme pour exécuter cette loi, puisque toute loi de cette nature, 
dans les commencements de son opération, doit nécessairement entrainer 
quelque difficultés et faire naitre quelque résistance. I1 fallait sur- 
tout la preuve d'une grande sincérité de la part du Ministére. Mais 
comment ce Ministére a-t-il montré cette sincérité? Dés la veille de la 
derniére session, il a choisi pour Solliciteur-Général, Mr. Taschereau, 
qui, devenu membre de 1'Administration, a dans son adresse aux électeurs, 
fait la promesse de voter contre la cotisation, bien qu'ensuite pour ne 
pas perdre sa place, il ait voté la cotisation forcée. Etait-ce 1a 
de la part du Ministére montrer de la sincérité, de la bonne foi? Que 
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voyons-nous encore aujourd'hui? un nouveau Solliciteur-Général, Mr. Tur- 
cotte, notoirement connu comme adversaire du principe fondamental de la 
loi des écoles proposée par le Ministére. I1 1'a méme 1'été dernier dé- 
claré dans une assemblée publique. Cependant on le fait entrer dans 
1'Administration. I1 brigue, dit-on, les suffrages des Electeurs de 
Champlain, avec l'approbation du Ministére. Est-il 4 supposer qu'opposé 
comme il l'est a votre loi, il ne cherchera pas a la décréditer auprés 
des Electeurs en se déclarant contre la cotisation, comme on assure 
qu'il le fait déja, dans la vue de gagner quelques voix de plus? Et 
s'il le fait, a 1'example de son prédécesseur Mr. Taschereau, ne doit-on 
pas en conclure que, connaissant son opposition, vous lui avez néanmoins 
permis de ... le faire, si ce n'est par écrit, du moins verbalement? 
Cette conclusion est toute naturelle, autrement vous ne le choisiriez 
pas pour Solliciteur-Général. Est-ce 1a montrer de la bonne foi, de la 
sincérité? Est-ce 14 meriter la confiance du pays? 

Au reste, ces deux lois d'éducation et des municipalités, sont si 
défectueuses dans leur rédaction, si inintelligibles dans plusieurs de 
leurs dispositions, que si le ministére ne veut pas les amender dans cette 
session, et il ne semble pas le vouloir, il ferait tout aussi bien d'en 
proposer l'abrogation. 

Il est un autre sujet qui demandait impérieusement 1'attention du 
ministére. C'est le tirage ou le choix des Jurés. J'ai entendu autrefois 
1'Hon. M. Viger définir la constitution anglaise, la réunion de douze 
hommes honnétes et probes sur le banc du Jury. I1 avait peut-étre raison. 
Depuis longtems le choix des Jurés est laissé a l'arbitraire d'un Offi- 
cier duGouvernement. L'Hon. M. Viger n'avait pas, il est vrai, un siége 
dans cette Chambre durant la premiére session de ce Parlement; mais il 
en avait un dans la seconde; dans tous les cas, il était membre du minis- 
tére. Si, dans la derniére session, il a présenté.un Bill de Jurés, ce 
n'est probablement qu'avec une grande répugnance, pusqui'il (sic) ne l'a 
fait qu'aprés des demandes, des avis réitérés de ma part. Encore a 
peine l'avait-il présenté qu'il 1'a abandonné. 


Ici, M. VIGER dit que ce n'est pas le cas.©/ 


M, LAFONTAINE ((continua:)) Est-ce que ce n'est pas abandonner un 
Bill que de ne pas procéder lorsque l'ordre du jour est appelé, et de 
le laisser tomber, sans ensuite le faire revivre? C'est ce que 1'Hon. 
membre, alors Président du ministére, a fait dans cette occasion. I1 
Savait que l'opposition demandait cette loi et qu'elle lui aurait donné 
son appui. I1 était donc stir de la faire adopter. Pourquoi le Bill 
présenté par lui a-t-il été ainsi abandonné? I1 ne nous en donnera 
aucune raison. I1 parait néanmoins. que ce Bill n'était qu'une copie d'un 
ancien Bill qu'il avait autre fois présenté dans la Législature du Bas- 
Canada, et qu'il n'était nullement en accord avec les nouvelles lois de 
judicature. 

Vient ensuite la question de 1'indemnité réclamée par ceux qui ont 
souffert des pertes dans nos malheureux troubles politiques. Avant 1'u- 
nion des Provinces, la Législature du Haut-Canada avait passé une loi 
appropriant £40,000 pour le paiement de ces pertes dans cette partie de 
la Province, bien qu'alors la caisse du Haut-Canada fit entiérement vide. 
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Dés la premiére Session de ce Parlement, 1'Hon. M. Papineau se hata de 
présenter un Bill 4 l'effet de satisfaire le Haut-Canada sous ce rapport. 
Mais le ministére ne proposait aucune mesure semblable pour le Bas-—Canada. 
Mon Honorable ami, M. Leslie, dans les premiers jours de la méme session, 
avait demandé au ministére si c'était son intention de faire pour le Bas- 
Canada ce qu'elle faisait pour le Haut-Canada. La réponse du ministére 
fut négative. Plus tard, lors de la discussion du Bill de M. Papineau, 
je fis voir la partialité de 1'Administration pour le Haut-Canada. Heu- 
reusement,l'Hon. M. Moffatt qui alors, (c'était avant 1'élection de M. 
Draper), faisait mouvoir a4 son gré le ministére, vint a mon secours; car 
il y avait encore quelques loyaux par Excellence dans le Bas-Canada, qui 
n'avaient pas encore été payés. La parole de M. Moffatt étant plus puis- 
sante que la mienne, le ministére fut obligé de promettre de s'enquérir 
des pertes dans le Bas-Canada; et je crois que 1'Hon. membre des Deux 
Montagnes fit adopter une Adresse a cet effet. Dans la vacance, 1'Admin- 
istration fit nommer une commission de cinq personnes, ayant pour Secré- 
taire le protegé de M. Viger, M. Barthe. Ce rapport nous fut soumis 
durant la derniére Session. Qu'en est il resulté? Rien. Le ministére 
se ressouvint alors qu'il existait encore quelques Rapports des anciens 
commissaires nommés en vertue d'une Ordonnance du Conseil Spécial. Ces 
Rapports n'étaient favorables qu'aux favoris, aux privilégiés de cette 
€poque. Le ministére les prit sous sa protection; et dans la derniére 
session, il fit passer une loi pour les payer. Mais que fit-il pour cette 
masse d'individus malheureux qui, soit parce qu'ils étaient Canadiens- 
francais, ou libéraux, avaient eu leurs propriétés saccagées ou brulées? 
Il avait pourtant promis de faire justice a leurs réclamations. Sa com- 
mission avait fait rapport. Le Ministére n'en fit rien. Je vous demande 
pardon, M. 1'Orateur: il ajouta 1'insulte au malheur. I1 les soumit 4 
des voyages cotiteux et a des dépenses inutiles. Voila tout ce qu'ils 

ont obtenu. Le ministére payait bien néanmoins les protégés des commis-— 
saires du Conseil Spécial. Les réclamations de ces derniers, disait-il, 
sont établies. A ce prétexte, 4 cette faible excuse, je répondis que 
pour la méme raison, le ministére, s'il était conséquent avec lui-méme, 
devait au moins pourvoir en méme tems au paiement des indemnités des Fa- 
briques de St. Questache et de St. Benoit dont les Eglises et les presby- 
téres avaient été incendiés et détruits, puisque ces indemnités avaient 
été clairement établies et constatées par des Comités Spéciaux de cette 
Chambre. I1 s'agissait du Bas-Canada; et point de justice pour le Bas- 
Canada! 

Si, maintenant, je reporte mon attention aux nominations faites par 
1'Exécutif, que vois-je? D'abord cinq Conseillers Législatifs ont été 
nommés sous 1'Administration actuelle. Dans ce nombre, il n'y a pas 
un seul Canadien-frangais: On me dira peut-étre: nous ne pouvons pas 
en trouver. Si c'est 1a une excuse, que signifie-t-elle, si ce n'est 
que votre Administration est repoussée de tous mes compatriotes? A quoi 
vous sert-il donc d'attacher a cette Administration les noms de Viger- 
Papineau? 

Vous aviez pour Solliciteur-Général M. Taschereau. Quelque soient 
ses fautes, quelque ffit son amour des emplois, quelque mauvaise que fit 
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son amour des emplois, quelque mauvaise que fit la porte par laquelle 

il est entré dans cette chambre, je me plais néanmoins a lui rendre la 
justice de dire que, comme avocat, il était un de ceux qui étaient 4a 

la téte de notre profession. Je m'empresse d'autant plus de le dire 

que je sais que le silence qu'il a gardé dans cette chambre l'a fait 
regarder par les membres ministériels du Haut-Canada comme un homme sans 
capacité et sans talents. Ce silence, il fallait l'attribuer au senti- 
ment qu'il avait de sa fausse position. Mainte fois, je n'en ai aucun 
doute, il a di amérement regretter de s'@étre assis sur le banc qu'il 
occupait. Toujours est-il vrai qu'étant Solliciteur-Général, il avait 
d'aprés l'usage, un droit acquis 4 la place de Procureur-Général, en 

cas de vacance. I1 était capable d'en remplire les devoirs, pour le 
moins aussi bien, si ce n'est méme mieux, que celui que vous venez de 
nommer a cette charge. Pourquoi donc M. Taschereau n'a-t-il pas succédé 
a Mr. Smith, lorsque celui-ci s'est empressé de vous quitter pour monter 
sur le banc de la justice? Je sais que nous ne me répondrez pas; mais 
je vais moi-méme vous en dire la raison. Mr. Taschereau avait le péché 
originel: il était né Canadien-Francais! Une insulte de plus ou de 
moins, qu'est-ce que cela Bae N'y a-t-il pas encore un Canadien- 
Francais dans le Ministére?® 

Et lorsqu'aprés avoir fait accepter 4 Mr. Taschereau la charge de 
Juge de circuit, celle de Sol. Gén. est devenue vacante, pourquoi ne 
1l'avez-vous pas donnée 4 1l'hon. Mr. deBleury qui est le seul avocat 
Canadien-Frangais dans cette Chambre, qui vote avec le ministére? Assuré- 
ment, vous ne pouvez pas, avec votre majorité d'un, méconnaitre, sans 
injustice, tout le poids de son vote. Assurément, dans votre pensée, 
dans votre opinion, 1'Hon. Mr. de Bleury devait avoir des titres a cette 
charges Pourquoi ne la lui avez nous donc pas conférée? Doit-il aussi 
lui, souffrir du péché originel! Vous me direz peut-étre: Le Ministére 
ne peut perdre une voix; Mr. DeBleury aurait été obligé de retourner 
devant les Electeurs de Montréal, et il n'aurait pas été réélu. Est-ce 
la une objection, surtout lorsque le ci-devant Président du Conseil Exé- 
cutif, aprés avoir été rejeté par ses compatriotes dans deux Comtés, est 
resté toute une session, sans avoir un siége dans cette Chambre? 

Pour ne pas perdre votre majorité d'un, vous n'avez pas nommé Mr. 
deBleury. Vous avez préféré, aprés le petit voyage sentimental de Mr. 
Papineau dans le Comté de Champlain, faire tomber votre choix sur une 
autre personne. Si l'on en croit la rumeur publique, Mr. Turcotte doit 
6tre fait Solliciteur-Général. Ce sera bien agréable, (remarquez que ce 
n'est pas moi qui parle,) ce sera bien agréable, dis-je, a4 la population 
Canadienne-Francgaise d'avoir pour Solliciteur-Général un homme que votre 
presse, que vos partisans ont dit @tre la lie des Canadiens, the dreggs 
and dribblets of Canadianism? I1 faudra bien du courage a Mr. Turcotte 
pour accepter ce compliment. 

Vous avez destitué 1'Hon: Mr. Caron de’sa place d'Orateur du Conseil 
Législatif. Et pourquoi? C'est une vengeance que vous avez exercée. 
Elle est bien petite et bien triste, cette vengeance! Mr. Caron, ajoutant 
foi a vos promesses, a vos professions de sincerité, a fait plus pour vous 
que vous ne le méritiez. 11 croyait que vous vouliez rendre justice a 
ses compatriotes. 11 vous a écoutés. Les propositions qu'il vous a faites 
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derniérement, et qui ont été la cause de sa destitution, étaient les 
mémes que celles qu'il vous avait faites il y a prés de deux ans, et 
qui reposaient sur un principe qu'il pouvait avouer. Pourquoi ne 1'avez- 
vous pas destitué alors? Sa conduite 4 votre égard a été dictée par 
des motifs honnétes, honorables. Et, pour récompense, vous 1l'avez 
honteusement destitué, sacrifié. Si, encore, vous aviez agi sur le 
prétexte, comme vous l'aviez dit, de faire une économie des deniers pu- 
blics en réunissant les deux charges d'Orateur du Conseil Législatif et 
de Président du Conseil Exécutif, vous vous seriez au moins présenté 
devant les Chambres avec une espéce d'excuse. Mais vous ne vous é@tes 
pas méme servi de ce prétexte; et, comme pour mieux nous prouver que 
la proscription des Canadiens est a l'ordre du jour, vous avez destitué 
Mr. Caron. Je vous en remercie de tout mon coeur; vous avez cimenté 
plus que jamais, et sans vous en douter, 1'Union parmi les Canadiens- 
frangais. 

Il est un autre grief dont nous, Canadiens-francgais, avons eu 4 nous 
plaindre depuis la cession du pays a 1'Angleterre jusqu'a 1l'arrivée de 
Lord Gosford. Je veux parler de la composition des tribunaux Supérieurs 
des Districts de Québec et de Montréal. Chacun de ces tribunaux est 
composé de quatre Juges. I1 y avait toujours eu trois Juges Anglais 
et un seul Juge Canadien quoique le chiffre de la population ait tou- 
jours exigé le contraire. En 1836, Lord Gosford en nommant le Juge Bédard 
a Québec, établit comme régle qu'il y aurait au-moins deux Juges Canadiens 
sur quatre. Plus tard, Sir Charles Bagot fit autant pour le District de 
Montréal, lorsqu'il nous donna pour Juge en-Chef le premier Jurisconsulte 
du Pays, 1'Hon. Valliéres de St. Réal. Mais 4 peine la mort a-t-elle en- 
levé ce Juge 4 sa famille et 4 son pays, que cette Administration, 4 nous, 
Canadiens-Frangais, s'empresse de faire revivre le plus ancien et le plus 
insultant de nos griefs, en violant la régle au maintien de laquelle deux 
de nos meilleurs gouvernans avaient engagé la foi du Gouvernement anglais! 
Et encore, qui nous a été donné pour Successeur 4 M. Valliéres? Un Avocat 
du troisiéme ou du quatriéme ordre, si nous en croyons les Journaux Organes 
du ministére, le ci-devant Procureur-Général M. Smith qui, au dire de ces 
mémes Journaux, n'avait d'autre titre a cette haute charge, que la triste 
célébrité qu'il s'est acquise par son discours; dans cette Chambre, sur la 
constitution anglaise. Et quand nous voyons revivre un tel grief, quand 
nous nous voyons soumis de nouveau 4 un acte d'injustice et d'insulte aussi 
flagrante,n'ai-je pas le droit, M. 1'Orateur, de dire a ces deux hommes de 
mon origine qui ont figuré, et dont 1'un figure encore dans le ministére 
que nous a légué Lord Metcalfe: Qu'avez-vous fait pour vos compatriotes, 
depuis que vous étes devenus membres de 1'Administration? Quelle influence 
y avez-vous eue? Vous avez flétri le nom Canadien! Vous avez sacrifié 
l'honneur a l'amour des emplois! Vous avez un salaire, il est vrai, mais 
vous n'avez jamais eu le pouvoir! Vous n'avez été que des instrumens entre 
les mains de vos collégues: Vous avez sacrifié votre pays. Vous en aurez 
bientot la récompense. L'un de vous a déja été expulsé du Conseil, l'autre 
le sera bientét!/0 

En présence de tous ces faits, comment pouvons-nous avoir confiance 
dans 1'administration actuelle? Sommes-nous les seuls a l'attaquer, 4 la 
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condamner? Ses propres partisans, toute la presse ministérielle, nous 
ont, dans la derniére vacance, représenté cette administration sous les 
couleurs les plus hideuses. N'avons-nous-pas eu un Junius canadien, 

un Paul Louis Courrier canadien, sous la signature de Uncle Ben? Ses 
lettres ont été publiées avec gaité de coeur par presque tous les journaux 
conservatifs, surtout dans le Haut-Canada. Dans ces lettres, le seul 
homme de talent que vous avez dans le ministére, celui sans lequel ce 
ministére n'’aurait pu se maintenir dans les deux derniéres sessions, a 
été représenté comme une fourbe, comme un malhonnéte homme, sans carac- 
tére et sans pudeur. I1 était votre chef, et cependant vous n'avez pas 
cessé de le vilipender; était-ce la un moyen de gagner au ministére la 
confiance de l'opposition et celle du pays? Si vos partisans veulent 
avec bonne foi solliciter notre appui pour vous, s'ils veulent que nous 
vous respections, qu'ils commencent donc par vous respecter eux-mémes. 
Vous avez dégotité votre chef, l'honorable M. Draper. I1 se retire avec 
une place de juge;cependant vous voulez l'abreuver d'amertume jusqu'a 

la fin. Vous le forcez, lorsqu'il a résigné son siége, lorsque vous 
l'avez fait juge, a venir encore vous donner un vote politique dans cette 
chambre, et cela sans doute pour nous convaincre a 1'avance de 1'impar- 
tialité qu'il doit déployer sur le banc de la justice. Ayant toujours 
admiré, respecté ses talens, je dois avouer qu'il me fait peine de le 
voir, soit par faiblesse ou autrement, compromettre ainsi sa réputation, 
et par 14 nous priver, nous ses adversaires mais non ses ennemis du plai- 
sir que nous éprouvons 4 rendre justice 4 son mérite, et a penser que 
dans sa personne le Haut-Canada aurait un juge impartial et non un juge 
politique. Si je contraste sa conduite avec celle de M. Taschereau que 
vous venez de nommer juge de circuit, n'ai-je pas raison de me féliciter 
de ce que ce dernier, quelqu'aient été ses fautes sous d'autres rapports, 
a su au moins assez respecter 1'honneur du nom Canadien-frangais, pour ne 
pas se rendre coupable d'une flétrissure, et ... pour ne pas venir dans 
cette chambre donner 1'exemple immoral d'un juge se dégradant au point 

de rendre encore des services politiques a 1'administration qui l'en 
sollicitait? Je lui sais gré d'avoir, quoiqu'a la derniére heure, fait 
preuve de cette fermeté. 

Je terminerais ici, M. l'orateur, si ce n'était d'une autre attaque 
dirigée par 1'hon. membre des Trois Riviéres, M. Viger, contre la mémoire 
de Lord Durham. I1 nous a dit que dans son rapport, lord Durham avait 
recommandé au gouvernement impérial de placer la représentation du Bas- 
Canada dans une position d'infériorité vis-a-vis du Haut-Canada, quant 
au chiffre de cette représentation, quoique la population du Bas-Canada 
excédat de beaucoup celle du Haut-Canada. L'hon. membre a fait 18, il 
ne s'en doute peut-étre pas, l'assertion la plus fausse. Loin d'avoir 
fait cette recommandation, lord Durham en a fait une toute contraire, 
comme les hons. membres pourront s'en convaincre par la lecture du pas- 
sage suivant de son rapport: 

Page 107: "With respect to every one of those plans which propose 
to make the English minority an electoral majority by means of new and 
strange modes of voting or unfair divisions of the country, I shall only 
say, that if the Canadians are to be deprived of representative govern- 
ment, it would be better to do it in a straightforward way than to attempt 
to establish a permanent system of government on the basis of what all 
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mankind would regard as mere electoral frauds. It is not in North Amer- 
ica that men can be cheated by an unreal semblance of representative gov- 
ernment, or persuaded that they are outvoted, when, in fact, they are 
disfranchised.''* 

Voila les sentimens que lord Durham a exprimés. Et si l'on se rap- 
pelle le premier bill d'Union que lord John Russell présenta dans la 
Chambre des Communes aprés le rapport de lord Durham, 1'on trouvera que, 
dans ce bill, il était proposé de diviser les deux provinces en cing 
districts électoraux, élisant chacun seize membres, et dont l'un, celui . 
de centre, devait comprendre la cité de Montréal. En 1'absence de détails 
plus étendus, l'on devait penser que ce bill, conformément aux sentimens 
exprimés par lord Durham, aurait donné au Bas-Canada les trois cinquiémes 
de la représentation. Ce n'eut été que juste, Mais ce bill ne passa 
pas. Lord Sydenham fut ensuite envoyé en Canada, et nous connaissons 
tous le résultat de la mission de ce gouverneur, le plus injuste et le 
moins scrupuleux de tous les gouverneurs que nous avons eus. C'est 4 
lui que nous devons, et non a Lord Durham, la position d'infériorité du 
Bas-Canada dans la représentation. C'est donc contre lui, et non contre 
la mémoire de lord Durham, que l'hon. M. Viger aurait di diriger ses at- 
taques. 

Le ministére et ses partisans ne veulent pas agréer 1'amendement pro- 
posé par mon hon. ami, M. Baldwin, amendement qui ne consiste qu'a féliciter 
lord Elgin de ses liaisons avec la famille de lord Durham et 4 déclarer 
que c'est a ce dernier que nous devons la reconnaissance du principe de 
responsabilité. Cette déclaration, il faut le remarquer, est faite dans 
les termes mémes des résolutions du 3 sept. 1841 que l'hon. M. Viger avait 
lui-méme secondées. Quel peut donc étre le but des objections du minis- 
tére et de ses amis a 1'amendement? Ils se sont cependant toujours montrés 
assez prodigues d'adulation envers chaque gouverneur qui nous arrive. 
Encore dans ce moment, ils s'empressent de féliciter lord Elgin de son 
gouvernement de la Jamaique, gouvernement sur lequel ils n'en savent pas 
plus que moi, si ce n'est que 1'on assure que ce gouvernement a été tout 
différent de celui de lord Metcalfe dans cette Isle. Le but de cette op- 
position ministérielle a 1'amendement me parait clair. I1 n'y a pas a 
s'y méprendre. Ils veulent faire de lord Elgin un homme de parti; ils 
veulent en faire un instrument, un partisan politique comme ils avaient 
fait de lord Metcalfe. 11 est bien connu que ces Messieurs sont, dans 
le fond de leur coeur, les ennemis du principe de responsabilité, nonob- 
stant leurs professions d'attachement 4 ce principe. Ils cherchent 1'oc- 
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*"Quant a tous ces plans que l'on propose pour donner a la minorité

Que l'amendement soit rejeté; et vous 
verrez bient6ot la presse ministérielle, les partisans de ce ministére 
dire que c'est 14 la plus grande preuve de 1'aversion de lord Elgin 
pour le gouvernement responsable; que si cette aversion n'existait pas, 
lord Elgin aurait bien su empécher son ministére de s'opposer a 1'adop- 
tion de 1'amendement; que méme, dans ce cas, le ministére n'aurait pas 
attendu l'ordre de lord Elgin, mais qu'il se serait empressé, du moins 
par flatterie ou adulation, de féliciter lord Elgin de ses liaisons 
avec la famille de lord Durham. Ils savent que 1'amour propre blessé 
ne pardonne pas; ils savent qu'en compromettant lord Elgin, en l'entrai- 
nant dans la voie de son prédécesseur lord Metcalfe, ils en feront tdt 
ou tard, un homme de parti, un partisan politique.

MR. G. MACDONELL, of Dundas, spoke on the part of the Ministers. / 


MB. MORIN, .. 5 ,.in French, /3 expliqua ... les différentes négociations 
ministérielles; il précisa ... la position des Canadiens d'origine fran- 
caise,et ... ((ajouta)) que s'il n'avait pas voulu accepter le pouvoir 


sur une base purement nationale, il n'avait point refusé comme on l'avait 
prétendu, toute conciliation avec la majorité du Haut-Canada..,. Il 
fit ((la lecture)) de sa réponse au memorandum de lord Elgin. 


MR. COM. CR. LANDS PAPINEAU addressed the House for a few minutes 
in French/5. ((11)) fit quelques remarques en réponse aux accusations 
proférées contre le département des terres de la couronne. On savait 
que ce département était trés étendu et qu'il exigeait beaucoup d'atten- 
tion et de tems, et on ne pouvait obtenir une connaissance convenable 
que par une longue expérience. Outre l'obligation ot il était de surveil- 
ler la vente de la terre, il était de son devoir de faire des investiga- 
tions sur toutes les disputes 4 propos de terres, cela seul requérait 
beaucoup d!attention et. pour preuve de cet avancé il rapporta que pas 
moins de deux mille rapports avaient été faits par lui 4 1l'exécutif, et 
que sur cette quantité, douze seulement n'avaient pas donné satisfaction. 
Then, speaking in English, he said’/ en réponse 4 ce qu'avait avancé M. 
Merritt que depuis 1841 4 1844 les dépenses du département s'étaient 
élevées a £50,000, tandis que le produit de toutes les ventes en 1844 
n'avait été que de £6400/8, He admitted that the Crown Lands Department 
was a very expensive affair, but that was being in a great measure done 
away with.’92 Il informa la chambre que lorsque la terre fut livrée par 
le gouvernement anglais en 1841, elle était grévée d'un grand nombre 
de promesses faites par le gouvernement impéria180 to different individ- 
uals,81 et depuis lors plusieurs de ces réclamations avaient été acquit- 
tées82, He stated that £160,000 were paid in redemption of these promises. 
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£30,000 for arrears of indemnity to the Indians; that last year £45,000 
were paid in redemption of Scrip, and that £75,000 more would be required 
before anything could be realised. He said that it was true that only 
£6,400 had been received during the years 1841-2-3, but this was owing 

to no sales taking place during those years; on account of orders received 
from the Home Government. 2000 cases had been examined, he said, during 
one year, not more than 12 of which caused any complaint, and not more 
than 6, he did not believe that there was even that number, that had 

not been concurred in by the Executive Council. 


MR. HALL rose to ask some question from the gentlemen on the opposite 
side of the House. He would beg of them to give several plain reasons 
for voting for the amendment. He said that the honourable member for 
the North Riding had made a charge against the Ministry, that they had 
not acted right in the appointments to office in Upper Canada. Now, he 
(Mr. H.) would beg to refer that gentleman to the Colborne District to 
which the appointments were made during the Administration of the honour- 
able gentlemen opposite; the officers to a man were all Radicals, while 
the county was Conservative, and not even satisfied with putting Radicals 
into the offices, they must go out of the district to obtain persons to 
fill them, although there were members resident in the district who were 
perfectly competent to perform the duties of the different offices in a 
satisfactory manner. He would ask the honourable gentlemen opposite what 
security they would give the House that they would do better than the 
present Administration®’.

MR. HALL ((resumed:)) Did he mean to say that there would be no com- 
plaint against them? Did he mean to say that there would be no division 
among their adherents; yes, even among themselves. Then, sir, if he 
could not answer all these questions in the affirmative - and he believed 
that he could not - there was no reason why a vote of want of confidence 
should be passed on the present Administration. He said that it was better 
to rest satisfied with what they had, than go farther and fare worse, 86 
The hon. member for the Fourth Riding of York had boasted of his Large 
majority when in power; but he knew very well that he did not possess 
the confidence of the people of Upper Canada. And under actual circum- 
stances, seeing the majority the Ministry commanded, he thought it some- 
thing like extreme impudence in that hon. gentleman to say to them--walk 
out, we want your places.8/ He should give the honourable member for 
North York the credit of giving to the country the benefit of Responsible 
Government, for it was only by the vigorous stand of that gentleman that 
the boon was granted to this country. In reference to the majority which 
the Ministry possessed, he said that more could not be expected. It was 
as large a majority in proportion to the numbers as was generally posses- 
sed in the House of Commons.88 Why was it, too, that such violent attacks 
were made on the hon. member for Three Rivers? Had not that hon. gentle- 
man a right to his opinions as well as others, and was there not gross 
inconsistency in thus assailing him for doing what non-gentlemen themselves 
were ready to do to-morrow if they could only get the seventh seat in the 
Cabinet?89 He was sorry .to see.that .. «. (C(these)). attacks 274 7still con- 
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tinued; he was convinced they arose from the independence displayed by 

the honourable gentleman; he was glad to see that that gentleman treated 
them with that contempt which they merited. He said that he did not 

agree with that passage of the Speech relating to the Post Office; he 

was in favour of independent action on the part of the different Provinces. 
He agreed with the member for Lincoln that this country had great natural 
resources, and he should like to see vigorous action taken to have them 
developed. 90 


MR. DRUMMOND agreed with the hon. member for Peterboro' in his desire 
for the speedy enactment of good measures; but that desire could not be 
realized unless by a strong Government--one that could make itself felt 
and respected--not an Administration whose majority in Parliament consisted 
of one, and that one an embryo Judge of their own creation (hear, hear). 

It was to be regretted that public opinion was not more powerful in Canada; 
if it were, that House would not be called upon to witness the spectacle 

of men continuing in office, and pretending to constitute a Government, 

who had excited the utter detestation, the scorn, and contempt, of the 
public. He (Mr. D.) regretted the condition to which the Ministry-were 
reduced, for the sake of some who belonged to it, and especially that one 
man of whom it should be admitted that he had the intellect to do right. 
With that learned member, the Ministry had some shew of efficiency; with- 
out him, as they virtually have been since the opening of the present ses- 
sion, what a position do they occupy! what a figure do they cut! (hear, 
hear). He (Mr. D.) would rather have remained silent upon that occasion, 
for he disliked to use the language that was alone applicable to the conduct 
and condition of the Government; but he felt that it was his duty, as it 
was that of every man of honour in the country, to declare his detestation 
of the means by which the members on the treasury benches have endeavoured 
to retain their seats. Look, for instance, at their recent conduct. At 

a time when the most vital interests of the country were calling for prompt 
and able action how were they preparing for the exigency? By hawking about 
the Queen's commissions in quest not of men of character and talent, but 

of names; they had already succeeded in degrading names once respectable 
in this country; but, thanks to the incorruptible character of the people 
of Lower Canada, that scheme did not avail to any extent amongst them; and 
the efforts of the one or two who sought to demoralize and degrade the 
country have recoiled and settled upon their own heads (hear, hear). The 
hon. member for Leeds had endeavoured, with his usual ingenuity, to arouse 
feelings which had, he (Mr. D.) was happy to say, nearly subsided; to 

that end was directed the reading of the passages from Lord Durham's Re- 
port, which they had all heard; he (Mr. D.) would not repeat the extracts 
that had been cited from the same report by the hon. and learned member 

for Terrebonne, but he thought they more than disproved the charges which 
the hon. member for Leeds would seem to draw from the isolated words he 
had read. The only clear charge against Lower Canada contained in Lord 
Durham's Report was the existence of national origin prejudice, and that 
had never been denied. The crime of perjury was not deducible from the 
statements of the Report. What! could the honest prejudices of jurors 

be regarded as tantamount to perjury? Preposterous! That crime did not 
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obtain amongst the people of Lower Canada; it was not, as he (Mr. D) took 
occasion to inform the hon. member for Leeds, regarded by them, as a 
matter of business. The efforts of the hon. member for Leeds to blind 
members of his (Mr. D.'s) side of the House to the sterling merits of 

the Earl of Durham--the ingenuity, the small tricks of the hon. member-- 
had certainly failed in that regard. The hon. member for Leeds was a 
fitting instrument to attack the Earl of Durham. 


MR. GOWAN.--Does the hon. member mean to say that he (Mr. G.) sought 
to defame the Earl of Durham? 22 


MR. DRUMMOND.--Yes; you did so by citing isolated passages, and draw- 
ing from them charges which the general tenor of the Report does not auth- 
orise, and which you yourself say you do not believe (hear, hear.) Again, 
he (Mr. D.) would say that it was not by such means the inhabitants of 
Lower Canada were to be induced to abandon their esteem for the noble Earl 
of Durham; they knew that certain offensive opinions were in his Report, 
but they also knew why they were there’ it was because that nobleman, like 
all other Governors who had preceded him, was surrounded by a band of cal- 
umniators, irresponsible and unscrupulous men, who might, and did, with 
impunity, advise whatever their hatred of the people suggested. It was 
said, and among the rest by the hon. member for Three Rivers, that the 
adoption of the amendment proposed by the hon. member for North York would 
amount to an endorsation of all that was asserted in Lord Durham's Report. 


MR. VIGER.--Yes.24 


M. DRUMMOND répliqua qu'il n'y avait pas un mot de ce rapport dans

MR. DRUMMOND.--Have you read it?9/ Point de réponse??® ((Have you 
read it?))99 He (Mr. D.) would read the amendments for the benefit of 
the learned member, who was, he believed, the only one in the House who 
had not read them (laughter. ) 100 After reading the amendments, Mr. Drum- 
mond resumed:--Was there one work in those paragraphs which went to en- 
dorse the Report at large? No; they merely referred to the constitutional 
doctrines enunciated in it, and for these.alone did they thank Lord Dur- 
ham (hear, hear.) He (Mr. D.) had, perhaps, dwelt a little too long upon 
that point, but he was anxious not to appear in contradiction to himself, 
for there were parts of Lord Durham's Report which he then, and always 
had, condemned (hear, hear).--He (Mr. Drummond) thought they had arrived 
at a time in the history of the country when party differences should ((to)) 
a certain extent give way to the discussion and adoption of great measures; 
and if he saw a strong and respectable Tory Administration in power, he 
would certainly care less for their defeat than for the enactment of the 
important laws which at this juncture the country required; but he could 
not consent to support a Government that had resorted to fraud and false- 
hood to sustain itself (hear, hear)--a Government so intrinsically weak, 
that they had to carry elections under a false flag--by means of fraudulent 
representations, by pretending to a liberality which they had not, and 
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which they secretly scorned. He (Mr. D.) desired to pull down that false 
flag, and to hoist in its stead, and nail to the mast of the Ministerial 
bark the cross bones and black flag of the pirate (hear, hear, and laugh- 
ter). The members on the Ministerial side of the House, ardent as they 
were, could not conceal from themselves, could not be blind to the fact, 
that the Ministry had not redeemed their solemn pledges, had abandoned or 
neglected the educational and municipal institutions of the country. He 
(Mr. D.) would particularly point to their neglect of that very valuable 
section of Lower Canada known as the Townships (hear, hear.) The greatest 
injury was being done to that part of the country by Ministerial supineness 
and neglect. Blocks of land of three or four miles square stood in the 
way of improvement, and no means were resorted to to force the owners from 
their obstinate and vexatious opposition to the advancement of that most 
important locality (hear, hear.) Notwithstanding, however, all the past 
errors of the Administration, one might possibly be conciliated in their 
favour had they met the present session with a delineated course for the 
important future which is dawning upon us, with something traced as a line 
of action. But it was not so. Instead of any announcement upon which the 
country could rely as indicating a policy, good or otherwise, they were 
literally insulted by the sort of answers and speeches emanating from the 
Treasury Benches. The hon. member for Huron gave scraps of Latin, and 
talked of the number of votes obtained at recent elections, and of his 
correspondence with England. The hon. member for Kingston, from whose 
nights of study something better might have been expected, edified them 

by a detail of his late speech at the hustings in which he told his consti- 
tuents that formerly he went to Parliament to support Lord Metcalfe's 
administration, but as that administration as it then stood was now nearly 
worn out, his labours thenceforward would be to increase their roads, &c. 
and get as. much money as possible for them (laughter,) then there was the 
masterly speech of the Hon'ble Solicitor General West, (Mr. Cameron) deliv- 
ered with that flute-like voice which must have been so agreeable; that 
learned member's efforts were chiefly directed to establish that a link 

of affection and disposition existed between the Tories of Upper Canada 

and the members for Lower Canada; that in fact there was more real affinity 
subsisting between these two parties--apparently antagonistic though they 
were--than between the latter and the Reformers of Upper Canada. But how 
did the hon. member proceed to prove his position? Not by referring to 
instances in which they voted in concert--to any given policy on which they 
were agreed, but to two questions brought forward by an Upper Canada Tory 
Ministry, in the division on which they (the Lower Canadian members) were 
opposed by all the members for Upper Canada (hear, hear, and laughter). 
Between whom did that division establish a vinclum? He (Mr. D.) thought 
that by such argument the learned Solicitor General proved too much, and 
thereby proved nothing; and he would tell him, in adddition (sic), that no 
such reasoning as he (Mr. Sol. General) had resorted to would disturb that 
good understanding, that sincere alliance, upon which rested the existing 
union between the Reformers of Upper Canada, and the Liberal representatives 
of Lower Canada. (Cheers.) It was perhaps thought that as one of the two 
questions referred to (the Jesuit Estates) was a religious one, it could the 
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more probably be made a lever of, but in this the enemy was still more 
mistaken for it was well known that in Lower Canada, difference of opin- 

ton on religious questions never affected social or political harmony. 

To return to the question of confidence in the present Ministers he (Mr.D.) 
would ask was there a public journal in the country--not excepting even 

that conducted by the hon. member for Leeds, himself--which had not found 
fault with them; some blamed them partially, others bitterly, all to some 
extent; even the grave charge of corruption was hurled at them by the press, 
and in this charge, serious as it was, (Mr. D.) unhesitatingly joined (hear, 
hear,) and here was his proof. It would be remembered that during the pas- 
sage through that house last year of the Board of Works Bill, he (Mr. D.) 
proposed an amendment to it, and after some debate was successful enough 

to carry it by a majority of two; the question of concurrence in that amend- 
ment should have been put, by the Minister conducting the measure through 
the House, the next day, but it was eight days before it was brought forward 
and then one of the hon. members on the Ministerial side who had previously 
voted with him, voted against the amendment and the other left the house, 
and thus was the original decision reversed; this being somewhat annoying 

he (Mr. D.) began to cast about in his mind's eye for the cause of the des- 
ertion of his two supporters, and could at first discover none, he knew 

that a dinner had taken place at Tetu's sometime during the eight days (hear, 
hear, hear,) but of course that was no reason; subsequently, however--the 
very day after that on which one of the two hon. members had been "whipped 
in" and the other "whipped out" - Mr. Inspector General stepped down to the 
House and proposed an amendment to the Bill of Supplies, granting the consti- 
tuents of the hon. gentleman who had been "whipped in" a sum of £800, which, 
up to the time when that hon. gentleman retraced his steps to prevent their 
fall, the Ministers had peremptorily refused (hear, and much sensation). 

And still later it turned out that a near relative of the hon. member who 
left the House on the second occasion, rather than vote either way, was ap- 
pointed to office, (hear, hear, hear.) When he (Mr. D.) saw with his own 
eyes such a proceeding as that could he be expected to give his support to 
the Government who resorted to it. He also charged the Ministry with prosti- 
tuting to their bad purposes the Judicial situations of the country; no 
country could be safe where politics reached such a height, what would be 
thought in England of. a government that would dare to elevate any man to 

the Bench solely for political purposes, and immediately after bring an 
obscure Judge from an obscure Bench, and place him at the head of the poli- 
tical and judicial interests of the Country, (hear, hear.) In conclusion 
(he Mr. D.) would fling back upon the Ministerial party the charge of ob- 
structiveness advanced by them against his friends; the real and only ob- 
structives were those who could not carry on the Government of the country 
and yet meanly clung to place, who for 4 years could not pass measures, or 
induce men of character to join them, but still, and in defiance of all, 
retain the name of Ministers (Cheers.)101 


COL. PRINCE rose. He could not on an occasion like the present give 
a silent vote. He felt that it was due to the House--to his constituents, 
and to the Administration, with whom he usually voted, and to himself, that 
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he should give some explanation why on the present occasion, he should 

vote for the amendment. He said that the whole debate had been occupied 
with the discussion of general points, without touching on the principal 
matter. He should give his reasons for supporting the amendments, and 

then the reasons why he had withdrawn his confidence from the hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite. The first paragraph contains a compliment to Lord Elgin, 
on account of his connection with Lord Durham. To this some members 

object on the ground that if they voted for that Amendment they should 

by their votes convey an approval of the whole of the Report of Lord Dur- 
ham. Such was not the case, no mention was made in the Amendment of the 
Report in question, but merely an expression of our gratitude for obtain- 
ing Responsible Government. Surely then no gentleman can really and con- 
scientiously object to the Amendment102 at the same time that they professed 
to approve, and act upon, those principles (hear, hear). How could they 
sustain their inconsistency in this?103 The next paragraph contains our 
expression of congratulation on the arrival of Lady Elgin; he would like to 
know what objection could be made to that. With reference to the next para- 
graph, he was sure it could not be denied that it is the desire ((of all)) 
to assimilate the constitution ... this country to those (sic) of the Parent 
State. The next paragraph laments that Parliament was not convened at a 
more opportune time. Can the Farmers who are in the House object to that? 
Have they not beencalled away from their homes, at a time when their pre- 
sence is most required? Can the Merchants object, have they not been 
brought away from their business at the very time when their presence is 
most needed?104 Undoubtedly ..., and yet, from mere party spirit, Minis- 
ters and their supporters refused to adopt a plain statement to that effect - 
one which carried truth on its very face.l05 Again, is it not a matter of 
regret that there are no Municipalities Bill, or Education Bill. These 
measures, he said, had long been promised, and yet there was no appearance 
of them. Look at the promises conveyed in the Speech from the Throne, at 
the first meeting of the present Parliament. Have they been fulfilled?106 
Was not the University Bill, once so solemnly promised, now repudiated? 

was it not consigned to the tomb of all the Capulets? (Hear). Was an 
Assessment Bill wanted? and also a School Bill? was it not notorious that 
the present School Act was so framed that not only could teachers not under- 
stand it but it was unintelligible to some of the most learned Counsel of 
the land (hear, hear).197 was the Clergy Reserve question been settled?108 
(hear, hear).109 The last paragraph contains an expression of regret at 

the Ministry not being able to complete the Cabinet sooner. Was not this 

a matter of regret among themselves?!10 (hear, hear, and laughter) .111 

Then why do they object that the House should sympathise with him (sic)? 

Had the Ministry been able to complete the Cabinet, would they not have 
taken good care to have had them returned ?112 (hear, eek its Was it 

not then a matter of regret to them that they could not accomplish this.114 
Look at their majority; one, perhaps of two. Can any thing be more lament- 
able? And yet, such is their imbecility, that they positively refuse to 
allow us to sympathize with them! these excellent Ministers, these pure 
men! (loud laughter.)115 He was desirous that this Amendment should pass, 
for the purpose of showing that this House has some feeling for them. 
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And in reference to the appointments that had been made since the last 
session; why was it that they had went (sic) out of the House. Were 
there not members on that side of the House competent to fill the dif- 
ferent situations.--ll6 He (Col. Prince) would next refer, more immed- 
iately to his withdrawal from the ranks of the Ministers; he would promise 
that he had been elected without pledges, and entering the House thus 
untramelled, he of course could support either side according to his 
judgment. He chose the Ministerial from the fact ... ((of having heard)) 
Attorney General Smith declaring to him in the House and out of it that 
they (the Ministers) would act upon the principles of Responsible Govern- 
ment. Had they done so? It was true that some of their measuses (sic) 
were good, borrowed although they were in a great degree from the labours 
of their predecessors, (hear, hear, and laughter,) but was it according 
to Responsible Government to call to the Council as Inspector General one 
of the highest Tories in Christendom - a man who, but for the Family Com- 
pact, those whom Lord Durham prevented from ruining the country, would 
never have been known. He (Col. P.) had borne with that appointment for 
some time in the hope that the hon. gentleman would exhibit himself as 

a financier of some ability, but he was sorry to say that in that, too, 
he was disappointed. Was their whole conduct for last year in appointing 
unknown men to fill the several vacancies that had occured (sic) according 
to Responsible Government? Take the case of the Solicitor General West. 
He (Col. P.) knew that hon. gentlemen, and had met in him a learned, able 
and honourable legal confrere; but he (Col. P.) looked along the ranks of 
the Ministry, and he saw many there compared with whom he (the Col. Gl.) 
was a beardless boy--a mere tyro in politicsll’, 


Hear, hear, from MR. GOWAN, and "I agree fully with him - it was an 
outrage."118 


COL. PRINCE ((resumed:)) There was the learned, talented, and eloquent 
member for Hastings; there was the member for one of the Ridings of York, 
who has, during his Parliamentary career, done them good service; there 
was the member for Brockville, that staunch adherent of all Conservative 
Administrations, and one of the Family Compact; then there was the Right 
Honorable the member for Toronto, his Worship the Mayor!19, These gentle- 
men were all deserving, (hear, hear,) and particularly so was the latter 
(hear); he was a Queen's Counsel, learned, &c, 120 Why was it that he 
was passed over; he that is possessed of such transcendant talents, as 
to have retained the confidence of the people of Toronto for such a 
length of time; he that is so voluble, so eloquent, who has proved himself 
so argumentive in Bancol21, always figured to advantage (laughter), and 
never more so than in his full length portrait in Toronto (loud laughter) 
hanging in a window in that city when he (Col. P.) last saw it, looking 
gay and grand, (laughter), but very much like--he would beg the hon. gen- 
tleman's pardon--a French dancing master (laughter). The papers would 
say in answer to all he (Col. P.) was observing, that his was the langu- 
age of disappointment; they would probably remark of him haret lateri 
lethalis arundo. But he would say as he had already said, that he did 
not desire promotion, he preferred the happiness of his home in the Far

West to come down here to reside??? for God knows how long, or rather how 
short.--123 He would tell his hon. friend the Sol. General that he would 
yet discover that he had made a mistake. In reference to the speech of 
the learned Solicitor he (Col. P.) thought there was "room for admiration," 
it was talented, it was a long speech, or rather a piece of declamation, 
in which everything was touched upon in Earth below, and in the Waters 
under the Earth, but it told us no more of the question before the House 
than could the Khan of Tartary (laughter); he talked of the Reformers hav- 
ing spent £4,000 on an election in Toronto, but forgot to state that the 
law to prevent bribery at elections was of their creation (hear). He 
(Col. P.) had been asked what was his objections (sic) to the present 
Ministry? Were not his objections apparent, manifest to the whole coun- 
try? did not the adherents of the Ministry themselves denounce them as 
utterly incompetent, as so weak that they dare not approach a measure? 

And why, he would ask could not those who thus seriously and openly con- 
demned the administration vote for amendments and turn out the degraded 
crew (hear, hear and laughter)? he would be answered, "0 we are afraid 
that Mr. Baldwin would be called in!" Was that statesmanlike? Was it 
constitutional? An Administration was literally falling to pieces, was 
unable from sheer prostration to discharge any of its functions, and yet 
men from mere cowardice would vote to perpetuate such a disgrace. "they 
are too weak, we know it, but we are political cowards, we dread a change.” 
(Hear, hear and laughter). What imbecility! But worse still, rather 

than do what the Constitution and common sense direct, they resort to cor- 
ruption; they corruptly invite men out of their party to accept office, 
while such men as the hon. member for Montreal (Mr. De Bleury), who had 
served them well, was in the House.124 Was it that they were afraid to 
risk another election in Montreal? he thought that that must be the 
reason. He stated that they had chosen one of the most rising and tal- 
ented of the young Lawyers in Upper Canada, one whom he had often encoun- 
tered in other places, and who had invariably proved himself a high-minded 
and generous opponent. But that gentleman has had no political existence 
as yet, nor is he known to the country. It was a laudable ambition to 
rise in one's profession; office under the Crown was an honourable distinc- 
tion, he thought, for long services. True, he said, Mr. Pitt was far 
younger than any member present in this House; but is there such abilities 
here,--was it right to compare a mole to a mountain. He said that the 
Solicitor-General West was honest and talented, and that he had expected 
something shining from him to-night; but he (Col. P.) had been disapointed. 
He had listened with attention to the discussion, but he (Col. P.) would 
say, that all on earth and heaven above, had been raked up, and yet 
nothing had been said at all. He said that he denounced the Ministry 

for kneeling at the feet of the opposition and showing that they were 
ready, at a moment's notice, to throw their friends overboard. He den- 
ounced them because they were guilty of corruption. Look, he said, at 

the corruption that took place, in bringing up the late member for Prince 
Edward, by giving him three offices; he was glad they had been sold in 
that instance; they have gained nothing by it, for, instead of having 

a milk-and-water man, the House has a staunch adherent to the Administra- 
tion. He hoped that when they try such a game again, they would be sold, 
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for they have not the moral courage to nail their colours to the mast, 
determined to stick by them. He said the Ministry were political co- 
wards and that all their acts showed that such was the case. Who, he 
asked, was at all satisfied with them?125 Look at the profligate waste 
on public works. He (Col. P.) was told, and believed it, that thousands 
of pounds had been spent upon Lake St. Peter, upon calculations made by 
the Board of Works, without reference to scientific principles, and that 
thousands more were to be expended without any prospect of eventual suc- 
cess--all, however, tending to serve the ends of favorite contractors 
(hear, hear.) Had some of the money thus profligately squandered been 
applied to the fulfilment of the solemn promises made to the people of 
the Far West, how much more creditable it would have been. There was 

the road from London to Sandwich, 125 miles long, completely abandoned. 
Upon the promise of immediate planking, the people allowed the good 
natural road to be destroyed by the clay being turned up; but no plank- 
ing has been performed, and thus is that extensive part of the country 
deprived, as it were, of its main artery. The Government ought never 

to have directed the Borrd (sic) of Works to alter the natural state 

of our roads, unless they were certain of planking those roads in their 
altered state; or the Board of Works never should have advised or under- 
taken, unless they had been first satisfied and assured by the Govern- 
ment that the latter would have means to complete the work by planking. 
What has become of the solemn engagement to build a bridge in the very 
heart of the town of Chatham--a promise made, as it would appear, without 
any solid intention to perform it, and perhaps with the view of secur- 
ing a continuance of the support of the two members in the Western Dis- 
trict.126 Look at the town of Chatham without a Bridge, and the people 
have to cross over in scows from one side of the river to the other at 
the risk of their lives.l27 Credit was sought by the Ministry for their 
attention to claims for rebellion losses in Upper Canada; but he (Col. 
P.) did not thank them for what they had done in that regard. The pay- 
ments were made at a season when, from the bad state of the roads and 
other inconveniences with.which the people were hampered, it cost, in 
some instances, more to apply, and carry through their claim, than the 
payment amounted to; and in order to favour a particular Bank, claimants 
were subjected to the further inconvenience of being obliged to take notes 
of one and two dollars, and in no case higher than five dollars. In con- 
nection with that question, he had also to charge the Ministry with having 
acted upon a calumniating letter against a Commissioner--a gentleman whom 
they dismissed without even hearing his defence. They had not the honesty 
or courage to afford him a fair trial, but sought, by private and under- 
hand means to create an impression against him--to whisper away his char- 
acter. In this attempt they were, however, in one instance, foiled, and 
met in a certain gentleman into whose ear they were, as they thought, 
securely pouring their tale, one who was too high-minded for their pur- 
pose, and who administered to them on the spot a fitting rebuff (hear, 
hear, hear.) The hon. member next referred to the Crown Lands Depart- 
ment. He was not there, he said, to join in any severe remarks against 
the Commissioner; but he was bound to say that he (Col. P.) did not 
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regard him as fit for the office;--that was proved by a late fact in ad- 
dition to others: he (the Commissioner) had elaborately drawn up new 
regulations, but so unsuitable and injudicious were they found to be 

that they had been derided and abandoned. Why then was not a competent 
person selected for that office? was it not notorious that at present 
business could not be done there? He (Col. P.) had been told by a Land 
Agent in town that so little was he able to do from the incompetency of 
that Department that he should leave the city (hear, hear). Why do not 
other hon. members of the Administration insist upon the charge of that 
office being placed in competent hands; he (Col. P.) could only account 
for it by saying they were afraid, such was their weakness they could not 
risk the loss of the hon. Member's support (hear, hear). He (Col. P.) 
having thus, at some length, reviewed the conduct of Ministers, and hav- 
ing pointed out the errors by which they had forfeited his support, and 
he believed the respect and support of the country (hear, hear), it but 
remained for him to reiterate that he had withdrawn from them because 

of their desertion of the principles of Responsible Government (hear, 
hear), because they had pursued a course at variance with, and repugnant 
to, the spirit of liberal institutions (cheers), because they had resorted 
to corruption to conciliate their enemies, and had been basely ungrateful 
towards their friends (cheers); ingratitude, that worst of crimes,--of 
which Shakspeare (sic) said that he who had been guilty of it committed 
but one crime--was a prominent feature in their history, and they would 
learn and experience that in regard, in the conduct of a government as 
well as in the concerns of private life, the neglect and abandonment of 
friends, the sin of ingratitude, brought its own signal and severe punish- 
ment (loud cheers) .12 


MR. MCCONNELL said, the debate had been drawn out quite too long, and 
the subject was completely worked out. He should vote for the address.129 
((He)) stated that he had been induced to make a few remarks, owing to the 
manner in which the township members were called upon by the member for 
Drummond. He said that he certainly did not approve of the treatment the 
townships had received from the Administration, but yet he said he was 
not prepared to go so far as some, and heap that wholesale blame on them 
which was done. He was aware that there had been a great depression in 
the money market, and on this was to be laid in a great measure the blame 
that the townships had not received that amount for its public works which 
it expected. He said that it was true that the townships wanted a Road 
Act, and were clamouring for a School Bill; he did not, however, think 
that the blame rested entirely on the members for the want of these mea- 
sures; no, he blamed it on the hon. gentlemen opposite; he blamed it on 
their factious opposition, although they were constantly boasting that 
they would not give a factious opposition. He acknowledged that the School 
measure was an abortion, that it could not be carried out; to whose doors, 
he asked, ought the blame to be placed? He would place it at the doors 
of the hon. members on the other side, and their factious opposition. 
Taking everything into consideration, he said that he was prepared to ex- 
cuse them of a great amount of the blame that was laid at the door of the 
Administration. He was happy to say that he had assurances that the town- 
ships should not be forgotten (hear, hear) .130 He knew what hon. members 
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would be saying, ''Ah, you have been bought;" but he could bear to hear 
them say so; he knew what was what. He said the townships did not like 
the School Bill for one particular reason--that was because it introduced 
direct taxation; this was what the townships could not stand; they had 
never been accustomed to it. Again, there was another fault, the money 

is proportioned to the number of scholars; now in the townships the lots 
of land had a frontage three times as large as that of Seigniories; there- 
fore the Seigniories could find three times as many children in their 
school districts, and get three times the amount of money that the town- 
ship people would receive. The hon. member for Quebec had taunted the 
Administration with being composed of the Family Compact. Now, the town- 
ships knew something of the Family Compact, for there was a Family Compact 
in Lower Canada. He said that they were bread and butter people, for they 
got all the loaves and fishes to themselves. Now the hon. member for Que- 
bec was one of those that still kept up the Family Compact; he would tell 
him why,--because he voted against the Road Act last Session, and by that 
means large tracts of lands in the Townships, which are owned by members of 
the Family Compact, could not be penetrated. And these persons, having 
kept the land back are now asking $1 per acre. The hon. member for Essex 
had asked if farmers did not feel very inconvenient at the calling of Par- 
liament at the present time; he (Mr. McC.) could not but say that it was 
an inconvenient time, but he did not see that it could have been called 
much earlier, from the late arrival of the Governor-General; as it was but 
just that he should form some acquaintance with the country before he met 
Parliament.131 There was every excuse for the present administration in 
so doing. The governor had but just arrived, and the ministry was not 
filled up. Fault was found on this account by the opposition; but had 
they always called only five days in advance of the present; and that 
administration had no excuses to offer, as according to their own account, 
they had a large majority, and they had not just received a new governor, 
as in the present instance. He should vote for the ministry, opposing 

it would do no good to the country.... The hon. gentleman ... concluded 
by advising that hon. members should say what they had to say in short 
speeches of half an hour, instead of repeating over and over the same 
thing, and then they could adjourn the house at a reasonable time, instead 
of keeping it open until an early hour in the morning for no purpose.

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not agree; the Ministry had not been formed anew, several of the old Mem- 
bers still remained, there was no proof that they intended to change their 
policy, and it was not to be believed that those who lately joined differed 
from them, on the contrary it was right to suppose that they agreed with 
them, and would assist in perpetuating the old policy.136 Y a-t-il un 
homme de ce c6été-ci ou de l'autre cété de la chambre, qui n'ait pas quel- 
que plainte A proférer contre ce ministére?!3/7 Nearly all the Members had 
something to complain of; he (Mr. S.) charged them with a direct violation 
of their promisel38 que le chemin entre 1'Isle de Montréal et Grenville, 
conduisant 4 Bytown, seul chemin qu'il y ait par terre, serait amélioré; 
on a employé un arpenteur qui a regu $500 pour son plan, mais c'est tout 
ce qui a été faitl139 (hear, hear). The Rebellion Losses in Lower Canada 
they had also neglected, and in answer to a question lately put by him 
(Mr. S.) they stated that no further proceeding in that particular was 
determined uponl40, Les réclamans en seront quittés pour leur frais de 
voyages et autres dépenses.141 In fact the interests of Lower Canada were 
sacrificed, while the wishes of Members from Upper Canada were actually 
anticipated. Sol. Gen. Cameron had quoted words of Mr. Clay of the United 
States to the effect that no country had so rapidly prospered as Upper 
Canada; this was no wonder when every advantage was afforded her by the 
Government, when Lower Canada was literally robbed to benefit her. Where 
was the prosperity of Upper Canada before she was joined to Lower Canada? 
Was she not Bankrupt at the time of the Union?142 voila quelques-unes 

des raisons qui m'ont porté a retirer mon appui a une administration per- 
due non seulement dans mon opinion, mais dans 1'opinion publique.143 He 
(Mr. S.) would vote in favour of the amendments; he could afford no coun- 
tenance to, or expect anything for the good of the country, from a Ministry 
supported by one, or at most two (cheers) .144

The Address. To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty: 
MOST GRACIOUS SOVEREIGN, 


We, Your Majesty's most duttful and loyal subjects, the Legislative 
Counetl of Canada, tn Provinetal Parliament assembled, 
most humbly beg leave to approach Your Majesty with renewed expresstons 
of devoted and loyal attachment to Your Majesty's Royal Person and Gov- 
ernment. 

We humbly beg leave to submtt to Your Majesty that an Act was passed 
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by the Legislature of the late Province of Upper Canada, tn the seventh 
year of the Reign of Your Majesty's Royal Predecessor, King George the 
Fourth, for the encouragement of Useful Arts within the satd Province, 
and that under the provisions thereof about seventy Patents have been 
tssued. 

That in several instances the holders of Patents granted in England 
in virtue of Your Majesty's undoubted Royal Prerogative, have caused the 
same to be recorded in this Province under the provisions of the satd 
Act, and claimed that they should be considered operative here tn conse- 
quence of a clause in thetr certificates securing to the Patentees the 
exclusive use and benefit of thetr respective Inventions tn all Your 
Majesty's Colontes abroad. 

The Legislattve Counctl further beg leave to submit for 
Your Majesty's Royal constderation, that they have good reasons for 
belteving that Citizens of the Untted States of Amertca proceed to Eng- 
Zand and there obtain Patents for inventions and mechanical improvements 
of various kinds, discovered in thetr own country; the exclustve benefit 
of whitch they are thus enabled to claim tn Canada, thereby debarring the 
tnhabttants of thts Province from availing themselves of the use of such 
tnventtons and tmprovements except at a great expense, and discouraging 
the developement of the native tngenutty of Your Majesty's Loyal Canadian 
subjects. 

The Legtslattve Counctl humbly submtt the foregotng state- 
ment for Your Majesty's Royal constderatton, not doubting but Your Majesty 
will be gractously pleased to make such order thereon as Your Majesty tn 
Your Royal pleasure may think most conductve to the tnterests of the tn- 
habitants of thts Province.

Speech further The House, according to Order, resumed the ad- 
constdered. journed Debate upon the anendment whtch, on Tuesday 


last, was proposed to be made to the motton: That 
an humble Address be presented to His Excellency the Governor General, 
to thank Hts Excellency for hts Gractous Speech from the Throne. 

To congratulate His Excellency upon hts assumption of the Government 
of thts Provtnee. 

To express the grattftcatiton of thts House that Her Majesty has been 
gractously pleased to nominate as Her Representative in the North American 
Colontes, a Governor whose prevtous offtctal career in another Colony of 
the Brittsh Emptre, offers the happtest promtse, under Hts Excellency's 
guidance, of a prosperous admintstratton of the affairs of thts great Pro- 
vinee. 

That we are much grattfted to learn that the representations whitch have 
proceeded from thts and the netghbourtng Provinces on the subject of the 
Post Office have engaged the anxtous constderatton of the Impertal Govern- 
ment, and that His Excellency ts enabled to inform us, that Her Majesty's 
Mintsters are prepared to surrender to the Provinetal Authorities, the 
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control of that Department, so soon as, by concert between the several 
Legislatures, arrangements shall be matured for securing to Brittsh North 
America the advantages of an effictent and untform Post Office System. 

That we assure His Excellency of our great satisfaction that the Col- 
ontal Legtslatures, by a Statute passed during the last Sesston of the 
Imperial Parltament, are empowered to repeal differential duttes hereto- 
fore imposed in the Colonies in favor of British Produce. 

That we wtll give our most attentive constderatton to this important 
subject, and to the communications relating to tt, which Hts Excellency 
has received from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colontes, and 
from the Lteutenant Governors of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 

That His Bxcellency may rely on our attention being directed to such 
measures as may be submitted for the purpose of extending more generally 
Warehousing factlittes to Inland Ports, and for effecting other tmprove- 
ments in our Commeretal System. 

We are gratified to learn that tnquirtes have been tnstituted with 
the view of ascertaining the practtcabtlity and probable cost of the 
constructton of a Ratlway between Quebec and Halifax, and that a Survey 
of the proposed line has been undertaken by the Impertal Government, and 
ts sttll tn progress. 

We shall be happy to recetve from His Excellency the communtcatton of 
the Despatch from the Secretary of State, describing the course which Her 
Majesty's Government propose to take in order to remedy the tneonventence 
whteh the Provinces of Brittsh North America have sustained from the oper- 
atton of the Impertal Statute for the protection of Copyrtghts. 

The expectation of a large Emigration has, we are prepared to find, 
rendered prudent measures for providing addittonal accommodation and med- 
teal attendance for the sick, and for increasing the means of forwarding 
the destttute to places where their labour may be requtred, and are gratt- 
fted to learn that an tnereased grant has been made by the Imperial Parl- 
tament tn aid of thts service; and while we regret the too great probability 
of much want and suffertng among certain classes of Emigrants, we trust 
that the favorable antictpations of Hts Excellency of the character of a 
large portion of the Emigration may be happtly realized. 

That we will give our best consideration to the Accounts of the past 
year and Estimates of the current year, whtch will be latd before us by His 
Excellency; and we learn with the highest satisfaction that there ts an 
tnerease tn the Revenue derived from Public Works. 

That His Excellency may fully rely upon our making such proviston for 
the matntenance of the establishments and credit of the Province as may 
be necessary to support the high character for probity and good fatth 
whtch Canada has won for herself, and, we firmly believe, will ever con- 
tinue to matntain. 

That we acknowledge our gratttude to Providence for our exemption from 
the calamity of famine, wtth which another part of the Emptre has been 
so severely afflicted, and we thank His Fuxcellency for his congratulations 
on the ltberality which the inhabitants of thts Colony of all classes and 
origins, tneluding our Indian Brethren, have evineed tn contrtbuting to 
the reltef of their suffering fellow subjects. 

That we coneur with His Excellency that the occurrences of the past 
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year, though, in some measure, exceptional, indicate that there Late 
growing demand in Europe for the produce of this Continent, and render 
it highly important for the inhabitants of Canada to improve to the ut- 
most its natural advantages, and those which attach to it, as an integral 
part of an Emptre abounding in wealth and populatton. 

That we duly appreciate the responsibility which rests on Parltament 
at this conjuncture, and that we will endeavour, by wise legtslation, to 
afford all practicable extension and developement to the trade and pro- 
ductive capabilities of the Province, and to give its Instituttons that 
hold on the affections of the people, which is the foundation of publte 
and private eredtt, and the best security for soctal progress. 

That we thank His Excellency for his promises of cordial co-operation 
in effecting these important objects, and for his renewal of the assurance 
of the earnest destre of Our Gractous Queen to promote the prosperity of 
Canada, and the happiness of tts people. 

And which amendment was, that after the words, "affatrs of thts great 
Provinee," in the second paragraph of the main motion, the following be 
inserted:--"And to state that this House, on this first oecaston of ap- 
proaching His Excellency, cannot, in justice etther to their own feelings 
or those of thetr constituents, refrain from referring to the gratifytng 
ctreumstance of Hits Excellency's connexion wtth the famtly of the late 
Earl of Durhan. To that distinguished Statesman we are indebted for the 
Impertal recognition of our undoubted right as British subjects, to have 
the Government of the Provinee conducted by the assistance, counsel, and 
tnformation of a Provinctal Administration, under the Representative of 
the Soveretgn, whitch, while appointed by the Crown in the exercise of tts 
undoubted prerogative, remains responsible to the Provinetal Parltament, 
on the same prtnetples which have been found so perfectly efficactous in 
the administration of the Government of the Parent State. That grateful 
for the important part thus taken by him in procuring us thts act of con- 
stttuttonal justtce, we cannot but indulge the pleasing confidence, that 
under one so nearly connected with him, and to whom hts memory must neces- 
sarily be dear, we shall wttness the practical applicatton of thts great 
principle, and realtze the benefits which tt ts calculated to secure." 


MR. SMITH opened the debate on the Address. After stating the 
want of confidence which has ever been felt by the people when the hon. 
gentlemen on the opposition benches were in power, he made some remarks 
on the increase of Conservatism in Upper Canada, and the detestation of 
Radicalism which was daily gaining ground. He should vote for the Minis- 
try--lst, because it was a Conservative Ministry--2nd, because of the 
respect he entertained for the hon. member for Kingston, as Mr. McDonald 
had been raised to the Cabinet, and Kingston was likely to benefit by his 
influence in the Government! The honorable gentleman is one of the few 
who have managed to get something more than promises out of the Ministry2—- 
and lastly, and chiefly, ((he should vote for the Ministry)) to endeavour 
to keep the hon. members of the other side of the House from again holding 
that position in which they had done so much mischief to the country. 


Their majority now would be but small, but he hoped soon to see it swelled 
to Weor 224 
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MR. DRAPER ... commenced by stating that this was probably the 
last time he should ever address a political assembly, and as he was 
anxious to retire on terms of amity with every member of the House, 
he thought it better to take part in the debate which was then in 
progress, and confine himself to a defence of his own career during 
the last three years as first Minister of the Crown. He referred the 
House back to the period when Lord Metcalfe dissolved the administra- 
tion of Lafontaine and Baldwin?. 

Mr. Draper.--I will not now repeat the argument which I have already 
urged before the constituencies, at the elections, and before the Repre- 
sentatives of the people of this House. I feel that I can afford to 
defend my act of taking office, in 1842, on the fact that the majority, 
both at the hustings and in Parliament, have declared unequivocally their 
opinions in favour of my course. But I will say now, that when I under- 
took the formation of the Government, I was fully sensible to the magni- 
tude of the task that was before me, and was the more impressed with this 
difficulty, when I recollected the large majority in the House, who gave 
their support to the hon. gentleman opposite. It was no light thing for 
me--pledged to the Resolutions of 1841, and fully determined that I would 
share in no Government not supported by the majority of the Representatives 
of the people--(Cheers.) It was no light thing, I say, that I undertook. 
I felt that I should have to do one of two things--that I must either 
give up the attempt, as a failure, or that I must dissolve the Parliament 
then existing. But, after much thought, I held myself bound to make the 
attenpillerl Lele then, tthat with all) -could doy to carry ‘on the Covern-— 
ment of the country upon old notions, was utterly out of the question,-- 
that the day had gone by when a Ministry could stand up in the House of 
Assembly, with a minority in its favour, or when officers could hold their 
places unless with the approbation of the people.--Feeling that, I felt 
also, that I had to deal with another, and by no means my least, difficulty. 
I knew that there were many who were opposed to the honorable gentlemen 
opposite, who, on many subjects did not perfectly agree with me. With 
my best abilities, therefore, and with no small difficulty, I had to at- 
tempt to reconcile men, who, though they thought alike on great questions, 
yet differed from one another on those of less importance. I say that 
among the Conservative party there are little differences, which, though 
among themselves they seem of trifling moment to make the part of him who 
attempts to lead them a task--which had I known it as well as I now know, 
I doubt whether I would have entered on. I have lived, Sir, to know, and 
painfully known, what it is.to have one's motives called in question--one's 
personal honour, even, suspected, while conscious of being actuated by 
nothing but a desire to render service to my country. While I have passed 
days and nights--as I call God to witness--in the anxious and laborious 
endeavour to do good to my country I have had the pain of knowing, Sir, 
how much, how unjustly I was wronged.6 But I will not now impute fault 
to those, who after all, have placed me where I am, and who on the whole 
have afforded me throughout their confidence and support. I could hardly 
fail to refer to these circumstances--and having referred to them once, 
it is gone. My purpose was, Sir, to found a party on a larger basis than 
ever had been formed before; I tried to do so for the advantage of our 
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common country, and because I believed the principles of the hon. gentle- 
man opposite were not calculated to promote her good. I thought so--I 
think so still; and on that account, I desired to extend broad and solid 
foundations on which I trusted to raise, as a superstructure, an Adminis-— 
tration, which enjoying the confidence of the majority would be efficient 
in Working the machinery of Government. It is easy for gentlemen who know 
not what office is--and here I can appeal to the hon. gentleman opposite-- 
it is easy to say that the Government, or the Ministry should do this or 
that, or should be surrounded with fit and proper men, enjoying the con- 
fidence of the people and having experience of their duties. lI tell you, 
and without designing any reproach on this my adopted country--God forbie 
(sic) that I should--that this is too much to expect from a young country-- 
not young so much in the sense in which the world is usually employed, but 
young in the arts and practice of self-government ./ It was_too much to 
expect that Heaven-born Statesmen would spring up in a day .® That there 
should be mistakes,--many mistakes, and many things done, which, with 
longer experience and larger acquaintance with the pressure of the public 
necessities would be avoided, is a thing natural and obvious; and yet it 
seems utterly unthought of, and uncared for. I allude to it, to show 
another difficulty with which he has to contend, who undertakes the task 
which I undertook, and which I have succeeded in carrying through with 
the confidence of the majority of the people. I have heard much said since 
the opening of the Session, about the recent appointments to office, which 
are said not to have taken place according to English practice.-—Among 

the rest, I yesterday, heard an attack on that of the Solicitor-General 
(West), for which I consider myself responsible, and which I cheerfully 
stand here to defend. If I had only to defend it on grounds relating to 
the fitness of the gentleman who now holds the office--if that were all-- 
I would say, that when I find honesty of purpose, ability, and personal 
honour; and not only these, but professional learning and talent united, 
there could be no thing to defend; but who is there in this House, or out 
of it, who dares to impugn the personal or professional character of the 
Solicitor-General? The charge, then, was not that I took a man as a mere 
job--nor one, who, like some scions of nobility elsewhere, was thrown 

into office, without qualification--nor to return favours received, by 
friends or connexions in the House. My fault was that this gentleman 
was not in Parliament, and that I ventured to go out of Parliament to 

find a man, who possesses such acknowledged efficiency and ability. I 
will appeal to facts and to history, and will join issue upon the asser- 
tion that such a course is not contrary to British practice; but is one 
that has been adopted in England, under circumstances much less pressing 
than mine. I would ask hon. gentlemen opposite, whether Law-Lord Elenboro', 
did not come into Parliament, after he was appointed Attorney-General, and 
that for the first time.--I will take another example of one of the most 
eminent Lawyers, Juristsconsults (sic) and Judges--Pratt, Lord Camden: 

did he go into the Commons and make a reputation? was he known for his 
diligent attendance, Session after Session, and his adherence to one 
ministry?--or had he acquired a contrary reputation for readiness to 

sell himself to any man who could give him his price? No, he did neither 
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but at that time, there was a Solicitor General, the brother of Earl 
Hardwicke, and who had assisted Pitt to form his Ministry, yet Pratt 

was made Att. General over the head of Yorke, though he had never been 

in Parliament. Lord Kenyon, too, had never been in Parliament when he 
was made a law office of the Crown. I have a list of names; but per- 
haps these may be thought too old: I will come to one much later, 

since the Reform Bill, that of Sir William Follett in 1838, who was 

even rejected by the electors. There may perphaps (sic) be another Sol- 
icitor General unsuccessful in obtaining a seat, and my friends may 

take that as a precedent, and I hope if they do, they will think kindly 
of me when they use it. I say, then there exists no rule in Brittish 
(sic) practice to bind a Ministry to choose their Solicitor General from 
persons in Parliament, and that, therefore, the case was overstated or 
misstated, when this appointment was said to be contrary to Responsible 
Government. All these and more than all these were good cases in point, 
if another be wanting I will mention*****%who was Solicitor General at 
24, and Lord Advocate at 27. The appointment of the Inspector General 
has also been called in question in a similar manner. I shall have 
occasion presently to revert to some circumstances which made that office 
vacant--in the meantime I will remark that I had been in office long 
enough to know one thing--that, in the state of the public revenue, it 
was necessary, as well for the future as the past, to be able to bring 
down the public accounts in a clear and satisfactory manner. I, then, 
foresaw, as I have more than once mentioned to the House, the changes 
that we should have to make in the management of our finances, and I was 
anxious to secure the assistance of one who was practically acquainted 
with that branch of affairs. If I went out of the House of Assembly, I 
did so out of no disrespect to my friends within it; but because I felt 
it my duty to seek, wherever I could find it, the very best assistance 
that could be procured. Now, long before that time, the talent of the 
hon. gentleman who fills the office of Inspector General was well known 
to me, and I felt confident that if I could persuade him to fill the 
situation, his conduct would vindicate my choice. If ever I made in pri- 
vate a prophecy that was amply fulfilled in public, it was, I may venture 
to say, concerning that hon. gentleman. I can appeal to my friends around 
me, if they have ever seen the accounts of the country brought down in a 
beter (sic) or more intelligible shape, than they are presented by my 
honourable friend the member for Huron. 

I am now on my defence, and it is for the House to judge of these 
appointments by the personal efficiency of the men, and by the difficulty 
of making appointments to office in a country so new to self government. 
After the election had taken place, and hon. members first met in this 
Parliament--as it happens in all bodies of men who meet for the first 
time--it was not very easy to secure unity of action among them. You know, 
very well, sir, that at the very outset of our Parliamentary career, there 
was a very strong effort made to defeat the Government in the attempt to 
place you in the Chair, and I may now, therefore tell my hon. friends 
near me not to be too much discouraged, if their efforts in their novel 
position be not crowned, at first, with so much success as they could wish. 
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At our first setting out, sir, we only placed you in the Chair by a 
majority of one.

MR. DRAPER ((continued:)) Well, that is not so material to the 
reflection Iwas about to make--which is this: that my friends may derive 
satisfaction from remembering that, setting out with a very small major- 
ity,on a question in which the Government felt great interest, our judge- 
ment (sic) has been subsequently so much approved, that, this Session-- 
without reference to the mere legal question--but one common feeling of 
respect has been exhibited for you, sir, from all sides of the House. I 
had to contend with another very difficult question, which, when I took 
office, was always present to my mind--I mean the question of King's Col- 
lege. With reference to that, I was, and am, under certain obligations 
which I do not underrate; but, placed as I am at this moment, I may speak 
of that which has hitherto tied my hands. I may appeal to hon. gentle- 
men on this side of the House--aye, and to some on the other side, also-- 
whether, when that measure was introduced, I had not a clear prospect of 
being able to carry it--whether I had not every reason to believe that 
I should have the support of the greater part of the House. I appeal to 
the hon. member for Sandwich, if that be not so.l 


COL. PRINCE:+-I complain that you did mot try towearny it.12 


MR. DRAPER:--Well, the past is gone. As far as I am concerned, the 
question has no further consequence, than as I desire to vindicate myself 
from suspicion, when I affirm that I consulted my party, and had sufficient 
reason to think I should be able to carry out my measure. I am not here 
to assail others, nor to cast doubt upon their motives, nor to make my 
last speech the means of embittering political prejudices. But I appeal 
to my friends around me; because I brought in that Bill with a conviction 
that I had so shaped it as to be certain of carrying it.13 He appealed 
to the members around him to say whether he had not, immediately called 
the Conservative members together and intimated his intention of resigning 
office, and that it was only at eae earnest solicitation he had consented 
to remain. (Cries of yes, yes.) Yet I find no fault - the time has 
gone by for that - I find no fault with those who made me relinquish it. 
That is my answer to those who have, on account of this measure, held me 
up to reproach as a man who would yield to every principle for the sake of 
salary and office. In the second session, I met Parliament under circum- 
stances which afforded me much reason to fear that the Governor-General 
might be called on to defend our hearts and homes from invasion. But if 
there ever was one moment when I felt proud of the position I held in the 
Ministry, it was when I came down to this house and found but one unanimous 
voice in favour of passing a good Militia law that should be efficient for 
the purpose of making that defence effective. (Loud cheers.) Making that 
Bill no more a Government measure than as it was necessarily the duty of 
the Administration to see it carried, I invited support of all parts ((of)) 
the House, and received it; and I must confess that I was surprised, of 
all other measures, to be attacked on that, as if I had thrown off 
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the responsibility of passing it, and had for that purpose referred it 
to a committee. Is it on such a measure, when it was the single desire 
of all that the law should be efficient, that I am now to be attacked, 
as if there had been an attempt to get rid of responsibility? It is 
unnecessary to revive any feelings that may have arisen from one of the 
appointments made under the Militia Bill. I stand responsible to the 
House and the country for having recommended you, Sir, to that office, 
and feeling that I had the voice of a large majority of the country with 
me, I felt as much assured of your acceptance of the office, as I should 
have done had I had it in writing in my pocket. The first intimation I 
had of any difficulty was when you, Sir, told me that you could not 
accept the office; but I felt then, Sir, and do still feel, that it was 
impossible, on any principle of Responsible Government, for me to throw 
off my shoulders the responsibility of advising the Governor General as 
to the person who should fill that important office. I felt bound, Sir, 
to see such an officer appointed as I could approve of, and as I could 
come to this House to defendl>,

MR. DRAPER ((resumed:)) Hear, hear, or not, that was his position 
as to militia and all other appointments - it was the first time he had 


stated it publicly, but he had not hesitated to do so in the proper place.21 


Loud cheers, from the opposition, and black dismay on the ministerial

MR. DRAPER ((resumed:)) That being so, and supposing there could be 
no doubt of the obvious necessity of such a course, I was not prepared, 
as I then told you, Sir, to suppose, that there could have been anything 
in your proposition relative to the Deputy-Adjutant-Generalship, that bore 
the shape, or could savour of, a condition. For myself, I can only, fol- 
lowing the Solicitor-General, declare, that I do not mean in the slightest 
degree to question anything that has fallen from you; but I cannot help 
saying, that I feel it would have been better, for the sake of constitu- 
tional government, better, in reference to future events, if the precedent 
had not been adopted of questioning you on a conversation between yourself 
and the Representative of the Sovereign, which, if left to yourself, you 
would, I am sure, never have chosen to repeat. I do not approve of the 
determination of the House; but I speak of it - and I do so now without 
any personal motive - and say, that when conversations, I care not on what 
subjects, take place with the Head of the Government, they ought to be 
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published with his permission, only, and in a written memorandum approved 
of by him. The hon. member for Bellechasse knew the right principle, and 
acted on it. He applied for permission to lay certain documents before 
the House, and obtained permission, before he laid them on the table of 
the House. Is it possible that the head of the Government can vindicate 
himself at any time by putting his own work in opposition to that of another 
person? Could he descend into the arena of dispute, upon the mere ques- 
tion, whether you would choose to believe A or B? Communications of that 
sort are in my opinion sacred, unless reduced to writing and submitted 
first to His Excellency. I am sure my hon. friend who has made British 
precedent his study can recollect no precedent for such a thing as this: 
I regret that an occasion has been taken to depart from British practice 
now. I have justified myself with respect to one appointment. On the 
subject of another I may say that there is not a man in the House who 
could object to it; it was almost reckoned on by the other side, and fully 
concurred in by this. The other gentleman named, was an old militia 
officer who had seen much service--the brother of a man who died with the 
noble Brock, on the memorable field of Queenston. Such a man, I think 
had claims to such an office, and if any one can impugn the appointment, 
let him do it.--(Cheers.)--What I have said does not imply that I had any 
fault with others; I readily believe all that their friends can say of 
them, and leave them without any slight or disrespect whatever. But 
there is one point connected with this subject, that I cannot pass over. 
It was I think the hon. member for North York, who said we had taken a 
republican mode of getting rid of certain officers. Now, if there be 

any desire to introduce the smallest part of the practices of the neigh- 
bouring country, I don't think that desire rests with us I don't think 
hon. gentlemen on the other side,.ever heard much admiration of American 
practice from those on this, except with reference to certain cases in 
which we are free to borrow what is excellent from all the world. The 
hon. gentleman must remember, however, that there is a sort of public 
opinion in small knots throughout the Province--there are, in a few cor- 
ners, a small number of men, who desire to be Republican, and a certain 
knot of these persons did rise in rebellion, not for the sake of redres- 
sing grievances, but with the view of establishing a Republic. There is, 
therefore, a little Republican leaven--small, if you please--as unprinci- 
pled as you like,--but whom have this party supported ever since they were 
allowed, by the clemency of the British Queen to resume their forfeited 
rights under the British Government? To whomsoever they have given it, 
it has at any rate not been to our side of the House. To whatever side 
that Republican leaven is attached, if the testimony of public opinion 

is worth anything it will be found not very far from the honourable mem- 
ber for Nort (sic) York (here (sic) here (sic) and laughter.)--I fully 
acquit the hon. gentleman of any such tendencies, I know he is no Repub- 
lican--and I trust he believes me incapable of supposing that he has 
anything in common with the opinions of those who would sever the Colony 
from the British Empire (renewed cheering). But I think, too, that all 
these things prove that his course of policy is not what we, as Conserva- 
tives, can approve. I will say, if that testimony of public opinion be 
worth anything, it shows that the hon. gentleman ought not to be in power, 
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and that I was right in taking office to keep him out. It was with 
great satisfaction, Mr. Speaker, that I gave my first vote on entering 
this House, for an Address of congratulation to the late Lord Metcalfe; 
so I shall have the utmost gratification in remembering that the last 
vote I gave affirmed the same principles of Monarchical Government .23

He would give an ancecdote or two to shew how competent the member for 
Essex was to discharge the duties of a Queen's Counsel. He did so as it 
was of some importance that such duties should be properly discharged. 

A story was current in the Western District, which he had often heard, 
and believed to be true; it showed the eminent legal talent of the hon. 
member in the brightest possible colors. He (Col. Prince) was on one 
occasion the presiding Justice of the Peace in the Court of Quarter 
Sessions at Sandwich; he sat in judgment, and tried a man for an assault 
committed at Detroit; aye, he sat in judgment in Sandwich, and tried 

the man for an assault at Detroit--for an assault against our Sovereign 
Lady the Queen, committed in the territory of the United States, and only 
because the man was a rebel. (Great laughter.) * * * The Member for Essex 
had alluded to his portrait, (laughter) he would again refer to that por- 
trait; he was proud of that portrait, because it was a mark of the esteem 
and respect of his brethren at the bar, and next to his political consis- 
tency he prided himself on his professional character, a character to 
which his professional brethran (sic) had borne testimony. It would be 

a long time before any body gave the member for Essex a portrait; when he 
wanted a picture he would have to pay for it; he wondered what sort of 

a portrait the member for Essex would make, as he sat there with that 
benignant smile beaming on his face? (laughter.) How would the artist 
draw him? not certainly as a dancing master, but possibly as a dancing 
bear. (Cries of oh! oh! and order.) He would end by referring to a 
document he held in his hand, proving that the member for Essex had been 
at one period of his life a bitter opponent of the politics of Lord Dur- 
ham, and held views of Responsible Government similar to those of Lord 
Metcalfe.48 


COL. PRINCE.--The remarks of the hon. member for Toronto might have 
been very facetious and very amusing, but they labored under one serious 
defect; the statements on which they were founded were altogether incor- 
rect. The hon. momber (sic) for Toronto had represented him as an office 
seeker; he emphatically denied it; he had ever conscientiously followed 
the interests of his constituents, and they had bestowed their confidence 
upon him. The name of Boulton had ever been prominent in that family 
compact which grew rich at the expense of the people, and whom the people 
of Upper Canada regarded with abhorrence. Every member of that House 
knew Cognovit Hall. In return for the anecdote about the Court of Quar- 
ter Session at which he had presided, he would just make a passing allu- 
sion to the Court in which the member for Toronto presided, and in which 
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he had acquired his peculiar eloquence, the Mayor's Court of that City, 
to which prostitutes, vagabonds, rogues, and thieves were brought; and 
it was from his consequent contact with such characters that he acquired 
the peculiar style of Billingsgate with which he had gratified the House 
that evening.49

COL. PRINCE ((continued:)) The learned member had called him a big 
rat and a dancing bear, he did not know how he could be both, but he 
wondered the hon. member, when his ingenuity was once exercised in the 
line of natural history, had not gone on to call him a hippopotamus-- 
(laughter.) Being a head and a half taller than the hon. gentleman he 
must appear in his eyes quite gigantic. What the stolen horse had to do

MR. ARMSTRONG--It was not my intention to say one word on the subject 
of the Address; and if I thought it would be the means of bringing the 
discussion to a close this day, I would not trespass on the time of the 
House; but as it has been manifest that hon. members have been, and will 
continue, speaking against time, I cannot refrain from offering a few 
remarks. For several days the Address has been before this House; and 
if the hon. members who represent the Government had not felt ashamed 
of carrying their measures by a majority of one they would have passed 
their address the first day. Common courtesy would have iuduced (sic) 
them to do so: they, Sir, would have resorted to their usual course, 
that is to say, question would have been called, when the indicators 
above your chair pointed to twelve o'clock, but although they kept their 
eye pretty anxiously on the clock, it was not to cry "question"; "adjourn" 
has been the war cry, and they have night after night carried the adjourn- 
ment by that tremendous majority of one, and to what shifts have they not 
resorted to keep that majority of one? I know, but dare not name the thing, 
what will the country say, yes gentlemen, what will your constituents say 
to this waste of time, aye but that is not all what will they say when 
they hear that you have spent at least seven Thousand pounds to make your 
majority two instead of one. I take it for granted that you will not 
gainsay the assertion of the Quebec Gazette when it states that the ex- 
penses of the Legislature while in Session is not short of One Thousand 
pounds per day. Knowing this as you must, you still persisted in having 
one vote more, and thus you have saddled the country with seven thousand 
pounds in order that the member for Missisquoi should take his seat, he 
has done so this afternoon, and he and you gentlemen have the consolation 
to know that the waiting for this one more vote has cost that immense sum 
of money, besides keeping back useful and very pressing measures, and Sir, 
what great moral strength has been added to the Government by this one 
vote more; is that vote not an interested one, is the Honourable Gentleman 
not bound to vote for you for the very best reasons in the world, now to 
vote himself fifteen hundred pounds per annum if not more? Of course he is, 
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and the whole province knew it before, and therefore the novelty of the 
vote goes for nothing but it has cost the Province, I repeat it once 

more, seven Thousand pounds:!} (hear, hear.) In reference to what fell 
from the hon. Member for Stanstead (Mr. McConnell) who like myself is a 
farmer, and no doubt like myself a large landholder, representing a Farm- 
ing District, I would ask him, when he indulged in the language he did 
about the Municipal and School Bills, if he did not for a moment reflect 
that those two measures were government measures? Can he have so soon 
forgotten that those measures were hurried through the House coute qui 
coute, by the hon. Member for Ottawa and the hon. Member for Missisquoi 
(now Judge Smith), both members of the government and the latter a Town- 
ship member, surely he cannot have forgotten this? nor will he have 
forgotten, when my hon. friend the Member for Terrebone, attempted to 
offer some amendments to those Bills, the caustic and severe observations 
he received from the hon. Member for Ottawa, those remarks were in plain 
language, viz., that if the hon. Member for Terrebonne offered any amend- 
ments it was with a view to embarrass the government by a factious oppos- 
ition, and he might be sure to see the whole country in confusion for the 
want of a Municipal Law, and the people continue in ignorance for no Edu- 
cational Bill would be obtained. The hon. Member for Terrebonne protested 
against any such motive, but as he could not concur in two measures replete 
with legal absurdities he left the House and would not take the responsi- 
bility of voting for them, nor gain the compliment of offering a factious 
opposition to two measures which were absolutely required for the country 
parts of Lower Canada.

gutdance, of a prosperous administration of the affatrs of this great 
Province. 

That we are much grattfted to learn that the representations whitch 
have proceeded from thts and the netghbourting Provinces on the subject 
of the Post Office have engaged the anxtous consideratton of the Imperial 
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Government, and that His Excellency is enabled to inform us, that Her 
Majesty's Mintsters are prepared to surrender to the Provinectal Authort- 
ties, the control of that Department, so soon as, by concert between the 
several Legislatures, arrangements shall be matured for securing to Bri- 
tish North America the advantages of an efficient and untform Post Office 
System.

tributing to the relief of thetr suffering fellow subjects. 

That we coneur with Hts Excellency that the occurrences of the past 
year, though, in some measure, exceptional, tndteate that there ts a 
growing demand tn Europe for the produce of thts Continent, and render 
tt highly important for the tnhabitants of Canada to tmprove to the ut- 
most its natural advantages, and those whitch attach to tt, as an tntegral 
part of an Emptre abounding tn wealth and population. 

That we duly apprectate the responstbtlity whtch rests on Parltament 
at thts conjuncture, and that we will endeavour, by wise legislation, to

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 

We, Her Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada 
tn Provinetal Parltament assembled, humbly thank Your Excelleney for your 
gractous Speech from the Throne at the opening of the present Sesston. 

We respectfully offer to Your Excellency our congratulations upon 
your assumption of the Government of this Province; and we request per- 
mitsston to express our gratification that Her Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to nominate as Her Representative in the North Amertcan Colonies, 
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a Governor whose previous offtetal career tn another Colony of the Brt- 
tish Empire offers the happtest promise, under Your Excelleney's guidance, 
of a prosperous admintstratton of the affairs of this great Province. 

We are much gratified to learn that the representations whitch have 
proceeded from this and the netghbouring Provinces on the subject of the 
Post Office have engaged the anxtous consideration of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and that Your Excellency ts enabled to inform us, that Her Majesty's 
Mintsters are prepared to surrender to the Provinctal Authorities, the 
control of that Department, so soon as, by concert between the several 
Legislatures, arrangements shall be matured for securing to Brittsh North 
America the advantages of an efftctent and uniform Post Office System. 

We assure Your Excellency of our great satisfaction that the Colontal 
Legislatures, by a Statute passed during the last Sesston of the Imperial 
Parliament, are empowered to repeal differential duties heretofore imposed 
tn the Colontes tn favor of British Produce. 

We shall gtve our most attenttve constderatton to thts tmportant sub- 
geet, and to the communtcattons relating to tt, which Your Excellency has 
received from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies, and from 
the Lreutenant Governors of Nova Seotta and New Brunswtck. 

Your Excellency may rely on our attention being directed to such mea- 
sures as may be submitted for the purpose of extending more generally Ware- 
houstng factlittes to Inland Ports, and for effecting other tmprovements 
tn our Commerctal System. 

We are gratifted to learn that inquiries have been instituted wtth 
the view of ascertaining the practicability and probable cost of the 
construction of a Ratlway between Quebee and Haltfax, and that a Survey 
of the proposed line has been undertaken by the Impertal Government, 
and ts sttll tn progress. 

We shall be happy to recetve from Your Excellency the comnuntcatton 
of the Despatch from the Secretary of State, describing the course whitch 
Her Majesty's Government propose to take in order to remedy the tncon- 
ventence whitch the Provinces of British North Amertca have sustained from 
the operatton of the Imperial Statute for the protection of Copyrights.

We were prepared to find that the expectation of a Large. Emigratton 
had rendered it prudent that measures should be adopted for providing 
addittonal accommodatton and medical attendance for the sick, and for 
increasing the means of forwarding the destitute to places where their 
labour may be required; and we are grattfted to learn that an increased 
grant has been made by the Impertal Parltament in atd of thts service; 
and whtle we regret the too great probabiltty of much want and suffer- 
tng among certain classes of Emigrants, we trust that the favorable 
antictpations of Your Excellency, as to the character of a large portton 
of the Emtgration, may be happtly realized. 

We shall gtve our best constderation to the Accounts of the past 
year and Estimates of the current year, which will be latd before us by 
Your Excellency; and we learn with the htghest satisfaction that there 
ts an increase tn the revenue derived from Public Works. 

Your Excelleney may fully rely upon our making such proviston for 
the maintenance of the establishments and credit of the Province as may 
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be necessary to support the htgh character for probity and good faith, 
whteh Canada has won for herself, and, we firmly belteve, will ever con- 
tinue to matntatn. 

We acknowledge that we have cause of deep gratitude to Providence 
for our exemptton from the calamity of famine, with which another part 
of the Empire has been so severely afflicted, and we thank Your Excellency 
for your congratulations on the ltberaltty whtch the tnhabitants of this 
Colony of all classes and origins, including our Indtan Brethren, have 
evinced tn contrtbuting to the relief of thetr suffering fellow subjects. 

We coneur wtth Your Excellency in believing that the occurrences of 
the past year, though, tn some measure, exceptional, indicate that there 
ts a growing demand in Europe for the produce of this Continent, and 
render tt highly tmportant for the tnhabitants of Canada to tmprove to 
the utmost tts natural advantages, and those which attach to tt, as an 
tntegral part of an Emptre abounding in wealth and populatton. 

We duly apprectate the responstbility whtch rests on the Provinetal 
Parltament at this conjuncture, and shall endeavour, by wtse legtslatton, 
to afford all practicable extenston and developement to the trade and 
productive capabilittes of the Province, and to gtve tts Institutions 
that hold on the affecttons of the people, which ts the foundatton of 
publte and private credit, and the best security for social progress. 

We humbly thank Your Excellency for your cordial co-operation tin 
effecting these important objects, and for your renewal of the assurance 
of the earnest destre of Our Gractous Queen to promote the prosperity 
of Canada, and the happiness of tts people.

The Librarian begs leave to report, for the information of Your Hon- 
ourable House, that pursuant to the authority of the Honorable the Speaker, 
the valuable collection of Books recommended to be purchased by the Ltbrary 
Committee of last Sesston, has been procured, and deposited in the Ltbrary. 
They constst of upwards of a thousand volumes in French and English liter- 
ature. 

The French Works, selected with considerable care by the Committee, 
wtll be found, tn connection wtth those purchased last year, to supply num- 
erous defictenctes, in that sectton of the Library, previously neglected, 
and to bring down the several classes of French literature to a very re- 
eent date. 

The English Works comprise standard legal publications, hitherto much 
required, as well as others, on general subjects of great tnterest. 

Addttions have also been made to the important class of works on the 
Htstory of America, whtch may be regarded as extremely valuable, tn a na- 
tional potnt of vtew, as materials for the present investigator and future 
htstortan of Amertecan annals. 

The charge of procuring the new Books was entrusted, by order of Mr. 
Speaker, to Messrs. Fabre, and Armour and Ramsay, of Montreal, respectively; 
and tt ts pleasing to state that thetr commisstons have been executed wtth 
the utmost promptitude, economy and care. 

In consequence of the extenstve additions to the Ltbrary during the 
past recess, tt has been deemed advisable to comptle a supplementary cata- 
logue for the use of Members; printed copies of which will be placed in 
thetr hands without delay. 

Lists of the Books recetved since last Sesston, under the provistons 
of the Copyright Act, and of a few procured subsequent to the printing of 
the supplementary catalogue, are appended to thts Report. 

The total number of Books now tn the Ltbrary, exclustve of the Amer- 
tean class above referred to, is 9450,--that class contains 1170 volumes, 
making a total of 10,620.

To the Honorable the Legtslattve Assembly, tn Provinetal Parltament 
assembled. 

The undersigned, to whom were respectively entrusted the charge of 
ecomptling General Indices to the Journals of the Houses of Assembly of 
the late Provinces of Upper and Lower Canada, beg leave to report :-- 

That the Index to the Journals of the Upper Canada Assembly ts now 
finished; the Compiler having brought the sane to completion shortly before 
the commencement of the present Sesston. The series of Journals indexed, 
begins at the year 1825, and continues from thence to the end of the last 
Sesston of the Upper Canada Legislature, in 1840. Of those prior to 18265, 
no regular series exists tn Canada, the Legislative records of Upper Can- 
ada having been, on two occastons, destroyed by fire, once on the taking 
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of York by the Amertcans in 1812, and again at a subsequent pertod from 
an accidental cause. With four or five exceptions no coptes of these 
volumes are known to extst, save in the office of the Secretary of the 
Colonies at London, where they may be found in manuscript, the printed 
sertes not having been commenced until 1825. With regard to the missing 
volumes, the Comptler would respectfully suggest the expedtency of making 
immediate application to the Colontal Secretary for coptes of the same, 
with a view to the completion of the series in the possesston of Your 
Honorable House. 

The Index to the Journals of.the Lower Canada Assembly, though not 
enttrely completed, lacks only the insertion of "cross-references," 
throughout, to finish it. To ascertain these, and add them in their 
proper places, is essential to factlttate reference to the work, to those 
unaccustomed to the use of tt; but the want of them will not prevent 
the Index from betng, meanwhtle, of great use to all who may be seeking 
tnformatton from the Journals referred to. 

The Lower Canada sertes of Journals ts complete from the time of the 
first meeting of the Provtnetal Assembly tn 1792, until the last convoca- 
tton tn 1837; the Index volume ts consequently of constderably greater 
extent than that relating to Upper Canada. 

In conecluston, the Comptlers would respectfully beg that the House 
would be pleased to refer the result of their labours to the examinatton 
of a Select Committee, by whom it might be determined whether thetr under- 
takings have been accomplished in such a manner as to mertt the approba- 
tion of Your Honorable House; and from whom a deltberate opinton could 
be obtained upon the most expedtent and desirable plan for the future 
preservatton of the General Indices,--whether by the transcription of a 
fair manusertpt copy of each, to be preserved for reference in the Ltb- 
rary, or by printing a limtted number of coptes for the use of Members. 
The latter course ts the one, which, tn the opinton of the Comptlers, 
would for several reasons be found to be the most advantageous. Without 
adverting to the risk, where but one copy of a work exists, of tts being 
Lost, destroyed, or injured so as to impair its usefulness,--the Compil- 
ers would rely mainly on the nature of the work itself, in support of 
thetr views concerning tt. In the compilation of the Indices, pursuant 
to the directions of Your Honorable House, they chose for thetr model 
the General Index to the Journals of the House of Commons, from 1820 to 
1837, the plan of whtch, adopted after mature deltberatton, and with the 
advantage of the experience attained by the successive labours of previ- 
ous Comptlers, has been found of the greatest practical value. Its chtef 
mertt conststs in the combination of stmple reference to Journal entries, 
with an abstract or digest of all proceedings bearing on the same subject, 
or connected together, by whtch, at a glance, an historical summary of 
every legislative proceeding on any given questton can be readily ascer- 
tained. Such a digest of the Parltamentary proceedings of the Assemblies 
of Upper and Lower Canada is the more destrable from the scareity of many 
of the earlter Journals of those bodies, one copy only of some Sesstons 
being tn the possesston of Your Honorable House. For this reason they 
have so arranged thetr Indices, as to make them, as much as possible, 
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tndependent of the Journals themselves, and valuable compendiums of every 
tmportant matter connected with the past legislative history of Canadas.

MR. AYLWINI1 said, the question he rose to refer to was one of the 
highest importance to the country at large.!2 ((He)) said that the 
famine that had occurred in Ireland during the last year had well been 
compared to those which happened in Europe during the 13th century. 

The state of the epetante who were daily arriving on our shores was 
becoming appalling;1 two thousand persons had already died at Grosse 
Isle, and great complaints had been made as to the management of the 
officers there. No doubt hon'ble members had already heard something 
of that; but they could not be generally aware, though those a((t)) 
Quebec were, of the necessity of obtaining ((i))nformation on the sub- 
ject, in order to put an end to these complaints. The Government had 
been charged with very gross neglect in this momentous matter, and he 
hoped they would be able to meet the charge readily, for he could not 
bel((i))eve the Government could be so remiss-”. It was said that 
hardly any preparations had been made for the sad scenes now witnessed 
at Grosse Isle, Quebec, and Montreal - although the Government must 
have known five or six weeks ago that the same disasters had attended 
the emigration into New York. It had even been stated that warning 
letters had been sent to the Government, and the most pressing applica- 
tions made to them to prepare for the coming evil, and that by gentlemen 
well entitled to attention,--but that these letters had lain neglected 
and unanswered in the office of the Secretary of the Province for seven 
weeks! And it was further stated that it was not until after the full 
opening of the navigation that any steps had been taken, and even then 
only to purchase some small quantity of beddingl6 ((and)) a very small 
quantity of provisions ... for the relief of the famishing people who 
every day arrived. It was true, the Quarantine had been in a great 
measure under the control of the Imperial Government instead of the 
Provincial, and in the hands of that obnoxious officer, the Civil Secre- 
tary, and this though the people of the Province were quite as much 
interested in the subject as the people of England. Perhaps this might 
call attention to the office of Civil Secretary: if it led to its 
abolition it would be an excellent thing. It was unjust to the liber- 
ality of the Mother Country, that this establishment should be so managed, 
as to afford almost no relief at all to the poor creatures who came 
year after year to Canada. The sufferings of the poor emigrants now 
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were worse than those which had been endured by the first settlers. The 
representations of the Superintendent at Grosse Isle, almost amounted to 
a cry sauve qui peut.1/ There were serious charges, and if the Govern- 
ment could not answer them they were deserving of the severest censure. 
If they could, their calumniators should be made to feel the censure of 
public opinion. He thought an investigation into the subject highly 
necessary.18 The hon. Member moved an address to His Excellency for the 
papers relative to the management of Quarantine Station. 19 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said the papers would be laid on the table. 20 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said, that every thing that could be done 
had been done2l, not only at Grosse Isle, but throughout the Upper and 
Lower Provinces22, as it would appear from the papers when they came 
down, to relieve the distress. He merely stated that, to prevent the 
observations of the hon. member for Quebec from going uncontradicted to 
the public. 23 


DR. NELSON would merely say that if these boasted preparations had 
been made, that he, as a medical man who had been called to assist in 
relieving many of these unfortunate emigrants now crowding through the 
City - was entirely ignorant of them.24 There were scores and hundreds 
of these poor people lying about the streets, and under porches, begging2>, 
dying from the want of food. He had sent numbers of them to the Hospital, 
and he knew he could have sent them to the Government sheds--that fearful 
place which no man could think of without shuddering at the misery and 
destitution which it revealed. The Government were very much to blame. 
Misery and disease would be entailed on the thousands of unhappy beings 
crowded together in that worst of places--and he could tell the Govern- 
ment that scores of men and women were calling down curses on their heads 
with their dying breath from these sheds. Humanity shudders, said Dr. 
Nelson, at the scenes now passing under our eyes, and I know not how the 
Government can wash themselves of the charge of indifference. What! The 
middle of June and nothing done: Send human beings to those sheds, and 
they must wade in mud to their knees to get there, and what sort of beds 
have they? dirty straw, Mr. Speaker, huddled up into a corner! and we 
are to be told that the government were not aware of the sad state these 
poor people would be in! It is not so, Sir,--we all knew it well, months 
ago. It would be improper of me, however, to close without stating that 
I have seen a great number of the sick emigrants, but that not one of 
them had typhus fever. It is true that they are all prepared for it, 
but it arises from want, from privation of every description. They are 
now dying from want, and the preparations for their relief have been 
made with an inefficient and niggard hand. 26 





MR. CHABOT said it was known there would be a large emigration this 
year, and it was then feared emigrants would bring to Canada the seeds 
of the disease, from which they had suffered so much in Ireland. No one 
knew the extent of the misery on Grosse Isle, for means had been taken 
to conceal it. Thus, on the 3rd of June, letters stating that there was 
no danger, that the people on the Island had plenty of clothes and food, 
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and a few days after, the Superintendent wrote as if in despair. It 

was said, too, that no more than 700 had died in the Hospitals, while 
there were large numbers who were not mentioned who died in other build- 
ings and on board the ships. No provisions had been made for this 
emergency until very lately; for it was not till the first of June that 
a few artificers were sent down from Quebec to build a few miserable 
sheds. What had been done at Quebec? - The citizens there had establish- 
ed a Board of Health, and had sent a.deputation to the Governor-General, 
and what answer had they got? That Government would take care of every- 
thing without the city, but that all within the city belonged to the 
Corporation! There was a Marine Hospital at Quebec, which when it was 
built, was situated at a distance from the greater part of the population 
of the city, but which since then, had been surrounded by a dense mass 
of habitations. This hospital might contain perhaps 200 or 250 persons, 
and that being full, persons were set to work to build sheds around the 
building. The citizens naturally feared for their health in consequence 
of the disease brought into their neighborhood, especially as it was 
necessary to conduct the sick through the thickest part of the city; but 
what was the answer to their representation on this head? Why, that in- 
formation had been received from eminent medical men, which led to the 
conclusion that there could be no danger; that, however, if the Corpora- 
tion thought there were, they were at liberty to build sheds any where 
else, by paying the difference in the cost. He was satisfied that there 
must be fault some where, and thought that some part of the blame fell 
on the employees, one of whom, Dr. Douglas, had written one day to say 
that there was no danger, and on another that the whole of the emigrants 
were going to die at once. 


MR. ROBINSON had no doubt that the hon. member for Richelieu had 
seen every thing he described; but he was wrong in blaming the Government; 
as soon as the Ministry became aware of the necessity, they instructed 
him to erect buildings for the shelter of the emigrants, and finding 
they could not be got up with sufficient speed by contract, he had em- 
ployed some of the most respectable builders in town who had put up a 
shed 140 feet long by 25 feet broad, besides two more that were being 
constructed at that moment. A great number of people would not go to 
the sheds, on account of the disease which prevailed there. He did 
not believe there was so great distress for want of shelter as the hon. 
member for Richelieu appeared to think; for he was there the night before, 
and found that a rope-walk 100 feet long, which had been engaged by 
Government, and which was really very comfortable, had very few people 
in it.28 Another large shed was also being erected, and Government 
were doing all in their power to meet the wants of the immigrants. 


MR. AYLWIN.--Since when?20 


MR. ROBINSON.--"I can give you day and date."°! His orders were 
without any limit, to do whatever the Emigrant Agent required. The 
Agent himself was a kind-hearted excellent man, who, althoughhis salary 
was very small, attended from five o'clock in the morning, till eight 
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or nine at night, and now slept: there all night .22 He (Mr. R.) visited 
there every day, and he was happy to say that he met many of the citizens 
there. He wished to be understood, that all he had said referred only 

to Montreal; he knew nothing of Quebec or Grosse Isle. 33

MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY regretted that such hostility was manifested 
by the opposite side of the House to the Executive, on every occasion 
that presented itself. He thought that the gentlemen on the opposite 
side, ought to have waited till the papers were laid on the table and 
if it did not appear from the papers that the Government were not to 
blame, then the House might pass their censure; for he would say, that 
the remarks which had been made not be borne out by the papers which 
were asked for. The Government could not expect the great influx of 
Emigrants which has taken place; it could not, therefore, be expected, 
that they should adopt measures in anticipation. He stated that two 
deputations had been received from Quebec, the one differing from the 
other. He asked the hon. member for Richelieu, if it was not a fact 
that the most of those persons had come for the sole purpose of dying 
on our shores? If it was not true that they had left Ireland, with the 
seeds of disease implanted in them, and suffering under want and famine? 
In reference to the Government providing accommodation and food for the 
Emigrant, he did not think it was the sole duty of the Government, but 
that the people of Quebec and Montreal, ought to have gone hand in hand 
with them. He asked the House to look at what was done in Liverpool, 
on the arrival of a large number of Emigrants. The Government were not 
called upon to provide for them, but the city raised their poor's rate 
from 3s and 4s to 12s, while the wealthy citizens stood with their hands 
in their pockets. He stated that the great influx of this year was 
owing to a change of system in the forwarding of the Emigrants. In- 
stead of being landed at Quebec, and notice coming up to Montreal in 
advance of them, they have been forwarded direct to Montreal. In refer- 
ence to so large a number sleeping out of the sheds, he said that he 
did not wonder at it, it was no more than he should do in the same 
case; that families, apparently healthy, should prefer not to go where 
they should become sick. He stated that the arrangements were not 
confined to Montreal, but scattered over the different districts west- 
ward. He did not think that the providing for the emigrants would press 
so severely on the wealthy inhabitants of Montreal as it would on the 
settlers in the western part of the province, where the emigrants would 
have to spend the winter. 


MR. CHRISTIE thought it quite necessary that the papers be laid 
before the House. The hon. member eles: to the paucity of persons 
employed to look after the emigrants. 9 


MR. DRUMMOND was willing to give the Executive every credit for 
doing all that could be done, after the thing was brought prominently 
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before them?9, He had no doubt of the personal exertions of the Hon. 
member for Huron; neither was he inclined to deny that the hon. member 

for Simcoe had done all in his power since he received instructions to 
act; but a Government should not only have a heart to act when suffering 
was brought under their view, but they should also have heads, (hear, 
hear,)--should foresee emergencies--and prepare for them by measures, 
(hear, hear,) he would ask whether the Ministry might not, from the in- 
formation they and the public had received, have made preparation two, 
aye, six months ago; (hear, hear,) one of the greatest reproaches against 
them was their intellectual blindness in not calling Parliament together 
at an early season to enact a large and liberal measure whereby to prevent 
the miseries threatened by the unusual emigration of the year. The hon. 
member for Huron had taunted the cities of Quebec and Montreal, with not 
having co-operated with the Government; does the hon. member not recol- 
lect that Quebec is still suffering under the effects of one of the dir- 
est calamities that ever befel (sic) a city, and he should also remember 
that notwithstanding that calamity her generous inhabitants contributed 
largely towards the relief of sufferers in Ireland; Montreal, also strained 
the last nerve for the same purpose, and were they still to be told that 
they should provide for a large emigration; it was not the inhabitants of 
Montreal, or of Quebec, who induced emigration, it was the Government, and 
the Government were bound to make all necessary provision for it. Formerly 
the question of emigration was made a war cry against the party to which 
he (Mr. D.) belonged, and why? because they were opposed, conscientiously 
opposed, to large bodies of people being cast on their shores without 
means to meet their wants; now the propriety of that view was apparent 
when the country was threatened with pestilence, and scores were dying in 
our streets; 22 had died at the Sheds yesterday, and 780 were under med- 
ical treatment.

This was opposed by the Members from the Eastern Townships, ~ MR. 
MOFFATT etc.,~ and in general from the Ministerial side of the House, on 
the ground that it would render the communication between the Townships 
and Montreal exceedingly difficult, and thus divert some of the trade 
now transacted in this city, to Boston. 


MR. AYLWIN was opposed to the intervention of members from Upper 
Canada, in a bill which affected Lower Canada only. He declared that 
the legislation of the majority of Upper Canada, in the purely local 
affairs of Lower Canada, in defiance of the wishes of the majority of 
Lower Canada, was a tyranny of the majority, a gross tyranny, and one 
calculated to bring that House into contempt. 
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MR. HALE said hon. members from Lower Canada could complain loudly 
now against the Upper Canada majority carrying a measure against them, 
but they forgot when they, the Lower Canada majority, had forced an 
Assessment Bill upon the people of Upper Canada. 


MR. AYLWIN flatly contradicted the assertion on his own part and 
that of his former colleagues’. The bill had received the support of 
the majority of the members from Upper Canada®, and ((he)) was surprised 
that the hon. member for Sherbrooke should make such incautious state- 
ments in that House. 


MR. SHERWOOD deprecated such recrimination on the part of the repre- 
sentatives of the two sections of the Province. The Province ought to 
be treated as a whole, and not as two parts and unless the representatives 
laid aside such views, and considered themselves as belonging to one 
people, without distinction of origin, it would become impossible to 
carry out the Union, and the sooner the fact was known the better. (Hear, 
hear.) Might not members from Upper Canada take an interest in every 
district of their common country? and were they not at liberty to have, 
and express their opinion on, the reasons they had heard for or against 
a measure solely affecting another portion of the Province?10 


MR. SMITH, of Frontenac, admitted that Mr. Hale was wrong res- 
pecting the Assessment Bill, but said the Secret Societies Bill was a 
case in which they had done so.tl

MR. AYLWIN denied that also; that bill had received the support of 
the majority of the people of Upper Canada.13

Orders. at the Clerk's table; and ts as followeth:-- 


Your Committee have examined the Petition of 
Pierre Vieau and others, and find that the notices requtred by the Rules 
of Your Honorable House have been duly given, as in also the case with 
regard to the Petttton of Colonel Light and others. 

As respects the Petitions of Isaac Beecher, George C. Hamilton and 
others, and George J. Grange and others, they find that the requisite 
notices have been publtshed in the newspapers, but that nottces have 
not been affixed to the church doors, or other public places in the dtf- 
ferent localittes. Thts ts also the case with the Petitton of John 
Prinee and others, praying for the tneorporatton of a Mintng Company, 
whose operattons are proposed to be carried on on the shores of Lake 
Supertor; and there being no settlement within several hundred miles of 
thts locality, the last menttoned proviston could not of course be com- 
plted with. 

In the case of the Petttion of Peter Bradt, of Clinton, praying for 
the removal of certain boundary monuments therein, Your Committee find 
that no public nottce whatever has been gtven. 

The Petitions of F. F. Carruthers, and IT. Mussen and others, Your 
Comnittee would respectfully submit, are not of such a nature as to come 
under their order of reference. 

Your Committee beg leave also to submit for the constderatton of 
Your Honorable House, the following Resolution, whtch they have adopted: --

MR. PRICE19 moved an address to his Excellency for correspondence 
relative to the Indian Department; in so doing, he observed that he 
considered he had a duty to perform to our Indian brethren, who, if they 
did not share our sympathies, certainly ought to do so. He then gave 
a brief description of the facts of the case of Col. Jarvis, and alluded 
to the reports consequent upon those facts.79 In 1843 Mr. Jarvis was 
discharged from his office of Superintendent of Indian Affairs, in 
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consequence of his not having rendered satisfactory accounts; those 
accounts were examined by different accountants, one of whom he under- 
stood had reported satisfactorily to all parties.21 The Indians had 
received an acknowledgment of their charity towards the sufferers of 
Scotland and Ireland in his Excellency's Speech; and they ought not to 
be deprived of from £6,000 to £8,000 for want of proper inquiry.22 He 
had attempted to obtain the same information last session, but he did 
not get it--the opinion abroad was that Mr. Inspector General Cayley, 
wished to screen his friend Mr. Jarvis, but he trusted the house would 
not allow the information to be kept back. 23 Proper investigation 
should be instituted on the subject.

was directed to hand over hts Accounts to the Civil Secretary's office. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY would not have spoken on the subject of the 
honourable member's motion, as it was not the intention of the Govern- 
ment to offer any objection to the honourable member's motion, but, 
having been personally appealed to by the honourable member for the 
Fourth Riding of York, he would enter into a personal explanation of 
his conduct. He admitted that he was a personal friend of Col. Jarvis's, 
but that would not, in the smallest degree influence his conduct. He 
was not Inspector General at the time of the occurrences described by 
Mr. P. for the Fourth Riding of York, but he would explain some of the 
facts which the honourable Mr. P. appeared to misapprehend. 5 ( (He) ) 
said the first charge against Mr. Jarvis involved another charge 
against Lord Morpeth, the Bishop of Toronto, and the Catholic Bishop, 
for something that took place on a voyage to Manitoulin. That had 
been withdrawn; but from it arose a new one, as to the accounts, and 
the question now was, whether these accounts were correct or not. He 
had been applied to by Mr. Jarvis, as his friend, to see if he could 
set these things to rights, and had been fortunate enough to point out 
several sources of information. However, when he became a member of 
the Government, he was obliged to decline any active part in the 
affair, and heard no more of it, till Lord Metcalfe proposed to adopt 
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a certain report of an accountant. He then expressed an opinion that 

it would be injudicious to do so, and this opinion was borne out by 

the fact, that the Imperial Government had returned the Report, with 

the remark, that they could not find its conclusions borne out by the 
documents; but that on the other hand, several warrants and other papers 
had been found in the office, which showed that some of the sums charged 
against Mr. Jarvis2®, the vouchers of which were in the possession of 

the Home Government2/, had been already accounated (sic) for by him. He 
believed that Mr. Jarvis had not, from some cause or other, kept accounts 
which were so intelligible as they should be. Of course, he did not 
pretend to excuse that; there was no excuse for it. But, as far as 

he had been able to ascertain, there had been no abstraction of the 
public funds for personal purposes. He (Mr. Cayley) considered that 
Col. Jarvis had been harshly used*9, The grounds for the charge 

against Mr. Jarvis, and the only ones, so far as he knew, were found 

in his own private bank book, which, he (Mr. C.) considered, in itself, 

a very imperfect kind of document. He thought, too, that the proper 
course was for the Government to show on their side that they had ad- 
vanced this money, and then call upon the Agent to shew how he accounted 
for it; not to take the facts from such a document as the bank-book of 
the party subjected to the charge. It was very possible that sums might 
be turned over and over again in a bank, and seem to be so many different 
sums received, when in fact there was but one sum frequently drawn out 
and paid in again. At present, however, there was no deficit established 
at all by the accounts,--no debt was proved against Mr. Jarvis. The 
affair, however, was not one with which the Provincial Government had 
any concern. The Imperial Government would be the loser, if there were 
any default, and they took the whole affair in their own hands. However, 


there was no possible objection to send down all the accounts and papers.20 


MR, BALDWIN got up and ... asked whether the Inspector-General's 
remarks were to be held as proceeding from the Government. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY ... replied that they were not to be so re- 
garded, that he spoke his personal opinions in the matter. 


MR. BALDWIN would not at present enter into the question whether a 
gentleman could appear before the House in a double capacity--but it was 
quite necessary to have the opinion of the Government on all such ques- 
tions, and while on that subject he thought it would be very desirable 
to know which of the hon. gentlemen opposite was the leader of Her Majesty's 
Government. There seemed to be great doubt on the point, especially among 
the Hon. gentlemen themselves--sometimes we have one and sometimes another, 
and as they at one time speak for themselves and colleagues, and at other 
times only their own personal opinions--why it became exceedingly difficult 
to understand what really was the opinion of Government on any question, 
or if they had an opinion at all. At the opening of the Session we had 
a junior member of the House, the Hon. member for Cornwall protecting 
our privileges as leader of the House--next day we had the Hon. member 
for Huron giving explanations as leader in the dispute as to the Speaker's 
Chair--the day following we had the Hon. Receiver-General on some point 
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or another--and yesterday, yes, yesterday we had absolutely the Hon. 
member for Megantic (Daly) answering a question put to the Government! 
Ah, and I had nearly forgotten another Hon. gentleman, continued Mr. 
Baldwin, the venerable member for Three Rivers (Mr. Viger) who has been 
so indefatigable in his exertions since the opening of the Session. 

The official manner in which that Hon. gentleman spoke, would certainly 
have led persons to think, that he was the leader of Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment had it not been generally understood that that Hon. gentleman 
was ejected from the Provincial Cabinet in a very unceremonious manner. 
It might, however, be all a mistake, and the Hon. member for Three Rivers 
may be the leader of the Government and it would really be important 

to know it. The Opposition were not particular--they were quite willing 
to take any of the Hon. gentlemen opposite, but he did trust they would 
lay their heads together and select some one who was authorised to 

speak the sentiments of the Government .33 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said he, at any rate, was not the leader of the 
Government~*, that, at the present, he, Mr. Badgely, should not take 
more upon himself than he was entitled to. 


MR. AYLWIN.--There were two things to ascertain. Firstly, was Mr. 
Jarvis indebted to the Government? and if so, what had he done with the 
money? Now, it appeared he was indebted to the Government, but it did 
not appear what he had done with the money. The Inspector-General's 
statement of the way in which Mr. Jarvis kept his accounts was quite 
sufficient to show that he was unfit for his post, and his idea that 
the Government should have kept Mr. Jarvis's accounts for him, was a 
singular one. The proper way to proceed on the discovery of the deficit 
was to require Mr. Jarvis to show his accounts, should he fail to do so, 
then the Attorney General should proceed to his prosecution. A business 
which should have been despatched in months, had lasted for years, and 
it was time it were brought to a close2®, It was six years since Mr. 
Jarvis was first charged with peculation; and if it had been in Lower 
Canada, the Attorney Gen'l would not have deserved his office, unless 
he had brought that gentleman to justice in a year or eighteen months 
at farthest. Mr. Jarvis was a member of the Family Compact, and was 
therefore, perhaps, thought to be worthy of some lenity, but he (Mr. 
Aylwin) thought that for his (Mr. Jarvis') own sake, the fullest enquiry 
should be made.3/ If Col. Jarvis was not a defaulter, then he had 
been grossly maligned and calumniated, but if his accounts were not 
properly cleared up, then the people of Canada had a right to say the 
Indians had been robbed and the robber's name was Jarvis. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said that the Attorney General would not 
prosecute Col. Jarvis in the manner proposed by the member for Quebec, 
except at the will of the Imperial Government. The Provincial Govern- 
ment possessed no authority in the matter, which was solely within 
the jurisdiction of the Imperial Government. Nevertheless, the inter- 
est shown by the present motion in the affairs of the aborigines was 
highly creditable to the House, and he would promise the papers sought 
for by the House should be forthcoming .?

MR. PRICE said that Mr. Jarvis was suspended from office because 
of a deficiency of £6000 in the monies entrusted to him: it had been 
said that the Imperial Government had discovered errors which, to some 
extent, relieved Mr. Jarvis; but why was it not stated how much they 
held him liable for? That was what the House desired to know and what 
should be communicated .49

MR. MERRITT then moved a resolution, and explained ... that the 
object was to relieve Quakers, Menonists, Tunkers, and others from 
the contributions levied upon them, as an equivalent for the non-per- 
formance of militia duty.43 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD, opposed this resolution, he did not think 
that because the Quakers, objected on religious grounds to the perform- 
ance of Militia Duty, that they should be exempted from paying to sup- 
port others to perform the duty which they objected to do. They could 
not on religious grounds object to pay the fine. He thought if this 
Clause was done away with, many would turn Quakers, &c., &c., for the 
mere purpose of evading the performance of duty in time of war. 44 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON, objected to the Clause being repealed, on 
the same grounds as those taken by the Attorney General West. 


MR. THOMPSON, did not see why the Quakers should be exempted from 
the performance of Militia Duty, more than other denominations of Chris- 
tians. He thought that they ought to be compelled at least to provide 
a substitute. 46 


MR. MERRITT said that many worthy farmers had left the country rather 
than pay the fine imposed. 7 “He withdrew the resolution, and moved an- 
other; declaring it expedient to repeal the present law, inflicting a 
fine of 5s. per day during the time of peace; and in lieu thereof, to 
make the fine 10s. per day - devoted to the improvement of the roads, 
and £5 per annum during the time of war, instead of £20. Mr. Merritt 
explained that the objection to the present fine was, that it was paid 
by way of an equivalent for enrolment, and seemed to the quakers, &c., 
to go to support a military establishment; rather than pay that they 
were willing to pay double the money to maintain the roads. The fine 
of £20 per year, in time of war, he also thought too high. It drove 
people out of the country, when there was no necessity for doing so, 
merely on the rumour of hostilities; and, after all, if occasion should 
ever require it, it might readily be reimposed. 8 


MR. REC. GEN. MACDONALD (Kingston) was in favor of this measure; he 
thought that the fine was too high as it at present stood. He stated 
that one of the arguments used by the Quakers, and which he thought of 
some weight, was, that there was a large number of Quakers in the United 
States, and that when they invaded Canada, those on this side would turn 
out and fight them. 


This resolution was agreed to, as was also another, declaring the 
expediency of repealing the clause which rendered actual enrolment com- 
pulsory on the persons.20

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD stated, that last Session he had opposed the 
Bill, and this year he should also oppose it, he did so because he 
thought that these Courts ought to be the vehicle of obtaining payment 
of small debts, without much trouble, as was too often the case in the 
Superior Courts ;°2 and he would not willingly consent to see ... ((cre- 
ditors)) now burdened with bills of costs 8 and also on the grounds 
that he thought it was derogatory to the dignity of the Profession to 
practice. in. these Courte=-, and «.- ((terrun)) up bills toftcosts; te) be 
charged upon poor people, amounting to more than the debt.°? 


MR. LAURIN spoke at some length in French, in answer .2© CCELY) 
dit que son intention n'était pas de favoriser les avocats, mais de 
rendre justice au public.

MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON.--The whole of what the hon. gentleman 
opposite said was that poor men are unable to bring suits against 
wealthy persons, because of their inability to fee Lawyers to bring 
them. But he would only wish the hon. gentleman to turn the scale, 
for it could not be always supposed that the poor man would be in the 
right; and then he would ask if it would not be very pressing on the 
poor man to have to pay the fees. In Upper Canada he did not know 
of any cases in which Barristers were seen practising in the division 
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Courts. He believed that the people of Upper Canada were pleased at 
this; they were proud of the opportunity of arguing their own cases. 


MR. CHAUVEAU was astonished at the opposition offered by the mem- 
bers for Upper Canada to this Bill, when the representatives of the 
city of Quebec told them that this Bill was desired by the inhabitants 
of that place. He would tell them that they had no right to interfere 
in this matter. He said that this Bill was desired by the people of 
Quebec, as there was a class of cases which required all the skill of 
the Lawyers>?, and it frequently occurred, that commercial cases of 
great importance, arising from seamen's claims for wages, &c., were 
tried in these courts. A case had come under his knowledge, in which 
a number of persons had claims for a few pounds each, for which they 
could not afford, individually, to pay a lawyer; but the whole being 
against one defendant, amounted to a large sum, for which he 
could well afford to employ one. The hon. gentleman opposite seemed 
to think that it was infra dig, to the profession to practise in these 
courts; he could tell them that some of the most eminent Lawyers in 
Quebec were seen practising in these courts. Again, he could not see 
why pleading for justice, although it was only involved in £6 5s., or 
less, was below the dignity of the profession. 


MR. COLVILLE said, that as he had voted against this Bill twice, 
he should explain the reasons for his voting for it now. He had been 
told that there were a certain class of actions connected with the 
shipping, such as sailors’ wages, which required all the skill of the 
Lawyers to conduct. As Quebec seemed to be a very extraordinary 
place, and as all the representatives from thence, approved of the 
Bill; he would vote for it nowo3, He would, however, beg to enter his 
protest against this Bill being introduced into the country parishes. 
God defend the country parishes from the host of petty Advocates that 
will swarm through them if this Bill passes.°4 (Much laughter.) 65 


MR. DRUMMOND would vote for the bill for the same reason as that 
given by the hon. member for Beauharnois. He must declare, however, 
that he should consider it disgraceful for any professional man of 
standing, to receive emolaments (sic) for practising before such 
Courts. It was a proper school for young men; but should not be made 
a place for profitable practice. 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY would vote against the bill, and from his 
experience as President in Commissioners’ Courts, was entirely of Mr. 
Drummond's opinion as to the degradation of professional men taking 
fees for their practice before such tribunals. Lawyers in Montreal, 
however, never made any difficulty about this prohibition. 67 He did 
not think that the practice in the Court of Quebec was different from 
that of Montreal.

I have recetved Your Lordshtp's Despatch, Wo. 22, of the 9th of 
March, upon the subject of the claims of Mr. Ryland to redress for the 
non-fulfilment of certain expectations held out to him by the Executive 
Government of Canada, in 1841. 

I have attentively examined all the documents relating to this 
case, and I can percetve no ground to doubt that the proper course for 
Your Lordshtp to pursue, ts to acquaint the House of Assembly, and Mr. 
Ryland, that on behalf of the British Treasury, Her Majesty's Executive 
Government have tnvartably repudtated and dented all ltability to make 
good the engagement formed by Lord Sydenham--that engagement being one 
whtch Her Majesty's Government had never authorized beforehand--whtch 
had never been reported to them by His Lordshtp, and which, when brought 
to thetr knowledge, they had disapproved, and declined to sanetion. Such 
ts the view which I confess myself to entertain of the case, but if the 
House of Assembly shall think fit to regard the clatm as one whtch ought 
to be met from the Colontal Funds, I can have no objectton to authorize 
Your Lordshtp to apply towards Mr. Ryland's tndemnity, out of any Cana- 
dian Funds at the disposal of the Canadian Government, any sum which the

House of Assembly may be of opinton ought to be applted to that gentle- 
man's reltef.

and Flour. I have to acknowledge the recetpt of Your 


Despatch, No. 54, of the 13th May, transmitting 
to me for presentation to Her Majesty, an Address which has been voted 
by Her Majesty's loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada. In this Address 
tt ts set forth that the Assembly of Canada regard the adopttom of 
the prinetple of commerctal intercourse, now under the constderatton of 
the Impertal Parltament, with sertous apprehenston and alarm, and var- 
tous grounds are stated for entertaining such tmpresstons. 

Her Majesty has been pleased to receive thts Address wtth the fullest 
confidence tn the loyalty and tntelltgence of Her faithful Commons of 
Canada, but tt ts wtth sincere concern that Her Majesty has learned the 
extstence, tn such a quarter, of anttctpattons of such a character. 

I have tt tn command from Her Majesty to address to Your Lordshtp 
the following observations in regard to the matter of the Address, which 
have been submitted by Her Majesty's advisers for Her gractous approval, 
and to whtch she has been pleased to gtve Her sanctton. 

Her Majesty's Government concetve that the protectton principle 
cannot, with justtce, be described as the untversal basts etther of the 
general connection between the United Kingdom and tts Colontes, or even 
of thetr commercial connectton. There ts a large and tmportant group 
of the Colontes of thts Country having a very extended commerce, and one 
of a pecultarly British character, in relation to which the protection 
system has at no time exercised a powerful tnfluence, and in relatton 
to whtch at present tt has little more than a nominal existence. I 
speak of the Australtan Colonies; and tt cannot fail to be remarked that 
while these are the most distant, and, therefore, according to the sup- 
posttions of many, the most in need of commercial preference, they have 
also made the most rapid progress, and have thus most effectually belted 
that necesstty. It is true, tndeed, that a part of thetr material pros- 
perity may be ascribable to the supply of penal Labour: but this ts 
far from affording an explanation of the case, since, perhaps the most 
remarkable instances of vtgorous and raptd growth among the Australtan 
Possesstons of Her Majesty, have been tnstances in whtch penal labour 
has been the main cause of thetr stngular advancement, stimulated but 
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not overborne by distance, and aided, not repressed, by the enjoyment 
of commercial freedom. The same energies, wtth less disadvantage of 
distance to contend against, will, tt may be confidently predicted, 
have a stmtlar effect in developing the resources of British North 
America, and not with less but rather with the more stgnal success, 
when capttal, industry, and sktll shall be left to take thetr own 
spontaneous direction, and to turn to account, as individual prudence 
shall suggest, the abundant materials and instruments of wealth whitch 
the bounty of Heaven has bestowed. 

Her Majesty's Government have been glad to find that the Assembly 
has viewed wtth an unmingled sattsfactton the prosperity of Canada under 
the moderate system of protectton which has httherto prevatled: but 
the Assembly cannot fatl to recollect that all the progresstve relax- 
ations of that system which, for a sertes of years past, have been intro- 
duced into the Lav, have been met and reststed by predictions of the 
rutn that tt was honestly but erroneously concetved would follow them, 
and that those predictions have with a remarkable uniformity been dis- 
appointed. Expertence cannot but suggest that a stmilar insecurity 
attaches to the renewal of the same expectations founded on the same 
arguments. 

It ts not for the sake of controversial or purely argumentative 
advantage that Her Majesty's Government refer to former apprehenstons, 
and to the manner tn which they have been disstpated by the event. A 
retrospect of this kind ts calculated to throw clear and abundant ltght 
upon the real mertts of the questton. The fears whtch are now enter- 
tatned have reference to the ctreumstance that tt ts proposed to remove 
all differential duty between Canadtan and Foretgn Corn. Is tt then to 
be shewn, that the Canadian Corn Trade has prospered heretofore in pro- 
portton to the amount of such dtfferenttal duty? Far otherwise; the 
Law of 1828 diminished the difference tn favour of Canada. The Law of 
1842 farther and greatly dimintshed the difference tn favor of Canada. 
The Law of 1843, whtch reduced the duty on Canadian Wheat to one shtl- 
Ling per quarter, still left a much smaller difference in tts favor as 
against Foretgn Wheat, than extsted under etther of the former Cormn 
Laws. And yet the Corn Trade of Canada has grown and prospered, and 
tts extension has doubtless contributed in no small degree to the hap- 
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ptness and prospertty of the people of the Colony which the Assembly, 
sharing in the unmtngled sattsfactton of Her Majesty and the British 

Parliament, has seen advancing tn steady and successful progresston. 

But this extenston has taken place not under protectton secured from 
change, nor under protection forttfied by successive inerements, but 

contemporaneously with a series of changes involving tts great dtmin- 
utton. 

It appears to be the impresston of the Assembly that some great 
revolution of prices ts likely to occur, as the consequence of the 
pending changes in the Law, which will deprive the Canadian Farmer 
of all hope of remuneratton for hts surplus produce. But the Canadian 
Farmer is advancing from year to year in capttal and in setence; and, 
to say nothing of the great advantages he cannot fatl to derive from

improved communications, it would surely be rash to assert, nor probably 
do the Assembly tn their Address tntend to imply, that his industry must 
be paralysed unless he shall continue to receive the precise amount of 
average payment for his grain that he has hitherto received for tt. 
Doubtless the alarm whtch has been exctted has reference to the idea 

of some sudden great and permanent reduction of price to folla the 
repeal of the British Corn Law. Without pretending to estimate too 
nicely the momentary or the occasional effects of that measure, Her 
Majesty's Government cannot but admit that they could better appreciate, 
at least, certain presumptive, though far from demonstrative grounds 

for the alarm of the Canadian Agriculturist in regard to the future 
fortunes of the Colony, tf they shared in such an anttctpation. To 

some reduction of average and usual price from the removal of arttfictal 
restraints they are disposed to look forward; but when they consider 

the steady and rapid growth of population tn the Corn-productng coun- 
trtes of the globe, they cannot but be persuaded that tt would be umtse, 
whether tn the frtends or the opponents of commercial relaxation, to 
recommend or dissuade it on the ground of any great revolution in per- 
manent prices to be operated by tt; and thetr expectations of advantage, 
sanguine as these expectations are, have reference in a greater degree 
to the tnereased steadiness of the market, and to the vigor which general 
trade will dertve from the removal of restraints upon the exchange of 
commodities, and agriculture from the cessation of all artificial influ- 
ence disturbing the balance of tts several pursuits, and from the whole- 
some stimulus that competition, which in farming pursutts can scarcely 
become overwrought, rarely fatls to tmpart to industry. 

I am umilling to repeat at length the argunents whitch I have addres- 
sed to Your Lordship tn my Despatch No. 66, of the 18th of May, with 
respect to the other great subject of the alarm of the Assembly, namely, 
the trade in Lumber. When, however, we revert to the year 1842, tt can- 
not but be acknowledged that thts was the case of a trade peculiarly 
artificial as tt stood under the former law. The reduction, though 
graduated, was dectstve; perhaps in no case has it been more so, and 
certainly in no case have more untform confident or sincere prophectes 
of ruin been hazarded by the opponents of the change. The result ts, 
that the export of Timber from British North America to this Country 
attained during the last year to a hetght which it had never reached 
under the more protective law. I do not mean that the withdraal of 
protectton was etther the exclusive, or even the prinetpal dtrect cause 
of this prospergty; although there cannot be a doubt that many trades 
have to refer thetr vigor to the fact that the absence of artificial 
support has in thetr case given free operation to the stimulus necessary 
for the development of natural and permanent resources. Increased demand 
in the United Kingdom has without doubt been the main and the tmmediate 
cause of the increased export of Wood from British North Amertca; but tt 
is the conviction of Her Majesty's Government that such tnereased demand 
was ttself referable in no small degree to the relaxations of our Com- 
merctal Law, and therefore in its due proportion the growth of the Tim- 
ber trade is truly and justly, even tf circuitously, to be asertbed to 
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that very diminutton of protection from whitch tts ruin had been antt- 
etpated. We are now to look forward wtth hope to a further tnerease of 
the consuming power of thts country; a further encouragement to the 

use of Timber as compared with competing articles capable of being 
applied to the sane purposes: a further encouragement to the use of 
Canadian Timber tn combtnatton with the wood of the Baltte, for those 
objeets tn regard to whtch the consumptton of the one directly stimulates 
the consumption of the other; is tt too much to hope that causes so 
similar may produce like effects, and that the cautton wtth whitch Parlta- 
ment has proceeded in the gradual reductton of the Timber Duttes to a 
moderate standard, may be again rewarded by the sattsfactton wtth whtch 
it will witness a further growth of the Wood trade of Canada. 

Her Majesty's Government therefore, cannot, on the part of the 
Impertal Exchequer, share in the fear that tnereased Freedom of Trade 
will have the effect of crippling the resources of those tmportant Pub- 
ite Works which are destgned to factlitate the transit of the Produce 
of Canada by the St. Lawrence to the Sea. They can by no means subscribe 
to the optnton that the comparative dearness of this route ts an estab- 
lished fact; and they ltkewtse feel that tf they did subsertbe to that 
optnton, although tt might corroborate the propriety of the course they 
have pursued tn suggesting to Parltament--the tnterposttton of an inter- 
val before enttre freedom shall be gtven to the Corn Trade, tt could do 
no more: tt could not tnduce them to ask, nor Parltament to grant,--nor, 
they are certatn, could tt tnduce the people of Canada to destre that 
the market of thetr Farm produce should be maintatned by means of a per- 
petual tax upon the people of England. 

In referring to the unchecked competition whitch, so far as Brittsh 
La) ts concerned, will be established between Colonial and Foretgn Corn 
by the repeal of the Corn Law, tt perhaps may not have occurred to the 
Assembly, that British Lay alone cannot suffice to establish thts competi- 
tton. The price which the Colonial and Foretgn Exporters of Corn respec- 
tively wtll obtain for their Grain in Great Britain, must always be mater- 
tally affected by the comparative degrees of factlity whitch may be afforded 
tn the country of the one and of the other, for the introductton of those 
Brittsh Goods by which payment for the Corn must substanttally be made. 
British Goods are adnitted into Canada at very low,--tnto the American 
Unton, at very htgh Import Duties. The effect of this ts not merely to 
give the Brittsh Exporter a better postition in the Canadian Market 
than in that of the United States, but to enable him to give a better 
price for the commodity he purchases in return, and therefore to give 
to the Corn Trade of Canada a corresponding advantage, so long as the 
present Tariffs conttnue over that of the United States. 

With respect to that portton of the Address whtch prays Her Majesty 
to tnvite the Government of the United States to establtsh an equality 
of Trade between the Domintons of the Republic and the British North 
American Colontes, I an commanded to instruct Your Lordship to assure 
the Assembly that Her Majesty will readily cause directions to be given 
to Her Minister at Washington to avatl himself of the earliest suttable 
opportuntty to press this tmportant subject on the nottce of that Govern- 
ment, and tt wtll afford Her Majesty the most stncere satisfaction tf 
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any communication whteh may hereafter be held for this purpose, shall 
have the effect whtch is destred by Her faithful Commons of Canada. 

Her Majesty's Government have, as may be known to the Assembly, on 
several oceastons endeavoured to make arrangements with Foretgn Powers 
for the mutual relaxation of Tariffs; and similar attempts have taken 
place among Foreign powers, one with the other; but almost uniformly wtth 
tll success. Whatever arguments may be used to shew the great increase 
of benefit that would acerue on both stdes, if the Untted States could 
have been induced to act simultaneously for the purpose, experience has 
sufftctently shewn the difficulty of effecting these combined operations 
upon matters whtch are properly of domestic concern; and has suggested 
the wisdom of securing the ineomplete advantage which depends upon our own 
free agency alone, rather than of foregoing tt in the vatn endeavour to 
realtze benefits, larger tndeed, but not within our reach. 

Should the Government of the Untted States continue to maintain the 
scale of tmport duties now tn force upon tts frontter, Her Majesty's 
Government wtll view wtth regret a policy injurious to Canada: but they 
wtll reflect wtth satitsfactton on the prevalence of laws more favourable 
to commerce on the Canadtan stde, and will anticipate from those laws 
both a dtrect benefit to the People and Trade of the Province, and the 
further advantage which a conststent example, gtven by thts country and 
by tts colontes, will, as they belteve, not fail to realize, in disposing 
Foreign States towards the removal of restrictions on Trade. 

With respect to that part of the Address whitch relates to the duty 
of one shilling per quarter, which tt ts proposed to charge on all Wheat 
tmported into England after the repeal of the Corn Law, I am to refer Your 
Lordship to my Despatch No. 56, of the 18th of April, on the sane subject. 
From the purport of that Despatch tt would, of course, be even more dtf- 
fteult to recede at a period when the Bill tntroduced tnto the House of 
Commons by the Advisers of the Cram has passed through all its stages in 
that House, and has been affirmed as to its prinetple on the second read- 
ing tn the House of Lords. 

It ts necessary for me here to offer an explanatton with regard to 
an expression of mine which appears to have given rise to misapprehension. 
I have stated to Your Lordship in a previous Despatch that Her Majesty's 
Government desire that the Trade of Canada should in all respects approach 
as near to perfect freedom as the dispostttons of tts tnhabttants and 
the extgencies of the Publtc Revenue there may permit; and from this tt 
ts inferred that the amount of 1s. per quarter, which has been adopted 
for a long pertod in this country as the standard of a nominal duty upon 
Corn, ought to be removed. But the language which I employed had refer- 
ence to the Trade of Canada as affected by laws applicable tn her own mar- 
kets and on her own waters. Indeed, if the alluston had been to a rigid 
and perfect equality of trade in the ports and markets of this country, 
its first and most tmportant bearing would, I apprehend, have been, not 
upon the nominal duty of a shilling which it ts proposed to retain upon 
Colontal tn common with Foretgn Corn, but rather upon the very constder- 
able duties of fifteen and eighteen shillings respectively, whtch, as 
against nominal duties of one or two shillings on Canadian Timber and 
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Deals, tt ts proposed to continue to charge on the corresponding for- 
eign articles. 

Her Majesty's Government in the discharge of thetr duty to the Crown 
and to the people of thts country, and likewise to the Empire at large, 
have not felt themselves to be at ltberty to advise Her Majesty to pass 
by the Address of the Canadian Assembly wtth a brief or merely formal 
answer, although the advanced stage at whtch the deltberations of Parlta- 
ment have now arrived might have afforded at least a technical justtfica- 
tion for such a course. They have thought a more frank and full expost- 
tion of thetr views of thts great question in tts bearings upon Canada, 
was due to the tmportant body from whtch the Address proceeds, and from 
whteh they are well assured may be anticipated the most candid constder- 
ation even of arguments opposed to their own. It ts due espectally on 
account of the tmportance of that body and of the Province of Canada; but 
even tn the case of the smallest portton of Her subjects, I have tt in 
command to say that itt would equally have been the destre of Her Majesty 
that such a frank exposttion of the policy of Her Government should be 
made. Her Majesty does not recognize the distinction between Her nearer 
and Her more remote subjects wtth reference to a matter so nearly touch- 
tng Her relation towards them, and the duties and the sentiments of con- 
stderatton and affectton whitch tt involves. Nor can She recognize in this 
vtew any distinction between the more and the less powerful, parttcularly 
at a time when Her Parltanent is engaged in the discusston of measures 
whitch are recommended to its notice, especially upon the ground that 
they tend to tmprove the conditton of the most numerous and the least 
opulent classes of Her people. It would indeed be a source of the great- 
est pain to Her Majesty's Government, tf they could share in the tmpresston 
that the connectton between thts country and Canada derived its vitality 
from no other source than from the exchange of commerctal preferences. 

If tt were so tt might appear to be a relation consisting in the exchange, 
not of benefits, but of burthens; tf tt were so, tt would suggest the 
tdea that the connection ttself had reached or was about to reach the leg- 
ttimate term of tts extstence. But Her Majesty's Government sttll augur 
for tt a long duration, founded upon a larger and firmer basts,--upon 
protectton rendered from the one stde, and allegtance freely and loyally 
returned from the other,--upon common tradittons of the past and hopes of 
future,--upon resemblances in origin, tn Laws and in manners, tn what 
tnvartably binds men and communittes of men together, as well as in the 
close association of these matertal interests which, as Her Majesty's 
Government are convinced, are destined not to recede but to advance, not 
to be severed but to be more closely and healthfully combined under the 
quickening influences of tnereased commercial freedom.

Lordship's Despatch of the 5th June, No. 69, trans- 
mitting an Address to Her Majesty from the Legislative Assembly of Canada, 
whtch relates to the exemption from Duty of Itve Stock and other Provis- 
tons imported from the Untted States for the use of the Royal Troops 
serving there. 

It ts the optnton of Her Majesty's Advisers that the prinetples whtch 
appear to be recognized tn the Address are just; namely, that Supplies 
required for the use of Her Majesty's Forces ought not to be enhanced 
tn price by means of tmports placed upon them for the advantage of the 
Provinetal Treasury; but that, on the other hand, as tt has been found by 
expertence that a dtrect exemption, by anticipation, from Customs Duty 
has led to fraud, and threatens, in certain cases, to neutralize the 
effect of laws which have been passed by the Provinetal Assembly and the 
Legislative Counetl, and have received the assent of the Crown, such 
exemption ought not to be continued. 

In the Despatch to which reference has been made, Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment had no other purpose, so far as this particular subject ts con- 
cerned, than to make proviston for giving effect to the first of these 
princtples. As to the question whether the end ts to be attatned by an 
express enactment of exemptton from duty beforehand, or by a repayment 
or allowance founded on the actual consumption, there was no destre that 
that or any such questton should be ruled otherwtse than according to 
the tnelinatton of the Provinctal Legislature; and they have tendered 
their advice to the Crown accordingly. 

But I need scarcely observe that the princtple which has been laid 
down, and of whtch I have now endeavoured to guard the applicatton, ex- 
tends altke to all articles tmported into Canada, and charged wtth Customs 
Duty, and not merely to such as may be tmported from the Untted States. 

I am therefore to destre that you will in due time apprise the Legis- 
Lattve Assembly that Her Majesty entirely partictpates in their destre 
that, while the Supplies requtred for the use of Her Majesty's Forces, 
are relieved from the burden of any direct impost, thts rule should not 
tneonventently interfere with the general structure or operatton of the 
Lav: and any arrangement which secures such relief and: avotds such 
tnterference, will be satisfactory to Her Majesty. 

I forbear from addressing you further in respect to the Act itself, 
unttl I shall have been definitively tnformed of the amendments which 
have been made in tt, and of the form in which tt stands for the signtft- 
eatton of Her Majesty's pleasure; in the mean time I have, I hope, sufftct- 
ently conveyed to you the general view by whtch Her Majesty wtll be 
guided so far as the particular subject of the exemption of Suppltes 
from Duty ts concerned.

Lordshtp's Despatch Wo. 58, of the 16th May, tn whtch you transmit am 
Address to the Queen from the Legtslative Assembly of Canada, repre- 
senting the objections which they entertain to the discontinuance of 
the usual Presents to the descendants of the Indias in that Province, 
who should be born after the Ist of last May. 

I have latd thts Petitton before the Queen, and Her Majesty has 
been pleased to receive the same very graciously. I have, however, not 
felt myself at ltberty to advise Her Majesty to adopt the conclusions 
of the House of Assembly on this subject. It ts with much regret that 
I have been compelled to differ from the views of that House, supported 
as they are by your own recommendation; but on a full constderation of 
the subject, I cannot regard the request now preferred as one which 
would justtfy me in departing from the coneluston formed by Lord Stanley. 

There appears to be no ground for regarding the continuance of the 
Presents as guaranteed on the honor of the British Crow. In the Report 
of the Committee of the Assembly, references are made to a "pledge." 
But of the extstence of any direct pledge of the nature alluded to, no 
evidence ts adduced; and the Report seems to rely rather on the general 
conduct of the local Executive as tmplying a pledge, which I do not 
find from the records of thts Office has ever received the deliberate 
sanetton of Her Majesty's Government. I cantherefore only look upon 
thts as a question of policy, and as such I am constrained to state that 
neither, on the ground of securing the defence of the Province against 
external enemies, nor on the ground of the interests of the Indias 
themselves, can I regard tt as destrable to depart from the intention of

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD proposed the second reading of his Bill.... 
The hon. member explained that at present the law did not allow damages 
in cases of death. It was so at first in England; but the English statute 
was lately extended, which extension he (Mr. S.) proposed to make the 
law of this country by the present Bill.

A man who was sentenced to 
pay damages for an injury done by careless driving, was heard to say 
when he came out of Court, that "he wished to God he had killed the man, 
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and then he would not have had to pay." 23 Now, by this Bill it was 
intended to allow damages for death by accident. The Bill was an exact 
transcript of the English law. “ 


MR. SMITH objected to this, because the seconds would be held 
equally culpable with the principal. 

MR. REC. GEN. MACDONALD concurred in the ob jection.7© 

MR. BALDWIN said the reasoning of the hon. and learned member in favor 
of the Bill was obviously just, and he (Mr. B.) would vote for the second 
reading; but he wished to observe, that as a general rule it would be 
better to avail the operation for a few years of changes in the laws of 
England before adopting them here. It often happened that those changes 
in England were not found salutary, and were in the end abandoned. The 
alteration copied by the present Bill only came into operation last 
August; he (Mr. B.) did not doubt its propriety; but, generally speaking, 
such experience would be too short to rely upon. The hon. member then 
suggested some verbal alteration

His argument was, that it was unjust to the husband to place him entirely 
at the mercy of his wife as to the sale of his property, and that it was 
often unjust to the purchaser, for many people bought estates without 
searching the title as to the dower--and so it not unfrequently happened, 
that after improving and greatly enhancing the value of the property, at 
the end of a great many years, a claim was set up and maintained against 
the property ae dower of some female whom the innocent purchaser had 
never heard of. ~—

The Honorable Mr. Soltettor General Cameron moved, seconded by the 
Honorable Mr. Attorney General Badgley, That the satd Bill be now read a 
second time. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD seconded the motion for the second reading of 
the Bilt. 7+ 


MR. BALDWIN said the learned gentleman opposite had expatiated very 
learnedly and honestly on the difficulty thrown in the way of a husband 
who wished to sell his property, and on the hardships to a purchaser who 
bought, thinking that the Dower was barred, and when too late, found it 
was not. But the hon. gentleman had not looked at all to the claims of 
the wife. In many cases, the wife gave real and valuable consideration, 
by long years of care and assiduity, in the acquirement of the property, 
and the pitiful provision secured to her by the law of Dower, was the 
only interest she could claim in the property. A drunken vagabond of a 
husband, might dissipate away all the real and personal property which 
they had mutually acquired, without the consent of his wife, and her Dower 
was the only frail protection to save her and her family from destruction. 
with one exception, word for word: but he ought to know, that the same 
law will not work equally well in two different countries. In England 
property is generally held in large and valuable estates, on which the 
rights of the wife are secured by marriage settlement. In this country 
it rarely or ever happened that there was a marriage settlement, and the 
wife had no protection whatever but her Dower. I have practised, said 
Mr. Baldwin, for many years in the Upper Canada Courts, and I must say 
that I never knew one instance in which a man, entitled to the confidence 
of his wife, found difficulty in getting her to bar her Dower; but I have 
found several instances in which scoundrels were refused it, and with one 
or two exceptions, the wife's refusal was just, and stopped the folly and 
extravagance of her husband. There was one difference between the English 
Act and that of the Solicitor-General. Tke (sic) former touched no exist- 
ing interest, the Canadian Bill swept away the just rights earned and cal- 
culated on, by all the women now living in Canada. 
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MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON denied that this was the case 23 


MR. BALDWIN resumed. The Solicitor-General must know, that this 
Bill is to affect all women whose husbands die after the passing of this 
Act. There were thousands of wives in the Province who had held for 
years, and now held, their right of Dower, and whose whole provision it 
would be after the death of their husbands, but where a husband died the 
day after the passing of this Act, their just rights would be swept away, 
and they would be left destitute on the world. ... Mr. Baldwin concluded 
by saying, that the main object of this Bill was THE INJURY OF WOMAN, 
and to despoil them of the trivial rights they now held, and he would 
earnestly oppose it to the last. 34 


COL. PRINCE had strong objections to this bill being read a second 
time. For his part, he could not see how it could be urged that individ- 
uals suffered any hardships under the law as it at present exists, for 
every one well knows what the law is, and it would be only through their 
own supiness (sic) or neglect in not getting a proper person to draw out 
the deed of conveyance that there could be any difficulty. 3° ( (He) ) 
cited several strong cases in which excellent mothers, and their helpless 
families, had been saved from ruin by its operation. 


MR. MURNEY was convinced of the utility of the Bill then before the 
House, and hoped that it would go through the second reading. 9’ He said 
that the law of Dower enabled the most improper conduct to be successful. 
Lands were often sold with the knowledge of the wife, and she herself 
received the full value of it, but silence having been kept about her 
Dower, she walked in years afterwards, and took one-third of the property. 
He had himself, in a former session, introduced a similar measure, to 
prevent widows from claiming dower from the honest purchaser, who had 
paid the full value of the estate, but on that occasion he stood alone. 
These actions became so numerous that public feeling was highly excited 
on the subject in his own county~?. Why, Mr. Speaker (said Mr. Murney), 
so much are my constituents desirous of a change in the Law of Dower, 
that a public meeting - which I was no way concerned in getting up - was 
called on the subject, and the feeling was unanimous against it; and not 
one word was ventured to be said in favor of the law, so unjust is it 
considered. *~ He could mention many instances in which the honest purchaser 
had suffered great hardship; but he would content himself with citing one. 
A land speculator had, with the purchase money of an estate he had sold, 
purchased another with the produce of the sale, and so on until he had 
bought and sold five estates, all under titles drawn out by schoolmasters, 
in which the clause bearing on dower was not inserted. What was the con- 
sequence? After his death his widow instituted actions against the pur- 
chasers, and absolutely obtained dower from each of the five estates. 
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MR. SHERWOOD fully concurred with Mr. Baldwin in all his views on 
the subject. He could not conceive that there was any necessity for 
it. -— The attention of the public had now been called to it, and he was 
quite sure that no man would take a deed in which the clause bearing on 
dower was not inserted, and he would put it to the hon. Sol. Gen. if ever 
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a deed of conveyance was passed out of his office without the wife of the 
seller being previously consulted? 


MR. PRICE thought that the hon. member for Hastings must have forgot- 
ten the parties who composed the public meeting of which he had spoken, 
or else he would not perhaps have alluded to it. It was a meeting composed 
exclusively of those unfortunate individuals against whom actions for 
dower had been brought at some antecedent period. But not one of those 
who were interested on the other side was present. 


MR. REC. GEN. MACDONALD. There were no widows present. 


MR. PRICE. No, not one. Perhaps the hon. member for Hastings forgot 
that such was the case. With respect to the case of Mrs. Ferguson, which 
had been referred to already, that unfortunate woman had been deserted by 
her husband, who lived in open adultery with another woman. That was 
publicly known; it was known to the individual who purchased the estate, 
that Mrs. Ferguson lived separate from her husband, and therefore it could not 
be alleged that there was any hardship in that case. As it appeared to him, 
the result of passing this bill would be to give the husband the right to 
dispose of any property he might be possessed of, without the sanction of 
his wife - thus leaving the unfortunate woman destitute on the death of her 
husband. If that was the object of the learned Solicitor General, he ought 
to have brought in a bill to sweep away at once all claims that the married 
women possess of claiming a sustenance, if their husbands have without their 
sanction disposed of their property. The whole arguments offered in fa- 
vour of the Bill amounted to this, that parties might be defrauded into 
giving a higher price than they otherwise would, on the representation that 
the Dower was barred when it was not: but the House might just as well 
legislate for cases where parties sold lands they had no right to, as for 
this. The cases were precisely similar.47 He should oppose the second 
reading. 


MR. MACDONALD (Glengary) (sic) advised the hon. Solicitor General 
to defer the second reading for the present. He would wish to see some 
modifications of the existing law; but if he voted for the Bill as it then 
stood, he would be hunted out of the country on his return - (laughter.) 
He would also advise the hon. member for Horton (sic) to be careful how 
he voted on this occasion, as he had obtained his majority at the last 
election by the votes of six widows (renewed laughter.) 


MR. MEYERS spoke ... in favour of the Bill.?9 


MR. BOULTON also supported the Bill, and ... ((spoke of)) the wicked- 
ness of a certain widow Tierney, who had made good use of her right of 
Dower, like a sensible woman, as all widows are. He detailed the manner 
in which this shrewd widow had walked into possession of her fat third 
of property after property, broad and rich, until she had gathered the 
respectable figure of between three and four hundred estates: 51 


MR. MERRITT went against the bill. It was well understood in the Upper 
Province, and no one need suffer in the least from ito 
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MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON did not think hon. members understood distinctly 
the object the Bill had in view. Would any person tell him that if a man 
possessed an estate of one hundred acres for merely an hour that it was 
just the widow of that man should afterwards recover one-third of its 
value from the purchaser merely because the clause respecting dower was 
omitted? Many of the actions he well knew were caused by the neglect of 
parties in not procuring proper titles, in consequence of the great dif- 
ficulty and expense which accompanied the procuring of those titles. But 
was it just that a woman should recover thousands of pounds from a property 
which, at the death of her husband, was very possibly worth only hundreds? 
If hon. members were not prepared to vote for the Bill in its preseut shape, 
he hoped they would at least admit that the law required amendment. 


MR. DRUMMOND looked upon the act of the Special Council which destroyed 
the customary dower in Lower Canada as a good law, altho' in many cases it 
proved an act of spoliation, sweeping away at one stroke many thousand 
pounds of vested rights. In short it was a law that would never have been 
passed by a free legislature; however, he felt himself constranied (sic) 
to oppose the present bill in consequence of the retroactive effect it 
would have. Now the act of the Special Council did not interfere with the 
past, it merely had reference to the future. It was on that ground that 
he felt himself bound to oppose the second _reading, inasmuch as it appeared 
to him it would have a dishonest tendency. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD could not consent deliberately to pass a law which 
would put in the power of the husband to dispose of property without the 
sanction of the wife. "My honorable friend, the Solicitor General, ... 
has, no doubt, advanced some very weighty arguments in favour of his Bill, 
but I must confess, Mr. Speaker, that I do not think them sufficient to 
warrant us in dispossessing the women of Canada of their rights. I really 
believe that my hon. friend is actuated by good motives in urging his Bill, 
but .L. cannot eit still and see this act of spoilation (sic) consummated 
under my very eye, 196 He hoped the bill would be laid before a committee, 
in order that such amendments might be made as would meet the views of a 
majority of ... the House.

The satd Petttton ts stgned by 2260 tnhabttants of the Townships destrous 
for the diviston of the London District. 

Your Committee have also examined the statements contained in the satd 
Petttton, namely, that the satd Townshtps contain a populatton of about 
20,000 tnhabitants; wtth 80,000 acres culttvated, and 400,000 acres uncul- 
ttvated Land, the assessed value of property therein being about £250,000, 
and ytelding a revenue of £8000 per annum. 

Your Committee have compared these statements with the latest official 
returns, and have reason to believe, allowing for the difference of time 
at whtch the said returns were made, that they cannot be far from correct. 

Your Committee have also examined the sttuatton of the satd Townships, 
and find that they oceupy a frontage on the shores of Lake Erie, of between 
50 and 60 miles, by 12 to 15 miles tn depth; and although the position of 
the said Townshtps ts not such as to afford a spot as central as could be 
destred in the formatton of a new District, for a District Town, Your Com- 
mittee are nevertheless of opinton, that St. Thomas, the place named by the 
Pettttoners, from the circumstance of the main Road between Brantford and 
Amherstburgh east and west, and Port Stanley to London north and south, 
passing through it, ts the best place that could be chosen for the new Dts- 
trict Town. 

Your Committee have also examined the Petttton of W. F. Wallace and 
others, signed by 63 inhabitants of the London District, praying that the 
satd District may not be divided, as destred by 2260 other tnhabttants, as 
already shewn, but gtving no suffictent reasons why the diviston prayed 
for should not take place.

Upon the Petittons of A. K. Boomer and others, and of W. L. Copeland

SHERWOOD opposed the resolutions -— first, on the ground 
that a measure of the kind proposed should properly emanate from the Gov- 
ernment; secondly, because he disliked interfering with the constitution 
of Courts and institutions of that magnitude otherwise than by a compre- 
hensive and general scheme, He (the Atty. Gen.)thought he was vigilant 
in his efforts to guard against the introduction of such questions as 
that now submitted; but yet they did come in; like rats in a cellar, there 
was no keeping them out. He had had no intimation of the resolutions, 
although he was on good terms, as he trusted he always would be, with 
the hon. mover. The Government did not intend to interfere with the Dis- 
trict Courts, except in so far as it might be found necessary to do so 
in a measure relating to the whole judiciary of Upper Canada. There was 
no application on the part of the country for the change proposed; there 
were no petitions. / He presumed the hon. Member who introduced this motion, 
did so because he was a country Lawyer®, 


MR. DUGGAN concurred with the Attorney General as to the impropriety 
of frequent tinkering with the laws of the land. There were no complaints 
against the law as it stood, but there were some against officers of the 
law. 


MR. MERRITT was in favour of the resolutions, and contended for the 
extension of the jurisdiction of the courts. With regard to their being 
no petitions, he would say that hon. members did not always hold petitions 
to be necessary. The Courts of Request, for instance, were abolished with- 
out any demand having been made by petition. It was well known, however, 
that petitions in abundance might be got up in favour of the change pro- 
posed by the resolutions, 10 


COL. PRINCE spoke in favour of the District Courts, and was opposed 
to the views of the hon. member for Lincoln (Mr. Merritt) on the present 
subject, although agreeing with him generally.

Member for Lincoln in his judgment against 
the Revision Courts; he felt bound, however, to stop here and express 
his entire concurrence in the eulogium pronounced upon that hon. member 
by the hon. and learned Member for Essex for his great services to the 
country, services which he (Mr. B.) had ever been and ever would be 
ready to acknowledge, and for which the people of the country would long 
feel grateful to that hon. gentleman.

MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY rose and addressed the Chairman: 

Sir, before I move the resolution which I hold in my hand, I crave 
the indulgence of the House, while I enter on a short review of the ex- 
penditure which has taken place during the past year, and advert to the 
estimates, which I had the honor to lay before this House, in the early 
part of the last Session. At the time when those estimates were sub- 
mitted, it was in contemplation to bring forward several modifications 
in the Customs Tariff. I allude particularly to the articles of leather. 
Leather manufactures and foreign wheat ground in bond, for exportation, 
free of duty; and which were subsequently maintained by the Legislature, 
as these alterations, although highly desirable and calculated to effect 
more than a corresponding advantage to the Province, had a tendency to 
diminish the revenue of Customs under those several heads, an allowance 
was made in the estimate, to meet the expected reduction. That allowance 
has proved amply sufficient for those particular charges; but I know (sic) 
beg to call the attention of the House to this part, that great fluctu- 
ations have taken place in other articles of import, in which, with one 
exception, no change of duty was made, the general result of which has 
been to reduce the revenue from Customs nearly £15,000 below the estimate, 
The estimate forvCusitons: being ve visi hiwisisiias wlelets, oes «20400 2000 
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I desire particularly to draw the attention of honorable members to 
these points at this time, as we are about to submit to this House a 
scheme to remodel the whole of our Customs System and Duties. I will, 
therefore, with the permission of the House, enter more fully into the 
details of these fluctuations, and submit the references which I have 
drawn for your consideration, having alluded to the reduction in the 
duty on Leather, I will first point one peculiar feature in reference 
to that article. That, although, the duty on kip skins, on harness and 
upper leather, and cut into shapes was reduced 25 and 33 per cent. The 
imports have materially fallen off. The total value of the imports in 
1845 being £26,398 -— and reduced in 1846 to £16,862.

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The inference which I draw from these facts is, that tanneries and the 
manufacture of leather, and leather manufactures are rapidly increasing, 
in this Province, and that it cannot depend upon duties to be derived from 
such articles for revenue.

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Showing a steady reduction in each year, I draw the same inference, there- 
fore, from this fact, that our home manufacture of spirits is on the increase, 
and, consequently, that due allowance must be made for such a change in 
future estimates. While on this head I may remark, that the excise duty of 
2d per gallon imposed last Session on our home manufacture of spirits to 
meet the additional burden now charged on the public revenues, viz: to 
defray the Administration of criminal justice in Upper Canada, will be more 
than sufficient to meet that charge.

A diminution in duty was made last year, on unrefined sugar, which 
shows a large increase; but none took place in the other two articles, 
which herein show great fluctuations. The inference which I draw is, the 
necessity of so framing our new scale of duties that we should not suffer 
our revenue to be diminished, but rather to estimate for a large return in 
the gross; in order that we may not be left at the mercy of the fluctuations 
of trade, and jeopardize our means of defraying the public service, and of 
meeting an engagement with the public creditor. 

I will now show the principal articles in which our Customs revenue has 
undergone a change, (independently of what was estimated for last year), and 
which has led to the diminution in that branch of the revenue before alluded 
to:

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I will now briefly advert to the Public Works. 

Votes were taken last session, for the purpose of finishing the Public 
Works, to the amount, in round figures, of £520,000, to be raised by Deben- 
ture, inclusive of the balance of the guaranteed loan estimated at £170,000. 
Having before explained myself on this part of my subject to the House, I 
will now in very few words state the course that was pursued. Immediately 
after the close of last session, in consequence of the pressure which threat- 
ened the money market, I was directed to proceed to England, to ascertain 
whether the Imperial Government would consent to renew the guarantee for the 
balance of the loan of £1,500,000, and whether five per cent Provincial Deben- 
tures would be negotiated at par for such further sums as we hak (sic) been 
authorised to raise by the sanction of the Legislature. On my arrival in 
England, I found the 5 per cent Provincial Debentures then in the market, 
issued for former loans below par, in consequence of the great demand for 
money; and I may here remark, that money was at that time being raised, on 
the best securities that England could offer, at 5 per cent, in order to 
enable parties to meet their Railway engagements. I consequently found 
that there was no market at par for our five per cent Provincial Debentures. 
With reference to the second point, the balance of the loan of £1,500,000, 
the Imperial Government consented to renew the guarantee, and further, they 
consented to waive their claim to the payment to the Sinking Fund of about 
£70,000 annually for the period of four years, beginning with 1845, (a pay- 
ment was made in 1844) on condition that after the termination of that period, 
provision should be made by Legislative enactment, for the payment annually 
of four per cent on the amount of the guaranteed sum for a sinking fund. I 
have already given notice of the introduction of a bill for that purpose. 

By this arrangement, the Province has been saved the extreme inconvenience 
of making provision for £280,000 during the period in which she will be 
engaged in providing means to complete her Public Works. 

The amount that has been raised by debenture since last session, includ- 
ing the guaranteed loan, is £343,249, leaving about £180,000 which we are 
Still authorised to raise. This amount will not be quite sufficient to fin- 
ish the Public Works now under contract or for which votes have been granted, 
but will not fall far short. The estimate which I have received from the 
Board of Works shows that about £216,000 will be required. I do not antici- 
pate that we can at this time raise this amount by debenture, but that we 
must, while the money market continues cramped, depend upon our surplus re- 
venues for that purpose. I will now, Sir, turn to what I before alluded 
to. Iwill now, Sir, turn to the second point alluded to in the Governor- 
General's speech, - the Differential Duties and the commercial interests of 
the country. By a reference to the British Possessions Act, alluded to in 
the Speech, it will be perceived that the Provincial Government is author- 
ized - I should rather say invited - to remodel its Customs Duties, and 
substisute (sic) Provincial for Imperial Differential Duties, provided that 
no distinctive duty is imposed prejudicial to a mere protection on British 
products as compared with foreign. In short, we are invited to do away with 
the protection to British products, and to substitute duties for revenue 
without any distinction of the quarter from which the articles imported into 
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this country for consumption may be drawn. I need not remark to this House, 
that this permission or concession is simply to enable the purchaser or 
consumer to make his purchases in the cheapest market, without reference 

to the consideration of where that market was to be found; while, Sir, the 
products & the exports of Canada were received on more favourable terms 
into England than foreign products, in consideration that the products of 
Great Britain received a like protection in Canada. There were substantial 
reasons to be urged, why the Differential Duties should be retained. But 
when England tells you that it is no longer her policy to seek that pro- 
tection for her products in this market, and that she is prepared to place 
the products of Canada, and has done so in several instances, on the same 
and on better footing than the products of the continent of Europe and the 
United States. It appears to me, that a corresponding change is rendered 
desirable in our own Customs Tariff and Regulations, and that it should not 
only give every facility to the consumer to purchase the commodities he 
requires in the cheapest market, but also, by every means in our ((posses- 
sion)) to extend our commercial relations, and to develope (sic) the manner 
which Canada so eminently posseeses (sic) in the productiveness of her soil 
and her invaluable water communications. It has been said, that the Differ- 
ential Duties by fostering the trade with England sustains our shipping 
interests and tends to support our communication with the sea by the St. 
Lawrence route. I grant that it may have that effect to a partial extent, 
and at a very great expence to the consumer; but after all, if this is the 
sole object we now have in view, it is an indirect and cumbrous way of 
effecting what may be achieved in a much more simple manner, by lightening 
the burdens and charges on shipping. The Government then, are prepared to 
do away with the whole of the Differential Duties in favor of British 
products - with the exception of the Copyright - subtituting (sic) a modi- 
fied and uniform tariff for the purposes of the revenue. They are further 
prepared to propose to this House, to lighten the charges upon sea-going 
vessels, by doing away with what are called the draft of water dues, and 

a portion of the tonnage dues, which are now levied for the improvement of 
the St. Lawrence, and to place those charges on the public revenues. Tak- 
ing those charges at the average of the collections made in 1846, they will 
amount to about £8000 per annum, as follows: -

It is further the intention of the Government, to lighten as much as 
possible, the tolls on the St. Lawrence Canals; it is also prepared to 
give increased facilities to the following points connected with the 
commerce of the country, viz., to extend the Warehousing system in every 
direction where the requirements of trade and the existence of Ports of 
Entry and export, with the requisite establishment will permit; to facilitate 
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the transfer of property in warehouse; to simplify the system of the 
transport of merchandize ex ship or ex warehouse, for exportation, with- 
out payment of duty; to lighten the mode of giving bonds for goods in 
warehouse, Or under guarantee for exportation. I will enumerate the 
usual head again - 
To do away with Differential Duties in favour of British 
Products. 
To Reduce Shipping Charges £8000 a year. 
To Reduce Tolls on the Canals. 
To extend the Warehousing System. 
To facilitate the Transport and Exportation of Goods, with- 
out payment of Duty. 
To simplify the taking of Bonds for Warehousing. 
It is not the intention of the Government in any way to depart from 
the present mode of raising a revenue for the public service, viz., that 
of customs duties, on the contrary, rather to increase it, to enable it 
to bear the shipping charges just spoken of; the difference of interest 
on the Quebec loan, and the heavy demands which the immigration of this 
year may be expected to make on the Provincial Revenues - it is confidently 
expected however, that the cost to the consumer will be reduced, by throw- 
ing open to him the cheapest market. I speak now with reference more 
particularly to the British products - as we are desirous of forwarding the 
commercial interests, and giving encouragement to the shipping - as it is 
also the intention of the Government to protect the agricultural interests 
of the Province: we do not therefore intend to touch the duties on grain, 
flour, or cattle introduced into the country for consumption, but to return 
them as they now stand on the tariff. 
I will not at the present moment, having explained our general prin- 
ciples, enter into the details of the Tariff, further than to point out 
one or two prominent alterations. We propose to equalize the duty on 
salt, which by the seaboard is admitted at ls. 3d. currency, and from the 
U.S. at seven pence half-penny the bushel - upwards of 250,000 bushels were 
imported at that duty from the States in the last year. I propose to put 
the duty generally at 2d the bushel - bar iron, block tin, and boiler 
plates which enter largely into our manufactures of machinery and hardware, 
we propose to admit at the minimum duty of one per cent. I will not now 
dwell further on these points. The schedule of duties and the bill will 
shortly be before you. 
I will now move that a supply be granted to Her Majesty.41 


MR. AYLWIN said that, however, desirable the hon. gentleman opposite 
might think it to avoid discussion, if he (Mr. Aylwin) were silent on the 
present occasion, his silence might be considered as a proof of acquiesc-— 
ence in that view of the subject which the hon. gentleman had taken. To 
come fairly to the examination of these. very important arrangements, it 
would have been desirable for the hon. Inspector General to lay upon the 
tables the figures by which he brought out the results he had brought 
forward, and he apprehended that, in neglecting to take this step, the 
hon. gentleman differed from the course pursued in England.‘ 
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MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said no. He proposed, then, merely to grant 
a supply to Her Majesty, giving a panerat idea of his plan; but without 
pledging the House to any details. 3 He had acted perfectly in accordance 
with English practice. It was always ciistomary for the English Minister 
to lay before the House, in the first place, the motion for a vote of 
PLY ac the discussion took place subsequently on the bill being intro- 
duced. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD got up and began a reply to Mr. Aylwin45, 


MR. AYLWIN was far from wishing to bring on a discussion at that 
moment, because gentlemen on his side of the House were perfectly ignor- 
ant of the nature of the proposed changes. Perhaps hon. gentlemen on 
the opposite side were well acquainted with them; perhaps they even 
were made at their suggestion; but on his side hon. gentlemen sat in 
complete darkness.46 The hon. gentleman had, however, said that he was 
to reduce duties from 9 per cent to 7 per cent; but had not shown whence 
the money was to come, to make up the deficit - neither had he shown how 
he was prepared to raise the sum he porposed (sic) to charge on the reven- 
ues of the Province. He (Mr. Aylwin) would have been glad ff, before the 
subject had been broached at all, the hon. gentleman had shown how he was 
prepared to meet the changes which he was about to adopt in pursuance of 
the suggestions from the other side of the Atlantic. For his own part, 
he believed that, instead of doing good to the commerce of the country, 
they would have a directly contrary effect. They would diminish the com- 
merce with Great Britain, and increase it with the United States - a 
change which he would consider something very serious indeed’, and that 
he always oy upon with suspicion: in fact, he put no faith in these 
changes at all. 8 With regard to the reduction of the discriminating duties, 
he would only say that if they were now to be taken off, it was a pity 
they were not taken off long ago, or they had ever been put on; for then 
there might have been some manufactures introduced in the country. Great 
Britain had changed her policy in a very excellent time for herself; but 
at the very worst possible time for the colonies. The country was called 
upon to sacrifice a considerable portion of its revenues (hear, hear). 

He knew there were charms in novelty, and people out of the House and in 
the house, perhaps, might be delighted with this great boon - as the favor- 
ite phrase went - but as far as he could see, the result would be this, 
that American citizens would be allowed benefits, which the people here 
themselves would not possess, and that the enterprizing people on the 

other side of the lines would take advantage of the favours Great Britain 
was extending, and that Her Majesty's ministers here were anxious to secure 
them. The connection between Great Britain and Canada, was in a great 
measure a commercial one; but Great Britain now seemed disposed to do away 
with that tie. Well, let it be so; but he should always be sorry to see 
the connexion dissolved, and he thought this a very ready way for it.°1 
Every effort has been made hitherto to draw the commercial interests of 

the two countries closer together, but now by the sweeping and compulsive 
measures of the Home Government, and according to the proposals of the 
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Hon. Inspector General, all those ties were to be severed at one stroke, 
and he would like to know what better markets could we have for our 
staple, viz., timber, than Great Britain and Ireland have hitherto afford- 
ed us. But now as it would appear those markets_were destroyed, and he 
would tell hon. members what the result will be.° If the House wanted 

to do away with all duties, and give American vessels more privileges than 
their own, he could see no better way to promote annexation, and when the 
apple was ripe, 3 there may possibly be a difference in name for a few 
years, but to him the apple is ripe, it will fall from the tree, and-4 he 
had no doubt hon. gentlemen who were the first to cry out against American 
institutions now, would also be the first to wish to become Republicans. 
But why was the copyright act to form an exception to the general rule; 
what was to prevent that from being taken away, when the hon. gentleman 
knew perfectly well, that with all they could do, the country would still 
be supplied with United States re-prints, or else go without the books 
altogether. > The Copy Right Law ... was merely intended for the benefit 
of a few writers of trashy novels and prevented the Canadians from enjoying 
the benefits of English literature.6 Formerly people in Canada could get 
the Reviews - they were to be seen in almost every House, but now it was 
with the greatest difficulty they were obtained at all. What the hon. 
gentleman proposed would have no effect at all, but like the Colonial edi- 
tions already attempted, would prove entirely abortive. It was evident 
the attention of the hon. gentleman had been turned towards one portion 

of the River St. Lawrence, but he (Mr. Aylwin) would tell him, that it 

was not difficult to see that certain influences were operating on the 
hon. gentleman, which would not meet with the support he probably expected. ?/ 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD would make a very few observations, in answer 
to his hon. friend on the other side. The great principle which the hon. 
Inspector General intended to carry out was the abolition of differential 
duties. His hon. friend had, however, merely stated his policy candidly 
and openly, for the information of the House but all that he wished the 
House then to resolve was, the expedience of granting a supply to Her 
Majesty, to defray the expenses of the coming year. When the Bill should 
be introduced, the discussion would come up on its several details, and 
by taking that course, the House would follow exactly the course taken in 
England, which was first to move for a supply, and then the Bill contain- 
ing the several changes, which it was proposed to effect.28 I£ the House 
was not prepared to grant the supplies, of coure (sic) it would negative 
the motion, but if on the other hand it was passed the Government would 
follow it up with the different measures they had in view. He was about 
to remark, however, that the hon. member for Quebec could not fail to 
see that whatever the political condition of Canada might be, it was abso- 
lutely necessary to repeal the differential duties. The hon. gentleman 
said they ought to have been repealed long ago. If they had been, the 
country would not have had the protection the hon. gentleman admired, for 
so many years as it had enjoyed it. Hitherto Canadian produce went into 
the British market on payment of nominal duties; and in consideration 
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of that privilege, they allowed goods to come in from Great Britain 

on better terms than from any other country. But while it was supposed 
that this was to continue, and while the belief was encouraged by the 
guaranteeing of the loan intended to perfect the navigation, by yee 
it was hoped to carry the produce of the vast countries of the West Oe 
on a sudden ((whim)) England changed her policy®l and Canada was told, 
on very short notice, 62 ((that)) Sir R Peel placed us on the same foot- 
ing with foreign nations, declaring that England should henceforth have 
the privilege which we now seek, of buying in the cheapest and selling 

in the dearest market. It was in that manner that our commercial con- 
nection with the British Empire was severed. He spoke of it in that 
manner because he felt confident that the idea of any other separation 

was never entertained by any honest man. It became, then, necessary 

for us to go into England with our produce just on the same footing as 

any other foreign nation; and at the same time we must, by the abolition 
of all differential duties, act in the same manner towards Great Britain - 
in fact, henceforth we must buy in the cheapest market. That is the 
principle that his hon. friend sought to establish; and how we can get 

on when all protection is taken away from us, he must confess he did not 
understand. Would the hon. gentleman wish us to purchase in the dearest 
market? What advantage would it be to us to do so? Great Britain her- 
self never expected us to do so; for at the same moment that she destroyed 
our protection, 3 England knew the effects which must follow, and in order 
to deal fairly with the other side of the question, passed an act to enable 
the Colonies to do away with differential duties, in order that their con- 
sumers might have the benefit also of the most favourable markets. While 
the Canadian consumer was receiving protection for his produce, he was 
also losing £50 or £100 out of his pocket in the course of every year for 
the benefit of the English manufacturer. At present it was intended to 

do away with all that, and, instead of obliging the purchaser to go to 

to dearest market; to allow him to go to France, Spain, England, or the 
United States, paying one duty alike on all. He confessed he was at a 
loss to understand why hon. gentlemen should desire to protect British 
manufactures, when Great Britain did not want the protection, and mani- 
fested her opinion that it would be absurd on the part of Canada to grant 
it. What advantage could possibly be derived from.protecting British 

over American manufactures - why should the people of this country not 
follow the example of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, and allow the people 
to buy to the most advantage. There was no question at present of the 
free navigation of the St. Lawrence; he should like, for his part, to 

see that political millenium®4 when there would be no duties at all, and 
when revenues could be raised from the Canals; for he was one of those 

who believed that trade flourished most when it was most unrestricted. 

But here he must say that this opinion must be modified by the position 

of the country. In Canada it was necessary to give that protection to the 
agricultural and other interests, without which it was impossible to get 
on at all. However, this was one step towards carrying out a more perfect 
system.65 But the hon. member for Quebec asked, "How are we to meet our 
engagements when the sources of our revenue are dried up?" Now, his hon. 
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friend, the Inspector General, had stated that the duties he proposed to 
impose would bring in a greater revenue than we at present draw from that 
source, 


MR. AYLWIN.--Will you guarantee that ?6/7 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--The hon. gentleman will be able to see that 
himself from the data that will be laid on the table, and will perhaps 
then be convinced. 


MR. AYLWIN.--Whatever may be the policy of Great Britain, I think that 
our first duty is to remonstrate against the course she is taking, and 
then, that remonstrance made, what will be will be. 


MR. MOFFATT could not conceive that the result anticipated by the 
hon. member for Quebec could ever arrive, at least he hoped not. He would 
ask that hon. member if, under the altered circumstances of the Colony, he 
was ready to meet our present emergencies by maintaining the present rate 
of duties? If not, had he any better system to propose? At present we 
are left by the Mother Country entirely to our own exertions; it becomes 
therefore necessary to use all our industry and skill, and in order to 
effect any good, they must be left perfectly free and unfettered; for it 
is his firm conviction, that if we are not allowed the free exercise of 
our industry, if all restrictions are not removed, we shall fail in our 
object; and therefore it was that he advocated the measures his hon. friend 
had in contemplation. He is not to be told now by England that the law 
which is applicable to the other Colonies is applicable to us also, for 
such is not the case. We alone, of all her Colonies, are placed in a pecu- 
liar situation, masked as we are from the seaboard by the United States, 
we do not enjoy those facilities which other Colonies possess of communica- 
ting with foreign nations, and therefore to put us on the same footing with 
them, we must have the repeal of the Navigation Laws. The unrestricted 
exercise of our industry, which he demanded, would not be complete without 
the repeal of the Agricultural Protection Law; but he was well aware that, 
as the House is at present constituted, it would be in vain to seek it 
(hear, hear.) He would, however, advise the hon. Inspector General to 
facilitate the bonding system by every means in his power. At present 
there are great difficulties in the way of the merchant, and some of them 
might be removed without the slightest danger to the revenue. That was 
all that could be effected on that point. The point of view in which the 
whole subject was to be considered, in his opinion, amounted to this, viz., 
that we should be entirely unfettered, or else we could not expect to 
meet the change brought upon us by the alteration in the commercial policy 
of Great Britain; but he perfectly agreed with the hon. member for Quebec, 
that a free trade with Great Britain was of more value to us than a trade 
with all the rest of the world. That, however, we never enjoyed, and, 
from the appearance of circumstances, we never shall. 


MR. MERRITT said, if he understood the measure proposed, it was to 
increase duties on imports, and lessen tolls on Canals.’l ((He)) could 
have wished that the hon. Inspector Gen. had laid his whole scheme on the 
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table, and with respect to the proposed reduction of the tolls on canals. /2 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY. The proposed measure did not touch upon canals 
at all. That was quite a different affair/3. That power was vested in the 
Executive, and it was not his intention ‘to bring in a Bill. for that purpose. /4 
He could say that the desire of the Government was to remove tolls on the 
canals as much as possible. /5 


MR. MERRITT would then wish to know whether it was his intention to 
propose any measure respecting the repeal of the Agricultural Protection 
Law. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY replied - No.// 


MR. MERRITT said, that he would bring in a measure the next day for 
those purposes. 


MR. ERMATINGER expressed considerable doubt as to the manner in which 
he should vote on the proposed measures of the Inspector General, and hoped 
they would be subjected to a full and fare (sic) discussion. He questioned 
very much whether ... ((they)) would be for our advantage. It was alto- 
gether an erroneous idea to suppose that we could supplant a powerful rival 
nation in the carrying trade of this continent. Any measure that would have 
a tendency to send our trade thro' the adjoining country should be deprecated. 
He greatly feared that the tendency of the proposed changes would be to 
weaken and eventually to destroy the ties which bound this colony to Great 
Britain.

Dés lors ce monsieur perdit entiérement 
l'estime et la confiance de ces compatriotes - il fut rejeté par le popu- 
leux comté de Richelieu qu'il avait représenté si longtems, par le grand 
comté de Montréal, de sorte qu'il se trouva sans siége dans 1'nue (sic) 

et dans l'autre chambre, Vint ensuite le membre pour Ottawa, qui fut 

appelé au Ministére parce qu'il portait un nom Canadien-frangais. Personne 
ne désirait avoir des Canadien-frangais dans le ministére, on ne désirait 
nullement des hommes de talens ou de capacité, mais on voulait des noms 

les noms étaient nécessaires, afin de couvrir les apparences, et de faire 
voir que le Bas-Canada n'était pas entiérement négligé; et dans cette vue, 

on a fait choix des plus beaux noms, des noms que le pays avaient le plus 
respectés autrefois. Avec ce systéme le gouvernement s'affaiblit de jour 

en jour, et on craignit bientdt pour son existence méme, ce qui fit qu'on 

se hata d'appeler de la chambre haute, 1'hon. membre pour London. Cepen- 
dantily avait encore une place 4 remplir; on avait cherché pendant des 

mois entiers pour obtenir l'assistance d'un Canadien-frangais, Aprés 

avoir été rebuté a diverses fois, l'administration réussit enfin 4 trouver 
un monsieur Canadien qui l'accepta; mais comment put-il @tre elu? en cri- 
ant contre les mesures presentées par ce méme gouvernement dont il voulait 
faire partie; (Ecoutez, écoutez) je parle de 1'hon. membre pour Dorchester 
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qui lors de son élection s'est déchainé contre les actes des écoles 
et des municipalités passés par le gouvernement actuel. Je ne dirai 


rien de plus sur ce sujet, puisque ce monsieur n'est plus dans cette 
chambre, mais je ferai quelques remarques sur sa résignation qui eut 
lieu le 26 avril dernier. Le 29 du méme mois, M. Taschereau recut 
une lettre de 1l'hon. membre pour Megantic, qui 1'informait que Son 
Excellence avait accepté sa résignation, mais qui lui offrait en 
méme tems, sans doute pour le récompenser de ses importans services, 
un siége sur le banc. Mais quelle conduite le gouvernement a-t-il 
tenus dans cette circonstance? Etait-ce dans l'intérét public que 
l'on fesait cette nomination? Les ministres n'ont-ils pas pris les 
moyens d'empécher le comté de Dorchester d'étre representé dans cette 
session? Oui le ministére a défranchisé ce comté, en ne fesant pas 
sortir un writ dans les quelques jours qui ont précedé 1'ouverture 
de la session. On 1l'a fait de propos délibéré, car sans cela, le 
ministére n'aurait pas méme eu son infiniment petite majorité d'une 
voix, il etit été defait (€coutez, Ecoutez, écoutez.) 

On s'est plaint, et avec raison, de la violation des promesses 
faites par le ministére actuel. En effect, que sont devenues toutes 
ces magnifiques promesses faites tant de fois au Bas Canada? Qu'a- 
t-on fait pendant l'espace de deux ans? Les bills d'éducation et 
des municipalités ont été présentés, mais comment les a-t-on fait 
fonctionner? Le ministére se propose de faire, dans le cours de 
cette session, des amendemens 4 l'acte des municipalités, mais il ne 
veut rien faire par rapport 4 celui des écoles qui est pourtant défec- 
tueux sur une infinté de points. Mais il est une mesure que je ne 
puis passer sous silence, et au sujet de laquelle de dois au contraire 
élever la voix de toutes mes forces, parce que cette mesure regardait 
et intéressait grandement la cité que je représente, je veux dire la 
cité de Québec. L'an dernier, un prét aux incendiés de Québec fut 
recommandé dans le discours du trdne; cependant une grande partie de 
la session s'est @couté sans que ce bill ait été présenté; a la fin 
pourtant, la chambre adopta 4 1l'unanimité une mesure qui autorisait 
le gouvernement 4 emprunter £100,000 pour cette fin; mais qu'a fait 
le ministére? Je doute beaucoup que le ministére ait jamais eu inten- 
tion de faire quelque chose pour secourir les malheureuses victimes 
des incendies de Québec, car sa conduite prouve qu'il n'a fait aucune 
démarche pour remplir le but de la chambre. Le bill a été sanctionné 
le 9 de juin, et ce n'est qu'a la fin de novembre que les pauvres 
habitans de Québec, ayant envoyé une députation au gouverneur général, 
apprirent qu'un monsieur était parti pour 1l'Angleterre, afin de tacher 
de lever l'emprunt nécessaire. Cet envoyé est revenu' sans argent. 

Il y a une circonstance qui aggrave beaucoup mes doutes. L'an dernier, 
lorsque le bill fut passé, un hon. monsieur qui est prés de moi (M. 
Chauveau) objecta 4 ce que l'intérét fut limité a cinq par cent, parce 
qu'il supposait que ce taux pouvait étre réduit. Mais les ministres 
lui répondirent qu'il serait facile d'obtenir de l'argent a 5 par cent. 
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Il était pourtant certain qu'un pr@éteur avancerait l'argent beaucoup 
plus promptement a 6 par cent qu'a 5, et la conduite des hon. messieurs 
dans cette circonstance, en voulant limiter le taux de l'intérét, me 
porte a douter, je le répéte, des intentions du ministére de venir 

au secours des incendiés de Québec. Et méme depuis que le parlement 
est réuni, quelle condite le ministére a-t-il tenue 4 ce sujet? Il 

a proposé une mesure pour rectifier l'erreur de la derniére session; 
mais il a dit aux pauvres incendiés qui déja ont bati, et qui ont 
méme emprunté de l'argent, en étant sous 1'impression qu'ils auraient 
le prét du gouvernement 4 raison de 3 par cent, il leur a dit qu'il 
leur fallait maintenant payer quatre par cent; ainsi il est probable 
qu'au lieu de payer 3 par cent, ils seront obligés, en comptant tous 
leurs frais, de payer 6 par cent. On ne peut rien faire pour le Bas- 
Canada, non! mais on ne manque pas de récompenser le Haut-Canada 
pour avoir doté le pays d'une administration aussi juste et aussi 
impartiale. Les ministres connaissent trés bien que leur pouvoir 
chancelant ne peut se maintenir qu'au moyen d'un gaspillage honteux 
de l'argent public, parmi leurs favoris, tandis qu'ils refusent au 
Bas-Canada la plus légére participation dans le distribution des 
deniers. Oh! il est pénible de considérer la corruption et la bas- 
sesse qui dégradent l'administration actuelle. L'honorable membre 
pour Ottawa sourit; il devrait plutdt pleurer ou se cacher, puisque 
lui-méme a été accusé de s'étre rendu coupable d'un acte honteux de 
corruption. Quelle réponse a regue l1'honorable membre pour Rimouski, 
lorsqu'il s'adressa au membre pour 1'Ottawa, afin de faire ... quel- 
ques améliorations dans son comté? Ah! dit le membre pour Ottawa, 
pourquoi n'appuyez-vous pas le gouvernement, alors nous pourrions 
faire quelque chose pour vous, mais vous ne pouvez rien attendre de 
nous tant que nous votez avec l'opposition, (écoutez écoutez). 

Je parlais tout 4 l'heure du ci-devant solliciteur-général dont 
la place est déja vacante depuis prés de deux ans; lorsque je m'infor- 
mai l'autre jour si la place serait bientét remplie, on me répondit 
qu'elle le serait probablement, mais qu'on ne pouvait pas dire si le 
nouveau solliciteur aurait un siége dans la chambre ou non. Je sup- 
pose que le ministére craint de ne pouvoir trouver une autre ville 
aussi complaisante que celle des Trois Riviéres. I1 est passablement 
bien connu cependant qu'on a choisi une personne pour cette place, 
et que cet individu ne posséde point d'autres qualifications que le 
mérite de s'@tre opposé au bill d'éducation passé dans la derniére 
session, par les ministres. Quant aux nominations en général je me 
contenterai de dire que dans le district de Québec la seule qualifi- 
cation que l'on recherche dans les personnes nommées aux emplois, 
c'est une entiére incapacité. Une personne qui ne peut gagner sa 
vie par sa profession ou ses talens, est stire d'étre choisie. L'an 
dernier la place de juge du district deGaspé est devenue vacante; 
une acte du parlement ordonnait que la personne qui occuperait cette 
place devrait avoir eu au moins dix ans de pratique comme avocat. 
Mais comment le ministére a-t-il interprété cette loi? En nommant 
un individu qui n'avait pas pratiqué pendant dix ans. I1 est bien 
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connu a Québec que le monsieur qui a été nommé 4 cette place n'a 
jamais pratiqué que tout, ou que s'il l'a fait, il y a bien longtemps. 
Loin d'avoir des clients, il fallait absolument lui procurer du pain. 
Mais je n'entreprendrai point de passer en revue tous les actes repré- 
hensibles du gouvernement. Je dois laisser a mes amis de convaincre 
cette chambre que le ministre actuel est incapable de donner au pays 
les mesures dont il a besoin, et qu'au lieu de représenter la majorité, 
il ne posséde nullement la confiance publique. 21 


MR. COL. CR. LANDS PAPINEAU followed in reply?” to the personal 
attacks upon himself .2 


DR. LATERRIERE. -M. l'Orateur, je ne dois pas sur cette question 
donner un vote silencieux. Tout ce que je regrette c'est de n'avoir 
pas le talent de la parole pour exprimer tout ce que comme Canadien 
je voudrais dire sur ce sujet. 

Jamais 1'Angleterre ne pouvait en venir a une décision plus absurde 
pour tranquilliser les dissentions du Canada que d'unir les deux pro- 
vinces en une seule assemblée législative. Ces dissentions n'origi- 
naient pas du peuple, mais bien de la mauvaise administration de la 
colonie, tel que le signale d'une maniére évidente le rapport méme du 
Lord Durham, dissentions auxquelles on aurait pu remédier d'une mani- 
ére moins impolitique que par 1l'union. 

Traiter les gens comme des machines a expériences, les diviser, 
les broyer, les pressurer et chercher ensuite a les amalgamer par 
des disproportions criantes dans les différentes branches de la repré- 
sentation, dans le conseil méme, était ce qu'il y avait de plus mal- 
adroit et de la plus grossiére injustice. 

Un gouvernement basé sur des injustices, doit tdt ou tard s'écrouler. 
Comment le remplacer? par des tentatives, par des expériences nouvelles 
plus dangereuses dans leurs conséquences que celle que nous fesons 
aujourd'hui. 

La confédération de toutes les provinces, ce serait le premier 
pas a4 1'émancipation et a 1'indépendance du reste de 1'Amérique. 

Si l'on veut hater cette catastrophe, c'est de persévérer dans 
les injustices que l'on nous fait subir tous les jours. 

On nous recommande, en nous promettant un meilleur sort, cette 
courte priére: Oubli du passé, patience pour le présent, et espérance 
pour l'avenir. 

Mais, M. l'orateur, cette priére est bonne pour notre avenir méta- 
physique, mais pour notre avenir matériel, ce sont des fers; o'est 
l'anéantissement que l'on nous destine. 11 faudrait étre sourd et 
aveugle pour ne pas s'en apercevoir. 

On a profité, pour accomplir et vouloir justifier ce coup d'état, 
cette violence criante contre tout un peuple de la spécieuse raison 
des déplorables troubles du Bas-Canada, soulevés par les carabins de 
{ontréal, défiant le seul coupable, le gouvernement d'alors, de les 
arréter. 

Vous savez, M. l'orateur, qu'un acte énergique du gouvernement 
aurait facilement fait avorter ce qui n'était alors qu'un jeu d'enfants, 
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et que pour se protéger contre l'audace de ces jeunes fanfarons, les 
Enfants de la liberté en se voyant insulter, sans protection quelcon- 
que de la part du gouvernement, se virent pour ainsi dire forcés de 
s'organiser semblablement et de se mettre sur la défensive. Voila 
l'origine des troubles. Peut on loyalement dire que le Bas-Canada 

a participé a4 ces scenes de désordres bien plus graves dans le Haut 
qu'elles n'ont été dans le Bas-Canada? On n'a vu aucun égard aux 
services rendus par les Canadiens, qui ont si fortement contribué 4 
conserver le Canada a 1'Angleterre en deux circonstances décisives, 

en 1775, et 1812, en 1812 surtout, quand on se rappelle que des hommes, 
1'élite alors de nos Canadiens, les Bédard, etc. incarcérés par le 
tyran Craig, sur des soupcons de haute trahison, furent les premiers 
eu sortant de prison a voter l'organisation d'une milice défensive, 
l'argent nécessaire pour la soutenir et que ces mémes hommes volérent 
a la frontiére pour repousser l'invasion. Pour tous ceux qui connais- 
sent des faits qui peuvent se renouveler d'un jour a l'autre, on peut 
a peine croire qu'un gouvernement oubliant si légérement de tes ser- 
vices, ait pu prendre la résolution de priver tout un peuple de ses 
franchises politiques pour des malheurs dont le seul governement colon- 
ial a été coupable. 

L'union ne nous a été imposée que comme un moyen d'écraser la 
prépondérance francaise, et de plus, pour remédier a la banqueroute 
du Haut-Canada qui n'aurait jamais accepté cette union sans cette con- 
sidération. Wwyez les mémoires de lord Sydenham page 132. "De des- 
potisme pendant 10 ans est ce qu'il y a de mieux a faire pour les 
Canadiens", page 148. 

C'est aux conditions suivantes que la Haut-Canada a soucrit 4 
1l'union, 50 - membres pour le Bas-Canada 62 pour le Haut - siége du 
gouvernement au Haut-Canada. - Voteurs, autres que ceux qui possédent 
en commun saccage en 1845, défranchisés. Langue anglaise dans la 
législature et les cours de justice abolie, page 152. - 

Pour couvrir d'un prétexte des actes d'injustices aussi criants, 
c'était disait-il, lui et ceux qui veulent 1'asservissement des Cana- 
diens, pour les assimiler, les amalgamer et faire de nous un seul 
peuple. 

Depuis six ans que se poursuit cette triste expérience, le résul- 
tat nous a convaincu et nous convainc tous les jours de 1'impposibilité 
(sic) pratique d'une telle amalgamation. C'est bien un théorie mais 
en pratique ce n'est plus la méme chose. Vous voyez tous les jours se 
renouveller les scénes d'opposition qui existaient entre la chambre 
du Bas-Canada et le conseil législatif. Ici, c'est entre le Haut et 
le Bas-Canada. - Ce sont les mémes éléments du discorde sous un 
autre nom. 

Tous les troubles du Bas-Canada sont sortis de cette source, et 
ce n'est pas notre conseil responsable, qui absorbe, qui nullifie 
pour ainsi dire l'action de la représentation, qui remédiera et ser- 
vira de contrepoids, quelque soit jamais sa composition, 4 un semblable 
état de choses et a des arrangements aussi iniques. 
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Le ministére responsable ici, au lieu d'attaquer, de combattre, 
d'absorber la puissance royale comme en Angleterre, s'efface de lui 
méme, sert d'armes, de brandon de discorde, de moyen de division entre 
nous, quand chaque fois il plait ou plaira a un gouverneur d'avoir 
raison et de répudier son cabinet. L'administrationMetcalfe en est 
un exemple frappant. 

Avec toute la bonne foi, car enfin il nous faut marcher ainsi, 
malgré nous, puisque l'on a accepté ce mode de neutraliser 1'union 
pour la rendre moins malheureuse plutGt que d'en demander le rappel, 
condition a4 laquelle furent faites les élections en 1843 et dont on 
n'aurait jamais di dévier - ce serait un miracle que de trouver en 
ce corps une égale protection, quelque soit sa composition. D'un cété 
on lutte avec la justice, de l'autre avec l'argument irrésistible de 
£1000 4 15 cents louis, ce qui dans presque tous les cas fera faire 
aux membres de ce cabinet des concessions pour se maintenir au pouvoir 
et garder leurs salaires. 

Je veux bien croire néanmoins pour le présent qu'il y a d'honorables 
exceptions. Nous en avons la preuve dans les correspondances diffe- 
rentes qui ont été entamées et rompues depuis 2 ans sans faire broncher 
de leur position ces honorables exceptions. 

Mais toujours le mat continue. J'aimerais autant le pouvoir des- 
potique d'un conseil spécial, qu'un gouvernement qui est obligé d'ache- 
ter sa majorité. Je le demande sans passion, je le demande 4a la 
raison, un pays sous un semblable régime, peut-il prospérer? ou tout 
au contraire, n'est-il pas le patrimoine, n'est-il pas dévalisé par 
une myriade d'intrigants intéressés a fomenter toutes espéces de dis- 
cordes en faveur du pouvoir qui a le patronage de toutes les faveurs, 
et qui vend méme pour se maintenir jusqu'aux siéges de la justice; 
peut-on pousser la corroption plus loin? Pour moi, M. 1'Orateur, je 
crains que bient6ét on ne saura plus owt arreter; Il faudrait étre 
aveugle pour ne pas prévoir qu'avec 1'union continuée, nos lois, nos 
garanties sociales disparaitront comme on a fait disparaitre nos droits 
politiques. 

Nous en avons eu un outrageant exemple ces jours derniers dans le 
conseil législatif de cette province. La voix prépondérante de son 
orateur a fait négativer et ferait mettre semblablement au néant ces 
droits, s'il n'était pas de l'honneur de la couronne britannique de 
les respecter et les maintenir en d'autres lieux; hier au soir encore, 
en vertu de la puissante union et de sa majorité, n'est-on pas osé 
nous proposer un acte de spoliation épouvantable, l'abolition de la 
tenure seigneuriale, baser des lois qui réglent de patrimoine des 
Canadiens et conséquemment leur code et leur existence civile? ou 
finiront de tels attentats? 

Je dis donc, M. l'orateur que l'acte d'union est un acte monstru- 
eux pour nous Canadiens d'aprés 1l'aveu méme de celui qui 1'a mis en 
opération. 

C'est dans ses consequences l'acte le plus impolitique que pouvait 
nous imposer la Grande-Bretagne. 
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Le Bas-Canada est le noyau pour 1'Angleterre de toutes ses posses- 
sions en Amérique. La saine politique de l'empire aurait di étre 
celle de le protéger d'une maniére exceptionnelle. 

Nous avons tout autant a appréhender du Haut-Canada que des Etats- 
Unis. 

Nous différons du lui par notre langue, ses lois et nos habitudes. 
Le jour que la langue francaise cessera, perdra son influence loi, 
1'Angleterre cessera pareillement de dominer en Amérique; 1'émancipa- 
tion de ses provinces s'accomplira. 

Je le dis sincérement, c'est ma conviction, nous Canadiens envi- 
ronnés de toutes parts par une population de 16 million d'habitans 
qui ne parlent pas notre langue, notre seul appui, la seule garantie 
que nous ayons de nos droits, c'est l'Angleterre. I1 est donc essen- 
tiellement de notre intérét de maintenir notre connection avec la 
Grande-Bretagne. 

Ce qui milite encore contre nous pour l'avenir et notre connection 
avec la Grande-Bretagne, c'est l'immense émigration ulcérée de 1'Irlande 
que le gouvernement britannique, pour prévenir le mal que le mécontente- 
ment de cette population pouvait occasionner chez lui, a versé sur nous 
avec tous ses mauvais souvenirs. 

Je laisse tomber cette pensée pour que des hommes d'état puissent 
approfondir les conséquences politiques d'une émigration qui prend pour 
ainsi dire le caractére d'une invasion de Visigoths et de Vendales. 

Je n'en dirai pas plus sur ce sujet. Je me renfermerai maintenant 
dans la question de non confiance. 

La revision des actes de la présente administration lors de 1'adresse 
au gouverneur a été faite si complétement et les accusations portées 
contre ces messieurs, sans réplique de leur part, si écrasantes, que ce 
qui m'étonne le plus, c'est de trouver encore ici, debout, ce corps para- 
lisé, ne donnant signe de vie qu'a la remorque d'une voix ou deux de 
majorité matérielle. Comme preuve additionnelle de son incapacité ou de 
son mauvais vouloir, voila 21 jours de session écoulés et nous n'avons 
pas encore une mesure de ce corps en progrés devant nous, mais beaucoup 
de promesses. 

Les bureaux de cette chambre sont déja chargés de pétitions, de pro- 
jets de bills sur toutes espéces d'affaires privées, ponts, corporations, 
moulins 4 vents etc., pour la dépéche desquelles il en cotite au pays 
comme il a été dit l'autre jour de £800 4 £1000 par jour. Et les grandes 
affaires de la province pour lesquelles nous avons été convoqués sans 
doute, vont rester dans la poche de ces messieurs jusqu'aux derniers 
jours de la session que l'on va vouloir prolonger, sans égard a la sai- 
son, pendant laquelle chacun de nous ferait bien mieux de suivre ses 
affaires que d'attendre bien humblement ici les convenances de ces mes- 
sieurs. Voila 1l'administration que l'on veut imposer au pays. 

Il n'est pas possible que cette organisation depuis longtemps 
désorganisée, que cet état de choses, dure plus longtemps. 

Je me joins au Bas-Canada, que ces messieurs ne représentent pas, 
je proteste contre eux au nom de mes constituants. Je leur déclare 
que ce ne sont pas des noms, mais des actes de justice qui auraient 
pu faire revivre la confiance de mes constituants en des noms autrefois 
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célébres dans les annales du pays, noms qui depuis peu ont été prétés 
pour diviser, compromettre, vendre les débris du Bas-Canada. N'avons- 
nous pas la déclaration du commissaire des terres de la couronne au 
sujet de la seigneurie Lauzon et par une conséquence naturelle de 
cette déclaration, ne doit-on pas craindre la perte de tous les bien 
des jésuites; cette déclaration mise en scéne ferait palir la tragédie 
comique de 1l'ancien marchand de Venise Shylock. 

Dix huit mois de pénitentiaire qu'a subi un de ces hons. messieurs, 
sans danger, auraient peut @tre pu effacer le souvenir des malheurs 
passés, si ce monsieur ne s'était pas placé depuis, je regrette infini- 
ment de le dire, dans une fausse position. 

Que le gouvernement ait eu la faiblesse, pour ne pas me servir d'une 
autre expression d'appeler aux honneurs de la colonie de tels hommes 
apres les troubles de 1837, et d'en former son conseil, est pour moi 
une de ces toueries politiques inexplicables, a moins donc de penser 
que le gouvernement pour couvrir toutes les apparences de ses machina- 
tions politiques ait eu besoin de ces tétes déchues, de ces anges pré- 
cipités, proscrits, pour consommer l'asservissement des Canadiens- 
francais. 

Ce ministére comptait trop sans doute sur le fait que les déprava- 
tions morales comme les difformités physiques, qui choquent a la premiére 
vue, viennent a s'effacer, et qu'a force de nous faire voir des objets 
hideux, on s'y habituerait, et que le plus grand nombre finirait par 
s'apprivoiser et s'associerait a de telles monstruosités. 

C'est un secret qui, j'espére, ne fera pas plus longtemps fortune 
en Canada. 11 est temps que les intéréts du pays, 1'indépendance de la 
représentation nationale que ce petit conciliabule ministériel voudrait 
nullifier en paraissant d'accord avec le chef de l'exécutif, prévalent 
sur ces machinations ministérielles. 

Un. mot, s'il vous plait, M. l'orateur, sur les ailleux de 1'expro- 
cureur du roi du Haut-Canada 4 cette chambre, ce qui de sa part était 
mettre le comble a son habileté, et a ses ruses administratives. 

Lorsqu'interpellé s'il n'avait point accepté une commission de juge, 
sa réponse définitive fut "dans 12 heures, j'aurai cette commission dans 
ma poche."' N'était-ce pas nous dire en bon francais, de la maniére la 
plus outrageante, que le bon Dieu me bénisse et que votre mauvais génie 
vous emporte. 

Je prie donc en grace les messieurs qui sont censés représenter le 
Bas-Canada de se rappeler cet adieu et de remettre leurs portefeuilles; 
c'est un coup bien rude a leur conseiller, ils en seront peut étre 
malades, mais il est un moyen d'abréger leurs souffrances c'est de 
quitter le poste ot l'on ne peut plus rester avec dignité pour soi et 
encore moins pour l'utilité de la chose publique; a l'appui de ce 
conseil, je prendrai la liberté de lire la lettre de M. Papineau en 
date du ler d'avril, adressée 4 M. Caron. 

Montreal, ler Avril, 1847. 

Monsieur.--Permettez moi de vous référer a ma lettre du 17 du mois 
dernier, dans laquelle je vous ai transmis le Memorandum de Son Excel- 
lence, et a la vétre du 13 du méme mois dans laquelle vous témoignez 
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étre prét a faire tout en votre pouvoir pour effectuer ses intentions 
bienveillantes. Le moment est arrivé, suivant moi de venir de l'avant, 
et de vous proposer vous méme, et entrer dans le conseil exécutif comme 
président du conseil. Au moyen d'arrangements entre nous conseillers, 
lesquels, nous avons lieu de le croire seront approuvés de son Excel- 
lence, on pourrait mettre 4 la disposition de nos compatriotes la 
charge de procureur-général, et je dirai méme celle de commissaire 

des terres de la couronne s'ils ont de l'objection 4 m'y voir. I1 y 

a aussi vacante une place d'assistant-secrétaire provincial. 

Sans vouloir ici examiner ou décider jusqu'a quel point les Cana- 
diens-frangais comme tels forment on doivent former un parti politique, 
il est un fait notoire constant que l'on ne peut révoquer en doute, 
et qu'il me semble que ni gouvernants ni gouvernés ne doivent perdre 
de vue dans les arrangements ministériels. Ce fait, c'est que lors 
de la cession du Canada 4 la Grande Bretagne, nous existions comme 
corps, social; que les membres de ce corps possédaient des lois, des 
usages, des institutions, une langue, une religion, des établissements 
de différents genres qui n'existaient pas dans 1l'empire auquel nous 
avons été cédés, ou en différaient totalement. Que, néanmoins toutes 
ces choses, au moins la plus grande partie, nous ont été formellement 
et solennellement garanties par la plus haute autorité de l'empire, 
le parlement tout-puissant, le pouvoir supréme. Que par conséquent, 
tant que nous serons attachés au droit que nous avons de les conserver 
et de les maintenir intacts, il est du devoir, de tous et de chacun de 
nous de faire en sorte que dans toutes les combinaisons qui peuvent 
étre la suite et la conséquence de la lutte des partis politique, et 
qui seront toujours inévitables dans un gouvernement représentatif et 
constitutionnel, il y ait toujours dans 1'administration un nombre 
plus ou moins grand d'individus appartenant a notre origine, pour 
veiller a la protection de nos droits sociaux, indépendamment de nos 
droits politiques. Leur activité ou leur inertie ne peuvent étre que 
le résultat de 1'influence et de la prépondérance momentanée ou pas- 
sagere des partis politiques si sujettes a des fluctuations incessantes. 
Et dans un tel état de choses, je suis convaincu que tout homme raison- 
nable ne pourra qu'approuver la conduite de ceux qui voudront profiter 
de l'offre faite par Son Excellence, et qui leur permettra de travail- 
ler avec efficacité au bien étre de toute la société.

Je le dis donc M. l'orateur je rougis pour 1'auteur de cette 
lettre et de son cabinet. En effet, M. que penser d'un cabinet qui 
fait faire de telles déclarations, et qui n'a pas honte de le faire 
répudier en plein conseil, par son président en face de celui méme 
auquel elles ont été faites. L'estime publique a déja amplement dé- 
dommagé ce monsieur de la mauvaise foi de notre cabinet et du coup 
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qu'il vient de lui porter. 

C'est un aveu de la part de ce monsieur et de tous ses associés 
solidaires, que le cabinet constitué comme il l'est ne peut plus 
marcher. 

Le président du conseil législatif qui sans doute comme membre 
du cabinet a donné son approbation aux déclarations de principes con- 
tenus dans cette lettre, s'est cruellement mis en contradiction avec 
ses collégues en répudiant par son casting vote tous ces principes. 

Voila pour la province en générale, maintenant pour le Saguenay. 
Si le présent commissaire des terres de la couronne avait eu de la 
sympathie pour ses compatriotes d'origine francaise, n'aurait-il pas 
pu faire prévaloir son influence ministérielle en leur faveur, aprés 
avoir vu de ses yeux, aprés avoir dépeint si véridiquement l'esprit 
de travail, le courage, la persévérance indomptable de ces pauvres 
gens accablés de misére, qui malgré les obstacles d'un pays jugé jus- 
qu'alors inhabitable, luttant en outre contre les entraves qu'oppo- 
sent 4 leurs défrichements, une compagnie de marchands, qui les tient 
encore dans ses serres, s'enrichit par le monopole qu'elle exerce sur 
la moitié de ce continent, tient dans l'esclavage et en personne par 
un commerce infame le reste des différentes tribus aborigénes. N'au- 
rait-ilpas du dis-je se constituer le protecteur de ces pauvres gens, 
et proposer a4 cette chambre une loi toute exceptionnelle en faveur de 
cette localité telle que promise dans son célébre rapport. 

Le gouvernement donne bien toute sa protection a 1'émigration qui 
nous vient de 1'étranger. Pourquoi n'en ferait-il pas autant en faveur 
de ceux qui sont originaires du pays! mais ils sont entachés du péché 
originel, voila la réprobation d'un Canadien contre ses compatriotes. 

Le commissaire nous a dit plusieurs fois qu'il était chargé d'une 
correspondance et d'une surveillance au-dessus de ses forces et j'oserais 
dire au-dessus des forces d'un homme ordinaire. 

Pourquoi ne diviserait-on pas ce département comme nous avons 
divisé celui de la milice, en bureaux pour le Haut et le Bas-Canada? 

L'organisation de la milice terminée laissera ces départements 
presque sans occupations. Mais il n'en est ainsi des terres publiques, 
soit dans l'une ou l'autre section de la province. C'est un nouvel 
ouvrage qui succéde chaque jour, qui s'accroit. 

C'est cette augmentation de besogne dans ce département qui inévi- 
tablement y apporte de la corruption. 

Le seul moyen de la faire disparaftre serait donc de le diviser 
et obliger les commissaires de chaque division 4 faire une tournée 
annuelle pour visiter les bureaux et controler la conduite de leurs 
agents, qui plus ou moins se font des intéréts et s'enrichissent aux 
dépens des parties qu'ils devraient protéger, ce serait de remettre 
le bureau de 1'arpenteur-général sur le pied qu'il était ci-devant. 
N'est-il pas ridicule de voir le représentant de 1'Ottawa donner des 
lecgons de géometrie a tous les arpenteurs de la province. 

C'est 4 ceux qui succéderont, je l'espére, au présent ministére 
pour le Bas-Canada, auxquels s'adressent ces suggestions. Je pense 
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que cette chambre les trouvera convenables. Je pense qu'un tel arrange- 
ment rencontrerait 1'approbation de tous les habitants de cette province. 
Je laisse 4 d'autres membres plus habiles que moi 4 développer 1'ébau- 
che imparfaite du tableau que je viens de soumettre a cette hon. chambre, 
en la priant de vouloir bien m'excuser si pour lui avoir ainsi exprimé 
mes sentimens, j'ai eu recours au moyen supplémentaire de notes, ce qui 
rend la parole monotone et affaiblit son effet. 
Mais enfin, tout le monde ici n'est point improvisateur - j'avais 
un devoir 4 remplir, et c'est en conclusion la meilleure apologie que 
je puisse offrir 4 cette chambre. 


M. CHAUVEAU. - M. l'orateur, si je méle de nouveau ma voix a toutes 
celles qui se sont fait entendre dans cette grave discussion commencée 
dans une autre circonstance, et reprise aujourd'hui sous une autre forme, 
ce n'est pas que j'aie la prétention de dire rien de neuf ni rien qui 
puisse changer les convictions de qui que ce soit dans cette chambre. 

Si cette proposition de 1'hon. membre qui représente le comté des Deux- 
Montagnes est faite et discutée, c'est parce qu'avec elle et a sa suite, 
il doit s'ouvrir une nouvelle Gre dans la politique de cette importante 
colonie; c'est parce qu'avec elle et 4 sa suite, une opposition active, 
doit succéder et succédera, (a moins que les conséquences immédiates de 
ce vote ne nous en épargnent la nécessité) a une opposition purement 
passive. (Ecoutez! écoutez!) 

En méme temps que le vote d'aujourd'hui constatera en faveur du 
ministére une si faible majorité numérique dans cette chambre qu'aucun 
gouvernement en Europe n'oserait devoir son existence 4 un semblable 
triomphe; ce vote constatera de plus contre 1'administration 1'opinion 
d'une immense majorité des habitans (sic) du pays représentée par ce 
coté ... la chambre. (Ecoutez!) Si, alors, des hommes qui n'ont point 
la confiance de cette immense majorité des habitans du pays s'obstinent 
a demeurer au pouvoir, si on les maintient dans une position aussi incon- 
stitutionnelle; alors, nous, représentans de cette immense majorité des 
habitants du pays, nous aurons fait notre devoir, et ce sera au peuple 
a faire aussi lui, son devoir.. » (Reoutez!) 

Je dis, que c'est l'opinion de la majorité des habitans du pays que 
nous constatons et que nous opposons 4 la minorité réelle, majorité 
factice dans cette chambre! C'est le pays véritable opposé au pays 
légal, au pays factice, au pays imaginaire qui siége de l'autre coté 
de la chambre. C'est la voix des élus du peuple opposée aux repré- 
sentans des bourgs pourris, aux élus de la fraude, de la corruption, 
et de la violence. (Rires et applaudissements ... 4 droite.... Trés 
bien! 4 gauche.) 

Et ce que je dis je vais le prouver. Riez et applaudissez: les 
chiffres et les faits parleront plus haut que toutes vos clameurs: 

Voici un tableau, d'aprés le recensement, de la population comparative 
représentée par chaque coté de la chambre, et d'aprés 1'état actuel 

des partis dans cette chambre; savez-vous quelle population vous repré- 
sentez? En tout 472,201 individus. Et nous, savez-vous combien nous 
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représentons de volontés ici? Pas moins de 795,717 individus! (Ecoutez! 
écoutez! Nous vous doublons, presque. Nous sommes les deux tiers du 
pays, vous n'en étes guéres que le tiers. Vous avez bien il est vrai 
deux ou trois pauvres voix de majorité dans cette enceinte: vous en 
aurez peut-étre quatre ce soir; et avec cela et avec un courage qui fera 
l'admiration de la postérité, vous faites ici une espéce de contenance. 
Mais si on décompose, si on analyse votre majorité; si on se demande 

qui elle est et d'ot elle vient; que devenez-vous alors? Ne trouve-t-on 
pas que le grand comté du Montréal avec 64,895 habitans, est contreba- 
lancé par la petite ville de Cornwall et ses 1,439 habitans? Que le 
grand comté du Québec, que j'ai l'honneur de représenter dans cette 
chambre, avec ses 45,676 habitans, se trouve neutralisé par la petite 
ville de Niagara et ses 2,090 habitans: Que le grand comté de Dorchester, 
qui grace 4 vous n'est pas représenté 4 l'heure qu'il est, avec ses 
34,826 individus, n'a pas plus de représentation que la petite ville 
d'Hamilton et ses 2,152 individus? Que le grand comté de Huntingdon 
avec 36,204 individus, ne compte pas pour plus que la petite ville des 
Trois-Riviéres? Que le grand comté de St. Hyacinthe avec ses 21,923, 
ames ne compte pas plus que la petite ville de Sherbrooke? Que le 

comté du Lac des Deux-Montagnes avec 26,925 ames n'est pas plus repré- 
senté que le petit comté de Russell avec ses 2,481 ames? Qu'enfin les 
six comtés que j'ai nommés et qui n'ont que six voix ont, a eux six, une 
population de 230,509 ames; tandis que les cing petites villes (une 
pentapole nouvelle) et le petit comté de Russell, qui ont aussi eux, 

six voix, n'ont que 16, 162 ames a eux six!!! (Ecoutez! écoutez:) 

Mais, si ne me bornant point a constater, le recensement 4 la main, 
de pareilles monstruosités, je fais un pas de plus: si je me demande, 
comment, si peu normal que soit un pareil état de choses, comment on 
en a tiré parti; comment non satisfait d'un état de choses dans lequel 
six hommes pris dans une partie de la province n'ont qu'un dix-huitiéme 
et une fraction de plus, des droits politiques accordés a six hommes 
choisis dans une autre partie de cette province, comment on s'y est 
pris pour rendre encore plus mauvaises et plus injustes, d'aussi mau- 
vaises et d'aussi injustes proportions; si je me demande comment on a 
fait les élections pour lord Sydenham, et comment on les a faites 
encore sous lord Metcalfe; si je cherche, combien de membres siégeant 
a droite ont été élus aux vu et su de tout le monde par la force et 
d'autres par la ruse; si je cherche combien d'un coté n'ont obtenu 
que trois ou six voix de majorité, combien de l'autre coté, ont été 
élus par acclamation, ou par d'imposantes majoritées; que trouverais-— 
je et a quoi se réduira votre majorité de deux voix? Quelle minime 
partie de la population ne représentez-vous point? Quelle oppression 
systématique de la majorité par la minorité? 

Certes, il y a 14 de quoi réfléchir! Lorsque l'acte d'Union fit 
passé, un pareil état de choses dit frapper vivement ceux qui en étai- 
ent les premiéres victimes. Cependant, depuis, des dangers qui exis— 
taient alors, et qui n'existent plus aujourd'hui empéchérent que l'agita- 
tion politique qui devait nécessairement résulter de pareilles iniquités 
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ne se prolongeat au dela d'un certain temps. On comprit que si l'on 
voulait seulement nous donner franc jeu avec d'aussi mauvaises institu- 
tions, nous pouvions encore nous protéger nous-mémes, et tout en sacri- 
fiant pour un temps, un portion de nos droits, épargner au pays, une 
lutte trop violente peut-étre au sortir de celles qui venaient alors 
de se terminer. Une lueur de justice, la promesse d'appliquer 4 ces 
institutions si défectueuses, si menteuses qu'elles soient, les vrais 
principes de la constitution, cela a pu modérer pour un temps le senti- 
ment de 1l'injustice qu'on nous fesait. Et certes notre position était 
délicate; que devions-nous faire? Nous, majorité du Bas Canada, que 
de pareilles fraudes électorales, avaient réduite 4 une petite minorité 
dans toute la province, que devions-nous faire? Devions-nous rester 
isolés? Ou devions-nous chercher un appui quelque part, ou du moins 
convaincus que nous devions pour notre protection, former une alliance 
quelconque; ou devions-nous jeter les yeux? Devions-nous de prime- 
abord, nous, qui nous plaignons du despotisme, nous qui, dés le point 
de départ de nos nouvelles institutions souffrions déja si cruellement 
du besoin d'une réforme électorale, nous, le grand nombre, opprimés par 
le petit nombre, nous champions depuis prés d'un siécle des droits et 
des libertés des colonies sur ce continent, devions-nous nous ranger 
du coté du petit nombre opprimant le grand nombre, du coté de ceux qui 
se glorifiaient d'étre opposés a toute réforme, du cété de ceux qui de 
tout temps avaient renié les droits et les libertés populaires? Nous 
peuple, si longtemps opprimés par une oligarchie insolente, devions- 
nous appeler une autre oligarchie, une autre aristocratie a4 notre secours? 
Remarquez bien, je ne fais nullement allusion 4 ce qui c'est passé 
depuis; je justifie seulement ou plutdét j'expose la position que la 
majorité du Bas-Canada dit prendre alors. N'était-ce pas dans son 
intérét, dans l'intérét général de la colonie dans 1l'intérét des majo- 
rités réelles quoique baillonnées et asservies, dans l'esprit du siécle, 
dans l'esprit des institutions auxquelles nous devons tendre, dans les 
destinées de ce vaste et libre continent, de former dans toute la pro- 
vince, un grand parti de la réforme, un grand parti du progrés a4 la téte 
duquel nous nous trouverions, et par le besoin de réforme que nous avons 
et par l'expérience de nos anciennes luttes, et par le poids de notre 
population que l'on admet aujourd'hui former la majorité de la province 
au total? Et, cela était si bien dans nos intéréts, si bien dans les 
intéréts généraux de la colonie, que la formation d'un pareil parti, a 
de suite alarmé les susceptibilités jalouses de la métropole, et que le 
gouverneur qui avait fait l'union, qui avait été le mauvais génie de 
ces mauvaises années, lord Sydenham a joué un double jeu, pour briser 
de suite un parti qui lui parut aussi redoutable! I1 se fit réformiste 
dans le Haut-Canada et torie dans le Bas-Canada. L'honnéteté et la 
fermeté le 1l'hon. membre, qui représente de 4e Riding d'York, et d'un 
trés petit nombre de ses amis, jointes aux abus sans nombre au dégout 
que fesait naitre alors comme aujourd'hui une politique immorale, ren- 
dirent cette déception plus longtemps impossible. 

Le parti libéral formé des deux sections de la province avisa au 
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pouvoir. Etait-ce aussi parce qu'on redoutait l'influence légitime de 
ce grand parti, que des malentendus, qui se sont si vite expliqués lors- 
qu'il s'est agi d'autres hommes et d'un autre parti, se sont élevés dés 
le premier jour, entre le nouveau gouverneur et les chefs du parti li- 
béral au pouvoir? Je laisserai ce probléme 4 résoudre 4 ceux qui savent 
mieux que moi apprécier les vues et les projets des gouvernans. Je 
demanderai seulement, qui, le premier, a abandonné la position qui nous 
était faite? Qui le premier a laissé la majorité de ses concitoyens, 
une majorité méme des membres de la chambre telle qu'alors composée, 
pour se ranger avec le petit nombre? Qui, le premier a renié la masse 
des libéraux du pays pour faire cause commune avec 1'oligarchie d'une 
section de la province? Qui le premier a dit adieu aux grandes espé- 
rances d'un grand parti pour se cramponner a une situation anomale et 
exceptionnelle que rien ne justifiait? N'est-ce pas un homme dont toute 
la vie jusqu'alors avait été une lutte pour le grand nombre contre le 
petit nombre: n'est-ce pas l'hon. et vénérable représentant de la pe~ 
tite ville des Trois-Riviéres? 

Et qu'a-t-il dit: que lui a-t-on fait dire pour engager ses 
compatriotes a suivre son exemple? 

Abandonnez votre position: vous aurez des améliorations matérielles 
pour vos localités respectives, et des places pour vous, vos enfans, et 
vos neveux: Est-ce bien cela? 

Je sais que plus tard on a été plus loin et qu'il s'est agi de 
mettre a 1l'écart la plus grande partie des membres du ministére pour 
la Bas-Canada, tous, moins un seul; et d'appeler les majorités des deux 
provinces a se coaliser. Mais 1'événement a démontré que ces propositions 
n'ont jamais été sincéres. Ce n'était pas une coalition que l'on voulait 
c'était un texte d'accusations et de division. Jamais on était si heu- 
reux nisi fier que lorsque nous refusions ce qu'on nous offrait; jamais 
on n'a été si embarrassé que lorsque quelques-uns de nous ont failli 
l'accepter! (Ecoutez!) 

Mais aujourd'hui il n'est plus question de cela. Nous voici revenus 
au point de départ. Si l'on veut agir sur le Bas-Canada, on ne peut agir 
qu'en détail, on n'a plus la prétention de concilier le parti; on ne 
cherche plus qu'a détacher du parti des individus en des localités. On 
en est revenu 4 dire aprés trois ans de pouvoir, et aprés trois négocia- 
tions avec le parti; aux hommes; ralliez-vous autour de deux ou trois 
personnages en qui vous n'avez point de confiance; et vous aurez des 
places! aux localités; trahissez la cause du pays et vous aurez des 
améliorations locales! 

Et l'on ajoute, comme on le disait alors que l'opposition veut faire 
de l'opposition quand-méme que 1l'opposition n'a point d'idées pratiques; 
que 1l'opposition néglige les vrais intéréts du pays pour des théories; 
aujourd'hui comme alors, on ne cherche pas 4 justifier le ministére: 
on calonmie l'opposition. (Trés-bien!) 

J'ai encore des chiffres et des faits qui auront raison contre un 
vain dévergondage de paroles; les chiffres et les faits parlent plus 
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haut que toutes les calomnies; les chiffres et les faits vous diront 
ce qu'ont fait pour le Bas-Canada, pour les choses et pour les hommes 
du Bas-Canaga, les hommes qui ont persisté 4 représenter le Bas-Canada 
malgré lui. 

L'union n'était pas seulement un acte d'oppression politique; c'était 
encore et bien plus que toute autre chose une opération financiére; un 
pillage systématique des deniers d'une province au profit de l'autre. 

Or je dis qu'il n'y a eu dans ce pillage systématique, qu'un seul instant 
de tréve, l'instant ot MM. Baldwin et La Fontaine ont été au pouvoir. 

Je dis que le ministére, auquel on nous pressait de ... joindre dans 
1l'intérét du Bas-Canada a plus fait dans ce sens pour accomplir les 
destinées de l'avenir, qu'il n'avait été fait avant lui; et que ces 
hommes qui avaient accepté le pouvoir dans l'intérét, disaient-ils du 
Bas-Canada, ont pillé le Bas-Canada avec plus d'habileté et d'acharne- 
ment que leurs devanciers. 

Le Haut-Canada a recu d'abord un million et demi d'emprunt préalable 
a l'union, et qui en fut en partie la cause, notre solidarité pour un 
montant, étant fort agréable aux capitalistes de Londres; ensuite pour 
sa part du fameux million et demi d'emprunt sous lord Sydenham; million 
et demi, qui ainsi qu'on laissait opérer tant de merveilles dans la pre- 
miére session du premier parlement; pour sa part de ce talisman puissant 
le Haut-Canada veut £1,033, 6:3, qui ajouté 4 la dette préalable portée 
au livre commun donné £2,533,615. 

Voila ce qui existait avant que 1l'administrateur LaFontaine-Baldwin 
prit les rénes du pouvoir. Ce cabinet sachant dans quel triste état 
se trouvaient nos finances, n'eut pas la mauvaise ... de proposer de 
grandes, d'énormes améliorations publiques dans l'une ni dans 1'autre 
section de la province. Au ministére Viger-Draper, était reservée une 
pareille audace. 

M. Viger et M. Papineau arrivaient au pouvoir avec l1'idée bien 
arrétée disait-on de rendre justice au Bas-Canada. M. Taschereau se 
joignit plus tard a eux pour rendre justice au district de Québec. 
Qu'ont-ils fait? ou plutét que n'ont-ils pas fait, que n'ont-ils pas 
laissé faire, au détriment du Bas-Canada pour demeurer en place, tant 
qu'on a bien voulu les y tolérer? 

Voyez plutot. Dans la premiére session le Haut Canada a regu 
£123,699 pour des améliorations publiques (@écoutez!) A cela ajoutez 
£40,000 dus 4 la sollicitation de ... l"hon. député de 1'Ottawa. (Ecou- 
tez!) Quarante mille louis, que lui, un Papineau, et son collégue Viger, 
ont donné au Haut—Canada pour indemniser les victimes de la rébellion des 
Rolph et des M'Kenzie, tandis qu'alors ils ne songeaient pas, et que 
depuis ils n'ont songé que pour les insulter, par une pitié vaine et 
dérisoire, aux victimes des Viger et des Papineau (Ecoutez! Ecoutez:! 
Ecoutez!) 

Dans la seconde session, malgré 1'accession de M. Taschereau, je 
trouve des proportions beaucoup plus effrayantes. Je trouve dans les 
estimés d'abord ... £415,863 pour traveaux publics dans le Canada-Ouest. 
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Il parait que la ruse ou la pudeur ont engagé les rédacteurs de ce docu- 
ment, a diviser et a déguiser en diverses catégories les sommes votées 
pour les Haut-Canada; car je trouve plus loin encore, sous le titre de 
Canada-Ouest £11,609; sous le spécieux titre de traveaux d'une nature 
genérale, et enfin, sous le nom d'autres traveaux public (quatriéme caté- 
gorie inventée pour dissimuler le pillage de nos deniers) pas moins de 
£31,046 pour le Haut-Canada contre £2,900 pour des traveux d'une nature 
vraiment générale, et £24,889, pour une partie du Bas-Canada; c'est 4- 
dire pour les townships de l'est. Cette derniére somme jointe a £34,425 
sous le titre de Canada-Est ... au Bas-Canada pour sa part de votes de 
la derniére session en tenir £59,314. La part du Haut-Canada, résultant 
de l'addition des diverses sommes que j'ai détaillées donne pour la méme 
session £458,418! (Ecoutez! Ecoutez!) 

Récapitulations s'il vous plait: £2,533,615 par sa dette publique, 
et par sa part de l'emprunt d'un million et demi sous Lord Sydenhan, 
£163,699 dans la premiére session; et £458,518 dans la seconde; donnent 
au Haut-Canada en tout £3,155,842. 

On peut porter contre nous une petite dette antérieure a 1'union de 
£93,985, une difference de £1,545, contre nous, entre les sommes en caisse 
dans chaque province lors de l'union et enfin £774,695 que nous avons 
recus pour améliorations publiques jusqu'ad présent, ou plutot qui ont 
été votés car une grande partie n'a pas été depensée. Ajoutez toutes 
ces ... et la part du Bas-Canada sera de £870,213 a déduire le £3,155,832; 
un pillage net, clair, incontestable de £2,265,619 (écoutez! écoutez!) 

De cette @norme somme un peu plus de la moitié nous... été enlevé 
par l'union et par lord Sydenham: nous devons au ministére Viger-Draper, 
d'avoir su faire le reste. Et voila ce qu'ont fait pour le Bas-Canada 
ceux qui se sont obstinés a gouverner, Aa représenter le Bas-Canada malgré 
lui (écoutez!) 

Je sais qu'il y a un compte 4 tenir dans ces calculs de plusieurs 
sommes qui ont été votées deux fois: d'autres qui ont été votées et qui 
n'on pas été dépensées. Je suis persuadé toutefois que ces distinctions 
tourneraient encore en faveur de la position que j'ai prise. On ne doit 
pas avoir oublié le rapport, du bureau des traveaux publics ou il était 
dit que la plupart des traveaux dans le Bas-Canada n'avaient pas pu é@tre 
exécutés faute de matériaux, faute de bois (écoutez!) I1 n'y a point 
de bois dans le Bas-Canada! (écoutez!) 

Je n'ignore pas que l'on prétend qu'une grande partie de cette dette 
du Haut Canada a profité au Bas-Canada, que les travaux publics dans 
les districts de l'ouest ont créé le commerce de notre partie de la 
province, enfin 1'on va jusqu'a dire que les canaux qui coutent si cher 
ont bati Québec et Montréal; on parle aussi du revenu qu'apportent au 
fond commun toutes ses propriétés publiques. 11 serait peut-étre hon. 
d'attendre pour se vanter de tout cela que les résuitats de la nouvelle 
politique commerciale, et de toutes les nouvelles entreprises des chemins 
de fer et de canalisation dans les Etats-Unis et dans le Haut Canada vers 
les Etats-Unis soient bien connus; mais indépendamment de cela quelqu'agré- 
able qu'il soit pour nous d'apprendre qu'en dépensant notre argent dans 
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le H.-Canada nous nous sommes fait du bien 4 nous-mémes, sans nous en 
douter; ne serait-il pas encore plus agréable d'améliorer notre condi- 
tion directement et avec connaissance de cause? N'y a-t-il donc rien 
a faire dans le Bas-Canada et a toute la province? Peut-étre, si vous 
nous laissiez disposer de ce qui nous appartient, trouverions-nous le 
moyen de nous faire du bien 4 nous-mémes directement et a vous par 
contre coup (écoutez). Ce ne sont pas des travaux publics dans le 
Haut-Canada; c'est l'absence de toute entreprise sérieuse et profi- 
table dans le Bas-Canada, compatée a ces énormes travaux que je vous 
reproche. (Ecoutez.) 

Quoi! I1 n'y a rien 4 faire dans cette partie de la province? 

Quel est le grand mal, la grande infirmité initiale de notre pays; 
quelle est la plaie, plus ... que toutes les autres? N'est-ce point 

le partage indéfini des terres, et 1'émigration ... d'une grande partie 
de la population que chaque année, votre mauvais gouvernement, chassé 
vers les Etats-Unis? Ne pensez-vous pas que des améliorations publi- 
ques bien entendues, et bien conduites dans le Bas-Canada apporteraient 
un remede ace mal? (Ecoutez.) 

Il y a, M. l'orateur, plusieurs vastes territoires incultes, plus 
vastes, que tous ce qui est cultivé, et sur lesquels les membres de 
l'opposition dans cette chambre n'ont cessé d'attirer l'attention du 
ministére. Il y a les townships de 1'Est, le territoire compris entre 
1'Ottawa et le St. Maurice; celui, qui s'étend entre le St. Maurice 
et le Saguenay, et enfin le beau territoire de Rimouski. 

Rimouski! I1 semble lorsqu'on prononce ce nom qu'il soit question 
de quelque coin du monde inexplorable terra ignota. Les représentans 
du Haut Canada, rient quand on leur parle de Rimouski; parce que 1"hon. 
membre pour le 4e Riding d'York a été élu dans ce comté, ils semblent 
aussi que c'est quelque petite bourgade comme London ou Niagara, quel- 
que comté comme le comté de Russell. (Ecoutez!) Ils ignorent que ce 
comté a déja une population, de plus de 20,000 ames, qu'il y a 1a des 
parts d'ot les plus gros vaisseaux s'expédient tous les ans pour 1'Angle- 
terre; qu'il y a 1a des forces motrices et des sites de moulins en 
quantité, qu'il y a plus de commerce, plus de ressources si on les 
dévloppait (sic) dans cette partie de la province que ... tout le reste 
comparativement. Cet immense territoire fertile au plus haut degré et 
cultivable sur presque tous ses points pourrait recevoir bien vite une 
population de 80 a 150-000 ames; si 1'on en développait les ressources, 
si l'on y jetait un peu d'argent pour des cheminset des quais. Mais 
on sait ce que le gouvernement est disposé a faire pour ce comté; et 
l'hon. membre qui représente cette partie du pays a pu s'en assurer 
par lui-méme. (Ecoutez!) 

Maintenant, le Saguenay! N'entendons-nous point tous les jours, 
l'hon. membre qui représente le comté voisin de ce territoire, presser 
1'administration de ses questions, l1'accabler de ses reproches et tout 
cela en vain? N'y a-t-il pas 14 aussi un vaste territoire cultivable, 
des forces motrices, de la chasse, de la péche, des mines de fer et pro- 
bablement aussi de plomb et de cuivre, enfin des ressources de tous (sic) 
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genre? Qu'a obtenu le Saguenay? On ne songe pas meme 4 rétablir un 
chemin qui existait autrefois derriére Québec jusqu'au lac St. Jean 
et qui jetterait derriére. Il est vrai que les rives du Saguenay ont 
un grand avantage ... elles ont pu contempler l1'hon. et venérable 
représentant du comté de 1'Ottawa. (Ecoutez!) Ce venérable M. est 
descendu au Saguenay, en grande pompe; comme lord Sydenham, il était 
accompagné d'un aviseur légal (on rit) comme lord Durham aussi il a 
fait un rapport ... et rien de plus! (Ecoutez! écoutez!) 

Le territoire du St. Maurice! Vous savez tous quel énorme gaspil- 
lage, quel monopole on y a fait des terres et des richesses publiques. 

Les townships de 1'Est sont peut-étre la seule partie du pays qui 
ait été un peu developpée. Cependant j'ai entendu un de leurs repré- 
sentans dire, il y a peu de jours, que l'ancienne chambre d'assemblée 
du Bas-Canada avait plus fait pour ces localités que le gouvernement 
du 70ur. 

Eh bien qu'est-ce qui s'occupe de tous ces importans objets, le 
ministére ot l'opposition? On nous reproche de ne nous occuper que 
de théories; sont-ce 1a des théories? Rimouski, est-ce une théorie; 
le Saguenay, est-ce une théorie? Le prét pour les incendiés de Qué- 
bec, est-ce une théorie? ... J'en ai bien peur (écoutez!) La peste 
et la famine, sont-ce des théories (écoutez! écoutez!) Oui, la poste 
pour laquelle vous avez eu toutes les attentions imaginables, a4 qui 
vous avez préparé les voies; que nous aurions eue certainement, s'il 
n'avait tenu que de vous ... la poste, est-elle une théorie?26 


Ici, M. VIGER s'agite sur son fauteuil, et donne des signes 
répetés de désapprobation. 


M. CHAUVEAU ((continua:)) Allons donc! Je me trompe peut-—étre 
la poste est une théorie! Dans ce cas je me flatte que l'hon. repré- 
sentant des Trois-Riviéres publiera un pamphlet sur cette théorie: 
(rires et applaudissemens). 

Voila donc ce que vous avez fait pour le progrés matériel pour les 
choses du Bas-Canada. Voyons pour les hommes. I1 y a une jeunesse 
canadienne pleine de talens d'énergie et de connaissances, a qui l'on 
avait fait espérer de bien grandes choses. I1 y a des Canadiens-fran- 
cais, capables de remplir toutes les situations importantes sous le 
gouvernement; car on veut bien nous accorder malgré tout quelques 
connaissances et quelque capacité, et lord Durham, dans son rapport, 

a été jusqu'a dire que la classe instruite parmi nous 1'était plus que 
parmi le population d'origine britannique! En bien, qu'avez vous fait 
pour la jeunesse du pays? Sur 180 employés dans les bureaux de 1l'admi- 
nistration civile supérieure, il y a actuellement 9 candiens d'origine 
francaise! (€écoutez! écoutez!) 

Et les hommes d'une haute position sociale qui se sont ralliés a 
vous, comment les avez-vous traités! L'hon. et vénérable représentant 
des Trois-Riviéres comment 1l'avez vous traité? 

Il était dans 1'administration avant tous ceux qui y sont aujourd'hui; 
comment se fait-il qu'il n'y est plus? Tout doucement, tout doucement, 
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on l'a poussé prés de la porte et on 1l'a fait sortir. Dans Ja cor- 
respondance de M. Draper, il était un obstacle. (Ecoutez.) Plus 
tard, il est devenu une nuisance. (Ecoutez!) Je ne sais pas ce 

qu'il est aujourd'hui, mais je sais bien que quoiqu'il défende le 
pouvoir avec acharnement, il n'est plus dans le conseil. Et tous 

les jours vous nous reprochez de ne pas le respecter; et lui méme 

tous les jours implore le respect pour sa vie passée, pour ses écrits, 
pour ses discours, pour toute sa vénérable personne, depuis la pointe 
de ses vénérables cheveux jusqu'da la pointe de ses vénérables pieds; 
(on rit) et l'avez-vous bien respecté? L'avez-vous respecté, quand 
vous l'avez mis dans la position ot il se trouve? Qu'avez-vous fait 
de lui? De lui, qui autre-fois avait l'amour la confiance, le respect 
de ses concitoyens; qu'avez-vous fait de lui? N'avez-vous pas fait 

de lui, une contradiction de lui-méme, un embarras pour tout le monde, 
la de ses concitoyens, la risée de l'avenir! (Ecoutez, Ecoutez:) 

Et son vénérable cousin 1'honorable commissaire des terres; lui 
aussi s'est rallié 4 vous. I1 n'avait point de passé 4 flétrir; mais 
enfin il a fait qu'il a pu et il fait encore ce qu'il peut pour vous 
servir. Comment l'avez-vous traité? Comment le traitez-vous? Tous 
les jours il se léve quelqu'un, soit de ce coté, soit de l'autre coté 
de la chambre, pour l'accuser d'ignorance, d'incapacité, de corruption 
... et vous ne dites rien? Et lui, il reste 1a a endurer ces insultes, 
il reste 14 4 combattre nos compatriotes, jusqu'a ce que vous l'ayez 
honteusement, ignominieusement chassé. (Ecoutez! Ecoutez! Ecoutez!) 

Un autre encore a voulu grossir vos rangs; mais pour me servir de 
l'expression si juste de l'hon.représentant de Terrebonne comme vous 
il a eu une place; mais il n'a pas eu de pouvoir. Et comment 1'avez- 
vous traité lui aussi? J'ai demandé copie de la correspondance entre 
l'exécutif et M. Taschereau, et en voici quelques extraits. (Ici 
M. Chauveau fait lecture d'une lettre de M. Taschereau et de la réponse 
de M. Daly.) 

Ainsi il n'y avait pas huit 4 dix mois que ce Canadien-francais 
avait été réduit par vos promesses, et déja vous lui aviez fait une 
injustice; déja vous l'aviez forcé par une insulte (ce qu'il appelle 
a slight) a abondonner vos rangs: vous lui aviez préféré un homme 
inconnu dans la vie publique; il ne m'appartient pas ici de discuter 
la conduite de 1'ex-solliciteur-général; d'examiner s'il y avait bien 
de la dignité pour lui 4 accepter l'espéce de consolation que vous 
lui avez offerte; mais avouez-la, quelle humiliante position il nous 
a due! 

Si je suis bien informé, il manque quelque chose 4 cette corres- 
pondance. I1 manque plusieurs lettres probablement confidentielles, 
et une relation du voyage de M. Taschereau a Montréal. (on rit.) 

Mais avec ce que j'ai en main je puis porter contre les ministres 
une accusation grave et a laquelle je les défie de répondre. C'est 
le 26 avril que M. Taschereau a offert sa résignation. Le 29 on lui 
a offert la place de juge de circuit. Le 2 mai la place est acceptée; 
et ce n'est que le 30 du méme mois, juste trois jours avant 1l'ouver- 
ture de la session que la commission est émanée. (Ecoutez!) 
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Maintenant quelqu'aient été les raisons, le ministére s'est mis 
dans cette position que le premier venu 4 le droit de l'accuser et de 
dire deux choses: d'abord vous avez voulu faire voter M. Taschereau, 
comme M. Draper, aprés une acceptation formelle, d'une place qui le 
disqualifiait vous avez voulu faire de lui un vote, une mécanique 
votante, comme vous en avez tant d'autres, vous l'avez tenu suspendu 
pendant trente jours entre l'honneur et la conscience d'un coté et 
une place de juge de l'autre. (trés-bien!) Mais la seconde accusa- 
tion est encore plus grave que la premiére; elle est plus claire car 
il ne s'agit plus d'une supposition, d'un soupcon, si terrible qu'il 
soit, il s'agit d'un fait. Vous avez privé un des comtés les plus 
populeux du pays de représentation pendant presque toute une session. 
Vous avez défranchisé ce comté (Ecoutez.) 

ivs"n ‘ont pas voulu en effet; MS l'orateur, et’ c'était Ta ‘sans 
doute de leur part un acte de prudence, ils n'ont pas voulu que la 
voix du représentant de Dorchester égalisat les voix a4 1'ouverture de 
cette session, et les mit dans la nécessité de recourir a la votre 
(nécessité cruelle j'en conviens dans les circonstances) comme ils 
ont eté forcés de recourir dans une autre chambre a4 la voix du prési- 
dent de cette chambre, membre de leur administration (écoutez!) 

Mais il est un autre Canadien-francais dont la position était 
certainement plus élevée, plus belle, plus enviable que celles des 
autres hommes que je viens de nommer. Sans étre plus disposé qu'un 
autre 4 renier la cause de leur pays, sans @tre dépourvu de ces 
beaux sentimens qui font le bon citoyen et le véritable patriote; 

il y a des hommes qui ont une maniére moins absolue et moins rigide 
d'envisager les grandes questions publiques; il y a des hommes 4 
qui la nature a donné un caractére plus conciliant un gottt moins 
prononcé pour les luttes politiques. Assurément que l'hon. ci-devant 
président du conseil législatif était de ce nombre. Sans vouloir 
blamer sa conduite et encore bien moins soupconner les motifs qui 
L'ont guidé; je dois dire que dans mon humble opinion cet honorable 
M. avait plus fait qu'il n'aurait di faire, pour l'administration du 
jour; croyant en méme temps (nous en avons maintenant la certitude) 
servir son pays et servir le parti auquel nous appartenons. [1 
avait pour cela compromis unedes plus belles réputations, une des 
plus belles popularités (écoutez!) Comment 1'ont-ils récompensé? 
Comment l'ont-ils traité? Du moment qu'ils se sont apercgus que 

lui, bien différent des hommes avec qui ils avaient agi jusqu'alors, 
que lui, avait de 1l'honneur, qu'il avait l'amour de son pays, ils 
l'ont brusquement destitué; ils l'ont jeté 14, comme un instrument 
rebelle dont on désespére de tirer parti, et que 1'on brise par une 
sotte vengeance! Ils n'ont pas méme voulu se servir d'un prétexte 
qu'ils avaient préparé d'avance. On devait réunir la présidence 
des deux conseils. On ne 1'a pas fait. On n'a pas su couvrir et 
dissimuler une injustice, une trahison par une mesquinerie (trés 
bien! ‘trés* bien?!) 

Ainsi les Canadiens-francais qu'ils ont appelés a eux ont eu des 
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places, et n'ont pas eu de pouvoir! Ils ont été des instrumens de 
dérision, plus ou moins passifs, et plus ou moins actifs, et ceux- 
méme qui ont de bonnes intentions sont venus au secours de cette 
administration corrompue qui gate tout ce qu'elle touche et ont 
chérement payé leur imprudence. 

Et voila avec des faits incontestables, avec des chiffres, voila 
le tableau de ce que le ministére a fait pour les hommes et pour les 
choses du Bas-Canada. 

Et ils pensent que cela va durer, qu'ils peuvent continuer encore 
leur systéme d'intrigue et de déceptions, que toute lutte est finie, 
qu'une opposition parlementaire que 1'on démembre, que l'on défait 
au moyen d'une majorité d'une ou de deux voix qui se recrute d'elle- 
méme, est 14 tout ce qu'ils ont 4 craindre. I1 se trompent. Ils 
auront une lutte plus sérieuse que celle-1la A rencontrer, (écoutez: 
écoutez!) Le vote de ce soir, c'est toute une nouvelle politique 
qui commence, (écoutez.) Les nations qui luttent pour leur liberté 
ne se lassent jamais et si elles devaient se lasser et se désespérer 
quelque part, ce n'est certainement pas sur le continent ow nous 
sommes, ni dans le siécle ot nous vivons. L'histoire des luttes 
passées n'effraiera personne. Leur résultat politique a pu étre mau- 
vais; leur résultat moral, leur résultat social est excellent. Une 
poignée d'hommes ont formé dans peu de temps une population impo- 
sante,ils se sont instruits, ils ont grandi, ils se sont fortifiés, 
ils se sont éclairés dans la lutte. Ce qu'ils vous demandent aujourd'hui, 
ce sont les institutions britanniques; les institutions de la métropole 
mais vous ne leur ferez pas croire que ce gourement (sic) consiste 
uniquement dans la fraude et la déception; ils sauront bien ne pas 
prendre 1l'abus du systéme pour le systéme lui-méme. Les questions po- 
litiques,les discussions politiques se déploient avec le temps; et 
l'histoire nous dit que la plupart des gouvernemens n'ont rien gagné 
a ces déplacemens; que les peuples au contraire y ont rarement perdu, 
(€coutez!) 

Et déja un déplacement s'opére. Ils n'ont plus personne 4 tromper. 
Ils ont tant trompé, tant intrigué, tant remanié de fois, leur pauvre 
ministére, que déja ils commencement a éprouver une nouvelle espice de 
résistance, l'opposition des honnétes gens de leur parti. (Trés 
bien!) Ils se disent conservateurs, et voila un corps essentiellement 
conservateur, un corps formé par eux, livré 4 leur merci, qui se pro- 
nonce contre eux. Ce sont d'autres idées, d'autres principes qui 
se découvrent. Et dans le conseil législatif tout comme ici, ils 
sont restés je ne sais combien de temps, chancelant, oscillant sur 
une seule voix comme sur la pointe d'une aiguille. 

Mais parce qu'ils savent la science de 1'équilibre, ils ne tom- 
bent point. Les griefs oubliés seront agités de nouveau, lorsqu'au- 
cun reméde ne pourra plus é@tre trouvé dans 1'état de chose existant. 
Mais qu'ils n'espérent point tirer parti par la violence de 1'agiation 
qui se prépare. Une folie ne se fait qu'une fois dans l'histoire 
d'une nation, (écoutez!) J'ai cette confiance que la mesure des 
injustices et des fourberies une fois comblée, elle doit deborder et 
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que les peuples finissent toujours par avoir raison. 

Une seule chose est 4 regretter dans tout cela. C'est 1l'exemple 
scandaleux donné aux populations; c'est la démoralisation des peuples 
a l'école de 1l'immoralité des hommes publiés; c'est qu'a force de 
les voir faire, on viendra bientOdt a se persuader, que la vertu et 
l'honnéteté nécessaire dans les transactions de la vie privée sont 
inutiles et dangereuses dans la gestion des affaires publiques. Car 
dans leurs trois années de pouvoir, commencées avec deux voix de 
majorité, et qui vont finir ainsi, ils ont plus faire pour démoraliser 
le peuple de cette colonie que n'auraient pu faire vingt années de 
despotisme! 


MR. DUGGAN. - The honourable members who have spoken have not 
confined themselves to the question under discussion, but assailed 
one or two of their countrymen of French Canadian origin, who have 
had the courage to stand forward and join the present Administration. 
One honourable member had, while the Answer to the Speech from the 
throne was under debate, called the attention of the House to the 
fact, that this House cost the country 6s 6d for every minute it sat. 
Why was not this brought forward now? Why was it that this economis- 
ing spirit did not induce the honourable members opposite to make 
shorter speeches, and cost the country less.29 He (Mr. D.) contended 
that the debate could lead to no good - it was unnecessary. There 
was no general measure in dispute between the parties in the House30, 
It is generally agreed, he said, that all that is wanted to complete 
the present Administration, and enable it to proceed with the business 
of the Country, is the good will of both parties. If honourable gentle- 
men opposite would only cast aside that ill-natured hatred they have 
to men, and look more at the principles of the measures that were 
brought forward by them - then all might go on in peace and harmony. 
This would be far better for the country, and more becoming to the 
honourable gentlemen, than fighting for one another's place. If the 
honourable member for Terrebone (sic) were sent for by the Governor- 
General, what kind of an Administration would they form? what major- 
ity would they be able to command? And in case they felt it necessary 
to cause a dissolution, do they imagine that they would be enabled 
to bring a large majority into the House? He doubted it. If they 
could not before, when they had a Constitutional Society, using all 
the exertions it could; when they had the printing presses at their 
command, flooding the country with publications in their favour, and 
that of their principles; he did not think that if the gentlemen 
could not before succeed, that they could do so now. He (Mr. B.) 
and his principles have been once rejected by the country, and will 
be again. The ministry has been taunted by the opposite side of the 
House with the loss of their supporters; for himself, he (Mr. D.) 
could not notice any change, except the secession of the honourable 
gentleman from Two Mountains, who has left the ranks of the ministry, 
because they will not rebuild the church of St. Eustache?!, 
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MR. SCOTT denied that that was the sole reason; he had given 
others. 34 


MR. DUGGAN ((resumed:)) The honourable gentleman from Drummond, 
who has done the same, because the ministry would not make all the 
roads which he wanted; and the honourable member for Essex, who, 
for some like cause, has left us. He wished the honourable gentle- 
men opposite joy of the consistent support which will be given to 
them by the honourable member for Essex. He would beg honourable 
members to recollect the course passed by the honourable member for 
Essex in the First Session of the present Parliament. What was his 
course in the debate on the Answer to the first Speech from the 
Throne? He here read several extracts from different speeches of 
Colonel Prince's, taken from the "Mirror of Parliament."33 


Here the hon. member ((Mr. Duggan)) was interrupted by a ... 
noice coming from the lobby, in the midst of which MR. AT. GEN. 
SHERWOOD's voice ... ((was heard)) above the storm34, 


SIR A. MACNAB. - The Speaker was under the necessity of order- 
ing the Serjeant at Arms to go into the lobby and restore order .39 


COL. PRINCE ((answering to Mr. Duggan)). - Leave him ((Colonel 
Prince)) alone till he speaks; perhaps he might vote for you. Have 
aeiittle mercy. 


MR. DUGGAN ((continued:)) - He could see no reason for passing 
the motion now before the House. Changes had taken place which had 
given stability to the ministry. The late Attorney General West, who, 
although it must be admitted, was possessed of great talent, yet 
did not possess the confidence of the conservatives of Upper Canada, 
has given to the present Attorney General, in whom the conservatives 
of Upper Canada have the greatest confidence. The late Attorney Gen- 
eral was not calculated for the post of governing a country. He 
believed that it was for the good of the country that that gentleman 
had retired from the House. He said that it appeared from the cor- 
respondence that the Governor General was ready to enter into the 
views of the hon. gentleman opposite. He (Mr. D.) thought that as 
much had been offered them, as they could reasonably expect. His 
Excellency had anticipated the wishes of the gentlemen opposite; he 
had taken the only course, that was open to him to pursue, to attain 
the desired end. Nor was the proposed coalition so much to be depre- 
cated. The honourable and learned member for the North Riding had 
coalesced with the late Attorney General West during Lord Sydenham's 
government, - having accepted the office of Solicitor General. This 
example set to them, might have been followed with advantage by the 
gentlemen from Lower Canada. The number of offices, 3 out of 6, was 
as much as could have been expected by them; does not this offer 
show that the proposition was made in a spirit of friendship. He 
(Mr. D.) felt sure that the present members of the Executive had no 
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particular desire to have the honourable gentlemen opposite beside 

them. He hoped and trusted, that if any complaints were hereafter made, 
that they should not be laid on the present members of the Government, 

but at the doors of the gentlemen opposite. He (Mr. Duggan) was prepar- 
ed to support the present Administration; little as he thought of the 
late one, he supported it; he would rather put up with it, than go far- 
ther and fare worse, by having the honourable member for the North Riding, 
and his particular friends, as the Administration. 


MR. MACDONALD of Glengarry conceived the question before the House 
was one of the utmost importance, and was surprised at the cool indif- 
ference with which the Honourable Attorney General West appeared to 
regard it. The hon. Member for York asked what would be gained by the 
discussion of this question now. He would readily admit that the Admin- 
istration had a small majority determined to support them, but if the 
Administration had done that side of the House justice, if they had 
issued a writ for the County of Dorchester as quickly as they issued 
the writs for Kingston and Toronto, there would have been another hon. 
member in his place who would have reduced their paltry majority still 
lower. And why was it not done? was that not corruption? was that 
justice to the country? did it not amount in reality to a disfranchise- 
ment of the County of Dorchester?38 Mr. Taschereau resigned office on 
the 3d of May last and though Mr. Draper only resigned a week ago, the 
election for his successor was to be two days before that of Mr. Tascher- 
eau.32 The hon. Member for York said he was desirous to see a cordial 
cooperation of the French Canadians with the majority of Upper Canada. 
How could he expect it from the French Canadians who were maligned and 
misrepresented constantly by the Administration, who only endeavoured 
to conciliate them when they found their power tottering (hear, hear), 
who were repeatedly solicited to betray their trust by overtures made 
from the other side. Every person well knew how those overtures were 
received; the Ministerial majority paltry as it is, is composed of 
office-holders, a majority that the late Administration never would 
have trusted, as they always had ten or fifteen votes besides their 
own.40 He knew the Resolutions would be thrown out to-night, but it 
would be by a majority of office-holders voting for their salaries. 

Now forsooth the Administration hold their seats merely by their own 
votes, and they call that British practice: And of those hon. members 
who do support them, a large number would wish nothing better than to 
see them ejected from thier (sic) seats42, Mr. Duggan had asked what 
difference a change of Administration would make, and he wished to know 
where Mr. Baldwin would find supporters to make his Government strong 
and efficient; - he (Mr. McDonald) could tell him where they would be 
found’ — on his (Mr. D's) own side of the House, and he felt sure that 
from that source alone Mr. Baldwin would have a majority of eight or 
ten, in a week after he came into power. 43 


No, no#4, 
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MR. MACDONALD. - But he says yes,

A voice. -— You, for one.4/ 


MR. MACDONALD said it was unnecessary to name the gentlemen he 
alluded to, but they all knew he spoke the simple truth. 8 Have not 
hon. gentlemen fallen away from them already49, 


"You've only got three", 20 


MR. MACDONALD ((resumed:)) Yes, but did it not show a want of 
confidence on their part? did not the hon. gentlemen who withdrew 
their support from his hon. friends Administration show a want of 
confidence in that Administration?51 The Opposition had gained ten 
votes from the Ministry since last Session. These votes must have 
come to them on principle, for the Opposition had nothing to offer 
to deserters - the loaves and fishes were all on the other side of 
the house, and the position of the Ministry was so critical that 
any one of their supporters could eee whatever he wanted by simply 
threatening to go into opposition. 2 And instead of the majorities 
of six or seven that were confidently predicted, was it not notorious 
that they worked through last session with a majority of three, and 
the only reason why those stick to them is not because they would 
not gladly see them all turned out of their places, but simply because 
they do not wish to see British principles thoroughly carried out 
(hear, hear) .23 Allusion had been made to the Reform Association, 
and while he admitted the great moral force which it wielded, yet 
they all knew that in Canada the Executive influence was more power- 
ful than fifty Associations. It was Executive influence which got 
the present Ministry their places, and hs (sic) was fully convinced 
that were Mr. Scott's Resolutions to carry, the Ministry would not 
resign office, but dissolve the house, and trust to that Executive 
influence unscrupulously exercised, to keep them still in their 
places. But they would find even that resource would not answer 
their purpose again. He regretted to hear the strain his hon. 
friend used in speaking of Mr. Draper. That gentleman has sacrificed 
himself repeatedly for that very party which now vilified him in his 
absence. That gentleman had broken through all the rules of decorum 
to support that party, had vacated his seat in the Upper House in 
order to take the leadership of that party and by the most able and 
delicate manoeuvring had kept it together during a space of three 
years. He looked upon it as a piece of the blackest ingratitude, 
and must confess his astonishment at the hon. member for York say- 
ing it was a Godsend that that hon. gentleman had left the country. 
Certainly that did not correspond with the tone hon. members on the 
other side of the house had formerly held.55 Such black ingratitude 
had never been equalled. He would ask, if these were now the senti- 
ments of the gentlemen opposite, how they could have given the late 
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Attorney-General a complimentary dinner before he left Montreal. © 


Several gentlemen here started up on the Ministerial benches, 
and denied that any such dinner had ever been given. 


MR. MACDONALD said he got his information from the Conservative 
press.28 The hon. gentleman then adverted to the correspondence 
which had passed between his friends and some members of the present 
Ministry, intimating his entire approval of their conduct in refer- 
ence to join((ing)) an Administration lost to all principle, which 
had claimed the right of nominating the seventh member of the Minis- 
try, a proposition never heard of before and which had been scouted 
as it deserved. It was plain however that determined to hold their 
seats 1a deriance Of all justice, by a pitiful majority of four office- 
holders; the Administration could not be affected except by a new 
general election.°9 We have been reproached by the gentlemen opposite, 
continued Mr. McDonald, with not having petitions from the people to 
support our demand for a change of Ministry; Mr. Speaker, there will 
be no more of such complaints. We have been content to let matters 
go along smoothly until they find their own level - but since we are 
reproached with apathy, we shall change our policy. The country shall 
be thoroughly agitated, sir, and it will be begun before many days 
are over. They shall have no lack of petitions. I shall vote for 
the resolutions, sir, and that they are urgently required is evident 
from the fact that a proposal - it is strongly rumoured and I believe 
it - was this day made to a portion of the Opposition to form a coali- 
tion administration. 





MR. SHERWOOD not with my consent.°14 


MR. MACDONALD replied that there was no doubt of the fact, however, 
and though the proposition was not made direct from the Administration - 
they were too sharp for that - yet it was on good authority he had 
no doubt. 62 


At this moment there were loud cries of "question." The Members 
were called in and the Speaker was about to put the motion®3- 


MR. AYLWIN rose®4 and said that hon. gentlemen opposite seemed to 
look upon this question as too much a matter of course to draw from 
them a single word, although the country was placed in an extraordin- 
ary position. They knew that they would have a majority of four, and 
that if they lost that vote seven gentlemen sitting on that side 
would lose their places, and therefore it was they sat - judges on 
themselves. No wonder that the hon. gentleman took no part in this 
discussion; this discussion was painful to them and therefore they 
wisely remained silent. But that was not the first time that discus- 
sion had been there, it had been already debated in the other House 
and the result was similar to what it would be in this House, a major- 
ity of one caused by the vote of a Member of the Cabinet to save 
himself and his colleagues (hear, hear). The day then had arrived for 
solving the problem - this is the country for solving problems - the 
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problem was this viz: how small a majority would enable hon. members on 
the other side of the House to retain their seats in defiance of the 
wishes of the people? What his hon. friend from Quebec had stated was a 
truth that the people of Canada reposed all their confidence on the op- 
position, so that in reality, in spite of their majority of four they were 
in a minority, nevertheless, they would retain their seats in defiance 

of common decency, in defiance of the expression of opinion of this House, 
until a power out of the House will hunt them from their places (hear, 
hear and cheers). An hon. gentleman sitting on the other side said on 

a former occasion, "where are the petitions? Where are the complaints? 
What grievances do they set forth? There is nothing of the kind, and 

all these difficulties are created by a few agitators. 65

MR. AYLWIN would stake his credit if that was all that was required, 
they should be satisfied, and they shall be forced to feel the pressure 
from without. -— They shall have petition after petition until the table 
groans under their weight begging to be freed from this combination of 
fraud and tyranny. Yes if men were deprived of their rights as citizens 
at the hustings, if they were beaten down with clubs, and trampled under 
the feet of the military, still should their cry be heard through their 
petition. Did hon. members forget what had occurred at Terrebonne? - 
did honourable members forget the scenes of murder and bloodshed in the 
metropolis at the last general election? Was there not a gentleman sit- 
ting on that side of the house who was never returned by the Returning 
Officer, but confirmed by a committee of this house in a seat obtained 
by fraud, and was it a majority obtained by such men that was to rule 
this country? -— Aye, it mattered not whether they retained power by a 
majority of one or a majority of four so long as an indignant people 
did not invade the halls and tear them from their seats which they 
were unworthy to occupy (cheers.) And it would have been done long ago, 
if it were not that there remained a spirit of moderation and obedience 
to the laws in the bosoms of the governed, that unfortunately is not 
to be found in the governors. Hon. gentlemen thought they might remain 
silent, when there is no matter of moment which could unlock their 
mouths? A great revolution had occurred in England by which her 
relations with the colonies were completely altered, and are they the 
men who are to be entrusted with the alterations which the exigency of 
the state demands. Are they the men that will perfect such measures 
as will enable you, when you arrive on the shores of Britain as aliens 
to compete successfully with your rivals? Is a policy of that kind he 
wouleeeer to be entrusted to men who retain office merely by their own 
VOCS mite 


Hear, hear, "why should we not vote, "68 


MR. AYLWIN ((resumed:)) The hon. Atty. General knew well that if 
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this question instead of affecting his right to one of the highest 
offices in the country, was merely one representing some Minining (sic) 
Company in which he was concerned, he could not give his vote, and 

was quite confident that he could not by his vote give force to his 
argument. And is it right he reiterated that with this majority of 

four or rather with this majority of two, for it would be reduced to 

two when the vacant seats were filled up - was that the position a 
Government ought to occupy at this time, when the peace and welfare 

of the country demand the most important and comprehensive measures. 

If they said they were in that position, then they could tell that 

House exactly the reverse of what they told His Excellency two monts 
(sic) ago, when they informed him that there was a necessity for 
recruiting their ranks in order to give the whole body health and 

vigor, and the result was the abortive negociations which had been 
already mentioned. The hon. gentlemen felt that themselves stragly 
(sic), they felt they could not do without the aid of some hon. members 
from his side of the House. And for what reason did hon. members 

think they required that aid? It was pretty well known but nevertheless 
he would mention it. It was because hon. gentlemen knew well that 
altho' public opinion might be stifled in this colony, there was another 
quarter in which it could not be stifled. It was because they well 
knew that Britain desired to rule this colony irrespective of party, 

and with liberality and justice. Therefore it was, that when the cab- 
inet was in formation they wanted two or three French names in order 

to justify themselves before the British people. - And who were the men 
whom they solicited, to show to Great Britain that Lower Canada had her 
fair share in the administration. Men who certainly professed French 
names, but whom they repudiated themselves, one of whom they had ejected 
already, and had shown every wish to do the same with the other. - Men 
who the moment they had joined the ministerial party, were instantly 
sunk to the lowest depths of degradation. Who dare not walk the public 
streets and hold up their heads, so much did they feel themselves to 

be the objects of universal contempt and detestation. And on whom 

every eye was turned with reproach and indignation. When was it that 
the member for Three Rivers left the cabinet? No one could tell, 

there was no period, all that was known was that he left it ignominiously! 
It was a deed of darkness of which the particulars were known to himself 
& his colleagues alone, and good reason they had to keep it secret, for 
if the day had been known, the event would have been celebrated through- 
out Lower Canada by a general bonfire. And as to his worthy colleague 
and relation, the hon. member for Ottawa, whose dread of corruption was 
so great that he was obliged to seek amongst his own cousins for support. 
Was not that man a burthen on the administration? Were they not ashamed 
of him, and would they not gladly take the first opportunity of throwing 
him overboard? Yes, it was all true for the hon. gentleman had with 

his own hand written to a French Canadian gentleman informing him that 
the government could not go on as long as he (Mr. P.) was a member of it. 
So that acdording (sic) to his own account that hon. gent. was placed 
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in as degrading a position as any of his opponents could wish, but 
although well aware of the facts, he appeared to be perfectly contented 
(hear, hear.) The policy of the administration was a wise one; they 
are wise in their generation. They were well aware that it would not 
answer to have a cabinet composed exclusively of Anglo Saxons. They 
were well aware that it would not do to deprive the French Canadians 
apparently of all share in the administration, and therefore as he 
said before they had procured the protection of a couple of French 
names - names which were at one time good, and having thus modelled 
the cabinet to their own pleasure, they proceeded without scruple to 
their old plan of imposing the minority upon the majority, and would 
govern this country like Ireland and every other despotic country was 
governed, till the people rose and tore them from the places to which 
they had appointed themselves. - He insisted on it that the Govern- 
ment wanted strength, it was their own declaration, in private, to the 
head of the Government, and they dare not deny it, but there was another 
course which they appeared inclined to adopt, "We,'' say they, "have 
made overtures to the French Canadians of the most liberal nature, we 
have offered you the half of the offices under the crown, but not con- 
tent with that, you want every thing, and instead of being tyranized 
over want yourselves to become tyrants"®9,

MR. AYLWIN ((continued:)) Now in his opinion it was a curious 
question, to discover on what particular point these overtures failed. 
Here the hon. gentleman diverged for a few moments, to remark that 
the late Attorney General West had affirmed lately the doctrine for 
which his hon. friends had contended when they were in power, the right 
of being consulted on all appointments before they were made. That 
that doctrine is carried out by the present Administration to a greater 
extent than his hon. friend had ever contemplated, and that they were 
applauded for doing that which was called treason in himself and his 
friends. Returning then to the point from which he had diverged, he 
said that at the time the appeal was made to the Lower Canadian Members 
to co-operate with the present Ministry, those hon. gentlemen felt 
how strong their obligations were to his friend from North York, who 
had stood side by side with them ever since the union. They felt keenly, 
how sore, how difficult it would be to part with him; but their duty 
to the public was paramount to all these considerations, and to it 
they were prepared to make every personal sacrifice; they replied to 
that appeal that since it was the wish of the majority of Upper Canada 
that they should join the Cabinet, they would sacrifice their personal 
feelings, which were diametrically opposed to such a course, and would 
endeavour to co-operate with those to whom they were hitherto opposed, 
and ameliorate the condition of the country, which was governed by a 
faction and not by a majority. - What then was the obstacle to this 
union? Why a gentleman, for whom in private life he had the highest 
respect, but who by the merest accident was appointed Attorney General, 
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for which he was totally unfitted, was to be raised to the Bench 
according to the first stipulation on the part of the Government. 
That gentleman unfitted as he was for the Attorney Generalship was 
still more unfit to be raised to the Bench; but, nevertheless, hon. 
gentlemen laid aside their well founded objections and the appoint- 
ment was consummated. Well then what was the obstacle that remained 
in the way? It was not the hon. Member for Ottawa, for the Govern- 
ment had testified its willingness to throw him overboard, by placing 
his office at the disposal of the other negociating party. 'We are 
willing,'' said the Cabinet, "to get rid of an old, useless, worthless 
French Canadian, of whom we are completely ashamed, and beg you to 
nominate some active and useful man, who will give efficient aid in 
drawing us out of the snare into which we are now plunged." On the 
part of himself and his friends he thanked the Administration for 

the highly liberal conditions they had offered (hear, hear); and for 
the complete freedom from self regard which they exhibited through- 
out. There was no difficulty on that point then, since all parties 
were equally anxious to get rid of him. Next he came to the hon. 
Member for Megantic, who alone found the stumbling block. And he 
would call on hon. Members to witness how fond the Ministry was of 
making stipulations, for although they had virtually placed the 
office of Provincial Secretary at the disposal of His Excellency, 
they stipulated at the last moment, after places they first named 
were filled up, the seventh Member should be appointed by the whole 
Council, and in case of a difference of opinion they should leave 

it to the decision of his Excellency. What was the meaning of that? 
Was there a lacking desire on the part of Hon. Gentlemen opposite 

to retain by these means the service of a gentleman who had done 

good service in fighting out the battles of every Governor who had 
come out to this country, and appeared equally well disposed to fight 
out the battles of those who are yet to come (hear, hear.) And he 
begged hon. gentlemen to listen to the protestations of the hon. 
Inspector General, as in his blandest tone, he avowed the obligations 
the Cabinet lay under to Mr. Daly, and how utterly impossible it 
would be for them to forsake that hon. gentleman. Of course the 

idea was scouted as it deserved, for it evinced the utter hollowness, 
the utter insincerity of the advances made by the Government. (Hear, 
hear.) - From the first they had not the slightest desire to come 

to terms with the opposition, for they well knew that the moment 
those French Canadian gentlemen would be gazetted, a large number of 
their present supporters would desert them - in fact he had in his 
eye at that moment those hon. gentlemen who had prevented the com- 
pletion of that arrangement. - The government bowed to the dictates 
of the mammoth of commerce, and sacrificed the good of Lower Canada 
to the preservation of his protege. What then could they expect 

from the opposition? Who did they expect would hereafter listen to 
their complaints? - Did they immagine they would be anything than an 
object on which the opposition would vent all their scorn and contempt? 
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Did not even their own friends join in ridiculing them, whilst the 
jokes and jibes of the opposition found a ready response on the 
ministerial benches in the chuckles and grins of the hon. members 

for Three Rivers and Ottawa? For they had made themselves obnoxious 

to the whole Province, they had shewn by their acts, whatever might 

be their protestations, that it was not the good of the country they 
regarded but merely their own retention of office, in spite of the 
public feeling of a great majority in this Province being opposed to 
them. Are those the men to be entrusted with power? That was a 
question which would have to be put to the vote, but it was in reality 
decided already. It was a question on which there was no further doubt, 
and hon. gentlemen who would negative this vote from a spirit of party, 
heartily wished to get rid of them, if it were not that they dreaded 
the advent to power of his hon. friend from North York. But was it 
absolutely necessary that his hon. friend from North York, or his hon. 
friend from Terrebonne, should form a component part of the Administra- 
tion? He was perfectly confident that they were careless on that 

point - that in reality they did not desire it; for he was perfectly 
cognizant of the whole of those negotiations, and had received a com- 
munication in writing from one of the hon. gentlemen, stating that it 
was his determination not to accept office. - If they were fearful, 
then, of his hon. friend, if he was an obstacle to that amalgamation 

of parties, that obstacle was removed. And was it not possible, he 
would ask, to find other gentlemen capable of filling the offices 
placed at the disposal of the Lower Canadian party? - Was it absolutely 
necessary to fix upon those rebels - those democrats - those tramplers 
upon the prerogative of the Crown - who were stigmatised by the late 
Attorney General West in his closing speech in this House? Had not 

His Excellency a free choice, and could he not find other gentlemen in 
that House worthy of the honour of filling those high offices? - It was 
a lible (sic) on hon. gentlemen in that House to say that was not the 
case, it was a reproach to their constituencies who had sent them there, 
thinking they were well qualified to perform their duty. He insisted 
upon it that there were hon. gentlemen in that House, who could form an 
Administration that would carry with it the voice of the country. And 
he well knew that there was a feeling on the part of the people to sacri- 
fice not merely their personal feelings with regard to their rights in 
order to secure an Administration, in which they had confidence, and on 
which they could depend to carry out British principles to their full 
extent. Yes, they were willing to make concessions which he could not 
mention now from motives of delicacy, but which would become hereafter 
matter of history, and the Government would then have to bear a double 
portion of reproach and opprobrium. And yet the motion was to be put 
to the vote in silence! Hon. gentlemen opposite did not appear to 
think it necessary to explain their views. Where did hon. gentlemen 
conceive themselves to be? Did they imagine they were in any of the 
petty dependencies of the Empire? Did they imagine themselves to be 

in New Zealand, or in New Brunswick, or in any other of the petty 
Colonies which acknowledged British sway? No! they were in Canada, 
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an empire in itself, and in the midst of a population which ought to 

be as intelligent as that of the neighbouring States - descended from 

the two most polished and enlightened nations in Europe; and was it 

their intention tacitly to admit that they could not form a strong 

and efficient Government within this House? - an admission that would 
cover them with shame, and make us a by word among our neighbours. But 
the whole mystery would be unveiled - the working of the infernal machine 
would be found out - and then they would endeavour:to shift the odium 
from their own shoulders, and charge it on this man and that man instead 
of at once confessing the corrupt influences which were at work (hear.) 
Why was it that they went beyond the walls of this House to seek for gen- 
tlemen capable of filling the vacant offices. The late Att. Geneal (sic) 
West had cited precedents from English ((practice)) to establish the cor- 
rectness of that mode of proceeding. It was very possible to adduce num- 
bers of bad precedents from English practice, but could he adduce any evi- 
dence of those appointments being approved of? Was it any justification 
of the ministry to cite bad precedents from the English Parliament? what 
was the result of the course they had adopted? Why to their utter con- 
fusion, they were obliged to yield to the determination of the hundred 
and twenty votes of the little town of Cornwall, to elect none but a 
family compact man. Why was it that they had selected the gentleman 

who now sits opposite, as Attorney General East? who had ever heard of 
that hon. gentleman before? on what occasion of public importance had 

he ever distinguished himself? And although he belongs to a profession, 
which in Canada makes every one of its members a statesman, it could 

not be alleged that was the case with regard to that hon. gentleman, or 
that his political influence was such as to entitle him to the position 
he now holds? Nothing of the kind. They took him from a lower Bench 

of Judicature, and as the nominee of an hon. gentleman who is stronger 
than the Government - in consequence of its weakeness (sic) - instead of 
tramping through the country from one end to the other as a paltry judge, 
sent him cap in hand among those very people whom - 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said he never was in the County before./2 


MR. AYLWIN thanked the hon. gentleman for the information, and begged 
to pardon his (sic) (Mr. A.) for his ignorance in now knowing that Mr. 
Badgley had always carefully eschewed the County of Missisquoi in his 
frequent perambulations./3 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY merely stated the fact./4 


MR. AYLWIN would give him the benefit of his fact, and tell him 
that if he had gone more frequently among the electors of Missisquoi, 
they would have known enough of him to prevent his ever being returned 
as their representative (laughter.) And was it a Cabinet composed 
of such matterials that was to govern this country as Ireland had been 
governed, with oppression and misrule? If hon. gentlemen thought so, 
they were mistaken; for although they might disregard the voice of 
that House, there was a voice still stronger that they must hear - the 
voice of the people, who would resort to their ultima ratio (hear, 
hear.) The ultima ratio regum was war and bloodshed; the ultima ratio 
populi was a loud cry - a cry for liberty and justice - a cry that 
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would cross the Atlantic, and demand of Great Britain whether French 
Canadians were still to be trampled under foot, and whether the old 
system of tyranny and misrule was to be brought back? And if the 
answer unfortunately was "Yes,'' what would be the inevitable result? 
Not a state of apathy! Not the letharic repose of a people quietly 
suffering under their wrongs, but a longing for change, (hear) and a 
desire that would be quite justified to seek under Democratic insti- 
tutions and_a foreign Government that liberty which they could not 
enjoy here. 

Hear, hear, and loud cheers from the Ministerial Benches/©. 

MR. AYLWIN ((continued:)) Hon. gentlemen might cry "hear, hear," 
but there were many of them on the Ministerial benches who had 
greather (sic) and stronger sympathies with tae (sic) United States 
than he or his hon. friends; and however they might disclaim any 
idea of a connection with the United States in that House, they admit- 
ted freely in their private conversation that such an event must one 
day occur. It was the threat they held out repeatedly when dissatis- 
fied with the measures of the Government, and so much was one of them 
impressed with the truth of his conviction that such would be the case, 
that he not merely said it, but wrote it and printed it. The hon. 
gentleman then adverted to the charges which had been brought against 
his loyalty - charges which, he said, he could laugh to scorn; but, 
nevertheless, he was not to be deterred by a mawkish sensibility from 
stating truths which were well known on the other side of the Atlantic. 
But with respect to the motion of his hon. friend, how did it affect 
the right of hon. gentlemen to their seats? It merely requested his 
Excellency to take measures to form a strong and efficient Administra- 
tion; and if hon. gentlemen opposite feared that such measures would 
turn them out of their places, then there must indeed be "something 
rotten in the state of Denmark."' He was, however, well aware that the 
motion would not be carried out, not because hon. gentlemen opposite 
had any liking for the Ministry, but because they feared that in the 
event of his hon. friends being returned to office, they would have 
to deal with a strong and efficient Administration, which would unhes- 
itatingly negative those unjust demands which they can now enforce on 
the imbecile Government of the day (hear, hear, hear.) Certainly of 
all the Governments in the world, there is none more fitted for a cor- 
rupt people than a government situated as the present one is. It was 
certainly easy for the hon. members to get whatever they require, since 
they had merely to say to the Minister - "My vote, sir, keeps you in 
place, but if you do not accede to my demand, I will join the opposi- 
tion and turn you out." The Ministry dare not refuse, and the consequ- 
ence is that the people of Lower Canada must submit to taxation, and 
be trampled under foot in order to enable the favourites of the Govern- 
ment to fatten on the spoil which they thus obtain. A strong Govern- 
ment could at once put a stop to such a course, by giving a decided 
negative, or else by assigning such reasons as would satisfy even the 
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most importunate, but it was a course the hon. gentlemen opposite dare 
not pursue. They would submit to any demands, make any concessions in 
order to retain their places, and would do so by their own votes, instead 
of taking the constitutional course which was open to them, of placing 

in His Excellency's hands their commissions and telling him that they 
left him free and unfettered to form such an Administration as would 
command the respect of the country ( hear, hear and cheers). Such a Gov- 
ernment deserved to be held up to scorn, and they might depend upon it 
that their difficulties would not terminate with the vote of that night. 
They had to deal with an opposition that was conducted on principle, 

and they knew that. One that would remain at its post scrutinise every 
measure they introduced and not allow them to pass without such amend- 
ments as they thought necessary. After animadverting severely on the 
shameful manner in which the Ministry had treated Mr. Caron, who had 
suffered severely for their sake, he concluded by saying that he was 

well aware that if all the gentlemen on his side of the House were to 


speak with the tongues of men and angels they could not move the deter- 77 


mination of hon. gentlemen opposite who were fighting pro aris et focis. 
The hon. gentleman was much applauded throughout the ... delivery 
of ((his)) speech, and was cheered ... at its close by hon. gentlemen 


on the Opposition Benches. /8 


MR. HALL said it was not his intention to make a speech; but he 
had heard one of the observations of the hon. and learned member for 
the city of Quebec, to which he felt disposed to reply. He knew he 
rose under a great disadvantage; the House had just heard a most elo- 
quent, a splendid spech (sic) - the best he (Mr. H.) had ever heard. 
But it was not because he admired the language or style of an hon. mem- 
ber's address that he should forego expressing his views of its merits. 
The hon. and learned member said at one time in his speech that the 
vote about to be given would not be one of want of confidence, but in 
half an hour he stated the contrary, and told the House what was per- 
fectly understood before, that it would be a state of want of confidence. 
With regard to the coalition lately attempted, and of which so much 
had been said, he should say that he had never objected to it. He 
should like to see certain hon. members on the Opposition side take 
their places on the Ministerial Benches that very night: he believed 
they were Conservative in heart, and that they would be in their proper 
places in the Government. The hon. and learned member disclaimed 
against Ministers voting for themselves: he (Mr. H.) would be glad 
to see a precedent for the demand that seven members of the House should 
relinquish their votes, should vacate their seats, and disfranchise the 
counties they represented on particular occasions (hear.) - A great 
deal has been said about iniquiry (sic) towards Lower Canada in not 
expending money in her favour; he should like to have the cases of in- 
justice pointed out, declamation was not sufficient to influence members 
of that House however it might elsewhere; again it was complained that 
the constitution of the Ministry as regarded Lower Canada was unjust, 
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and yet it was required that the Conservatives of Upper Canada should 
place themselves in precisely the same position, this is by consenting 
to such a change in the Ministry as would reduce them to a minority in 
it, although they were the large majority in the country - they would 
be even still worse - they would not get such chances to increase their 
numbers in the Council as had been so often afforded to the present 
opposition. He was not a little surprised at the attacks on the hon. 
Members for Ottawa and Three Rivers. And for what were these hon. and 
learned Members condemned? For doing that which the very parties who 
abuse them have expressed themselves willing to do, viz; to take seats 
in the Executive Council with the difference that they want more than 
those hon. members have been contented to take. He (Mr. H.) denied 

the position that there are others on either side of the House who 
might be applied to form a Ministry than those who are the acknowledged 
leaders; this was not correct, and the manner in which Mr. Caron pro- 
ceeded shewed it. Who did that hon. gentleman apply to for the purpose 
of carrying the late views of the government and his own? To the known 
leaders of his party and no others, and failing there his mission failed. 
A few evenings since the hon. Member for Leeds was accused of attempting 
to throw a fire brand among hon. members on the opposite side by read- 
ing portions of Lord Durham's Report, but he (Mr. H.) would ask what 
was the object of the many allusions lately made to the family of the 
Solicitor General West? (hear, hear) was that intended as oil thrown 
on the troubled waters? As to the charge against the learned Solicitor 
General of being a member of the family compact he knew not what force 
was in it, connected with it, however, was the fact that he was the 
son-in-law of one of the leading Reformers of Upper Canada (hear, hear). 
Was it a fault that the only family alliance for which the hon. and 
learned gentleman could be held accountable was with the Chairman of 
the Reform Association (hear, hear). It was made a charge against the 
Attorney General East that he had been a Circuit Judge. What was there 
inconsistent with Responsible Government in this? had that learned 
member not a right to resign his office if he thought proper to do so? 
Again it was said that he had never been in Missisquoi before his elec- 
tion. What was there more improper in that than in the facts of two 
hon. leaders of the opposition having been once elected for Rimouski 
and York, respectively, without either having seen the place for which 
he sat before his election? (hear, hear) The Ministry were loudly 
accused of favoring their supporters with grants of money; but it 

would also appear that they had refused to give in some instance; did 
hon. members know how much the present vote arose from a refusal to 
grant money to Rebels of Lower Canada?/9 


MR. DRUMMOND. - Who are, and who were the rebels for Lower eerie 
MR. MURNEY. - O, there were none - not one. 81 


MR. HALL continued: - Did the honorable member for Two Mountains 


desert the country, because they had the courage to refuse his demands?®2 
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MR. SCOTT. - Not the case; I gave other reasons. °° 
MR. HALL. - Much had also been said about £2,000,000 being spent 

in Upper Canada, and comparatively nothing in Lower Canada; but he 

would ask whence came the monies to meet this expenditure? Was it 

not notorious that although goods came from Europe to Lower Canada 

it was Upper Canada purchased and paid for them. The large expenditure 

referred to was occasioned by the canals, and was it the present Minis- 

try who began these works? He did not mean to blame the late Admis- 

tration (sic) for the undertaking, - far from it; but he thought those 

who did find fault with the expenditure ought not to impute it to the 

present Ministry. The works had been begun, and they properly continued 

and completed them; and he (Mr. H.) would refer those who conconceived 

(sic) they (the Ministry) were wrong in doing so to the fact that corn 

growers in the United States were losing half a million yearly because 

of the Erie Canal being too narrow, a defect caused by the Democrats 

stopping the progress of the work when they went into power. With re- 

gard to money for local improvements, he could assure the House that 

no money had been spent in his county for many years, and all his efforts 

could not induce the Administration to give any.84 


MR. GOWAN. - We are all like you. ®> 


COL. PRINCE. - There are too many like you. °6 


MR. HALL. - The hon. and learned member for Quebec said that the 
British Government would not lend to a Provincial Government supported 
only by a majority of 4. How could it be known that their successors 
would not repudiate the loan? This was certainly paying a compliment 
to the hon. member's own side of the House, it being from that quarter 
only successors to the Ministry could be chosen (hear, hear.) The 
hon. Inspector General ought, it appears, to have known that he could 
not get money in England; he ought to have forseen a famine, such as 
was never known in history before, and the unprecedented demand for 
interest at the Bank. If the opposite side of the House could furnish 
a financier of such foresight, he (Mr. H.) should be glad to consent 
to his taking office; but until such a one were produced, he would not 
join in turning out the man they had. The hon'ble member concluded 
by declaring his desire to proceed with the business of the country. 
It was clear, he said, if the present Ministry were defeated, their 
successors should appeal to the country, and that would delay important 
measures till next summer. 


MR. WATTS said it was easy to throw out such insinuations against 
the motives of hon. members. They did not even amount to an assertion, 
and that would be no argument . 88 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY. - He rose to make some explanation relative 
to the correspondence, as the honorable member for Quebec mis-stated 
it. That honorable gentleman has indulged in his usual abuse of the 
honorable members for Three Rivers and Ottawa.89 If there was, he

said, one charge which, more than another, all men shrunk from, it 

was that of unmanliness.29 Would not, he asked, the honorable member 
for Quebec, shrink from a charge of unmanliness? Why then does he 
bring the charge on himself.91 If a young man in the pride of his 
strength threatened a blow at the head of the aged the act was unmanly, 
so also was that of a young man hurling by the strength of his lungs 
and volability of his tongue?2 to indulge in such unsparing abuse 

of the two hon. and venerable gentlemen of whom he had spoken93.

MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY ((continued:)) It was said all the vener- 
able member's long life of good was annulled; and why? - Because he had 
joined a party which the hon. Member for Quebec said he, himself, had 
no objection to join, and to the success of which he told us that neither 
of the hon. members for Terrebonne or North York would be an oppossing 
(sic) party (hear, hear.) It would almost appear that the hon. member 
had sketched a skeleton outline of a plan by which he might yet join 
his (Mr. C's) side of the House (hear, hear and laughter.) -95 He said 
that it appeared, from the correspondence, that the hon. gentlemen oppos- 
ite were prepared to throw overboard the hon. and learned member for 
Terrbonne (sic); as to the charge of the Ministry throwing overboard 
the venerable member for Three Rivers, it is untrue. That hon. gentle- 
man placed his office at the disposal of his compatriots. The charge 
of the correspondence being commenced, carried on, and ended in insin- 
cerity, is also unfounded. The very correspondence itself shows that 
such was not the case, but that all was intended to be in good faith. 
He (Mr. C.) would ... ((refer)) to Lord Elgin's memorandum, in which 
certain members of Opposition were invited to join the Administration 
on fair terms, without sacrifice of principle, and without reference to 
party and personal feelings. If Mr. Caron's intention was not to nego- 
ciate on those terms, he should not have entered upon the affair, or 
tried to induce an arrangement contrary to what was intended as the 
very basis of the whole proceeding. When that hon. gentleman proposed, 
among other questions, whether it would be useless for him to name any 
particular person, he was answered that the Ministry would raise no 
objections of a personal character.?/ He said that the hon. member 
for Megantic had been, as usual, not passed over. Now, the fact was, 
that the hon. member for Megantic had placed his seat at the disposal 
of the Council, and it was only at their earnest request that he con- 
sented to remain. Again, repeatedly has it been told to hon. members, 
that the late President of the Council and the Commissioner of Crown 
Lands held their seats at the disposal of their compatriots. The cor- 
respondence, he had been told, had been commenced by the hon. gentlemen 
opposite, not in a spirit of fairness, but for the soul (sic) purpose of 
using it as a lever for a return to power of the Radical party. Here the 
hon. member read lengthy portions of the correspondence, already published, 
and argued therefrom that the onus of the failure of the negociations 
rested with the Liberal party; and contended also, that it was never

intended on the Ministerial side to form a Ministry for Lower Canada, 
the object being to induce a certain number of the Liberals to join 
an Administration for United Canada.9 


MR. CAUCHON spoke ... in French.1900 Monsieur L'orateur, je ne 
sais vraiment pas pourquoi je suis debout, je m'attendais si peu a 
parler sur cette question que je ne me suis pas méme livré préalable- 
ment a quelques minutes de méditation pour rappeler et pour classer 
mes idées. (Parlez, parlez). Je ne vois pas bien non plus ce que 
je puis dire qui soit @couté 4 la suite des magnifiques paroles qui 
sont tombées de la bouche de quelques orateurs. (Parlez, parlez). 
En: bien oui, je vais parler, car il y a tant de choses 4 dire sur 
le compte du présent cabinet, ses fautes administratives et législa- 
tives sont si nombreuses et si variées qu'il n'y a qu'a saisir au 
hasard pour rencontrer quelque nouveau motif d'accusation grave, quel- 
que nouveau sujet de juste plainte, quelque chose de profondément 
immoral qui nous dégoute et qui nous indigne. (Trés bien)! 

Il est surtout un point capital que, non seulement n'ont pas deve- 
loppé maisméme qu'on a peine indiqué les orateurs que m'ont précédé, 
je veux parler de la question de 1l'indépendance des juges. (Ecoutez, 
écoutez): L'administration a porté 4 plusieurs reprises atteinte a 
cette indépendance qui tient essentiellement a la base des libertés 
sociales et politiques des peuples. (Ecoutez, écoutez)! L'indépen- 
dance du juge une fois détruite la société est soumise 41'arbitraire. 
Dés le moment que vous faites disparaitre le prestige qui environne 
le juge placé comme médiateur entre le pouvoir et la société, entre 
l'arbitraire et l'anarchie, dés le moment que vous lui donnez des 
passions et des désirs en lui créant des intéréts, dés ce moment vous 
avez détruit son indépendance, il est sorti du sanctuaire jusque-la 
immaculé de la légalité et de la justice, il se jette avec fureur dans 
l'aréne des luttes politiques ot il se courbe lachement devant la 
volonté d'un tyran ou les instincts désordonnés d'une populace ameutée. 
(Trés bien, trés bien). Tous les législateurs sages se sont efforcés 
de placer le juge en dehors de toutes les influences qui ne sont 
plus celles de la justice, de la raison et des faits légaux, parce 
qu'ils ont compris que ce n'était qu'a cette condition que les so- 
ciétés qu'ils organisaient ou qu'ils reconstituaient pouvaient se 
promettre une existence durable. (Ecoutez). C'est 1'indépendance 
du juge qui protége le citoyen et la société contre le despotisme 
dans les pays régis par le principe monarchique et 1'état et le 
citoyen contre l'anarchie 14 ot domine 1'élément démocratique. 

(Trés bien). 

Le gouvernement qui oublie ou qui viole ce principe fondamen- 
tal de l'ordre, qui pour satisfaire ses instincts du moment, fait 
plier la conscience du juge sous sa volonté brutale, ce gouverne- 
ment s'expose a devenir plus tard la victime des instincts opposés. 
L'expérience doit avoir appris a tout le monde que la réaction 
morale est aussi réelle que la réaction physique; et si le juge 
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est vulnérable par l'arbitraire, il l'est également par l'anarchie, (trés 
bien). Si cette réaction n'a pas lieu par l'anarchie agissante, échevelée, 
introduisant son glaive meurtrier et sa torche incendiaire jusque dans les 
appartements ol trdne le despotisme, elle a lieu par le silence des témoins 
par l'action négative des jurés, par cet instinct sublime, incompréhensible, 
insaisissable qui lutte contre un autre instinct, qui a un corps qui le 
combat sans cesse et sous toutes les formes possibles pour conserver, sau- 
ver ce que l'autre veut détruire. (Trés bien). Est-ce 1a la société 

dans son état normal? Et ceux qui créent cet ordre de choses, ceux qui 
mettent ainsi odieusement, inconsidérément en lutte briilante des éléments 
si opposées, pour obtenir le résultat du quart d'heure, méritent-ils 

autre chose que l'indignation et la réprobation universelles, qui les a 
frappés pour longtemps et qui leur préparent une chtte dont ils ne se 
reléveront probablement jamais. (Ecoutez, écoutez). 

Donnez 1'indépendance au juge et je vous donne la liberté, je vous 
donne la liberté la plus pure et la plus réelle, dans les limites du droit 
et de la société; placez le juge uniquement dans son pays légal et dans 
sa conscience sans entraves, sans préoccupation étrangére a la nature 
de ses attributions et de ses devoirs en dehors des atteintes du pouvoir 
et des nécessités de la popularité, et vous aurez la société humaine, 
pour ce qui a rapport a la vie et a4 la propriété du citoyen, dans les 
meilleurs (sic) conditions possibles d'existence et de stabilité. Mais 
faites-le sortir de 18, vous n'avez plus que le despotisme ou l'anarchie. 

Parcourez l'histoire des peuples anciens et des peuples modernes et 
dites ot ont été et ot sont encore politiquement et civilement les sociétés 
les plus libres, si ce n'est 18, oti le principle constitutif de ces socié- 
tés, a créé l'indépendance du juge, (trés bien). L'ostracisme qui, chez 
les Grecs libres représentait les passions populaires et l'anarchie comme 
conséquence, a-t-il produit la liberté réelle? Non, puisque le plus ver- 
tueux des citoyens était honni de sa patrie a4 cause de ses vertus mémes. 
Il est vrai que l'ostracisme est tombé du dernier coup qu'il venait de 
frapper pour faire place a quelque chose de plus rationnel et de plus 
social. La liberté civile se trouve-t-elle dans les steppes de la Russie 
ou le souverain est le juge et l'arbitre supréme de la vie et des propri- 
étés de ses innombrables sujets? Les souffrances de 26 millions de mal- 
heureux vous disent assez le contraire (écoutez). 

Je n'ai pas besoin de fouiller les annales de l'antiquité et celles 
des peuples modernes pour m'assurer combien il est dangereux pour tous 
de placer le juge, par la législation ou par votre influence administra- 
tive, entre sa conscience et ses intéréts. Est-ce que les jours mauvais 
qui ont passé sur le ciel de ce pays, comme le vent destructeur de la 
tempéte et qui ont marqué leur passage par du sang ét (sic) des ruines 
qui fument encore? Est-ce que ces jours qui sont encore tout frais dans 
la mémoire de chacun de nous, n'établissent pas avec 1'éloquence des 
faits et du malheur et de l'horrible souvenir du passé la vérité du prin- 
cipe fondamentalement social que je viens de proclamer et de développer. 
L'acte du despotisme s'exercait sur l'esprit du juge et la réaction de 
l'anarchie silencieuse mais réelle saisissait instinctivement et involon- 
tairement l'esprit des jurés. Placés entre leurs intéréts et leur con- 
science,plusieurs juges succombérent, trois seuls firent un noble, un 
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vertueux, un sublime effort, et secouérent l'influence délétére du des- 
potisme, et pour se tenir strictement dans les limites de la légalité 

et de la corstitution, ils furent sacrifiés; mais l'effet moral était 
produit et cette glorieuse et consciencieuse résistence (sic) apparaitra 
dans les fastes de notre histoire somme une étincelle de liberté dans 

le sombre cahos de nos jours de tempéte. 

Mais ces faits isolés et rares vous justifient-ils de placer inces- 
samment l'arbitre de la vie de ses semblables entre le droit, son devoir 
et sa conscience d'un c6té, et ses passions et ses intéréts de l'autre, 
quand on sait ce qu'est l'homme d'ordinaire trop naturellement instinctif, 
presque toujours trop porté par un sentiment de conservation propre 4 ne 
voir les choses qu'a travers le prisme de ses intéréts et de ses passions. 
Le passé devant vos yeux, vous avez fait une loi pour établir 1'indépen-— 
dance judiciaire. Cette loi pourquoi 1'avez-vous rendue illusoire par 
la corruption? pourquoi 1'avez-vous annulé (sic) en réveillant des pas- 
sions et des intéréts que 1'indépendance et 1l'isolement avaient paralysés 
a l'avantage de la société tout entiére, (écoutez! écoutez). 

Il est vrai qu'il faut plus maintenant que 1l'acte de votre volonté 
arbitraire pour déplacer un juge, qu'il juge pour ou contre vous; mais 
vous le déplacez par l'appat d'émoluments plus lucratifs et souvent plus 
honorifiques en réveillant son ambition et son intérét, et du domaine 
froid de la loi vous 1l'attirez dans la sphére de votre attraction et de 
votre influence. Vous faites plus, en invitant le juge a se méler aux 
luttes des partis, en lui fesant comprendre qu'il peut améliorer sa con- 
dition sociale et servir ses intéréts et ceux de sa famille, au moyen de 
la politique, vous réveillez mille ambitions chez tous ceux qui sont 
juges comme lui, vous les engagez a se servir des puissants moyens d'in- 
fluence qu'ils peuvent exercer en cette qualité de juges, au sacrifice 
de la justice, afin de se créer des partisans pour une élection prochaine. 
(Trés bien.) 

En fesant du juge une créature du pouvoir, en le livrant par 
l'appat du lucre et des honneurs aux passions qui agitent les partis, 
vous faites disparaitre l'utile prestige qui environnait sa personne, 
vous faites douter de son intégrité, vous faites planer sur sa téte des 
images fatals (sic) 4 1l'influence bénigne que la loi doit exercer sur 
les passions et les intéréts, vous détruisez d'un coup le plus puissant 
des éléments sociaux. La confiance a disparu pour faire place aux soup- 
cons les plus funestes aux intéréts généraux de l'humanité. Au lieu de 
paraitre devant un juge qui ne peut pas avoir de passions, qui ne peut 
pas avoir d'autres intéréts que ceux de la justice et du droit, vous 
sentez que vous avez a lutter corps 4 corps avec un adversaire qui a 
cependant sur vous le pouvoir de vie et de mort. Plus que cela, si le 
pouvoir juge sainement le pouvoir qui se sert du juge comme d'un instru- 
ment de circonstance, il se défiera de lui parce qu'il n'a pas raison 
de ‘eroire 2 son imtégrité, 11 se défiera le lui parce qu'il sait qu'il. 
l'abandonnera demain si son intérét le presse 4 se placer sous une autre 
influence. Dés le moment que vous arrachez le juge a ses préoccupations 
naturelles, vous devez tout attendre de lui; tous devez vous attendre 
qu'il suivra de l'oeil les mouvemens variés et vacillants de 1l'opinion 
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pour saluer par ces actes le soleil levant. Vous serez donc les premiéres 
victimes de votre systéme absurde et abominable, de ce tripotage pour 
lequel non seulement vous réveillez des ambitions dans le sanctuaire de 

la raison mais encore des ambitions mauvaises, des ambitions qui tendent 

a placer sur le banc des juges l'ignorance et l'incapacité. Avec tout 
cela vous découragez l'homme de talent, de savoir et de mérite,en lui 
préférant les nullités et les capacités secondaires. (Ecoutez). 

Ai-je besoin maintenant de démontrer autrement que par des exemples 
les conséquences funestes de ce systéme de dégradation et de corruption 
qui souille et qui prostitue ce qu'il doit y avoir de plus sacré au monde, 
la conscience et 1'indépendance du juge; qui démoralise l'homme par le 
fait et par le droit, qui lui donne une opinion désolante de la valeur 
et de la dignité de sa nature. (Trés bien) 

Comme il s'agit ici uniquement de la discussion d'un grand principe 
social, qu'il soit bien entendu que si je fais allusion aux personnes 
dont je respecte d'ailleurs le caractére privé, c'est uniquement pour 
constater des faits qui tombent naturellement et forcément dans le domaine 
de cette discussion. 

Quel a été le premier pas de 1'administration vers ce sentier mauvais? 
Un homme, intégre, il est vrai, est descendu du banc des juges pour aller 
s'asseoir sur ceux des greffiers et ceux qui étaient au paravant ses égaux 
et ses collegues sont devenus tout 4 coup ses supérieurs? Pourquoi cela? 
parce que le salaire du greffier était plus considérable que celui du 
juge, parce qu'aussi ses gotts bien honnétes, et que je ne veux pas blamer 
en ce qui le regarde personnellement, parce que ses goits le portaient 
a accepter une situation moins brillante, au milieu de ses amis et de la 
bonne société plutot que le titre de juge, dans l'isolement loin de toute 
société et de toute jouissance sociale. C'était bien pour la personne, 
elle avait droit de preférer moins a plus, sous un certain rapport, 
parce qu'elle y trouvait la compensation qu'elle voulait; mais était-ce 
bien pour l'administration? N'était-ce pas 14 porter atteinte a 1'indé- 
pendance du juge en le placgant dans le sphére de son influence et de 
ses faveurs? 

C'était un premier coup porté 4 un principe sacré et fondamental; 
mais ce n'était rien, absolument rien, quand l'ordre judiciare, fondement 
des libertés civiles et politiques, s'écroulait sous les coups redoutés 
d'un systéme inique. Il y avait 4 Québec, un homme qui fut autrefois 
avocat titré, et qui devint plus tard enrégistrateur d'un des petits 
districts du Québec. Cet homme, comme je viens de le dire, était avocat 
depuis douze ans, n'avait jamais pratiqué et pour prix de son mérite 
inapergu, avait été fait enrégistrateur. Cependant il se trouva qu'il 
était méme incapable de remplir cette situation facile, car Monsieur 
Crémazie se trouva obligé en 1845 de faire un rapport spécial au gouverne- 
ment sur la tenue du bureau de Dorchester, le faire spécial afin de le 
faire secret pour ne pas placer cet homme dans une humiliante position. 

Si je ne me trompe, c'est le seul que le surintendant ait signalé au 

gouvernement comme absolument incapable de tenir un simple bureau d'en- 
registrement. Cet homme était donc littéralement ignorant et dépourvu 
des facultés intellectuelles les plus ordinaires. Croiriez-vous que ce 
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fut la une recommandation auprés de 1'administration et qu'on fit de 
cet homme le juge du district de Gaspé, c'est-ad-dire le juge de la 
partie la plus lointaine du pays, complétement isolée et privée des 
lumiéres des hommes spéciaux. 

On l'a fait juge parce qu'il était le fils d'un des juges du banc 
de la reine alors 14 teinté d'une autre espéce portée a 1'indépendance 
judiciaire. Si on ne donne pas au pére des espérances d'avancement pour 
lui, on les lui donne pour ses enfants. N'est-ce pas atteindre précisé- 
ment le méme but, n'est-ce pas placer le juge entre une conscience et 
et ses intéréts et ses affections les plus chéres, les affections de la 
paternité. J'en appelle au membre de Gaspé, et je lui demande s'il est 
satisfait et si ses constituants son satisfaits de cette nomination; 
comment il a le courage, que je ne veux pas qualifier, d'appuyer de sa 
voix, puissante dans la situation exceptionnelle ot se trouve actuelle- 
ment le pays, une administration qui ravale 4 ce point la dignité et 
l'indépendance du juge. Je lui fais cet appel A lui surtout qui a 
rempli la Gazette de Québec de ses plaintes améres contre les actes 
multipliés de la présente administration, et qui cependant, pour donner 
une preuve ostensible et publique de ses contradictions, des ses vacil- 
lations politiques et de ses tergiversations incessantes, vient chaque 
jour s'asseoir silencieux sur son siége pour donner incessamment sa voix 
a une administration qu'il a faite si méchante dans ses écrits. 

Probablement qu'il croit que l'homme qui vote peut penser autrement 
que l'homme qui écrit, parce que l'un s'appelle M. Christie et l'autre 
Gitoyen' (on «ity: 

Pense-t-il qu'il y a autre chose dans cette nomination absurde que 
la perpétuation de ce que nous appelons nous aussi dans le Bas-Canada, 
le family compact. Le pére est juge, il faut que les fils soit juge, 
qu'importent ses qualifications, qu'importe que l'ignorance et la stu- 
pidité montent sur le banc du juge, qu'importe que la vie et la propriété 
du citoyen soient soumises, sans controle et sans garantie, au jugement 
de l'homme qui loin d'avoir les connaissances profondes et les lumiéres 
que requérient sa position, peut a peine trouver la limite qui sépare le 
juste de l'injuste, (écoutez), 

Mais laissez-moi vous présenter un 4 un les chainons de cette longue 
chaine d'iniquités sociales. On offre a un juge une situation politique; 
ce juge c'est M. Taschereau qui est redevenu juge. Lorsqu'il est encore 
juge, il se rend dans un comté pour briguer ses suffrages, il le fait 
au moment ot il peut @tre appelé d'un instant a l'autre a juger ces mémes 
électeurs auxquels ils demande des voix. N'est-ce pas encore 1a placer 
le juge entre sa conscience et son intérét personnel. Non seulement vous 
arrachez cet homme a ses occupations officielles en mépris de la justice 
et de l'intérét public, pour en faire tout a la fois un arbitre de la 
societé et un jouteur politique et par conséquent un homme 4 intéréts, 

a passions et a préjugés; non seulement vous flétrissez son caractére 
par une ambition qu'il ne doit pas avoir, non seulement par cette simple 
ambition que vous lui créez, il s'expose, au milieu des luttes acharnées 
des partis lorsque la colére et peut-étre la haine montent jusqu'a son 
coeur, a laisser tomber dans la poussiére, le glaive de la justice que 
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vous avez eu l'imprudence ou la méchanceté de laisser dans ses mains, 

mais vous lui avez encore ravi son indépendance, vis-a-vis de vous, le 
pouvoir, par l'appat d'un salaire plus considérable que ses émoluments 
actuels. Dans ce fait seul il y a tous les genres de corruption possibles, 
toutes les espéces possibles d'atteintes a 1'indépendance et la dignité 
judiciaires et a l'ordre social. 

Passons a4 un quatriéme fait. Contrairement 4 la pratique suivie 
invariablement en Angleterre 4 une exception prés, depuis plus de cent 
ans, on a fait d'un juge ruiné, un juge en chef, portant encore atteinte 
dans cette circonstance a 1'indépendance du juge et le placgant entre son 
devoir d'un cété et le pouvoir de l'autre par 1l'appat du lucre et d'hon- 
neurs plus grands. Comme je ne veux ici qu'indiquer les conséquences 
d'un systéme mauvais, je m'abstiendrai de rebrousser chemin, et de feuil- 
leter les pages de l'histoire récente du Canada. Si je m'abstiens, c'est 
que j'espére qu'on ne reverra plus des juges ayant a choisir entre leur 
conscience et les dictées du pouvoir, entre les régles invariables de la 
justice et du droit et leur existence et l'existence de leurs familles. 
Est-il nécessaire de rappeler qu'un des juges trébucha dans cette lutte 
pénible et resta juge pour prix de sa chite; que trois juges ses collégues, 
se courbérent glorieusement devant leur conscience, se dressant la téte 
devant la volonté injuste et illégale du pouvoir, et qu'ils furent des- 
titués. Cette lutte est trop cruelle, quelque belle qu'elle soit, elle 
est trop dangereuse, pour en désirer le renouvellement. Mais si l'on 
doit oublier le passé, il convient de se prémunir contre les dangers de 
l'avenir, il convient de se tenir dans les limites si rationnelles de 
la constitution qui a fait si grand 1'empire britannique et si libre 
civilement et politiquement la nation anglaise. (Trés bien). 

Malgré les promesses du gouvernement sous lord Gosford, vous voyez 
trois juges d'origine britannique sur le banc pour représenter un quart 
de la population, et un seul juge d'origine Canadienne-francgaise, pour 
représenter les trois quarts de la population du district de Montréal. 
Eh! encore, si le dernier juge nommé avait été un de ces hommes pour 
lesquels il convient quelquefois de faire des exceptions, si c'avait été 
un de ces magnifiques talents comme l'homme qui vient de descendre dans 
la tombe, peut-étre devrait on passer sous silence ce qui n'en serait 
pas moins une injustice et une infraction 4 ume promesse ... ((solennelle)) 
fait a4 la trés grande majorité de la population du pays. Mais non, un 
ordre de choses tout a fait exceptionnel et anomal avait fait d'un avocat 
médiocre un procureur-général, un homme politique et un homme d'état, 
pour se débarrasser de lui, on le nomme 4 une des plus hautes situations 
judiciaires du pays. C'est ainsi que cette administration méchante et 
incapable tout ensemble, se crée des embarras sans nombre, dont elle 
ne se défait que par des injustices et des absurdités; c'est ainsi qu'un 
avocat médiocre, est devenu un homme politique nul et un homme d'état 
plus nul encore s'il est possible, c'est ainsi que plus tard pour faire 
le chemin pour ceux qui se pressaient sur le seuil des honneurs et du 
lucre, cette capacité légale secondaire, cette nullité politique et 
administrative, a laissé tomber de ses mains impuissantes les rénes 
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du gouvernement pour aller prendre dans ces mémes mains inhabiles le 
sceptre plus difficile et plus dangereux encore de la justice. (Ecoutez.) 

Malgré les faits nombreux qui se présentent encore en foule 4 ma 
mémoire, je veux terminer par le fait immoral que le présent procureur 
général était naguéres, juge de circuit. Bientdt sans doute, lorsque 
l'administration dont il fait partie verra que son dernier jour approche, 
elle déplacera les ... ((infirmes)) pour le placer de nouveau sur un 
banc plus élevé que celui qu'il occupait précédemment. Je me sens 1'im- 
puissance de dérouler plus longtemps ce dégotttant tableau. (Trés bien.) 101 

L'honorable commissaire des terres nous a dit: 'Quoiqu'on en dise, 
j'ai lu un peu et je connais quelque chose de la constitution britannique 
du droit parlementaire anglais. Vous nous avez reproché d'avoir fait 
descendre du conseil législatif dans la chambre basse celui que tout le 
monde reconnaissait avec nous pour le chef de 1'administration; or le 
chef de l'administration britannique est toujours dans la chambre des 
lords, le premier c'est qu'un simple conseil de revision tandis que l'autre 
représente un corps d'hommes riche et puissant, la noblesse! (Allons 
donc.) 

L'hon. député de 1'Ottawa a trop la (sic) peut-@étre pour le bonheur 
du pays, car si au lieu d'aller chercher ses exemples dans les mauvaises 
pages de l'histoire du passé, lui et ses collégues les avaient pris plus 
prés de lui, plus prés de sa conscience et de sa raison, ils ne serait 
(sic) pas obligés aujourd'hui de chercher des justifications et des palli- 
atifs pour tous les crimes possibles et tous les attentats possibles, 
commis contre la constitution, la justice et le bons sens. (Trés bien) 

Comment vous dites que le conseil législatif ne remplit pas dans 
notre constitution le rdle de la chambre des lords dans la constitution 
d'angleterre! Est-ce que ce corps comme la chambre des pairs n'est 
pas le moyen terme entre la royauté et le peuple pour établir 1'équili- 
bre entre ces deux extrémes de la constitution: est-ce qu'il n'est pas 
médiateur naturel entre deux tendances opposées l'une vers 1l'arbitraire, 
l'autre vers l'anarchie, l'une vers l'absolutisme, l'autre vers 1'anéantis- 
sement de toute autorité: entre deux élémens trop distants l'un de 
l'autre et qui ont peut-étre besoin de 1'étre pour conserver l'un sa 
majesté et l'autre pour se tenir dans les limites du respect au moins 
pour ce qui est légal et constitutionnel, entre deux éléments qui se 
heurteraient indubitablement et qui finiraient peut-@étre par s'entre- 
détruire sans la bénigne influence de cet élément intermédiaire et 
médiateur. Le rapprochement, la comparaison immédiate entre les deux 
premiers éléments ferait mal a l'un et par contre coup ferait mal a 
l'autre, il faut donc cet élément de transition réciproque entre le sou- 
verain et le peuple. (Trés bien). Jusqu'ici les rapports sont identiques 
entre les divers éléments constitutifs des divers parlements, celui de 
la Grande-Bretagne et notre parlement canadien. 

Maintenant si vous me dites que nos éléments 4 nous ne sont pas les 
meilleurs possibles je suis avec vous. Nous n'avons pas une noblesse 
indépendante de la majorité et du peuple et tenant pourtant de l'une et 
et de l'autre, tenant de la premiére son blason, ses immenses richesses 
et ses instincts de conservation, et de la seconde par son intérét, 
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l'intérét du propriétaire qui doit vouloir le bonheur et la prospérité 

de ceux qui enrichissent son domaine. Un quatriéme élément, cependant 

1'élément industriel, est venu récemment déranger quelque peu cet équi- 
libre entre les grands éléments constitutionnels. 

Dans tous les cas, jamais le pouvoir ne peut dominer la chambre des 
lords autrement que par la conviction et ces nécessités politiques contre 
lesquelles il ne peut y avoir nulle part de résistance possible, parce 
que ce corps se recrute par lui-méme, par 1'hérédité beaucoup plus que 
par les créations du gouvernement, Ici au contraire notre chambre des 
pairs n'est d'ordinaire que le pale reflet de la lumiére qui vient d'en 
haut; elle n'est ni assez intelligente ni assez courageuse pour prendre 
sa position naturelle vis-a-vis de tout le monde; elle n'a pas cette 
indépendance qui lui est nécessaire pour maintenir 1'équilibre entre les 
communes et la vice-royauté, parce qu'elle se recrute sans cesse parmi 
les créatures les plus ignorantes et les plus serviles du pouvoir. 

Mais si, comme je viens de vous le dire suffisamment, ces élémens sont 
mauvais, ils n'en sont pas moins dans les mémes rapports que ceux de 

la constitution britannique, et ce n'était pas a vous, le pouvoir, 4 
porter une pareille atteinte 4 la dignité, a l'indépendance d'une des 
branches de la législature, de la faire douter elle-méme de sa dignité 

et de sa valeur et de décourager les hommes de talents qui a4 l'avenir 

ne voudraient pas faire partie d'un corps qui n'est 14 que comme un écran 
derriére lequel le pouvoir manie les fils qui doivent le mouvement 4 
autant de manequins. L'homme qui se soumet 4 cette transformation dégra- 
dante, quels que soient ses talents, n'a pas de respect pour sa propre 
personne destinée pour ce qu'il y a de plus sacré au monde, 1'honneur! 
Vous avez vu des lords privés de la patrie pour des actes infames; mais 
avez-vous vu un descendre méme par un instinct de dégradation dans la 
chambre des communes, bien que la plupart des chefs politiques qui aiment 
d'ordinaire 4 se tenir plus prés des sources de 1l'influence populaire, 

ne trouvent de préference dans cette derniére branche de la législature. 
Vous avez beau me dire que vous aviez besoin de cet homme qui pouvait 
seul vous défendre un peu contre les forces trop formidables de l'opposi- 
tion; cela peut @6tre. Mais pourquoi n'avez—-vous pu trouver des hommes 

de talent pour vous représenter dans cette branche de la législature? 
Pourquoi vous €tes-vous placés 14 ot le pays ne vous appelle certaine- 
ment pas; les premiéres dignités de l'état ne doivent pas appartenir aux 
capacités secondaires ou aux nullités ambitieuses. Vous avez beau dire 
que la chambre é@lective, d'abord, ce n'est pas la une nécessité absolue, 
devant laquelle doit fléchir toute considération d'honneur et de dignité; 
et ensuite, c'est 4 vous et a vous seuls la faute, si vous ne pouvez 
obtenir 1'adhésion des hommes de talents qui aiment mieux se tenir 4 
1l'écart, loin du pouvoir, que de consentir 4 compromettre des convictions 
sacrées et des réputations sans tache jusque la. (trés bien.) 

Mais un souvenir vient frapper ma mémoire. L"'honorable député des 
Trois-Riviéres qui ne cesse de nous répéter qu'il aime son pays; qu'il a 
la connaissance la plus profonde de la constitution anglaise, et qui a 
bien voulu nous dire plus d'une fois, publiquement et privément qu'il 
avait le chagrin d'avoir a dire que lui seul dans le pays connaissait 
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cette constitution; et l'hon. député pour justifier ce tripotage ignoble, 
énongait cette proposition l'autre jour. Bien choisir c'est bien gouver- 
ner. Or, de votre propre aveu l'honorable ex-procureur-général est un 
homme de trés grands talents, pourquoi donc vous faites nous un crime 

de 1l'avoir choisi. Bien choisir c'est bien gouverner, je distingue. [1 
ne Suffit pas de bien choisir sous le rapport du talent, il y a.un autre 
choix qui touche 4 la moralité et a l'influence politique des personnes, 
choix qui doit l"emporter sur le premier dans la balance des considé- 
rations. Ensuite choisissez tant que vous voudrez un homme de haute ca- 
pacité, et d'une réputation publique jusque 14 sans reproche, cela ne 
vous donne pas le droit de porter atteinte a la constitution de votre pays. 
Mais je veux pour un instant que votre définition soit compléte, et com- 
prenne toute 1'étendue des obligations d'un gouvernement vis-a-vis du 
pays. N'avez-vous pas fait choix de cet homme depuis longtemps? ou plu- 
t6t ne s'était-il pas choisi lui-méme depuis longtemps pour vous commander 
a tous, car ce n'était pas le choisir, c'était le dégrader que de le 
faire descendre du conseil dans la chambre. (Ecoutez.) 

Pour ma part tout en regrettant les erreurs capitales, volontaires 
pour la plupart dans lesquelles est souvent tombé 1'ex-—procureur-—géné- 
ral (M, Draper), j'aurai toujours la plus haute estime pour ses talents. 
Mais j'ai vu avec le sentiment d'un dégofit profond que ses amis, ceux 
qui s'agenouillaient devant lui comme devant une idole, qui ne 1'aimaient 
pas, il est vrai, qui le haissaient au contraire dans toute la sincérité 
de leurs erreurs, qui cependant n'avaient jamais eu le courage de l'at- 
taquer, lorsqu'il était dans cette chambre, et qui se ralliaient tous 
a sa voix comme de dociles agneaux, j'ai remarqué, dis-—je, avec un sen- 
timent profond de dégoft et de juste indignation que ces hommes lui don- 
nent le coup de pied de 1'ane, dés qu'il est dépassé le seuil de la porte. 

L'année derniére ces mémes hommes soutenaient que 1'administration 
était forte, forte du talent de cet homme et forte moralement. Cette 
année, quand il a laissé cette chambre et le pays, il n'est plus vrai 
que cette administration était forte l'année derniére, mais elle est 
forte cette année parce qu'un autre homme 1'a remplacé, un autre homme 
possédant la confiance du parti conservateur du Haut-Canada, cependant 
cette substitution a-t-elle ajouté quelque chose a4 la force morale et 
numérique du parti ministériel? Non, car l'opposition est plus puis-— 
sante de toute maniére qu'elle ne fut jamais. 

L'hon. inspecteur-général n'a répondu que par des jeux d'esprit 4 
la parole éloquente de l'honorable député de la cité de Québec. Trouvant 
cette parole trop accablante et trop magnifique, il s'est efforcé de la 
travestir pour en détruire le prodigieux effet sur cette assemblée. Ce 
n'était pas 14 le langage qu'il devait employer dans sa position, au 
milieu d'aussi graves débats. I1 me semble que son caractére de finan- 
cier et la solennité du lieu devaient lui inspirer un langage plus 
sévére et plus digne s'il se sentait impuissant 4 répondre a un pareil 
adversaire, il devait garder le silence: le silence vaut quelquefois 
mieux qu'un discours. Mais je prie l'hon, député de Québec de se con- 
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soler d'un pareil traitement en se rappelant que Scarron a travesti 
Virgile et que cependant le phare de Mantone, allumé depuis plus de deux 
mille ans ne cesse de verser sa douce et brillante lumiére sur le monde 
des intelligences et des grandes inspirations. (Rires prolongés.) 

L'honorable député de Québec a dit: ''Vous dites que vous avez des 
précédents pour vous justifier, je le sais bien, car il y a des précédens 
en abondance pour toutes choses dans l'histoire d'Angleterre." Moi 
j'ajoute qu'ils ne cherchent que précédents mauvais comme justifications 
d'actes mauvais. Des précédents, il y en a pour toutes choses dans 
l'histoire des nations, pour peu qu'elles soient anciennes, surtout dans 
celle de la grande nation 4 laquelle nous appartenons, il y en a pour le 
bien et pour le mal, pour la morale et pour 1l'immoralité, pour la vertu 
et pour le vice, pour les bonnes actions et pour le crime, pour la justice 
et pour l'injustice, pour le meurtre et pour le dévouement sublime, pour 
la lacheté et pour les actions généreuses, pour la légalité et pour 1'il- 
légalité, pour la constitutionnalité et pour l'inconstitutionnalité, pour 
la raison et pour l'absurdité, pour la liberté et pour l'esclavage. Vous 
trouverez tout cela dans l'histoire de la Grande-Bretagne. Mais nos 
ministres n'y choisissent que ce qui est mauvais par impuissance et par 
gout comme autrefois les jeunes architectes du nord allaient étudier 4 
Rome, les chefs-d'oeuvre de Michel-Ange. Eblouis par les beautés sans 
nombre de ces ouvrages immortels, ils ne les voyaient pas; mais ils copi- 
aient dans leur patrie avec un Feyt dépravé puisé a la source méme du 
génie et du beau. (trés bien). 

Voulez-vous des justifications pour vos pires actions, je vais vous 
en donner, laissez-moi pour cela ouvrir les pages les plus regrettables 
de l'histoire d'Angleterre. N'avez-vous pas vu une monarchie criéée (sic) 
par des chambres qui s'étaient d'elles-mémes érigées en convention et 
sans l'assentiment du peuple a4 ce qui... ((était)) moins nécessaire quand 
l'anarchie a pris la place du pouvoir constitué? et le roi sorti de cette 
urne conventionnelle, quelques jours plus tard, constituer un parlement, 
au moyen ... ((d'une)) proclamation, cette méme convention qui venait de 
le faire roi. (Ecoutez.) La couronation ne pouvait se ... ((Constituer 
que par la participation)) de la nation: le parlement ne pouvait exister 
sans un roi, puis qu'il est 1'élément qui ... ((tient 4)) le dissoudre ou 
a le reconstituer, et ... ((si parfois)) ce lieun'existe plus par la mort 
du monarque ou autrement, il n'y a plus de parlement par le fait méme 
de la constitution. Mais quand les lieus de la constitution étaient ... 
((évités)), et le peuple était 14 pour dire ce qu'il voulait, on devait 
au moins lui livrer la branche législative ... ((qui aurait coutume de 
partir sans terme)) électoriale (sic), mais non, ceux qui avaient brisé 
un tr6ne pour sauver la constitution ... ((venaient)) aussit6ét aprés lui 
porter les plus violentes ... ((tortures.)) (Ecoutez.) 

Plus tard des ministres n'ont-ils pas eu la bassesse de sacrifier un 
innocent 4 la colére désordonnée du peuple anglais, et ... ((de tuer)) 
le brave et habile ... ((homme)), qui n'avait cedé qu'a la nécessité, qui 
n'était coupable que d'avoir suivi les ordres de ses supérieurs, Bing ... 
le voila en holocauste sur 1'échafaud pour expier les crimes de ces minis- 
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tres responsables. Le peuple voulait une victime, ils eurent la lache- 
té de lui sacrifier une victime innocente pour sauver leurs propres 
tétes. (Ecoutez.) 

Est-ce qu'on n'a pas vu un ministre ... ((déversant)) des sommes d'ar- 
gent considérables si pour mettre dans la balance sa valeur ministérielle 
en faveur d'une ... ((affaire)) désirée par de puissants spéculateurs? Et 
les révélations de sir Ed. Seymour, qui pour se rassurer lui-méme avait 
demandé un acte d'indemnité, ont donné des preuves évidentes d'une dépra- 
vation a faire horreur. 

Feuilletons encore un instant les pages les plus sombres et les plus 
dégotitantes du passé pour trouver des faits semblables a ceux qui s'of- 
frent chaque jour 4 nos regards. 

Sir Robert Walpole, un homme de talents, gouverna pendant vingt-deux 
ou vingt-trois ans l1'Angleterre au moyen de 1l'argent et de la corruption. 
On entendait bien quelquefois pendant cette longue suite d'années, la 
voix du peuple s'élever puissante contre cet ordre de choses; plus d'une 
fois le flot de l'opinion, poussé par le souffle violent de 1l'indignation 
publique, est venu se rabattre terrible sur la plage ministérielle mena- 
cant de tétruire ce rampart de ... ((pierre)) derriére lequel s'abritait le 
ministre méchant. Mais au moyen de sa baguette magique le noveau Moise; 
qu'on me pardonne cette comparaison, appaisait (sic) les éléments, calmait 
la tempéte, et reprenait sensiblement sa marche tortueuse sans ... ((recher- 
che)) du passé, sans crainte de l'avenir. (Ecoutez). On entendait d'es- 
pace en espace les représentants de la nation pousser des cris de colére, 
en dedans et en dehors de 1l'enceinte parlementaire; on prédisait la chute 
du ministre comme certaine. Mais tout 4 coup par une puissance magique 
que tout le monde comprenait mais que personne ne pouvait saisir, les 
imprécations se changaient en louanges ... ((officieuses)), ou les députés, 
indignés un instant auparavant, disparaissaient comme des ombres de l'en- 
ceinte législative, et échappaient 4 ceux qui enfin croyaient les tenir 
dans les limites de ... ((leurs)) conscience respectives et de touts (sic) 
obligations sucrées envers le peuple. 

Vous comprenez maintenant la puissance magique du pouvoir, et vous 
concevez difficilement sans doute comment on peut maintenir une opposition 
aussi formidable contre un pareil talisman, une opposition aussi intégre 
et aussi désinteressée, une opposition qui, si elle n'a pas 1'administra- 
tion, tient entre ses mains la législation du pays. Pour rendre la com- 
paraison plus parfaite, il est seulement 4 regretter que nos ministres 
ne possédent pas les moyens de Walpole et que l'opposition ne soit pas 
plus flexible sous le rapport des convictions et des principes. Qu'on 
vienne me dire aprés cela éléments nous manquent ici pour constituer la 
véritable responsabilité dans le gouvernement, l'indépendance, je veux 
dire 1'indépendance sous le rapport de la fortune, et l'intégrité qui en 
est souvent le corollaire; je lirai les annales de la Grande-Bretagne, 
et en face de ces annales, je placerai glorieusement la noble et patiente 
constance de l'opposition Canadienne. 

Cependant que nos ministres se rappellent que si Walpole tenait a 
paralyser pour un temps et pour longtemps les volontés et les intéréts 
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constitutionnels du peuple anglais, le jour de la justice arriva enfin 
pour lui. L'opinion publique, comme le volcan qui fait de longs et pé- 
nibles efforts pour vomir 1'élément qui tourmente ses entrailles profondé- 
ment lacérées, mais qui s'en débarrasse enfin par un dernier et terrible 
effort, en boulversant la terre et la mer, et renverssant tout ce qui 
s'oppose a4 son passage, l'opinion publique longtemps comprimée finit par 
lancer ... ((sa justification)) de 1l'aréne politique et des conseils du 
souverain celui qui avait tant de fois acheté et vendu impunément les 
libertés et des droits sacrés d'une noble et grande nation, (écoutez.)

MR. AYLWIN said, that though he had been himself at one time a member 
of the Provincial Administration, he could not tell what were the duties 
of the Civil Secretary. There was a Civil Secretary and a Provincial Secre- 
tary; we knew what were the duties of the latter, but we did not know 
what were the duties of the former, and we did not always know to which 
of these public officers to address ourselves*. Could the Ministry give 
this information? Perhaps they could, but he (Mr. A.) believed they knew 
just as much as he himself did;3 nevertheless, this mysterious functionary, 
the bounds of whose responsibility was knwn (sic) to no one, was intrusted 
with the Indian Affairs and with all matters relative ((to)) emigration, 
and received the sum of £15004 per annum. He (Mr. Aylwin) considered that 
we were more interested in affairs affecting the Indians than the people 
in Great Britain, and emigration was as much a Provicial (sic) as an Imper- 
ial question.° The Civil Secretary, he said, was in the receipt of a 
larger salary than any Provincial officer, the Chief Justice not excepted®, 
He (Mr. A.) was desirous of getting explicit information respecting all 
the duties of the office, and he would therefore move an address to His 
Excellency to that purport. / 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD replied, that the honourable member (Mr. A.) 
should have addressed an inquiry to the Ministry, instead of making the 
motion under consideration. That the course taken by the honourable 
member, in addressing the Head of the Government for the purpose of ask- 
ing the duties of a particular officer, was unconstitutional and unpre- 
cedented, and that it would be resisted by Ministers. He supposed that 
the origin of the title Civil Secretary was, that formerly there were 
two Secretaries, one Military and one Civil. The Civil Secretary was 
the Private Secretary of the Governor, who assists him in matters 
essentially his own. Hon. gentlemen might call him by what name they 
pleased, but he considered that the Governor ought to have a Secretary. 
The Government conceived the office necessary, and that the duties of 
the office could not be mixed up with those of the Provincial Secretary. 
He was supposed to be the gentleman who assisted the Governor in writ- 
ing his Despatches; the Correspondence between the Home and Provincial 
Governments passed through his hands; and he was entrusted with large 
interests in reference to Emigration and the Indian affairs.10 He should 
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oppose the Address to His Excellency on the subject in question; he would 
give any information respecting the office that was in his power; but 
should resist any enquiries into the duties of an officer of the Govern- 
ment. 


MR. AYLWIN ((for)) the Opposition then ... ((opposed)) the Administra- 
tion for saying that they could not ask the Head of the Government, what 
the duties were of an officer whose salary was paid by the House--they had 
a perfect right to show how the public money was applied, and if retrench- 
ment could be effected. As to the statement that the Governor was unable 
to give them the information desired, it was just another of the minister- 
ial quibbles; though such addresses were made to the Governor, yet, in 
fact, they were put and answered by his Responsible Ministers. And if the 
ministry wished to know why they preferred an address to a simple question 
and answer, the reason was that they could not depend on the verbal answers 
given to questions by the gentlemen on the Treasury Benches.12 He antici- 
pated nothing better from the hon. member from Toronto than a "I suppose" 
and such like vagueness, but he (Mr. A.) did not want mere suppositions, he 
wanted solid information.43 The course he adopted was unprecedented in 
England, because in England such an office as that of Civil Secretary would 
not be tolerated. The Home Government would be compelled ere long to make 
such alteration in the Union Act as the people of this Colony required. 

It appeared from what ministers stated, that the Governor's Secretary was 
a mere correspondent, and surely such work might be done for a less salary, 
than the large sum now paid. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD, ((for)) the Government replied, thatl© the 
office, the hon, gentleman knew, was coeval with the union of the Provinces, 
((buf )) the salary under the new Civil List sent Home for approval was only 
£750°~; the House had voted that sum last Session, and it was absurd to 
bring up the duties und (sic) emoluments for a second discussion.1l9 


MR. AYLWIN, ((for)) the Opposition rejoined, the Civil List voted last 
Session might be considered a dead letter, as See had been heard about 
it, and they must treat matters as they now stood. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said that the Civil List of last Session must 
not be treated as a dead letter, for the whole reason why it and the Res- 
olutions of the House as to the French language had not become Law by 
Imperial Statute, was that the Home Government did not wish to be constantly 
tinkering at the Union Act, but were waiting for all the amendments to be 
thrown into one Bill. 


MR. LAFONTAINE expressed his extreme astonishment that such contradic-— 
tary statements (to say the least of them,) should be made to the House by 
Government. It was but the other night that one of the Ministers had ans- 
wered to a question put by the Opposition, as to the French language resolu- 
tions-- that not a word had been heard from Home on the subject; and now 
they were told that the Government had heard and a specious story was given 
to account for the delay! beat 


Ly 
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MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said that the Hon. member had misunderstood him, 
all he meant to say was, that such was his impression as to the detention 
of these acts by the Home Government. They had been sent home with the 
other Bills of last session; all the others had been assented to or dis-— 
allowed, but of these no notice had been taken, and he inferred that the 
reason for it was as he had formerly stated. 


MR. VIGER opposed the address and said as we understood, that the 
opposition He when in office did not interfere with the office of 
Civil Secretary. 


MR. LAFONTAINE said the hon. member for Three Rivers had been an Exe- 
cutive Councillor and did not know what took place in that Council. The 
late Ministry did take action in the affairs of the office of Civil Secre- 
tary. 


MR. MOFFATT.--Although he should like to have the information desired, 
yet he should vote against the present motion, for he believed that it 
was proposed with no other view than to harrass the ministry. Nor did he 
think that it was proper to bring the subject up now, when the House had 
voted last Session a salary of £75026 not ... £1,50027 to be attached to 
this office28, now to enquire what it was for. The House last year con- 
sidered that this officer was necessary to manage the confidential corres- 
pondence of the Governor General, and he understood that the hon. member 
for North York concurred in that view.29 Had the information now required 
been applied for last year, previous to the salary being voted, he would 
not have opposed the application.——3 


MR, AYLWIN said, the question was whether the duties of the Civil Sec- 
retary could not be performed by the Provincial Secretary?31 


MR. BALDWIN said the learned Attorney-General had made the most extra- 
ordinary statement he had ever heard coming from so high a quarter. The 
Civil List Bill was perhaps the most important constitutional measure which 
ever came before the House. The Civil List voted under the Union Act 
gave the right to the Home Government to dispose of our property without 
our consent--a concession which no free legislature should ever have made. 
It was of the deepest importance that this great constitutional defect 
should be wiped out--the whole House had felt this--and great pains were 
taken to make the new measure as perfect as possible. Well, how did it 
now appear that this all-important document was treated? Why, it was 
bundled home with all the trifling turnpikes and charity Corporation Acts, 
and not a word had since been heard about, and not an inquiry made as to 
it by the Provincial Administration! Was that the way to treat such a 
measure? He would leave it for the Hon, members opposite to say; and the 
reason given for the delay was most curious: the Imperial Government were 
waiting till we got all our amendments ready--until our suggestions as to 
the Union Act, rolling on like a large snow ball gathering as it went, 
were piled into one mountain, so that they might not be troubled with 
trifles! And was this Civil List then so trifling? On the contrary its 
importance could not be over-estimated--it was well entitled to separate 
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and careful Legislation, and it was difficult to conceive that the reason 
for its detention by the Attorney-General could be the real one. If an 
Imperial Act were not passed within two years from the day our measure 
received the Governor General's assent it would become dead letter. It 
was considerably over a year since then the Imperial Parliament was pro- 
bably risen ere this, and would not sit again for many months-—-so that 
there was every reason to believe the Home Government were not willing to 
give their assent to it, and that all the labour of the Canadian Legisla- 
ture would go for nothing. Knowing all this, he would put it to the House 
if the Ministry were not chargeable with gross negligence in allowing 

the time to pass along without an effort on the subject, and in coming 
down to Parliament so utterly indifferent to the fate of this deeply im- 
portant measure. The Ministry had declined to give Mr. Aylwin a written 
answer, but were willing to give a verbal one, and they considered the 
Hon, gentleman's course a very objectionable one. He (Mr. Baldwin) did 
not see the slightest objection to it, and he would have thought it much 
the more desirable course of the two for the Ministry, they would have 
time to con over their answer and to dilate with great eloquence upon the 
days and nights of labour spent in his country's cause. It might be how- 
ever that the gentlemen opposite had other engagements on their hands of 
a more urgent character, negociations with friends without, and friends 
within, no doubt left small room for framing answers to addresses however 
important their nature. Mr. Baldwin then showed the absurdity of saying 
that the House was not entitled to know the duties of an officer whose 
salary they paid and concluded by urging the necessity of having written 
replies from the Ministry after the repeated prevarications made in their 
verbal answers. He did not believe that even their eee Sata would go 
the length of sustaining the Ministry in their refusal. 2 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said, he thought a sufficient reason had been 
given. The Civil Secretary was the Governor's confidential Secretary; 
but the plan pursued throughout this session was, for the hon. gentlemen 
opposite to bring forward a motion, and fly off to the discussion of ano- 
ther subject totally Ce me a merely that the Ministers might be unpre- 
pared with a defence.? 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD again addressed the House, on the inconsistency 
of presenting an Address on such a subject to the Governor His Excellency 
would say--"these gentlemen appoint a Civil Secretary, with a certain sal- 
ary, and then come and ask me what are his duties?" It would be both stul- 
tifying to the hon. gentlemen who presented the Address, and would place 
the House in a ridiculous position. 


MR. AYLWIN ((again opposed the Ministers)).°°

DR. NELSON41 rose, and said he considered it his duty to call the 
attention of the House to the alarming state of the emigrants at the 
sheds, and the danger thereby incurred to42 the public health of Mont- 
veal, He believed, now, that the Government was doing all that lay 
in its power to remedy the evil; but still he thought that attention 
should have been given to the subject sooner. He would lay the blame 
on no one; perhaps it was the will of Providence: that this affliction 
should come, but he would call attention to the startling fact, that 
three months must elapse before the greater number of the sick, now at 
the sheds, would be able to contribute toward their own support, and 
then, the rigour of a Canadian winter would be fast approaching. What 
a state of things was this to look forward to! He was far from wishing 
to be an alarmist, but the poor creatures at the sheds were in a shock- 
ing condition. Here the hon. gentleman drew a most harrowing picture 
of the Scenes he had that day witnessed at the sheds; and said, that 
notwithstanding all that was done--notwithstanding all the efforts of 
the benevolent, and the almost superhuman exertions of those most excel- 
lent ladies, the Grey Nuns, the sickness was on the increase. Some 
cases of typhus fever had occurred among the emigrants. He had that 
morning visited a female in the Quebec Suburbs, a stout, healthy looking 
woman, who was labouring under an attack of typhus fever, and in a state 
of dilerium (sic). A friend of his had also been called to visit two 
persons in Griffintown, who were attacked by the same disease, but who, 
so far as had been ascertained, had had no communication with the sheds. 
These facts called for the earnest attention of Government,--he thought 
that the danger to the city was most imminent.44 He had no specific 
proposal to make, but would suggest to Government the propriety of appoint- 
ing a Committee to inquire what could be done in the emergency. 


MR, AT. GEN. SHERWOOD reflected on Dr. Nelson for bringing such alarm- 
ing statements before the public. The Government had done all in their 
power, +6 He was perfectly aware of the extent of the evil. That morning 
the reports to the Government had been that the number of deaths was on 
the increase.*/ They had appointed a medical man to take charge of the 
sheds, and told him he would get everything which the necessities of his 
patients required. The other day it was reported to the Government that 
there were 150 orphan children, some of them at the breast, without a crea- 
ture to look after them, and they had at once hired a building, and placed 
a proper person in charge of it, Nothing would be refused which the pro- 
per officers said was Amen ene The Government... would be happy to 
listen to any suggestions that would tend to decrease the alarming state 
of affairs among the emigrants. 


MR. LAFONTAINE said the Government were much to blame in not foresee- 
ing all this. A large number of the emigrants were helpless paupers sent 
out of the country, by their unfeeling landlords, to die. There were old 
men and women without families, and children without parents; all shipped 
off by men who were bound to supportthem, with the full knowledge that they 
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would land on a foreign shore without a shilling to keep them from star- 
vation. There should have been a protest sent home against such a shame- 
ful system, for they knew months ago what was about to happen. Finding 
this, the Government should have made ample preparations for what they 
knew must be the consequence. But their conduct had been far different, 
and they had foiled their hands, until the pestilence was among us. They 
boast of what they are now doing--but as long as the misery was confined 
to the poor emigrants they had done nothing--it was only when the progress 
of disease was at our own doors, when we ourselves were threatened, that 
they thought proper to bestir themselves. He had certainly expected that 
the Government would at any rate have brought forward an address from 
this House to the Home Government exposing the system of emigration which 
was going on, and the misery it was entailing. 29 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said such an address would be offered to the 
House for its concurrence, ?+ OR MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY, said that intimation 
had been forwarded to the Home Government, stating the difficulties exper- 
ienced by the Ministers through the present emigration.

CAMERON!2 moved that the House do resolve that a Petition 
be presented to Her Majesty on the subject of Emigration, and that the 
standing orders of the House requiring notice of any motion be dispensed 
with, in order to enable them to send the Address home by the mail which 
was to leave on Monday next. The hon. gentleman, in making the motion, 
said, that all the members were aware of the vast amount of sickness, 
destitution, and death, which had occurred, 13 ((and)) the danger of gen- 
eral disease to which our citizens are exposed**, and that it was therefore 
unnecessaary (sic) for him to say anything to shew the necessity of taking 
such a step. The petition set forth these facts, and called upon the 
Imperial Government to take into consideration the state in which the 
emigrants left, to which the present lamentable state of things was to be 
attributed, with a view of preventing the shipment of emigrants in like 
circumstances again; and also to re-imburse the Provincial Government for 
the large expense which it had been put to, over and above the sum already 
granted by the Imperial Parliament, in rendering necessary support to the 
poor ad (sic) destitute rinrra-nrspel The learned member said the Adminis-— 
tration had prepared this Address at the suggestion of the hon. member for 
Terrebonne. 
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MR. BALDWIN seconded the motion. _/

MR. HALL said he had no doubt the Address then submitted would be 
sent to Her Majesty but would it ever be answered? It might or might 
not (hear, hear); and in the meantime, he should like to know whether 
that House had power to prevent emigration?19 ((He)) wished to know if 
they had no power to prevent English landlords, after they had cheated, 
oppressed, and ruined the poor tenantry, transporting them to this 
country? He wanted to see a large emigration taking place to this 
country, but not one of paupers. 0 He said if people went from this 
country to England without money in their pockets they were at once 
apprehended as vagrants-——but the helpless paupers of England and Ire- 
land were sent over here by ship loads for the people of Canada to 
support. 21 Was he bound to support a body of men who had been robbed 
at home and then sent out here as paupers by the scoundrel landlords 
who robbed them22? 


Hear, hear, from both sides of the House. “> 

MR. HALL. He was not opposed to emigration, but he desired to see it 
properly regulated. Let the Governor settle emigrants on the wild lands 
at once upon their arrival, and help them so that they may get over a year 
or more, He was not inclined to support the present motion, unless he 
could be shewn that some benefit would be derived from it. 


MR. CAMERON, of Lanark, said there was no subject so calculated to 
touch the feelings of the House as that then under consideration: it was 
truly a painful one; his views and feelings had been fully expressed by 
the hon. member of Peterboro',2© but notwithstanding, he would support 
the motion, he was glad to see a demand made for repayment of money 
expended by the Provincial Government, which ought, he thought, to be 
borne entirely by the British Government. He hoped that the subject of 
Emigration would be taken up by the House, during the session.*/ The 
Government ought to have made arrangements for the influx of emigrants 
long ago. There was a large block of land on Lake Huron, 5,000,000 acres 
unsurveyed. A line of conveyances should have been put on between Quebec 
and that point, and the emigrants run up there at once.--During the winter 
they might have been employed in opening up the roads and farming the 
country--payment for their labour to be given in goods--and these goods to 
be paid for by the returns on the improvements and the increased value of 
the lands.28 He condemned and deplored the condition in which the British 
Emigrants reach the shore of Canada. Contrast their state with that of 
the Dutch emigrants who are arriving: the latter, cared for and protected 
by their Government, came not in crowded ships, nor were they impoverished 
and born down in body and mind; no they arrived in good health and spirits, 
and were conducted from the ships to hotels in the city. Why was there 
not some such care as this to the Irish? They were deserving of it: no 
people made better settlers after they had acquired rights and an interest 
in the country. He (Mr. C.) could refer to a large number of Irish whom 
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he represented, than whom there was not a more industrious and comfortable 
class in the country: and it is remarkable how they had changed and improved 
with their condition. When they arrived, they were disorderly and riotous; 
now they were among the best of the inhabitants, and their children among 

the most intelligent and best educated (hear, hear.) 29 


MR. GOWAN was very cates to hear the remarks which had fallen from the 
member for Peterborough; he 0 objected to the terms pauper emigrants~~. 
(Mr. G.) thought that every man, who, with a strong arm and good health, 22 
and a willing heart33 emigrated to this country, was a benefit to it. Let 
him be ever so poor, the poorest emigrant made the best settler?4, It would 
be found that the most prosperous in Canada were those who came to prepare 
for the struggle, and not those who brought small capitals and with it 
the habits and tastes of half gentry (hear, hear.) He would take that 
opportunity of stating that he was not pleased with the government >> which 
he thought had not done all that they should have done; they should not 
have waited until the emigrants had arrived before they took steps; it was 
their duty to have anticipated their arrival, and to be prepared for them 
on their arrival.36 At the same time3/7 he would admit that much was to be 
allowed for the great amount of sickness engendered by famine in Ireland38, 
It was occassionsioned (sic) chiefly by causes over which the government 
had no control39 and ... could scarcely have been anticipated. 40 He was 
not prepared to vote for the address; he thought the government ought to 
adopt energetic measures to settle emigrants, should fix them on the wild 
lands in huts, &c., and open roads for them to the nearest settlements. 41 


MR. HALL rose to explain. It might be thought from what had been said 
by the hon. Member for Leeds that he (Mr. H.) reflected on poor emigrants; 
he meant nothing of the kind, and wished no such impression to go abroad. 
It would ill become him, who was not worth a dollar ten years ago, to speak 
so; besides many of his constituents were at one time poor people, some 
drawn out of the mines of England, & others of the class referred to by 
the hon. Member of Lanark--a class in whose favour he (Mr. H.) desired, 
also, to bear his willing testimony. 42 He did not say anything against 
the emigrants, but against the landlords in Britain, who had them sent 
out. 


MR. GOWAN did not intend to charge the hon. member with using the 
terms opprobiously (sic), and his (Mr. G's.) only object in referring to 
them was to oppose the views entertained by some who thought that because 
a man was poor he was, therefore, a pauper. No man who brought a strong 
arm was a pauper. 


MR. HALL--The poor people now coming did not bring strong arms; they 
had been robbed of their strength and rights by the scoundrels who sent 
them here, and it was that infamy he meant to denounce and oppose. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD hoped that the address would be unanimous; he 
defended the Government from charge of neglect; it was not possible, he 
said, to have anticipated that so much misery and distress would occur. 
They knew that a large emigration would take place, but they did not 
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and could not anticipate that so much sickness could occur amongst the 
emigrants. 46 He stated that 28,000 emigrants had already arrived, and 
that the Emigrant agent was advised that 60,000 (we understand in all) had 
sailed for the St. Lawrence.4/ If the Government had spent twenty or 
thirty thousand pounds in erecting hospitals as it had done, and they were 
afterwards not required, there would have been more outcry against the 
Government, for wasteful expenditure, than there was now for neglect. The 
Government had done everything in its power. 48 


MR. AYLWIN said that the hon. member had taken credit for what the 
Government had done; but the result of the enquiry which was now being 
made by the committee, of which he was chairman, would show that the Gov- 
ernment was highly culpable. About the result of the petition, he 
thought them called upon to make representation with respect to the pre- 
sent manner of shipping the emigrants, and to complain against their crowd- 
ing the vessels, with such large number (sic) of passengers as at present, 
notwithstanding the law and the appointment of agents by the British Gov- 
ernment in every sea-port, to watch over emigration. So long as vessels 
were crowded with such a large number of Emigrants, disease and distress 
must occur; he was sure their representation would have some effect on 
this point. With respect to the remarks which were made against landlords, 
he thought they were just with respect to some, but not just to others. 
A large number of landlords he knew, had taken every means in their power 
to make the emigrants comfortable on their passage, and to settle them in 
this country in a proper manner. He would support the address. 49 


MR. COLVILLE wanted to know what Mr. Hall meant by talking of the 
cruelty of "English landlords." He had heard of no complaints against 
the landholders of England. 29 ((He wished)) to know how many of that 
body were blameable for the emigration in question. 


MR. HALL--Lord Palmerston was one, who we were told is sending out 
1,000 persons. If a battle were won by the British armies, all En- 
glishmen claimed it as an "English victory!" as they got the credit they 
were fairly entitled to the discredit too.?3

again read at the Clerk's table, and agreed to by the House; and ts as 
followeth:-- 


To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty. 


MOST GRACIOUS SOVEREIGN, 

We, Your Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada 
tn Provinetal Parltament assembled, humbly venture to represent the 
apprehenstons whtch we entertain for the unprecedented influx of Emigrants 
from Great Britatn and Ireland, in a state of destitution, starvation, and 
disease, unparalleled in the history of the Province. 

We venture humbly to state that arrangements for the reception of the 
stck at Grosse Isle, the Quarantine Statton, although made on an extensive 
scale, have proved wholly tnadequate to the unexpected emergency; that the 
entire range of butldings intended for the use of Emigrants generally at 
that Station have been converted into Hospitals, and still are tnsuffictent 


(75) 
for the numerous and tncreastng sick; that the Island itself, whtch is 
three miles tn length, and a half a mile in breadth, has been reported as 
not suffictently extensive to recetve all those who, by the regulations of 
the Health Officers, are requtred to perform Quarantine; that the appar- 
ently healthy have consequently been forwarded without betng subjected to 
the usual precautton; and as a further consequence, that fever ts shewing 
ttself among the tnhabitants of the populous ctttes of Montreal and Quebec; 
and, in addition, that the progress of Emigrants into the tntertor ts 
marked by disease and death. 

We feel bound to declare to Your Majesty, that while we belteve that 
thts House and the people of the Province are most destrous to weleome to 
the Colony all those of their fellow subjects who may think proper to 
emigrate from the parent country to settle among them, we are convinced 
that a continued emigration of a stmtlar character to that which ts now 
taking place, ts calculated to produce a most injurtous effect upon our 
prosperity, unless conducted upon some more systematic prinetple. 

We beseech the tnterference of Your Majesty under the tnflictton 
with whtch thts land has been visited, and is sttll further threatened, 
not to permit the helpless, the starving, the stick and diseased, unequal 
and unfit as they are to face the hardships of a settler's life, to em- 
bark for these shores, which, tf they reach, they reach tn too many in- 
stances only to find a grave. 

We humbly pray Your Majesty that measures may be adopted by Your 
Majesty's Government, that the Emtgrant Ships may be large and airy; 
that ample space may be allotted to the Emigrants, and that a larger 
allowance of better food than is now furntshed, with suffictent Medical 
attendance, shall be always provtded on board. 

We humbly inform Your Majesty that, in the opinion of this House, an 
unusually large expenditure must be made tn thts Province, in the present 
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season, to meet such unexampled destitution and distress; and we assure 
Your Majesty of our confident beltef that the justice, as well as the 
liberality of the Impertal Government, will provide for this expenditure 
from the Impertal Funds.

MR. SHERWOOD - Well if it was, it was not all called for; for he 
knew by the newspapers that the Directors were just calling their Capital 
in, and until the Bank showed that all its capital was paid up, and that 
it needed more, he thought it had no right to ask for an increase of 
capital, 61 He did not approve of legislating for the future possibility 
of an increase being required; it was time enough to seek permission to 
increase when it was actually required. 


MR. MERRITT contended that it was immaterial to the public what 
amount of capital the bank had: he was opposed to any restriction by 
the Legislature63, A Bank could not have too much capital; if it had, 
it would only hurt itself, for it would depreciate its Stock. In proof 
of this, he would refer to House to the Bank of Upper Canada.64 As the 
public would not be injured by an increase of the bank capital, the bank 
should be left to regulate the amount as their interests might direct. 
There was one thing which he thought was wrong in the banking system, 
that was, the charging of 3 per cent, etocouns here on notes payable at 
the Branch in Upper Canada and vice-versa. He took the opportunity of 
observing that the currency of the country was governed by a false principle, 
the value of the circulating medium should be regulated by the value of the 
articles of exchange which it represents, and not by an artificial standard, 
and the people of Canada were the losers in their intercourse with the 
States, from the value at present placed upon the dollar in Canada. ©7 


MR. MOFFATT said that, as much of the City Bank Stock as had not been 
paid in had been fully secured by the payment of a 10 per cent. deposit 68 | 
((he)) did not see any objection to granting Banks increase of Capital; 
and, with regard to redeeming notes at every branch without discoun (sic), 
he said, it would occasion the Bank to keep a much larger amount of specie 
than at present at each branch, in order to be able to meet any demands 
made upon it at any office. The cost of transporting specie was very 
great, and the discount the Bank charged ((was)) for transporting it. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said the ground of the objection against author- 
ising an increase of the stock, until the whole had been paid in, was that 
a system of speculating, or, more correctly speaking, gambling which had 
been common in railway companies, in England, had been before now resorted 
to in banking transactions; parties frequently taking shares, with the 
intention of selling them on a rise in the value of the stock. Parties 
who resorted to this sort of gambling were frequently destitute of that 
capital, as a guarantee for the possession of which, they had made the 
required deposit.

Monro, cs 
tried to show that he had given a false account of the proceedings on the 
Bill last Session. He said the Bill had been lost on that occasion by the 
ignorance and "unwarrantable conduct" of the late Attorney General West 
(Mr. Draper.) That individual had promised to carry the measure through, 
and at the last moment he refused to go on with it--because (as he said) 
he was not prepared to divert the Government land for such a purpose.’ 


MR. MACDONALD stood up to rebuke the bad treatment which Mr. Draper 
received at the hands of his friends. He told Mr. Boulton that he and 
other Conservative members, meanly took advantage of their old master's 
absence, to say things they dared not have said to his face. The time 
was when they were proud to crouch and fawn upon Mr. Draper-—-but he was 
now gone, and they had plucked up courage to attack him. After all the 
late pore General had done for them, such conduct showed umanly (sic) 
ingratitude. 7 


After a good deal of further discussion ... MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD, ... 
rose and said, that as gentlemen were desirous of having this statement, 
he would recommend his honorable friend to move that the committee now 
rise and ask leave bg sit again, when they would endeavor to procure the 
required statement. 


MR. BOULTON agreed to this’9,

MR. PRICE said that if this rail road were constructed it would cause 
the circulation of a vast amount of money in that part of the country, and 
hoped the government would not oppose the measure. Such a course would be 
illiberal on their part, and would deter other companies from entering into 
enterprises of a similar nature from a fear of the legislature refusing to 
encourage their projects. 


MR. BOULTON was speaking against the second reading of the bill. He 
characterised the scheme as anti-British in character, and hoped on that 
account alone it would be Burked. A great line of railroad was contemplated 
from Montreal to the Western shores of the province, of which scheme the 
Great Western formed a portion. Much expense had already been gone to 
upon that road, which was undertaken by English capitalists with the dis- 
tinct understanding that no other line should interfere with it, and yet 
we are now called upon to grant a charter to a company who would not only 
interfere with the Great Western, but who, by the construction of their 
road would ruin the trade of the colony. We cannot go on for fifty years 
to come with no more extended improvements in the means of communication. 
In fact we must very soon construct a Macadamized or a plank road from 
one end of the province to the other. If as had been shown, a railroad 
would cost only half as much as a Macadamized road, it was our interest 
to give it the preference, and to draw all the trade possible in this 
direction, through the province. If a road can be constructed from one 
end of the province to the other, it is our duty to protect every one who 
assists in the object. If it should also turn out that railroads are 
preferable to canals, and that it is advisable to have them on the north 
shore of lake Ontario to the ocean, rather than through the territory of 
our neighbors let us make every effort to secure so desirable a result. 
When the navigation was closed, the produce from Chicago and Detroit would 
come down by this route to the ocean. It had been said the Americans were 
about to build a railroad from Buffalo to Detroit, a distance of between 
three and four hundred miles, so impressed are they with the necessity of 
securing the trade of the far West. When by a line of between one and two 
hundred miles we can secure this trade, it would be worse than suicidical 
(sic) to allow the opportunity to escape. Men will not, in this age, adopt 
a long route when a short one can be found. Have as many Macadamized roads 
and coaches as you please, but the country requires a railroad, through 
OUL own Lerat tory, and if is,our duty to.interfere with it.. The, only ques= 
tion for consideration was whether our produce should come down the north 
or south shore of the St. Lawrence to the ocean. He was certain it must 
come down the north shore with proper precaution. The originators of this 
company may argue they have incurred expenses, if so, he would indemnify 
them, as he looked upon their scheme as the most suicidical (sic) to the 
interests of the province which could be adopted. The effect would be 
that our shipping interests on lake Ontario would be entirely destroyed. 
The honorable gentleman here entered into a long argument to show the 
dangers of Lake Erie and the shortness of the route from Detroit to lake 
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(76) 
Mr, Boulton moved in amendment, seconded by the Honorable Mr, Soltettor 
General Cameron, That all the words after "be" in the said motton, be struck 
out, and the following substituted: "read this day six months." 


MR. GOWAN said, that the hon. member for Toronto had went all round the 
subject in debate. He talked of the Yankees coming in upon us with their 
great guns, as if we were to be made a second Mexico, and that in all pro- 
pability (sic) we might be annihilated in the contest for superiority. With 
respect to the two projects, it appeared to him that they were to start from 
the same point, and terminate at the same point, only that one was to embrace 
the town of Hamilton within its limits. He saw a disposition to reject the 
bill, and thought it would be reiected, but he had not the narrow minded views 
on the question which were entertained by the hon. members, and therefore 
should vote for the second reading. 


MR. COLVILLE ... thought the reasoning of the member for Toronto very 
bad. He dislike Yankee customs and institutions as much as any member in 
the house, but84 was in favour of the bill being read a second time, for he 
wanted to see more Yankee enterprise gud more Yankee dollars than we have at 
present in this country (hear, hear), > and would like to have a better 
opportunity to appreciate the value of both86, and because he thought they 
would do much better to pass every rail road bill that came before them, 
than spend time in tankering (sic) and cobbling laws.8/7 He wanted improved 
means of communication; and therefore should encourage private enterprise, 
no matter from what direction it came.88 If people were willing to construct 
railways, he could see no objection to it, and would be happy to see one 
passing by every man's door. 


MR. CAMERON (Lanark) was opposed to the bill in toto. He would not 
believe the House would pass a bill which was to put the carrying trade 
into the hands of the Americans, and thus make the Welland Canal completely 
useless, That Canal now draws £50,000 a year from the pockets of the Amer- 
icans, and that was only a beginning of the enormous Revenue which it will 
hereafter yield. When (sic) honourable gentlemen prepared to sacrifice that 
and the enormous sum which the construction of that canal cost? He was to 
tally opposed to the very liberal principle concentrated (sic) by his hon. 
friend from Beauharnois of passing any and every Railroad Bill that came 
before the House. Hon. gentlemen ought to take warning by the State of 
Michigan, which had acted on that principle, and passed their Railroad 
Bills without due circumspection. What was the result? One of those 
railways was carried through for upwards of twenty miles, another forty 
miles, and the third upwards of one hundred miles. None of them were 
completed, and all of them were useless. He said the scheme looked 
plausible enough, but it was intended merely to skirt our frontier, and 
would be to all intents and purposes an American line on Canadian terri- 
tory. He considered that Hamilton was the point that was to turn the 
trade, 


"Ha! ha!" from MR. GOWAN. 22 
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MR. CAMERON ((resumed:)) ‘Ha! ha!" says the member for Leeds. Pray 
why was the Welland Canal made, if it was not to direct the trade through 
Lake Ontario? Was that work to be only ‘ha, ha'd' at? If we were now 
laboring under disadvantages, and losing the trade to which we were entitled, 
it was our duty to remedy the evil as much as possible. The proposed line 
runs along the frontier, whilst the other, starting from Hamilton, is intend- 
ed to run through Brantford, London, &c., to Sandwich, directly into the 
heart of our own country. Was this House prepared to say that another road 
should be built alongside. If they desired the trade to go to Hamilton, and 
on to the far west, they would throw out this bill. If, on the other hand, 
the head of Lake Ontario was only to be ‘ha! ha'd' at, they would adopt the 
principle of this bill, and grant the charter to the American company. 


MR. MERRITT said that it was intended to construct this railroad merely 
for the purpose of carrying passengers. He would be the last man to vote 
for the Bill if he thought that it would affect the Welland Canal; but he 
was well convinced that not a single barrel of flour would pass over that 
railroad, as the Americans would not go to the expense of discharging and 
loading again at each terminus of the Railway, whilst they could pass 
through the Canal without breaking bulk. ? 


MR. ERMATINGER observed that he was friendly to both lines of road, 
as either would pass through the country which he had the honor to repre- 
sent; but he was inclined to vote for the second reading of this bill, 
as many of his friends take an interest in the line contemplated by it. 
The arguments used by the hon. members for Toronto and Lanark against this 
road, might be advanced in its favor with much greater force. In deed he 
(Mr. E.) could hardly believe that the member for Toronto was serious in 
his opposition. Burked was the word: said the hon. gentleman, the bill 
must be Burked? He appeared to have a great horror of the Yankees, and 
dreaded that this road would sweep the trade of Lake Erie, and injure the 
Welland Canal, but he (Mr. E.) had no such fears. He was well acquainted 
with the country through which the lines for both roads must run, and he 
knew something of the trade of Lake Erie. He did not believe that either 
road would interfere with the trade of the Welland Canal, or sweep the 
vessels off lake Erie. This railroad, which was intended to connect a 
line for travelling between the Eastern and Western States, would create 
sufficient business to make the investment profitable. Hon. members had 
no such apprehensions about Yankees shaving (sic) in our trade, judging 
from the feeling manifested on both sides of the house, when he broached 
some of his old notions about protection, in opposition to the wild pro- 
jects of Free Traders, who would throw the whole of our commerce into the 
hands of the Americans. But because this road would, it was supposed, 
interfere with the Great Western line, every effort was to be made to pre- 
vent the company getting a charter. If the Great Western has the best 
line for the company its friends had every chance to carry it on. The 
stock, it was said, had been all taken up, and a large amount paid in; 
that road had two years the start of the one for which a charter was 
desired, and as an act of justice and fair play, that charter ought not, 
in his (Mr. E's) opinion, to be refused, 2° 
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MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY looked upon both lines as great lines on the 
highway to the west but he preferred that which ran more immediately thro’ 
our own territory, and therefore should vote against the bill. 


MR. HALL advocated the Bill strongly, for altho he had voted against 
it last Session he was not ashamed to confess that he had since changed 
his opinion.

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Marriages An engrossed Bill to extend the provistons of an 
(U, CHM BELL, Act of the Parltament of the late Province of Upper 


Canada, tntituled, "An Act to make valid certain 
Marriages heretofore contracted, and to provide for the future solemntzatton 
of Matrimony in this Province," to Ministers of all denominations of Chris- 
titans, was read for the third time, 
Mr. Williams moved, seconded by Mr. Foster, That the Bill do pass, and 
the Title be, "An Act to extend the provtstons of the Marriage Act of Upper 


Canada to Ministers of all denominations of Christians," 


MR. PRICE rose and said that this Act had escaped his observation at 
the second reading, but that he trusted the House would consent to a motion 
he was about to offer for its reference back to a Committee of the whole. 
The Marriage Act, as it now stood, was founded on favouritism; all the Min- 
isters of the Church of England had the unrestricted right, by virtue of 
their office, to unite persons in matrimony, but the Clergymen of the other 
denominations were compelled to go before the Court of Quarter Sessions and 
procure a Marriage License, by swearing that they had been regularly ordained. 
This was quite unjust,“ past contentions in the country arose chiefly from 
such distinctions as that proposed by the bill as it then stood;3 and he 
(Mr. Price) desired to introduce a clause into thisyBill placing abl ilergy- 
men on an equal footing. He begged, however, to assure Hon. Members opposite, 
that he did not desire a Bill which would prevent the keeping of a correct 
Marriage Registry. On the contrary, he hoped such a clause would be favoured 
in Committee, as would not only place all denominations on an equal ((footing)), 
but secure a better registry than ever before.

Mr, Price moved tn amendment, seconded by Mr. Powell, That all the words 
after the word "Bill," in the satd motton, be struck out, and the following 
substttuted:--"be committed to a Committee of the whole House on Wednesday 
next, to amend the sane, by inserting a clause by whtch Clergymen of all 
denominations may be placed on an equal footing, tn so far as regards the 
solemtzatton of Marriage." 


MR. WILLIAMS opposed the motion. There were so many disputes as to 
ordination among Dissenters, that such a_Bill as Mr. Price proposed would 
in his opinion be exceedingly dangerous. ((He)) was as desirous as any 
man to do justice to all denominations; his object was to have a correct 
registry of persons qualified to celebrate marriage in order to prevent 
disputes, and he thought the mode proposed in the bill, with the regula- 
tions already existing, would be sufficient for the purpose. 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON, was also exceedingly fearful that the effect 
of Mr. Price's amendment would be not only to create uncertainty in the 
marriage contract, but that it would bastardize many innocent families!-—- 
The Hon. Member talked of the hardships put on Ministers of certain denom- 
inations by the marriage Act--but what evil was that, in comparison with 
one single marriage illegally performed? 


MR. PRICE could not perceive how confusion or danger could arise 
from the course he suggested; if records might be destroyed in a Registrary 
(sic) Office, so they might in the office of the Clerk of a Court; he would

repeat his desire to prevent jealousy and contention among the religious 
denominations; he had lately entrusted to him a large petition from members 
of the Free Church of Scotland complaining of being in an inferior position 
in this very matter to the Clergy of the Church of England; the latter had 
not to go before a Magistrate, they kept a registry of their own; he (Mr. P.) 
proposed that in the instances in question more should be done; besides 
keeping a registry the clergymen referred to should file proof of their 
ordination. ((He argued)) that there was no occasion for any illegal mar- 
riages occuring (sic) through his amendment, He was quite prepared to make 
the safeguard against such mishaps as stringent as possible--but his great 
object was to make all Clergymen alike--to put an end to all favouritism.

Resolved, That this House will, on Wednesday next, resolve itself into a 
Committee of the whole House, to take tnto constderatton the following 
Resoluttons on the subject of Trade:-- 


1, That from documents in possesston of thts House, tt ts evtdent that 
every effort ts betng made by the netghbouring State of New York, not 
only to secure’to ttself the trade of the West, but to attract the 
transit trade of the Brittsh Provinces to the City of New York, and 
that a constttuttonal proviston has been made for establishing a Stnk- 
tng Fund, derivable from the Tolls of the Erte Canal, to pay off the 
extsting Publte Debt. 

2. That the present rate of Tolls levied on a ton of Merchandize from 
Buffalo to Albany, a distance of 366 miles, is $4,80, or 24s. currency, 
and on a barrel of Flour 31 cents, whtch, in the year 1846, ytelded 
a revenue of $2,800,000. 

3. That the Provinetal Government has created a Publte Debt of nearly 
£4,000,000, prinetpally tn the constructton of Canals connecting Lake 
Erte wtth the Ocean, whitch Canals yet remain unfintshed, 

4, That the enttre revenue from Publie Works tn this Provtnece amounts to 
£44,335 3s., a sun susceptible of a ten-fold tnerease, by the adoptton 
of measures calculated to counteract the efforts of the State of New 
York, by opentng out the natural channel for the transmisston of the 
products of the Wheat growing States of the Union, and the products 
of this Province, to Britain, at a lesser cost than the same can be 
shipped vita New York, 

5. That, in the opinion of this House, the greatest exertion should be 
made to fintsh the Publte Works the present season--that the resources 
to be derived therefrom be made available to secure a revenue, in 
default of whtch, the Provinetal Debt cannot be provided for, whtle 
Taxes will continue to tnerease, and the tnhabitants of the Province 
will not be tn a posttion to compete successfully for this trade. 
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That the comparative distances and dimensions of the two routes from 
the great Lakes to the Ocean, via the St. Lawrence, and through the 
Erie Canal, clearly prove the advantages the former possesses--the one 
having only 66 mtles of arttfictal navigation, while the other has 366-- 
the one, on the completion of the Works, betng capable of conveying 
Vessels carrying 4,000 barrels, whtle the other admits of craft not 
over 800 barrels, and that, too, with the actual necesstty of transhtp- 
ment. 

That in 1845-6 the average price of freight on Merchandize from Albany 
to Buffalo, was 40s. per ton--of which the State received 24s., and 

the Forwarder 16s.

That in 1843-4 the average freight of Flour down was 3s. per barrel-- 
of whtch the State recetved 1s. 9d., and the Forwarder 1s. 3d. That 
in 1846 the Toll was reduced to 1s. 62d., and the freight increased to 
2s. 23d. That the average price of fretght on the St. Lawrence between 
Kingston and Montreal, a distance of 160 miles, was, on Merchandize up, 
from 30s, to 35s., and on Flour descending, 1s. 6d. to 2s. 
That less than one half the Tolls charged on the Erte Canal would be 
ample for the St. Lawrence route: thus, at present, the charge on the

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That the above statement bears evidence that when the large Canals are 
fintshed, Tolls may be imposed, both up and down, for the purposes of 
Revenue; that prices of freight may be reduced one half from those here- 
tofore patd on the St. Lawrence, and sttll keep under the prices patd 
on the Erte Canal. 

That, therefore, notwtthstanding the difficulties of the Navtgatton of 
the St. Lawrence, this House feels every confidence that, with ordinary 
good management, and the removal of restrictions, this route would be 
cheaper, more raptd, and more generally benefictal than that via New 
York; and that finally tt would attract the greater portion of the pro- 
duets of the Western States thts way for shipment to Europe. 

That, therefore, tt ts, in the opinton of thts House, highly destrable 
that the Navigation of the River St. Lawrence should be thrown open 

to the World, and all restrictions to the export and import trade of 
the Provinee removed,--as thereby the energy of the tnhabitants of this 
Colony would be brought into tmmedtate action; its unbounded resources 
developed; its natural advantages and extensive water communications 
rendered available; and the productions of Canada would be thrown into 
the Markets of Great Britain upon equitable terms, while so long as 
restriction ts maintained cannot be, from the advantage given to the

The Honorable Mr, Attorney General Sherwood moved, seconded by Mr. 
Boulton, That the satd Bill be now read a second time. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD in moving the second reading of the bill said, 
that at present in this country, much litigation and loss ensued from the 
present state of the law with regard to sales made by agents. Thus, if an 
agent received goods with instructions to sell them in a particular manner, 
and he sells them by auction, or transfers them as security or in any 
other way than directed by his instructions the person purchasing from him, 
even although he was unaware that the goods did belong to any other than 
the agent, would be compelled to pay to the owner of the goods the value 
of them a second time, although he might have previously paid the agent. 
This evil had been severely felt in England, and several laws had been 
passed there within the last few years, to remedy the evil by these laws, 
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The agent is held to be the true owner as against a bona fide purchaser 
unacquainted with the fact of the goods belonging to any other person 

than the agents. The bill before the House contained a transcript of the 
English enactments. The bill was much needed in Upper Canada, where 

many cases occurred in which purchasers had been obliged to pay for goods 

a second time, which they had bought from an agent, in consequence of the 
agent's not having strictly followed his instructions. The law would 
prevent honest purchasers from being defrauded; and, if the agent neglected 
to do his duty, the loss would fall on his principal, who ought to have 
been more careful in selecting his agent. 


MR. MORIN desired to know whether the bill extended to Lower Canada. 12 
MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said, that he drew up the bill for Upper Canada 
only, but that since doing so, a learned friend of his had informed hin, 
that it would be a very advantageous measure for Lower Canada also. He, 
therefore, intended to extend the law to both Upper and Lower Canada. 13 


DR. SMITH, Wentworth, hoped the time had arrived when laws could be 
passed for the whole of Canada, especially measures like the present one, 
for the mercantile law ought to be the same in both parts of the Province. 


MR. DRUMMOND thought the manner in which it was attempted to force this 
bill upon Lower Canada shewed the necessity of watching and resisting such 
attempts. The hon. member who introduced the measure told the House that it 
was not framed with the intention of suiting it to Lower Canada; the alter- 
ation to that effect was introduced at the instance of a learned friend 
belonging to this section of the Province. He (Mr. D.) should ((like)) to 
know who that learned gentleman was: he was, doubtless, deeply read in 
the law. He (Mr. D.) would tell the hon. and learned member for Toronto 
that there was no necessity to extend the present bill to Lower Canada; 
the law already provided for the cases intended to be met. The sensible 
owner of goods, no matter what secret instructions might exist, was always 
held liable for, and was bound by, transactions entered into with him.15 
((He)) was desirous that the Bill should be so qualified as to prevent what, 
he feared, might be an interference with some portions of the Civil Law 
of Lower Canada.1! 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had originally framed the Act for Upper Canada 
only, and had extended it to both sections of the Province, at the sugges- 
tion of certain Lower Canadian members, whom he believed to be well 
acquainted with the Laws of the Lower Province, and declared it to be 
as suitable for that as for the other section of the Province. He had no 


objection but to secure the best law for Lower as well as for Upper Canada. 7 


COL. PRINCE spoke in support of the Bill.--He was confident of its 
good effect in Upper Canada, and therefore bound by a regard for the inter- 
ests of his constituents to support it: and as Montreal was the port to 
which the produce of Upper Canada descended, he could not but think the 
Bill must be calculated to benefit Lower Canada.18 


MR. MORIN said the English commercial law did not apply to Lower Canada; 
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and as the bill before the House was intended to amend an English statute, 
how could it be made applicable when that statute was not the law? The 
Lower Canada commercial cases were governed by the civil law; they merely 
had the English rules of evidence regarding commercial facts.19 


; MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY thought the measure a good one for Lower Canada. 
There was a great necessity for having the same system of Legislation for 
both Upper and Lower Canada. 29 


MR. BALDWIN was in favor of the Bill, in as far as Upper Canada was 
concerned, 21 ((He)) said that in framing new laws, it was obviously neces- 
sary to consider those already existing, and undoubtedly there should be 
no new legislation in matters provided for by the law as it now exists. He 
agreed that it was desirable to have the commercial law of the entire Pro- 
vince as similar as possible:--this, he thought, might be done; but from 
the fact of the general laws of each _section being different, there would 
be a variety in the way of doing it. 


MR. MOFFATT thought the present measure was absolutely necessary for 
Lower Canada. 23 It was not safe for a merchant in Lower Canada to make 
an advance on his assignments. 24 He also agreed with what had been said 
a tg.the necessity of having the same laws for both Upper and Lower Can- 
ada. 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON spoke in favour of making the bill applicable to 
Lower Canada. 26 


MR. LAFONTAINE said the House had heard the declaration of the learned 
Attorney General West, that the present bill was not originally intended 
for Lower Canada, and he evidently did not know how far the change he had 
been advised to make was necessary or proper. He (Mr. L.) would repeat 
what had been stated by the hon. and learned member for Portneuf, that 
the law of Lower Canada provided for the cases contemplated by the bill 
under discussion.--Something had been said about assimilating the laws of 
the two sections of the Province; he would direct hon. gentlemen's atten- 
tion to the admitted fact that the civil law of France, which was that of 
Lower Canada, was superior to the law of England; the highest English 
authorities had admitted it; he had heard the late Mr. Cartwright of Upper 
Canada declare that if the question of a change of laws were raised he 
should prefer that the laws of Lower Canada were made those of Upper Canada; 
and he (Mr. L.) knew that Mr. Draper was, to a great extent of the same 
opinion; there was no doubt that the criminal law of England was better 
that (sic) the French code; that arose from the fact of the English people 
having early attained their liberties and were therefore enabled to turn 
their attention to the humanising of the criminal law. There was, however, 
no second opinion among competent judges as to the superiority of the French 
civil law; it had existed, and was found sufficient for all the rights of the 
subject, for some 5 or 6 centuries, and he warned hon. members from Upper 
Canada not to interfere with it; hon. members representing Lower Canada had 
not shewn such a feeling towards the other section of the Province; since 
the Union there was not an instance of an attempt on the part of Lower Cana- 
dians to interfere with the civil law of Upper Canada (hear, hear). 
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MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY contended for the application of the bill of Lower 
Canada, and would be at all times ready to hail such changes, originate 
where they might, as appeared to him to be proper and salutary. 28 ( (He) ) 
expressed his opposition to the member for Terrebonne's conception that the 
laws of Lower Canada were too perfect to be ever amended or added to by 
fresh Legislation. The laws of all countries are obliged at times to be 
amended as circumstances might require. The progress of civilization had,’ 
in all countries modified the existing laws, and he could not tell how it 
was to be expected that Lower Canada was to maintain an immutable position, 
and defy the influence of change. The code Napoleon, which was a compen- 
dium of the French laws, had been subjected to the interpretions (sic) and 
amendments of an immense number of commentators2?2 since 1673, while we 
still retained the Law which existed at that time. He, for one would not 
allow it to remain always in the same state; he would do all in his power 
to amend it29, If a law emanating from the representatives of what was 
formerly Upper Canada, was not agreeable to the interests of this portion 
of the Province, let us oppose it; but if they offer us any Act calculated 
to promote our interests in God's name, let us take it.3l He could not 
understand that there was any difference between the laws of Upper and Lo- 
wer Canada, as to the principle which regulated contracts and commercial 
questions - the difference was only as to tenures and successions. He 
would do all in his power to assimilate the laws of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada. 


MR. CHAUVEAU characterised the present measure as an attempt to des- 
troy the Civil Law of Lower Canada, by means of a majority of members from 
Upper Canada, and threatened if it passed to agitate the country. 33 


MR. DUGGAN would be very averse to interfere with the Law of Lower 
Canada, unless he was clearly of opinion that the measure was to benefit 
Lower Canada; he thought that since the Provinces were united, their com- 
merical law should be assimilated; and although he would not support any 
measure to alter the law of Lower Canada, he would support a measure to 
amend them. He would have no objection to extend any part of the Civil 
Law of Lower Canada to Upper Canada, if it would improve the Law of Upper 
Canada. The Law was a good one for Upper Canada, and if any part of the 
Law of Lower Canada would be improved by it, he would support the measure. 34 
((He)) wanted to hear arguments against the Bill which he had not yet 
heard there had not been any argument offered why the Bill should not 
pass. The question was not, who supported the Bill but whether it was a 
good Bill. It appeared to be conceded on all sides that the Bill was cal- 
culated to promote the interests of Upper Canada; if it were for the in- 
terest of Lower Canada also, why should any member on the other side oppose 
it, but, if otherwise, let them shew what objections existed against it. 


MR. CHAUVEAU objected to the bill, because it interfered with the 
existing law of Lower Canada; hon. members opposite admitted that they did 
not know the laws of Lower Canada; who then was to be the judge of the 
necessity for applying the present bill to this section of the Province? 
Hon. members on his (Mr. C!s.) side of the House, who were well informed 
on the subject, stated that such a measure was not necessary, that the law 
as it stood was amply sufficient for the purposes proposed, and that such 
changes and additions could only tend to create doubt and confusion, and 
yet it was insisted by those who admitted themselves ignorant of the facts 
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necessary to be known in the case that the bill should be forced upon us; 
he (Mr. C) deprecated such a course towards Lower Canada; if it were per- 
sisted in something should be done to prevent it; if the voice of the 
people's representatives were not regarded in that House, other means 
should be resorted to; the country should be agitated. 


MR. HALL had no desire to impose laws upon Lower Canada; but he wished 
to amend the law of any part of the Province, when it could be done. Now, 
there were well informed persons, who said this would be improvement, which 
no body on the other side had yet contradicted. Neither had any one 
attempted to show that it would do any harm. The one and sole objection was, 
that it was altering the law of Lower Canada; well, every Act of Parliament 
altered the law.3/ ((And)) if the principle of the Bill was already embod- 
ied in the Laws of Lower Canada, where was the innovation of which honour- 
able members had complained?--If it were not, would they deny that it 
ought to be?38 He eo cae the attempt made to influence the House, by 
threat of agitation. 3 The Hon, M. P. P. for the county of Quebec had 
threatened that House with an incendiary agitation if they dared to exer- 
cise their Legislative rights. Here was tha (sic) majority threatening 
a little rebellion, every time the majority carried a bill. Such conduct 
was most absurd. Did the Conservatives take that course, when they were4l 
under similar circumstances to those in which the member for the county of 
Quebec and his friends then stood42, in the minority? (Cries of yes.) No, 
they did not; they waited till elections came round, and then did all they 
could to carry their point; but they never committed the gross indecency 
of threatening the House, with something that was to be done outside the 
doors. 


MR. CHRISTIE agreed with what had been said about the necessity of hav- 
ing the same commercial law for both parts of the Province. He had heard 
two of the highest authorities in Lower Canada approve of the Bill - the 
one was the Attorney General, the highest legal authority in the House, and 
and the other was the honorable member for Montreal (Mr. Moffatt) who 
was one of the greatest commercial authorities in the country. He would 
therefore support the Bill. With regard to what had been said about mem- 
bers of one section of the Province legislating for the other section, 
he (Mr. C.) felt himself free to legislate for both parts of Canada, and 
would do so, if he was convinced that he would benefit either section of 
the country. 44 If he considered himself free to legislate for U. Canada, 
U. Canada members were also free to legislate for the portion of the Pro- 
vince to which he belonged. He severely condemned Mr. Chaveau's (sic) 
reference to out-doors agitation. The member for Quebec should remember 
that it was agitation which caused the melancholy events of 1837. 

Cheers from the Ministerial etdee 

MR. DRUMMOND deprecated any attempt on the part of members for Upper 
Canada to alter the Law of Lower Canada. The Bill contained some things 
that might be advantageously extended to Lower Canada‘, still he was 
afraid some of its provisions might contain principles opposed to the 
laws of Lower Canada48, It would require to be amended before it could 
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be introduced into that part of the Province. He could not support measures 
to alter the Law of Lower Canada emanating from persons totally unacquainted 
with that law+9, but would be perfectly willing that it should be referred 
on the second reading, to a special committee, in which it should be examin- 
ed, as to its details, by professional men of Lower Canada. 29 


COL. PRINCE would support the Bill so as to give the House an opportun- 
ity of hearing in Committee the objections against the Bill being extended 
to Lower Canada.-1 He was confident of its good effect in Upper Canada 
were (sic) many cases of injury had arisen from the law as it now stood?3, 
and therefore bound by a regard for the interests of his constituents to 
support it; and as Montreal was the port to which the produce of Upper Can- 
ada descended, he could not but think the Bill must be calculated to bene- 
fit Lower Canada.°4 With regard to the remark of the hon. member from the 
County of Quebec, (Mr. Chauveau) who said that the Upper Canadian members 
were desirous of legislatidg (sic) for Lower Canada, he (Mr. P.) would as- 
sure him that they would not do so, unless they were convinced that it was 
for the benefit of Lower Canada.” 


MR. DRUMMOND asked if Mr. Attorney Gen. Sherwood would have any objec- 
tions to refer the Bill to a Select Committee of lawyers, from both sections 
of the Province? 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD--No. He would do so willingly after it had pas- 
sed the second reading.?/ 


MR. MORIN would oppose the Bill, as he did ((not hp thawsve 
could be amended in a satisfactory manner by the Committee.

The House accordingly resolved itself into the satd Committee. 
Mr, Powell took the Chair of the Committee ;® 
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MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON wished to introduce a clase (sic) relative to 
duelling, by means of which the widow or family of a person killed in a 
duel might bring an action to recover damages from the principal or seconds. 
It was by no means a ((mew)) principle; for he believed it was adopted in 
some parts of the United States, and it was a perfectly just principle; 
for if a wife were widowed, and the children rendered fatherless by a 
duel, why should they not have a right to claim support from the parties 
who had reduced them to that condition? He had framed the clause in such 
a manner as to enable them to recover damages from the seconds, in conse- 
quence of a conviction that many a duel, and consequent loss of life, would 
be prevented if the seconds were more zealous in arranging amicably the 
disputes of their principles. He thought that if there were any case in 
which the principle contained in the bill should be admitted, it ought to 
be in the case of duelling, when life is frequently wantonly taken away, 
when such a catastrophe might be prevented by the efforts of the other 
parties. 


MR. LAFONTAINE, addressed the House in French®/, in opposition to the 
clause.©8 We understood him to say, that it was well known that it was 
almost impossible to obtain a verdict against the murderer, 9 from a jury/9, 
at least, such was the case in Lower Canada, /1 as they would be rather 
inclined to allow the criminal to escape, in order that his widow might 
recover damages from him by a civil action, And he believed that the 
effect of, the introduction of this amendment would make the difficulty 
much greater. 


MR. REC. GEN. MACDONALD was opposed to the insertion of the clause 
introduced by the learned Solicitor General. No such principle was adopted 
in England, and he was of opinion that the laws of the two countries should 
be made to assimilate as nearly as possible. He concurred in the principle 
of the bill that when life was taken away through neglect, the widows or 
families thus left destitute should have the right of claiming support from 
the killer, but he contended that the principle could not be extended to 
every case where life was taken away. For his part he could not see how 
the widow of an individual, who was a party to his own death, as is the 
case of duelling, could be entitled to claim damages. The only means by 
which it was possible for the law to prevent duelling, had been already 
taken, by declaring the killer a wilful and deliberate murderer, but hon. 
gentlemen well knew how difficult it is to procure a conviction for murder 
from a jury, and as the hon. Member for Terrebone (sic) had said, if the 
clause then under consideration were passed into law that difficulty would 
almost amount to an impossibility, as the jury would reason in this manner, 
"it is much better to let him escape, as the widow can then bring an action 
of damages and be supported by his industry, whereas if we convict him of 
murder, and he is hanged, the destitute family will be deprived of all means 
of support."' On another point, he thought the clause was not sufficiently 
definite, the meaning of the term duel being very vague. It certainly meant 
in its strict sense a fight between two individuals, but it would be diffi- 
cult in his opinion to get a verdict from a jury under this clause, when the 
parties had fought with their fists. Then again in the case of death in 
faction fights, where two, three or four hundred individuals were engaged, 
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fighting with weapons of different descriptions, why should not the families 
of persons so killed be entitled to claim support, if the principles con- 
tained in this clause were admitted. On the whole he thought it would be 
much better for the hon. gentlemen to withdraw the clause for the present 
and bring it in afterwards in the shape of a separate bil1./4 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY did not think that the amendment proposed would 
have the effect of making verdicts against parties engaged in a duel more 
difficult than it is at present. 5 It would operate more effectually as 
a check than the present law does, in consequence of the great difficulty 
of procuring a verdict from a jury against the person who may have killed 
the other; is it not then advisable to saddle a heavy charge on him for 
the support of the family of the deceased, // 


MR. PRICE congratulated the hon. Solicitor General on this improve- 
ment to the bill. He was convinced that unless the Legislature took some 
steps of this kind, the system of duelling would never be put an end to; 
for men have not sufficient moral courage to admit that they are in error, 
or withstand the reproaches of the world, and refuse a challenge. In how 
many does it happen that the challenger is the guilty party--that is to 
say, a bully who forces a quarrel upon an innocent man, who, from the fear 
of public scorn, is forced to go out and allow himself to be shot? Now, 
in his opinion, this clause will tend to prevent these murders far more 
than the existing law ever can do; as besides the difficulty of obtaining 
a conviction for murder in such a case, there is a growing conviction in 
the public mind of the inexpediency of capital convictions under any cir- 
cumstances; and it has been found necessary by the most civilized nations 
to affix a stigma upon those individuals who take part in a duel; as, 
for instance, in the British Army, any officer challenging another is at 
once dismissed ((from)) the service. The military authorities were induced 
to take that step from the conviction that no other course would be effec- 
tual; and the result is, that at the present day a duel scarcely ever occurs 
in the British Army. As far as the amendment went, he therefore approved 
of it heartily, for hon. gentlemen might rest assured that when a man is 
certain he will have to maintain the widow and the children whom he has 
rendered fatherless, it will deter him from giving a challenge, and will 
at the same time form a sufficient excuse for the challenged, who would 
not otherwise have sufficient moral courage to refuse the challenge. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said it had occurred to him, at the time he was 
drawing up the bill, that it presented an opportunity for doing something 
to prevent duelling; but, on further reflection, he was convinced it was 
foreign to the subject, as it would not be said that a man who deliberately 
fired at another, killed him by accident. He was of opinion, however, 
that, totally irrespective of legislative interference, public opinion 
had set in so strongly against duelling, that the practice was falling 
totally into disuse, and would finally die away altogether. Look at the 
moral force of the order from the Horse Guards! Duelling is almost un- 
known in the British army at this day; and what was the cause? It was 
not the certain loss of commission, but because the officers felt that 
in issuing that order, their superiors had merely acted in accordance 
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with the public voice, in reprobation of a barbarous practice. It was 
public ((opinion)) alone that could effect the object the learned gentle- 
man had in view; Acts of Parliament would never be effectual without the 
public voice sanctioned them.--But with respect to the hon. gentleman's 
amendment: if the principle he laid down were sanctioned, it did not go 
far enough. The law had declared that the person who killed another in 

a duel was guilty of wilful and deliberate murder;--it was not accidental 
death;--and why did he not put it into the power of the woman who was 
widowed by assassination to recover damages from the assassin? In such a 
case, for example, as a man being murdered by another, who, coming behind, 
stabbed or shot him; in such case it was murder, and the law made no 
distinction whatsoever, but held the person who killed another in either 
manner guilty of murder. The object the hon. Solicitor General had in 
view was benevolent and humane, but it appeared to him that it ought to 
form the subject of a separate Bill, being diametrically opposed to the 
purport of the present bill, and he therefore hoped he would withdraw his 
motion and bring it in under a different shape. 


MR. MONRO said that the amendment of the learned Sol. General did 
him great honour. Nevertheless he wished that it formed the subject of 
another bill, as he concurred in the opinion of the Att. General, that 
death in a duel could not be termed accidental. However if the Sol. 
General persisted in his motion, he should vote for it. 


MR. BALDWIN concurred with other hon. gentlemen in congratulating the 
Sol. General on bringing forward this amendment, and could not concur with 
the hon. Receiver General in thinking that it would increase the difficulty 
of procuring a verdict of murder, as there is no chance of procuring such 
a verdict now, except it can be made to appear, that there has been some 
departure from the so called law of duelling. It would be quite idle then 
to say that this amendment would increase the difficulties of procuring 
such a verdict, for they amount to an impossibility at present. However 
the point of view in which he thought it ought to be considered was, whe- 
ther the passing of the enactment would diminish the inclination of parties 
to settle their differences by duelling and induce them ... to resort to 
some other mode. He thought it would have that effect, but he would wish 
that the hon. gentleman had carried it a little farther so as to incapaci- 
tate any person who fought a duel from holding office. He believed that 
principle was adopted in some part of the United States, but would not 
pass it now, as he was disposed to take the amendment as it stood, 81 


MR. BOULTON thought that circumstances might arise in which a person, 
challenged to fight a duel, could not refuse from complying. But, although 
such may happen to be the case, the fear that would be held in terrorem 
before him, by this bill, would have a great influence in preventing many 
persons from engaging in duels, who do so. 


MR. SMITH (of Frontenac) enquired if it provided for one of the seconds 
being accidentally killed. He had heard of triangular duels, in which 
such an accident might perchance happen. 8

If these déclar- 
ations by the House were to be allowed there would be no end to it; every 
member would desire to have the House declare his particular work as of 
paramount importance; the ministry could not overlook such a declaration 
by the House--and they would be compelled to find means to go on with works 
which they disapproved of. 


MR. BOULTON thought the whole time of the House would be occupied in 
discussions about local grants of the kind sought for by the motion if 
the Ministry did not take the responsibility of pronouncing upon them at 
once (hear, hear.)133 


MR. BALDWIN was surprised at the conduct of the Ministry--was ashamed 
of it. What! could any member of that House rise in his place and propose 
an expenditure of money with or without the consent of the Government?

Was it the 
people's? And if it were, who were the judges of how it ought to be applied? 
Who should decide, and be responsible for the decision, whether this or 
that mode of expending money was, as compared with all others, of paramount 
importance or not?

MR. BALDWIN said the case was rather an extraordinary one, and such as 
certainly called for the fullest information; the gentleman referred to had 
received a letter from the Government appointing him to the office, was 
directed to put himself in communication with the Deputy Post Master General, 
had applied to parties to become his sureties, and after all this had been 
done the Government thought proper to withdraw from their own voluntary 
offer, and appoint another party to the office. There was much conjecture 
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as to the cause of such a very unseemly proceeding; he (Mr. B.) did not 
desire to pronounce in the matter, but he thought it not improbable that 
the real motive was a disposition to punish Mr. Calder for not voting on 
the right side, (hear, hear). He had the temerity to vote for him (Mr. 
Baldwin) instead of the Government who had so volunteered to honor and 
enrich him (hear, hear.)14 There could be no possible objection to Mr. 
Calder, except that he voted on the Reform side, his family were old set- 
tlers in the country, and highly respectable, and Mr. Calder himself was 
a most respectable person. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had not looked into the question before that even- 
ing and from the consideration he had given it he felt obliged to say, but 
spoke with great diffidence, that he thought no such enquiry should be made; 
it is asking reasons for the exercise of prerogative; the principle was un- 
sound; 16 it was quite unconstitutional to ask the Crown why such and such 
things were or were not done.t7 tt might be often exceeding impolitic in 
a Government to state why they did this or refused to do that, their (sic) 
might, also, be reasons which it would be improper to expose; there were 
many causes, likely to influence a Government to such a step as that refer- 
red to, even politics as the hon. member had said, might possibly interfere; 
(hear, and laughter,) he thought the hon. member for North York should 
produce a precedent; it was his (the Atty. General's) opinion,--but he 
would repeat that he spoke with great diffidence--that a Government could 
not be so arraigned for an isolated case; it might form one among others 
to justify a vote of want of cofidence (sic) .18 


MR. BALDWIN said he did not ask for the reasons for the strange treat- 
ment of Mr. Calder; he only asked for the correspondence, and for all docu- 
ments showing the reasons of his dismissal, for in fact, he was appointed, 19 
and for those ((documents)) he had a right to ask, if there be no formal 
letter to Mr. Calder appointing him then there could be no reason for object- 
ing to the motion; if on the contrary such letter did exist the office hav- 
ing been given to another was tantamount to a dismissal of the former gentle- 
man and surely29 the Attorney General would not deny that the House was 
entitled to gettall papers on the subject21, respecting the removal of a 
public officer. It was the right of the House to be informed of all such 
questions22, As to the other objection of the hon. gentleman he could assure 
him that no one had less desire to enter the Arcana of the Government, to 
pry into those deep and sacred mysteries which regulate the appointments of 
the present Administration, to rob the Crown of one precious prerogative; 
and he could only say that if the Hon. Attorney General would state that 
in this case there were political or other weighty reasons of State which 
forbad the inquiry being answered; he would at once withdraw his motion. 

He was the last man to insist on secrets being divulged injurious to the 
public interest. Unless the Government did say so, however, this was clearly 
one of those cases demanding inquiry. It was for that House to see that 

the patronage of the Crown was not made an improper use of and that harsh 
conduct was not employed towards the public servants. If, however, the 
Ministry choose to resist the present motion and wrap themselves up in their 
nominal majority of 4 they of course could do so, but they might depend 

upon it they would yet have to answer for it; nothing would be more unjust. 
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Mr. Calder had applied for the office, had not, sought their patronage; 

they had selected him as one of the most respectable and competent indivi- 
duals of the place, had ordered him to put himself in readiness to enter 
upon the duties of the office24, In pursuance of a letter from Mr. Secre- 
tary Daly, Mr. Calder had entered into recognisances@, and then, without 
any previous notice, or intimation whatever, without even a shew of common 
decency, ((the government)) abruptly superceded him. 26 He did hope that 
they would not go the length of saying that a person appointed to an office, 
who has gone to great trouble in the matter, procured sureties, given bonds, 
and had his appointment publicly announced, should have a slur cast on his 
character, by the withdrawal of his appointment without any cause or apology 
given. 


MR. DRUMMOND supported the motion; 28 there was nothing in the motion 
which called for the reasons; documents only were wished for29, and he was 
clearly of opinion that it was the right of the House to demand all such 
evidence. He said, that it was not right to remain silent, and see such 
things done; for a man's character was most sacred, and it was liable to 
be misconstrued. His appointment might be misunderstood by the gentleman's 
friends; that gentleman was also bound to give some explanation to his se- 
curities. 


COL. PRINCE asked if there was a petition calling for the enquiry pro- 
posed, 32 


MR. BALDWIN.--No. 22 


COL. PRINCE.--Then he should be compelled to vote against it, for we 
might soon commence asking the ministry why certain appointments were not 
made3*, ((and)) it would soon follow that they might be questioned why 
they did make others (laughter.) And then perhaps would come the greatest 
difficulty of all: they would be asked why some of themselves were appoint- 
ed--(loud laughter)--an enquiry which, he thought, it would be difficult 
indeed to answer.3> He said it might be compared to Pandora's box, out of 
which all the evils in the world might, on the opening of the lid of the 
box, spring. He said that certain appointments were, some time since, spoken 
of; a certain honorable and industrious member had been spoken of, as the 
person who was to undertake the cleansing of that Augean stable, the Crown 
Lands Department; a certain other hon. gentleman had been named as a person 
who was fit to fill the Inspector Generalship. He was sorry that these 
appointments had not taken place. He was sure that the gentleman who was 
named to the Crown Lands Office was well qualified to take upon himself the 


cleansing of the Augean stable, which would require the power of a Hereules.-° 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON opposed the motion on the ground that in one para- 
graph of it reasons were demanded. He was also surprised why this question 
was allowed to slumber so long. The case to which it referred occurred in 
184437 , and it was not proposed to inquire into it in 1847. The motion 
was not founded on any Petition, there was no complaint, nothing had been 
heard of this matter before, although several Sessions had passed over, dur- 
ing which an opportunity was afforded for bringing it before the House. He 
said that he thought that the latter end of the motion had been drawn up with 
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a good knowledge of special pleading. 39 


MR. AYLWIN thought that the lapse of time which occurred was no argu- 
ment; he would support the motion because the Government gave no reason 
whatever for resisting it; had they urged that there were state reasons, 
political or otherwise, why the facts of the case should not be exposed he 
(Mr. A.) might, perhaps, support them in that view but that was not the 
ground which they chose to adopt40, Had he ((Mr. Sherwood)) desired a 
delay, he (Mr. A.) would have supported him. If he had put it on the 
ground that it might injure the gentleman in question, he should not have 
objected to it. If the hon. gentleman would say that it would be inexped- 
ient to the public service, he (Mr. A.) should support the motion.4 He 
considered that it was due to the character of Mr. Calder to shew why his 
appointment was not perfected: he had it appeared gone so far, by direct- 
ion of the Government, as to prepare bonds and apply for securities; what 
would the friends who had agreed to become his guarantee think of the sud- 
den and unexplained change in the intentions of the Ministry .42 


MR. GOWAN considered it a wasting of the time of the House to be pro- 
ceeding in such a matter*3 when there was no complaint whatever, from any 
person who considered himself aggrieved. He also opposed the motion, 
for another and a more conclusive reason: it was this - the very documents 
sought for by the motion were then, if not in the pocket of the hon. mem- 
ber for North York, certainly in his procurement"~, and it was only copies 
that could now be procured. 46 Nor did he think that the Ministry were always 
in fault, when things of this sort happened at the post office. He knew 
an example much stronger than this, within his own experience of a similar 
circumstance. He said that a much stronger case had happened to himself. 
A Post-Office was desired to be established in the Village of Kithey, and 
he (Mr. G.) had recommended a Mr. John Brennan to this office. 48 Upon this, 
that gentleman had an official communication, and passed through all the 
forms, even to completing in sureties, and receiving the surveyor who was 
to instal him in the office; yet the surveyor told him he could not do it 
then, and named another time ... in the meantime, the surveyor held some 
communication with the Post Master General, and another was appointed. He 
(Mr. Gowan) was not aware of the reason; but long after, he ascertained that 
it was because the surveyor had, for some reason or other, desired to have 
the post office two miles from where Mr. Brennon lived. He therefore con- 
cluded, that virtually the Provincial Government had no power over these 
appointments. 


MR. LAFONTAINE spoke in reply to Mr. Gowan29. As the hon. gentleman 
asked for precedents_he would give him one. It was the case of Messrs. 
Turton and Wakefield-~, gentlemen of much notoriety in the moral world ... 
appointed to assist Lord Durham in his government of Canada2*. When they 
were about to leave England for Canada, an enquiry was made in_the House 
of Lords, whether they were to be appointed to certain offices?3, No ob- 
jection was made on the ground of the prerogative4 and the answer was 
given at once that they were to be. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--Certainly the hon. and learned member had been 
put to his trumps for a precedent (hear, hear.) He (Mr. S.) did not, how- 
ever, admit that his learned friend had been sucessful.2© The hon. gentleman 
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could not suppose any one so simple as not to see that this was no prece- 
dent at all.?/ In the case referred to, the question was merely "is so 
and so true?" Had the answer been "No,'' does the hon. member think that 
it would have been proposed to ask "why?" No; there was not a member of 
the House of Lords who would have dared to do so.28 It was an infringe- 
ment of the Prerogative of the Crown. It was a dangerous precedent to 
introduce, and might place the party in power in a very awkward predica- 
ment. He said that the subject had been forgotten for 3 years; but now 

a new election was approaching, and it might do the hon. gentleman good. 
He (the Attorney General) thought the hon. member for North York ought 

to be cautious in establishing precedents for arbitrary enquiry into dis- 
missials (sic): he might yet find it inconvenient, as he would have found 
it before, had his opponents desired to sift the cause of certain dismis- 
sals; the public remembered Mr. Murney's case. 


MR. LAFONTAINE: And your own too (hear.) 61 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had not complained of his own case°*, He said 
that he (Mr. S.) was perfectly willing that all documents relating to his 
dismissal from office should be laid on the table.°3 If any injustice 
were done he had been amply renumerated by being raised to a higher posi- 
tion than his former one, "and besides the gentleman from whom he felt 
the injury had left the Government." (Hear, hear). The hon. member 
repeated his objection to the motion, he felt stronger against it than 
when he first spoke, no precedent had been produced; if the learned mem- 
ber for North York could pois to one colonial precedent he (the Atty. 
Genl.) would defer to it. 4 


MR. BALDWIN said there was no petition ((because Mr.)) Calder treated 
the affair with perfect contempt, but surely that was no reason why we 
should not ((inquire)) into the conduct of the public servants who ((were)) 
responsible to this House--to us. If the ... allowed, that a ministry 
could do what they ((wanted)) and so long as no petition by injured parties 
came to the House, that we could not enter on an ((inquiry of the)) circum- 
stances--all investigation into the ((mature of the)) charges might be 
stopped. Did the Hon. ((member)) mean to say that because the present 
Attorney ((General)) does not come before us with a petition, ((that the 
public should)) not inquire into the extraordinary manner ((in which)) he 
was thrust out of the administration ((of government.)) (laughter). 

The doctrine was monstrous. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD insisted ((that)) the motion should not be granted 
because it ((was)) unconstitutional, and entirely without precedent Canadian 
or English--because there was no oe from Mr. Calder and because the 
occurrence happened two years ago. 


MR. BALDWIN hoped the House would indulge him while he made a few more 
observations; he had hoped for sympathy from the hon. and learned Attorney 
General West, from the fact of his own recent case approximating so closely 
(ee) jeeie ne Whe, (aeSseoaSS ; the learned member was surprised why precedents 
were not produced; he (Mr. B.) had not considered it necessary to do so, he 
would have as soon thought of referring to a precedent to establish that an 
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eldest son was heir at law (hear, hear). The Attorney General had, however, 
demanded a Canadian precedent, and he (Mr. B.) would certainly indulge him; 
that learned gentleman had taunted the opposition with attacks on the prero- 
gative, and efforts to embarrass the Ministry, &c.; who therefore would think 
that in the journals of the session of 1843, 6th November, appears the fol- 
Lowing-= 

"On motion of the Hon. Mr. Sherwood, seconded by Mr. Price: 

"Resolved,--That an humble address be presented to His Excellency the 
Governor General, praying that His Excellency will be pleased to cause to 
be laid before this House, at as early a period as possible, copies of all 
papers, documents and communications relating in any way to the dismissal 
of William Moore Kelly, Esquire, from the situation of Collector of Customs 
at. the Port iof.Toronto, " 

Here, then, was a precedent, of which the hon. and learned Attorney Gen- 
eral himself was the very parent (hear, hear, and laughter.) Surely, after 
that, he (Mr. B.) had a right to hope for the learned members support, and 
to feel perfectly safe as to the success of his motion (hear, hear). But 
he had, also, strange to say, another and a yet stronger "Canadian precedent" 
(hear, hear). Would the learned Attorney General listen and attend to it?-- 

"On the 14th March, 1845, Mr. Cameron of Lanark moved for all the reports 
or letters made or written by the late Commissioner of the Revenue, on the 
case and conduct of W. Moore Kelly late Collector of Customs; together with 
any statements evidence or facts set forth by the said Mr. Kelly; bnd (sic) 
any applicatious (sic), reports, or evidence, by the Commissioner; and any 
reports made by the late Inspector General, the Deputy Inspector General, or 
the Executive Council, up to the date, upon the case." 





The reading of this resolution was received with loud laughter®8 , 
MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD rose and said--"'Oh! there was a petition from 
Kelly.'"69 


MR. BALDWIN--Not at all (increased laughter). I have searched the index, 
and see nothing of a petition. Mr. Baldwin continued.--What would now be 
thought of the learned Attorney General's excessive scrupulosity about the 
prerogative; the motion by Mr. Cameron was carried when the learned member 
was Solicitor General, a Member of the Administration as at present, and 
yet we hear of no resistance from him, no clamor about invading the prero- 
gative. It had been given as a reason for opposing the motion, that there 
was no petition before the House praying for enquiry; that was, certainly, 

a monstrous view of the case; was it because an injurned (sic) party did not 
choose tocomplain, that therefore, the public had no right to enquire into 
the case, no interest in ascertaining whether those rules of justice which 
it is the right, the interest, and duty of all to preserve intact, had, or 
had not, been outraged (hear). It had been asked why the question was not 
brought before? His (Mr. B.'s) answer was, he had never heard of it before 
the late recess; Mr. Calder had been treated with contempt; but the moment 
he (Mr. B.) was informed of it, he felt it was a most high-handed case, and 
that it was his duty, as the representative of the part of the county to 
which Mr. Calder belonged, to bring it before Parliament; he desired more 
particularly to do so because of the boasting of the present Ministry about 
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the purity and propriety of their distribution of patronage (hear, hear.) It 
was for those reasons he had submitted the present motion, and let those who 
had the hardihood to say that the exercice (sic) of the prerogative should not 
be at all enquired into--for it amounted to that--resist and defeat it; he (Mr. 
B.) would have done his duty. /9 


MR. DUGGAN said he could not understand how the hon. member on the other 
side of the House could be justified in bringing forward this subject, and 
thereby wasting the time of the House. What object did the hon. member propose 
to gain? He could not allege that he had received any petition on the subject; 
by his own admission he had not even been written to on the subject. What then 
did he propose to himself by this useless discussion?/ When this subject was 
properly understood very little political capital would be able to be made of 
it. He did not think that this case was not (sic) one which could properly come 
before the House; if it was he should give it his most cordial support. / Did 
not the hon. member think that their time would be much ((better)) occupied in 
discussing the tariff,’3 the Free Navigation of the St. Lawrence, the Education 
Bill, or the Assessment Bill of Upper Canada, /4 or other important questions 
affecting the general prosperity of the country? Those were the points respec- 
ting which the people of Upper Canada were anxious, and they were not such 
fools as to believe that the hon. gentleman opposite had their benefit in view 
when he brought on the present discussion. He felt himself, therefore, per- 
fectly justified in voting against the present motion, and hoped and trusted 
it would not be allowed to pass./

MR. BALDWIN80 moved that the petition of Mr. Bostwick should be referred 
to a select committee. If the allegations contained in that petition 
were correct, he had not a doubt in his own mind that Mr. Bostwick had been 
treated rather harshly.81 He said that the Petitioner represented himself 
as a Preventive Officer of the Custom House; 2 and stated that he had made 
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a seizure of 83 twelve head of cattle, 84 at £10085, which he had delivered 

up into the custody of the Custom House Officer at Quebec, with request that 

he should be made acquainted of the time of the sale, and the place where the 
sale would take place86, The revenue officer at Quebec ... advertised them 

for sale at the farm of an individual in the neighbourhood.--Now it so hap- 
pened that that person owned three farms, but it was not specifically mentioned 
in the advertisement at which farm the sale was to take place, and therefore 

a fair competition was prevented. The result was that the cattle were knocked 
down for £17 or £18 to the smuggler himself, who immediately sold them to the 
person who owned the farm for £90. By this course of proceeding the petitioner 
felt himself aggrieved; and, having applied to the authorities in Montreal, 
obtained no redress. He therefore presented his petition to the Legislature, 
ee ESE ge ie some investigation into the facts he had stated might be insti- 
tuted. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY stated that he did not intend to oppose the motion, 
but he would just state that the papers, when produced, would show that the 
hon. gentleman's information was incorrect.

Crown Property The Order of the Day for the second reading of the 
Taxes Exemptton Bill to exempt the property of the Crown from local 
Botte rates and taxes tn Lower Canada, being read; 


The Honorable Mr. Cayley moved, seconded by the Honorable Mr. Attorney 
General Badgley, That the satd Bill be now read a second time .89 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY explained that the Bill was not intended to relieve 
the Military Government from any part of the burdens now imposed upon it; 
but merely to exempt the property of the Provincial Government from Munici- 
pal taxes, as it was in Upper Canada. 99 


MR. CHAUVEAU opposed the second reading of this bill, which he character- 
ized as a new attempt on the part of the Ministry to spoliate Lower Canada, 
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and a measure that would inflict considerable injury on the cities of Quebec 
and Montreal. 21 ((He)) could not see why the property of the Provincial 
Government should not be taxed as well as that of any individual for local 
purposes. 


MR. MOFFATT could not concur with the hon. member for Quebec?3, ( (He) ) 
could not see how there could be any spoliation in a Bill which released 
the people of the Province from the payment of taxes.94 After this Bill 
was printed he had sent copies of it to the Corporations of both cities, 
in order to obtain their opinion, but had received no communication on the 
subject from them, and thefore (sic) was led to believe that they acquiesced 
in the proposed change. 


MR. DEWITT informed the hon. gentleman that the Mayor of Montreal?® had 
called on him recently, and expressed an anxious wish that the Bill should 
not pass, as it was his opinion that the Crown properly should contribute 
exactly in the same proportion as that of private citizens. 


MR. VIGER addressed the House in French. 2° ((He)) opposed the Bill ... 
asserting that the public property was benefitted and increased in value 
by the exertions of the corporate bodies, and therefore should contribute 
to carry out those improvements. 9? 


MR. ROBINSON considered that it would be nies unjust to force the 
Province to pay taxes any longer on that property! 0. There was a great 
difference between public and private property. The Government did not 
hold their property for their own benefit, but for the benefit of the 
people at large. 101 


MR. AYLWIN was astonished, he must confess, at the position the hon. 
member for Three Rivers had assumed with so much ability on the present 
occasion. He hoped the hon. gentleman would persevere, (hear, hear,) and 
that he (Mr. A.) would have the pleasure of voting with him more frequently 
than he had done during the last four years (hear, hear.)--With reference 
to the question before the House, he could not conceive why the Crown pro- 
perty should not be submitted to taxation as well as the churches and other 
public institutions; and he considered that it would be an act of injustice 
to the city of Quebec to exempt each property from taxationl02, As far as 
related to the property of the Provincial Government, it was not of much 
matter; but of the Military propery, he did not think that it should be 
exempted193, He would therefore advise the hon. Inspector General to with- 
draw this Bill, and instead of it to introduce another to compel the military 
to assist in keeping up the winter roads. This matter was well worthy the 
attention of the Government; for, as is well known, full one-third of the 
city of Quebec within the walls, and one-forth of it without the walls, are 
((in)) possession of the military; and yet the citizens alone are obliged 
to keep the winter roads in repair--a duty which becomes onerous, in conse- 
quence of the roads being often completely destroyed by the removal of 
cannon from one part of the fortification to the other. In fact he had 
known some instances in which the citizens had suffered great inconvenience 
and positive loss in consequence of having their streets in front of their 
property completely broken up by the removal of cannon in the winter. How- 
ever, he was really at a loss to know what the Province would gain by the

passage of that Bill--to what extent would it relieve the Provincial Revenue?104 
MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD. Eleven hundred pounds.105 


MR. AYLWIN--Well, then, how much did the Crown peoneres in Quebec contri- 
bute to the municipal funds? He would wait for an answer. 06 


MR. HALL had very strong objections to the hon. member doing any such 
thing. What right had he to keep the House waiting until the hon. Inspector 
General searched through his pee ees and found the item of information which 
the hon. gentleman demanded. 197 


MR. AYLWIN was surprised at the interference of the hon. member for 
Peterboro' in a question that did not at all concern him, and he was as 
much surprised at his contending for a principle which was never urged be- 
fore in any Parliament. He had a right to expect an answer to his question, 
for it was generally supposed that when a Minister brought a measure before 
the House, he would give every information on the subject that was required 
of him. As it appeared, however, that he was not to obtain the information 
he sought, he would remark that the principle of the bill was decidedly un- 
just, exempting one description of property from taxation, whilst the churches, 
hospitals, &c., were obliged to pay taxes. The bill came before them in a 
suspicious shape, and was one of the consequences of that unfortunate Union, 
which was sufficiently detested in all parts of Lower Canada with which he 
was acquainted, to call forth the warmest opposition on the part of Lower 
Canadian members to many of those measures, and among others the present Bill, 
which were its fruit.10 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said that the object of the present bill was merely 
to relieve the Province from paying taxes on that property which was held 
for the public benefit. He could not conceive that there could be any well 
founded objection to such a course on the part of the Government.199 this 
Bill has nothing to do with the Ordnance Department, or the military author- 
ities. The city of Quebec would still receive the taxes which it now receives 
from the military authorities of Quebec. 11 With respect to church property, 
he thought there was a considerable difference between that and the property 
held by the Crown, as the former belonged essentially to those individuals 
composing the corporation who held such property, and therefore was justly 
subject to taxation.ll1l 


MR. LAFONTAINE addressed the House in French. 112 


MR. HALL made some observation relative to his right to take part in the 
discussion of this Bill, which the hon. member for Quebec appeared inclined 
to controul. He was not disposed to coincide with the opinion of the hon. 
member, and asserted his right to take part in any discussion which affected 
the public interests. 


MR. MORIN had thought that the Lower Canadians had nothing left of 
which they could be robbed, but he found he was mistaken (hear, hear.) It 
appeared to be the determination of hon. gentlemen opposite to make the 
union more burdensome, more. intolerable to the people of Lower Canada, than 
it is already (hear, hear.) 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said, the question appeared to him to be simply 
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thist>, having given Municipalities the right of imposing taxes, 116 should 


the Province still continue to pay upwards of £1000 yearly out of the revenue 
as taxes on property which they as representatives of the people owned, or 
should they not? If hon. gentlemen thought the Province should pay such 
taxes, then of course they would negative the Bill; if not, there was an 

end of it at once.11/ 


MR. SHERWOOD (of Brockville) remarked, that since the Union, every Act 
of Incorporation of U. C. contained a clause especially exempting the pub- 
lic property from taxation.118

Debentures The Order of the Day for the second reading of 
Bille the Btll to factlttate the tssue of Debentures for 
the purposes therein mentioned, betng read;119 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY moved the second reading of the Bill to facilitate 
the issue of Debentures.120 


MR. AYLWIN rose to oppose the motion. He stated that he had uniformly 
opposed every attempt to borrow money on the Provincial credit, and he 
would still continue to do so; for it appeared to him discreditable to the 
Province to attempt to coax the people of England out of their money after 
the late failure of the Inspector General. It was true that the people of 
England might lend money or not, as they pleased; but he thought it was 
rather late in the day to commence coaxing, and it was on that account that 
he disliked the present Bill. There was a reference in the third clause 
to employing the emigrants on the public works with the money thus obtained; 
he could perfectly well understand what that meantl21, ((He)) attacked 
this clause of the Bill most severely. He said if the House passed that 
clause it would appear as if Canada was going on its knees to the Imperial 
Government and begging for this money. The inducement to be held out was 
the employment of immigrants. He objected to any such scheme; the House 
had no right to run the country into debt for the purpose of sustaining 
the starving people thrust forth from Great Britain. If public works were 
wanted for the good of this Province, and they were to borrow money to carry 
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them on--he supposed it was intended to repay the money on the security of 
Canada at 5 or 6 per cent interest. He would allow the second reading to 
pass, but he would oppose this clause in committee.122 ((He)) had not the 
slightest doubt in his own mind of the truth of what he had said on a for- 
mer occasion respecting the Inspector General's reception in England. In 
spite of all the hon. gentleman's blandishments and winning ways, he met 
with a decided rebuff, and was told in plain words that he had outrun the 
constable. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY--No such thing.124 


MR. AYLWIN felt bound to take the hon. gentleman's assurance, that such 
was not the case, and would therefore believe henceforward that he was treated 
with all possible politeness, by all the lords, both great and small, but 
the fact still remained; he went home to get money and came back without 
it. For his part he did not regret that such was the case, he was rather 
pleased than otherwise to see that, John Bull, buttoning up his breeches 
pocket, told the hon. gentleman that he was not satisfied with his security 
and would not be coaxed. He repeated that he was delighted to see John Bull 
take such a stand, for he (Mr. A.) had ever opposed this borrowing system; 
they had borrowed too much already, far more than they would ever repay, 
for he was quite confident that if his life were extended to the usual term 
of years accorded to man, he would see the day when hon. gentlemen opposite 
would repudiate, although he would take good care that he would have no 
hand in it himself.125 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY could easily excuse the warmth of his hon. friend, 
as he believed it was intended at one time by the citizens of Quebec to have 
commissioned him to go to England to borrow money, but ((for)) there being 
an unfortunate want of confidence.126 


MR. AYLWIN--The hon. gentleman was very much mistaken in his supposition. 
He would however tell him what he had already told his friends at Quebec; 
that if he had gone to England he would have procured the money, although Mr. 
Cayley had failed in his expeditions, as he (Mr. A.) would have had the 
assistance of Mr. Dunn, in whose talents he and the English people put 
more confidence than in Mr. Cayley or the whole of the Ministry together 
(cheers and laughter). 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY was perhaps in error, but he insisted on the expe- 
diency of pressing that present bill in order to procure money to carry on 
the public works and find employment for the labouring class resident in the 
country, as well as for those who are every day pouring in; and as to the 
hon. gentleman's objections, he could not see of what weight they were, as 
he was already determined to repudiate, and therefore it must be a matter 
of indifference to Him whether 1t was a million or aimmidlioneandea babi. 


MR. AYLWIN begged leave to set the hon. gentleman right. He was no 
advocate for repudiation, and had declared that distinctly.

Mr. Prince moved, seconded by Mr. Colville, That the satd Bill be now 
read a second time. 


MR. AYLWIN opposed the motion. He accused the Government of having 
scandalously misapplied those tracts of land, which were supposed to contain 
minerals, on the northern shores of Lake Superior, and said that by a sys- 
tem of favouritism, in preventing open and public competition, would enable 
its favourites and hangers on to fill their pockets at the expense of the 
public, if that House did not interfere to prevent such open and palpable 
misapplication of the resources of the country.--It rested with the House 
to preserve those valuable tracts of land from being disposed of in the same 
manner as the other territorial possessions of the Province, of which enor- 
mous tracts--of the very best land--were granted away without the Province 
deriving any benefit from them; whereas if those lands had been withheld or 
granted under favourable conditions, the Province would, at this moment 
derive a large revenue from that source alone.134 No Government survey 
had been made of the lands ceded by the Government, although the Government 
had the assistance of a geologist, who was paid out of the public purse, 
for rendering them his services. When the ordinary wild land was sold to 
individuals, it was thought necessary to advertise them, to survey them, 
to describe them; but here were enormous mineral tracts, containing, as 
the public had been informed, almost boundless riches, disposed of in a 
silent ambiguous manner, and the public had no means of judging whether 
they were selling their property for value or not. He would never con- 
sent to the spoliation of the domain of the country. 13> But it was high 
time that system was stopped, or at least the House ought to be informed 
of the terms on which those lands have been surrendered. The public ought 
also to know whether the geologist paid by the Government had explored that 
portion of the country to which he had referred, as well as to other por- 
tions of it which were the most valuable in the Province, and whether he 
had made his report of those explorations (hear, hear, hear.)--How was it 
that the Forges of St. Maurice were disposed of without being reported on 
by that gentleman? If he had made any report respecting them, at all events 
he (Mr. A.) had seen nothing of it. Aye, how was it that by the most extra- 
ordinary means the Province had been deprived of those valuable Forges, which 
have attracted so much attention ever since the conquest? He should like 
to ((have)) seen a report from the Government Geologist on that point, for 
he was well convinced that those Forges were disposed of for far less than 
their actual value. And with respect to these mineral tracts, why was the 
public kept in ignorance of the manner in which they were to be disposed 
of, and that the hangers-on and favorites of the Government were to be given 
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their choice, and to be allowed to take quiet possession of those lands, 
which will hereafter prove as valuable to them as gold? He was in favor 
of private enterprise; he was glad to see individuals engaged in develop- 
ing the resources of the country; he would always wish to see fair and 
open competition; but asked why were those lands alienated in a different 
manner from any of the other Crown Lands? Would the Government have dared 
to dispose of the Crown Lands in any other part of the Province in a sim- 
ilar manner? Certainly not, for the whole country would have been roused 
by it, and would have demanded why they were not put up to public competi- 
tion.136 He had no wish, himself, to enter into mining speculations, but 
he thought that he should have had the opportunity of a fair start, had 

he, thought, fit. soto do;. there should be fair play to ali, and faveur to 
none. But it was aspoliation and a robbery of the property of the country, 
to give men the exclusive privilege of jobbing in shares, and jobbing upon 
lots, because one might be a member of the House, another a member of the 
Government, and the third the friend of a member of the Government. Those 
lands belonged to the public, they were not, in this hasty manner, to alien- 
ate a property which would one day be of value.!3/7 He called on the House 
to reflect on this subject, to consider whether the Government had taken 
the proper coarse (sic) to secure the greatest benefit to the Province, 
and to consider whether it was analogous to the course adopted in England, 
with regard to the stannaries of Cornwall for ... instance. If all was 
true that they had heard of the mines of Lake Superior, they were far 
richer than the English mines, and it would be well for the House to con- 
sider whether it would not have been more for the public advantage if a 
course were pursued here similar to the English mode of leasing those 
mines. The time had arrived for the House to determine that point, and 

to stop the whole of those proceedings till they could arrive at a con- 
clusion whether the parties to whom the grants were made really had any 
title to those portions of land which were supposed to contain the mines. 
The subject required a rigid examination, and for his part, he would not 
shrink from it; he would go farther and call upon every hon. gentleman 

who had an interest in those mining compainies (sic) to abstain from vot- 
ing, as they were not sent to that House to aid a bad government in the 
reckless expenditure of the public resources, but to keep a check on that 
government, and although the hon. Speaker himself was at the head of one 
of those mining associations, he (Mr. A.) would call upon him to put the 
rules of the House touching on that point strictly in force. The hon. 
gentleman then adverted to a new code of rules for the House that had been 
drawn up by the Law Clerk with a great deal of ability, and which were al- 
lowed to lie over whilst hon. gentlemen carried their private bills through 
the House at a hand gallop, after which these rules would be taken into 
consideration, and it would then be found that these bills had been passed 
through the House improperly, that is to say, that they legislated in one 
manner for themselves and in another manner for the public.--It therefore 
was his duty to oppose the bill until those documents which were required 
to throw light on the subject were laid on the table by the government, 
and after that until the House came to some resolution respecting the code 
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of rules to which he already adverted,.138 


COL. PRINCE said that if the hon. member for Quebec knew anything at 
all about those mineral tracts, he would not think there was any great par- 
tiality or favouritism shewn to him and his friends; on the contrary, in 
his (Mr. P.'s) opinion, they were not treated particularly well, and when 
the House got into committee he would tell him how.139 He was the first 
pioneer of the Huron Mining Company;140 having taken stock in ((that Com- 
pany)) ... he was commissioned to proceed to Montreal, where he was kept 
dancing attendance on the Ministry for a considerable space of time, to 
his great annoyance, and at considerable expence to himself, which would 
have been spared him if the Ministry had possessed even ordinary abili- 
ty. So far from having anything for which to thank the Government, he 
considered himself entitled worthily and justly to complain of unnecessary 
delay in granting him the license to explore which he had solicited from 
them, and eventually obtained by other gentlemen who followed in his 
steps, and the Huron Mining Company was organisedl42, However, after a 
great deal of labour, he obtained as a very great boon the right of ex- 
pending £2000 in developing the mineral resources of the country. It 
being bruited about that he had got this licence, other people applied 
for and obtained similar licenses. As to its being a secret! why, 
the people of Upper Canada were as well aware of the whole proceedings 
as hon. gentlemen were aware that Sir Allan Macnab was Speaker of the 
House. Other gentlemen, then, having obtained licenses, formed themselves 
into companies in order to purchase and work those mines, and at a very 
great expense explored that section of the country. The company to which 
he (Col. P.) belonged, had purchased ten miles square of that territoryl43, 
They had paid four shillings an acre for land, which, if it did not pos- 
sess minerals, was not worth four cents an acre; they had not purchased 
land containing valuable minerals, they had purchased on the chance of 
finding minerals!44 , and it was his decided opinion that they had paid an 
enormous price for that land.... But yet the hon. gentleman opposite 
seemed to think that the Government had acted very unwisely in the sale of 
those lands. What course, then, would the hon. gentleman advise the Gov- 
ernment to pursue? Would he advise the Government to work those mines it- 
self? Certainly not; the hon. gentleman would not recommend such a course 
as that, or would he prefer that those great and valuable mines should be 
allowed to remain untouched in the bowels of the earth, instead of being 
brought to market and thereby increase the resources of the Province. 
Surely not. How then did the hon. gentleman wish that those portions of 
land should be disposed of? The Government had adopted the only feasible 
course, and it was one that could not do the slightest injury to the 
public. All that he contended for, therefore, was, that an Act of Incor- 
poration should be granted to himself and his friends; for it was quite 
evident that they could not carry on the operations they had projected 
without such an Act, and it would not be asserted that the public would 
suffer by their incorporation, 145 They purchased the land on a speculation; 
they took all the expenses of exploring and surveying upon themselves.1 
They had already expended thousands in exploring that territory, and they 
would have to expend thousands more before they could hope to gain any thing 
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fOr their labourl47 | and, should the speculation turn out unprofitable, they 
would be exposed to a great loss, but they themselves would be the only 
losers » and the public would not lose a single fraction.149 we repeated 
there had been no favour, scarcely, he thought, even the justice they were 
entitled to. The sale of the land had been advertised for months; the 

lots were of about 150 acres each, at four shillings an acre to every one; 
there was mineral land at each side, and at the back of the Company's loca- 
tion, although the lake was in front of it.159 He thought therefore that 
there could not be the slightest objection to the principle of the bill, 

and it was drawn up in such a simple form, that there could be no objection 
to its details, and he begged the hon. member for Quebec not to persist 

in his opposition to the bill, as any objections he might have to its de- 
tails could be enforced in committee more advantageously.151 Now, let the 
honourable member for Quebec make a practical experiment as to whether par- 
tiality is or is not shown in the disposal of their lands; let him become 
a purchaser of a vacant lot alongside of him (Col. Prince), who would be 
proud and happy to have his honourable and learned friend for a neighbour. 


MR. AYLWIN--You'1ll not catch me up there, and Laughter. 1°3 
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COL. PRINCE.--Well, he would be happy to catch him up there, for, were 
he to go there, he would entertain pretty much the same idea of the favour- 
itism shown by Government that he (Col. Prince) entertained; and, under 
those circumstances, he trusted the honourable member for Quebec would not 
oppose the second reading of the Bil1 154 


MR. AYLWIN would oppose the second reading of the bill, and was the 
more determined in his opposition from the fact mentioned in the speech, 
of his being the friend of the member for Essex. It appeared mineral land, 
or land believed to contain minerals, had been sold at 4s for an acre!-- 
the wood land of Saguenay and Gaspé was sold at 3s an acre, and was land 
believed to contain immense mineral wealth--land containing the huge trea- 
sures of the earth, to be sold at only one shilling more than the wood land 
of Gaspé?155 His hon. friend asked him if it was his wish that those min- 
erals should remain in the bowels of the earth? Not at all. He repeated 
that he wished only that the mines should have been advertised, in order 
that the Province might draw the greatest possible benefit from them, by 
their being disposed of to the highest bidder.156 The lands had not been 
advertised since the commencement of the project,--no! some persons were 
in the secret, and could purchase,--these were individuals who were first 
in the market,--they were speculators who had the start of competition. 
The member for Essex had used the word speculation, but what sort of spec- 
ulation was it? It was such a one as that mentioned in Sir Walter Scott's 
novel of the Antiquary, in which an old Scottish Baronet acted the part of 
the Company, and explored, with the assistance of the German juggler, Dr. 
Dousterswivel. The speculation was a leap in the dark, but there were no 
old British Baronets, with long purses at command, in the Huron Mining Com- 
pany, and that company were not aided by the scientific research of a German 
juggler. But, said the member for Essex, nobody would be the loser, in the 
event of a failure, but the company. He begged pardon, the losers would be 
their creditors,--should, as was not imposible (sic), failure result from 
the want of the capital or economy necessary to explore and develope (sic) 
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their magnificent depots of mineral wealth. The honourable member for 
Essex had said no favour had been shewn, no advantage had been taken--all 
had been open to a fair competition. He denied this. He would give an 
instance of five or six persons at Quebec had combined together to form 

a Quebec and Lake Superior Mining Company, but they kept very quiet, until 
they had advanced matters to the state which best fitted themselves, until 
they had made their own terms with the Government, and then, and not till 
then, they were really to encounter Peumerie ion ee ((He)) said that what 
he complained of was the secrecy with which those grants were made, which 
prevented a fair and open competition. He could not illustrate his pos- 
ition better than by telling hon. gentlemen the story of the Cornish parson, 
who, hearing that a ship was ashore at the time he was in the pulpit, told 
the congregation not to stir, as he had something very important to tell 
them, by which means he induced them to remain in their places until he 
got to the door, when he cried out 158 | taking off his hat, "every man for 
himself, and a fair start for us al1."159 (hear, hear.)160 Now what he 
(Mr. Aylwin) wanted was, "a fair start for us al1."16l° (Hear, hear.) ... 
In conclusion he said he could not consent to the hon. gentleman's desire 
to allow the bill to be read a second time then, but would move that it 
should be read a second time that day week: as might be seen, it was not 
his intention to throw the bill out, but merely to defer it for the pre- 
Senee

The Honorable Mr. Aylwin moved in amendment, seconded by the Honorable 
Mr. Baldwin, That all the words after "be" tn the said motton be struck 
out, and the following substituted: "read a second time on Wednesday next." 


MR. MACDONALD (Glengary) thought that the Government was much to blame 
in not giving the public every information as to the value and extent of 
the mineral tracts north of Lake Superior. He could not concur with his 
hon. friend from Essex in thinking that the Province would not lose by 
those speculations; for if they failed, the parties interested would puff 
them up through the newspapers, until they succeeded in disposing of their 
stock, and thus gull the public out of their money. He would also beg 
hon. gentlemen to remember that that stock was not held within the Province-- 
by far the greatest portion of it being in the hands of the Americans. 
What good, then, could the Province derive from those speculations? Not 
even the provisions were supplied by the Canadians, but were all procured 
from the other side; and the minerals were conveyed, not through our waters, 
but through the United States. On that account, he would vote for the 
motion of his hon. friend from Quebec. 


MR. BALDWIN said that the manner in which those location titles were 
given out was far from satisfactory to him and to the country at large. 
The public knew nothing of those titles being issued until somehow it 
leaked out that the parties who were not applying to the House for acts 
of incorporation had already obtained them. The whole proceeding had a 
suspicious appearance, but what alarmed him most was the fact of those 
lands being sold for four shillings an acre! He warned the House not to 
pass one of those bills till they were informed as to the actual value 
of the lands in question. He could not see how the government would 
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explain their silence on the occasion, except they felt that they were squ- 
andering the public money, and therefore thought silence was the best policy. 
Instead of giving their sanction to the second reading of the bill at that 
time, it was the duty of the government to support his hon. friend's motion 
for delay until the House had every necessary information, for they might 
rest assured that although they could carry the bill through the House by 
their majority of one or two, the public will one day visit it upon them. 
All the information that the public had on the subject was from the parties 
interested, who assent that the stock is of the most valuable description, 
and can sell it at a premium already. If that were the case why did the 
government sit silent? Why did they not give the public all the information 
in their power? Were they conscious to themselves of having uselessly 
squandered the public money, or what was it that locked up their mouths? 

He would therefore appeal to hon. gentlemen on both sides of the House & ask 
them whether it was not their duty to delay the passage of any of those 
bills until they had the fullest information, for they might rest assured 
that if that were not obtained the dissatisfaction of the public would 
increase, and sooner or later it would be visited on them and the govern- 
ment. Why did not the government at once give the House the data upon which 
they had come to the determination of selling those lands at 4s. per acre? 
The House should be fully acquainted with the whole of their proceedings, 
whether they had gone upon any data, or whether they had decided it by 

the toss of a half-penny, which was as likely as not, and should not consent 
to pass any one of those bills until they had obtained it. _He would there- 
fore give the motion of his hon. friend his hearty support. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said it appeared to him that the hon. member for 
North York had just waked up and made a discovery respecting those mines, 
which was known to the whole country long ago. He admitted that he was 
concerned in one of those companies,!65 in common with Messrs. Hincks, 
LeMoine & Mills, and other gentlemenl66, having, at the solicitation of 
some gentlemen--long before he entered the Administration--subscribed £1000, 
which he was very much afraid he would never get back, (hear, hear,) and 
would be happy to sell out to the hon. gentlemanopposite at par. y

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD was not a Minister when the terms were originally 
made between the Government and the company; and now, that he was a Minister, 
he would be glad to afford any information which the member for Quebec desir- 
ed, of which the Ministry were in possession1l69, and would at the same time 
inform his hon. friend how he got concerned in the company, and how he could 
not get out of it. As to the price of the land, he had been informed that 
four shillings was an enormous price F 


MR. DRUMMOND said, there were two lights in which the matter ought be 
regarded: one was as a political question, the other, as a matter of private 
right. He would first dispose of the second view of the question. The 
Government had pledged the faith of the country to the Mining Company, and 
we ought to stand by them in the fulfilment of their engagement: a compact 
between the Government and individuals was as binding as a contract between 
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private individuals. The Company had bought the land, engaged to pay for 
it, and had paid in the deposit required by the Government; the Government 
had the money, the Company had the land, and with it they had vested rights 
which could, and should, not be interferred with. In a political point 

of view, he was opposed, to the Government entering the field as specula- 
tors, or taking any share in a speculation, of the kind.1/1 ((He)) blamed 
the Ministry for having granted licenses secretly, as by that means they 
were enabled to practise favouritism. He did not make that assertion 
rashly, as he was counsel for a party who had applied for a licence, which 
was refused to him, but granted to another individual.--But it‘so happened 
that at the beginning of September, the holders of those licenses were not 

a whit more advanced than other parties, as at that period an advertisement 
was inserted in the papers to the effect that any party who wished to deposit 
£150 in the hands of the Government should have full liberty to proceed with 
the working of those mines. That was throwing them open at once to public 
competition.+ At the low price at which valuable lands were sold in the 
most populous parts of the Province, when,as had lately happened to his know- 
ledge, 3,00017 acres of the finest arable land, situated within 10 miles 

of the village of St. Hyacinthe, there sold at 38174 an acre, and when he 
considered the risk and outlay attendant on mining, he did not consider 4s 
too little for a speculative barren wilderness, at an immense distance, from 
the confines of civilization.!/> He thought the hon. member for Quebec must 
agree with him when he reflected that those lands were situated 2500 miles 
from the seaboard, and were in great part nothing but rock, whilst the land 
on the Saguenay, situated near the seaboard, and comprising one of the most 
fertile districts in the Province, was sold at the rate of three shillings. 
... He repeated that the course the Government pursued at first was highly 
blameable 76. ((they)) had done wrong in not advertising the lands for sale 
at an early date, but they had remedied the error on the lst December; the 
purchasers had no advantage over the purchasers subsequent to that date, 
since which time their proceedings had been perfectly open. They had been 
guilty, therefore, of a mere omission. He believed the price to be a fair 
compensation, and the purchase to be effected without any attempt on the 
part of Government to prevent fair competition.1/7 He was confident that 

if the hon. member for North York was fully acquainted with all the circum- 
stances, he would not have opposed the Bill. He (Mr. D.) hoped, at all 
events, that the rights of those parties who had laid out their money on 
those enterprises would be respected. With regard to part of the stock 
being in the hands of Americans, he could see no objection on that score; 
but was rather of opinion that if they could exchange Peas for gold, 

it would be an advantage and not a loss to the Province. 8 


The Hon. M. P. P. was_frequently interrupted with cheers, mostly from 
the ministerial benches.1/ 


MR. MOFFATT defended the course pursued by the Administration with res- 
pect to the licences granted to the mining companies, and insisted that 
neither the Government nor the House had any right to interfere with private 
enterprise. He asserted that the operations of the mining companies would 
be of immense advantage to the Province, by the employment of labour, and 
the great consumption of provisions, which they would necessarily occasion. 180 
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MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY remarked, in reference to the distinction which the 
member for Quebec had made between agricultural land, and land expected to 
produce a return in mineral wealth, that the one was no inferior of the 
other, and that, as far as his individual opinion went, he thought the best 
mine was to be found in a rich alluvial soil, if properly worked. 1 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY spoke of the great public benefit which would 
result from the outlay expended on mining operations, and the amount of 
labour necessary to carry them on. He stated that persons acquainted with 
mining operations were now on their way from England, and that it would 
be cruel and unjust to disappoint the expectations they had formed upon 
the good faith of the Government. 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said it was to be borne in mind that these mines 
had been known to be in existence almost from the conquest of the country; 
why then assail the present administration for not doing that which none 
of their predecessors had done? (Cheers.) Would the member for Quebec 
wish the ministry to expend £500,000 in sinking shafts in these mining dis- 
tricts? Was he prepared to vote? And, if not, did he desire these mines 
to be left in their present condition for ever? It was manifest that the 
working of the mines would be productive of the greatest public benefit. 
Then, the only question is, if it were not the Government it must be private 
enterprise. The proposition of the honourable member for Quebec, regarding 
a rent to be paid out of the proceeds of the mine, was such as had never 
succeeded at any period of history, or in any country in the world. The 
gist of the honourable member's speech appeared to be that they had not al- 
lowed him.a.fair chanee at the fat things of the earth. ... He seemed to 
think that they had engaged in a mysterious bond against his interest; that 
they had been, to make a quotation, "cutting his throat behind his back. "183 


Hear, hear, from MR. AYLWIN, and laughter. 184 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON.--The fact, however, was, that the hon. gentleman 
from Quebec spoke like a disappointed man, who was kept in the dark, and 
could not dip his hand in as soon as the others, in which case he would 
no doubt have been satisfied.18° 


MR. AYLWIN was no speculator. 186 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON was not either, nor was he connected in any man- 
ner whatsoever with the mining companies. But when he heard people speak 
of these companies deriving enermous (sic) fortunes from their mines, it 
struck him that they had no idea of the large sums which must be expended, 
and of the heavy losses which must be endured, before a single penny could 
be realized. If hon. gentlemen would reflect upon that, he thought that 
instead of blaming the Government for disposing of the mineral tracts too 
cheaply, they would have been of opinion rather that the mining companies 
should have been placed upon a more advantageous footing.187 The honourable 
member had said the Government should have undertaken the expense of sur- 
veying and exploring these mineral tracts. The American Government had 
undertaken the very course recommended by the M.P.P. for Quebec, on the 
copper and silver mines on this side of the lakes. They had made an esti- 
mate of $2,000 expenditure upon the necessary staff, and the actual expenses 
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amounted to $8,000. (Hear, hear.) The affairs of the American people were 
generally well managed, and they were a people who looked shrewdly after 
their affairs, and they abandoned that course which they originally tried, 
and which the member for Quebec had recommended. The American government 
disposed of their lots on more favourable conditions towards the purchaser 
than her Majesty's government in this Province had given. (Hear, hear.) 
Thus it would appear that the government not only sold the land at a fair 
remunerative price, but had saved the country an unnecessary expense, in 
avoiding that course which the member for Quebec had so strongly recommended, 
which the American env preneue had attempted, and which had so signally 
failed. (Cheers. )1 8

MR. LAFONTAINE had engaged to move the reading of a bill on Mining af- 
fairs, but reserved to himself the right to vote as he might think proper; 
he would vote that the bill now before the House be read on Tuesday next, 
particularly as the Government had agreed to lay the necessary papers before 
the House.--He was not of opinion that the Government should work the mines 
(hear, hear) if profit were to be derived from them it was right that indiv- 
iduals should have it (hear, hear), he was anxious before proceeding any 
farther to see the papers; they might be of use. He had not interest in 
the mines, was requested to take shares, but did not do so; like his hon. 
friend from Quebec he was no speculator in the matter.

MR. SMITH, (of Frontenac) would be glad to hear the hon. gentleman 
give some reason in behalf of his extraordinary resolution. For his 
own part, he did not understand how it was that after having imposed 
these duties--duties that were universally popular--the House was not to 
step in, and by one resolution, sweep them away. The agricultural part 
of the population would not be satisfied with this change, though the 
representatives from towns and cities might be. He would call upon the 
members from the Eastern Townships to say if they were in favour of this 
measure. He contended that unless it could be proved that Canadians could 
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compete with their neighbours on the other side, such a motion ought not 
to receive the assent of the House. 


MR. ERMATINGER was of the same opinion as the hon. member for Frontenac. 
Such a motion was a mere chasing of shadows, because it only provided against 
the time when the United States should repeal their duties. That was well 
enough but before going so far, the House should be satisfied that there 
would be a reciprocity, and that the reciprocity would be a real one. 


MR. GOWAN thought there was no member in the House who represented a 
more exclusively agricultural County than he did; nor was there any man in 
the House who was more disposed than he to protect them. But he differed 
with hon. members as to the manner of protecting them. He would be glad 
to know, when hon. gentlemen stood up and talked about protecting agricul- 
ture, whether all these taxes and burdens, in whatever way they were levied 
at first, were not, in the end, paid by the farmers. People might talk 
about taxing the trade and commerce of the cities, as long as they liked. 
His hon. friend might impose what taxes and restrictions he pleased upon 
the commerce of the country; but if he would examine the first principles 
of political economy he would be satisfied that he taxed the farmers.-- 
All goods that come to Quebec or Montreal, or Toronto, were taxed; but 
who paid?--the merchant? No; but the farmer, who consumed the goods. He 
told his hon. friend from Middlesex, that he had formed an erroneous opin- 
ion as to what was for the advantage of the country. He (Mr. Gowan) would 
give all classes the advantages of a twofold market, and he asked whether 
that would not be for the farmer, one of the greatest boons. It undoubtedly 
would be, and if the constituents of his hon. friend and of other hon. 
gentlemen, had one grievance more than another it was that the Americans 
had the advantage of two markets--that of England and their own, while 
Canadians had none but that of England. He should be delighted to see 
the system of reciprocity carried out. It was true that while England 
afforded protection to Canadian produce, he thought it for the interest 
of the people of Canada, to support the system contended for by his hon- 
orable friend. He was opposed to Sir Robert Peel's plan as a Colonist, 
although looking at Imperial interests, he would have voted for it, because 
he conceived that paramount considerations were involved. Nevertheless, 
he did think that if Great Britain had looked on the question in another 
manner, she might have found within her own wide dominions, ample means 
of maintenance, and might at the same time, have fostered her own children 
in the different portions of the globe where they were settled. Had 
she admitted the Colonies to be really parts of the Empire, and allowed 
the Americans to send produce through Canadian waters, the Colonists would 
have had the benefit of the inland trade, and British shipping of the 
ocean trade. Seeing, however, that Great Britain had taken from Canada, 
that which it was for her interest to keep, it was now for her to look 
to her own advantages. He should,without saying more, vote for the res- 
olution. 


MR. WILLIAMS thought that the hon. member for North Lincoln deserved 
great credit for introducing this motion. The people of Canada desired 
to trade with the United States, on terms of reciprocity. They desired 
to have access to the American markets, and to give Americans access to 
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theirs. It was only last session that the House passed an address to Her 
Majesty, praying that in any commercial treaty with the United States, this 
system of reciprocity might be adopted. He felt sure that if it were adopt- 
ed, it would be the means of facilitating a most desirable traffic. 


MR. MCCCONNELL did not think so much of Free Trade--did not believe 
it was what it was cracked up to be. He represented an agricultural con- 
stituency, and thought protection was what the country wanted. The adopt- 
ion of that principle had done great good. If real reciprocity could be 
brought about, he would not much object to it; but he did not believe it 
could. The hon. member for Leeds had said that all had to come from the 
farmer.--Well, that to a certain extent was true. 


MR. GOWAN explained:--Perhaps he had not made his meaning so clear as 
he should have done; but what he desired to show was this;--that whatever 
burdens were laid on the mercantile classes, they were obliged to add to 
the price of their goods; so that, though the farmers got a trifle more 
by their protection, they had, in the end, to pay every halfpenny of it 
themselves. 


MR. MCCONNELL, at any rate, could not agree to this motion, unless 
he saw the duties first taken off on the other side. 


MR. HALE did not see why the duties in Canada should be done away 
with before the American duties, when they were put on as a set off to 
those from the United States. If reciprocity was to be established, let 
the principle be first adopted elsewhere. The hon. member for Middlesex 
said that this motion was like fighting with a shadow: so it was, because 
it was for others to take the first steps. 


MR. MERRITT thought the principle so plainly and obviously for the 
interests of Upper Canada, that it would pass as a matter of course. If 
agriculturists knew what their own interests were, they would know that 
two markets were better than one. The hon. member for Sherbrook (sic) had 
designed a most extraordinary reason for opposing the motion. He contended 
that, as the United States began the present system, Canada ought to wait 
until they took the initiative in changing it. So that, though they acknow- 
ledged they were injured, they must wait till other people thought of it, 
to get the evil removed. The people of Canada ought, instead of that, to 
consider what was best for themselves, and try to get it. The hon. member 
for Northumberland gave a reason for voting, that was an answer to all 
which had been said against it, viz: that, last year, the House had unan- 
imously voted an address to the Crown, praying that this very principle of 
reciprocity should be, if possible, carried out. Now, by the British 
Possessions' Act, the Colonial Government could legislate for itself; and, 
therefore, the House ought to pass the resolution, had also asigned (sic) 

a most extraordinary reason for doing so. He said he represented an 
agricultural constituency. The honorable gentleman was mistaken in his 
constituents; they were not so ignorant as not to know that their own 
interests were concerned in obtaining reciprocity with the United States.-- 
The hon. member for Middlesex, too, desired to protect agriculturists; 
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but he (Mr. Merritt) told that hon. gentleman, also, that they would be 
most ignorant if they did not prefer two markets to one. If hon. gentle- 
men would read, Sir R. Peel's celebrated speech in 1845, they would find 
that he showed, from the experience of a long succession of years, that 
when the grain growing countries in Europe produced an insufficient sup- 
ply, it almost always happened that the crops in America were plentiful; 
and that on the other hand when the crops in America were small, those 

in Europe were unusually large. Now, the grain growing countries of the 
United States were those between Virginia and the boundary of New York, 
and the American farmer in those States had two markets. He could go 
((to))England without paying any duty, or he could go to the Home Market. 
Now, suppose the price should be higher in the United States than in Eng- 
land, on account of a scarcity, though the duties could make no difference 
now while both were exporting countries, it would make a material difference 
then. In the years 1835, '36 and '37, this did happen, and the greatest 
dissatisfaction prevailed, because wheat was half a dollar dearer on the 
American side than on the Canadian. Let hon. members look for information 
on this head at the reports of the Board of Trade, or at those of Mr. 
Gambling, President of the Board of Commerce, of New York. He contended 
that these duties did no good to the people of Upper Canada, and that it 
was the interest of the agriculturist to take off these duties whether 

the United States do so or not. But the resolution did not go so far as 
that. It provided for the prejudices which the people might have aris- 
ing from a disinclination to do away with duties while others kept them 
on. He desired to adopt the principles of Sir Robert Peel, whose argu- 
ments were unanswerable. The hon. member for Frontenac would see that 

the resolution protected the farmer of Canada against the farmer of the 
United States, because it would have no effect until the Americans passed 
an act to give the same advantages to Canada. 


MR. SHERWOOD (Brockville) agreed with the hon. member for North Lin- 
coln, that this measure, if carried out, would be of great advantage; 
and if it were not likely, as some of its opponents seemed to think that 
it would be reciprocated by the United States, there could be little 
danger in passing it. It was a well known fact that produce, during 
the present year, had been sold higher in New York than in Montreal, and 
so much so, that persons had found it worth their while to send produce 
there from Canada. He knew that flour had been at least half a dollar 
a barrel higher on the Ou side. He could see no reason why this 
resolution should not pass. 0 


MR. COLVILLE would support the Resolution, and considered the argu- 
ments of the hon. member for North Lincoln as perfectly conclusive. Liv- 
ing as he (Mr. C.) did in a country bordering on the State of New York, 
he knew it would be a great advantage if the farmers could get into that 
State to. sell their, crain. The only excuse that could possibly be alleged 
for putting on these duties arose from the fact that the people on the 
other side of the line 45° had done so first. Canada ought now to show 
that if they would let her people go to their markets, she would let 
them come to hers. The hon. member for Sherbrooke said that Canada ought 
not to take the initiative--well, he thought that of little consequence. 
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It did not matter who began the thing: if it were good, the sooner it were 
done by some one the better. 


MR. ARMSTRONG made some remarks which were almost inaudible in the gal- 
lery--all that reached _us was the hon. gentleman's declaration of his hostil- 
ity to the Resolution. 


MR. MEYERS thought that in the single article of lumber, if the recipro- 
city could be obtained it would be of the utmost advantage to Canada. In 
his part of the country, there were very large exports of lumber. There 
were large agricultural exports, especially of horses.2 


MR. CHALMERS, as an Agricultural Member, could not vote in favour of 
this Resolution. The Canadian farmer was not in a condition to compete 
with the United States farmer--the latter was farther advanced and had a 
better climate. The great disadvantage to the Canadian farmer arising 
from the measure, would be the unsteadiness of the markets. If produce 
were admitted free, the markets would be glutted as they were before the 
agricultural protection was enacted. The complaint was not so much that 
the farmers were undersold, as that the markets were glutted. To compete 
with the Americans was like a small capitalist competing with a large one-- 


they had the largest capital and could supply the market on superior terms. 24 


DR. LATERRIERE opposed the motion. Canada was so circumstanced as to 
make it impossible that it could ever stand in competition with the United 
States. 


MR. SMITH (Frontenac) wanted to know, if the Canadian producer was 
to take advantage of the New York market, instead of the Montreal, what 
was to become of the Canals. He concurred with the hon. member for Lennox 
and Addington in saying that Canada could not be put on the same terms 
with the people of the United States. Was not the balance of trade in flour 
against Canada at that moment--were not thousands of quarters of grain 
imported annually for distilling, and why? Because there was not grain 
enough produced in the country. If the Americans should meet the propos- 
ition, and it were carried out, the whole trade of the Province would go 
to New York. He wished that to be distinctly understood, and he wished 
it to be considered whether it was not for the interests of Lower Canada, 
as well as for those of the whole country, that the trade should continue 
in its old channel. Was there not already experience of the evils he spoke 
of? He knew that during the first month of spring not a steamer crossed 
the Lake to Kingston, without bringing tons and tons of goods, which used 
to be all brought into Montreal. If these Resolutions passed, the trade 
of the two Provinces would be entirely separated. There had not been a 
more popular Bill introduced in the Legislature of Upper Canada than 
this agricultural protection Bill, brought in by Mr. Hincks, and the people 
would look with distrust on their Representatives if they did anything 
against it. He knew well that Free Trade principles had been widely 
disseminated--they were spreading fast, and would spread; but he believed 
they were not applicable to Canada, where people had everything to con- 
tend against. With respect to cattle, he knew that the Americans, for 
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several years past, had brought in large numbers, which they sold to graziers, 
and salted down into beef; and since he had been in Montreal, he had seen 
many large droves of the same description. 


MR. GOWAN would say but one word more, and he did so because there 
were some plausability in what the hon. member for Frontenac had said. 
But if there was some plausibility, there assuredly was no philosophy in 
it. He attacked the resolution on two grounds--first, because he said 
it would go to injure the canals, and secondly, because it would injure 
the agriculturists..-—-First, he urged, it would ruin the tolls; next 
that it would increase the grain brought for distillation. These two 
propositions were plainly inconsistent; for all that came into the coun- 
try for distillation, added to the money received for tolls. Again; if 
it were true that the grain would go by New York, on these resolutions 
being carried out, how did that accord with his doctrine about injury to 
the farmer? If New York were so much better as to make the farmer go 
there in preference, it would be so far from a injury to his interests 
to allow him to go, that the greatest injury was done to him by pre- 
venting him from going. 


MR. HALL thought the proposition, at first sight, looked well, and 
he differed from his hon. friend the member for Lennox and Addington in 
his opinion, respecting the climate of Canada. He denied that the soil 
of the United States was better than that of Cahada (sic), and he defied 
any man to prove that there was a foot of ground in the State of New 
York, better than the land in Canada; he had been through the States, and 
had carefully examined into the matter. But though they had not a better 
soil, they had advantages which Canada had not--they had industry and 
enterprize, and a Legislature that attended to the interests of the coun- 
try, instead of squabbling about politics. He would oppose this motion, 
because he thought that if its principles were carried into effect, the 
country would be flooded with American manufactures, which had grown 
up in opposition to British manufactures, because they had been protected. 
In Canada there was no tariff, because no more than 5 per cent could be 
imposed, while the Americans levied 25 percent on manufactured goods. 
Thus Canada had to bring everything from foreign countries--either from 
England or the United States, and Canadians were obliged to remain slaves 
and wheat growers. Was there nothing else in the world but wheat? How 
were these things to be bought, if the wheat crop failed? On the other 
hand, if there were manufactures in the country, the people would be 
employed upon them, and have the means to buy wheat. Another thing was 
that farmers had to pay 5s. per barrel, freight, for their flour, instead 
of about half a dollar--why was that? Because there was nothing for the 
ships to bring to Canada; so that in taking away the flour, they were 
compelled to charge enough to cover two voyages instead of one. Now, if 
things were not allowed to come through from the United States, they would 
come to Canada, and thus the shipping would be satisfied to be paid for 
the homeward voyage. 


MR. MERRITT remarked, that if his hon. friend had considered the reso- 
lution more attentively, he would have seen that there was nothing about 
manufactures in it. Suppose the Americans had a better climate than that 
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of Canada--and certainly that of Ohio was better; suppose they could 
raise produce lower, was that any reason why their produce market 

should not be governed by that of the place to which their produce 

went? No one could controvert the principle that it was so governed-- 
if it cost an American 2s. and a Canadian 5s. to raise the same quantity 
of produce, so much the worse for the latter; but could he get anything 
more for it? Well, what ... did agricultural members desire to do?-- 
they were entirely mistaken in the course they were taking, because they 
excluded the agriculturist from his chance in two markets. In 1835, 
1836, and 1837, markets were higher in America than in England, and 
would, one time or another, be so again. Whenever that happened there 
would be dissatisfaction, and it was his conviction of that fact, which 
made him anxious to vote the address which all hon. members voted for 
last year. An hon. member had talked about the balance of trade. Did 
not that hon. gentleman know that if the farmer could send his produce 
cheaper through the United States than through Canada, that the grower 
himself, was the gainer? What were the Canals for--for the mere plea- 
sure of having them; or to benefit the grower? Why were the differential 
duties to be taken off; but to benefit the same class? He had always 
been for free trade with England as opposed to that with the United States, 
so long as England gave protection to Canada; but since she had taken 
off her protection, it was nothing but folly for Canadians to put it on. 
Mr. Merritt here read the following letter, which he said was from an 
eminent merchant who had been thirty years in the trade:-- 


HON. W. H. MERRITT, Montreal: 


Dear Sir.--Your favours of 26th ult., dated at this place, was duly 
received, and I have addressed Mr. Robinson on the subjects suggested. 

I hope, and trust, your Parliament will have intelligence and patriotism 
enough to act promptly on the subject of the Welland Canal. Every motive 
of interest, pride and patriotism should induce the early completion of 
the great and valuable work. It will repay most bountifully all the 
requisite expenditures both in direct revenue and in incidental public 
benefits. 

Both your Colonial and our general Government are conducting ((them- 
selves)) most absurdly in their measures of embarrasing (sic) the trade 
with each other, and through their respective channels to the ocean. True, 
we can import your flour, pay duty, export it again, and retain the duty, 
with much attendant ceremony and perplexity. On your part your law is 
more wise than, or rather less foolish than ours, and you can import the 
wheat ground, and export the flour and escape the duty. 

But all this formality is absurd; it ought to be remembered that both 
your country and ours are exporters of grain, and for every bushel imported 
another bushel will be exported; neither your farmers or ours can be pro- 
tected. Commerce will protect them: law cannot. If the whole crop of 
the United States was imported into Canada, it would merely go there for 
exportation, and your farmers would not sell a bushel less or for a less 
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price. In connexion with freedom in the grain trade, the River St. 
Lawrence should be thrown open to the shipping of the world.--The con- 
sequence would be that a large portion of your crop would go off in 
the proper summer season, at 3s. per bbl., instead of 6s. in English 
vessels exclusively, at the approach of winter, when insurance is 
extravagant, and the danger of loss of life and property is fearful. 
Your late and early shipments could go through our channels at low 
freights too, for we should have English shipping at Boston, and New 
York, competing for winter freights. 

Again, free the St. Lawrence, and New England will in the summer 
be supplied with western products through the channel, giving revenue 
to your canals, and compelling the State of New York to reduce canal 
tolls, and relax her restrictions on rail-roads, a concession to com- 
mence, which will benefit Canada as well as our Western States. I 
cannot yet believe the St. Lawrence, almost the finest river in the 
world, was made for nothing, or at least to adorn and set off a land- 
scape. With liberal and wise legislation, it will prove one of the 
best channels for trade in the world. 

He was really surprised to hear hon. gentlemen get up and oppose 
the resolution. It related to a question which was perfectly well 
understood by the agriculturists of the country, and he could say, 
that in his own county, where all were agriculturists, there was not 
a single man who was not in favour of it. 


MR. ERMATINGER remarked, that the address of last year only went 
to recommend the British Government to stipulate for Canadian produce 
being admitted into the States at the same terms as American produce 
was then admitted into Canada. It does not consider any thing future, 
such as was contemplated by this resolution. He would advise hon. 
gentlemen to read the opinions of Alison--an author who had had the 
map of Europe before him for years--and see what he thought of recipro- 
city. The hon. gentleman talked about two markets; but yet it seemed 
as if they were pretty much alike; for he said all prices were governed 
by the English market. 30 


MR. MERRITT.--Yes; except in the particular cases to which I have 
alluded. 3+ 


MR. ERMATINGER.--Well, might not that apply the other way? Again, 
if there were to be Free Trade, there must be the same advantages in 
every thing, and the Canadian farmer must pay no more for wages than 
the farmer in Ohio. Could the farmer be told that it was for his inter- 
est that American pork and corn should come in to oust him from his own 
market. 32 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY was prepared to sustain the address of last 
Session; but then he thought the resolution went a great deal further. 
The hon. member must be aware that a certain revenue was derived from 
these duties--to take off the whole of which would materially reduce 
the revenue. It was a question not only of reciprocity but of ways and 
means for the coming year, so that he thought, Ministers ought to have 
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time to consider before they voted on it. To show what would be given 
up by carrying the principle of this resolution into practice, he would 
mention that the produce of these duties amounted to about £13,000. He 
was not prepared to lose that; and, in order to give time for consider- 
ation, as to the means of meeting it, would advise the hon. gentleman 
to allow the Committee to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again. 


MR. CAUCHON spoke in favor of the resolution. Notwithstanding he 
came from an agricultural county, he felt that he was to legislate for 
the whole country. Besides which he believed that he was doing no harm 
to the farmers by voting for it. 


MR. BERTHELOT said that the principles of Free Trade, were now ack- 
nowledged, but it was necessary to have them carried out entire. It was 
necessary to give our neighbours the free use of our rivers, and until 
that was done, Free Trade was but a phantom. It was, perhaps, necessary 
also, to take into account the capital employed in industrial pursuits, 
which had grown up under the protective, or, he should rather say, the 
restrictive system, and the revenues had also to be kept in view. How- 
ever, he would risk all that if freedom of commerce was carried out in 
its full extent--which, as he had said before, meant freedom of naviga- 
tion as of other branches of trade. Give him that, and he would guarantee 
the revenue--open the St. Lawrence, and give the Americans the same 
liberty that they afforded on their waters, and there was no fear of the 
canals sustaining themselves. This was an idea to which he had long been 
attached, and he believed that the imposts on goods coming from the 
United States, were as nothing in comparison with what the canals would 
produce. He would therefore willingly vote for the resolution, in 
expectation of the opening of the navigation. 


MR. VIGER said that the hon. gentleman was mistaken in supposing 


that the American waters were free for the navigation of foreigners. 2° 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON desired (like Mr. Cayley) that the Committee 
should rise, and sit again at another day. 


MR. AYLWIN thought the hon. member for North Lincoln had given him- 
self a great deal of trouble to prepare a resolution, of which the result 
would be anything but satisfactory, even if its principles were carried 
out. His hon. friend from North Lincoln had used a great many taking words 
about mutual interest--benefits--reciprocity, &c.; but he (Mr. Aylwin) could 
not see that Canada or the United States would be materially benefitted 
by imperfect reciprocity; nor could he see any hope of a perfect recipro- 
city at all. His hon. friend had mentioned the years 1835, '6, and '7; 
but he would ask his hon. friend whether, taking any larger number of years, 
there would be more than one or two when Canadian produce would have found 
its way into the markets of the United States?38 


Yes--from MR. MERRITT. 2? 


MR. AYLWIN.--Well, perhaps the hon. member's experience went that way, 
but his (Mr. Aylwin's) went another; he thought it was impossible for the 
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two countries to stand on the same footing. He could understand the 
exchange of natural productions between countries whose productions 

were different; but in this case the exports from both countries were 

the same. Canada was an agricultural country, and what did people 
complain of? Why, that they had to contend against a hard climate, 

where cattle must be housed and fed for six or seven months of the year. 
The hon. gentleman had spoken of his canals--certainly the country was 
very much obliged to him for them; but who had paid for them? The people-- 
that was the majority of the people--that was to say the agricultural 
classes. Yet while he heard constantly of the manufacturing and commer- 
cial interests, he never heard a word about supporting the agricultural 
interests. Though he was the representative of a commercial constituency, 
rather than an agricultural one, he would support the agricultural inter- 
est. What was it that supported the people he represented, if it were 
not the many--the masses--the agriculturists? Free Trade was a fine thing 
in a large empire, like Great Britain, with great mineral treasure, and 
stupendous manufactures. She should desire to inculcate Free Trade for 
she had everything to gain, and nothing to lose, by it; but the same 
doctrine would be fatal to the interests of these Provinces; and he 
complained, as he had complained before, that it was brought forward by 
Great Britain at a time most unfavourable for the Colonies. But what 

did the hon. member desire to do? Did he desire to invite the Americans 
to come and compete, in their own markets, with the farmers by whom the 
Province flourished. With reference to trade and commerce,he would say 
that the merchants and traders were drones in the bee-hive. He would 

go the full length to serve the interests of that class; but he would 
not go the length of saying there was nothing but trade and commerce, 
though people talked of free trade by the hour. Large as the Province 
was, it would not compete with the great Republic that surrounded it: 

it was impossible and absurd, and could only be done if Canada had a 
variety of productions, and had developed all her mineral resources. 

He was not prepared to view the world as a single family, of which the 
interests were the same; he believed that never would be the case under 
the present dispensation, and, as to free trade, it was as impossible 

as it would be to open the street doors and dispense at the same time 
with strong boxes. Who was it, indeed, that talked of free trade, 

and was prepared to surrender it? England would not do so; for she 
still protected the interests that ought to be protected--he thought 

the farmer ought to be protected. He was sorry to see Sir Robert 

Peel take the steps that he had recently taken, for he was convinced 

they would stain his character for statesmanship. He anticipated the 
time, and not a distant one, when the new doctrines would be thrown 
overboard, and when people would acknowledge that Great Britain had been 
great by the men of the country. He would lament the day when purely 
commercial interests should subvert those which, in times past, have 
been paramount, and which still must be paramount to secure the good 

of the great mass of the inhabitants of any country. It was said that the 
Province had no other price than that which was governed by the foreign 
market; but, as a great portion of the Province exported nothing, of 
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course that did not apply there. But the hon. gentleman seemed to for- 
get that the price of corn did vary in different places that were merely 
concerned in the purely domestic grain trade, irrespective altogether 

of the prices at Mark Lane--and that domestic trade was the finest 

trade of all. For, beside that the trade of Canada consisted only in 

the timber trade, and in carrying the grain and flour of its neighbours. 
But of what value was the timber trade? Why, he would sacrifice it 
entirely for the sake of the agricultural interests. That trade cost 

67 per cent, on the whole value, paid to other interests; for, before 

it reached the British market, it had paid two thirds of its value for 
transportation. Under these circumstances, should the people of the 
Province do anything to promote that, when they got so little out of it 
in comparison to what Great Britain got. There never was such another 
trade, that he heard of, but the tobacco trade from Virginia, which was 
formerly carried on in the same way, being all for the advantage of Great 
Britain, and that was one of the causes of the separation of the Provinces. 
The inhabitants of towns were a small minority, and what was it that 
encouraged their trade? Why, the operations of the farmer; yet, while 
besides all that the farmer was taxed for all the duties, and for the 
interest of the money spent on the canals, that had been constructed and 
the roads that had been made, people desired to facilitate his American 
neighbour in bringing his produce to their doors. Hon. gentlemen might 
talk of anything they pleased--might reduce things to an arithmetical 
test; but all that could have no effect on him. The common sense view 

of the matter, could not be lost sight of; and looking at that, what 
became of the arguments? Our interests here must be placed on as good, 
or a butter (sic) footing, than those of the adjoining republic--the 
Americans were a commercial nation: Canadians were not a commercial 
nation, and would not be so for a long time. The first had a sea-port 

to facilitate their communication with every part of the world; the 

last had but one mode of access, and were only an colony, which could 

not carry on the trade of an empire. How then could the farmers afford 
the means of encouraging others, if they were not encouraged? He would 
ask any member of the House whether the agricultural condition of Canada 
had ever been such as to satisfy him completely? If the hon. gentleman 
would bring in a motion to foster domestic manufactures, he would hail 
the measure as a practical one, for he desired to see a high tariff placed 
upon all articles of consumption that the United States produced, and 
that Canada might produce. But this measure would keep down domestic 
manufactures, as they had always been kept down. The United States did 
better--the people there had no free trade notions, and what was the 
result? Why, a tract of country which he had traversed twenty-seven years 
before, as a mere village, on his way to college, was become one of the 
largest towns in the U. States. He envied them those manufactures, and 
believed that under a proper system of government, they might have been 
established in Canada. Such a system would not perhaps make fortunes for 
a few speculators; but it would spread comfort and ease among all classes 
of the community. He would prevent foreigners, and the natural enemies 
of the country in every sense, because the principles which they admired 
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he detested--he said he would prevent them from coming into the Canadian 
market. Whenever these resolutions were carried into effect, there 

would be no difference between Canada and the United States, and when 

that came about, he would have to submit to it; for, he confessed, he 
liked the air of America better than that of Europe. He was born in 
Canada, and would not expatriate himself--he would not emigrate; for 

he pitied those who had to leave their country, however they might bet- 
ter their condition. He abhorred their trade, and wished to see nothing 
of them, but their books, and those he liked because he got them cheap. 
(Laughter.) With that exception, he would like to have as little of their 
manufactures as possible, and he wished the people of England and Ireland 
would, with their free trade notions, send their glassware instead of 
Yankee glass; some chairs, instead of those detestable Yankee chairs; 

and some stoves, to prevent him encountering that horror of horrors, a 
Yankee stove, every one of which he looked upon as a personal insult. The 
hon. gentleman then went through the list of articles mentioned in Mr. 
Merritt's resolution, selecting those which he would and those which he 
would not admit; among other things, he decidedly objected to the articles 
of fish and fish oil, saying that there were plenty of cod and seal in 

the Gulph, and he wished that some protection were afforded to encourage 
the trade in them.40 


MR. MOFFATT said, one great thing to be considered in the financial 
arrangements of the Province, was the cheapness of tolls; because, if 
the Canadian Canals could be made cheaper than the American ones, that 
would bring the trade through them. Therefore, one great stumbling 
block in the way of this resolution was the revenue; for those the duties 
had been imposed from protection, a revenue had grown up from them, and 
to cut it off would be to lessen the facility of reducing the charges 
on the Canals. He had always been opposed to the agricultural duties; 
because he thought Canada ought to produce as cheaply as the United 
States. Canadians if they would only bring the same industry to bear 
could produce quite as cheaply as Americans, and as their markets were 
close at hand, the distance in the case of their neighbours was, of 
itself, a protection for them. If the question were taken that night, 
which he hoped it would not be, he should vote against it on the score 
of the revenue. At the same time he desired to throw open the market, 
so that if the United States market were the best, Canadians might go 
there. If it’ were the’ best, of course, there was no fear of their 
coming to Canada--the idea that they would do so, was a contradiction 
in terms. He denied that the soil and climate of the United States 
was superior to that of Canada. He considered the Western parts of 
Canada equal to Ohio; that part of the country from which his hon. 
friend from Durham came was as good as New York, and the District of 
Montreal was as good as Vermont; but the people in the United States 
were more industrious, and had more system--advantages which Canadians 
might attain, and which, if they did attain, they would require no 
protection. There were some parts of the hon. member for North Lincoln's 
resolutions, however, which he could not agree with. Thus--he had put 
down lumber among the articles specified. Now, lumber was a manufactured

article, and if that were admitted, cottons must. be,. teo; aor, when. states— 
men came to consider these. things, they looked to principles. . Therefore, 
he recommended the House to ask nothing that they would not concede. If 
the Canals had been finished this year, there would have been no immense 
trade through the Canadian waters, for the Americans were hardly able 

to do the work required of thane4t 


MR. MERRITT, in reply, pointed out that his resolution embraced the 
topic of the revenue, because it provided for that the change should 
not take effect till after a proclamation, which would give the Ministers 
the opportunity of seeing a provision made for the deficiency, before 
the duties were removed. The United States Congress also, did not meet 
till December, so that he thought there would be plenty of time to take 
proper precaution. He would, however, consent to the Committee rising.

MR. PRICE? moved an address to His Excellency respecting the Yonge 
Street Road, which he said caused more dissatisfaction and inconvenience 
to those who were compelled to travel on it, than any other road in the 
Province. One cause of that dissatisfaction was in the fact of its hav- 
ing been graded for fourteen or fifteen miles, just before the bad weather 
set in; the consequence was, that the road was rendered almost impassible, 
during the falls of 1845 and 1846 ,4 it being a matter of impossibility 
for a farmer to travel it with a barrel of flour in his waggon. Another 
cause of dissatisfaction was the great number of toll gates recently erected-- 
no less than seven within a distance of sixteen miles”, and three within 
two-and-a-half miles®, The only astonishing part of the business was, that 
the people had not cut them down. He had no doubt it would be urged that 
toll was not demanded at all those gates. That was certainly true; but the 
very sight of so many gates was enough to irritate the farmers who are 
continually quarrelling and squabbling with the gate keepers about the tic- 
kets, which they were obliged to show at every gate, or else to pay a second 
time.’ He complained that waggons, stages, &c., returning within the twenty- 
four hours, if loaded, were charged with a second tol18. But the worst part 
of the business was, that the tolls were raised from sixpence to sevenpence 
halfpenny at the very time that the road was in such a state that it was neces- 
sary to use oxen to draw the waggon out of the mud.? He complained that 
villages had been cut in two; and that, notwithstanding, during the whole of 
this spring, the whole macadamized portion of the road had been left in the 
most shameful state of neglect.10 There was one part of the road in particu- 
lar, immediately in front of the Attorney General West's late residence in 
Toronto, the metal on which was completely worn out so that it was only 
with the greatest difficulty, and by the aid of hired oxen, that waggons 
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could be forced through! , and this on a Government road!l2 In fact, 

the road was in such a wretched state, that the common mud roads of the 
country were, in comparison with it, delectable; and the consequence was, 
that while the tolls were increased, the revenue decreased. He was anxi- 
ous to bring this subject forward,in order to convince the Ministry that 
if they wished to make public improvements, they should endeavour to make 
them as little obnoxious to the public as possible. He was fearful, how- 
ever, of taking up too much of the time of the House, and would conclude 
with the remark, that if the Government would hand over those roads to 
the Districts 13 free of charge, it would relieve the Board of Works of 
much trouble » give more satisfaction to the publicl>, and the roads 
would be much better managed .+ 


MR. BALDWIN seconded the motion.’ 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had no objection to the motion of the hon. gentle- 
man opposite, but he could not help observing that the last remark he made 
struck him as somewhat singular. If it were really correct that the Dis- 
tricts wished to have the roads under their own management, how was it 
that they did not retain them when in their possession? Instead of doing 
so they were very glad to get the government to take them off their hands. 
The fact was that as long as the Districts had the roads in their possession, 
no complaints would be made, but as soon as the government assumed the res- 
ponsibility, the people were ready to make all sorts of complaints, no 
matter whether well or ill founded. With reference to what the hon. gentle- 
man said about the waggons sticking in the mud near his former residence, 
he would ask the hon. gentleman if he ever knew a wet season when the waggons 
did not stick fast in that place?18 

MR. PRICE.--Not within the last four or five erin 

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD knew better! He had travelled that road too 
often not to know that every wet season there is the same difficulty in 
getting heavy waggons over it. He could not conceive why the hon. gentle- 
man did not bring this matter to the notice of his hon. friend from Simcoe, 
who would have arranged it without any difficulty, except it was that he 
wanted to make a speech. 0 


MR. MERRITT thought that the hon. Member for South York deserved great 
credit for this motion, as it would attract the public attention to the 
absurdity of the system pursued by the Board of Works. Instead of confin- 
ing their operations to the main roads, they undertook every road in the 
Province. They overwhelmed themselves with work so that they could not 
answer the letters addressed to them, and what has been the consequence? 
Nothing was done rightly; look at the Niagara Road--it was impassible, and 
yet nothing was done to it, and nothing would be done as long as they con- 
tinued the present system. He did not complain of the individuals who 
composed the board, but of the manner in which the business was conducted. 
He advised hon. gentlemen to overthrow the Board of Works which was a nui- 
sance, and to take pattern from their neighbours on the other side of the 
line, who laid out the public money to advantage and did not squander im- 
mense sums on roads that did not pay half the interest of the money. He 
would support the motion of his hon. friend, or any other motion that would 
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embarrass the government, until they desisted from this ceaseless, 
useless expenditure of the public resources. 


MR. ROBINSON said he had no objection to the address. He thought how- 
ever that the hon. gentleman went rather too fast in his statements. For 
instance when he said that 14 or 15 miles of the Yonge street road were 
graded at one time, he was altogether incorrect. Only small sections of the 
road were graded at_a time, and those were completed before any more of the 
road was commenced. He, however admitted the impolicy of erecting so many 
toll-gates, but complained that Mr. Price had not come privately to him, and 
quietly asked for the information he now sought by his address to the Head 
of the Government.23 


MR. PRICE rose to reply.24 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY objected to Mr. Price's being allowed to speak 
twice“) and asked, as there appeared to be no wish to oppose the Address, 
whether the whole day was to be taken up with it?2 


MR. PRICE appealed to the chair, whether the Government would be allowed 
to gag members, to prevent their exposing public grievances, because the 
subject was distasteful to them.2/ 


SIR. A. MACNAB decided that Mr. Price had a right to speak in reply.28 


MR. PRICE said that with reference to what had fallen from the members 
of the government respecting the Young (sic) Street Road, he had never seen 
it in such a shameful state since it was macadamized; the metal was completely 
worn out, so that when the winter broke up, the waggons sunk through the 
then crustation on the top into the mud beneath. And as to the particular 
spot he had mentioned near the Att. General's late residence, he denied 
emphatically the assertion of the Hon. Att. Gen. that it was always in a 
bad state, for during six years after Mr. Call the engineer had finished 
the road the paeene never broke through until the metal was completely 
worn off lately. 9 The Attorney General's denial was of no weight, as he 
was in Montreal during the fall and spring alluded to, intriguing against 
the Government, while he (Mr. Price) had daily travelled four miles of the 
road. So far from these complaints emanating from the Reformers, as Mr. 
Sherwood alleged, all cried out against the present state of things, and 
none were so loud as the Tories30 | and he had no idea when such was the 
case of crossing quietly over to the desk of the hon. Member for Simcoe 
and humbly stating his petition?! , when the whole of the Home District was 
crying out in condemnation of the mismanagement of the road.32 That was 
not the object that he sought to gain, he wanted to draw the attention of 
the public to it.33 He expressed a hope that the City would not get three 
miles of these roads, as was proposed; it was the only paying part of the 
road, and the District would be saddled with the non-paying portion, and 
probably be compelled to raise the tolls to replace money which had gone 
into the revenues of the City. The Farmers would thus be doubly taxed.

SHERWOOD, in moving the second reading of this Bill of 
last Session, which was sent up too late to pass the Legislative Council, 
and was therefore necessarily brought in again that day. It would be 
recollected that a number of persons had received grants for public ser- 
vices in the American War in Upper Canada, and that, after many years, 
in the year 12 oe a certain time was fixed, after which no further claim 
could be received. That time was two years; but the order which was ad- 
vertised eventually, fixed the time, by some accident at one year4), a num 
ber of persons were thus harshly deprived of their rights4®, This had been 
already corrected in Lower Canada, and the present BA1147) Se by Mr. 
McDone1148 , was intended to do the same thing in Upper Canada. 


MR. AYLWIN said he would not oppose the Bill because the Lower Canada 
Loyalist claims had been fully compensated, and he would not refuse to one 
end of the Province that which had been given to the other. But he could 
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not allow the opportunity to pass, of declaring his indignation at the 
scandalous job which this Militia affair had been made in Lower Canada. 

An act of Parliament had been passed forbidding the issuing of any Land 
Scrip after the lst January 1843, and in spite of this, the present Admin- 
istration to make capital for themselves in Lower Canada, had issued 
script for the Militia war claims of 1812. There was no haste demanded 

by the nature of the case--claims which had stood thirty-five years un- 
settled might have stood over a few weeks longer until the Legislature 
met. But acts of Parliament were not to stand in the way of Her Majesty's 
present ministers when they had a corrupt political movement in view, 

and the most shameful part of the business was, that the real parties 

got little or no benefit from the operation--their claims having been 

long sold for a trifle to a set of speculators, the scrip fell into the 
hands of a few sharks.29 


MR. D. MACDONELL of Stormont approved ((of)) the Bill, which he 
thought a most ((just one)). The faith of the Government was publicly 
((committed to)) pay off those old U.E. claims and ... not because the 
claimants lived at a distance and could not be made acquainted ((with 
the)) expiration of the time which they ought to apply, that they were to

MR. MERRITT objected to the Bill because it proposed to settle these 
war claims with grants of land. If these claims were just they ought to 
be paid in money--and he earnestly warned the House that they had better 
pay £50,000 in money than £20,000 in land! for so extravagant and absurd 
was the system of distributing the Crown Lands that the mere process of 


were giving away in lands. It was shameful that such a system should 
exist, but there it was, another objection he had to this wasting of the 
Crown Lands was that every new slice cut from them, was hurtful to the 
hope he entertained that a permanent fund would be peoyeeey from them 
for the endowment of a great national system of Education. 2 


MR. BALDWIN must also take the opportunity of again expressing his 
indignation, at the deliberate breach of an Act of Parliament which had 
been perpetrated by the present ministers, in issuing the Lower Canada 
Militia scrip. It was one of the most shameful jobs ever consummated-- 
and the authors of it well knew that the time was not long past when 
they would have lost their heads for it.?3 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD stated that the ... having been found out, as

It was of the deepest importance 
to the whole country--it had only been announced a few days, and before 
those most interested had even an opportunity of learning its provisions, 
it was proposed to force it through the Legislature. But, in addition 
to this objection, he desired to draw the attention of the House to the 
mode in which the Inspector-General had introduced his measure. He had 
proceeded with it exactly as in carrying through an ordinary Bill--while 
the English practice, and that heretofore followed in Canada, was, to 
move the House first into committee, pass each resolution through the 
committee, and then frame a Bill on the resolutions so adopted. The hon. 
member for Simcoe had fallen into the same error in the Session when he 
was Inspector General, but when it was pointed out to him he at once 
retraced his steps. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY thought that the objection made by the hon. 
member was very ill-timed--when the House was desirous of getting through 
with the public business as rapidly as possible, considering the season 
of the year. It would throw the measure back for several days, and all 
for the sake of complying with some supposed requirement of Responsible 
Government; but it was only consistent with the course of the Opposition 
since the beginning of the Session. It was not his (Mr. Cayley's) opin- 
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ion, however, that he had erred in the matter; he believed his mode of 
procedure was quite correct, and he was the more convinced of this as the 
very same practice had been adopted by Mr. Harrison in 1841. He would 
therefore adhere to the course he had taken. 4 


MR. BALDWIN said it was gratifying to find that the hon. gentleman 
opposite had at last discovered that Parliament was called at a most un- 
seasonable time of the year; it seems that they can change their tune 
when it suits their purpose--but they must not forget that with them 
rests the fault. With regard to the irregularity in the Inspector Gen- 
eral's proceedings, if some days would be lost by retracing his steps he 
had himself to blame for it, as he (Mr. Baldwin) had pointed out the 
error in his practice the day before yesterday. ©5 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY.--The hon. gentleman must know that though I 
had availed myself of his suggestion, I could not have saved two days. 


MR. BALDWIN thought he could; but really it was very absurd to throw 
the reproach of the Ministerial blunders on the shoulders of the Opposition. 
This was a difficulty the Ministers had got themselves into, and it was 
surely not for them to come to this side to have their errors corrected. 

The hon. Inspector General shows little gratitude for all the courtesy

MR. MERRITT was desirous of calling the attention of the House, to 
the objects of his Bill. He desired honorable members to remark in the 
first place, that there were 30,000,000 acres public land, of which he 
desired the appropriation of 10,000,000. A Committee of the House had 
sat upon the subject--had stated the facts, and expressed the views he 
was then bringing,--and he was guided in his present course by the report 
of that Committee, and he therefore recommended an appropriation of pub- 
lic lands for the maintenance of Common Schools and District Libraries. 
In the next place, 11,000,000 acres of land had been purchased in Upper 
Canada, from the Indian Tribes, between the years 1818 and 1826. We paid 
an annuity to the Indians of upwards of £6,000 per annum; for the possession 
of those lands; and, it was his opinion, that the annuity at present, paid 
by Custom's Duties, ought to be paid by the lease or sale of a portion of 
our 30,000,000 acres of public lands. These lands were the only Capital 
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of the country, and the disposal of them was a matter of the utmost impor- 
tance. The honorable member made some complaints of the inattention of 
the House, to the subject, and terminated his observations by censuring 
the present system of disposing of the Crown lands; and said that the sys- 
tem of scrip was a system of barter.2 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD ... rose and objected to "such schemes as this." 
The hon. gentleman, he said, intended to bring in a Bill diverting 10 mil- 
lions of acres of public land to some purpose or other, and it must be 
apparent that such a measure could only be brought in by Government. 3 


MR. MERRITT,--I did not propose anything of the kind.4 
MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD,--Oh, then, I did not understand you.° 


MR. MERRITT said it was not likely that the hon. gentleman could under- 
stand him, as he was not listening to a word he said. He (Mr. Merritt) 
did not intend to bring in a Bill, but to lay the scheme on the table, 
so that it might be agitated in the country, and forced on the ministry. 
Years had passed since the proposal was first made, and if the country 
were to wait until the Government took it up, they might wait forever. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said that "system'' was instituted by Act of Par- 
liament, in 1844, and asked if the Ministry were to be blamed for carrying 
out the provisions of an Act of Parliament? The Report of the Committee, 
to which Mr. Merritt had referred, was a very good report; but Mr. Merritt 
ought to wait until his Bill was printed, and members of that House had 
an opportunity of judging of its powers. He thought also, that Mr. Merritt's 
remarks might have been spared the House. The honorable gentleman had not 
chosen the proper time for making a speech on the Bill which he proposed; 
had he done so, he would have no complaint to make on the score of inatten- 
tion. 


MR. MOFFATT objected to such schemes being brought forward when the 
ministry were trying to make as short a session as possible. Besides it 
might have the effect of hurting the public credit, if it were sent abroad 
that so large a share of the public assests was to be alienated. He hoped 
Mr. Merritt would withdraw his motion, and by next session the ministry 
might be prepared to take it up.8 


MR. MERRITT declined to take the course suggested: he meant to agi- 
tate the country on it during the récess.

MR. SMITH, of Frontenac, said the Bill was intended chiefly to apply 
to servants in the lumbering business, with whom so much difficulty occur- 
red; but it would embrace household and out-door servants generally. There 
was no English statute in force in Upper Canada on the RORIcCE. and the 
present measure was intended to supply the deficiency. 


MR. BALDWIN said the Bill had not been drawn up with sufficient care; 
there were some inaccuracies in it; and the protection it proposed was one- 
sided--all for the master. He thought it would be well to let it stand 
over for consideration. It was certainly imperfect; for, while professing 
mutual protection, it did not protect the servant in a single instance. 


MR. SMITH (Frontenac) admitted that the bill was somewhat deficient 
in reference to the protection of the servant; but the hon. the Solicitor 
General West would submit a clause to that effect, which he thought would 
be sufficient.2/ 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON had prepared amendments which would render the 
bill binding on both sides. He would prefer that the bill be referred to 
a select committee. 


COL. PRINCE.--The Bill might appear unnecessary to members who lived 
in the civilised parts of the Province; but he, who lived a hundrd (sic) 
and fifty miles beyond the confines of civilization, thought it very impor- 
tant that the Bill should pass. He lived in the wild Western country, 
where he had a plain farmer's home, and in that home he found one of the 
greatest annoyances, an annoyance many honourable members could not conceive, 
was the difficulty of getting and keeping servants. It would frequently 
happen to him that he would engage a fine buxom lassie as a servant girl 
who would agree with him by the month, and, after she had entered his esta-: 
blishment, would turn round and inform Mrs. Prince, for he never interfered 
in those matters, that she would take instant leave of her place, because 
she wasn't called a "help" instead of a servant, or invited to the family 
table instead of being left to dine in the kitchen. His was an old English 
family, and he was very old-fashioned in his notions, and did not admire 
those American ideas of independence, moreover, he could not accustom his 
tongue to the word "help,'' in preference to the old and scriptural name of 
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servant. He did not like to be subjected to the caprices of the fine 

young girls. He spoke of the majority of them, for many of them were very 
pretty, although some few were frightfully ugly (the latter words uttered 
in a tone of mock regret, called forth loud laughter on both sides of the 
House). The only cure he saw for the evil he described was, to send any 
young lady he saw so acting for a month to jail, and he therefore cordially 
supported the bill.22 ((He)) objected referring it to a select committee, 
because of the delay that course would occasion. He understood it was the 
desire of the Ministry to prorogue the House on an early day , 30 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said the second clause of the bill should be 


omitted and the preamble altered, so as to make the bill more comprehensive. + 


MR. MERRITT was opposed to the principle of the bill; there was no _ use 
in endeavouring to compel an unwilling servant to perform his contract~“., 
He thought that work was ill performed which was done under coercion’; when 
a servant desired to leave, it was the master's interest to get rid of him. 34 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said, the honourable member did not understand the 
bill. It aimed at punishing servants for not ote up to their engagements, 
not at coercing them in the discharge of their duty 3, and that it ought 
to be further considered.

MR. BALDWIN thought the Bill required further consideration. 2? 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said the Bill remedied many important grievances 
under which the press at present laboured. One, and perhaps the principal 
one, was that in a criminal indictment for libel, the accused party had no 
opportunity allowed him of proving the truth of the charges he had advanced; 
thus a conductor of the press might be tried, convicted and treated as a 
criminal for stating not only what was perfectly true, but what it was of 
the highest public importance should be known. He had never in the course 
of his professional practice attended a criminal trial for libel in which 
there were not the heaviest complaints made against the existing Law. 


MR. GOWAN was not opposed to the registration of newspaper proprietors, 
but protested against other clauses of the Bill, as subvernve (sic) of the 
liberty of the press, and was especially opposed to that part of the Bill 
which made it criminal to threaten to publish matter defamatory to a per- 
son's private character, in order to extort money or a situation of profit. 
He (Mr. Gowan) might address the proposer of that Bill outside the door of 
that House, and tell him, in a joking manner, that if he did not give him 
such a place, he would show him up, and he ate be imprisoned under this 
particular clause of the Act, in consequence. 1 

MR. MACDONALD.--The jury would judge of that as they do in other Bae cee 

MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON.--The penalties contained in this bill were not 
more severe than those exacted in England for the same offences; and he 
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thought that no honourable member could object to the principle, that if 
the publication of a certain fact, however injurious to an individual, was 
beneficial to the public, the fact might be published with impunity, if 
proved to be true. But, on the other hand, if it were a matter in which 
the public had no interest, the proof of its truth should be held as an 
aggravation of the libel. He would give an instance of his principle:-- 

A public person might deserve to be held up to odium as a public criminal, 
but he would not have the editor or publisher who should proclaim that 

man as a public criminal, and a villain, punished at the Assizes for doing 
so; for, instead of imprisonment, the exposure might merit the gratitude 
of the public. On the other hand, a woman might come to this country, 
become a wife and a mother, and enjoy the respect of a numerous circle who, 
some twenty years back, had lapsed from the path of virtue, or a man might 
occupy a respectable position in society, who had formerly committed a crime. 
Now, were transgressions long atoned by moral conduct to be raked up with 
impunity, because the fact could be substantiated on the defence of an 
action for damages? He considered that extortion, under threat of defama- 
tory publication, would be admitted by honourable members to be an offence 
meriting legal punishment. The honourable gentleman, in concluding his 
address, observed, on the satisfaction with which Lord Campbell's Act on 
the laws of defamation had been received in England. 


MR. GOWAN replied, that had the press of England been as free as the 
press of Canada now was, they would not have admired Lord Campbell's Act. 
He (Mr. G.) was altogether opposed to legal restrictions of any kind for 
the protection of character, and he thought the OPE of a man who re- 
quired an action to defend it, was not worth much. 


MR. MACDONALD.--The member for Leeds had said the press of England 
was not free at the time of Lord Campbell's Act, but that our press was 
free; now, the fact of the matter was, that the press of Canada was just 
in the position the press of poe eatd had been in previous to Lord Campbell's 
Act. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON was willing that the Bill should be subjected 
to any investigation. He was certain that the more the Bill was discussed, 
the greater would be the support it would obtain from the country at large, 
but more particularly from the press itself.

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD’... moved for a Committee to consider of Immi- 
gration and Colonization generally. In doing so, he called attention to 
the importance of the subject, and the advantage of procuring the opinions 
of men of all parties, so that out of a mass of information some plan of 
general utility and popularity might be produced. 8 ((Then he made his mo- 
tion)) ... for a select committee to consider the system of emigration, 
with a view of establishing some plan by means of which it may be facili- 
tated and rendered more beneficial to the Province and to the Civilians 
emigrating;? and moved its members to compose said committee, the Hon. 
the Receiver General, the Hon. Mr. Morin, the Hon. Mr. Baldwin, the Hon. 
Mr. Moffatt, Dr. Rousseau, Mr. McConnell, and the mover. L0 


MR. LAFONTAINE asked, if the Government were prepared to advise any 
particular system of emigration. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD ... said that he had thought over this subject, 
and could, if it were considered advisable, propose a plan; but his learned 
friend would be aware that the subject had much occupied the attention of 
the Government at home, and that there a similar course had been adopted 
to the one now proposed. The Colonial Governments had also been invited 
by the Imperial Government to make suggestions in accordance with their 
ideas; and he had no doubt that when these views had been communicated, 
some general measure would be adopted. He was not prepared, nor did he 
think any one could be, with a definite plan on such a subject.12 It was 
impossible for the Government to take on them so heavy a responsibility-- 
and they asked for the appointment of this committee to advise with them 
on the subject.13 


MR. AYLWIN complained that no Committeeman had been appointed pi 
Quebec, though that District was much interested in the question.+ 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD would act upon the suggestion and propose Mr. 
Aylwin.15 


MR. BALDWIN said if the committee, were one merely to obtain informa- 
tion, the course proposed would probably be correct enough, but as it in- 
tended to take a wider range, and to enter into the consideration of measures, 
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he thought the Ministry should not be allowed to escape the responsibility 
of such an important duty: if ever there was a question which required 
the weight of Ministerial action and authority to be brought to bear upon 
it, it was that of emigration, and yet the Ministry sought to avoid all 
direct action; he could not be a party to the proceeding proposed, and 
therefore desired that his name be stricken off the committee. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD replied that precisely the same course as that 
suggested in his motion was lately adopted in the House of Commons .1/ 
((But)) in order (as he said) to meet the objections of both gentlemen, 
struck Mr. Baldwin's name out of the list, and put Mr. Aylwin's in. 


MR. MOFFATT made some remarks to the effect, that Immigration being 
a question involving Imperial as well as Provincial interests, was one in 
which the whole Colony should express its voice, and on which the Legis- 
lature should be as nearly as possible united, in order to give the course 
taken by the country its due weight in the estimation of England. 19

Customs Acts. On motion of the Honorable Mr. Cayley, seconded 


by the Honorable Mr. Soltettor General Cameron, 


Resolved, That thts House do now resolve ttself tnto a Committee of the 
whole House, to constder the several Acts relating to the Duttes of 
Customs. 


The House accordingly resolved itself into the said Committee. 
Mr. Macdonell of Stormont took the Chatr of the Committee ; 20 


MR. AYLWIN asked for the postponement of the question, in order that 
time might be given to merchants to make communications to the Government 
om a Subject so vital to their interests and to the. trade of the country.21 
He said that his constituents, in common with many other commercial com- 
munities throughout the country, had not had an opportunity to consider 
the measure.22 The Board of Trade of Quebec had lately held a meeting, and 
had determined to send a deputation to Montreal to confer with the Govern- 
ment. He presumed the Ministry desired to shew respect to all the public 
bodies of the country, and they were probably aware that there was not a 
society in the country whose views it was their duty to consider more impor- 
tant or respectable than that to which he referred. In England no sweeping 
change, no change at all, was made without giving due notice to, and hear- 
ing the views of all parties interested,23--aye, though the trade to be 
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affected was of very iittle comparative importance--24 , and he trusted the 


Government, whom he then addressed, would act upon the same just principle 
and manifest the deference he solicited; he would appeal to the hon. member 
for Montreal whether what he proposed was not reasonable.22 He believed ... 
that the constituents of the hon. member for Montreal had no time for con- 
sidering the new scale of duties. 26 Perhaps even the Board of Trade of 
Montreal, with which that hon. member is so intimately connected, had not 
yet made their representations. 


MR. MOFFATT said the Montreal Board of Trade was engaged on the sub- 
ject at that very moment, and he was to meet them2® at half-past four 


o'clock29, to discuss it. 


MR. AYLWIN--Here then was the Board of Trade of Montreal in the same 
position as that of Quebec. Surely the Government ought to be glad to 
wait for the information which those bodies are capable of furnishing. 
((He)) hoped that, under these circumstances, the resolutions then before 
the House would be postponed. 32 


MR. HALL was opposed to delay, it was for the Boards of Trade to choose 
their time to address the House according to the convenience of the House, 
and not for the House to await the convenience of the Board of Trade. He 
came from a distance, and was not desirous of being needlessly detained at 
a time that fever was making its ravages in the city. The honourable mem- 
bers opposite were ready like the Satyr of the fable, to blow hot or blow 
cold, so long as they blew upon the Ministry. If the Government delayed, 
the member for the Fourth Riding of York assailed them for shirking the res- 
ponsibility of their acts; if they pushed forward their measures, the mem- 
ber for Quebec blamed them for acting without the voice of the country.-- 
(Hear, hear.) With the opposition the Ministry were always wrong; prompt- 
ness was precipitation, delay was incompetency to carry their measures. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said that when he had proposed the scale of duties, 
and had proceeded as far as the second reading, he intended to give plenty 
of time for the consideration of the items before the Bill passed through 
Committee; however, as the progress of the measure had been so seriously 
delayed, though he showed Canadian precedent for the course he proposed to 
take, he could not consent to any long postponement. A great ydesdre pre- 
vailed ste: members to get away, owing to the season and to the apprehensions 
of disease. 35 As, however, he did not desire to press the thing forward in 
a discourteous manner, he would consent to put it off till the next day, 
which would, at any rate, give time for him to see the deputation. He had 
not had the advantage, as the hon. member for Quebec had, of returning to 
his family on Saturday nights, and he wanted to get home. 3 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said he did not rise to vindicate any particular 
coarse (sic) of the hon. Inspector General respecting the question in debate, 
but he would observe that3/ the object of Ministers was to get through the 
business of importance really necessary for the Government in order that hon. 
members might be dismissed to their homes as quickly as possible. He knew 
there were many members, on each side, who had expressed their desire to be 
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released from attendance in the House in such very hot weather, surrounded, 
too, as it was said to be, by a pestilential atmosphere. It remained for 

the House to decide whether that should be done or not; if hon members expres- 
sed a desire of a speedy prorogation, Ministers were ready to prorogue immedi- 
ately after passing a few measures of absolute Door Rance oe and ((to)) leave 
those local measures which were before the House. If not, they were ready 
to go on with the usual course of business.49 


MR. LAFONTAINE thought there was no one in the House to whom a proroga- 
tion could be more desirable than himself, his health was bad, and he was 
advised by his physicians to leave the House and travel for some time; never- 
theless, he was willing to remain there till September if the public inter- 
ests required it (hear.) The Hon. Attorney General West had spoken of measures 
which he described as "essential to the carrying on the government" to pass 
during the present session; he (Mr. L.) desired to know whether among those 
"essential measures" was ranked the Municipal Bill, the School Bill, and the 
Jury Bill for Lower Canada (hear, hear)? He would pause for an answer. 


The hon. and learned gentleman sat down for a few seconds to await the 
reply of the ministry--but none was given. 42 


MR. LAFONTAINE resumed:--No answer is given to my question, and I see 
clearly that justice is not intended for Lower Canada. The Bills I have 
referred to are not yet printed--they are not considered "essential to the" 
proper “carrying on of the Government."43 If there was a necessity for 
making the Session a short one, that arose from the Ministry having chosen 
so unfit a season for assembling Parliament, and he was convinced, that the 
moment it was over, attempts would again be made to bring over his friends 
on that side of the House, to strengthen the Ministry. For his own part, 
he might be called to leave at any moment, from the uncertain state of his 
health; but he hoped, however that might be, that there would be a strong 
administration formed - he cared not so much whether it were formed by his 
hon. friend from North York, or his hon. friend from Montreal - he hoped 
that there would be strong government, and that the Governor General would 
not be kept in a position in which he could not do justice to the country. 
If there was such a government, he was certain the House would not be told 
on the 2nd of June - that it was summoned then, because it was the best 
season, and then be told three weeks after, that it was the worst .44 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had never heard any one of the members of the min- 
istry declare that it was a proper time for the summoning of Parliament. 45 


MR. LAFONTAINE--The amendment to the address stated it was the worst 
season, that you resisted, thereby affirming the contrary. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD supposed no one would assert as a matter of 
choice, and as an abstract theory that the present was the best season; 
but his friends, he supposed, did not take hon. members on that side of 
the House for such diddles, as to vote that mixed up with other things 
so as to convert it into a vote of censure upon Ministers.4/ It was never 
said that this was the best season for convening Parliament, they knew 
and felt the contrary, and he would repeat that if hon. members desired 
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it the House would be prorogued after the passing of those essential meas- 
ures which could not be dispensed with, and he would further say, from the 


Government, that they would be prepared to enter upon the next session before 


the 15th of February48, 
Cries of Diseplvee 2 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD ((continued: }} That would certainly give you 
a chance, but it would do yon no good. If hon. members desired to con- 
tinue the present session? they were ready to proceed and carry out all 
measures that were brought before the House. The ministry were as ready 
to remain as the other members. 


MR. LAFONTAINE.--I have yet received no answer to my question, I must 
repeat it--"Are the passing of the bills for Lower Canada, which I have 
named considered as essential to the carrying on of the government ."93 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY could state that if the hon. member for Terrebonne 
who the House was well aware was possessed of extraordinary ability and 
capable of almost any amount of exertion, >> expected any one man to get 
through all the business to which he had alluded with the same promptitude 
and vigour as in midwinter, he expected a task performed which he (Mr. Bad- 
gley) was not competent to do. The hon. member must remember, too, that 
he had only been two months in the Ministry, and could not be expected to 
have his measures very forward. However, he had introduced three measures 
on the subject alluded to by the hon. gentleman, and they were now at the 
printers, from which he had been unable to get them on account of the press 
of basiness (sic) sent him from the House.> He was prepared to carry out 
the measures faithfully and he hoped honestly too.-/ If time were given 
him he was ready to go on with those measures and pass them through8 with- 
out even the assistance of the hon. Members opposite?, If not, they must 
of course stand over. 


Hear, hear from the Ministerial side, 61 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--If, however, that assistance were extended to 
him, he would thankfully accept it. 62 


MR. LAFONTAINE.--"'I have yet received no answer" (hear, hear.) Does 
the hon. member for Missisquoi think I blame him for those measures not 
being in a more forward state? No, I do not; I am assured that if he had 
been in the Government two months before, he would have had them ready 
(hear); but am I, therefore, to acquit the Government? What was the hon. 
member for Megantic doing during the recess? How was the hon. member for 
the Ottawa engaged? He was the author of the present Education Law, why 
did he not prepare an improved bill? (hear, hear.) He (Mr. L) knew that 
the Parliament was convened before it was thought of to appoint the pre- 


sent Attorney General. Why not appoint him before if they wanted his assis- 


tance? He (the Attorney General) did not get his commission till the last 


moment: he was not able to take his seat in the House till about five minutes 


before he was required to vote on the Address (hear, hear); yes, five 
minutes after he came into the House, he voted to keep the Ministry--him- 
self one of them--in their seats (hear). He (Mr. L.) should repeat that 
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his question had not been answered. It was evident that measures most 
essential to the interests of Lower Canada, were not considered by the 
present Ministry as important to the carrying on of the Government (hear, 
hear.) They could be a Government--could continue in the office and rank 
of Ministers, and yet pass over a whole session without attending to the 
most vital wants of Lower Canada (hear, hear.) 


MR. DUGGAN rose to order. The time of the House was not to be wasted 
in such useless discussions. He called on the Chairman to put a stop to 
the course taken by the hon. gentleman opposite, in insisting for an ans- 
wer in such an unparliamentary way. 


MR. D, MACDONELL, the Chairman decided Mr. Lafontaine was perfectly 
Tne OEGeT. 


MR. DUGGAN appealed from the Chairman's decision to the Speaker. ©© 


MR. SCOTT.--On this being done the members on the opposition yelled 
"order, order,'' "chair, chair," among the voices ... discerned was that ...

SIR A. MACNAB.--The Speaker decided that Mr. Lafontaine was perfectly

MR. LAFONTAINE proceeded:--This Session is then to pass away, and we 
are still to be without Municipal institutions, without Education, without 
Jury Law; and another important measure, introduced by the hon. member for 
Gaspé is also to be put off. 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--That will be proceeded with (hear, hear.)/? 


MR. LAFONTAINE.--Well then I take your answer respecting that measure 
as a negative to my other questions (hear, hear). And are any others to be 
proceeded with? I ask not of the hon. gentleman who came in to vote for 
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himself five minutes after he took his seat; I ask of the hon. member for 
Ottawa. 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said that the Municipal Bill of Lower Canada was 
nearly ready, he would be prepared with it in a day or two. The Education 
Bill, and the Bill for the Summoning of Jurors were in the Printers hands, 
but owing to the press of work on his hands, he was unable to get these 
Bills through. 81 If the House would not give them an opportunity, of 
course the Ministry could not go on with their measures, as they would 
wish. But if they will give us an opportunity, we will go through with 
as much of the public business as we can overtake. 


MR. ARMSTRONG.--Why will the Government not Say at once they cannot 
carry these Lower Canada Measures, and drop them. ® 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--We will not drop them. 94 
MR. CAUCHON spoke in French. ® 


MR. HALL protested against this useless wasting of the time of the 
country--in such weather--and when all were anxious to get home. 86 


MR. AYLWIN did not think it followed that because the hon. member for 
Peterboro was home sick, the public business was to be driven through at 
a gallop. He -- 
MR. DUGGAN spoke to order; was there any motion before the Commtttee?®® 
MR. AYLWIN: yes, there is a motion and it is that the whole Customs’ 
duties of the country shall be changed on a few days notice, without giving 
the mercantile men of the country, who may be ruined by its provisions, an 
hour to deliberate on it. If the hon. gentleman who was so anxious to 
force us on, had a Chancery Court Bill of costs to be audited--he knows 
that there would be more time taken in deliberating over its items, than 
is proposed to be given to this all-important public measure. No doubt 
the ministry would persist in going on--they had their majority of two 
to back them in everything, but he would throw the responsibility of it 
on them and let it be known to the country. The learned gentleman then 
moved that the committee do now rise, and ask leave to sit again. 


MR. HALL replied. 2? 


MR. GOWAN being engaged in the early part of the debate, had not an 
opportunity of hearing the opinion of some hon. gentlemen, as fully as he 
could have wished. There were certain sentiments, however, which had fal- 
len from the hon. and learned member for Terrebonne, (Mr. Lafontaine) which 
he had heard, and to which he would ask the indulgence of the Committee to 
offer a reply. That gentleman had put certain questions to the ministers 
without previous notice of the nature of these questions, or the time he 
would put them92, and he had not only reiterated them over and over again 
in the most authoritative manner, but he had declined to proceed till he 
should get an answer. 


Yes, from MR. LAFONTAINE. 24 


MR. GOWAN.--Yes, the learned gentleman says? Does the hon. gentleman 
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mean to tell this House that he is entitled to an answer??? 
Hear, hear, and laughter, from the opposition. 76 


MR. GOWAN.--Some hon. gentlemen may indulge in laughter, and others 
may make merry at their own want of parliamentary knowledge, or their 
own ignorance of parliamentary practice’’, 


Hear, hear, from the ministerial side?8, 


MR. GOWAN ((resumed)) and of such acts of pleasantry he (Mr. Gowan) 
was not disposed to deprive them, but he would put it seriously to the 
learned gentleman himself, whether he had put his questions in a manner, 
which the usages of Parliament sanction, and which would entitle him to 
a reply??9 


MR. ARMSTRONG here rose and interrupted Mr. Gowan, stating that the 
questions were not put by Mr. Lafontaine, till after the Ministers had 
desired to ascertain the views of the opposition, touching a speedy proro- 
gation of Parliament. 


MR. GOWAN resumed, his experience in the Canadian Parliament, and 
his reading of the British, had alike combined to lead him to this con- 
clusion, that when a gentleman desired to have a question or questions 
answered by the Ministers, he would give notice not only of the nature 
of the question, but of the time when he intended putting it. (Hear, 
hear.) Had the learned gentleman done so in the present instance? He 
had not. What claim then had he to a reply? What instance can be 
adduced when the Speaker is absent and the House in Committee of the 
whole, of a member standing up and demanding instanter replies to a 
number of interrogations? He can adduce no instance. (Cheers.) Let 
him give notice of his intention to ask questions, let him comply with 
those conventional rules which Parliamentary practice has sanctioned, 
and there can be little doubt but he will receive answers. 

The learned gentleman had censured the present Ministers for not 
having convened Parliament at an earlier date, and indeed the censures 
upon this head had been so often repeated by gentlemen, that it had now 
become a stale subject. While the learned member had been engaged in 
addressing the House, he (Mr. Gowan) had stepped behind the Speaker's 
chair, and had taken from the shelf the Journals during the administration 
of the learned gentleman who had made the accusation. And what do they 
exhibit? When called to office by the late Sir C. Bagot, they hurried 
through a few favourite measures, almost exclusively of a party character, 
and, refusing to enter upon the general business of the country, they 
adjourned Parliament, after a brief Session of 34 days only. The proro- 
gation of their first Session took place on the 12th of October, and their 
next Session did not commence till the 28th of September following, thus 
allowing a whole year, short only by 10 days, to intervene between the 
two Sessions of the Legislature. 

Hear, hear, from the Ministerial side. 192 


MR. GOWAN.--And these are the gentlemen who now complain of Ministers 
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for allowing so long a period to elapse without convening Parliament: 
These are the gentlemen who, night after night, occupy the time of the 
House by denunciations against the confidential Advisers of the Crown, 
because they permitted just three days longer vacation than their own:-- 
(Cheers.) Nor was this all, for the House should bear in recollection, 
that while the present Ministers had to plead for the length of their 
vacation, a change in Governors, occasioned by the death of one, by the 
temporary incumbency of another, and the recent arrival of a third, as 
also, a partial remodelling of the Cabinet, and the alterations incident 
to such changes, the learned gentleman opposite had no such apology to 
offer.--(Hear, hear.) He had no new Governor, nor no new Government; no 
obstructions from a powerful and well-organized Parliamentary opposition; 
in fact, with him all was plain sailing, yet he only shortened by a 

bare three days the length of the Parliamentary vacation. Nor was he 
(Mr. Gowan) disposed to allow the subject to drop here, for since the 
hon. gentleman had thought fit so often to introduce it to the notice of 
Parliament, he would take the liberty of calling the attention of the 
House to another view of the matter. He would ask what course had the 
gentleman opposite taken, to evince their desire to proceed with the 
business of the country, and to remedy the delay of which they so much 
complained? Have they not, in point of fact, been guilty of sheer hypo- 
crisy? Professing to lament over the delay of public business, have they 
not taken every means within their power to obstruct it (hear, hear.) 
They commenced the Session by giving us almost a week's loss of time in 
discussing an amendment, enunciating no great principle, pointing out no 
new course of government, suggesting no course of policy for the public 
advantage, and having no point but to flatter the great and embarrass 
the Minister; an amendment too, that had no more connection with the 
Address, which it professed to amend, than the Lord's Prayer has with 
the Alcoran of Mahommed. What was the next step? Did the decision of 
Parliament satisfy the gentlemen opposite? No; a week's time spent in 
useless discussion, was not enough to satiate their appetite for delay 
and obstruction; but they must follow it up by a motion of "want of 
confidence!" And thus, if possible, was another week to be spent in 
fruitless discussion!--Such has been the course of gentlemen professing 
patriotism! Such the conduct of men professing patriotism! Such the 
conduct of men professing to condemn delay!--(hear, hear, and cheers.) 
And now he would call the attention of the House to the remedy they 
propose. What is it? They say. Ah! you cruel Ministers, you unfaith- 
ful servants, why have you neglected the public weal, by not sooner cal- 
ling Parliament together, and giving the country the benefit of some 
useful legislation; step aside till we suggest a remedy. What is the 
remedy for delay? Just this. Let the public business stand still-- 
issue writs of election returnable in forty days--cast some ten or twelve 
thousand pounds expense on the country--let fly the firebrand of agita- 
tion through the public mind--convene the new Parliament sometime in the 
month of January or February 1848--we shall then see if we cannot reach 
across the House to the Ministerial Benches, and in the meantime let all 
public business stand still. (Cheers.) Such is the great panacea for 
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all our ills, such the remedy for the delay of which the hon. Gentlemen 

so lustily complained. (Cheers.) The learned gentleman had asked three 
questions of Ministers. Now he (Mr. Gowan) would answer them on a very 

common to Irishmen. (Laughter.) He would answer his three questions by 
asking one. 


Loud laughter, and I'll answer you from MR. LAFONTAINE. 104 


MR. GOWAN.--The question was this: Are they resolved that all useful 
legislation is to be obstructed, and that no good measure shall be received 
by the country from the hands of the present Government? To this question 
he would wish the learned members opposite to give a distinct answer. For 
his own part, he (Mr. G.) would be glad to see the day when the hon. gentle- 
man, enjoying the confidence of the majority of Lower Canada, and when 
their great influence with their fellow countrymen, shall be rendered bene- 
ficial to the qublic (sic) happiness. He would receive good measures, and 
be thankful for them, from whatever party the emanate, and he would look 
upon that man as a public benefactor, who most contributed to the public 
welfare; his policy was peaceful progression, and his principles ((the)) 
country's welfare. (Cheers. ) 105

- Was 
legislation to be considered at a hand gallop because the hon. member for 
Peterboro' was homesick?11 


MR. HALL replied that he thought no one had a right to inquire into his 
competency to vote on questions before the House. His constituents thought 
him qualified or they would not have sent him; nor did he understand that 
it was necessary to send at every turn to ask them how he was to vote. 

The son of a merchant engaged in mercantile affairs, and owning several 
mills, he considered well qualified to offer an opinion: At least, he was 
better qualified than the hon. member for Quebec. As to his being home- 
sick, all he could say was, that he never once left his post, and the 
honorable member himself could say no more,115 


MR. PRICE said this debate was an evidence of the exceeding weakness 
of the administration. Had the ministry given his honorable friend from 
Terrebonne (Mr. Lafontaine) a direct answer to his very simple question, 
this long discussion would have been prevented. But he could not give 
any answer to it--they trembled for the effect of that answer, within and 
without the House, and they dared not give it. The Honorable member from 
Leeds, (Mr. Gowan) had said that the Reform Administration delayed calling 
Parliament to the last moment as well as the present ministry. It was 
true that in the year 1842, Parliament was called on the 8th of September, 
and that on the follow((ing)) year it was 20 days later--but was that a 
parallel to the conduct of the present government? Certainly not. Six- 
teen months the present ministry had allowed to pass between the opening 
days of two sessions--and it had been done not once, but three times--and 
when Parliament was at last assembled, the administration had no mea- 
sures to introduce. But all this was the result of the weakness of the 
ministry. In 1843, Edward Gibbon Wakefield, on behalf of the Executive, 
declared that a strong and efficient administration would be at once formed; 
since then the same announcement had been repeated every month--but it had 
not been effected yet. It was true that continued attempts were made to 
strengthen their hands--but it was by humiliating appeals to members of 
the opposition to come over and save them. It was true they had succeeded 
in buying up some weak brothers of the opposition and in carrying over 
others to their side--but had they gained any moral strength by it--had 
it gained them increased confidence? No--the ministry knew well that they 
had not a supporter in the House who voted with them from pure love--that 
it was solely to keep the opposition out of office that they got any sup- 
port at all. He defied one man on the Ministerial side of the House, to 
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get up and say he had perfect confidence in the Administration, 116 


Cheers from the Opposition. 11? 


MR. PRICE.--Why Mr. Speaker, so cruel are the chains with which 
the hon. gentlemen opposite are bound, that not one of them dare go 
home to get a cup of tea, without they can induce one of us to pair 
off with them! And, this is an Administration fit to carry on the 
business of the country! Why do they not appeal to the country? They 
know well that it is because a general election would seal their 
fate forever. (Cheers.) Never was there a stronger proof of the 
fact, that a weak Government is the greatest curse to a free country. 
Better to have a strong Administration with some character to lose, 
though it may be tyrannically disposed, than such a weak imbecile 
apology for a Government to sap the moral principles of the country. 
He (Mr. Price) would like as well as others to get home, but he hoped 
that no Reform member would play in the hands of the gentlemen opposite. 
He trusted that not one member would pair off, but that all would stick 
to the public business until it was brought to a termination. And, the 
Ministers might forward it greatly if they would sink their private 
differences and have no more such scenes as that of this night; a Govern- 
ment officer trying to defeat a Government measure! i

DR. BOUTILLIER enquired as to the extent and resources of that Insti- 
tution and strongly deprecated the preference shewn to it over the College 
of St. Hyacinthe to which the Ministry have refused to make any grant this 
year. 


MR. DEWITT said the College L'Assumption situated among a population of 
125,000, having 185 students, with constant demands upon it to admit more 
have been granted only £185, less than £1 for each student, while other 
establishments of less importance have received at the rate of £5 per stu- 
dent; this disparity was, he thought, a litttle (sic) too great; the College 
of L'Assumption was the only Institution of the kind on the North side of 
the St. Lawrence, and considering the large population of that locality the 
grant to which he referred was indeed small; it was true those 125,000 inha- 
bitants surrounding 1'Assumption were French Canadians, but he flattered 
himself that they were not therefore underrated or neglected (hear, hear). 
He (Mr. D.) had also to observe that the promise made to erect a bridge 
at Bout de 1'Isle was not performed, although an amount for it was included 
in the 13 million 2 aphte for such purposes, and which, with much more, 
had been expended. 26 


MR. AYLWIN said nothing could be more improper than to withhold assis-—- 
tance from the excellent Educational Institutions of Lower Canada; the 
expense of education in these institutions was less than in any other on 
the Continent of America, and yet while large sums were granted to Upper 
Canada Colleges, small, trifling, amounts were deemed sufficient for Lower 
Canada. There was one institution in Lower Canada which was entirely over- 
looked, one which never cost the government a farthing, and which was cer- 
tainly as much entitled to support as that which belong to the respectable 
body called Methodist,--he meant Bishop's College, established near Sher- 
brooke by the exertions of the Bishop of Quebec (hear hear).127 That 
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Institution was a Sectarian one he admitted, and if it had merely that 
recommendation, he should not think it deserved a grant of public money, 
but he remembered voting for the first grant to Victoria College, and he 
did so on the distinct understanding that in voting money for a Sectarian 
Institute, he was setting an example which would be followed whenever 
there should be a similar one in Lower Canada. The Lennoxville College 
was now established by the public contributions of the members of the 
Church of England, who had given about £10,000 for that object; he claimed 
as a right that the same favor should be extended to it as to others. The 
Church to which he belonged certainly did not the less deserve considera- 
tion, because it was the established Church in England. - However, he de- 
sired no pre-eminence but only simple justice from the ministry, and this 
the minority would soon find out. Now he appealed on behalf of the minor- 
ity, and as that, after all, was more favored than the majority, perhaps 
he might be successful. 12 He objected to distinctions being made between 
religious bodies, their (sic) should be equal justice; either allow a just 
share of public money to each, or withold it from all.129 Unless this were 
accorded, he should vote against every one of the grants for Colleges. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY in answer to what the hon. member had said about 
Upper Canada and Lower Canada, showed that the grants to all public Insti- 
tutes, Ear those for Colleges, were much larger in Lower than in 
Upper Canada.13 


MR. AYLWIN did not consider that the Hon. Inspector General's argument 
applied to his (Mr. A's.) proposition. It was not because Lower Canada 
received a given aggregate amount, that, therefore, a College of the Church 
of England should not be granted one farthing. He would move that Victoria 
College be allowed the sum of £500, provided a like sum be granted to Bis- 
hop's College.132 


MR. GOWAN hoped that religious differences would be avoided; but he 
felt bound to express his concurrence in all that had been said in favour 
of Lennoxville College. 133 


MR. HALE would be well pleased if a grant were made in favour of Bishop's 
College; but he was willing to leave the matter in the hands of the Ministry: 
indeed, he thought it more worthy of consideration than the Roman Beaty a 
Colleges, inasmuch as they were generally reputed to be very wealthy. 


"No, no,'' from the Opposition. 13° 


MR. HALE.--Well, then, were they not connected with the very wealthy 
establishment in Montreal?13 


No ((from the Opposition)).13/ 


MR. HALE.--Well if that were so, he would of course withdraw the compari- 
son he was going to makel38 , ((and)) he could of course not object to what 
was being done in their favour. He had no wish to injure them; far from it. 139 


MR. AYLWIN said the hon. member for Sherbrooke had had the advantage of 
Oriental experience in Eastern Courts, and that probably accounted for the 
courtier-like submission that he manifested; but he (Mr. Aylwin) had an idea 
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that his rough - John Bull - downright English way of making his demands, 
was the most likely to obtain the proposed object. 0 He also thought that 
the people of Sherbrooke would so decide; at all events they would have an 
opportunity of seeing who spoke fearlessly and plainly in their behalf, and 
who was the courtly, timid advocate, 141 


MR. SEYMOUR spoke, as we understood, in favour of treating the several 
educational institutions of the country with equal favourl42, 


MR. AYLWIN said he would withdraw his motion for the present, but would 
renew it when the question of concurrence came up. He would rely upon the 
vote of Mr. Seymour, from the sentiments that hon. member had expressed. 
Motion withdrawn. 3 


Ministers, as we understand, gave a kind of polis htomise to do some- 
thing for the College in the supplemental estimates. 144 


MR. PRICE asked why the ministry were so exclusive in their favors to 
Sectarian Institutions? For his part he objected to making any grants of 
the public money to churches, and he hoped if his church were offered aid 
that they would refuse it--either for the support of the Ministry or of 
Theological Institutions;14> he wished it to be understood that he was 
entirely opposed to these institutions being bought up by the Government ;146 
but there was no reason why the other large denominations should not be 
offered the same assistance, if this system of bribery were to be tolerated 
at all. Why had not the Congregationalist, and the Free Church, and the 
Baptists, and the United Secession, and the Episcopal Methodists, and the 
New Connexion Methodists,and the Primitive Methodists, all large and res- 
pectable bodies of christians--the same title to public money as any of the 
privileged sects.+ 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said the hon. member for South York talked of 
buying up--was the denomination to which he belonged for sale?--(hear, 
and laughter) .148 ((Also, the denominations spoken of)) have not Colleges 
like the others. 


MR. PRICE.--Indeed! Have not the Baptists a College in Montreal--and 
the Congregationalists a large, admirably conducted159 Independent College 
at Torontol51, And though these bodies would no doubt refuse any Govern- 
ment assistance, they ought certainly to have had the same offer made them 
as the ethers? ((He)) did not chose (sic) to say what he thought was 
the object of the different denominations in receiving the monies in ques- 
tion but he had no doubt the object of the government was to buy them up; 
the particular denomination to which he referred would not take money for 
religious purposes, but they might take it for the education of their 
children. He did not approve of state assistance for any religious body; 
such a course was ee those who acted upon the voluntary system, for 
the benefit of others,153 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD wanted to know whether the phrase "buying up" had 
been used as a mere figure of speech, or as conveying some meaning. If the 
meaning were that the denominations receiving this support were bought by 
the paltry grants given to their colleges, he indignantly denied it. As 
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to giving money to people who did not ask for it, or who would refuse to 
take it, as the hon. gentleman said these people would do, he did not under- 
stand the propriety of it all. 


MR. HALL had been anticipated by the hon. Attorney General in some 
remarks that he had intended to make.155 ((He)) enquired if when Mr. Price 
used the term "bought" he was only desirous of throwing a charge at the 
Minister, and used the work in a mere Pickwickian sense, or if he wished 
to pire an opinion that the people of Upper Canada were really to be 
bought ?156 


MR. PRICE replied he meant to say that all assistance rendered by a 
Government to religious establishments was intended as a bribe.15/ 


MR. HALL said the supposition was a libel on the people of Upper 
Canada; those sects who would oppose this grant were a mere handful, those 
who would support it were the great majority of the people.--With what 
consistency could the honorable member propose to sacrifice the many for 
the few, (hear, hear,) and with what amount of favour would the course he 
adopted and the assertions he uttered be received in Upper Canada? The 
honble. member had said thase who adopted the voluntary principle were 
taxed for those who did not, whereas not one penny was taken from the 
voluntaries by this Bill they might enjoy their system as freely as they 
pleased, but had no right to control those who were willing to enjoy 
Government support.1 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--The Honorable gentleman expects us to hunt 
up parties and press money on their acceptance, which on their principles 
they cannot do. I should think it would be time enough to attack us 
when these parties ask and are refused .159 


MR. PRICE.--Ah, but there is one body which I believe has not the 
same scruples about taking public money, and one too which has a very 
large Theological Institution. I mean the Free Church. 169 
MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--Where is it2/°+ 
MR. PRICE.--At Toronto.162 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--I never heard of it!1®3 


Ohi oh! £rom the Opposition! , 


MR. PRICE.--"Never heard of it!" A strange i eae in reference 
to a portion of your constituents, (hear, hear) .16 The Honorable gentle- 
man does not remember such an insignificant affair--although in the city 
which he represents, and under the management of his own constituents: An 
Institution larger than three of the four he proposes to endow so munifi- 
cently--an Institution with between 40 and 50 Theological Students, and an 
excellent Academy in connection with it, containing from 100 to 150 pupils. 
He (Mr. P.) did not think the Free Church was quite consistent in the des- 
position (sic) to receive state aid, but as it was so, why was such a 
respectable body neglected?16/

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had not remembered when speaking before that 
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he had heard of the Free Church Institution under the name of Knox's School; 
he had certainly heard of it under that name, but thought it was a private 
school, going on quietly, not pretending to the importance of those insti- 
tutions which commonly look for government aid; he was not aware that appli- 
cation in its behalf was intended, but if it were made he would, personally, 
have no objection to urge against it.168 ye should have been ready to assist 
them at once.1t 


MR. AYLWIN remarked upon the cordiality with which the hon. gentleman 
expressed himself in favor of this College at Toronto, compared to the 
hesitating manner in which he had spoken of the grant to Bishop's College.1/0 


The subject then dropped and the vote passed,1/1 


The item for the appropriation of £10,000, for defraying the expendi- 
ture connected with Emigration ... ((was)) brought before the House.1/2 


MR. AYLWIN rose and said he had no objection to the amount, but hoped 
that in future the money would be more judiciously laid out than the public 
money had been at Grosse Isle, if any part of the statements current on 
the subject were true; he trusted the Government would place a strict sur- 
veillance over the expenditure.1/3 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY reciprocated the sentiments of the hon. gentle- 
man, and gave assurance of the intentions of the Government to oversee 
the expenditure in questionl74, 


MR. BALDWIN enquired upon what principle the money was expended?17> 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY replied that the Government followed no certain 
principle; they applied the money in the manner they found most expedient ,176 
the £10,000 contained in the estimate was only a portion of the entire ex- 
pense,l// they had already spent about £20,000, and whatever expenses they 
incurred, they expected to be re-imbursed by the British Government. 


MR. BALDWIN hoped that great care would be taken to see that no waste- 
ful expenditure was allowed.179 


DR. NELSON said he could not allow the present opportunity to pass with- 
out making some remarks as to the present state of things which existed in 
the Emmigrant Sheds. He had been recently there, and he must say, that 
he never saw any place so mismanaged in his life. Everything was in con- 
fusion; the sick Emigrants were left without attendance and without the com- 
monest necessaries of life; they could not get cold water, even though the 
sheds were situated at the River side.180 The sick had been kept without 
water to drink during the night, without means of heating drinks for their 
use, and without cooking Sto yael . This mismanagement and carelessness 
greatly increased the mortality; and while there was a lavish expenditure on 
one hand, and on the other there was the greatest niggardiness Gic). He would 
mention one thing--the want of straw; he had seen some time ago straw, upon 
which persons were dying. These persons had since been removed by death 
or otherwise, and other persons had been laid upon the same straw: they 
had again in their turn removed, and still others had been placed upon the 
same straw. He had enquired why fresh straw was not supplied, and he was 
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answered that there was no order to do so. Again, there were whole sheds 
left without water, which was absolutely required to moisten the burning 
tongues of the poor wretches suffering under fever. He had repeatedly 
spoken about these things to the persons at the Sheds, but it appeared to 
be no one's duty to attend to them. The whole Sheds exhibited a scene of 
gross mismanagement .182 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said that the hon. member ought to have commun- 
icated these things to the Government, whom he must remember invited all 
persons to send in any suggestions they had, instead of withholding them 
until the present moment, and then reproaching the Government for things 
which they knew nothing about. The hon. member ought to have informed 
the Government immediately after seeing these things, in order that steps 
might be taken to remedy the evil 183 


MR. ROBINSON said that there was no restriction as to expenditure , 184 


the Government had provided abundance of everything, that there were 
plenty of means, and that every suggestion for relief received prompt 
attention. There might be some confusion, but that, he thought, must 
have been caused by the death of the late Mr. Veracca 


DR. NELSON said he represented the things he spoke of to many persons, 
and that, repeatedly, he had told the Board of Health and the members of 
the Corporation, who had told him, over and over again, that remonstrances 
had been made to the Government. While he was up, he (Mr. N.) would ask 
how it came to pass that 4000 or 5000 emigrants were left several days 
before they could get boats to forward them. These emigrants might have 
been sent forward, as they were all in good health; but they were kept un- 
til numbers of them got sick from lying about sheds, and many consequently 
died. He had told this to many, but nothing was ever done. Again, they 
waited until the boats conveying the emigrants arrived before they began 
to erect sheds for them, and the last shed they had put up was erected by 
the side of the grave-yard, where as many as fifty persons a day were inter- 
red, and that under a few inches of earth;--was that a proper place to 
erect a shed? He was certain that the hon. member (Mr. Cayley) never went 
to the sheds, or his humanity would have caused him to see that something 
was done. 


MR. HALE said, as the hon. member had spoken very decidedly against 
the Government, he (Mr. H.) must say as decidedly to him that he (Mr. H.) 
had visited the sheds, and he was glad to say that he saw no one obliged 
to lie upon the ground. All had accommodation in sheds which, he thought, 
were very comfortabble (sic);--he had seen peaae piles of straw, from 
which everyone could get all they wanted.-- 88 


DR. NELSON,--sick people could not go for it, 189 


MR. HALE.--There were plenty of persons in attendance; there were friends, 
medical men, students, nurses, Ministers of all denominations, and, above, 
all, troops of ladies belonging to religious communities. (Hear, hear.) He 
was proud to see it; he had also enquired about their food, and every one 
who he spoke to said that they had plenty, and as much as they could want. 
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He also found that there was plenty of room in the sheds, which were not, 
when he saw them, all filled; he saw others in course of erection; he had 
seen some burials, and instead of there being only a few inches of earth 
over the coffins, as the hon. member (Mr. Nelson) had said, there was 
about four feet of soil over them. The hon. member had talked about the 
confusion; he (Mr. H.) must say that the hon. member had little experience 
of great bodies of men, if he thought they could exist without confusion, 
especially when all could not speak the same language, as in the sheds 
where there were many emigrants who could not speak a word of Engiaeneso0 


DR. NELSON, in reply, used some invectives against the Government191, 


MR. CHALMERS said that he thought the remarks of the hon. member (Mr. 
Nelson) quite unfounded. He had been to the sheds almost every morning 
since he came to town, and he was glad to say that he could corroborate 
evey (sic) word which had fallen from members on his side of the House.192 
When that gentleman addressed the House in the name of humanity, he com- 
pelled him to call to mind the way he had proved it in, the era of 1837, 
when the blood of Weir was mingled with the waters of the Richelieu. 193 


DR. NELSON was silent.194 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said that the remarks of the member opposite 
(Mr. Nelson) would lead the House to infer that they were erecting sheds 
by the side of burying ground where there were great numbers interred 
daily. Such was not the case. The burial ground had been changed, and 
upon the old one four feet of earth had been placed, besides large quanti- 
ties of lime, and there was not now one single vestige of a grave to be 
seen. He would like to know how the Government could be blamed for allow- 
ing 15 or 1800 out of 3000 or 4000 to be left behind for a day or two, 
from want of vessels to carry them forward. Could they expect that when 
3 or 4000 emigrants were landed in one morning that they all could be 
forwarded in one day? It was impossible. The hon. gentleman had talked 
about niggardliness; he (Mr. C.) would like him to point it out; the Govern- 
ment had spared no expensel95, He said that a momentary want of regularity 
in the establishment was caused by the much-lamented death of Mr. Yarwood-- 
a death caused by his zealous and indefatigable discharge of the duties 
of humanity, as well as those of his office. The Government surely were 
not to be blamed, because one of its faithful officers had lain down his 
life in its service. 


Hear, hear, and much sensation on the Ministerial benches. 19/7

MR. AYLWIN asked whether similar property in Upper Canada was liable 
to taxation?291 


No, no, from the Ministerial side. 292 


MR. MOFFATT had satisfied himself before coming to a determination on 
the present bill that the Crown properties in Kingston and Toronto did not 
pay taxes; he desired that the same principle should prevail throughout the 
Province, and would, therefore, vote for the measure before the House. A 
petition against the bill, from the Mayor and Corporation of the city, had 
been entrusted to him, which he felt it was his duty to present, and requested 
that it would be read (hear, hear. )293 


The petition was read accordingly. 294 


MR. AYLWIN entirely concurred with the prayer of the petition; he was 
opposed to the principle of the bill; it was imposing upon the locality 
what ought to be paid by the Government. There were some public properties 
which, because of the benefit they afforded to the localities they were 
placed in, he should be willing to exempt; but the Geese was not such a 
case, and he would, accordingly, vote against it.20 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said, if the Seat of Government was in Upper Can- 
ada, and it became necessary to make such a proposition as the present, it 
would not be objected to. Lower Canada derived large benefit from the Seat 
of Government, and it was wrong on that account to oblige Government property 
to pay taxes. Why, for instance, should they be taxed for the House in which 
they deliberated? Another argument in support of the bill was, "the consol- 
idated fund should not be called upon to pay for local purposes; it was also 
a wrong principle to tax Provincial property for local purposes; if taxed 
at all it should not be for a particular place. 


MR. AYLWIN did not know from whence had been drawn the doctrines which 
were just laid down; he found the principle which he had enunciated, and upon 
which he preferred to act in the Roman law, and in the common law of France: 
in ancient Rome public buildings, were taxed. 207 


MR. BALDWIN was not in the House a few evenings since when a division 
was come to on the present question, and it was kindly imputed to him from 
the ministerial side that208 he had sloped from voting on the second read- 
ing of the Bil1299, Such, however--notwithstanding, too, that it had Minis- 
terial authority to support it--was not the fact (hear, hear); and considering 
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that his attendance in Parliament was as regular as that of most members210 - 
Hear, hear, from both sides, 211 


MR. BALDWIN thought the charge was not a little ungenerous (hear, hear.) 
Had he been in the House on the occasion in question, he would have voted, 
as he now intended to vote, with the hon. and learned member for Quebec (hear, 
hear.) There ought to be a uniform system in the Province in reference to 
the taxation of Crown properties, and he thought the principle which obtained 
in Lower Canada was the correct one; and in order to shew hon. members oppos- 
ite that it was not so utterly without a precedent as Ministers represented, 
he would refer to a debate in the Imperial Parliament in 1840, on the Navy 
Estimates (vide Mirror of Parliament), in which it was successfully main- 
tained that Crown property might be taxed. He admitted that the common law 
of England was against it, but there are cases in which the law was relaxed,212 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY supported the bill. He asserted that the principle 
contended for by the hon. and learned member for Quebec was not that of the 
common law of France, and consequently not of Lower Canada. 


MR. AYLWIN.--"I assert that it is, and refer you to lst Proudhon Traité 
du Domain Public for proof,"214 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--"I defy the hon. member to shew that I am wrong."21 


MR. AYLWIN.--"I again assert that you are, and again refer you to 
Proudhon, 216 


MR. MOFFATT thought it would be perfectly fair to tax Crown property in 
Upper Canada; but as it was not so, he would vote for the same practice in 
Lower Canada, in order to have uniformity in the country.21/7

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Your Committee have examined the Indices, comptled by the Messteurs 
Todd, to the Journals of the Houses of Assembly of Upper and Lower Canada, 
and they approve htghly of the manner tn which they have completed the 
task asstgned them, and duly apprectate the skill and labor mantfested in 
the comptlattons. After such an examination of the nature of the work as 
they have been enabled to give, they are dectdedly of opinion that their 
utiltty, as a work of reference, would tn a great measure be lost were 
they to conttnue tn manuscript form; and as they find upon an examination 
that there is only one complete set of the Journals for each Province, 
remaining in the possesston of Your Honorable House, and as these Indices 
are tn potnt of fact a complete digest of the Journals to whtch they relate, 
tt would appear most destrable that they should be printed, wtthout delay, 
under the directton of the Compilers. 

Your Committee find by the Report referred to them, that the offtctal 
records of the Legislature of Upper Canada are in a most tncomplete state, 
many of the Journals having been destroyed at the taking of York, during 
the last American War,--and others subsequently, at the burning of the Par- 
itament House at that place, tn the year 1824. Some of these have been 
replaced by appltcatton to the Colonial Office; but the Journals for 1794 
to 1797, 1799, 1806, 1807, 1809, 1813 to 1820, 1822, and 1823, are yet 
wanting; and as there ts every reason to belteve that most, tf not all, 
of these volumes can also be obtained there, your Committee would earnestly 
recommend that the Speaker be authorized to take such steps as he may 
find necessary for procuring the same wtthout delay.

Motion for an Mr. Cameron of Lanark moved, seconded by the 
Address respect- Honorable Mr. Baldwin,? That an humble Address be 
tng Commtsstoner presented to Hts Excellency the Governor General, 
of Crown Lands, respectfully expressing the optnion of thts House, 


negattved. that in the present state of the Crown Land Depart- 
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ment, the vast interests at stake in the Lumber Districts, and the eritical 
and depressed state of the Lumber Trade, as well as the itnereased and 
expected emigration, the Commisstoner of Crown Lands should be a man of 
extensive Local and general knowledge, having such an inttmate acquaintance 
with the country and tts affatrs as to be prepared, from hts own personal 
knowledge, to act with promptttude and dectston on all matters tn his 
Department; and declaring, with all due deference to the prerogative of 

the Crown, that Her Majesty's present Commisstoner of Crown Lands does 

not possess such abilities or expertence as to render him competent to 
perform the important duties devolving upon him. 2 


MR. CAMERON, in bringing forward his motion to the above effect, 
disclaimed being actuated by any personal feeling; he highly respected 
the private character of the hon'ble Commissioner, and nothing but a 
stern sense of public duty could induce him to move as he then proposed; 
neither was he acting from merely his own views of the inefficient manage- 
ment of the department in question: the complaints against it were num- 
berless, and it was well known that a large portion of the trade of the 
country--that part more immediately connected with the office--had com- 
plained loudly and officially. He had heard it said that it was not Parlia- 
mentary, or according to English practice, to move a want of confidence 
against an individual Minister; he begged to inform hon. members who were 
of that opinion that they were wrong. The course he had proposed had 
been again and again adopted in England, and the recent case of Lord Glen- 
elg was one directly in point. In the English House of Commons a vote 
of want of confidence was invoked against that nobleman individually when 
he was a member of the Whig Administration: and he (Mr. Cameron) had 
taken the conduct of that case as his immediate precedent and guide for 
the present proceeding. The hon. member then proceeded to advance and 
support his charges3, He acquitted him of corruption in the discharge 
of his office, and of being influenced by unworthy motives, but he accused 
him of being incapable of discharging his duties, from want of the quali- 
fications and of the information requisite to his position4, He charged ... 
((him)) with want of capacity, with indecision, in dealing with important 
and pressing questions--with putting into practice anti-commercial views 
on the lumber business, whereby hundreds were driven to bankruptcy--with 
wrong decisions, which caused strife and litigation between contending 
parties--with injurious and oppressive conduct in reference to the Clergy 
Reserves--and with general mal-administration of the affairs of his ((depart- 
ment)), in gross and in detail. He defied the Administration to defend 
the conduct of their colleague; they had already admitted his incompetency. 
A commission had been appointed to enquire into the state of his office; 
enquiry did take place, and a report was adopted, but, strange to say, the 
report has not yet been produced--can be come at. The inference from 
this was necessarily bad. There was still stronger proof; had not the 
Ministry offered the office of the hon. Commissioner to members on both 
sides of the House? (hear, hear.) Do not the members on the Ministerial 
side every day admit his incompetency; and do they not constantly say, in 
answer to charges against him, "Wait awhile, we will soon get rid of him''? 
(Cheers, and hear, hear.)® ‘The hon. member next adduced proof in support 
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of his several charges. Want of decision was shewn by evading questions 

of importance--by refusing to determine the conflicting claims of parties 
as to timber limits.’ It frequently happened that large bodies of men 

came into collision on the Crown Lands, in consequence of their being 
equally empowered to fell timber on the same tract; it frequently happened 
that men authorised to fell timber, were intruded on while doing so, and 
that these disorders, so far from being checked, were encouraged by the 
neglect of the Crown Land department. The anti-commercial policy consisted 
in his establishing certain regulations which caused a surplus quantity of 
timber to be cut down, thereby glutting the market, ruining individual mer- 
chants, and inflicting great injury on the country at large. The numerous 
bankruptcies which appeared in each Gazette were enough to convince any one 
of the ill influence of the hon. gentleman's administration had upon the 
affairs of the Colony. Hon. gentlemen might not perhaps be aware of the 
importance of the timber trade; but if they were not he would remind then, 
that the number of ships brought to Canada by that commerce exercised a 
material effect in reducing the price of freights charged on manufactures 
which were brought out from great Britain. Timber too was the great arti- 
cle by which Canada returned the price of goods; so that when the reduction 
in the duties on Baltic timber had almost ruined the Quebec trade, the 
price of exchange went up to 24 and 25 per cent.19 with regard to "wrong 
decisions" having been pronounced, it would be sufficient to state, that 
instead of determining the relative rights of individuals holding licences 
under the Crown, the hon. Commissioner recommended parties to defend them- 
selves by law or otherwise, thereby endangering the peace of the country 
and the stability of the timber trade. (Here Mr. Cameron referred to the 
cases of Mesrs. (sic) Thompson, Chapman, Glaugher, Cochran, and others.) 

In reference to the Clergy Reserves, he (Mr. C.) charged the Commissioner 
with having acted directly contrary to an order in Council, in exacting 
monies from parties holding those lands; and he would refer particularly 

to the case of a Mr. Kennedy, from whom the sum of £87 was wrongfully 
extorted. In addition to what had been already advanced, he (Mr. C.) 
charged the Commissioner with having lately purchased property in this 

city for the use of his department, from one of his colleagues, to the 
extent of £5000, which sum he paid out of a fund over which the Government 
can, properly, assert no such controul; it consisted of monies deposited 

as security by parties who had entered upon lands, but had not finally 
settled with the department as to the purchase, and who might at any 

time demand the amount they had deposited. It was obvious that such a 

fund ought to be held sacred; and yet the officer in question had recklessly 
drawn upon it--had dared, without the sanction of the people, or the people's 
Parliament, to appropriate £5000 of it to the purchase of a house from 

his colleague, the Hon. Peter McGill, President of the Council. He (Mr. C.) 
had never heard of such outrageous abuse in the disposal of the people's 
money since the days of the English Charles, and he had vainly hoped that 
such an enormity--one for which, among others, that unfortunate monarch 

was brought to the block--would never again be perpetrated, either in Eng- 
land, or in any of England's Colonies-—-(hear, hear.)11 Again, he complained 
of the manner in which the hon. gentleman shut up his office. The Crown 
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Lands Department he (Mr. Cameron) looked on as a warehouse where the Pro- 
vince sold its land, and he thought he ought to have as free access to it 
as to any merchant's office in the city. Instead of that he was degraded 
by being kept waiting till he could see Mr. Papineau, whom he did not want 
to see at all.12 The consequence was that information which could be ob- 
tained by the applicant for himself, by merely looking over the map, with 
the assistance of a single clerk, was only obtained after long and unneces- 
sary delay.13 Indeed so far was this carried, that even the servants had 
been taught to say that hon. members had made such improper use in the 
House of the information they had obtained there that they should get no 
more. He desired to know it he had ever done anything to annoy the office? 
On the contrary, he had frequently endeavored heretofore to settle diffi- 
cult affairs in which his friends in the country were concerned, and had 
always done so in an amicable manner. During the present Session, however, 
he had declined to interfere, in this way, because he would not submit to 
the degradation of waiting at the door for Mr. Papineau. 14 The hon. mem- 
ber further referred to recent regulations in the Crown Lands Department, 
entirely inconsistent with the nature of the office, and by means of which 
business is greatly retarded, applicants are insulted, and the whole depart- 
ment itself brought into public contempt and odium. He concluded by a 
powerful appeal to members on the Ministerial side not to stultify them- 
selves by voting against the motion--not to contradict, in so flagrarit a 
manner, their reiterated declarations of want of, confidence in the hon. 
the Commissioner of Crown Lands.1l°

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des titres. Aprés avoir regu la pleine valeur de ces terres par la vente 
des bois, je l'accuse d'avoir par l'appat d'un double bénéfice donné 1l'ordre 
de vendre ces terres au comptant 4 un prix plus élevé que son prédécesseur 
avait promis de les leur vendre et cela pour favoriser des spéculations. 

Je l'accuse d'avoir contrairement 4 la promesse de son prédécesseur fait 
mettre en vente les terres prises sur les bords des grands chemins, promises 
gratuitement. 

D'avoir négligé L'organisation judiciaire telle que recommandée dans 
son rapport. 

Quoique prélevant de cette localité, de 7 A 8 mille louis, s'étre refusé 
et n'avoir, jamais voulu admettre l'équité d'allouer une petite partie de 
cet argent pour l'ouverture indispensable d'une communication avec les vieux 
établissemens. 

Pour avoir donné ordre 4 ce que des réserves fussent faites, embrassant 
un grand nombre de terres deja prises et mises en valeur sur le contour de 
la grande-baie des Ha ! et a Chicoutimi sous la ridicule et spécieuse rai- 
son d'y ériger des villes. Enfin d'avoir refusé de mettre en réserve et 
accorder des lots de terre pour le soutien de l'éducation élementaire. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said the present was one of the class of attacks 
which since the opening of the session it was the policy of the opposition 
to direct against the Ministry; it was23 the third vote of want of confid- 
ence that had been attempted in the House, and he had no doubt it would be 
treated as others were. Of course, if hon. members were desirous to see 
the hon. member for the North Riding and his friends walk across the House, 
they would vote for the motion; if not, they would reject it. That was 
the light in which the motion in Lord Glenning's case was regarded.24 It 
was a most insidious attempt at unseating the Ministry, for if Mr. Papineau 
were culpable, then his colleagues were responsible for retaining and sup- 
porting him. It was in vain to vain (sic) the acts of the Crown Land Com- 
missioner from the ccts (sic) of the Ministry. Hon. members who have confid- 
ence in the Administration would rely on the promise Ministers had given of 
rendering the Crown Land Department as efficient as possible.2? His hon. 
friend the member for Ottawa had been chosen as the object of attack, because 
it was thought that some members of the Ministerial side were not well satis- 
fied with the management of the Crown Lands Department, and that therefore 
they would join in the proposed vote. There were complaints against the 
office, some of them, perhaps true, but was it said that they arose from 
corruption. 2 


MR. CAMERON--I distinctly stated that it was not my intention to make 
any such charge. 2/ 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--Yes, he defied any one to shew intentional error 
on the part of his hon. colleague; he (Mr. Papineau) had been charged with 
incapacity, but where was the proof?4 He knew the member for Quebec had 


said that the member for Ottawa was to have been "kicked out of the Ministry"-- 


MR. AYLWIN.--Pardon me, I did not say so. 30 


An honourable member.--''Chassé de la porte" then, 31 


MR. AYLWIN.--'"This is the French of the honourable M.P.P. himself. I 
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never used such expressions, but I did say, thrown overboard. "32 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--resuming his speech--Well, then, "thrown over- 
board."" Now, this is not the case,--whenever the member for Ottawa retired, 
it would be at his own desire, and by no means at his colleagues. Those 
who were desirous of maintaining the present Ministry in office, should be 
also prepared to maintain the member for Ottawa. 33 


MR. CHAUVEAU.--By a majority of two?34 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--I care not about the number?>, one is enough. 
It was no matter what the majority was, so long as it was sufficient to 
carry on the Government. The question should not be whether the Ministerial 
majority were one, or two, or twenty, but whether their acts were good or 
not, and so long as they were able to carry on the government with the 
support of the country, it was a contemptible thing to talk of the exact 
number of the majority.3 What part of the constitution spoke of a given 
number as the proper majority? When the hon. gentlemen opposite get a 
majority of the Members of United Canada, be it 2, 3 or 4, "I shall willingly 
concede that the government should be in their hands, and never shall be 
heard to taunt them with the extent of their majority. I sincerely trust 
then, sir, that this childish allusion to the majority which support the 
present Ministry will not again be heard."3/ The allusion made by the 
honourable member who had interrupted him was a childish allusion. The 
Melbourne Ministry had maintained their power by a majority of 4 or 5 ina 
House of nearly six hundred. There was a precedent in point, and he would 
cite another precedent from the same administration. It was in the case 
of Lord Glenelg. The English opposition had brought in a vote similar to 
that now before the Assembly, in reference to that nobleman, which was met 
by his colleagues and their party as equally affecting the whole Ministry. 38 
It was true that Lord Glenelg soon after retired. 39 


MR. CHAUVEAU.--As you intend your colleague shall. 49 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--"No, if he retires it shall be his own act."41 
Personal attacks had been constantly directed by the opposition against 
the character of his honourable and venerable friend, the Commissioner of 
Crown Lands, no man had less of self interest than his honourable colleague. 
There was something peculiarly liberal in the attacks made by members oppos- 
ite on the characters of two men such as the members for Ottawa and Three 
Rivers, men whose grey hairs ought to protect them from insults, which, per- 
haps, their assailants would hesitate to shower on younger men y 


Hear, hear from the Ministerial side43, 


Ironical cheers from the Opposition*4 , 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD ((resumed.)) And the reason of these attacks was 
simply that his venerable friends had dared to be independent, had presumed 
to think, had ventured to take a course for themselves. After such treat- 
ment none of their co-patriots would dare to join the Government; men in 
Lower Canada had been placed under a social ban for daring to think and 
act for themselves, men dared not be independent from the fear of a moral 
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excommunication. Was that the independence af the French Canadian party? , 
for a whole people to be under the absolute direction of two or three per- 
sons - if it were, he would tell hon. gentlemen that the Anglo-Saxon would 
scorn itt’, "nor would it be tolerated in any part of the known world where 
there is the slightest independence of character." 


Loud cheers from the Ministerial Benches. 48 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--It was not because the people thought for 
themselves among them, that they were to be stigmatized as traitors. 
((He)) called on all those who believed the pledge given by the adminis- 
tration, that the Crown Land department should be remodelled; he called 
on those who desired to eee cuate the existence of the present Ministry 
to vote against the motion. 0 Ministers had a majority, and it was no 
matter how small a one. If they were to be defeated, let it be done 
boldly by a vote of want of confidence.?1 


M. BERTHELOT parla quelquetems 4 l'appui de la motion, qu'il ne con- 
sidérait pas comme @quivalente 4 un vote de non-confiance dans 1'adminis- 
tration. Nous voulons, dit il, mettre a4 effet les résolutions de 1841? 
Que disent-elles ces résolutions? que les chefs de Département devront 
posséder la confiance du peuple. Or, M. Papineau ne posséde pas cette 
confiance.22 He had been appointed to the office he held because of his 
name?3, 11 est vrai qu'il porte un beau nom, il 1'a souillé, il l'a 
déshonoré par sa conduite servile et hostile auxintéréts de ses compatriotes. 
Je ne blame point les membres de l'autre cété de la chambre; ils cherchent 
leur intérét; plus leur nombre sera grand, plus ils seront satisfaits. 
Mais lorsqu'on voit un vieillard, sur la fin de sa carriére, abandonner 
tout-a-coup les principes politiques qu'il a soutenus pendant toute sa 
vie, et, pour l'amour d'un vil intérét se ranger avec lés ennemis de son 
parti, alors, il est impossible d'avoir confiance en lui.>* 


MR. HALE called Mr. Berthelot to order, for accusing the member for 
Ottawa of having taken "a vile bribe.'9° 


((There was)) some discussion on the point. © 


MR. BERTHELOT would ask the hon. members opposite what they would think 
of one of their old supporters who, suddenly, and for no reason, except 
to advance his own interest, would abandon his party? Surely they would 
regard him as he (Mr. B.) and his friends did the hon. Member for Ottawa. / 


MR. Berthelot was again called to order by MR. HALE, while describing 
the member for Ottawa as a "miserable renegade,'' and drawing an imaginary 
picture of conduct, such as that of the hounourable member. 8 


Mr. Hale ... ((was)) called on for the exact words used ((by the 
Speaker ,)) SIR A. MACNAB.°? 


MR. HALE replied that the expressions were that, had a member of the 
Ministerial side left his party and joined the Opposition through selfish 
motives, he (Mr. Berthelot) would despise ((him)) as much as he did the 
member for Ottawa. ©0 


MR. AYLWIN.--"There is no encouragement here, "61 
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SIR A. MACNAB.--Le rappel a lL'ordre a été mis de coté par L'orateur®2, 


MR. HALE said his side was not to be frightened by the cries of chair 
and order made by members opposite. ® 


MR. AYLWIN rose--He said that, in some cases a vote against the mem- 
ber of the administration was a vote against all, but this was not the case 
in the present instance. The present vote only affected the personal capa- 
city of the honourable member for Ottawa®+, ((He)) said that, personally, 
he knew nothing of the charges upon which the motion was grounded, but he 
had heard of them from sources in which he had the greatest confidence. If, 
however, the hon. members from the Ottawa district--those from Russell, 
Carlton and Bytown--stand up in their places and say they acquit the Minister 
whose conduct was under trial, that they do not believe the charges against 
him, and that they have not been instructed by their constituents to join 
in the proposed condemnation,--if they did that, they should have his (Mr. 
A.'s) vote: but he knew they would not do so. There were members in that 
House who supported every Ministry, and the measures and acts of every 
Ministry, be they good, bad, or indifferent--who were ever ready to espouse 
the predilections of Ministers and adopt their antipathies. 65 He expressed 
his extreme astonishment at the couse taken by the hon. gentlemen opposite; 
they had in fact admitted all the charges brought by his hon. friend the 
member for Lanark--not a work of objection had been offered to them--and 
yet the hon. Attorney General calls on his supporters to vote against this 
motion! They admit the truth of the resolution, but they call on their 
tail to vote against it! and what was their argument for this extraordinary 
demand? Why, they say "it is quite true you can have no confidence in Mr. 
Papineau, but he is one of us, and you have confidence in us collectively!" 
An atrocious doctrine--a sort of vicarious satisfaction--justifying the 
doing of any wrong by a majority: Mr. Papineau is one of us and you must 
not say that he had done wrong! It brought forcibly to his mind one of 
those amusing incidents which used to occur in the halcyon days of the 
Colonial office: an English nobleman had a butler--and this butler's 
sister was a friend of this nobleman--and the nobleman was anxious to do 
something for the butler--and having made proper application at the Colon- 
ial Office, he got him appointed Attorney General of Canada. (Laughter.) 
The butler made some inquiry about the nature of the office his sister's 
friend had procured for him, and the result was that he came back to his 
Lordship and told him that he feared the situation would not suit him 
very well, as he heard that he would have to make speeches©6 , conduct cases 
in Court,®7 and do things of that sort. "Ah, true," said his Lordship, "I 
did not think of that--but it does not matter, we will make you a judge!" 
And a judge he was made, and came out to this country to administer law and 
justice to the lieges! (Laughter.)®8 The public at large believed that 
the Commissioner of Crown Lands was incompetent; the late correspondence 
spoke of his retiring, and all parties on all sides were glad of it.69 He 
admitted that the Commissioner of Crown Lands was treated with injustice 
inasmuch as the duties of his office were too ardous (sic) and too umnerous 
(sic) to be performed by a single individual.’9 But it was even attempted 
to be shewn that the hon. Commissioner had done his duty; his colleagues 
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had entirely abandoned him to the attack levelled against him, and merely 
pleaded that he had not acted corruptly. /1 The Attorney General had also 
laid down the law that unless a public officer went the length of pecula- 
tion, of embezzlement he was not to be removed. He (Mr. Aylwin) was not 
prepared to say that Mr. Papineau in putting his hand into the public 
coffer and taking, without warrant, £500 (sic) to buy a house from his 
colleague, Mr. McGill, did not go that length--but he was at a loss which 
to admire most, the impudence of the assertion, or the coolness with 
which it is told to us. We are absolutely told that a guilty or incom- 
petent man, if he can steer clear of the law, is not to be removed from 

a public office of trust! If these arguments are good as to one officer 
they are good all round. Let them be applied to a village Posmaster (sic) 
who has been proved guilty of incapacity and gross negligence--let the 
government say he was unfit for the duties of his office, but he has 
committed no crime--he is a supporter of ours, you have confidence in us-- 
you shall not dismiss him! Let the government say this--and it is only 
carrying out their arguments as to Mr. Papineau--but they dare not do it./2 
((He)) replied to the Attorney General's attack on Lower Canada for the 
severity with which political traitors are treated; he contended that it 
spoke well for the morals of the country that renegades and turncoats were 
so despised and contemned (sic)./3 Comme on avait blamé les membres de 
l'opposition de s'épuiser en reproches amers contre MM. Viger et Papineau. 
M. Aylwin demanda si on pouvait trouver dans l'histoire parlementaire de 
quelque pays, un seul exemple de tergiversations semblables 4 celles de 
ces hons. messieurs? M. Aylwin cita en terminant son discours une parole 
qu'il tenait, dit-il, d'un Canadien-frangais, d'un coeur noble et patriotique. 
Cet homme, dit-il, m'a déclaré/4 ((qu'il)) avait dit 4 M. Viger, lorsque 
celui-ci s'efforcait de lui développer sa crise ministerielle: ''Tenez, 
monsieur, vous pouvez avoir raison; mais 4 votre place je préférerais cet 
fois avoir tort que d'avoir raison contre tous mes compatriotes."/) 


MR. PETRIE said, that as the hon. member for Quebec had called on hin, 
he should say that there was no lumbering in his County, and he had heard 
no complaints/6, either verbal or written, against the Crown Lands Depart- 
ment ... from the County of Russell’/. He knew, however, that in the Dis- 
trict of Ottawa there had been disputes about the timber limits’8, The hon. 
member from Quebec had confounded the County with the District of Ottawa. / 
He knew not what parties were right, and, as a rule, those who were most 
to blame, made the most noise. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said the hon. member for Quebec had appealed to 
the hon. members from the Ottawa to declare their views on the motion before 
the House. He (Mr. C.) would also appeal to them and ask them to declare 
whether they approved of the management of the Crown Lands Office during 
those four years when it was under the controul of the hon. member for 
Bellechasse, by whom the present motion was seconded, and when the receipts 
of the office were, according to a statement of a member of the Opposition, 
(Mr. Merritt,) £6,500, and its expenses £58 ,000;81 or whether they preferred 
the system of management pursued by the present incumbent, under which a 
half a million of monies were received. He would further say to those 
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hon. members, "Do not be led away; the vote sought for is intended to tell 
against the Ministry, and we will take it as such." The hon. member next 
referred®2 to the frequent references made by members on the other side to 
the majority possessed by the Government. The question for the consider- 
ation of honourable members opposite was not by what majority the Govern- 
ment held their seats, or how they retained their places, but whether 
their measures were good or bad--whenever, the Opposition got a majority 
of one they would be free to sit on the Ministerial benches. The proof 

of the strength of a Ministry consisted, in their being able to carry test 
measures. Last year they had carried bills deciding the questions of 
the expenses of criminal justice and the Jesuits' Estates; they had also 
carried a distillery bill and a customs bill; these were true test ques- 
tions, and upon these they had been successful.84 The Ministry which 
dared not bring forward their measures was a weak Ministry; the Ministry 
which could carry its measures triumphantly was a strong one. If the vote 
before the House passed, he for one would not remain in the Ministry, and 
he would further say that none of his colleagues would do so. The present 
Ministry, with their small majority, had carried measures, which their 
predecessors, with their great majority, dared not touch (cheers); and he 
called on all who were not prepared to see the Opposition cross the floor 
of the House, and take their seats on the Ministerial benches, to oppose 
the Se Oe 


MR. HALL exclaimed against the waste of time by these covert motions. 
If a vote of want of confidence were to be passed let it be done in a 
bold, straight forward, manner. He complained, also, of the constant waste 
of time in attacking the hon. members for Three Rivers and Ottawa upon 
all occasions, however little the charges brought against them had to do 
with the subject before the House. In the present instance, if Mr. 
Papineau were to be condemned it was not on the accusations brought against 
him by the hon. member for Quebec, but his conduct while in office. He 
must say too, that the charge against renegades came with an ill-grace 
from the hon. member, who, if he was rightly informed, was a renegade him- 
se1 £86, and all the insults he had offered these venerable gentlemen of 
occupying a degraded position--his own was a degraded position. He was 
retained to do the dirty work of his party, to vilify and to abuse, and 
to make those speeches which the members for Terrebonne and the 4th Riding 
of York would not disgrace themselves by uttering. Members opposite 
talked of justice to Lower Canada, but it appeared by that, that they 
did not object to the principles on which the Government was conducted, 
or that they proposed other principles of Gouernment (sic) should be 
adopted; they did not advocate principle, they only demanded five seats 
in the Council.8/ He did not profess to consider the Crown Lands, a 
well conducted department; but, at least, it was as well conducted as 
under the late Miniaeeyts® The abuses of the Department had not grown 
up under the present Commissioner, they had existed in the days of Mr. 
Sullivan, and in those of Mr. Morin89, He would not accuse those hon. 
gentlemen of corruption, but this he would say, that in a certain town 
where the people were all conservatives the Government owned some hundred 
acres, and directed an agent to go and cut them up into lots and put what 
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price he liked on them, knowing that the inhabitants must buy them, in 
order that he might get his commission. That agent was Dr. Gilkison. 
If that was not corruption it was very like it. 0 ((He)) conceived the 
system of the Crown Lands Department to be wrong, but he would not vote 
for a motion which could not remedy it ... he relied upon the promise 
made by the present Ministry that they would reform the system, and he 
would therefore vote against the motion.91 He would, if he wished to 
vote want of confidence, do so in a manly manner; but as he intended 

to do nothing of the sort, he would not be entrapped by these covert 
motions. 


M. CHAUVEAU ((répondit aux accusations porteés contre M. Aylwin)) 
... et raconta comment au milieu de nos persécutions politiques, sous 
le régne de Sir John Colborne, lorsqu'il n'y avait pas autre chose 4a ga- 
gner parle patriotisme, que la prison et la potence, M. Aylwin outré 
des injustices que l'on commettait chaque jour contre nous, est venu 
spontanément au secours des opprimés, et a depuis l'union continué avec 
fermeté et indépendance ce réle noble et généreux.23 11 dit ((ensuite)) 
que pour lui, s'il ett été 4 la place du commissaire des terres, il 
aurait préféré les reproches de l'opposition a4 1l'éloge étrange du ... 
((procureur)) général pour le Haut-Canada. Dans quelle position humili- 
ante, dit-il, ce chef de l'administration n'a-t-il pas placé son propre 
parti? Qu'a-t-il dit, pour engager ses partisans a voter avec lui? 
C'est un vote de non-confiance dans 1'administration; votez avec nous, 
Ou nous sommes perdus, sauvez—-nous, sauvez—-nous de M. Baldwin, sauvez-— 
nous de M. LaFontaine, sauvez-nous de M. Morin; voila les considérations 
auxquelles on a eu recours pour faire rejeter la motion qui est devant 
la chambre! a-t-on proféré une seule parole en faveur du commissaire des 
terres? non, on n'a parlé des plaintes portées contre lui que pour 
déclarer qu'elles étaient fondées. Que dit M. le procureur-général pour 
le Haut-Canada? Oh! nous ne voulons point chasser le commissaire des 
terres, il pourrait s'en venger, il ne nous bénirait peut-@étre pas, comme 
fait le membre des Trois-Riviéres; mais ajoute-t-il, lorsqu'en Angleterre 
la motion faite ici contre notre collégue fut faite contre lord Glenelg, 
ce monsieur résigna. N'était-ce pas vouloir dire: 1'hon. commissaire des 
terres, se retirera volontairement, et résignera comme a fait lord Glenelg? 
Voila comme on défend ceux que tous les jours on nous accuse d'insulter! 
Et n'avons-nous pas raison de blamer nos compatriotes de rester avec vous? 
N'avons-nous pas raison, lorsque nous avons été témoins de la conduite 
ingrate que vous avez mis 4 la porte, 4 1'égard de l'hon. ex-président du 
conseil législatif, et de celle que vous tenez maintenant a4 l'égard du 
membre pour Ottawa? Ceux qui se livrent 4 vous, comme l'ont fait MM. 
Viger et Papineau, ne peuvent pas méme attendre le prix de leur trahison, 
vous les accablez vous-mémes de votre mépris?.........24 


M. MORIN parla pour réfuter ce qu'avait dit un membre de l'autre 
c6té de la chambre, que c'était afin de supplanter M. Papineau et de recon- 
quérir son ancienne position qu'il voterait contre lui. M. Morin déclara 
que si pour son malheur, il devait jamais faire partie d'une nouvelle 
administration, le poste de commissaire des terres ne serait certainement 
pas celui qu'il ambitionnerait. I1 connait les difficultés qu'il y avait 
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dans la direction des affaires de ce département. 2° "Je ne suis mi, dit- 
il, par aucun sentiment d'intérét personnel; mais ce qui me porte 4 
entretenir ce manque de confiance dans l'administration du département 

des terres, ce sont les changemens, les additions que ce bureau a subi 
depuis quelques années. Tout récemment on a réuni 4 ce bureau le domaine 
public de la couronne, et les biens des jésuites. Ces ajoutés ont pro- 
duit la plus grande confusion, et ont été une source d'injustices; on 
aurait di présenter des mesures pour régler ces choses d'une autre maniére. 
Comme elles sont conduites actuellement, il n'existe, pour ainsi dire, 
aucune responsabilité. Un autre motif qui me guide dans ma détermination, 
c'est la maniére si peu conséquente dont on a fait l'achat d'une maison 
princi@ére; on l'a payé 4 méme un dépot sacré, qui ne pourrait pas étre 
remplacé immédiatement, s'il l'on était obligé de le faire. Mais le prin- 
cipal motif de ma démarche, c'est qu'on a parlé de vendre la seigneurie 

de Lauzon, 26--qui ne peut pas étre plus vendue par M. Papineau sans une 
foi expresse, que toute autre proprieté publique, la maison du parlement 

a Quebec par exemple, ou l'hdétel méme du gouvernement 4 Montréal97 
c'est qu'on a vendu les forges St. Maurice, pour en faire l'objet de 
spéculations, et surtout parce qu'on parle de vendre les biens des jésuites, 
et je suis convaincu qu'on l'aurait déja fait, si l'opposition n'avait 
manifesté sa désapprobation. Ces raison suffisent, je crois, pour me 
justifier de manquer de confiance dans l'administration actuelle du départe- 
ment des terres. ''98 


MR. WILSON said the charges were either against the hon. Commissioner 
individually, or against the Ministry as a whole; if the former each charge 
should be separately set forth, and specific facts adduced to support it; 
if the latter, the same course should be pursued against the Ministers en 
masse; this had not been done;99 no specific charges founded on an allega- 
tion of fact having been brought against the Commissioner of Crown Lands, 
the motion regarding him must be condemned as unfair; and as his acts 
could only be regarded as the acts of the Ministry, it was manifest that 
they ought to be included in any accusation brought against him,100 ye 
would therefore vote against the motion. 


MR. BALDWIN said that whilst he was convinced that the motion before 
the House, and the manner in which it was brought forward were alike 
constitutional, correct, and candid, he was also satisfied that never was 
an attack so badly met (hear, hear); never was there a worse,--he was go- 
ing to say defence,--but there was no defence, and the attempt at one was 
the merest imbecility. What was the main ground taken by the learned 
Attorney General West? His very words were, "I defy any one to prove 
that my hon. friend has done anything intentionally injurious." All then 
that could be said in answer to the charges contained in the motion was 
that the hon. Member for Ottawa, one of the Ministers of the Crown, had 
not acted corruptly, that is in such a way as would expose him to ignominous 
(sic) impeachment (hear, hear and loud cheers). This was the only praise 
that could be awarded to him by his hon. and learned colleague. If con- 
firmation of the charges referred to were needed, was not the advocacy of 
the learned Atty. General alone sufficient for that purpose? Yes, the hon. 
Commissioner of Crown Lands stood convicted by his own counsels of being 
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the incompetent officer, the imbecile, he was reputed to be (hear, hear.)-=-- 
The late Attorney General West had put an extinguisher on the political 
character of the hon. and learned member for Three Rivers when he penned 
the memorable words, "I will not conceal from you that his (Mr. Viger's) 
retirement from the Council is essential to its strength." That extinguisher 
was not, could not be more complete than that which had just fallen upon 
the head of the hon. member for Ottawa in the brief words uttered by the 
present Attorney General West. His (Mr. Papineau's) conduct, said Attorney 
General Sherwood, was not “intentionally injurious" (hear, hear.) And it 
was thus these hon. and venerable gentlemen were rewarded for the "dis- 
interestedness and single-heartedness" with which--according to another 
declaration made that very day by the learned Attorney General West--they 
had served the present Administration! Was there ever such brazen, such 
unmitigated ingratitude!! The Ministry not being able, or not choosing 

to defend the conduct of their colleague against the particular charges in 
question, resorted to the pitiful appeal, "Do not vote in favour of the 
motion, if carried, it would amount to a want of confidence in us; we 
would be the sufferers,"--He (Mr. Baldwin) would tell the Administration, 
that, in this, they were not quite correct: the condemnation of one of 

the Ministry would not apply to the whole, unless they chose to make it 
so: it was not necessarily so. But hon. members oppositte (sic) need not 
be alarmed on that head; there was no such virtue as that of resignation 
appertaining to the Ministry: they felt too secure in their general 
majority of two. Had not the Attorney General West declared, in effect, 
that a majority of one was as good as twenty! But he (Mr. B.) preferred 

to believe, with Sir R. Peel and others, that such a majority was not suf- 
ficient to secure the respect and confidence of the country. A Ministry, 
to be useful, should have a majority which would enable them to meet the 
grand questions of the country, and boldly dispose of them. What had been 
the conduct of the present Administration? Take, for instance, the Clergy 
Reserves. If there was a question which more than another occupied the 
public mind, it was that; and yet they (the Administration) had absolutely 
no opinion on it. Look, again, at the manner in which the University Bill 
was disposed of. Can the Ministry do otherwise than blush, deep as purple, 
at the recollection of their traitorous proceeding in reference to that 
bill. The members of the late administration had been taunted with not 
dealing with certain questions while in office; but he dared their accusers 
to point to a single question which more immediately called for their atten- 
tion that they had not grappled with--(hear, hear, and cheers.)--Allusions 
had been made to the "Administration of Justice," and to the Jesuit Estates," 
to this he would answer, could everything have been done in the short time 
in which the late Ministry held office? and he would further remind the 
present Ministry that a leading charge urged by a colleague of theirs, in 
another branch of the Legislature, was, that they (the ex-Ministers) had 
"attempted too much" (hear). As the question of what the late Administra- 
tion had done was on the tapis it might be profitable to enter into it a 
little more minutely. Hon. Members would see that they (the late Ministry) 
met Parliament on the 28th September, 1842, and on the 29th of Sept. they 
brought in the "Judges Independence Bill," for Lower Canada; on the 5th 
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October they submitted bills on the "Administration of Justice, Lower 
Canada,"' "Gaspe Judicature," "Small Causes,'' Lower Canada, and a Jurors 
Bill for Upper Canada; on the 9th October bills relative to Party Pro- 
cessions, Secret Societies, and Public Meetings, and on the 10th October 

a Customs Bill. Contrast this statement with the time and the manner 

in which the present Ministry brought forward their measures, and especially 
the University Bill, and the Militia Bill; the latter deferred till late 
in the session of '46, when we were actually threatened with war; the 
former brought in at an advanced period of one session, put off till 

near the end of the next session, and then, even then, revived not by 

the Ministers, but by an independent Member of the House (hear, hear 

and cheers)!--Having said thus much of the measures introduced by the 

late Administration, he would also take leave to refer to the majorities 
by which they were sustained. During their term of office 28 divisions 
took place on Ministerial questions, and the numbers were as follows:-- 
lst division, majority in favour of Ministers, 33; 2nd, 29; 3rd, 47; 4th, 
42s Sth, 26, Oth 14s e7the 230s. 0th obs aot ewo2eeLOLh ee bee eh ae cose Zen, 
283 13th, 31;,14th,. 245, bothi. 33: loth. 32s 7 bh ease beth ae te Ot. eos 
20th, 7s Zist;~1l7s 22d. e203 2305. 73 24th) Gasecotn. BGs 2 Orb. LU s 7 Bae 
23; 28th, 17. It would be observed that on two division our majority 

was comparatively small--one 9 and the other 7. The first was on a bill 
to relieve banks from the double security clause, and seeing that many of 
our staunch general supporters had differed from us, and conceiving the 
question too important to be in any degree forced, we actually withdrew 
it. The division giving a majority occurred on a motion to reduce the 
salary of a Commissioner of Customs. He would ask hon. members to consider 
for a moment the difference between the mode of conducting a Government 
which these majorities indicated and that now pursued? The monstrous doc- 
trine was not then set up that a majority of 1 was as good as 20. Oh! 

how utterly unworthy was such a doctrine! It came from the leader of the 
Administration, and consequently should be regarded as that of the body; 
and if anything more than another could prove their utter unfitness for 
public trust, it was such an enunciation. Had they endeavoured to explain 
away their embarrassments, it might be borne with; but no, they preferred 
to cap the climax of their recklessness by unblushingly coming up to the 
assertion that a majority of one was as good as twenty!--It had been said 
that under what was called the Harrison Administration in 1842 he (Mr. B.) 
had not more than 6 followers; he admitted it, but he would remind hon. 
members of the important fact, that in that same Parliament he afterwards 
obtained the majorities he had cited; and he would further observe that 
never, never, was he placed in the mortifying position of appealing to 

the pity of the House for support as had been, that evening, so openly 
done by the Members of the Administration (hear, hear). He was surprised 
that the hon. Member for Leeds who, usually, so readily defended the Min- 
isters had not taken up the defence of the present occasion, but perhaps 
the hon. member was begining (sic), to feel his neglected position; he had 
not been admitted even to the hall of the Ministerial Mansion, much less 
to the dignity of an upper servant (hear, hear), he was still kept on the 
outside to break the furrows, and smooth the ground for the more courtly 
hands of his betters (hear, hear and laughter). The hon. member concluded 


va 


by expressing his hearty approval of the motion, 102 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said that there was no precedent to be found for 
the motion. Every means had been attempted to break up the Administration, 
attacks had been made on what was considered the most vulnerable points; 
and now seeing that all their attempts had failed, they were determined 
not to give it up, but attack the administration in a more covert manner, 
they had commenced a guerilla warfare, and where it would end, it was impos- 
sible to say. He said thatl03 if the Ministry had not made it a minister- 
ial question, the opposition would have said that they deserted Mr. Papin- 
eau, that they were afraid to make it a ministerial question, lest they 
should be in the minority and lose their seats. As to treating it as a 
personal charge against one member of the Government only , 104 ((it)) was 
not consistent with the principles of Responsible Government, of which the 
honorable member for the North-Riding, was the most consistent supporter. 
The whole Ministry, he said, were responsible for the acts of any one 
of the body; and, therefore, there was no other course which could be 
taken in resisting the motion, than to treat it as directed against the 
whole Administration. 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--There were only two ways in which this motion 
must be considered ;106 first, it was either a declaration of a want of 
confidence in the Ministry, or secondly, it was a charge against the hon. 
member for Ottawa for personal misconduct.197 Ye considered that the 
proper way to view the question, was as directed against the whole admin- 
istrationL08 | ((for)) if it were the latter, it ought to have been based 
upon some certain and specific facts, to which the hon. member would have 
power to make a defence: he could not be charged for the acts of his 
whole life; he could only be charged for his acts as a public officer and 
in a public character, and there was nothing before the House to sustain 
any charge at all. The hon. member for Lanark had talked a great deal 
about the purchase of a house for the department. That purchase was not 
made by the Commissioner of Crown Lands upon his own responsibility. It 
was done by order of the Government and not he that was responsible for 
it. The hon. member for Ottawa must be relieved from the charge altogether. 
In reference to the majority in the House, he said that it was larger than 
the majority which Mr. Pitt, had at one time when he was so severely pressed 
by Mr. Fox, and yet at the next session of parliament, Mr. Pitt had an 
overwhelmning majority returned to Parliament supporting him; and there 
was as good a chance for the present administration to go to the country. 
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Cry of "Try it, try it."111 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said that the administration had been declared 
to be a bad one. Now, what was the proof of it? The proof he thought was 
a country disorganised, crime on the increase, and commerce falling off. 
Was this the case with Canada? Was the country torn up by tumults? Was 
the land untilled? Was crime on the increase? And, lastly, was the com- 
merce of the country on the decrease? The answer to these questions was 
in the negative. The country was peaceable, crime was not on the increase, 
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and the commercial relations of the country were in a prosperous condition. 
The other charges before the House were general, and were not based upon 
any particular facts. Could it be said that a British Minister should be 
tried before a British House of Commons upon mere assertions of a general 
nature unsupported by any facts?113 


MR. GOWAN said it was well known to many of his honourable friends 
around him, that he had determined to take no part in the present debate, 
but after the direct and personal attack that had been made upon him by 
the Member for North York, 114 and because from some reason which he could 
not understand, his (Mr. G.'s) name had often been mentioned in the public 
prints, in connexion with the Crown Lands Department115 he was forced to 
crave the indulgence of the House, even at that late hour, while he 
noticed one or two points, so prominently obtruded into the debate, by the 
learned member for North York (Mr. Baldwin). He proposéd to notice three 
points, and three only, of the learned gentleman's speech. The first was 
the personal attack made upon himself; the second was the smallness of the 
majority which supported the present ministers; and the last was the large 
majority, by which the learned gentleman himself was supported, when the 
first Minister of the Crown. (Hear, hear.) First, then, as regarded the 
personal attack, he had to say upon that subject that he had never been 
the out-door, nor the indoor servant of any ministry. It was possiple (sic 
that had he gone over to the gentlemen on the other side of the House, 
he might have obtained office, but as regarded his connexion with his own 
side of the House, he had simply to say, and to defy contradiction as to 
the strict truth of his assertions, that he had never directly or indirectl 
sought office, and that when the honourable gentleman opposite should find 
him (Mr. G.) engaged in any menial capacity of the kind, it would be quite 
time enough for him to indulge in the sneers and taunts, with which he had 
favoured the House. If office had sought him, he had not sought office. 

He cared little for the taunts with which he had been assailed; the authors 
of some of them were too pitiful, and the nature of others of them, too 
absurd and contemptible for him to notice them. He had not used his poli- 
tical influence as an article of traffic, and he did not come to Parliament 
to barter the rights of his constituents, or to surrender his personal 
independence for office. Those honourable gentlemen on the other side of 
the House, who warmed themselves more by the pursuit after office than 

they were warmed by the intense heat of the weather, might desire to judge 
of his (Mr. Gowan's) views by their own; but he desired to be judged by 

his acts, and not by the mere envious spirit of the low and the servile. 
Having said thus much in reference to the personal attack made upon hin, 

he would not proceed to examine, for a few moments, the gentleman's taunt 
against the Ministry, for the paucity of their majorities. (Hear, hear.) 
he would first ask the learned gentleman what was meant by a strong Govern- 
ment? Himself and the honourable member might put a very different con- 
struction on the meaning of the term--a strong Government. If, by a 

strong Government, the learned gentleman meant the mere amount of numerical 
majority, he (Mr. G.) must differ from him. For the learned member's own 
Government was a very conclusive proof of a Government all-powerful, so 
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far as a Parliamentary majority was concerned, and yet it fell to pieces 
at the first shock from an appeal to the public. (Cheers.) If, on the 
other hand, the hon. gentleman meant not merely a numerical majority in 
Parliament, but a Government strong in the affections of the House and 

of the country, by the wisdom and excellence of their measures, then he 
(Mr. G.) entirely coincided with him. It is not merely numerical major- 
ities, but public confidence, that should constitute the strength of a 
Government. It is the strength of public confidence that constitutes 

the Minister for the time being--the mirror to reflect the public mind, 
and to keep the Ruler within the limit of his constitutional capacity. 

A numerical majority of trained followers will enable a Minister to 
consult or to disregard the public will at his pleasure; to become the 
public servant, or the public tyrant, as it may suit his taste, his 
inclination, or his interest; and for his (Mr. Gowan's) part, he hoped 

he would never see the day (whatever party might be in power) when the 
Minister would be enabled to disregard the public sentiment, and to 
trample upon public rights, through the sordid influence of a tyrant 
majority. (Cheers.) The learned gentleman had appealed to the majorities 
which sustained Ministers in England. And what were these majorities? 
Take for example a few of the great questions which had divided parties 

in England for the last quarter of a century, such as Catholic Emancipa- 
tion, or Parliamentary Reform; let him add up the several divisions, and 
strike the average majorities, and what do theyexhibit? Something 
amounting to about twenty-seven and a fraction. If then the British House 
of Commons, with its 658 members, only gave the Ministry a majority vary- 
ing from five and twenty to thirty, how many should the Canadian House give, 
with its eighty-four members? (Hear, hear.) If eighty-four members give 
four, surely 658 should at least give 30. (Hear, hear.) He would not say 
a few words in reference to what had fallen from the learned gentleman, 
touching the large majority by which his administration had been supported. 
He (Mr. G.) had emigrated to this country in the year 1829 (now nearly 
nineteen years ago); shortly after his arrival, a new election took place 
in Upper Canada, and from that period to the present, every Parliament, 
save one, had been Conservativell6 although there had been four or five 
electionsll7,

MR. GOWAN.--If then the political party, of which the learned gentle- 
man was the leader, were unable to make headway, when an imperfect, and 
in many respects, an unjust, administration of the Government took place, 
how can it be hoped for, that they could not succeed when it is admitted 
that the people are more enlightened, have fewer grievances to complain of, 
and an improved system of management introduced into all our public affairs.

MR. GOWAN.--Did they wish that the country should be agitated from the 
one end to the other and all public business stopped because the members 
for the Fourth Riding of (sic) Quebec wanted it? Nothing he thought could 
justify the ministry in dissolving Parliament at present when so much re- 
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quired to be done, 122 How, it may be properly inquired, did the learned 
gentleman secure the majority of which he boasts? Much has been said by 
some parties, as to the right by which some gentlemen hold their seats in 
the present Parliament; but if all that has been said, is true, and if to 
that all, ten-fold more is added, even then, it would fall far short of 

the charges made by his own party, and solemnly recorded on the Journals 

of the House, against the Parliament, which gave the learned gentleman 

his majority. (Loud cheers.) His strength was Sydenham's corruption! 

his majority Sydenham's dross. (loud shouts of hear). He was sorry to 
have as lt ea (sic) so long on the House at that late hour of the 
debate.122 With regard to the particular question before the Chair, he 
must say that the Crown Lands Department was not at present in an efficient 
state, (hear, hear,) but the Ministry had declared that it was their 
intention to remodel it with the least possible delay, and he therefore 
must either disbelieve them and vote for the motion, or must believe them 
and vote against it. As long as he supported Ministers he must believe 
them honorable men and believing they intended to do what they had promised 
he would vote against the motion.123 


MR. PRICE would not have risen had it not been for some of the state- 
ments made by the honourable member for Leedsl2 , Mr. Gowan, about Reformers 
having only had a majority in one Parliament since 1829 which we did not 
hear very well on account of the noise in the House.12> He (Mr. Gowan) had 
omitted to state that in the Parliament of 1828, which still existed when 
Mr. G. came to the country, the Reformers had the majority, and he stated 
the number of elections since 1829 to be 4 or 5, whereas they were only 3,126 
He ((Mr. Price)) said that in Upper Canada, from 1830 to 1833, the Reformers 
had a majority in_Parliament, and since then, on several occasions, they 
had majorities. ~ Mr. Price further referred to the manner in which the 
majority in the present House was obtained; the members for Montreal were 
returned, notoriously, by fraud; and the member for West Halton by the votes 
of 6 widows; these were specimens of how the existing Ministry obtained 
power ,128 The English practice, he said, that would be pursued in a case 
like the present by a British Ministry, would be to resign at once, and 
especially so in a case like the present, when the ministry could only 
retain themselves in office, by their own votes. 12 The hon. member con- 
cluded by saying that if the Ministry thought they possessed the confidence 
of the great body of the people, even if they had only a very small majority 
in the House, that it was their duty to carry on the Government.

Emigratton. My Lord, 


I have had the honor of recetving Your Lordshtp's 

Despatch, No. 7, of February 25th, with tts enclosures on the subject of 
Emigration. The papers furntshed to you by Mr. Draper and by Mr. Buchanan 
certainly place in a strong light the difficulties of any plan for the 
systematic settlement of Emigrants whtch has yet been proposed; difftcul- 
ties which are greatly tnereased, or more properly speaking, are mainly to 
be traced to the manner in which so large a portion of the Publte Lands of 
Canada have already been alienated, and to the fact that by long usage 
men's minds are become habituated to the trregular and unsystematte methods 
of occupying the terrttory which have httherto prevailed. 

I cannot hope that, under these circumstances, tt will be practicable 
during the present season, to carry into effect any scheme of colontzatton 
in the proper sense of the word, and I am compelled to come to the concluston, 
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that all that can be done for the present ts to persevere in the use of the 
same means which have for some years been employed, tn order to afford to 
the very large number of Emtgrants who are now flocking to the Ports of 
embarkation the asststance they will requtre when they reach the Colontes. 
But though more than thts may for the present be tmpracticable, I con- 
fess that even the able papers of Mr. Draper and of Mr. Buchanan, supported, 
as I must admit them to be, by the testtmony of all the gentlemen of prac- 
tical experience upon this subject, whom I have had the means of consulting, 
have not been able to sattsfy me that with the co-operation of the Provin- 
ctal Legislature, tt would be tmposstble to establtsh some system for the 
future, by whteh colontzatton might be carrted forward upon a more regular 
plan, and upon a larger scale than has yet been attempted. The persuaston 
that thts might be accompltshed ts very generally entertained tn thts coun- 
try; and I have the honor of enclostng a memortal, addressed to the First 
Lord of the Treasury (just published as a pamphlet,) whtch advocates the 
adoption of such a measure, and whtch has been so strongly pressed upon the 
constderation of Her Majesty's Government, that I am anxtous to learn what 
may be the optnton whtch, wtth the extenstve means of obtaining accurate 
tnformatton upon the subject within your reach, Your Lordshtp may form 
upon tt. You will observe that although the pamphlet ts written with 
talent, and there ts much that ts striking in all the preliminary observa- 
ttons, tn the practtcal part of the plan whtch tt ts tntended to advocate, 
there ts constderable vagueness and obscurtty, and an absence of those 
detatls, tn the arrangement of whtch so much of the difficulty of every 
scheme of Emtgratton has been found to constst. So far, however, as detatls 
are gtven, the suggested measure seems to be open to sertous objections. I 
greatly doubt whether the Distriet Counctls, upon the co-operatton of whtch 
so much reltance ts placed, are bodtes whtch would be found etther able or 
willing to afford the aid expected from them tn carrytng on Publte Works, 
wtth the vtew of affording employment to Emigrants. I also greatly doubt 
whether any advantage, at all proportioned to the cost, would artse from 
the proposal to pay to a great Company the sum of five pounds for every 
Emigrant settled upon the land. I find from the tnformatton collected by 
the Emigrant Commisstoners, and publtshed in thetr last circular, that in 
the last twenty years, 1,837,000 persons have emtgrated to different parts 
of North Amertca, of whom, by far, the majority were of the laboring class. 
These Emigrants have, for the most part, ulttmately established themselves 
as settlers, or as permanent residents tn the Towns, wtthout any cost to 
the publte, beyond the trtfling sums annually expended under the system now 
tn force; but had the plan of the authors of thts pamphlet been in operatton, 
the gratuttous asststance offered would have attracted to the British Pro- 
vinees a large proportion of those who have actually gone to the Untted 
States; and tt ts a very moderate estimate to suppose that bounty would 
have been claimed for the settlement of 400,000 of these Emigrants, so that 
the sum of £2,000,000 would have been thus expended. To this must be added 
the proposed contribution of one third of the cost of the passage to Amer- 
tea, of the whole body of Emigrants, whitch calculated at only £1 for each 
Emigrant, would have amounted to £1,387,000. Thus, wtthout accomplishing 
more than has now been accomplished, at scarcely any expense to the public 
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a total expenditure would have been tneurred of no less than £3,337,000, and 
tt would only have been the money in excess of thts amount so laid out which 
would have really contributed to inerease the stream of Emigration from this 
country. 

But assuming that Parliament were prepared to grant such a very large 
sum of money for thts purpose, I cannot but belteve that more would really 
be accompltshed towards encouraging Emigration by applying it to the con- 
struction of great Publie Works--such for instance as Railways--by which 
employment would be provided for a large number of Emigrants in the first 
instance, and a great extent of land would be rendered far more accessible, 
and therefore avatlable for settlement, than tt now ts. The demand for 
Labor thus created would, I am tnelined to think, create a spontaneous 
Emtgratton to a larger extent, and of a more healthy character, than the 
adoption of such a scheme as had been suggested. 

So far as I can at present judge of thts scheme, it does not, therefore, 
appear to me to be one caleulated to succeed; but as I have already observed, 
I am not yet convinced that with the effective co-operation of the Colonial 
Legislature, a great extenston, and, at the same time, a more regular char- 
acter might not be given to the present tide of Emigratton, without imposing 
any considerable, perhaps even any permanent, burthen upon the British Trea- 
sury. We know that unatded and undirected in thetr efforts as they now are, 
numbers of the Emigrants who reach Canada with no resource but their labor 
to trust to, are enabled, in the course of a few years to realize property, 
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and even to remtt constderable swns of money to the friends and relations 
they have left behtnd. It ts also notorious that in the present mode of 
condueting the settlement of the territory, there ts a great waste of labor, 
and that far less results are obtained by means of the same amount of exer- 
tton than mtght be looked for, under a system whitch secured a greater degree 
of mutual co-operatton and assistance amongst those who now trust, in a 
great measure to thetr tndtvtdual and tsolated efforts. It ts tmposstble 
to read any of the numerous and tnteresting accounts, published during the 
last few years, of the ltfe of settlers in the backwoods of British Amertca 
and of the Untted States, wtthout betng struck with the hardshtps and dif- 
ftculttes endured by them, and with the great waste of labor tneurred entirely 
tn consequence of the want of some means of gtving tnereased efftctency to 
labor by combtnatton and by the divtston of employments. We here continually 
of bread being scarce where corn ts cheap and abundant, because from the 
dtstance of mtlls and the badness of the roads, tt takes many days of totlsome 
labor for men and horses to carry a small quantity of corn to be ground, and 
to bring tt back in the shape of flour. We hear of days wasted in, perhaps, 
the bustest part of the season, in carrying to a distant Forge to be repaired, 
some necessary tmplement of agriculture, which tn England would be taken to 
the village shop, and be again ready for use tn an hour. I say nothing (tmpor- 
tant as are such constderatitons) of the privattons whitch scattered settlers 
necessarily undergo from the want of adequate means of religtous tnstructton, 
of educatton for thetr children, and of medtcal assistance, and of the absence 
of all the main advantages of ctvtlized soctety. Looking merely to the pecun- 
tary results of the extsting mode of settlement, tt seems to me imposstble 
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to doubt that tt ts highly wasteful, and that the same labor better applied 
and directed, might produce a far larger amount of comfort and advantage 
to the early settlers in a new terrttory, and exempt them from many of the 
privations and hardshtps to whtch they are now exposed. It ts difficult 
to understand what natural obstacle prevents such a territory from being 
oceupted, not by tndtvtduals, but by Soctetties properly organized for 
mutual support and assistance, carrying with them as they advance, all the 
means and appliances of ctvtltzatton. For this purpose what seems to be 
most requtred, ts to carry further than has yet been done, the princtple 
of making all who obtatn land, pay for tt such a price as atonce to afford 
the means of effecting those tmprovements by the construction of Roads 
and Bridges, and by erecting Schools and other Public Butldings, which are 
necessary for its regular and systematte occupation. If no. publte lands 
were altenated but at a price suffictent to pay for such tmprovements, 
and tf the money obtained from thetr sale were so expended, land would only 
be purchased where the tmprovements were already tn progress, while the 
settler recetving in return for the enhanced price he paid for land, not 
only the land but the advantage of those works by whtch tts profttable 
oceupatton ts factlttated, would not in reality pay more, perhaps not so 
much, for the mere land, as when tt ts disposed of at a very low and almost 
nominal price. Where the previous tmprovident altenatton of large quantittes 
of land presents an obstacle to the adoption of the system of selling land 
in thts manner, prectsely the same results are attatnable by the tmposttton 
of a moderate tax upon all land whether wild or reclaimed, and applytng the 
proceeds to the same sort of tmprovements. Such a tax ts not felt as any 
practtecal burthen upon settled land, but presents a powerful bar to the 
acqutsttton, or retention of land whtch cannot be turned to some account. 
Such are the constderattons (as tt appears to me the just and tmportant 
constderattons) upon whtch the poltcy I have now descrtbed ‘has been recom- 
mended. I have thought tt right thus shortly to recapitulate them to Your 
Lordshtp, because the princtples on whitch they rest must be steadily borne 
tn mind tn judging of any plan of colontzatton. Acting upon these princt- 
ples, I am of optnton that the mode tn whtch colontzatton may wtth most 
prospect of success be promoted, ts by the appltcation of any money whtch 
may be hereafter granted, or advanced by Parltament for thts purpose, tn 
opening land for settlement, by making such improvements as I have descrtbed, 
or by constructing Publtc Works of a more tmportant character, such as 
Railways and Canals. In thts manner tmmedtate employment might be afforded 
to the Emigrants, while at the same time they would be tratned tn those 
descripttons of labor most requtred in the country tn whtch they are ultt- 
mately to settle. I agree with Mr. Draper in thtnking tt destrable that 
Emigrants going out as laborers should not permanently continue as such, 
but should, as speedily as posstble, be converted into small landowners; 
but I am of opinion that the only way tn whtch thts object can be effected 
with safety and advantage, ts by affording them, in the first tnstance, 
employment at good wages, by whtch the provident and industrious amongst 
them will speedily be enabled to purchase land, and by dotng so, (suppostng 
the system I have recommended be adopted,) they wtll repay the sums, ort- 
ginally advanced to them, in wages whtle employed upon those Works which 
have opened the land they have acquired for permanent settlement. The 
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effect, tn short, of the measures I have thus sketched, rather than 
descrtbed, would be to effect settlements by means of advances by the 
State; but with thts tmportant qualtficatton, that these advances would 
be made in such a manner as to avotd constituting the State the creditor 
of a numerous body of small settlers, thus tempting them to improvtdence 
and discouraging industry; and tnstead of thts the publte money would be 
tnvested tn the tmprovement of land, the property tn whtch would only be 
transferred when a price suffictent to cover the expense incurred was 
patd for it. It was upon these views that the plan of forming Villages 
detatled tn my Despatch of December 31st, was founded; and Mr. Draper 
has misunderstood me tn suppostng that I meant the laborers established 
tn the proposed Villages to continue tn that rank of ltfe. What I con- 
templated was, that they should be encouraged to purchase farms tn the 
immediate netghbourhood of the Villages in whtch they were ortginally 
established, and to tmprove by degrees the log-houses at first provided 
for them, tnto comfortable dwellings. I thought, and sttll think, that 
ltving together in Villages would be favorable to cetvilizatton and tmprove- 
ment, nor do I see that thts would be at all tneonststent with thetr 
cultivating the adjotning and surrounding lands as proprtetors. 

I have only to add, that Her Majesty's Government share tn the strong 
destre whtch has been so generally expressed, to promote the adoptton of 
some well constdered and systematic plan of colonization in British 
Amertea, belteving that thts would be attended with great benefit both 
to the Colonies and to the Mother Country. But great as would be the 
advantages of such a measure, they would sttll be less than the evtls 
whteh mtght follow from the hasty adoptton of an tll-matured and tmprac- 
ticable scheme; nor do I thtnk tt posstble to proceed without the hearty 
co-operation of the Provinetal Legislatures. It ts for these reasons 
that I have so fully explatned to you my views upon the subject. I con- 
fidently leave tt to your judgment, after consulting the Lieutenant Gover- 
nors of the Lower Provinces, and the members of your Counctl, to determine 
tn what manner the co-operation of the different Legislatures may be best 
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tnvited; assuring you that tf you should be able to arrange wtth them 
any plan which may appear calculated to prove successful, Her Majesty's 
Servants will not be slow to propose, nor, judging from the optntons 
generally expressed, would Parltament be slow to sanction the employment 
of the pecuntary resources of this country in furtherance of such an 
object.

I have the honor to acknowledge the recetpt of your Letter of 25th 
ultimo, transmitting me, by command of His Excellency the Governor Gen- 
eral, Copy of an Address of the Legislative Assembly, calling for infor- 
mation as to the manner tn whtch the provtstons of the Passengers Act 
have been observed by Vessels bringing Emigrants to thts Province during 
the present season, parttculartzing any tnfractions of the Law. 

In reply, I have the honor to state, that the provistons of the Pas- 
sengers Act appear to have been very generally observed by the Masters 
of the Emigrant Vessels of the present season. I have had comparatively 
few complaints on the part of Emtgrants, on the subject of thetr treat- 
ment on board of Vessels, or the suppltes of provtstons or water tssued 
to them; and such as have been preferred have proved, on examinatton tnto 
the ctreumstances, to be etther trivial tn character or tll-founded. 

One exception only ts requtred to be made tn the application of this 
remark. In the case of the Birman, Guthrie Master, from London, there 
appeared to me, tn the statements made by the Passengers, proper grounds 
for the tnstttutton of proceedings against the Master, for having tssued 
an tnsufftetent supply of water on the passage. The parties however re- 
lteved me of the duty of prosecuting, by entering tnto a compromise, under 
the 3érd clause of the Act, by whitch the Master paid £10 to the Quebec 
Fund for dtstressed Emtgrants. 

One or two other cases have occurred this season, whitch might have 
called for my tnterference. The complaints were made to me tn Montreal, 
the parttes having been brought up dtrect from Grosse Isle; but as to have 
commenced any proceedings against the Vessels would have obliged the com- 
platnants to return to Quebec, whtch they declined to do, I was obliged 
to forego any legal tnqutry tnto the cases. 

I may be further permitted to add, that tn consequence of the tnereased 


number of Government Emtgratton Agents tn Ireland, and the strtet instruc- 
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tton tssued by the Emigration Commissioners, through the Board of Customs 
the regulations of the Act are more strictly enforced prevtously to the 
satling of the Vessels; and complaints and infractions of the law, which 
tn former years were of frequent occurrence, are now comparatively few.

must certainly have desired to go to the Penitentiary merely for the six 
months; he could not have meant to invoke a sentence of three years. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD opposed the motion with much yg, and said

having shewn such a feeling that he (Mr. P.) so readily called upon him

MR. BOULTON gave notice of his intention to move an address to His 
Excellency, on the following resolutions: to be submitted to the House 
on Monday, the 12th July, 1847: 

Resolved. (1).--That by the official returns made to Parliament of 
the Census of Lower Canada in 1831, the population of that section of 
the Province is shown to have been 511,919; and in 1844, that population 
only amounted to 678,590, showing an increase of thirteen years of 166,671, 
giving an average annual increase of 12,813, or 23 per cent, on the Census 
of 1831. (2).--That should the population of Lower Canada continue to 
increase in the same proportion until 1854, the population of 1844 will 
have advanced to 848,240, being 16,865 per annum, and 168,650 in the 
aggregate in ten years. (3).--That by the like returns, it appears that 
the population of Upper Canada, in 1832, amounted to 276,953, being little 
over one half the population of Lower Canada, while in 1843 it had advanced 
to 596,655 in eleven years, and at the rate of 20,829, or nearly 8 percent., 
which shows a population in Upper Canada in 1844, of 526,829. (4.)--That 
should the population of Upper Canada continue to increase with the same 
rapidity until 1854, the population of 1844 of 526,829, will have advanced 
to 918,289, being at the rate of 42,146 per annum, and 421,460 in the aggre- 
gate in ten years. (5).--That the foregoing data prove conclusively that 
Upper Canada doubles its population in the same period that Lower Canada 
increases only one fourth. (6).--That in 1864, a short period to look 
forward to in the age of a country, the population of the western section 
of the province will, on the foregoing calculations, have increased to 
1,750,000, while the eastern will only have attained a trifle over 1,000,000. 
(7).--That with these facts, so forcibly exhibiting themselves to the 
notice of the House and to the public, it would be extremely unwise, as 
well as unjust and inconvenient to the great bulk of the inhabitants, per- 
manently to establish the seat of government in the less populous and less 
increasing section of the Province. (8).--That independent of the fore- 
going considerations, it is the opinion of this house, that the extreme 
heat in summer and severe cold in winter, together with the smaller agri- 
cultural advantages for supplying the ordinary market of the capital of 
the country, Montreal is not a desirable position for the permanent seat 
of government of this province; but that the same should be placed in the 
Western Section of the country, where salubrity of climate, fertility of 
soil, and the great increase of population all conspire to point it out 
as the proper place at which the public affairs of this great country may 
most conveniently be administered in all time to come. (9).--That an 
humble address be presented to her Majesty, embodying the foregoing res- 
olutions; and praying that the seat of Government may be permanently esta- 
blished in the western section of the province.

ment for these services. 

It ts very sattsfactory to me to learn from the Board of Ordnance, that 
on Your Lordship's application to the Commander of the Forces tn Canada, 
the Ordnance Officers in the Province have already forwarded to the Quar- 
antine Station, tents capable of containing 10,000 persons, and that a 
detachment of Troops has also been furntshed for the purpose of erecting 
and taking charge of the tents.

MR. AYLWIN asked how it was that this institution cost so much money? 
The Quebec jail, thanks to the good management of the Keeperl3 , Mr. MacLaren!4 , 
was nearly a self-supporting institution, and in the neighboring States he 
knew that the charges were very much less. He also desired some information 
as to the complaints of unheard cruelty that had been made against this 
institutionl>, in the public prints1®, Only the other day he had seen an 
account of a person being discharged, because he was the only man in the 
Penitentiary who had not been subjected to corporal punishment.1!/ He 
thought that the detailed statement of the eA ueL Eure ought to be laid 
on the table before this Grant was proposed. 1 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said an inquiry has been instituted by the Board 
of Vistors (sic) into the truth of these charges, and their report had 
shown that these published statements were entirely unfounded.19 The rea- 
son of the largeness of the grant was, that the buildings were not complete; 
fire proof work shops, he said, had been erected during the past year. In 
reference to the expenditure, £4,500 was paid to the wardens, keepers, &c., 
£4000 for the victuahing (sic) of the prisoners at the rate of £8 per head, 
and that £4,500 was expended for fuel, &c. The remainder of the grant was 
expended in the purchasing of materials for the works of the penitentiary, 
which could not be made by the convicts, such as nails, &c., &c. 


MR. SMITH (Frontenac) would take on himself to say that all these 
complaints and charges proceeded from one person who was a subordinate 
officer dismissed for speculation, whose dismissal had been carefully 
examined by the Board of Visitors and by the Government, and by both 
authorities declared to be just. - When, after the Union, it was found 
that convicts would be sent from both parts of the Province, it became 
necessary to enlarge the building, and to make a great increase to the 
number of cells of which each one itself was a prison, withits own iron 
door and window. No description of building cost more than these stacks 
of cells. The work performed by the convicts on this improvement ought 
of course to go to the credit of this establishment, and by a calculation 
he had made which he believed was a low one, £17,000 had thus been added 
to the property of the Province. It was known to the House that all the 
work-shops were burnt down some time before; they were now re-built in 
such a manner as to be fire proof, and there were several Members in the 
House who could speak as to the magnificent character of these works. 

Mr. Draper had gone over them in the Spring, and had testified his great 
satisfaction not only then, but since he (Mr. Smith) had met him again 

in the House. - The hon. member for Quebec would probably remember that 
the salaries were fixed last year at the present scale. (Here the hon. 
gentleman read the salaries of the different officers.) With regard to 
similar institutions in the United States, he could assure hon. gentlemen, 
that numerous American gentlemen who had crossed to see the Canadian Peni- 
tentiary had declared that there was none equal to it in their own country. 
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One, who was a member of Congress, was lately so pleased with what he 
saw, that he had applied for a variety of statistical information rela- 
tive to it. When all the improvements were completed, the labor of the 
convicts would be turned to some account that would yield a money return 
and lessen the cost of their maintenance.21 


MR. CAMERON (Lanark) had been over the Penitentiary several times, 
and was always perfectly satisfied with the treatment of the prisoners 
and the management of the institution in general. The statements alluded 
to however had been so numerous and so strong, that he had become almost 
prepared to believe them. He understood, however, that one of his friends, 
a gentleman in whose firmness and honesty he could rely, had been appointed 
one of the Inspectors, and he determined on his way down to see him and 
inquire the truth. His friend told him he had thoroughly examined the 
affair, and was satisfied that none of those things of which the officer 
of the Jail were charged had ever been perpetrated; but that on the other 
hand the kindness of the Keeper and his wife was most extraordinary. The 
complaints made against the institution, he was told by his friend, had 
all originated with a person discharged from his situation in the establish- 
ment. He had been in several prisons in the United States, and especially 
in Auburn, and he was satisfied that the Kingston Penitentiary exceeded 
them all. It was certainly far superior to Auburn. 2 


COL. PRINCE made some remarks of a similar character; mentioning that 
he had learned ((of)) the great kindness of the Keeper from several pri- 
soners whom he himself had been instrumental in convicting.

MR. AYLWIN opposed it, because he saw no necessity for it. The Bri- 
tish Government had said that it would defray the expenses incurred in 
rendering assistance to the emigrants, and, therefore, he could not see 
the necessity of voting any part of the Provincial funds for that purpose. 
It was a matter which was entirely an Imperial one, and one the expenses 
of which ought to be entirely defrayed by the British Government, he there- 
fore, considered that the House would do wrong to vote the amount, unless 
under a distinct pledge that it would be repaid by the British Government. 
The hon. gentleman then went on to say that the present state of things, 
in reference to emigration, exhibited gross mismanagement, on the other 
side of the Atlantic, as well as here; and that immense loss of life had 
been occasioned by want of proper regulations. The loss of life had not 
been less than 10 per cent. on the amount of the emigrants arriving here, 
and that there was more misery and death attendant upon it than had ever 
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occurred in the slave trade at its very worst period. He would therefore, 
move to annex a proviso, making the vote conditional on the money being 
refunded by the British Government. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said that the Government had been repeatedly 
charged with neglect, and with not having taken proper measures to aid 
and relieve the poor emigrants, and now the members opposite refused to 
vote Ministers money to do anything, 3! On what principle could he 
((Mr. Aylwin)) make such a charge?2* He refused them the sum of £10,000 
they wanted, unless the Government gave assurance that it would be repaid 
by the British Government, which assurance could not be given, although 
he had no doubt that the Imperial Government would repay every farthing 
expended. 33 An Address to the Sovereign had been sent, praying that means 
should be afforded to meet these expenses but, in the meantime, what are 
the poor people to do? What condition would they be in?34 The effect 
of the motion of the hon. gentleman, if passed, would be, that Government 
must abandon doing anything until the British Government could send out 
money, and, in the meantime, the emigrants were to be allowed to die in 
hundreds without the least attempt being made to give them relief .35 


MR. CAMERON, after the repeated boasting of the hon. member for 
Quebec, that he was of British extraction and a British subject, he was 
astonished, that he would not allow a sum of money to be advanced towards 
the support of his British fellow-subjects, placed in the condition that 
the emigrants now were; and that, after Lord Grey had given a promise 
that the British Government would refund the money they might lay out, 
he should refuse to grant Ministers the sum they demanded, unless they 
gave a pledge, which they well knew, it was not in their power to give~”, 
The Imperial Government would not refuse their aid, but we could not 
demand it.3/ The effect of his motion would be, to prevent Government 
from rendering any assistance whatever to the emigrants, and to allow 
death and disease to spread unchecked, not merely among emigrants, but 
among the citizens and their children.38 ad the hon. gentleman BSS, 
the sheds and then would he talk of refusing a paltry grant of £10,000? 
If the House did not intend to vote the money, why was it that it lately 
passed an Address, in which it claimed to be repaid the expenses the 
Province would incur? Did not that Address imply that they intended to 
expend money; if not why should it ask re-payment? 0 

They confided in the generosity of the Imperial Government or the 
address would not have been sent home. He wondered the opposition, should 
place it in the power of the people to say, that they had refused a supply 
to the Ministers for such a purpose. 


MR. AYLWIN said, nothing was further from his thoughts than refusing 
altogether the supply. He trusted to the justice of ((the)) Mother country 
that the money should be refunded.42 His motion was to add the words, "as 
a loan and advance to the Imperial Government,'' merely to show that it was 


not intended that the expense should be borne by the Provincial Government. 43 


Some further discussion ((occurred)) in favour of the supply, from 
MESSRS. DEWITT and LAFONTAINE’, 
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MR. BALDWIN expressed his approbation of the item of £10,000 on a 
question of this kind which so largely involved the interest of humanity. 
All should unite--there should be no obstacle thrown in the way of 
efficient action of the Government, and more particularly no opposition 
should be offered on the score of economy, where the object was the sav- 
ing of human life, and the alleviation of human suffering. He was cer- 
tain there was no member who would wish to see emigrants abandoned to 
their fate; for his part, he was not only ready to support the Govern- 
ment on the present occasion, but he would be also ready, if asked, to 
vote for a larger sum--(hear, hear); it was the very last question on 
which he wished to see the Government in a minority (cheers.) On the 
other hand, he would keep the Government up to the full measure of their 
responsibility; it was precisely one of those measures on which the respon- 
sibility of Ministers should be rigorously exacted; but, at the same 
time, we should allow the Ministers the most ample means they could desire, 
in order to admit of their acquitting themselves of their responsibility 
with credit to themselves and advantage to the country and to the interests 
of humanity, (tokens of approbation on both sides of the House.)45

MR. MOFFATT said that the Crown ought to be exempted from Local taxes, 
on the grounds on which Military clothing, &c., was exempted from duty, 
and upon which Her Majesty's troops were not subjected to toll upon roads 
and bridges. 


MR. AYLWIN said, the instances quoted by the hon. member were not in 
point; it was the common law of England that the Crown property should be 
exempted from local taxation, it was, therefore, the common law of Upper 
Canada; but the common law of France, founded on the Roman Codes, subjected 
the property of the Crown to local taxations; that law prevailed in Lower 
Canada, and as, by the Act of Union, the two Provinces were judicially 
separate, the present Bill was an infringement of the principles of the 
Laws of the Lower Province, which ought to be maintained. He could con- 
ceive the cry of nolumus, nolumus, mutari, which would resound in U. C. 
if a proposition were made to interfere with the principles of Judicature-- 
prejudice, therefore, should not be imputed when such a cry was raised 
by the people of Lower Canada. Supposing that it were abstractly highly 
correct that the property of the Crown should be exempted from local tax- 
ation, still it was of more importance that these principles which formed 
the foundation of the Laws should be preserved than that this Bill should

Customs Acts. The Order of the Day for the House tn Committee 
to _constder the several Acts relating to the Duttes 
of Customs, betng read. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY moved the House into committee>*,

MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY addressed the House at some length??, ( (moving) ) 
in successive resolutions, the various items of his customs Duties.

MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY ((continued:)) The next point was the change 
or rather the going back from specific to_ad valorem duties. He was not 
prepared to accede to that, because he found a tendency to select different 
places for entry, so that vessels in choosing their ports governed them- 
selves by the mode in which the Receivers of Customs passed their entries. 
The remark indeed was often made, "Sir I shall not come to you again - I 
shall go where I can pay at a lower rate.'"' On this account, where the 
average value of goods could be easily ascertained, it was better to avoid 
this shuffling evasion by means of a specific duty. But there were some 
articles of import of which the value varied so frequently, and so greatly, 
as to render it desirable to impose a specific duty for all the different 
values, which might be placed on the same article by the more or less per- 
fect and costly method of manufacture. He was prepared, however, in ans- 
wer to some of the representations made to him, to enlarge the scale of 
the 1 per cents to Copper Sheathing, and Bolts, and other articles used in 
ship building; and also to some articles such as Soda Ash, used in soap 
making — to Rosin frequently used as pitch - to Pitch and Tar - he contem- 
plated a similar reduction, also as upon all other articles that would be 
considered raw materials. He had now gone over all the objections stated 
by the gentleman whom he had seen from the Board of Trade, without omitting, 
so far as he was aware, any material point. In the main he agreed with 
the suggestions offered to him, and when he came to the Schedule he should 
probably adopt them nearly all. The changes those gentlemen desired were 
not many in number, and some of them he had himself determined on before 
he saw the deputation. 


MR. MERRITT regretted that this measure was brought on at so late an 
hour, because, in consequence of the heat of the weather, he feared it 
could hardly be expected that hon. gentlemen would do it the justice its 
importance merited. If there were any measure which more than another 
interested the whole Province, it was that now submitted to the House, 
that which related to the commercial or at any rate the fiscal policy of 
the country. The Inspector Gen, was entitled to credit, no doubt, for the 
clearness with which he had developed the views of the Government on the 
subject before them. If he understood the hon. gentlemen right, there 
were three propositions on which his scheme was based. I1st,--The removal 
of ey eigen duties--to that, he imagined, there could be no objec- 
tion. 


MR. AYLWIN--I object to that.61 


MR. MERRITT ((continued:)) Well it would be carried by the very great 
majority of the House, for it was the natural course to which the country 
was forced by the necessities of trade, nowthat Great Britain had removed 
the protection she formerly afforded. But there was an item still more 
important, that was the removal of the duties on vessels, and the tolls on 
canals,--with what view? With the view to draw the trade of the Western 
Country through Canada; not to make the canals a source of revenue. That 
was a measure which he was satisfied the Cabinet would have to regret here- 
after. It was unsound in principle, and the experiment had no precedent 
that he could find in any country. It would deprive the people of Canada 
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of the advantages from their canals, and the people of England from the 
benefits they ought ta derive from unrestrained trade with Canada. By 
putting duties on imports and taking off the tolls on the canals, ministers 
would resign advantages, which no other country on this continent possessed. 
Why did he say that Canada possessed these advantages? Because Great Bri- 
tain protected her commerce with fleets and armies that cost Canada nothing;-- 
and what did she ask in return? Nothing but trade. She imposed no obliga- 
tion whatever--none of the customs duties raised in the Province, went out 
of it. Then let the House look at the position of the State of New York. 
The Federal Government protected their trade; but what did it exact in 
return? Import duties which went to the General Government, for expenses, 
of which Canada was relieved. Now on what grounds ought Canadians to be 
subject to these taxes--had they not the same means as New York? Let hon. 
members look at the lands, and the canals, and then say why they should 

not adopt the same policy as was followed in that State. Canada was situ- 
ated between Great Britain and the Western Country, with a short line of 
communication; she had spent money to draw that trade through her waters; 
but when she contracted her debt in doing so, did she expect to have to 
repay it out of import duties. No, but by tolls on the line of communica- 
tion. That had been the policy adopted in every part of America, and also 
in England. It was true in the latter country the Government did not med- 
dle with these things; but where did the parties who constructed canals 
look for the means of repaying their capital? Did they think of paying it 
by duties on imports? No, but by tolls. He hoped to live to see the day 
when he could appeal to his friends from Lower Canada and show that the 
debt contracted in Upper Canada was no debt at all, because the revenues 
would do more than pay for it--that they would not only repay the interest, 
but relieve the principal. Now, however, ministers turned to the people 

of Canada and told them they must pay that debt out of duties on imports. 
Was that just--was it equitable? He would ask the people of Montreal and 
Quebec what advantage, except the increased value of property they derived 
from these canals? Did they get any thing they bought cheaper, or did 

they obtain more for any thing they sold. Certainly not. Therefore, the 
principle of taxes on imports was unsound, and the people on the Lower side 
of the canals ought not to be obliged to pay for their construction. Those 
who lived above it ought to pay for them in the shape of tolls, and why 
not. Let the House look at the policy pursued on the other side of the 
lines. The Americans were in advance, and had drawn the trade to the Hud- 
son; but who paid for the construction of their canals? Why the people 

who lived in Pennsylvania, in Ohio, in Illinois, and in all the States 
above them. It was not the people of New York who paid for them, except 

in proportion as they used them. Why then should not the same principles 
be applied here? If it were, and if the tolls were made to yield the revenue, 
every barrel that passed through the canals would help to pay for them. 
Ministers said they would require the man living in Michigan or Ohio, to 
pay nothing except to keep the canals in repair, so that he would come 
down, and go up, and the people of Canada would pay the expense of his 
doing so--Canada would pay import duties for the people on the other side; 
and there was the unsoundness of the measure, of which ministers would some 
time be ashamed. He would not, then, enter upon the details of the votes 
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proposed; for he conceived the measure entirely wrong. He thought the ad 
valorem system ought to be held to. He admitted that at present, custom 
duties must be maintained; but if ministers had come down with a well 
digested plan and showed that necessity compelled them to put them on; 

but that policy induced them only to continue them till the canals were 
finished if they had done that the House would have understood them. 

Then they might have gone to Great Britain and told her,--we want to take 
off our import duties as soon as we can--as soon as our canals will yield 
a revenue. If that had been done, what would the people of England think 
of it? They would think that here was a great nation ready to take their 
goods. That was what the English people wanted--a trade unrestricted by 
duties, to compete in with all the world--that was what he called free 
trade. Goods might then be delivered from Manchester and Birmingham on 
the Canadian side of Lake Erie, cheaper than in any other way. The tolls 
now charged on a ton of goods by the Erie canal, upwards from Albany, came 
to £1. 4s.,--what he wanted to do was to charge them only 5s. on the St. 
Lawrence, and 5s. on the Welland Canal. That charge, and 9d. per barrel, 
would yield an ample revenue. Ministers ought to have come down and told 
the House that they wanted to complete these works as soon as possible, 
and why? In order to derive a revenue from them--that revenue which was 
now lost merely from delay in finishing the canals. He spoke, confidently 
about this; because the ministry would admit that Canada had the cheapest 
line of communication, on that side there being only 60 miles of canal, 
while there were 360 miles on the other--on one side craft could be used 
that would carry nearly 4,000 barrels, on the other only those that would 
carry about 600. If that were admitted, his case would be made out; and 
the revenue ought to be raised from the canals. If he were wrong and the 
canals were a failure, then the country was bankrupt. He would make 
everything going down the St. Lawrence pay whether loaded or light, except 
what was rafted; but it was clear that when a vessel came from Lake Erie, 
the expense of rafting would be greater than that of passing through the 
canals. He objected to the Ministerial plan in another respect. He feared 
that the increase of duties on imports was ill-timed, and would banish 
trade from the country. He would call the attention of members to what 
had taken place since the Union. Hon. gentlemen were aware, that before 
the Union 24 per cent. was imposed on imports. In the two years before 
that time, from 1838 to 1840, the increase of the trade with England was 
three to one over that with the United States, showing an increase of 
revenue from imports of £14,519 with the former, and £4,561 with the lat- 
ter; or about three to one. In 1841, the import duties were doubled, and 
what was the result? The two following years, the revenue increased from 
the United States than formerly with Britain. He had not had time to make 
a comparative statement of the present year since the accounts were fur- 
nished; but he found an increase at the port of Toronto of £11,375 12s 11d, 
over £20,358 16s 9d the preceding year, and a corresponding falling off 

at our sea ports of £41,196 18s 2d. Was it prudent or was it safe in the 
face of those facts to add 50 per cent. more to this duty. Ministers would 
not only divert the trade, but injure their revenue: 5 per cent ad valorem 
would produce a greater amount than 73. But it was not less a duty, than 
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the interest of the province to increase the British trade. If this were 
understood, every man would bend his mind to take off the import duties 
altogether. If hon. mem., indeed, only knew the expense of collecting 
them, they make it an object to take them off. Let any hon. gentleman 
examine the public accounts, and he would find they showed that on eight 
ports the expenses were £1319 19s 9d to collect £868 12s 7d making a 

loss of £451 7s 3d; that in eight others, the expenses were £1041 Os 4d 

to collect £1395 15, or a gain of only £355 15s 4d--the expenses being 
very nearly 100 per cent; that in 7 others, the costs were £894 8s 5d, 
to collect £1067 1s 8d or about 80 per cent of expenses; that in five 
others, it cost ... £872 10s Od to collect £1687 8s 4d, the costs being 
about 60 per cent; and that in four others, the costs were £401 18s 8d 

to collect £1,329 7s 3d, the costs being about 30 per cent.. From this it 
followed that in thirty-two ports £4,529 17s 3d had been expended to col- 
lect £6,349 4s 10d. Now if the management of the Custom's Department, &c., 
£3,795 14s 6d were added to £4,529 17s 3d = £8,325 11s 94d, it would ((be)) 
found that there was a loss of £1,976 6s 112d between that sum and the 
beforementioned £6,349 4s 10d received. Going on a little further it 
would be found that ten ports cost £2,408 15s ld.to collect £7,078 11s 

10d obout (sic) 333 per cent. of expenses; eleven ports expenses £2,643 

ls 5d to collect £15,614 19s 1d, or 13 per cent of expenses; and four 
ports, coasting. : 12253) 10s 3d) to collect £12,504 6s ld, or 10 per cent of 
expenses. Thus, upon these twenty-five ports the expenses were £6,305 

6s 9d to collect £35,198 3s Od, from which if £1,976 6s 112d were deducted 
from the loss accruing on the thirty-two ports previously mentioned only 
to0 22.21 6s ltd would remain. 

In thesportsdofsst. John; vga Toronto, and 
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What he complained of was, that Ministers had not sufficiently looked 
into this matter. The cost oF collection in 1844 was £16,152 lls 4d: in 
1846 it was £31,044 15s 5d, or nearly double, and all by this new scheme 
of putting officers at so many paltry ports. He recollected the hon. 
member for Montreal objecting to this scheme because it was expensive. He 
was sure that hon. member little thought--as he little thought-—-how 
expensive it would be. What did the Province want with Custom's management 
at Quebec and Montreal? In those two ports the Customs ought to be as 
they used to be under the Inspector-General, and the duties collected by 
a per centage. But the expenses to which he had just alluded were not all. 
That was but a small portion, for when it was remembered that the Customs 
were paid in cash, while the goods were paid for on credit, the enormous 
charges under this system would become apparent. Now he wished it to be 
understood by the country that, in respect to import duties, Canada was to 
Great Britain, what one of the States was to the Federal Government. What, 
then, if they were removed, would be the position of the Province with the 
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British capitalist or Government. They would assist her, because they 
would see that they would have what they wanted--freedom to trade on 

fair terms; for they were confident they could, on fair terms, compete 
with all the world. Suppose a merchant lived at Erie, or Niagara, or 
Kingston, or where they pleased,--he would get his goods without paying 
any duty, while the Americans, on the other side, would be forced to 

pay for their Federal Government, and thus he would sell much cheaper 

than the American merchant. Talk of the balance of trade being against 
Canada, why it must be against her; but would it be against her then? No; 
for the people from the other side would come to buy of her. In that 

case what would become of the Bonding Bill? There was a Bonding Bill 
before; but it was inoperative. He was told, in reply to his plans, 

that he wanted to make Canada a smuggling depot. No; he wanted to make 

it a vast warehousing port for the Western country--he wanted to let 
everything come as free as air, and the people would come to buy there. 
Take the merchant of New York importing for Cleveland, would he pay £1 5s 
on the Erie Canal, when he could pass his goods for 10s through the St. 
Lawerence and Welland Canals? No, he would not, and Canada would get 

5s out of the 10s. People said Canada must have manufactures;--as far 

as related to wool and lumber, she could have manufactures now; but the 
idea of her becoming speedily a manufacturing country was an absurdity. 
She could not become a manufacturing country by means of protection, and 
if she could she must dissolve the connection with the Mother Country;-- 
she must put on high duties and leave Great Britain. But how could such 

a thing be attempted? Canada lay along a wide boundary, and, while 

people fancied they were protected because the duties were high, the smug- 
gler would come in because they were higher than the cost of smuggling. 
Where would then be the protection? It would be gone. No man of prudence 
would ever invest capital in manufactures with a view to a scheme of that 
kind. As the country grew older, it would have manufactures, and would, 
no doubt, come into competition with the United States and Great Britain. 
Whoever had read Sir Robert Peel's famous speech, would remember that, 
whenever more than about 15 percent was laid on, as on silks, the smuggler 
would come in. If that would be done in London, where they had a port 
with so strong a force of Coast Guards, and excellent Custom House regula- 
tions, what was to become of protection in Canada, where there was nothing 
to cross but a river or a boundary line. Canadians ought not think of such 
a thing, for Canada was an agricultural country. As to the details of the 
measure, he would make only a general observation; it was, that the duties 
were generally increased from 5 per cent to 73. Now, from the facts already 
known, what was to be expected? The revenue would fall off: a greater 
revenue would be obtained at 5 per cent than at 73. If there were any one 
article on which there were high duties, as on tea, people were induced 

to smuggle that article, and when they began with one, they were soon con- 
vinced that it was best, at the same time, to smuggle a few more. If there 
were low duties, there would be no smuggling. But it might be asked by 
Ministers where they were to get their revenue from? He said that was 
their look out--it was for them to propose that. (Laughter.) But there 
were the Crown Lands and the Timber, why should not they support the Govern- 
ment, as they did in the State of New York? He never heard that question 
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answered yet. He was convinced that there was not a part of the continent 
so well off as Canada, as a colony; all that people wanted was brains to 
make use of their advantage. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY would reply to a few of the remarks of the hon. 
member from Lincoln. In some particulars his statement was calculated to 
lead into direct error. Thus he represented the costs of collecting the 
revenue at thirty of forty ports, at a very large sum of money, amounting 
in fact to a loss, whereas, if he had gone through the whole, he would 
have found that the collections did not average more than 8 per cent. as 
a charge on the whole revenue. When it was considered that some of these 
ports were not intended for the purposes of revenue, but either to facili- 
tate trade or to prevent smuggling, the cost of 8 per cent. must be looked 
on as very moderate. The hon. gentleman had not shown what was the cost 
of collection at Quebec. He understood that was a port that the hon. gentle- 
man looked on as important and desired to keep up. Well, the cost there 
was 10 per cent., although the average was no more than light. With regard 
to abolishing these ports, he regarded it very much like the exploit of 
the philosophic gentleman, who, having cut a hole in a barn door for the 
cat to get through, cut a similar hole for the kitten, forgetting that 
she might have used the large hole. So the trade without these ports 
would come in at those small places, though the revenue derived no advantage 
from it. The hon. gentleman had compared the Colony with the United States. 
He (Mr. Cayley) asked whether there were no duties on imports there. Was 
there any one of the Canadian import duties that could be compared to the 
high rates levied there. 63 


MR. MERRITT said there were no duties in the separate States. It was 
the general government that collected the revenue. © 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY continued.--Well then the Districts in Canada 
collected no import duties: it was the general government that collected 
them. Another point was the change of tolls on the Canals. Some years 
ago, the hon. member used to say that the charges were too high--we ought 
to invite trade through them--look at New York--the smallest toll is the 
most profitable. Did the hon. gentleman say so now? No, he desired to 
increase tolls, in order to increase traffic. As the Government could not 
control the forwarders to make them charge a low freight, it was to make 
the matter worse by putting on high tolls. If that course were taken, he 
(Mr. Cayley) felt sure that trade would be driven altogether from Canadian 
waters, and forced into the United States. But the hon. gentleman alleged, 
that if all this were taken off the English merchant he would have confid- 
ence in the Provincial resources. How did the import duties prevent him 
from having that now? Did the proposed duties protect the American more 
than the British merchant? No--from whatever source the articles were 
brought the same duty was charged. At the present moment, if the tolls 
were lightened--not so as to produce no revenue, he did not mean that, 
but so as to bring the expenses below those on the other route--if the 
tolls were so lightened, the Western merchant could buy his goods in Que- 
bec or Montreal, and could send them away without a single duty, and no 
other imposition than this light toll. How could he be encouraged by 
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increasing the charges? Let the St. Lawrence route be made as cheap as 
possible, and he would bring his produce to Montreal to sell, or to ship 
for the English market. He did not seek to destroy the revenue from the 
Canals; but he said it was the worst possible policy to drive vessels from 
the Canadian line of communication. He felt that the course the hon. 
gentleman proposed would lead to the total extinction of the road to Que- 
bec, and make Canada directly dependant (sic) upon the United States, 
because she would lose her shipping trade with England; so that when the 
time came to require it she would have neither men nor shipping. The 
whole object of his measure was to get the trade, and, if any one could 
suggest any thing to make the transit through the Canadian waters cheaper, 
he would adopt it. But he repeated, it would be anything rather than 

the way to secure confidence to give up the import duties, and take to 
tolls as security. Why, to-morrow a railroad might destroy the tolls 

and the security together. 


MR. MERRITT said the hon. gentleman had misunderstood him. He wanted 


to reduce the tolls as low as possible, but still so as to raise a revenue. 06 


MR. CAMERON rose and said: Mr. Chairman, the Hon. Inspector General 
has enlightened the House with such classic allusions and displayed so 
much wit in this discussion, that perhaps practical remark may sound out 
of place, nevertheless as I feel it a question of great importance to the 
trade of the country and of consequence to the connection with Great Bri- 
tain, I shall make a few remarks. In the first place the tariff appears 
found (sic) on no general principle of political economy, appears to aim 
at in one object made usually the basis of such administrative acts, and 
I have great reason to doubt the soundness of the whole scheme when I 
recollect that every calculation of the hon. gentleman in 1846 turned out 
fallacious, and our revenue has decreased 25 or £30,000; he (Mr. C.) recol- 
lected calling the hon. gentleman's attention in 1846 to the duty on 
boots and shoes, and pointing out that 2 and 2 would so far from making 
4, reduce his revenue and produce hardly one or half its former production. 
The result has been precisely as he (Mr. C.) forewarned the hon. gentleman. 
And how does he bear his miscalculations? Why, sir, with all the self 
satisfaction in the world he comes here and admits his disappointment; but 
the good innocent man never dreams that he has encouraged smuggling and 
demoralized the country, while he was expecting to extort a fund from the 
pockets of our farmers (oh! no!! no!!!) He has proved that our domestic 
manufactures have increased! and now he is prepared to remove the differ- 
ential duties! aye, and the country were glad to hear it. The high duty 
on sugar, 7 per cent on cottons, the 50 per cent on boots and shoes, the 
75 per cent on coffee, the 40 per cent on fruit and the 1d on tea, were 
all to go and the bill was hailed as a boon to the taxed agriculturists. 
But, sir, what do we see in this tariff, the differential duty changed 
into a new currency tax, and in many cases increased; every thing the 
farmer consumes taxed to the very utmost and every further facility to 
evade and render nugatory the now absurd duty on corn and pork which the 
government meanly retain, thinking the people ignorant enough to be 
pleased with a nominal duty which does not produce a shilling of revenue. 
The nominal protection was taken off in England, the government should 
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have taken off the duty here and the people would have thanked them. The 
hon. gentleman for Lincoln, who thoroughly understands what he is talking 
about has introduced ideas worthy of a statesman, worthy of a man to whom 
the connection is clear, and who comprehends upon what it is based. I 
had supposed that views calculated to increase our trade with England, 

to cement our bonds of union, would have been hailed with delight by 

the representatives of Her Majesty in this House, and especially by the 
loyal merchants of Montreal.®/ 


"They are," said MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY. 8 


MR. CAMERON ((continued:)) Aye; but how does the hon. gentleman show 
it? The duty on tea now by the Port of Quebec is ld. per 1b., by the United 
States 2d. What does the hon. Inspector General do to encourage our trade 
in British bottoms and with England:--change this duty and impose 23d. per 
1b. at Quebec? Let him beware: Tea is a dangerous article to tax69 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY rose ... and said that they had lowered many 
articles. 


MR. CAMERON.--Very true, ((he)) replied; you may have lowered some, 
but you have not lowered them enough. You have not followed the principles 
of McGregor, MacCulloch, Sir R. Peel, the statesmen of the American Union, 
or in fact of any country. And are these figures yours? If so, you imposed 
a penalty of 3d. additional on tea! You thus deny the truth of a principle 
I laid down in 1843 in my Report as the views of all sound economists; and 
though I then said that to give up seizures to the seizing officer was a 
means to prevent smuggling effectually was to reduce your duties below 123 
per cent, while you have even on paper for manufacture and the diffusion 
of knowledge put on 17 per cent, and on many articles 50 and even 75 per 
cent. The hon. gentleman does not seem at all to comprehend the view 
of the hon. member for Lincoln on his commercial scheme of a reduction of 
all duties by the Port of Québec, and in an increase of revenue from tolls 
on our ur public works. Not by an increase of tolls on each article, or any 
article--far from it, but by an increased quantity of vessels, induced by 
a better regulated EES sounder commercial policy, and more liberal 
construction of the Navigation Laws, and the reduction of ports that do not 
pay the expenses, such as Coteau du Lac, which was to have been done 
away in 1843 on the petition of McPherson & Crane, and many others. The 
gentleman from Lincoln has been much misunderstood and misrepresented, and 
I confess I had received an erroneous impression of his view; but on a 
full conversation and explanation of them, I find he does not desire hast- 
ily to abolish all customs or custom houses; on the contrary, he desires 
a scale so regulated that as our tolls increase, our duty on imports decrease, 
till we, if possible, have not the nuisance called a custom house on all 
borders--a view worthy of a statesman, and one that will, in connection 
with his perseverence (sic) in carrying on the improvements of our waters, 
make him to be remembered with gratitude when such a man as could propose 
this measure shall be forever forgotten. The hon. Inspector General seems 
not to be able to comprehend the relative position of this Colony to a 
State of the Union, as illustrated by the member for Lincoln; but in one 
of his very humourous and facetious modes said, true, the several tolls have 
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no customs, neither have our districts! So Canada is a great Empire 
like the States, and each of our districts like a State! Really, such 
ignorance is inexcusable, if it be merely pretended it is something 
worse: the gentleman from Lincoln, as in all his remarks, exhibited 
our causes of gratitude to Great Britain. She pays our armies--she 
builds our fortifications--she supplies our navies with no niggard hand, 
and pays out her million--yes, and her millions some years--among us, 
while we have the whole Customs to aid us in our improvements. In the 
States the general government take the revenue for the purposes which 
England's sustain us in, and the independent States have to make their 
public works and all improvement from local taxation, toll, &c. Can 
the hon. gent. not now see that we are £400,000 a year better off than 
New York, and ought in that ratio to "go ahead" of her. But, sir, this 
Government seems to go at the wrong end of everything; they should have 
had the Navigation Laws modified and then reduced the duties, but they 
increase them, and leave the Navigation Laws perfectly still. Here Mr. 
C. appealed to the member for Montreal if last year he had not called 
the attention of the country to the means of preserving our trade by a 
reduction of all charges on Shipping, Light House Dues, Pilotage, Harbour 
Charges, Insurance, and, if necessary, even bearing some of the burthen 
on the general seyehuelts 


MR. MONRO rose and said, the hon. gentleman had said the duty was 
50 or 70 per cent on some articles; let him name one. 


MR. CAMERON named coffee, value 7d, taxed over 50 per cent. /3 
MR. MONRO said he paid 9d./4 


MR. CAMERON.--Oh, then, you buy on too long credit! He then named 
sugar, cash 22s 6c, duty 15s 3d. Mr. C. then remarked again on various 
articles, and said, he was astonished at the member for Montreal and the 
committee's member for the 3rd Riding; they were merchants, and should 
support his views; but they had got so used to bolting every thing, this 
must go with the rest. He would only remark, in conclusion, that if the 
Government would reduce the duty on boots and shoes one half, he would 
give then 25 per cent more for the revenue than the revenue of 1846, and 
maintain the same principle on every article taxed more than 15 pr ct. 

He was convinced we could carry the trade and produce of the great West; 

we could restore our sugar and cloth trade we had lost, or raise a revenue 
out of American vessels from the better facility we could offer; he was 

an advocate for revenue duty, but not for protection; he desired to main- 
tain our public credit and make future improvements, and because he believed 
his view would encrease (sic) the revenue he opposed the measures as it (sic) 
stood. 


MR. MOFFATT objected to the system of tolls; but did not approve of 
the idea of appointing customs in places where they did not produce revenue 
over and above their expenses. Canada was in a different position from 
other colonies; and he considered a repeal of the navigation laws was 
Sees to meet the altered state of our relations with the mother coun- 
Ey. 
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MR. AYLWIN opposed the abolition of Differential Duties, if our trade 
were transferred to the States our allegiance would be also. He considered 
the action of the Government on the question to be premature, he had expected 
that there would be a great deal of disunion on the subject, but had not 
prepared to see a measure of this sort brought before the House.// He 
thought that the Government should not have interfered with the Customs 
Duties until the alterations in the policy of the mother country had been 
duly tested. If the measures were persisted in, trade must decrease. It 
had decreased since the raising of the duties from 23 to 5 per cent. He 
believed the old precept, ''Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself," was 
never acted upon in commercial transactions; but the doctrine of Free Trade 
went further--it said, 'Thou shalt love thy neighbour better than thyself.' 
It might be said that we must follow the measures of others, or stand still. 
It was better to stand still than run headlong into a system that would 
ruin our commerce altogether. / The doctrines of Free Trade were utterly 
unsuited to the position of Canada, there was nothing more absurd then 
(sic) to hear arguments which applied on the other side of the Atlantic 
reiterated in Canada, it was well for Great Britain the first Commercial 
country in the world to set an example to the nations of the earth, but that 
was no rule for an infant Colony; if Great Britain destroyed some branches 
of her trade she would make up the deficiency by her profit on other branches 
of trade, but we had only one trade, the Timber Trade, and our only manufac- 
ture was the fitting of Timber for exportation and our following in her paces 
was as great an absurdity as it would be to expect an infant at the breast 
to carry the same burden as a full grown man. The Free Traders of Canada 
had only retailed the arguments of the Manchester League second hand, with- 
out taking into consideration the difference between England and Canada; 
they had not uttered one argument based on the interest of Canada, and not 
on the vision of a Free Trade millenium, and they had invariably been deaf 
to the arguments of their opponents. The hon. Icspector (sic) General 
did not say when these changes were to come into force. If it should be in 
one year, he was pretty well assured that before that period the hon. 
getleman (sic) would be the first to cry out against them. He was strongly 
for adhearance (sic) to the mother country, but these measures were too 
premature, and the result of them_would eventually be to sever from Great 
Britain her Colonies altogether. 


MR. WILSON asked how much per barrel flour could be carried from Buf- 
falo to Liverpool, if Mr. Merritt's views were carried out. 


MR. MERRITT ... estimated the probable amount at 3s. a barrel, but 
said that if the American were the cheaper route, then his plan would 
not work. 


MR. WILSON then inquired into the question of time, saying the Ameri- 
can trader would prefer the quickest route. 


MR. MERRITT did not appear to think so much of the importance of speed 
as Mr. Wilson. 


MR. MOFFATT contended that the States were attracting our trade through 
their territories; that Great Britain was trying the Free Trade experiment 
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and forcing it upon us, and that we had to suit ourselves to our position. °° 
(122) 

and after some time spent theretn,

((RESOLUTIONS RE: TRADE AND COMMERCE.) )86 


MR. ERMATINGER then rose to move his resolutions on Trade and Commerce, 
In moving them, the hon. gentleman spoke nearly as follows:-- 

Canada may be considered like the son of a large family, just portioned 
off, and left by his parent to take his own course. Our future destiny 
is now in our hands; the prosperity of this country depends in a great 
measure on the use we make of the power conceded to us. Free Trade like 
republicanism, is predicated on the erroneous assumption that mankind or 
nations are actuated by love to one another, and are what they ought to be. 

Sir, Free Trade, I believe, is more talked about and less understood, 
than any other subject of equal importance. Almost every body is in favour 
of it; so much so, that to attempt to check the precipitate onward course 
of Free Trade, or to talk of protection, requires nearly as great a degree 
of moral courage as to refuse to fight a duel. In either case, I find 
persons constrained to act contrary to their own convictions. Talk of pro- 
tection! why, sir, you are dreaming of the last century. You may as well 
talk of the Prussian Commercial League. 

I well remember attending a meeting at this place, in April, 1846, when 
free-traders were out-voted by a large majority of the wealthiest and most 
respectable merchants of Montreal. It is true that they abandoned the vic- 
tory too soon, when the free-traders rallied and adopted their own resolu- 
tions. Now, these same merchants who were opposed to free-trade movement 
in '46, will tell you in a tone of despair, that nothing but free trade 
will save them. How are we to account for such inconsistency or for such 
a sudden conversion? I can only attribute it to something like a panic 
fear, that the commercial importance of the city will decline. But I 
would ask, why will free-trade save us now, any more than last year? 

The people of Quebec came to a very different conclusion, about the 
same time. 

1.--That the distance from the home markets, the lengthy navigation 
of the St. Lawrence, its being closed by ice nearly half the season, and 
the increased rates of freights in consequence of the principal export 
being timber, for which vessels are sent in ballast, making the articles 
of export defray the whole expense of the voyage, all tend to render it 
impossible that the British North American Colonies can compete on equal 
terms in Great Britain with the foreigner, either in corn or timber, and 
that protection is absolutely necessary to their well being and is due 
to them, as they employ exclusively British shipping and take in exchange 
for their exports British manufactures. 

2.--That to secure the Import Trade of the Province to British, and 
the internal carrying Trade to Colonial, shipping, as well as revenue 
to our canals, are objects so desirable and important, that the present 
meeting view with satisfaction the disposition evinced on the part of 
Her Majesty's Government (in a Despatch, No. 17, from the Colonial Secre- 
tary, dated 3d February, 1846,) to concede, under special circumstances, 
to the Provincial Legislature the power of imposing differential duties 
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in favour of goods imported by sea; and, they trust, that in the Customs' 
Bill now about to be brought under its consideration, the Legislature 
will be induced by the obvious necessity of such a measure to make a just 
discrimination in favour of goods so imported. 

However unpopular it may be, to question the policy of free-trade, my 
duty to my constituents and to the people of Canada, impels me to lay before 
this House, my reasons for dissenting from the doctrine of free-trade, as 
understood by those who assume to themselves the distinctive appellation 
of free traders. 

Mr. Huskisson, one of the apostles of free trade, only advocated it 
on the basis of reciprocity, and even in this view, one of the brightest 
stars in the walks of literature,--a man who has had the map of Europe 
before him more than a quarter of a century--Mr. Alison, has shown, I 
think, conclusively, that Mr. Huskisson was in error, in his work on 


population. "His grand error," says Mr. A., "lay in this, that he over- 
looked the paramount necessity in all countries, of attending to the 
national security and defence, in preference to national wealth." Instead 


of the commerce of England, the same eminent writer shews with those 
nations, with whom she had entered into treaties of reciprocity being 
increased, "It is a perfect trifle when compared with the commerce which 
she maintains with her colonies;" and Mr. A. exhibits a variety of details 
demonstrating that the relaxation of the Navigation Laws increased the 
tonnage of foreign shipping, while that of the British trading into those 
countries had porportionally (sic) declined--(Alison on pop., v. 2. p. 391, 
S927) 

Free Trade in this Colony embraces more considerations than its advo- 
cates are willing to apply to this subject. If they refer to its success 
in England, they will find that that success is at least doubtful. 

Canada is an agricultural country, particularly the western portion 
of it. If it could be shewn that Free Trade will create a better market 
for its produce, it would be some argument in its favour; Free Trade will 
neither raise the price or increase the quantity of agricultural produce. 
It may increase our urban population but the additional consumption created 
thereby will be supplied by foreigners, who will bag all the profits to 
swell the national wealth of the United States. 

Industry and population are the main sources of prosperity and national 
wealth, and we ought to do all in our power to foster and encourage both. 
We ought to seek from the Mother Country all the protection we can get 
and endeavour to shew to the Imperial Government that it is Her interest 
as well as ours to trade with each other. 

By the provisions of the English Corn Law, all protection does not 
cease till 1849. We ought to say to Great Britain, in the language of 
respectful, but manly, remonstrance, extend the period and increase the 
amount of protection to our produce, and by so doing you will encourage 
your agricultural interest at home, and enable us the better to discharge 
the heavy debt we have incurred in constructing magnificent canals, under 
the just expectation that protection to our produce would be continued. 

The chief resources of Canada are in its fertile soil and boundless 
forests; and we require more people to develope (sic) them (not the specu- 
lating loafing border population of the United States, whom Free Trade 
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would invite,) but agricultural settlers and industrious labourers. Let 
good industrious men be encouraged to come out amongst us, and escape 

from the miseries with which they are surrounded. This will be most effec- 
tually done by enabling our farmers to shew that in Canada industry meets 
with its reward, and that they get fair remunerating prices for the produce 
of their labour. Whether Great Britain will find it her interest to make 
further advances in the march of Free Trade, I cannot say; but of this I 

am convinced, that Free Trade in Canada will not compensate for the ab- 
sence of protection. 

But I deny that Great Britain had carried out Free Trade to the extent 
contended for here. As regards her Colonies, I admit she has left their 
products nearly unprotected; but her own manufactures, even her corn, are 
not without protection. The charges of freight, &c., on foreign corn, 
afford some protection to her agriculturists, and her articles of manufac- 
ture are all protected by duties on those of foreign nations. It is a 
fallacy to imagine that England had adopted Free Trade, except in terms. 
On all foreign goods which can come into competition with her own, there 
are duties ‘on their importation into England. I do not see that, there- 
fore, following the example of England, we are bound to admit foreign 
goods duty free, or even on the same terms as those of the nation of which 
we form a part. 

Great Britain, say free-traders, allows our products no preference 
in her markets, and we will give hers none in ours. In other words, Eng- 
land has injured our trade by repealing her Corn Laws, and, tit for tat, 
we will repay her by abolishing all discriminating or differential duties. 
No friendship in trade is the merchant's maxim, which free-traders would 
convert into a national sentiment. They are not willing to be shackled 
by the antiquated golden rule, do unto others as you, but say rather, 
serve others as they serve you. 

Having made these preliminary remarks, I shall consider, in order, 
the objects specially contended for by free-traders, viz.:-- 

1. Repeal of the Imperial Navigation Laws. 

2. Free Navigation of the St. Lawrence. 

3.6 Abolition of all Differential Duties. 

4, Abolitition of all duties levied on Agricultural Produce. 

The repeal of the British Navigation Laws is a subject of Imperial 
legislation, with which our interference can have little effect. But 
I may state statistics to prove that the interest of Great Britain has 
not been benefitted by the alterations of the law of 1823. 

Free Navigation of the St. Lawrence, although affecting more particu- 
larly colonial interests, is, in some measure, involved in the question 
of the British Navigation Laws, because the Americans would not be likely 
to transport their produce to Quebec to transfer it to British shipping. 
But this is a question of vital importance to Canada. When our gigantic 
and costly canals were commenced, and calls made for large sums of money, 
we were told these vast outlays would be more than repaid by the acquisi- 
tion of the carrying trade of the Western States, which would give an 
impulse to trade of every kind in the Province. This immense trade, it 
was said, pouring through the main artery of North America would benefit 
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the whole community. It would bring us a large increase of capital and 
population, and everything our farmers can raise would find a ready 
market--pigs, chotes (sic), chickens, eggs, &c., &c. 

Mais on a changé tout cela! 

And instead of these brilliant prospects, all that is now held out 
is the amount of tolls we may collect, should the Americans be short- 
sighted enough to encounter the difficulties of the navigation of Quebec 
for six months of the year with ships in ballast, in preference to seek- 
ing the more accessible ports of their own coast, which they can approach 
in safety at all seasons of the year, and with rich cargoes from all parts 
of the world. 

With respect to differential duties, and the duties levied on agri- 
cultural produce, we have not merely to consider that saving in prices 
which may be the effect of the alterations proposed, or the increase of 
the carrying-trade--but we have to inquire whether the people of Canada, 
the tillers of the soil, the bone and sinew of the country, will be enriched 
or rendered more prosperous by such charges! I think they will not. 

Canada is not like England with a redundant population, and able to 
carry on a lucrative trade and to compete with the whole world. To what 
nation is England indebted? On what nation is she dependent for the 
incalculable resources she possesses? Her exports in 1839, the produce 
and manufacture of all nations emounted (sic) to the enormous sum of 
£105,170,549 sufficient value, while her imports were only £61,268,320. 
The trade of Canada, on the contrary, is in an inverse ratio, her imports 
generally exceed her exports, and must continue to do so until we acquire 
more people to clear out dense forests and more agriculturists to till 
the land; and as a consequence more capital to carry on our commerce. 

Will our farmers, our méchanics, or any other class of the community 
be enriched by the transit of British goods from New York, &c., to Oswego, 
Buffalo, or even to Montreal? Will the arrival of the latest fashions, 
or the most expensive luxuries two or three weeks earlier, via New York 
or Boston, and even at a little less cost, to the consumers, through the 
removal of differential duties speed the plough, or sharpen the axe and 
nerve the arm of the backwoods man, while he pursues his dreary toil? 

Let those who have investigated the subject of taxation, and the founda- 
tion and source of wealth of nations answer these questions. 

What has rendered the United States so prosperous? And has placed 
them so far ahead of us? Why, because they study their own interests, 
and protect their own inland trade, We admire American enterprise and 
hold them up as a go-ahead people, whom we ought to imitate, and at the 
same time we would precipitate ourselves into competition, and are wil- 
ling to give them all the advantages we possess without receiving back 
any return. We are proposing to run a race of free trade with then, 
before we have cleared the sand out of the mouths of our harbours; of 
which, we have not one of the shores of Lake Erie. You might as well 
tell a schooner in a calm to race with a steamboat. 

Commerce, it must be borne in mind, says Mr. Cullock, "is not a direct, 
but an indirect source of wealth. The mere exchange of commodities adds 
nothing to the riches of society." 
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The commerce of Canada must be based on the productive powers of its 
people and of the nation to which we belong; its prosperity must depend 
on their skill and industry. If once our commercial policy be adopted to 
foster the industry, and encourage the trade of another nation; a power- 
ful and enterprising people the enemies of monarchical institutions, then 
we need look for no long continnance (sic) of British supremacy in Canada. 
If *we- are determined to carry on the trade of the Western States, we 
must be prepared to become a part of their people. Whoever heard of a 
colony like Canada carrying on the commerce of a nation ten times its 
size in resources and population. If we would prosper in our agriculture 
and trade, we must lay the foundation before we build the house; and the 
foundation of commerce is in the industry and skill of the people which 
carries it on. 

Whatever may be the result of the free trade policy of England, it is 
our business to enquire whether such a policy is applicable to Canada? 
Whether the adoption of free trade will benefit us or not, let us not 
deceive ourselves. Canada is not destined to become the Tyne of North 
America. 

If we permit ourselves to imagine that we can, through the St. Law- 
rence, command the trade of the United States, we shall find ourselves 
egregiously mistaken. Instead of feasting our imaginations with the profits 
and riches of the trade of the Far West, the great object should be to 
develope (sic) the resources of our country, and not to depend on that of 
another nation. 

Let us look at the vast resources of the country with which free- 
traders are anxious to compete, and on unequal terms: a nation having 
the advantage of us in every respect, except in the folly of running our- 
selves into debt blindfolded, in constructing splendid works certainly, 
but such as could be profitable only to a nation with ten times our 
population and ten times our trade. 

The resources of the country with which free-trade will throw us 
into competition, what are they? The population of the United States 
at this time exceeds 20,000,000, and their produce, in 1844, according 
to official returns, amounted to 95,607,000 bushels wheat, and 421,953,000 
bushels Indian corn--in round numbers we might say, now-- 

100,000,000 bushels wheat 
500,000 000 do corn 

On the canals between Buffalo and tide water there were 3000 craft, 
employing 15,000 men, and they have transported little, if any, less 
than 1,000,000 bris in wheat and flour from the opening of the naviga- 
tion to 11th June; and there was in store or in port afloat, on 10th

Now, from this data, we can judge what are the resources of the United 
States; and that in ordinary times, they can readily supply all the wants 
of Great Britain;--and, with their energy, enterprise, and capital, what 
chance shall we have if we give up the only advantage we are said to pos- 
sess, namely that of conveying our produce by the cheaper route of the 
St. Lawrence. 

The Americans too, are advocates for free trade: [I read in one of 
their papers, "Give us but a fair swing,--the world for a market, and 
no restrictions, and we might almost undertake to supply the whole world 
with bread'"--they are for free-trade with all the world, but reciprocity 
with none. 

To what I have already said, I will add, when Sir Robert Peel adopted 
his free-trade policy, and, like Samson Agonistes, with himself prostrated 
the power of the great Conservative party of England, he did so for the 
ostensible object of alleviating the sufferings and lightening the burdens 
of the people; and he did actually reduce the taxes of the Kingdom by 
several millions. But is any such object in view here, or will it be 
attained by the scheme of the hon. member for North Lincoln, or by substi- 
tuting direct for indirect taxation. 

A year ago, free-traders predicted flour could be brought from Detroit 
to Montreal for ls. 6d. to 1s. 9d.--it costs now nearly as much to carry 
a bushel of wheat. 

The only parties in Canada who can possibly be benefitted by free 
trade are Commission Merchants and Forwarders. It is their object to 
get as much business as they can, and the more American trade they can 
secure, the more are Canadians left at their mercy. 

Why is it that in the frontier towns of the United States produce 
fetches a better price than in the opposite Canadian towns? Because 
they have more facilities for getting to market, and we assist them, 
instead of encouraging our own inland trade. The Americans have the 
first chance in the markets of Europe, and goods through the United 
States can always be had several weeks sooner than via the St. Lawrence; 
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but our interest is to promote our own trade, and to overcome and not 
yield to the difficulties we labour under. 

My strongest objections to free-trade are--because, while it seeks 
to extend our commerce, it will depress our agriculture. Nobody can 
imagine that our farmers will cultivate their land and be as anxious to 
raise produce, while they find themselves anticipated in every market by 
foreigners; while they find, as has been the case these several years 
past, that foreigners virtually have a preference in our own markets, 
and while our legislation has a tendency to secure this preference to our 
enterprising neighbours--neighbours who, while they take advantage of 
all the privileges we allow them worth their having, take care to pursue 
a directly opposite course towards us. 

What I object to is, that we seek prosperity in the wrong direction. 
What may be correct and good policy in one country, is not so in another. 
For instance, we are exhausting our energies and means in attempting to 
carry on foreign commerce, when it is our inland trade we should encour- 
age and foster. Say, who may be considered a free-trader, in his encon- 
omic policy, speaking of "Le Commerce de Transport" says, "Ce commerce 
convient peu aux nations ou les capitaux sont rares, et qui en manquent 
pour exercer leur industrié, celle qui mérite d'étre favorisée de pre- 
ference." 

Nobody will admit, but that capital is scarce enough in Canada, but 
we are not so well agreed as to the best mode of acquiring more. 

"L'emploi le moins favorable a la nation est celui des capitaux 
occupé au Commerce de Transport de l'étranger a 1l'étranger."" Say T. 
déeon piv.22sep. 343. 

I agree in opinion with M. Say. We require more capital then we 
have, to develope (sic) our internal resources. 

The conclusions I arrive at from the reflections I have made are 
these: 

That free trade can only benefit an independent nation, and when 
reciprocated on equal terms by all other nations. 

That no colony can stand on the footing of an independent nation. 

That commerce can enrich no people, except the means of carrying 
it on exist on the one side within themselves. 

That the only means of carrying on Canadian commerce, must be 
derived from the produce of its agriculture, and the timber of its 
forests, that free trade will in no way advance the interests of the 
staple producers of Canada, the agriculturists, and that any commercial 
system based upon other than our agricultural interest cannot prosper 
for any length of time, by free trade, with the disadvantages Canada 
labours under, in climate, in want of population, and in the tedious 
and difficult navigation inwards from sea to Quebec. 

I am not opposed to any alteration of duties which may have the 
effect of reducing the cost of absolute necessaries, such as salt, 
leather, &c. provided such alterations do not interfere with our 
own productions, and do not have a tendency to throw our trade into 
the United States. 

I am opposed to free trade as it is called, because it is one-sided 
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and other nations will not reciprocate. I am opposed to it, because it 
will prostrate our agricultural interest, in the vain attempt ta promote 
our trade through means of foreigners. I am opposed to it because while 
the best interests of the country will be sacrificed to maintain a dispro- 
portionate commerce, its most strenuous and zealous advocates will only 
live to behold a mirage of the desert. 8/ 

On the conclusion of his speech the hon. gentleman moved that the 
resolutions be laid on the table.88 

1. Resolved,--That this House views with apprehension the difficult 
situation in which the Trade and Commerce of this Province will be placed 
by the policy of the Imperial Government, in withdrawing from the produc- 
tive labour of its inhabitants, prospectively, all protection; thereby 
exposing our Agriculturists to an unequal competition with the United 
States in the staple articles of our trade. 

2. Resolved,--That this abandonment of the protective policy of Eng- 
land towards her colonies in general, and this Colony in particular, cannot, 
in the opinion of this House, operate otherwise than injuriously on the 
trade and prosperity thereof; affording at the same time no corresponding 
benefit to our fellow subjects in Great Britain. 

3. Resolved,--That the construction of the St. Lawrence and costly 
canals for which Canada obtained a loan, guaranteed by the British Govern- 
ment, of more than £1,500,000 sterling, was undertaken in the confident 
expectation that we should continue to enjoy in the British markets, a 
preference for our products, over those of foreign nations. 

4, Resolved,--That one great advantage expected to be derived from 
the large expenditure incurred in constructing these canals was, that the 
facilities thus afforded would enable us to acquire a great portion of 
the carrying trade of the Western States of America, but that this advant- 
age would be entirely surrendered to an enterprising rival nation, by the 
adoption of such a change in the Imperial Navigation Laws, as would render 
the free navigation of the St. Lawrence a matter of necessity. 

5. Resolved, That this Province contains the elements for carrying 
on an extended and prosperous trade, if based on the industry of its 
inhabitants; the fertility of its soil, the immensity of its forests, and 
the great extent of its inland navigation, all concur in pointing out Can- 
ada as one of the most valuable appendages of the British Crown; suscept- 
ible of affording profitable employment to a very large portion of the 
redundant population of the mother country, of furnishing the means of 
ship-building to an unlimited extent, and of carrying on a valuable trade 
through its internal navigation; but that the extension of the principles 
of free trade would, in the opinion of this House, tend to divert the com- 
merce of this province to the United States, and ultimately endanger its 
connection with the British Crown. 

6. Resolved,--That this House duly appreciates the Act of the Imper- 
ial Government, 9th and 10th Victoria, chapter 94, conferring upon this 
colony, with other British possessions, the power to reduce or repeal 
certain Duties of Customs, but is nevertheless of opinion that it is the 
interest of every colony to cultivate commercial intercourse with the 


Parent State, and that a total equalization of duties would be at variance 
with this principle.

7. Resolved.--That this House heartily concurs in the expression con- 
tained in the 11th paragraph of a protest made in the British House of 
Peers on the third reading of the Bill for the repeal of the Com Laws, 
which, together with the Address of this House, at its last Session, on 
the subject of wheat and flour, fully embraces and ably advocates the 
views now entertained by this house on this subject:--"ll. Because the 
removal of differential duties in favour of Canadian Corn is at variance 
with the legislative encouragement held out to that Colony by Parliament, 
on the faith of which the Colonists have laid out large sums on the im- 
provement of their internal navigation; and because the removal of pro- 
tection will divert the traffic of the interior from the St. Lawrence, 
and the British Ports of Montreal and Quebec, to the foreign port of New 
York; thus throwing out of employment a large amount of British shipping, 
severing the commercial interests of Canada from those of the Parent Coun- 
try, and connecting those interests most intimately with the United States 
of America. ''89

Pterre Viteau, Louts Lahatse, and Joseph Brien dit Desrochers to butld a 
Toll Bridge over the Rivtére des Prairies, between the Parish of La Vistta- 
tion and Isle Jésus, to fix the rates of Toll for passing thereon, and to 
provide regulations for the same; and they have ftlled up the blanks in 
the Schedule of Tolls in each of the said Bills, so as to place them upon 
an equal footing upon that respect: They would also recommend that provt- 
ston should be made for protecting the rights of the lower Ferry oppostte 
St. Vineent de Paul; and also, that the rates of Toll provided in the Bill 
relating to the Bridge to be built by Mr. Lachapelle, should also be made 
to apply to the Bridge already built by him at L'Abord &@ Plouffe, so soon 
as the new Bridge shall be open to the Publtec. 

Your Committee would further observe, that should tt be deemed expedt- 
ent by Your Honorable House to grant but one privilege for building a 
Bridge over the River des Prairies, they have no doubt that the Bridge pro- 
posed to be built by Mr. Lachapelle would be profitable and advantageous, 
tn the event of Manufactortes betng established at the Village of Sault 
au Recollet; but they, nevertheless, are of opinion that the Bridge at 
present proposed by Mr. Vteau and others, would be far more advantageous 
to the mass of the travelling communtty, and would greatly facilitate the 
transportation of Agricultural products to Montreal.

Clergy Reserves On motton of the Honorable Mr. Baldwin, seconded 
Lands by Mr. Cameron of Lanark, 
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Ordered, That the Entries in the Journals of thts House, of the last Ses- 
ston, relating to the Sale of the Clergy Reserve Lands, be now read. 


The satd Entries were read accordingly, 


MR. BALDWIN ... remarked upon the importance which has always attached 
to the question of the Clergy Reserves in Upper Canada, and the anxiety 
which for years prevailed that those lands should be sold, and the parties 
holding them give a fee simple title. The sudden suspension of the sales 
caused great alarm; it was dreaded that the movement, going on at the same 
time of the Church of England Ecclesiastical Corporation, the object of 
which was to invest the Reserves in their own hands, had produced more 
effect than was at first apprehended; this alarm was increased by the issu- 
ing of a circular from the Crown Lands Department in which it was stated 
that the sales were stopped in consequence of a despatch from the Home 
Government. The House would remember that he (Mr. Baldwin) moved for a 
copy of this despatch and he was told in answer that no such document 
existed.--Two addresses had been presented to the head of the Government 
on the subject. In answer to the first, a copy of an order in Council, 
suggesting certain alterations in the mode of disposing of those lands, 
was sent down, but no reference was made to a Despatch; and in answer to 
the second address, it was positively asserted that there was no commun- 
ication from the Home Government relating to suspending the sales of the 
Clergy Reserves." What, then, was to be thought? Had the Government said 
the reference to a Despatch was a mistake, and frankly explained the cir- 
cumstances, little harm would have been done; but instead of doing this, 
they gave the unqualified answer of "No Despatch," to which he had referred, 
and allowed the natural suspicion to grow up in the public mind that the 
reference to a Despatch in the circular stopping the sales, was a trick 
resorted to to shift the responsibility of that PREP Pues proceeding from 
their own shoulders to those of the Home Government. The contradiction 
between the circular of the Crown Land Department, and the answer to the 
address was calculated, in his opinion, to shake public confidence in 
official documents. He characterised the conduct of the administration 
as disgraceful, that they did not at once give a perfect and satisfactory 
explanation: it was due to the country that an explanation should be 
given, and not attempt to shirk every act which they found disagreeable 
to the people.3 "They knew," said the people, "that any interference with 
the settlement of the Clergy Reserves, which had been come to after long 
years of bitter agitation, would be imminently unpopular, and hence have 
tried to fix the blame upon the imperial authorities." This was the sus- 
picion to which, to say the least of it, their want of candour had exposed 
them. The hon. member then moved the first resolution.4

The Honorable Mr. Baldwin moved, seconded by Mr. Cameron of Lanark, 
That in consequence of this House being led to apprehend that the Sale 
of the Clergy Reserve Lands had been suspended by an order of the Provin- 
etal Government, and from just distrust of the influence by whtch such a 
measure might have been dictated, and an anxtous desire to obtatn full, 
accurate, and authentte tnformatton upon a subject of so much tmportance, 
they did, on the 7th day of Aprtl 1846, address His Excellency the Admtn- 
tstrator of the Government, praytng that His Excellency would cause to be 
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laid before them, a copy of any Communtcatton which he might have recetved 
from Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colontes relative to suspend- 
tng such Sales. In reply to whitch Address, His Excellency, by hts Message 
of the 14th of the same month, was pleased to transmit for the tnformation 
of thts House, the copy of a Report of a Committee of the EFxecuttve Coun- 
ctl approved by the late Governor General, suggesting certain alterattons 
in the regulations prescrtbed for the sale of those Lands; by whtch Message, 
Hts Excellency was also pleased to tnform them that such Report had been 
transmitted to Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colontes, and was 
sttll under the constderatton of the Impertal Government. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY hoped that he would be excused for not entering 
so warmly into the subject as the hon. member opposite had. The object 
of the resolutions was to renew a charge of deceit against the Government, 
brought forward last session, which charge was not a fair deduction from 
the facts2, ((being)) founded on a misconception of the wording of part 
of the circular in question. © The history of the case was this:--The 
Home Government had been apprized that the Clergy Reserve lands was being 
sold much below their value, / and not by order of the Imperial Government”, 
and soon after it was mentioned in a despatch to the Canadian Government, 
among other matters, that the subject ought to be enquired into. In conse- 
quence of this, the Executive Council came to a certain determination--a 
copy of the minute of which he (Mr. C.) would read.? 

Here the hon. member read from the Journals a minute of Council suggest- 
ing new regulations. 10 

Then followed the Circular in question, in which the expression "in 
consequence of a despatch" was used, and from which it had been assumed 
that there was an express despatch authorising a suspension of the sales, 
whereas the question was merely referred to in a despatch embracing other 
subjects,ll ((and being)) under consideration ... it was not possible for 
them to communicate it to the Housel2 , and the stopping of the sales was 
a means resorted to by this Government, on its own responsibility, as the 
first necessary step to the investigation advised. 


MR. CAMERON of Lanark considered the explanation given by the hon. 
Inspector General most unsatisfactory, if misrepresentation had gone 
abroad it was the fault of the Commissioner of Crown Lands; why was the 
minute in Council not published at the time, and made the bases (sic) of 
the Circular? Why was the information now furnished so long withheld? 
he (Mr. C.) thought that the course pursued by the Government in the mat- 
ter was most improper and could have had no other effect than that of 
creating the deep suspicion which prevailed; the resolutions before the 
eee pee so correct in spirit that both sides were bound to vote for 
them. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD had enquired into the subject before the House 
immediately upon entering the Government and found the facts to be precisely 
as they had been stated by the Inspector General. He did not deny that he, 
himself, in reading the Circular referred to might come to a conclusion 
that a separate and express despatch existed but he found the case was 
otherwise and could only say that the mistake arose from the Circular not 
having been drawn up with more care (hear, hear). The hon. member justi-

fied the suspension of the sales of the Clergy Reserves on the ground 

that the lands were being sacrificed; holders had had valutions (sic) 

at 8s. per acre made in their favour and afterwards sold the same land 
for 25s. per acre.15 


MR. WILLIAMS admitted that the hon. member for North York had made 
out a strong prima facie case and he was quite glad that the explanation 
the House had heard had been elicited, two mistakes had been committed: 
the first of the wording of the Circular, and secondly, the Government 
did not advise a sufficiently explicit answer to the Address from the 
House; they certainly should have been more explicit; he could not, how- 
ever, vote for the resolutions after the explanation which had been given 
and which satisfied him that nothing intentionally wrong had been done. 








MR. COM. CR. LANDS PAPINEAU admitted that the wording of the clause 
in question was faulty, but there was a form of words that was constantly 
used in reference to documents that issue from the Crown Land Department 
on orders from the Council, and!’ the person who wrote it followed the 
usual form, without looking at the peculiarities of the case; he (Mr. P.) 
has since taken special care to guard against such mistakes.18 


MR. BALDWIN said if he felt that the explanation which the House had 
heard was satisfactory or proper he would most willingly withdraw his 
resolutions, but he did not feel so; on the contrary he agreed with the 
hon. member for Durham that two grand mistakes had been committed and 
he thought there could be no doubt that the conduct of the Government in 
refusing explanation at the proper time, in not stating the whole case 
in answer to former enquiries, and to Addresses from that House, amounted 
to the most insulting evasion (hear, hear.) When such language as that 
contained in the Circular referred to was used what other interpretation 
could be put upon it than that it alluded to a specific despatch, and if 
the special pleading resorted to by the Government to shew that it ought 
to be otherwise understood, that the natural and obvious deduction was 
not the right one, that statements and answers emanating from the Execu- 
tive were not to be understood in a straightforward and common sense way, 
if such a doctrine be admitted it must tend at once to sap the foundation 
of all confidence in communications between the people and the Government, 
(hear, hear.) He did not, however, believe that such a mode of conducting 
the public business would be tolerated; he felt satisfied that the people 
would not be thus special pleaded out of their plainest and most important 
privileges. If the Government conceived that his (Mr. B's.) questions 
could not, properly, be answered, and that the Addresses to the Head of 
the Government which he moved, asked for that which it would not be good 
policy to reveal, then, undoubtedly, they should have resisted those 
questions and addresses altogether (hear, hear.) but they had not taken 
that course, they gave a positively negative answer to the questions, and 
permitted the addresses to pass, and then advised the Governor General a 
reply in a manner which he (Mr. B.) did not hesitate to characterise as 
positively evasive (hear). In the second address to the Governor General 
on the subject in question which he (Mr. B.) moved, His Excellency was 
asked to lay before the House "'a copy of any communications he may have 
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received from her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies relative 
to suspending ''the sale of the Clergy Reserves."" To this it was answered 
that there were no such communications," and it would appear now that the 
reply was grounded on the fact that in the despatch in which the Clergy 
Reserves were referred to and which gave rise to the Circular, nothing was 
said, in terms, of the suspension of the sales, and that "enquiry" only 
was directed. This was the quibble by which they justified the refusal 

of what they must have known was required; they knew that the whole ques- 
tion was "why were the sales suspended," this was the point of the compass 
to which all eyes were turned. But if there was a shew of justification 
for this second reply upon what pretence was the refusal to comply with 
the prayer of the first address founded?--In that nothing was said of 

"the sale of the lands;" it was couched in general terms, and the papers 
sought for were "copies of any correspondence, memorandum, or recommenda- 
tion that may have taken place between the Government of this Province, 
and the Colonial Sec'y. on the subject of the sale or management of the 
Clergy Reserves.'' Surely this application was extensive enough to cover 
the state of the case. The House was told in the explanation given that 
evening, that there was no specific dispatch directing a suspension of the 
sales, but there was one which contained a recommendation to enquire into 
the sales. Well, then, might not a copy of that recommendation have been 
given in answer to the application for "any recommendation on the subject 
of the sale or management of the Clergy Reserves" (hear, hear.) The hon. 
member next referred to the plan fixed by the late Ministry for the dis- 
posal of the Clergy Reserves: they appointed two valuators in each district, 
one of Reform politics and the other of Conservative, and he believed that 
with that arrangement even members of the opposite side were satisfied. He 
did not doubt that there might be cases of undervaluing; it could scarcely 
be otherwise were so much was to be done. Let these be remedied by all 
means, but preserve the system. 19

King's College Ordered, That the Honorable Mr. Macdonald have 
Charver Biel. Leave to bring tn a Bill to repeal a certain 


Act therein menttoned, and to alter and amend 
the Charter of the Unitverstty of King's College. 
He accordingly presented the said Bill to the House, and the same 
was recetved and read nes the first time; and ordered to be read a second 
time on Tuesday next. 


MR. REC. GEN. MACDONALD of Kingston. He said that it was intended by 
the measure which he had the honor of introducing, to settle the long 
vexed question of the university of King's College. At an early date he 
said, out of the lands of the province, Government had set apart the large 
amount of 500,000 acres for Common School and Elementary instruction; but 
the intentions of the Government in this respect were not carried out. 
The Government also set apart half of the best of these lands for the 
support of a University, which obtained its charter under the name of 
King's College. Afterwards the charter was amended for the purpose of 
liberalizing it, as the former charter was strongly objected to on the 
grounds, that the College would be altogether too exclusive; but instead 
of healing the rancorous feeling that was then exhibited, it has been 
made the subject of religious discussion, and all parties are now loudly 
demanding a settlement of the question. He said that several attempts 
had been made to settle the question, but they had all failed, because 
the schemes that were proposed did not come home to the people. The Gov- 
ernment were now prepared to propose a measure which he hoped would meet 
the assent of all parties. The present charter of King's College was to 
be taken away, and the original one restored, and then, that the endow- 
ment was to extend to the people of Canada the means of educating their 
children in a respectable manner: far more so than they at present pos- 
sess; so that they may be able to educate their children in such a manner 
as ‘to be able to enter into most of occupations, perhaps all the profes- 
sions of life. He said, that out of the University endowment, it was 
intended to endow one grammar school in each District, which would give 
to the youth of the Province, a liberal and sound education. He said, 
that King's College afforded education to all classes, but most of the 
sects were dissatisfied; the Roman Catholics were excluded from partici- 
pation in the endowment, and they were dissatisfied; the Methodists were 
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dissatisfied as were, also, the Presbyterians. He believed that the only 
way amicably to settle the question was to divide the endowment, and yet, 
on the division of the endowment, particular attention was paid to the 
claims of the Church of England, for they have just and equitable claims. 
It was, therefore, proposed, that King's College should be an Episcopal 
Institution, like Oxford or Cambridge; for if this was not done they 
would be in a worse position than they were before; some immaterial alter- 
ations were to be made in the original Charter; the endowment is to be 
vested in a board of five Trustees, one to be named by the Crown, and 

one by each of the other Colleges, viz., King's, Queen's, Victoria, and 
Regiopolis. The present annual value might be calculated at £10,000 per 
annum, the last return was £9,200, and it was constantly increasing. Out 
of this sum, a sum of £3000 per annum, along with the College buildings 
and grounds was to be given to King's College; to the other three colleges 
the sum of £1,500 was to be paid to each; this would make up the sum of 
£7,500. This would leave the sum of £2,500, which was to be divided 
among the different districts in Upper Canada, for the support of one 
Grammar School in each district, this added to the sum of £100, now paid 
annually for the support of each Grammar School, out of the consolidated 
revenue fund, would make the sum of £225, for each Grammar School. Injus- 
tice he said had been done to the school endowment, which was so magnifi- 
cently made for their support; in accordance therefore with their promises, 
made in 1835, the Government would, acre for acre, give the best and most 
available lands of the crown, in lieu of those which were at present pos- 
sessed in the remote parts for school purposes. This, it is calculated, 
will afford about £4000 per annum, which would allow about £350 per annum 
for each district, to which is to be added about £150 for tuition fees, 
making the sum of £500 should be granted to each district that should 
raise the sum of £250 for the erection of a Grammar School. Attached to 
each Grammar School, there is to be a model Agricultural Farm, with a 
practical farmer as master, which property is to be vested in a Board 

of Trustees. He said that the surplus revenue over and above £10,000, 

is to be placed at the disposal of the Legislature, for the purposes of 
general education, or the endowment of any other Colleges which may arise 
in Upper Canada. This was the project which the Government now proposed 
for the settlement of the question; and he thought that it was the only 
manner in which the question could be settled with a proper regard to 
justice. He said that Upper Canada owed a debt of gratitude to the hon- 
orable gentleman from the North Riding, it was owing to him, that that 
large and munificent endowment for schools was made; and there was, cer- 
tainly, a debt of gratitude due to the honorable gentleman from the 

North Riding. He said that the Government were determined to carry this 
measure; he did not know whether the measure would meet with the appro- 
bation of the House--He hoped it would; he could only say that it was 
proposed with the sincere desire of settling fhe question, and he earn- 
estly hoped that it would be allowed to pass. The Receiver General 
moved the first reading of the ((University Bill))22. 


The motion of the Receiver General was seconded by MR. SOL. GEN. 
CAMERON2 3, 
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MR. BALDWIN rose, and ... addressed the House to the following effect:-- 
The hon. and learned Member for Kingston had complimented him (Mr. B.) 
and his late Colleagues, for the act was as much theirs as his, for the 
part they took in obtaining an endowment for Common Schools in Upper Canada; 
he only regretted that such praise came associated with the enunciation of 
a scheme so fatally, so diametrically opposed to the spirit by which the 
late Ministry were actuated as well in propoundihg (sic) the measure refer- 
red to as in all their efforts for the advancement of the interest, the 
honor and the rank of the country. It has been among the early dreams of 
his boyhood that the day would come when his country would be blessed by 
an establishment affording those high educational advantages, which he 
himself, as much as any one, felt the want of, as well in the pursuit of 
his profession, as in other several walks of life; time had rolled on, 
unsuccessful efforts were made, yet, he had not despaired; now, however, 
the fatal blow was levelled; and by whom? Whence came the voice proclaim- 
ing the sacriligious destruction of the noble endowment of King's College? 
From Conservatives, forsooth (lound (sic) cries of hear, hear)! Aye, from 
those who had hitherto resisted all reform in the establisment (sic) under 
the pretence that they wished to conserve it intact, and that they regarded 
all suggestions to remodel, or alter, the mere conduct of it as an invasion 
of sacred rights, as amounting, in fact, to attempts at spoliation: these 
were the men from whom the bill then before the House emanated? Was it, 
or was it not, worthy of them? It was in vain the hon. and learned Receiver 
General spread his feelers around; the Catholics had been ministered to, 
so had the Presbyterians, the Methodists, and Grammar Schools were spoken 
of; this ad captandum was all well understood, and so was the phrase, "to 
settle the question"; settling the question, indeed, by sweeping the Uni- 
versity from off the face of the earth, and giving the country in its 
stead a few paltry institutions in none of which could there be any pos- 
sible pretension to those attributes which it was the high behest of a 
University to possess (loud cheers) the hon. member had been pleased to 
refer to the position which he (Mr. B.) may occupy in time to come, when 
the excitement and feeling of the present days shall have passed away; 
but he (the Receiver General) had chosen a course which would be felt, 
and reprobated, and execrated, not by him (Mr. B.) alone, not by those of 
the present day so much, as by their children, their children's children, 
and by generations the most distant (cheers). He had been amazed by hear- 
ing the motion seconded by the learned Solicitor General; (hear, hear) 
that, above all, he had not expected; he had thought if there was a man 
who, in reference to the Institution in question stood on a pedestal which 
could not be stricken from under him, it was his learned friend (hear, 
hear); but here too he had been deceived; the hon. gentleman whom he so 
much esteemed and from whom he had expected so much that was better, had 
declared himself, also, a party to the sacrilegious deed (hear, hear, and 
sensation.) "You may pass," continued, the hon. member, "your Municipal 
bills, your Court bills, and the endless others; you may load your table 
with them, and then sweep them to another table, but of what importance 
are they? "A breath may make them, as a breath has made," but enact the 
measure now before the House, put your final seal upon it, and what evil 
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have you not done? What can compensate for it? I for one will oppose 
the bill most earnestly (cheers) and I care not what may follow; let it 
be the ruin of my popularity, or whatever it may, I am ready to meet it 
(cheers.) I would make any sacrifice, go cheerfully into private life, 
forego all further opposition to the University, and willingly leave it 
as it is, rather than be a party to the cruelly destructive scheme which 
the Conservatives have propounded, (cheers.) But, I cannot believe that 
the country will approve of the measure, that they will accept the mere 
shadows of good which are offered in lieu of the grand and useful Insti- 
tution which it was the bounty of England so richly to endow, and which 
it should be their glory to preserve (cheers.) No, the honest yeomanry 
of the country will not believe that their children, and descendents, in 
all time to come, are merely destined to acquire a knowledge of grammar 
and other rudiments of education (hear); they are not to be told that the 
only chance which they have of fitting themselves to meet on equal ground 
the polished sons of England, France, &c., is to be ruthlessly taken from 
them (hear, hear and cheers). If, however, my countrymen are so ignorant 
as not to know and feel the interest they have in resisting this measure, 
if they will be drawn away by the clap trap that has been raised, be it so; 
I will be no party to it (cheers); if I am to be sacrificed, if the time 
has come for me to withdraw from the public scene, I am willing; there 
could be no more noble opportunity; I am ready to bow my head to any decree 
rather than assent to, or in any way countenance, the destruction of so 
noble an institution (cheers) .2 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said the hon'ble gentleman from the Fourth 
Riding had only himself to blame in this matter; it was by him and his 
friends that the stone was first set rolling, and had been since kept 
rolling, and having, for whatever reasons or purposes, done this, why 
should the honorable gentleman opposite now feel any alarm that the ques- 
tion which had been so long used to agitate the country, was at last to 
be finally settled; and put without the power of any party to be made 
the subject of further agitation at the next general election. He said 
that the Charter of King's College was not of the exclusive character 
which had been attributed to it, either in its original shape, or as it 
had been amended, and no person knew that better than did the honorable 
gentleman from the North Riding.--Knowing then, as there cannot be the 
slightest doubt he did know, that this was the case, was it candid or 
just on his part that he should have raised such an outcry against it, 
as he has done; and having done so, he (Mr. C.) did not think that the 
hon. member could excuse or justify himself for the course that he had 
pursued, as to that course must be mainly attributed the assaults and 
attacks that had been made on the Ministry, on account of its alleged 
Church of England character. He said that the principal reason that he 
had objected to the measure that had before been offered to the country, 
and what he had said as an Advocate at the Bar of this House, he was 
ready to stand by now, was that the religious instructions of the youth 
of the Province was altogether left out of the scheme of Education in the 
new University itself; and he (Mr. C.) entertaining the views which he 
did on the subject of Education, could never give his assent to any such 
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measure. He felt that an institution like the one which it was then pro- 
posed to erect would be altogether unconnnected with religion, one that 

would not have the confidence of the people; one to which the people would 
not bear to send their children, because intellectual cultivation was all 
that they would receive, their reasoning powers might be attended to, but 
their hearts would be left untouched. He said that he thanked the hon. 
member for the North Riding for the manner in which he had spoken of him; 

he (Mr. C.) felt that it was the outpouring of the genuine feelings of the 
hon. gentleman opposite, because from boyhood he had always received the 

same kindly experience from him; but he (Mr. C.) did not feel any mortifi- 
cation in seconding this Bill, and comparing his conduct now with the course 
which he had formerly pursued when at the bar of this House; he said then 
that what he utterred (sic) as an advovate (sic) he felt also and gave utter- 
ance to as a man, and a member of the Church of England, and he was prepared 
to speak and act in a similar way again under the same circumstances, when, 
he thought, his Church was about to be stripped of the last vestage (sic) 

of her rights, now, he felt that she would at least have a University of 
which it was attempted entirely to deprive her by the Bill, a University 
which was granted to her by her original Charter, and of which she had been 
apprised, and which would be again restored to her, though with a diminished 
endowment. He (Mr. Cameron) felt that he had the approbation of his con- 
science in the step he was taking, although he would rather that the College 
should remain as it is at present; but agitation had shaken it to the centre, 
and if it were to be disturbed, this measure was the most just, and he was 
willing to accede to it, and concede what was done by the Bill now introduced. 
He felt that he had the approbation of the persons immediately interested 

in the matter. He felt that he had the approbation of the members of the 
Church of England. He said, that by the present Bill the religious educa- 
tion of the youth, which should always go hand in hand with the secular, would 
be attended to, and the manner of providing for this, he said, was his prin- 
cipal objection to the schemes for settling the question that had been 
formerly propounded. He felt convinced that all persons who coincided in 
his views, that religion ought always to be associated with secular educa- 
tion, would agree with him, that this was one step onward towards the attain- 
ment of that much-to-be-desired object. He now saw that the head was not 

to be taught at the expense of the heart.--He said, that he would rather 
scatter the endowment to the four winds of heaven than train up the youth 

of this land without religious instruction; to teach them to bow down to 

the goddess of reason, and forget the God of Truth. He said, that he saw in 
the measure now proposed the first step towards education in the right 
course. He said, that the principle for which he contended was being fully 
admitted by all nations. In France it was fully enunciated by the minister 
in 1833, when he introduced the measure to the Chamber of Deputies for the 
education of the people of that land, under which popular education was now 
grounding. The same was the case in Holland, in the cantons of Switzerland 
it had been acted on, and it was made the basis of the plan, which was now 
being proposed for the consideration of the people of England. Much had 
been done in this colony for education, it was a proud boast for the people 
of the Province, that one tenth part of the whole revenue was applied for 
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educational purposes, but how much prouder would the boast be, if it 

could be shewn that that education was in the right direction. More had 
been done in this land for popular instruction in proportion to its re- 
sources, than in any other civilized country in the world, but more 

remains to be done to place us on a right footing, and he hoped to see 

the day when the children of the people would find religion and intellec- 
tual education combined. There were certain great truths in Christianity 
that were admitted by all, and which he thought ought to be implanted in 

the breasts of all. He knew that his friends would feel no mortification 
on his account, for the course he was pursuing. He felt that he had the 
approbation of his conscience. He was restoring to King's College much 

of that, which she had lost, and he was offering the means of affording 

a religious education to the people, according to the tenets they severally 
held. He concluded by saying that he should not, on the introduction of 
the Bill, have made these few observations, had he not felt himself compel- 
led to speak, by the remarks of the member for the North Riding of York. 


MR. WILSON denounced the schemes as impracticable, and would far rather 
see the University remain as it is at present than that it should be divided 
in the manner proposed. He said, that certain parties, who were the very 
loudest in their clamour against the College, were now bought up; but this 
was not likely to settle the matter at all. The Presbyterians, Methodists, 
and Roman Catholics were endowed, but where were the Baptists, Independents, 
and other bodies, who were very numerous in Canada. In reference to the 
attempted argument against the proposition of the Hon. member for North 
York, that it would be an ungodly University if Divinity Chairs were taken 
away; he would duly ask, what was the effect of the Theological Chair on 
those who did not study Divinity? and again, was it to be supposed that the 
principles of morality would not be inculcated in simply secular Univer- 
sities? But why, he asked, all this claptrap about religion? The effect of 
the contemplated division, he said, would be, that there would be erected a 
number of small sectarian Colleges, which would be a curse to the country, 
not having the means to provide proper masters. The honorable gentleman 
then enunciated some ... idea about Grammar Schools, saying that they were 
of no use.2® We believe that the honorable gentleman did not understand 
what he meant to say, and therefore it would be a moral impossibility for 
us to understand what he did mean to say. 


COL. PRINCE regretted that he had not been present at the commencement 
of the debate, that he might have been aware of the details of the measure. 
He was however prepared to vote for any measure that would settle this long 
vexed question. He was sorry to hear honorable gentleman speak of petty, 
paltry institutions. One of the principal reasons why he approved of the 
measure was, that it gave the farmers of Canada an opportunity of educating 
their children at their own doors. It gave him, plain John Prince, the 
Sandwich farmer, an opportunity of educating his sons at his own door; he 
did not wish them to have a University education; he had no desire to 
bring up his children as lawyers, Doctors, or Parsons--God forbid. He 
wished them to have a good solid education and he intended that they should 
be farmers. He might be wrong in his opinion, but humanum est errare. He 
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said that he saw in the plan proposed an approximation to what he had been 
accustomed to see at home, Grammar schools scattered over the country, 
infusing their healthful influence on the people. He said that some of 

the greatest and most talented men had received nothing more than a Gram- 
mar School education; he would call their attention in proof of his state- 
ment in one of greatest and shining lights of Upper Canada, a gentleman 

who may be equalled but not excelled, he referred to the present Chief 
Justice Robinson, a gentleman who had he possessed the advantages of a 
University education would have stood forward in bold relief almost unequal- 
led. He said that he gave the Bill his strongest support, and he hoped that 
there would be no jealousy in reference to this matter. He said that he 
thought the Bill ought to pass, he was glad to see that it was brought for- 
ward by the new members of the Administration. 


MR. PRICE would oppose the measure. 28 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD made a recapitulation of the contents of the Bill; 
and stated that the ministry if supported were determined to cary (sic) it 
through. 29 


MR. BOULTON was glad to see the feeling betrayed by the honourable mem- 
ber for the North Riding; but it was too late; had that feeling been dis- 
played before, had that feeling induced him to do what he had stated he was 
ready to do ere this, it might have done, but he (Mr. B.) would tell that 
honourable gentleman, that it was no use making that display of feeling 
now, he, Mr. Baldwin, would not have the University question to agitate 
the country about. He said that he was prepared to give his fullest sup- 
port to the proposition of the Ministry; for although he always would be in 
principle opposed to the division of the endowment, yet seeing that this 
measure would satisfy all parties, he was prepared to give his assent to 
the bil1.30 


MR. DICKSON hoped that the matter would be settled in such a manuer 
(sic) as to give satisfaction. He, however, would venture no opinion on 
the Bill, and would hold himself perfectly unpledged to the Bill. He 
should reserve his opinions for the third reading of the Bill.32 He would 
not vote for it, unless it placed the University in a better position than 
at present, 33 


MR. GOWAN said that he agreed with the last speaker that it was unusual 
to address the House on the introduction of a measure, that it was customary 
to pass the first reading pro forma, and to receive the debate upon the 
principle of the Bill on its second reading. Acting on this, the well under- 
stood practice of the House, he would say but little at the present, 
reserving his observations for a more advanced stage of the Bill. There 
were, however, a few remarks which he desired to address to the House. The 
member for North York (Mr. Baldwin) had commenced his speech by an attack 
upon the Solicitor General for his change of views and abandonment of prin- 
ciple; but if the learned gentleman had changed his views, he (Mr. Gowan) 
honored him for the change; it was at the utmost, but the surrender of long 
cherished prejudices upon the altar of patriotism. In the change he had 
not observed the abandonment of any principle; it was, in fact, but carrying 
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out the views which he had expressed in favor of an exclusive Church of 
England establishment, when he stood at the Bar of the House as an Advo- 
cate of the University. As to his learned friend, the Receiver General, 
all he should then say was, that if any public man in the Province had 

a right to feel proud, it was his learned friend. Long had the settlement 
of the University question been tried--numerous were the plans suggested-- 
and able were the heads employed to effect an arrangement, but all to no 
purpose; it seems to have been reserved for his learned friend to receive 
that enduring honor, and to accomplish that great object, which men of 
greater pretensions have failed to reach (hear, hear.) The learned member 
for North York had come out strongly, yea, even eloquently and vehemently, 
upon what he called "the great principle." But what is the great principle? 
The maintenance of the endowment to one University alone. It is whether 
the higher and more important branches of education shall be centralised 
into one great Mammoth Institution at Toronto--whether the youth of the 
whole country shall be compelled to slake their literary thirst out of 

one great pond at Toronto--or whether fresh channels shall be opened, and 
the waters of literature and science be permitted through them to irrigate 
the land and fertilize every District of the Province--(cheers.) The learned 
gentleman might taunt the Solicitor General as long as he pleased with the 
abandonment of principle, he might, as he had done, lift up his hands and 
his eyes to heaven, to protest against the sacrilege, but a plain thinking 
man would only look upon the principle as pelf, and the sacrilege as the 
difference between £3,000 and £10,000! He could not say, however, that 

the measure was altogether divested of principle; for if he looked back 

to the measure submitted to Parliament by the learned gentleman for North 
York, and contrasted his Bill with the present, he did find a principle, 
aye, and a great principle, at stake; that principle was, whether education 
was to be exclusively literary and scientific, or whether religion was to 
accompany literature and science as their handmaid and guardian? (Hear, 
hear.) Whether the youthful intellect, as it expanded in the pursuit of 
science, was to be chastened by the influences of religion? and the head 

as it roamed over the fields of literature and philosophy, was to have the 
heart purified and the mind exalted, by the constant accompaniment of that 
great ascendant power, which is familiarised to man, under the name of 
religion? (Cheers.) For his own part, he (Mr. Gowan) had long since made 
up his mind between the two great principles. As a member of the Christian 
Church, as the father of a family, and as a Legislator, accountable to 

his Maker, and to his Country, he would not halt between two opinions, or 
hesitate for an instant to decide, on which side lay the path of duty and 
rectitude. (Hear, hear.) The learned member for North York, had informed 
the House that his popularity might be assailed, through his opposition 

to the present measure, but that there was no sacrifice, however great, 
which, as a public man, he was not willing to make, rather than allow the 
present measure to become law. If the learned gentlemen's apprehensions 
were correct, what stronger arguments could be used in favour of the Bill. 
If the end of all useful legislators was the peace and welfare of those 
legislated for, and if the object of responsible government was to reflect 
the public mind, how fixed must that public mind be in favour of the present 
measure, when even a gentleman of the popularity of the honorable member for 
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North York, dreads his own status with the country, from his opposition 
to the measure?34 


MR. BALDWIN here rose and interrupted Mr. Gowan, ((stating)) ... that 
he did not dread the result of his oppposition to the measure. 35 


((There followed) ) some mutual explanations between MR. BALDWIN and 
MR. GOWAN. 36 


MR. GOWAN proceeded. There was a feature in the Bill of the learned 
member for North York, which he, (Mr. Gowan), would desire to contrast 
with a feature connected with the present measure. The learned member 
proposed in his Bill to have an Agricultural Professor at. Toronto. He 
(Mr. Gowan) supposed, to enlighten the sons of lawyers, and merchants}; 
for none but Torontowegians could attend his lectures! He would give 
them an Agricultural Professor, without an Agricultural Student! An Agri- 
cultural School, without an Agricultural Scholar! Why his plan was really 
too absurd for serious reflection. But what did the present measure pro- 
pose? It secured, in every District of the Province, an Agricultural Model 
School, with an Agricultural Model Farm attached--a regular nursery for 
the sons of our farmers, where all would be trained and instructed in the 
most scientific mode of cultivating those pursuits, by which in after life 
their country was to be enriched, and those enumerated in the Bill. Did 
not the hon'ble member know that they were amply provided for in the accum- 
ulating fund, over the £10,000 appropriated by the present measure? Upon 
this point he need not dwell, as it has been fully explained by the Receiver 
General, in his opening speech. The learned member next asked, what would 
the Universities proposed to be established be, stripped of the Government 
endowment, but mere skeleton, lifeless, useless seminaries? He (Mr. Gowan) 
would ask the member for London to look across the borders of the intelligent 
and enlightened State of Massachusetts. What did he there behold? Several 
Colleges of the highest standing, sending forth into the world the most 
distinguished men, and every one of them far beneath the proposed Colleges 
in Government endowment. (Loud cheers.) If, then, the learned member for 
London required proof of the utter fallacy of his assumptions, (for argu- 
ments he could not all them,) he had not far to travel to prove their 
fallacy to demonstration. The same learned member had asked, what is the 
use of Grammar Schools without a University? He (Mr. Gowan) would say, 
fie upon the person using such an argument, or rather putting such an 
interrogation. How would the learned member desire to have such an argu- 
ment used against himself. (hear, hear, and laughter.) Was he of no use, 
because he received not a Collegiate education! Out upon such absurdity! 
Even without a University education, (which, be it remembered, the present 
measure did not abolish, but extend,) the head Grammar Schools proposed to 
be established in each District, and in which the Classics and Mathematics 
would be taught, would open the door of promotion to all our people, and 
would prepare and qualify the youth of the Province to enter every profes- 
sion open to them in this country, from Law, Physic and Divinity, to the 
pursuits of Engineering, Land Surveying and Merchandise. He would not 
dwell longer upon this subject. He knew the Bill had to come up for a 
second reading, when he would be ready to state his views at greater length, 
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and to prove that the proposed measure was one originating in patriotism, 
and one that would secure for its promoters, the respect of the living and 
the gratitude of posterity. 3/

CHRISTIE moved that an amendment be added in the words, provided 
always that 25 per cent be deducted from the said rate,41 


MR. CAMERON (Lanark) object to the mode by which the reduction of some 
articles was effected: he said it was an awkward tein to declare spéci- 
fically a certain sum as duty, less than 25 per cent.4 


MR. DEWITT ... objected to ((Mr. Christie's amendment) ) TOS epi WE 
in placing a nominal duty which was not the actual duty.4 


MR. MOFFATT then read a petition from the paper importers and dealers 
of Montreal, complaining of the high rates of the altered Tariff on that 
article. Mr. Moffatt said that to him the duties seemed altogether too 
high, and the hon. gentleman proposed to adopt a duty of 7 per cent, which 
would meet half way; and he felt convinced the Revenue would not suffer 
from it.44 He thought that duties ought to be collected for purposes of 
revenue only. If a manufacture were called into existence by protection, 
it would be destroyed by the withdrawal of protection. Whatever native 
manufactures grew into existence without protection were desirable manu- 
factures, because their unaided growth and progress would prove them suit- 
able to the country in which they existed, and the present measure would 
encourage the domestic manufacture of paper, by driving the English manu- 
facturer out of the market.45 


MR. BALDWIN said that he had received a letter this day, and that a 
general opinion prevailed among the mercantile community that the Tariff 
was too high altogether. 46 


MR. CAUCHON spoke against the Duty .47 


MR. HALL would be very proud if the English manufacturer could be driven 
out of the market. He was a Protectionist, and on that account as long 
as the Duty ptotected (sic) the paper manufacturer of Canada he would not 
object to it.49 It was our business to look to our country. Honourable 
gentlemen were legislating for the people, they were not legislating for 
the people of England, consequently it was not phe business to protect 
the English manufacturer, but to protect their own. 0 


MR. MERRITT said the question was not the protection of the Canadian 
paper-maker at the expense of the English manufacturer, but the protection 
of the American smuggler, by the imposition of an exorbitant one, had an 
immense line of frontier, and it was impossible to prevent smuggling in any 
way sane} such a rate of duty as would have not inducement to contraband 
traffic. 


MR. CAMERON (of Lanark) said, instead of a protection to Canada, it was 
a premium for smuggling to the United States. The Hon. Gentleman said that 
the high duties would send all the blank book makers to the United States, 
he hoped that the Hon. Inspector General would listen to the suggestion of 
the Hon. Member for Montreal--a merchant of the highest standing in the 
country, and likely to be well informed on the subject. 
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MR. DEWITT made the same remark. 


MR. HALL was not to be frightened by the constant repetition of these 
terrible allusions to "the smuggler.'' He admitted their justicein cases 
in which the article was of small bulk and great value, but not in all 
cases as the honorable member appeared to apprehend. How was it that the 
Americans on the other side of that great line of frontier were not afraid 
of our smuggling goods into their territory? The American people were not 
to be frightened by the bug bears which terrified people in this country. 


MR. CAMERON thought that 73 per cent would be a good revenue, and a 
very fair protection to native industry, at the same. 


MR. MOFFATT thought the revenue should be the object of duty, and that 
the convenience of the public ought not to be sacrificed for two or three 
individuals. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said he would meet the hon. members half-way’, 
((He)) was willing to split the difference by a reduction to 3s 6d per ewt.28 


A motion of MR. MOFFATT's seconded by MR. CAMERON, reducing the duty 
originally proposed to 2s 9d per cwt, was finally carried.29 


MR. MOFFATT.--On the clause affecting spirits, Mr. Moffatt objected 
to the discrepancy of duties imposed on rum, and those imposed on whiskey .©9 

On the item proposing a duty on salt coming before the House, Mr. Moffatt 
proposed to reduce the duty to some extent, in favour of British salt, for 
the purpose of encouraging the importation thereof which he contended, if 
done to any great quantity, would afford a cargo for vessels going up the 
canal, which at present were obliged to go up in ballast, and thus, he 
thought, would enable the forwarders to reduce their downward rates of 
freight, even if the rate of freight on salt going up should be very low. 


A number of members supported the views of the hon. gentleman®?. 


61 


A great number dissented from it, chiefly because in their opinion, it 
was impossible for British salt to compete with American salt in Upper 
Canada, and because the former was not at all adapted to many of the pur- 
poses for which they required salt. 


MR. HALL protested against the pve of Canda being taxed for the 
benefit of the British salt merchant. © 


MR. MUNRO approved of Mr. Cayley's resolutions, as a whole. They 
displayed great information, judgment, and tact. The Inspector General's 
task was a difficult one, and had been well performed. 


MR. MOFFATT moved an amendment to the effect that, after July, 1848, 
British salt should be admitted duty free. (At least, so we understood 
it,)66 


COL. PRINCE said he would support the hon. member for Montreal, because 
that member knew what he was talking about, whilst the hon. Inspector Gen- 
eral knew nothing at all about it, for that gentleman's education precluded 
his knowing anything about commerce; and he would take that opportunity to 
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give the hon. gantleman (sic) a little advice. It was this, that he should, 
before he brought any of these commercial matters before the House, take 
the advice of such gentlemen as the hon. member for Montreal - men who were 
merchants, and who knew what effect the measures would have. What did he 
know about their effect, or what reasons could he give in support of the 
changes he proposed to introduce? None - how could he? What had he to do 
with commerce, or who ever heard of him before he was appointed Inspector 
General, unless it was as the Secretary or President of some Dock Company, 
which he (Col. Prince) although he knew nothing about it, would be liberal 
enough to admit that the hon. gentleman managed successfully. Still, al- 
though he could manage a Dock Company, he was altogether unfitted to fill 
the office of Inspector General. He was no better fitted for his situation 
than the present Commissioner of Crown Lands was for his. Both of those 
gentlemen he (Col. P.) considered to be a pair of imbeciles, and as he had 
already stated, quite unfit for office, 6/7 (Great laughter.) He knew the 
argument with which the Inspector would meet his remarks. Oh! he would 
not condescend to reply to the member for Essex.68 In conclusion, he 

would repeat his advice, that the hon. gentleman should consult persons 

who knew something about the commerce of the country before he interfered 
with things of which he knew nothing. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said that that was not the first, second or third 
time the hon. member for Essex had spoken against him (Mr. C.) in a simi- 
lar manner. He would not reply to him now, but would take an opportunity 
when the House was fuller than it then was, and when the hon. member was 
in a fitter state to listen to him./0 


MESSRS. MONRO, DICKSON and HALL made some remarks in answer to Col. 
Prince's attack upon the Inspector General; asserting that Mr. Cayley's 
scheme did him great credit, and showed that he possessed great knowledge 
of the affairs of the country; and that he was the most efficient Inspec- 
tor General the country ever had. 


The amendment was lost./2.

Your Committee find that, at the time of hts election, Mr. Guillet 
was employed under the Honorable John Stewart, Esqutre, late Commissioner 
for the management of the Jesutts' Estates, in the District of Three Rivers, 
as an under agent tn the admintstratton of those Estates: That he held 
that employment under an appotntment made through Mr. Stewart, as hts tmmedi- 
ate supertor offtcer, tn the same manner that similar subordinate appointments 
are made through the Commtsstoner of Crown Lands, tn the Crown Lands Depart- 
ment; the security gtven by him, for the due performance of hits duttes, having 
been given directly to the Crown, and not to Mr. Stewart, although in the 
routine of such duttes, the course was for htm to account to Mr. Stewart as 
hts tmmedtate supertor,--hts remuneration conststing of a per centage on the 


montes he collected.

Your Committee further find that, since his electton, by a new Depart- 
mental arrangement made by the Government, the office of Commisstoner for 
the management of the Jesutts' Estates has been abolished, and Mr. Guillet 
has been dtrected to account henceforth to the Commtsstoner of Croum Lands; 
but that no new appotntment was deemed necessary to be made in consequence 
of such new arrangement; and the employment or under agency so held by Mr. 
Guillet remains, as respects tts dependency on the Executive Government of 
the Province, tdenttcally in the same posttton as before such new arrange- 
ment was made. 

Your Committee are therefore of opinton, that Mr. Guillet's employment 
as under agent in the administration of the satd Estates, does not, according 
to the Evidence submitted, bring htm within the meantng of the first sectton 
of the Act 7 Viet. e.

Wednesday, 23rd June, 1847. 


Honorable Dents Benjamin Paptneau, Commtsstoner of Crown Lands, called 
tn; and betng interrogated, answered:--In consequence of the change in the 
management of the Jesuits' Estates, whitch had been transferred from the Com- 
misstoner (Mr, Stewart,) to the Crown Lands Department, Mr. Gutllet was 
notified thereof by a ctreular letter, dated 23rd October, 1846, (annexed, 
marked A.) Mr. Guillet commmtcated under date 17th October, a letter to 
myself, (annexed, marked B.) Mr. Guillet was not continued in hts posttion 
by any order of the Executive Government, but rematned as he was; as I 
constdered that that part of hts Department was already efftctently organ- 
tzed; and I tnformed Mr. Guillet that his Petttton to the Executive Counctl 
would be useless, as I did not contemplate any change, (as per my letter 
dated 22d October, 1846, annexed, marked C.) Mr. Gutllet was tnstructed by 
me to proceed to the sale of a certain portion of land belonging to the 
Jesutts' Estates, sttuated in the localtty tn whtch he was acting as agent; 
and, tn accordance wtth those instructions, he subsequently made sale of 
the same, as stated in his letter to me of 16th May, 1847, (annexed, marked 
D.) There was no other sale made of Jesuits' Lands by Mr. Gutllet; but he 
made some valuattons, as the agent, for the purposes of the commutation by 
tenure. In the Setgntory of Champlain, behind whtch, and between the Estates 
of the Jesuits and that Setgntory, there are some lands belonging to the 
Crown, the management of whtch was placed under the charge of Mr. Gutllet 
for conventence sake; hts tnstructtons to act were gtven htm verbally. I 
cannot say whether or not Mr. Guillet has made sale of any ttmber on the 
Crown Lands above menttoned, the lines not having been establtshed. 


Thursday, lst July, 1847. 


Louts Gutllet, Esquire, attended before the Committee, and being 
asked tf he had any statement or correspondence to submit to the Committee 
touchtng hts Petttton, he answered that he latd before the Committee several 
letters and commtsstons to himself touching the sttuatton he held under the 
Commtsstoner for the management of the Jesutts' Estates; he also stated 
that the sale of the land referred to tn Mr. Papineau's evidence, was proved 
by him (Mr. Guillet) as a Notary, tn the name of Mr. Papineau, the Crown 
Lands Commtsstoner.

The Honorable Dominick Daly, Secretary of the Province, attended by 
request of the Committee, and made the followtng statement relative to the 
Petition of Mr. Gutllet:--I have no record tn my office of Mr. Gutllet, 
the Member, holding any offtce under the Government. The Agents for the 
sale of Crown Lands received no notification or Commisston through my Depart- 
ment; they are appotnted by the Governor in Counctl, and such appotntment 
nottfied to them through the Crown Lands Department. Since the management 
of the Jesutts' Estates has been vested tn that Department, I consider the 
appotntment of Agents for thetr management would take place in the same 
manner as other Crown Lands Agents. I am not aware that any appotntment 
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of Jesuitts' Estates Agents has been made since the change in the management 
of that Department. The Crown Lands Agents are not removeable at the 
pleasure of the head of the Department; and I believe the Jesuits' Estates 
Agents are tn the same posttton. I am quite sure the Commisstoner of the 
Jesutts' Estates could not make any appointment, or remove any Agent, 
without the consent of the Executive Government; which officers are, at 
present, as respects thetr dependency on the Executive Government, tdentt- 
cally tn the same posttion as before the late arrangement, except that 

they are accountable to another superior officer.

COL. PRINCE! rose and said that he intended to submit a motion to the 
House which he hoped and believed would meet with its approbation and 
what was of equal importance, with the approbation of the country at large. 
He was happy to say that an arrangement had, after much anxious consider- 
ation, and many meetings between the Directors of the Great Western Rail 
Road Company and himself, as President of the Niagara and Detroit Rivers 
Rail Road Company, been arrived at, which would, he thought, be acceptable 
to all parties interested, and to the people of Westerm Canada in particu- 
lar. The House was aware how strenuously he had advocated the interests 
of the Company of which he was President; but he could assure them that 
advocacy was based mainly on public grounds. He strove for a Rail Road 
from Buffalo to Sandwich as the most profitable that could be built, but 
the success of his measure was doubtful, however much it may be supported 
in that House; fearful odds appeared against it in another branch of the 
Legislature. He saw that the great object after all, was to secure one 
great Rail Road through Upper Canada, and that object had been attained by 
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an arrangement which he had this day entered into with the directors 
of the Great Western. It was quite unnecessary to occupy the time of 
the House with any lengthy remarks upon the subject, and he would there- 
fore conclude by stating that (among other minor arrangements which had 
been concluded) it was this day agreed that the termini of that stupend- 
ous undertaking should be fixed at certain points--that the Shareholders 
of the Niagara and Detroit Rivers Rail Road Stock should be permitted to 
hold shares to an equal amount in the Great Western Rail Road Stock, and 
should take credit for the monies paid by them on their former stock-- 
and that the Great Western should bona fide commerce their undertaking and 
have their whole capital stock subscribed for before the first day of 
January, 1850--and that in the event of their failure to do so, the Niag- 
ara and Detroit Rivers Rail Road Company should be at liberty to apply 
to a future Parliament for a removal of their charter without any oppos- 
ition from the Great Western. 

After thanking the House for the support it had given to his measure 
during the present session-—

DR. LATERRIERE, wished to be understood by every gentleman in the 
House, on the present motion. He would rely on their indulgence for 
his Gallo English taken from his French notes. His object was to move 
an Address to His Excellency, praying for a speedy prorogation of Parlia- 
ment. He would be concise on this question. He was sorry that he was not 
allowed on Friday last, to proceed to the conclusions at which he aimed, 
upon this subject, being as he thought,a question of privilege, and more 
so a question of life for the members of this House. The obligation 
imposed on each individual to work in doing that for which society has 
been established, forced him again to ask the liberty of speech. In mov- 
ing this question, he wished it to be well understood, that he not only 
acted as a member for this House, but as a medical man, and consequently 
not from any political consideration. He had said the other day--against 
pestilence, famine, or war, there are no laws. Self preservation became 
the common law. He would ask if it was not a fact, that Typhus Fever 
was concentrated under sheds which were near their doors,and that it has 
spread in almost every quarter of the city, and more so in many country 
villages in the neighbourhood. He would ask surrounded as they were by 
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this disease, in their Parliamentary sheds--sheds eyen more dangerous than 
the emigrant sheds--opening the doors to thousands of persons without any 
distinction, for the purpose of seeing and hearing the deliberations of the 
House, if Typhus Fever, the most sullen and contagious, even under conditions 
that it is not in their power to foresee and to command, finding them so 
well disposed to receive, will not finish by bursting among them. He would 
ask the medical gentlemen in the House if they ought not to apprehend such 
an eruption. Who are the individuals that are so ignorant of the first 
rudiments of Hygiene, as not to know that with an atmosphere from 96 to 

100 degrees, which rises the blood to fever heat, and which were it not 

for our active values of prespiration (sic) would carry off half of them 
suddenly of thunder apoplexy. A prostration of strength is nevertheless 
the consequence of this dissolving work, by which alone their equilibrium 
was maintained, but it will ultimately open their constitution to the 

fever so much to be apprehended; besides they must also keep in view that 
many are in danger from the fever arising from excitement in their long 
Parliamentary debates, breathing deliterious (sic) air, loaded with Carbon 
and with all other nuisances of the most active corruption, which was 
increased by the putrification of 50 corpses in their neighbourhood, which 
are carried to their graves every day. He would ask if after the exposi- 
tion of these facts it were not to be feared, at least by those who 
attached any value to their lives, that every day, yes, every hour they 

are in great danger from their remaining in the very midst of infection 

15 to 16 hours every day. Is it not folly then to pretend to follow those 
who affect not to apprehend the nature of the disease, to pass with preci- 
pitation measures that they shall have to amend or do over again ere 
another session. The results of last Session has (sic) fully proved, that 
laws of such importance as those alluded to could not be properly digested 
in a few days, or even weeks, and that it would be the means of sowing 

the seeds of disease among the inhabitants of this Province, and general 
dissatisfaction with their Legislative proceedings. The country last year 
was in open rebellion against these very same measures, so framed as not 
to be understood or executed. He said that the number of the orders of 

the day at present on the list was 107, and which like the Hydra multiply 
much faster than they could dispose of them. It was a monstrosity without 
parallel in the Legislative proceedings of the Province, and above all in 
the present season of the year. Take notice, that there are among these 
orders of the day to be found some 50 or 60 Bills of pretty, nice, little 
incorporations, which will cost the country during the present Session about 
£25,000, and if they neglected to adopt some measure this Session to pre- 
vent for the future such an abuse, they would have about the same abuse to 
face next year. There are also about 30 Bills of very secondary interest, 
of as much private as public importance, which ought to be disposed of. 

Of the remaining, about 15 are undoubtedly of great public importance; the 
House might, however, dispose of them in less than a week by exclusive 
attendance. He said that the members were under greater danger of sink- 
ing than the country, and they also owed some duties to their wives and 
children, as well as to their private interest. For these reasons he 
declared frankly that his patriotism had gone, and that he could not longer 
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admit the consistency of making bad or good laws to an unlimited time, 
when, as he told them, pestilence was at the door. In conclusion he 
should say that he preferred living a few years longer, than to live 

a thousand years on the pages of history. For that end he would submit 
very respecfully (sic) to the House, his motion for an Address to His 
Excellency the Governor General, and would pray for the members of the 
Ministry, to advise strongly, quickly their parting, either by dissolu- 
tion or prorogation of Parliament, conformably to what had been stated 
by the Hon. Attorney General West. For his own part, laying aside any 
political considerations, he would consider such a recommendation from 
their side an immense service to the members of this House, and to the 
country at large. If there are incredulous and strong-minded political 
generals among them who probably would accuse him of being an alarmist, 
let them read the newspapers of all parts of the Province, particularly 
the Pilot and Herald of that morning, and they will become convinced 
that the danger is becoming most imminent, and that it was high time 
for them to retreat. From Grosse Isle as far as the place of their 
destination, the emigrants are carrying disease with them; what is to 
be the result of this the House in its collective wisdom will decide.8 


MR. BERTHELOT addressed the House in French in support of the motion. 
(CHe)) said, that as a Bee osat ton would be very expensive, perhaps an 
adjournment would be better. 0 


MR. ERMATINGER opposed the motion altogether; he thought that it was 
a work of SUPERIOGATION in the House to pass this motion for an Address.11

Your Commtttee having attentively and constderately examined the 
volumtnous and important Documents submitted to them by Your Honorable 
House, beg leave to make the following Report, as the result of thetr 
tnvestigattons on thts momentous and hitherto controverttble questton. 
Your Committee have in evidence, that the cut through the St. Francts 
bank, to make an arttfictal Channel through Lake St. Peter, was s undertaken 
and proceeded with on erroneous data of the contemplated expenditure, and

sertous ly at vartance wtth what might have reasonably been anttctpated, 
and tn controvention of the enactment of 4 and 5 Vic. c. 38, sec. 15; and 
on thts subject Captain Bayfteld, in his Report of 17th September last, 
makes the followtng observattons:--"If, in the first tnstance, when I was 
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consulted before the commencement of the works, tt had been represented 

to me that the amount of excavation required to deepen the new Channel, 
and consequently the expense, would be nearly double of that required in 
the old Channel, instead of tts having been tnconstderately stated to 

me, by an authority, the competency of which I could not doubt, that on 

a compartson of the two Channels, tt was found that the quanttty to be 
removed in the stratght Channel was 'but little more than what would be 
necessary in the crooked one,' I mtght have doubted whether any advantages 
possessed by the new Channel could have afforded a suffictent compensation 
for so great a difference of expense, tn the present burdened state of the 
Colontal Revenue, and been compelled to decide in favor of the attempt 
betng made on the ltne of the old Channel." 

Your Committee are disposed generally to cotnetde with Captain Bay- 
field in his last Report, tn reference to the following parttculars:-- 

That tf the arttiftetal Channel be completed to the full extent con- 
templated by the late Board of Works, tt wtll not then be avatlable for the 
general purposes of trade, that netther steamboats nor vessels can navt- 
gate the satd Channel at ntght. 

That steamboats, wtth vessels in tow, may navigate the same tn day 
time, but satling vessels, with a large draught of water, cannot proceed 
tn thts Channel wtthout betng tn tow of a steamer, even tn the day time; 
that rafts must not be permitted to pass down the Lake by this Channel, 
to tnterrupt the navigation. Captain Bayfield also states, that to render 
thts Channel avatlable for general purposes, the cut through the St. Fran- 
ets bank must be at least 100 fathoms wider than has been contempTated, 
and that to accomplish the same, the cost wtll be at least £80,000 or 
£90,000 more than has been approprtated. 

Your Committee, however, tn reference to the esttmated cost of such 
a Channel, are decidedly of optnton that the sum of £400,000 wtll be 
tnadequate to secure its ulttmate completion; an expenditure whitch your 
Committee coneetve would be unjusttftable, when they take into constder- 
atton that, on the completton of the St. Lawrence Canals, vessels will 
proceed from the Ports on the Upper Lakes with thetr cargoes direct to 
Quebee without transhtpment; and even tf completed to the breadth of 900 
feet, and 14 in depth, as recommended by Captain Bayfteld, at the cost 
above enumerated, that portion of the old natural Ship Channel whtch has 
a breadth from 1200 to 1500 feet, and a depth of 18 to 20 feet, fora 
distance of 42 miles down to the lower Light Vessel, would at all times 
be more advantageous to vessels of all classes both by day and night. 

Your Committee agree with Captain Bayfield, that the current tin 
both Channels ts nearly the same, and cotnetde with him in optnton that 
tt ts no use to light up the new Channel when completed, for tts use 
by ntght ts not even contemplated; and also that the new Channel should 
be left open, constdering tt an addittonal Channel, although to a very 
Limited extent, for the spectal purpose of shtps of a large draught 
tn the tow of steamers in the day time. 

Your Committee, however, cannot agree with Captain Bayfield, that 
the gradual actton of the current in the new Channel wtll annually improve 
tts capabtltttes, but are more disposed to acqutesce, though wtth con- 
stderable limitation, in the evtdence given by Captatn Bayfteld, in 
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reference to the tmprovement of the navigation of Lake St. Peter, before 
a Select Committee of the House of Assembly of Lower Canada on the 16th 
January, 1836, and reported in Appendtx to vol. 45, viz: "it ts not im- 
posstble that the end first excavated might be filled up by sand washing 
tnto tt, by the time the other end was reached;" and further, tn the same 
evtdence,in reference to the width of the contemplated cut through the 
bank of the St. Francts, Captain Bayfield purposes to limit the width of 
the excavation to 200 feet; and tt could not well be less, says he, to 
allow vessels to turn tn and pass each other wtthout rtsk. In his recent 
Report, however, he appears to have recommended a Channel of 900 feet in 
width, whitch Your Committee conceive more adequate tn magnttude for the 
purpose contemplated. 

Your Committee are, however, consctous that a Channel of thts magni- 
tude would tnvolve an expenditure of at least £400,000, a sum of £70,000 
having already been expended tn excavating a Channel of 50 yards in width, 
and there yet remains for excavation, to complete thts Channel of 50 yards 
no less than 874,871 cubte yards, tnvolving an addtttonal expenditure of 
£28,500. 

Your Committee find appended to Capt. Bayfield's Report, a Report of 
Committee of the Honorable Executive Counetl, dated 21st September, 1846, 
approved of by His Excellency the Governor General the same day, ordering 
that nothing should be undertaken at present that should exceed the cost 
of the appropriation of last Sesston. Your Committee trust that this wtse 
determination will be persevered tn, tnasmuch as the advantages to be 
attatned by a large outlay in thts Channel, will not be, as your Committee 
concetve, commensurate with any tnereased expenditure. 

With reference to the Report of a Committee of Inqutry held at Sorel, 
tn relation to certain charges made against the Superintendent of the 
Works on Lake St. Peter, your Committee cannot but express thetr appro- 
bation of the promptttude and impartiality evinced tn thts tnvestigatton, 
and the judtetous and sattsfactory dectston had thereon.

MR. BOULTON? in moving that an Address be presented to Her Majesty, 
praying her to provide more commodious buildings for the use of the 
Government and Legislature, and that the Seat of Government be removed 
to Upper Canada rose and spoke as follows:-- 

Pursuant to notice, I beg leave to move a series of resolutions, 
in reference to the removal of the Seat of Government to Upper Canada; 
and, in doing so, I trust it may not be imputed to me that I do so from 
selfish or improper motives. 

Fully impressed with the importance of the subject, I trust the 
resolutions I am now about to submit to this House, will receive that 
consideration and attention which is due to them, and that honorable 
members who differ with me in opinion as to the propriety of the course 
I am adopting will endeavour to convince me and the members of this House, 
and not endeavour to intimidate by referring to the course that will be 
pursued by the people of Lower Canada--in case my resolutions should 
carry. 

I am perfectly aware that when the Seat of Government was removed 
from Kingston, it was foretold that it would produce a rebellion in Upper 
Canada, and yet no such result has followed. We may be told now, that 
if Lower Canada should lose the Seat of Government, the people of this 
Province will agitate for a Repeal of the Union. 

I trust, however, that a different course will be pursued, and whilst 
I shall cheerfully yield my views, if convinced, by sound argument. I 
shall look for the adoption of the same course by those who, at the pre- 
sent moment, are averse to the Seat of Government going to Upper Canada. 

Before proceeding further, however, I will give my reasons for the 
course which I am taking. 

lst.--I think it an act of great injustice to the Representative of 
both Provinces, that we should be called upon to assemble for the dis- 
charge of our public duties, in a building situated as this, in which 
we are now deliberating, surrounded on all sides by narrow, noisy, and 
dusty streets. On which are erected, all the low lodging houses of 
the town, and which contain numberless cases of the dead and dying, the 
victims of the pestilence which is now ravaging the city. 


A cry from some hon. member, "You are very sick, are you not!"'5 


MR. BOULTON--I can assure the hon. gentleman I am not very well; 
much laughter®. ((This)) building ((was))originally fitted up as a 
market, and ... ((contained)) none but low inconvenient and cramped 
up rooms without either air or ventilation, and wherein the thermometer 
for the last three weeks has usually ranged between 80 and 90. 

2ndly.--Because this state of things cannot be remedied except at 
an enormous expense to the Province, and which it is impossible to 
expend for that purpose until our public departments are completed. 

3rd.--Because I think the capital of a great country, such as this, 
is destined to become should be as nearly as possible in the midst of 
the population, having intercourse with and requiring access to the 
Seat of Government. 

4th.--Because it is apparent that within 10 or 15 years, Upper 
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Canada must contain a much larger population than Lower Canada. 

5th.--Because the import and export trade of Upper Canada is increas- 
ing in equal proportion with the population of Upper Canada, and because 
it is evident, that in a few years Upper Canada must become the most 
important, bothinrespect to population and commerce. 

6th.--Because from the extreme heat in summer and severe cold in 
winter, together with the smaller agricultural advantages for supplying 
the ordinary market of the capital of the country, Montreal is not a 
desirable position for the permanent Seat of the Government of this Pro- 
vince ,--and 

lst.--I would call upon hon. members to say whether in their opinion 
the House they are now occupying, is a fit and proper place in which to 
deliberate upon the important questions affecting the country, is it 
desirable, I ask is it right or proper that 84 members should be huddled 
into a low room of about 40 feet by 30, in a noisy thoroughfare when one 
can hardly be heard for the passing of cabs and carts outside, in a room 
that this House knows has never been and cannot be ventilated in winter, 
and where the thermometer ranges between 80 and 90 during summer. / 


Cries of this would be equally felt at Quebec®, 


MR. BOULTON ((continued:)) I would ask whether it is right whilst 
a dire pestilence is raging around us, we should be compelled to meet 
in a house we cannot approach without passing lodging houses filled with 
cases of contagious fever, and within 30 feet of the very room we are 
sitting, with a sewer through which the whole filth of the city passes, 
running under the whole length of the building. 

2dly.--In reference to my second reason, and assuming that no one 
will differ with me as to the impropriety of longer occupying our pre- 
sent House, I will ask if hon. members are prepared to appropriate 
£100,000 or £200,000 towards erecting buildings for the accommodation of 
the Government and Legislature of this Province; I would ask the Govern- 
ment if they are prepared to recommend such an expenditure. No, sir, 
they are not. At the present moment our Canals are unfinished, and the 
whole of the vast sum expended on their construction rendered almost 
unproductive; and why? Because a further sum of £200,000 or £300,000 is 
required to complete them. And why is not this money obtained? 
Simply because it cannot be borrowed; though our credit is good and 
revenue increasing, yet in the present state of the money market in 
England we cannot procure the means; and if we cannot expend £200,000 
to enable a return to be made upon the expenditure of some £200,000 or 
£300,000 in constructing those works, surely no Government would be so 
mad as to incur an additional debt of £100,000 or £200,000 for erect- 
ing public buildings. The idea is absurd, and no government can stand 
that would dare to propose such a measure to the country. 

3dly.--I would urge the removal of the seat of Government to Upper 
Canada, because I think it ought to be situated as nearly as possible 
in the midst of the population, having intercourse with and requiring 
access to the seat of Government. And this is a proposition which I 
think no one will attempt to deny. Then, who, sir, I would ask, have 
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the most intercourse with and require most access to the Government of 

this Proyvinee? Is it the people of Lower Canada? No, sir, it is not. 

No we now know that from the very nature of their institutions, and the 
tenure by which lands in Lower Canda are in general held, the great major- 
ity of its inhabitants never require to transact business with the Gov- 
ernment; whilst in Upper Canada the spirit and enterprise of the population 
is such, that scarcely a farmer in that Province does not require, by 

his agent, or in person, to transact business with the officers of Govern- 
ment. This of itself is almost a sufficient reason; but when we refer to 
the population of the two sections of the Province, and find how much 

more rapidly the one has increased than the other, I cannot believe that 
feeling of a purely selfish nature can ever permit the inhabitants of 

a whole Province to be sacrificed to those of a mere locality like Montreal. 
From the returns laid upon the Table of this House, it appears, by the 
census taken in Lower Canada according to law in 1825, that the population 
of Lower Canada amounted to 432,639, while that of Upper Canada, in the 
same year, was only 157,425. The next census for Lower Canada was in 1831, 
a period of six years after, when the 423,639 had increased to 511,917, 
being an increase during six years of 88,287 souls, or only about 20 per 
cent, increase in six years. 

In 1832, on the contrary, the census for Upper Canada exhibits its 
increase from its smaller number of 157,425, in seven years, instead of 
Sixssto 276,935) exhibiting an. increase of 119,528, or about 75-per cent 
increase instead of 20 per cent. 

By the Official Returns made to Parliament of the census of Lower 
Canada, in 1844, the 511,919 of 1831 had only increased to 678,590, 
showing an increase in 13 years of 166,671, giving an average annual 
increase of 12,813 or 23 per cent on the census of 1831. 

Should the population of Lower Canada continue to increase in the 
same proportion until 1854, the population of 1844 will have advanced 
to 846,240, being 16,866 per annum, and 128,650 to the augregate (sic) 
in 10 years. 

By the like returns it appears that the population of Lower Canada, 
while in 1843 it had advanced to 506,055 in 11 years, and at the rate 
of 20,829 is nearly 8 per cent per annum, which shows a population in 
Upper Canada in 1844 of 526,829, 

And should the population of Upper Canada continue to increase with 
the same rapidity until 1854, the population of 1844 of 526,829 will have 
advanced to 948,289, being at the rate of 42,146 per annum, and 491,460 
in the aggregate of 10 years. 

Should we look forward to but a short period in the age of a country, 
say to 1864, the population of Upper Canada will, in the foregoing 
calculations, have increased to 1,750,000, while Lower Canada will only 
have attained a little over 1,000,000. 

But, supposing that it should be argued that in fixing the Seat of 
Government, reference should not be had so much to the population of 
either section as to the commerce of the respective Province. Assuming 
this to be a correct position, I think, I can shew, satisfactorily, that 
even then Upper Canada would be entitled to it. 
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By reference to the returns laid before Parliament, it would appear 
that for the last four years the duties collected at Quebec, Montreal 
and St. Johns, the three principal ports in Lower Canada have only 
increased at the rate of about five per cent per annum, whilst at Tor- 
onto, Kingston and Hamilton, the duties have increased at the rate of 
about fitty—-rive per cents perm annum:

And from information that I have been able to gain, I find that this 
year it is likely that the decrease on duties at Quebec and Montreal will 
be upwards of £30,000, whilst the increase at the interior ports will be 
upwards of £20,000, at the lowest calculation. 

Again, if we look at the comparative export trade of the two Pro- 
vinces, what do we find from Upper Canada; there passed the Lachine 
Canal up to 5th July, 1847, the following articles:-—-

Now, this it will be seen, is entirely the produce of Upper Canada. 

It is well known that Lower Canada is not an Agricultural country, 
and exports scarcely any of the articles above enumerated, then what 
trade has Lower Canada?--what export has it?--why, chiefly timber. 

Then let us look at the timber trade, and what do we find to be 
the case as regards it. 

From the returns of the lumber measured at Quebec in 1846, it 
appears that of 35,694,383 ft., only 8,850,042 feet were from Lower 
Canada, and 26,844,341 feet from Upper Canada, shewing a difference 
in favour of Upper Canada, in the article of lumber alone, measured 
at Quebec, of about 18,000,000 feet. 

If, therefore, trade is to regulate position of the Seat of Govern- 
ment, where ought it to be? Why, undoubtedly in Upper Canada. But 
there is another and perhaps a stronger reason than any other which I 
have adduced, why the Seat of Government should be in Upper Canada. 

It is well known that Lower Canada, with the exception of the 
Eastern Townships, is divided into Seigniories over which the Govern- 
ment neither exercises, or is supposed to exercise any control; the 
whole business connected with the settlement and improvement of those 
seigniories, is carried on between the Seigniors and Censitaires, the 
profit made by the sale or disposition of those lands, goes to the 
Seignieur; the tenants require to have no access to the Government 
whatever, so that no inconvenience is felt by the inhabitants of Lower 
Canada generally. Should the Seat of Government be removed beyond 
the limits of the Province; but how is it in Upper Canada? there the 
whole of the public domain belongs to the Crown, and in it is included 
the largest tract of some millions of acres of the finest land that 
can be found in this continent--this land is capable of yielding 
largely to the revenues of the Province. The surplus population of 
Great Britain is daily going to Upper Canada, to settle upon it, 
and no persons can purchase an acre of it, without the interference 
of the Government or an agent--when he is entitled to his patent, 
he cannot obtain it without going in person or sending to the Government 
for it, and thus in proportion as the Seat of Government is removed to 
a distance from the agricultural section of the Province which is so 
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rapidly filling up, is the tax upon each inhabitant of Upper Canada, re- 
quiring to transact business with the Government increased. Nor is it the 
newly arrived emigrants alone who require to repair to the capital. From 
the facility there is in Upper Canada of every industrious farmer acquir- 
ing real estate, no sooner does he get comfortably settled himself, with 
his family growing up around him, than he goes to the Land Office, or em- 
ploys an agent to do so, to purchase land for his sons. Thus, from the 
very character of the people, they require always to communicate with the 
Government; and a removal to Lower Canada of the capital, entails a tax, 
varying in amount only, on almost every yeoman of Upper Canada. 

Then, sir, if the Seat of Government ought to be at as near the cen- 
tre of the Territory of Canada, surely Montreal is not the spot. I be- 
lieve, sir, that at the time the seat of Government was brought from Kings- 
ton, it was argued that Montreal was the most central position between 
Gaspe and Sarnia. Now, sir I ask--what right has Sarnia to be taken as 
the Western extremity of Canada? Are not honorable members aware that, 
to the westward of Sarnia, along the northern shores of Lakes Huron and 
Superior, a far more valuable territory, originally forming a part of 
Upper Canada, exists than in any part of the Province of Canada lying east 
of Quebec? Are they not aware that, besides immense tracts of fertile 
land lying to the west of Sarnia, there is that boundless region of min- 
eral wealth, which, in a few short years will be teeming with an active 
and wealthy population, contributing more, perhaps, to the export of this 
Province, than all the rest of Canada besides. Why, sir, compared with 
that region, the whole of Canada lying east of Quebec is comparatively 
trifling; and--although I do not wish to disparage or underrate that sec- 
tion of the Province--I would beg leave to state that it appears that 
Whitby, one Township only in the Home district of Upper Canada, contrib- 
utes more to the revenue of the Post Office department, than the whole of 
Canada lying east of Quebec. 

One more observation and I have done; the amount paid annually conse- 
quent on the Seat of Government being in Montreal, for rent of Government 
House, Parliament Buildings, Public Offices &c., is, as I am informed, not 
less than £5000 or £6000 a year. At Quebec and Toronto it is well known 
that public buildings formerly occupied by the Legislatures of Upper and 
Lower Canada respectively are at present totally unproductive to the Prov- 
ince. I ask, then, of the Government, I ask of this House, is it right 
that the interest on £100,000 should be annually thrown away when, by 
holding the Legislature at Toronto, or Quebec, even temporarily, the 
Government would save that money for roads and bridges, or other public 
improvements? 

Before concluding, I would state that, although I consider the Seat 
of Government should be permanently fixed within the Province of Upper 
Canada, yet I think that the health and lives of the Members of this House 
are jeopardized unless we cease to occupy the present Parliament Buildings, 
and for the reason I urge that the Seat of Government should be fixed in 
Upper Canada: and if not fixed at once that it should be temporarily 
removed until permanent buildings are erected; and although I think, in 
that event, that Toronto would be more central and afford greater conven- 
ience to the majority of the people of this Province repairing to the 
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Seat of Government, yet I am perfectly prepared, rather than that we 
should longer occupy the present unhealthy and unwholesome building, 

to advocate a temporary removal of the Seat of Government to Quebec. 

As I do not wish to hurry so important a matter through the House, but 
wish to allow Members time to consider the matter fully, I will lay the 
Resolutions upon the table at present, and allow a few days to pass, 
say until the beginning of next week, before I enter further into the 
matter.

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD? , in moving, according to notice, that an Address 
be presented to Her Majesty, praying for a repeal, or at least a modification 
of the Navigation Laws, as far as regards this Colony, said, that the repeal 
of these laws was a matter of great importance to the country--one upon which 
the salvation of trade depended,--and which involved the question of the use- 
fulness or uselessness of the Public Works. Whether the carrying trade of 
the West were to go by the Canals and Railroads of the United States, or by 
the River St. Lawrence seemed to depend on the solution of this question. 
There were many indications which led him to believe that it would go by 
the United States, and it was, therefore, necessary to do everything that 
could be done to avert such a calamity, which he thought could only be avert- 
ed by a change in the Navigation Laws. He considered it a question upon 
which not only the commercial prosperity of the country, but its political 
existence depended; for he considered that if trade was diverted to the 
United States the Province would suffer most materially, especially Lower 
Canada. The Commercial Policy of the Government had been lately exhibited 
to the House, it has been shown that they wished for the extension of trade. 
But they desired to get more Public Works finished as soon as possible, that 
they might be able to retain their carrying trade, and reduce the tolls so 
as to attract the trade of the Western States. He trusted that this policy 
was such as would enlarge the trade of the country. The question before 
the House was one of so great importance--one which had been discussed so 
much, and one, upon which hon. members had no doubt reflected so much, that 
he thought it unnecessary to say more at present; he would, therefore, now 
read the draft of the Address which he intended to propose.

Her Majesty that the charges whtch have recently been made tn the com- 
merctal policy of Great Britain have produced embarrassments and dtfftcul- 
ttes tn the trade of this Colony, whitch, unless promptly met, may ultt- 
mately prove highly injurious to the tnterests of the Emptre: That this 
Province has ineurred a large debt for the construction of publte tmprove- 
ments, chtefly for rendering our access to the Ocean more easy and less 
expenstve, and for matntaining our trade with the Mother Country and 

with Foreign Nattons, through the channel of the St. Lawrence, in the 

hope of shortly attracting through the same route the vast products of 

the Western portton of thts Continent: That the continuance of the pro- 
tection in the British markets, whtch Her Majesty's duttful and loyal 
subjects tn thts Province had hitherto so advantageously enjoyed, would 
have fully realtzed thetr expectations in thts respect, but that the 
commerctal changes whtch the wisdom of the Imperial Parltament has deemed 
tt prudent to adopt, compel us, under the extsting altered circumstances 
of our trade, to seek for changes tn the Navigation Laws affecting this 
Province, which otherwise would have been unnecessary: That measures 

have been adopted tn the netghbourtng Republic, with a view to divert the 
trade of thts Province to and from Great Britain through the Railroads 
and Canals of that country, and thereby to secure to them a large acces- 
ston of carrying trade, and from whtch a Revenue was ytelded last year 

of about Seven hundred thousand pounds; and that there ts too much reason 
to fear that thetr attempts will prove successful, unless other and fur- 
ther tnducements than at present exist are offered to favor of the route 
by the St. Lawrence: That to afford such inducements, and to prevent a 
calamtty so much to be apprehended, thts House humbly pray, that Her Majesty 
wtll be most gractously pleased to sanctton the free use of the Navigation 
of the River St. Lawrence by all Nations; and that, to that end, She will 
be further gractously pleased to recommend to the Impertal Parliament to 
repeal the Laws of Navtgation so far as they, tn any manner, relate to or 
affeet thts Colony. 


The hon. gentleman was loudly cheered from all parts of the House 
upon sitting down. /

MR. COLVILLE wished to hear some reasons why it was proposed to grant 
the pension, he knew nothing about the facts of the present case, but he 
was opposed to increasing the pension list: he was for paying public officers 
well for their services, but he would make it a general rule never to grant 
any pension to their widows and families, he would therefore oppose the 
Speaker's leaving the chair. 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said that the proper time to discuse (sic) the mat- 
ter was when the House went into Committee. 


MR. COLVILLE thought not, as he was opposed to the principal (sic) of the 
measure,.12 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY then made some remarks.... He gave a sketch of 
the life of the late Chief Justice, and said that it was unnecessary for him 
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to eulogize him; all knew him, and all concurred in admitting him to have 
been possessed of great talents and knowlege (sic), and of his having rendered 
eminent services to the country. It was known to every one that he left 
nothing behind him to support his widow, who had divested herself of her 

own means for his support during his lifetime, and who was the only support 

of his aged mother .1 


MR. AYLWIN concurred in the remarks of the member for Beauharnois, 
against the granting of pensions to widows of Justices and to the widows 
of other public officers, who, as they received high salaries for their 
services, ought to make provisions for their families, after their death; 
but there were exceptions to every rule and this was one of them. The Hon. 
Attorney General had done nothing but justice to the memory of the late 
Chief Justice. He (Mr. A.) was not much in the habit of praising either 
the living or the dead; but there was one fact which he must state, it was 
an act which he considered conferred great honor upon the late Chief Justice, 
and that was, that in bad times, when the law was set at defiance, a ques- 
tion arose between the Crown and the Subject of a legal character, the 
deciding of which against the Crown he knew would cause him to be suspended; 
yet he acted a British part, knowing the hazard he would incur by his deci- 
sion, and he conscientiously decided according to law, as he believed, and 
certainly according to justice. To the shame of their Government, they did 
as was expected they would do, suspended him. He remained suspended for 
three or four years, when owing to mere chance, at least to a very small 
accident, he was restored, and that at time when the Ministry at home 
intended to allow his suspension to continue. He well knew that if he were 
suspended he would never be restored, and that in bad health, as he was, 
he would be obliged to return to the bar to seek a living, or to drag out 
his life in misery and poverty. Yet in the face of all this, he defied 
the Government. That was one of his acts for which he would never be for- 
gotten by his country. No Judges, he trusted, would ever again be put 
in the same position; for one of his (Mr. A's) first acts as a member of the 
House, was to introduce a measure to make the Judges in Lower Canada inde- 
pendent, as in Upper Canada, and England. He thought the country would do 
well to seize the present opportanity (sic) to render some testimony to a 
man who so faithfully served her. He considered that it would be a disgrace 
to the country to allow his widow to depend upon the voluntary contributions 
of friends for support, and was delighted to see the Government do what he 
considered an act of justice. It could not be said that this would be a 
precedent, for they would never again see a Judge placed in the same posi- 
tion. The honorable gentleman oncluded (sic) with some remarks upon the 
great attainments of the late Chief Justice. Very few Judges, he said 
could be found equal to him in knowledge or literary attainments. 


COL. PRINCE said, that after the Governor's sending down a Message 
requesting the House, to take this matter into consideration, he thought 
they ought to go into Committee to do so. Then the hon. members might dis- 
cuss the matter fully, but he did not think it the proper time to do so 
now. For himself, he was not aware of any acts for the benefit of poster- 
ity done by the late Chief Justice, and it was necessary to go into Commit- 
tee to know why it was proposed to grant a pension to his widow. 
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MR. GOWAN was opposed to the granting of pensions on principle. If 
this pension was granted, there would be many others applied for, and he 
thought the present the proper time to discuss the principle. 


MR. BERTHELOT was against the principle of granting pensions, but 
there was (sic) some exceptions, and he thoght (sic) the present case one. 
He considered they ought to go into Committee before any discussion took 

1 
place. 


MR. MOFFATT thought it was the proper time to discuss the principle, 
for if they once went into Committee the only question would be the amount 
of the pension; and unless the Government made out a special case, he would 
oppose the Speaker's leaving the Chair. He was opposed to the principle of 
pensions unless in special cases. 


MR. DUGGAN could not see why the widow of a public officer, well and 
liberally paid, should be entitled to any grant of pension more than the 
widow of a labourer who earned his 2s. 6d. per day. He should oppose the 
motion. 


MR. LAFONTAINE was opposed to the principle of granting pensions but 
considered this an exception. Under the old regime, under which the Chief 
Justice was appointed, in 1828, the widows of all judges generally received 
pensions, and the faith of the Government was therefore, to some extent, 
pledged at the late Chief Justice accepting office, to grant a pension to 
his widow after his decease. Besides, the principle was recognised by the 
Union Act, and since the Union the widow of a puisne Judge, Fletcher, had 
been pensioned at £300 per annum.

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de St. Real. The learned Attorney General reiterated his previous praise 
of Judge Vallieres and said he had contributed greatly to the advancement 
of science and knowledge in the country; he was one of the founders of the 
Historical Society of Quebec, and other useful institutions, and had con- 
tributed papers to the former which were of the utmost value to the History 
of the country. 


MR. AYLWIN pronounced a second beautiful eulogium on the character of 
the distinguished Judge: he said, "his heart was an honour to his 
kind, his acts of munificence were as numerous as his days, and if he had 
a fault it was in being led away by his philantrophy (sic)."22 


MR. DRUMMOND was opposed to granting pensions as a principle, but he 
was equally opposed to laying down a rule by which eminently deserving cases 
would be excluded. The late Chief Justice had given his life to his country, 
and his means to the poor; it was a very necessity of his nature to give 
to the distressed, or to those who came before him as such; he had incurred 
heavy debts chiefly by his unregarded generosity; and it was a fact that 
the greater part of his income as Chief Justice of Montreal went to the dis- 
charge of liabilities so contracted; his excellent lady, looking not to the 
future, and caring little for her own wants, so managed his affairs that 
regular periodical payments were made to his creditors during his incumbency 
as Chief Justice. He (Mr. D.) would ask then was not this a case in which the 
honour of a government was called upon to render tribute to the memory of such 
a man, and to afford protection to such a widow (hear, hear) .2 


MR. GOWAN hoped hon. members would not attribute his opposition to any- 
thing but principle, as he was unacquainted with the late Chief Justice and 
could have no personal feelings in the matter. 


COL. PRINCE was against the resolutions at first, but from what he had 
since heard, he had changed his mind: his hon. and learned friend from Que- 
bec had given him a high character of the deceased Judge. It appeared that 
he was a learned and a good man; some called him a spendthrift, but from 
the details which had been communicated to him (Col. P.) it was evident that 
he was not personally an extravagant man; his means had been lavished upon 
others. Such faults belonged to the amiabilities of our nature. The 
excellent lady whose case was more immediately before the House, was also 
deserving of the highest consideration. She had been for years the nurse, 
as well as the wife; and by her great care was the valuable life of the 
Judge considerably prolonged, and much important good done to the public. 

It also appeared that although she must have foreseen from the first hour 

of her marriage that the days of her husband could not run to a great length; 
yet her care was not for herself; her thoughts were not to soucre (sic) the 
widow's purse. No; she desired to preserve the lame (sic) of the good Judge, 
and freely gave towards the discharge of his debts what others would certainly 
have treasured up (hear, hear.) He would give his hearty support to the 
resolution. 2

MR. BALDWIN seconded the motion, although he did not altogether approve 
of the scheme proposed--in consideration of the present frightful state of 
things and the strong necessity which existed for some steps being taken 
to aid the emigrants. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY opposed the motion: he considered the idea of 
settling the emigrants upon wild lands, and of supporting them for a year, 
to be a very bad one, as, in his opinion, the emigrants would be found quite 
as helpless at the end of the year as at the beginning, and not a single 
acre would be cleared, he also thought more time should be given for the 
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consideration of the proposed Address.°+ Besides the funds of the country 
were totally inadequate for such purposes.

MR. HALL could not vote for the motion, although he heartily concurred 
in the necessity of making some representations against the continuance of 
an immigration like the present one, and against the disgraceful conduct of 
the Irish landlords, in shipping their pauper tenants in the manner they 
were now doing. He was opposed to the granting of any public lands to set- 
tle immigrants upon: this country, he considered, had no right to support 
the paupers of another country. >

MR. BALDWIN! , in moving for an Address for return of certain papers 
relating to the census, read a portion of the Act 4 and 5 Vic., directing 
the Secretary of the Province to issue certain printed forms to the Wardens 
of all Districts, &c., for the purpose of their being filled up with the 
returns of population, &c. He alluded to the extension of the time during 
which applications were by law permitted to be made by claimants for public 
lands in Lower Canada, and he declared that if the rumors he had heard 
were correct, a similar high-handed neglect of the absolute provisions of 
an Act of Parliament had been committed. He was informed, that instead of 
the printed forms being distributed, according to law, letters had been sent 
round stating that no returns were to be made. Such neglect would, in other 
times, have cost* Ministers3 their heads, and if anything had forced it on 
them, they should have come down to the House and prayed for an indemnity. 
In England that had been done repeatedly.4 Such conduct was not to be 
tolerated except in the most extreme cases. It was an enormity similar to 
that of issuing Militia Scrip in Lower Canada in direct contravention of 
the law. 

MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said that the Act provided for the census being 
taken in 1847, so that, as 1847 was still in existence, there was plenty 
of time to fulfill the provisions of the law. The fact was, that the law 
directed the forms to be sent to the Wardens of the several Districts, not 
of Upper Canada, but of Canada; now it was well known there were no Wardens 
of Districts in Lower Canada, so that the provisions of the Bill could not 
be complied with, the census must have been imperfect. Under these circum- 
stances, it was thought better to come down to the House with a Bill to 
obviate that evil rather than to go on with the census of only half the 
Province.--That Bill was now in the hands of the printer, and would, when 
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passed, enable Ministers to comply with the requirements of the Act 4 and 

5 Vic. There was no objection to bring down papers. Besides, the Legisla- 
ture was obliged, in 1847, to appoint a Commission to make these returns, 
and that Commission no longer existed. 


MR. HALL suggested the propriety of making the returns much more full. 
In the States, returns were made of everything--the capital invested in 
manufactures, agricultural products &c./ 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said that was provided for by the Bil1.8 


MESSRS. MERRITT and CAMERON said that it was of great consequence, if 
the whole census could not have been taken, to have that for Upper Canada. 
A Bill was now before the House to divide a large property belonging to 
the people of the Province in proportions according to the numbers belong- 
ing to different sects. Now, for that it was important that the numbers of 
the different sects should be known.? 


MR. AYLWIN said, if there were no Wardens in Lower Canada, there were 
Mayors, who could have made the returns as well as Wardens; and though it 
was true that the census, as the Attorney General said, was only required 
to be made in 1847, there was another clause which directed that the forms 
should be sent before a certain day which was passed,10 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said he had already explained, that in 1842 the 
Legislature was obliged to come to the assistance of the Government, and 
appoint a Commission to obtain this statistical information. Now that Com- 
mission was at an end, and if it were found necessary in 1842 to appoint 
such a body, the same thing was necessary now--Could a Mayor be compelled 
to give this information?11 


MR. AYLWIN read from the Municipal Act, a clause stating that the object 
of the appointment of officers under it was, among other things, to obtain 
the necessary materials for the census.1

MR. MERRITT having given his views at some length before would briefly 
repeat his conviction that by the establishment of a system of reciprocity 
in natural productions, between the United States and this country, much 
benefit would be derived.

They had already done so 
on some articles; if the duties were abolished, he was convinced that it 
would give them a much better market than that now enjoyed; for he was 
certain that the same state of things which occurred in 1836 would occur 
again.19 


MR. SEYMOUR would only make a few remarks upon what had fallen from 
the hon. member on former occasions, about the Farmers in Canada being 
able to compete with those in the United States, he (Mr. S.) was of opin- 
ion that they could not compete with them in many articles, such as Beef, 
Pork, and Indian Corn, and with respect te (sic) what he has said about 
having two markets, there was nothing so convincing that our market was 
higher than the other, as the fact that since the system of protection had 
prevailed, the revenue had largely increased on the produce imported. 
The revenue now amounted to nearly £35,000; the hon. member had also refer- 
red them as far back as 1836, to shew that prices were lower here than in 
the United States; but it was because there was no agricultural protection 
then. Since they had that, the country had been prosperous and the markets 
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good. He (Mr. S.),for one, would oppose the sweeping off of that boon, 

which had given universal satisfaction to the country. He was satisfied

MR. ERMATINGER said it was ridiculous to talk about establishing a 
system of reciprocity between nations both raising the same products, 
and both agricultural nations; it might do between a manufacturing country 
and an agricultural one, where the one could exchange its manufactures for 
the grain of the other: he could understand that; but he could not under- 
stand how a system of reciprocity could ((be)) established between two 
countries, both agricultural ones, like the United States and Canada.*t 


MR. MERRITT said he was surprised to hear the remarks which had been 
made by the member for Lennox and Addington. It was a matter of no conse- 
quence whether they could grow things cheaper in the one country or in the 
other, the question was whether they could sell them better in the one than 
in the other, and, if they looked back to 1836, they would see the advantage 
of having two markets. The protection they said they enjoyed was no pro- 
tection at all, it was only because the English market was opened to then, 
and the prices higher there than here, that they derived any advantage from 
it. He (Mr. M.) was looking to the future more than to the present; there 
had been a scarcity in America already, and there would be one again, and 
when that time came people would find out the truth of what he had been 
telling them. As to reducing the revenue, he was willing to strike out 
the articles from which any revenue was derived, and there could be no use 
in imposing duties on articles from which they received no revenue.

(C(WITHDRAWN MOTION RE: UNIFORM RATE OF POSTAGE.))¢- 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said the House had seen that the Home Government 
had agreed to relinquish the control of the Post Office so soon as the 
several North American Provinces should agree to some one plan; he would 
therefore move that a commission be appointed to meet, and confer, ((with)) 
Commissioners from the other Provinces, between this and the next session, 
in order to agree to determine upon a uniform rate of postage. The great 
object would be, of course, to reduce the rate which he thought ... might 
be done to a material extent. That would be, however, for future consider- 
ation. 


MR. BALDWIN did not exactly approve of the course proposed; it would 
be better to open a correspondence with the other colonies and ascertain 
their views; the Ministry here should also state what they desire to be 
done; otherwise a commission would be directed to act, and no preparatory 
step taken to determine the course they should pursue; the House was asked 
to concur in the present motion without the slightest information having 
been given as to the particular views of Ministers: they seemed, as in 
many other instances, to desire to relieve themselves of their lawful res- 
ponsibility.43 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD thought that he had sufficiently explained the 
plan; if, however, the hon. gentleman desired to know what was desired 
by the people; he would tell him that they desired the control; they were, 
however, told that it was impossible for them to have it until the course 
was taken which was now taking.44 The Ministry desired to have the con- 
trol of the Canadian Department, but it would be seen by the despatch 
that that would not be done; the colonies must confer as to a general 
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controling (sic) body; Ep eae a question which the government did not desire 
to press upon the House. 


MR. MERRITT could see no difficulty in each Province managing its own 
affairs. But it was not the agreement of the Provinces, which he objected 
to so much as the manner in which it was to be brought about. Here Ministers 
were about, as usual, to take the most expensive possible method of accom- 
plishing the object,--A Commission was to be appointed, who would go to work 
and talk the thing over, then it would be submitted to the Legislature, they 
would not agree, and it would be sent back to the Commissioners, and so 
bandied about at an enormous cost to the Province.4® It was Loliv.te 
appoint one when it could be arranged by the several Secretaries of the 
different Provinces.4/ 


MR. HALL asked why it was necessary to make this agreement? Surely the 
Imperial Government might have left this to the people themselves. Why had 
it not ((been)) said to them, "You pay these officers for doing their work, 
and it is for you to determine how they should do it." Let the Canadian 
postage be arranged by the Canadian Government, the postage charged to the 
lines, and from whence the Nova Scotian rates, or the rates from New Bruns-— 
wick, rates paid as the American rates are now paid on letters passing from 
Canada. The people of Canada were able to manage the Post Office as well as 
the people in England; indeed, in England the authorities had mismanaged the 
Office until they were set right by Mr. Rowland Hill, whose plans they had 
thwarted, and still continue to thwart. With all respect he thought the 
despatch was absurd, and the Province would have tg wait for three or four 
years, in order that, in the meantime, the Post Master-General might do as 
he liked. In the United States, the rates were much cheaper than here, 
although there the post was carried over the roads, instead of by the main 
line of cheap communication, from one end of Canada to the other.48 Ye 
thought that each Province should be allowed to manage its own Post Office, 
and Great Britain might have the control of the Atlantic Post between the 
different countries. 


MR. MOFFATT thought Montreal was the place where this affair should 
be negotiated.—-Was it not monstrous that the gentleman at the head of 
the department should be paid £3000 a year? He did not mean to deprecate 
the importance of that officer's duties; but they were certainly nothing 
like those of the Chief Justice. He could not think why the Government 
had not commenced by carrying out the recommendation of the Committee to 
reduce this salary to £1,000 per year. Some representation ought to be 
made on that subject especially as the inferior officers were very badly 
paid. Only the winter before a subscription was raised for one of then, 
who was a most useful public servant, but whose salary was acknowledged 
to be insufficient.--The hon. gentleman made some observations which were 
inaudible in the box.29 


MR. AYLWIN would not oppose the Government in the course they were 
about to take, because the Post Office was a subject, of which every one 
was heartily tired, and anxious to get rid of. The only question was 
whether the course proposed was likely to meet the necessity of the case. 


ae 


He would suggest ta the hon. gentleman opposite whether they might not 
follow, with advantage, the precedent they had themselves set the year 
before, when a deputation of the Executive Council, consisting of the 
Commissioner of Crown Lands and the late Attorney General (West) met the 
authorities of New Brunswick to arrange a matter in which the two Pro- 
vinces were mutually interested. He (Mr. Aylwin) was happy to bear 
witness to the ability with which those two gentlemen discharged their 
duty. Now, why should not the same kind of deputation be charged with 

the duty in question? He did not like commissions. Not only did he 

doubt their constitutionality; but he believed they were not within the 
power of the Government. The Whigs had introduced them, and were censured 
at the time for doing so. The hon. member for Peterboro had exclaimed 
against the despatch; but he (Mr. Aylwin) did not agree with the hon. 
member in thinking that there must be an arrangement among the 3 legisla- 
tures, for this simple reason, that the road lay through their territories. 
It was fortunate, too, that as Responsible Government prevailed there,as 
well as here, it was probable the arrangement come to by their Governments 
would be supported by the majorities in the several Legislatures. There 
would, perhaps, be a majority of two in Canada; of two and a-half or three 
in Nova Scotia; and in the loyal Province of New Brunswick, probabl- (sic) 
of eight or ten, because in that Province, Responsible Government was not 
so well understood. 1 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said, that if the feeling of the House was 
against his motion, he would withdraw it. The plan he proposed was, he 
thought, the first best thing; but, however, that might be, Ministers 
were determined to pursue the matter to a conclusion. 


MR. AYLWIN would recommend the hon. gentlemen to withdraw their pre- 
sent motion; he believed it would better accomplish the design to do so.?3 


The motion was then withdrawn. 24

Je suis ami du libre échange dans ses limites les plus 
extrémes, et je ne crois pas @tre prophéte quand je dis que tel est l'avenir 
du monde. Mais je ne veux pas y arriver par une brusque transition, car 
je sais bien que quand il n'y aura plus de revenus par les douanes, il 
faudra pourvoir d'une autre maniére 4 1'existence et 4 la marche du gouverne- 
ment, et aux besoins multipliés du trésor. (Trés-bien.) 

D'ailleurs, quelque belle que soit ume théorie, quelque rationnelle 
qu'elle paraisse, considérée sous tous ses points de vue possibles pour 
éviter de terribles mécomptes, il ne faut pas lui confier d'un coup l'avenir 
d'un peuple. I1 faut y arriver lentement et graduellement afin d'étre en 
position de rétrograder au besoin (trés bien). 

Mais loin d'essayer m@éme avec prudence, ce que vous devez tenter néces- 
sairement, vous avez fait tout le contraire, si je vous ai bien compris vous 
avez fait disparaitre les droits différentiels, non pas uniquement pour les 
faire disparaftre, car ce serait une législation bien niaise et bien absurde, 
mais sans doute pour les remplacer par un autre systéme de tarif qui pouvait 
en méme temps mieux servir et le commerce et le trésor. L'avez vous fait? 
Je le demande aux membres de cette chambre je le demande a tous les hommes 
intelligents en dehors de cette enceinte. Ce n'était pas la peine de sub- 
stituer un systéme pité 4 un systéme mauvais pour la jouissance seule que 
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procure un changement quelconque. (Ecoutez.) 

Loin de nous ouvrir largement de nouvelles voies de commerce, vous nous 
avez dans le fait fermé le seul marché que nous avions auparavant, le marché 
anglais. Nous avions 4 payer cinq pour cent sur la pliipart des articles 
fabriqués en Angleterre et importés sur des vaisseaux anglais, et sept pour 
cent en plus sur les mémes articles fabriqués 4 1'étranger. Pour faire dis- 
paraitre ce systéme tout 4 l'avantage de 1'Angleterre, on a substitué les 
5 par cent de droits provinciaux aux 7 par cent de droits Impériaux sur les 
marchandises étrangéres, et l'on fait de cela ce que l'on appelle un tarif 
libéral. Dans quelques cas on a levé le tarif de 5 4124415 a 20 et méme 
A 25 pour cent, et quelques-uns ont appelé cela le premier pas vers la li- 
berté de commerce. (Ecoutez.) 

Les cing par cent imposés sur les marchés de production anglaise ont 
donné jusqu'ici ume trés grande portion de nos revenus. D'aprés le tarif 
qui a précédé celui que l'on ((applique)) maintenant, on ne pouvait que 
deux et demi par cent sur les merchandises anglaises; aujourd'hui, et par 
votre nouveau tarif, vous élevez ce méme droit 4 sept et demi par cent ce 
qui en plusieurs cas équivaudra 4 une prohibition funeste au commerce et 
funeste au trésor. (Ecoutez) 

Je sais bien que vous n'avez pas voulu faire de la protection, je sais 
bien que votre seul but est d'obtenir des revenus, sans lesquels le gouverne- 
ment ne peut pas marcher; je sais bien aussi que vous n'avez pas intention 
de perpétuer le systéme des droits différentiels, puisque vous avez légis- 
laté expressement pour les faire disparaitre. Cependant vous avez substi- 
tué dans le fait des droits différentiels 4 d'autres droits différentiels. 
Vous avez législaté pour une partie du pays et l'autre vous l'avez trompé 
pour vous maintenir quelques mois de plus en pouvoir, vous n'avez pas agi 
comme des hommes d'état qui ne doivent avoir a coeur que l'interét de 
tous, mais comme des marchands, d'une localité particuli@ére qui voudraient 
faire passer devant leurs portes le commerce de tout le pays, sans s'occuper 
des conséquences qui peuvent résulter d'un pareil état de choses, pourvu 
qu'il serve leur @gotisme et leur intérét personnel. Trés bien. 

La protection qui a existé jusqu'ici 4 l'avantage de 1'Angleterre, 
vous l'avez passée aux produits étrangers au détriment de la premiére, et 
vous avez ainsi, comme je viens de vous le dire, substitué en réalité des 
droit différentiels, (c'est vrai.) Vous avez baissé les dents dans une 
partie du pays et vous les avez baissé dans l'autre partie, pour établir 
ce que vous appelez l'égalité, vous avez ouvert nos frontiéres aux produits 
américains et vous avez fermé notre fleuve aux produits de la Grande Bre- 
tagne, (Ecoutez.) Une pareille politique peut ((combler)) les exigeances 
d'une politique d'expédients, mais elle n'en est pas moins funeste au pays 
qui la subit, et elle réagira contre vous plus tard. (Ecoutez). 

Vous diminuez les droits du cété d'ot vous vient le support, et vous 
les augmentez du cdté d'ot n'attendez pas l'appui politique dont vous avez 
tant besoin. Vous avez besoin de revenus pour combler les déficits de la 
caisse politique, pour cela il vous faut imposer des droits sur les impor- 
tations je le sais; mais vous faites payer a une partie de la province 
l'appat que vous donne l'autre. C'est pourtant cette espéce de justice que 
nous attendions de vous, au lieu de la justice par la liberté, ou du moins 
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par la libéralité. (Ecoutez). 

Vous avez fait quelque chose de moins rationnel que tout cela encore; 
car vous attirez et repoussez du méme coup les articles d'imporation. 
L'année derniére 1'hon. procureur-genéral (M. Draper) qui est certainement 
un homme habile en plusieurs choses, mais qui ne paraissait pas bien au 
fait des questions de commerce et de finance, disait: "Donnez-nous de 
l'argent pour achever les canaux publics et mettez nous en état d'en faire 
de grandes sources de revenue que nous pouvons substituer 4 d'autres impdéts 
a l'avantage du commerce." Je demanderai 4 l'honorable député de Lincoln 
si en dépendant des canaux il voulait faire de ceux-ci des sources directes 
de revenus, si ce n'était pas plut6t pour élargir les voies de commerce et 
augmenter la prospérité du pays. Je ne nie pas, cependant, que par contre- 
coup le résultat devait en @tre favorable au trésor. 

Cette année ses collégues nous disent qu'ils ne veulent pas de revenus 
par les caucus; mais qu'ils les veulent élevés par les marchandises qui pas- 
sent dans ces mémes canaux, ils les veulent pour obtenir de grands revenus 
dont ils disent avoir besoin; ils attirent donc les produits étrangers d'un 
c6té pendant qu'ils les repoussent de l'autre, car que vous appeliez douanes 
ou taux de péages, ce que vous exigez sur chaque article qui vous arrive 
de l'autre cdété de la ligne, ce n'en est pas moins un impdt qui se résume 
en louis, chelins et deniers, et en quelques cas vous prohibez ce que vous 
prétendez vouloir attirer par ces taux de passage modérés. (Ecoutez). 

Ce que vous faites dans le Haut-Canada pour les produits américains, vous 
le faites également dans le Bas-Canada pour les produits anglais. Vous 
avez depuis hier devant la chambre un projet d'adresse de Sa Majesté, 
demandant l'ouverture de nos ports aux vaissaux de toutes les nations, et 
en méme temps par vos droits trop elevés, vous repoussez ces mémes vais- 
seaux chargés des produits de leurs pays. (Ecoutez). 

En définitive je vote contre votre mesure parce que vous avez trompé 
l'attente du pays; en établissant un systéme qui loin d'augmenter vos 
revenus, va produire la fraude et la contrebande sur une plus large échelle 
que par le passé, (Trés bien. )8

MOST GRACIOUS SOVEREIGN, 

We, Your Majesty's duttful and loyal Subjects, the Commons of Canada in 
Provinetal Parltament assembled, humbly represent to Your Majesty, that during 
the last Sesston of the Provinctal Legislature we hwnbly addressed Your Ma- 
jesty, praying that the Duttes on Grain and Pulse imported into the United 
Kingdom from Canada, should be reduced to the smallest posstble amount. 

That in reply to the satd Address received from Your Majesty's Secretary 
of State for the Colontes, by a Despatch dated the 18th April, 1846, an 
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objection was urged that the same reduction would, under the existing pledge 
to Parltament, take place on the same arttcles imported from Foretgn countrtes. 
That, nevertheless, as certatn Duties rematn on vartous Productions of 
Canada, other than those alluded to under the Act of the ninth and tenth 
years of Your Majesty's Retgn, the removal of whtch will not necessarily come 
under the same pledge, should tt continue to extst with respect to Grain; we 
humbly pray that Your Majesty will be pleased to recommend to the Imperial 
Parltament to remove all extsting Duties on the Productions of Canada when 
tmported tnto the United Kingdom, and thus place this Provinee tn the posttton 
to whtch it ts entitled as an appendage to the British Crown.

Report on Pett- Mr. Boulton, from the Select Committee to whtch 
tton of D. Bethune was referred the Petition of Donald Bethune, Esquire, 
and others. and others, of the Ctty of Toronto and of the Town 


of Niagara, presented to the House the Report of the 
satd Committee, whtch was agatn read at the Clerk's table; and is as follow- 
eth: -- 

Your Committee have examined the Petttion to them referred, the sub- 
stance of whitch ts as follows:--That the Petttioners are the owners of the 
Royal Matl Line of Steamers on Lake Ontarto, as also of several other Steamers 
plying on that Lake; and which they have acqutred at an outlay of more than 
ninety thousand pounds: That the Pettttoners have heard wtth great surprize 
that Mr. James Sutherland, who has for several years been in the employ of 
the Pettttoners, tn command of the Steamer Sovereign, owned by one of the 
Petittoners, Donald Bethune, has recetved asststance from Her Majesty's 
Government, to the extent of several thousand pounds, for the purpose of 
butlding an Iron Steamer to ply upon Lake Ontario: That the satd Iron 
Steamer will be launched tn a few days, and will shortly be tn opposttton 
to the Steamers of the Petittoners upon Lake Ontarto: That the engine of 
the satd Iron Steamer ts built upon the same plan as those of the Petitioners, 
and by the same butlders, and ts nearly of the same power as that of the 
Steamer Princess Royal; and ts no more calculated for a war Steamer than 
those of the Petittoners: That the Steamers of the Pettttons have been 
examined by an offtcer of Her Majesty's Dock Yark at Kingston, who has for- 
warded a favorable report to the Lords of the Admiralty of their ability 
to carry heavy guns: That the Petitioners beg leave to remonstrate against 
any such tnterference, on the part of Government, with their rights and 
interests: That the Petitioners are of opinion, that tt was their right 
tn common with all Her Majesty's subjects, to employ thetr capttal and 
enterprize tn the building of Steamers to be used on Lake Ontarto; but the 
Petitioners beg leave to state that, tn their humble opinion, tt ts ineon- 
ststent with the duty of Government to enter tnto competttton with private 
enterprize in the manner complained of; that had there been a lack of enter- 
prize or of want of means tn the Colony to enter into the speculatton of 
butlding Steamers suttable to the commerce or wants of thts part of the 
Provinee, then tt perhaps might have been not only proper, but the duty of 
Government to offer a bounty or other inducement, to enable private tndivt- 
duals to supply such want; but when tt ts notortous, in thts part of Canada, 
that no such want extsts, the Pettttoners must take leave to say, that the 








942 


present interference on the part of Government will, in tts effect, be 
oppressive and injurious tn a very great degree to the Petittoners and 
others who are owners of Steamers upon Lake Ontario, as tt must tend to 
ereate an opposttion between such owners as will seriously affect their 
interests, and reduce the value of thetr Steamboat property: That the 
Petitioners beg leave further to state, that they do not belteve such an 
interference on the part of Government wtth private interests, as has been 
alluded to, would be attempted or tolerated between Liverpool and Dublin, 
or between Liverpool and Glasgow, where there ts ample private enterprize 
and capttal to meet the wants of commerce in that respect; and that tf it 
would be unjust to make the attempt there, tt must be equally so here, 
although a distant Colony of Great Britain,--as the rights and interests 
of Colontsts should be as sacred tn the eyes of Government as those of 
tnhabitants of Liverpool or Glasgow: That, tf the owners of Steamers tn 
this country are not safe in thetr speculations from the secret and undue 
connectton that Government may form with any of the Commanders of thetr 
Vessels to oppose them in thetr bustness,--the more reprehenstble and 
injurtous, because tt ts secret,--and tf the Govermment can, from time to 
time, justtftably select, tn private, one or more of the Commanders of 

the Steamers owned by persons of this country, (because tt ts a mere Colony,) 
and advance them large sums of money to butld up a rival interest, tt ts 
tmposstble that the unatded efforts of persons unconnected with Government, 
or unatded by favoritism, can stand tn opposttton to the public resources 
of the country: That had an opportunity been afforded to the Pettttons by 
publte nottce, or otherwise, to butld one or more Iron Steamers tn connec- 
tion with Government, and had the Pettttoners declined to avatl themselves 
of such offer, they would in that case only have had themselves to blame 
for neglecting the opportuntty afforded to them; but when thetr interests 
are opposed secretly and in the dark, and when the first intimation they 
have of any destgn on the part of the Government to build up such rival 
tnterest, ts the restgnatton of one of their Commanders to commence the 
work of opposttton, that the Petitttoners feel that they have been most 
unjustly and unjusttfiably interfered with by Government in the matter; and 
that such tnterference, under ctreumstances so unusual and tnjurtous, 
(parttecularly when the remonstrance of one of the Petittoner's has been 
treated with the most perfect indifference by Government,) cannot but tend 
to create a feeling of dtstrust and dissatisfaction on the part of Her 
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Majesty's subjects tn thts Province who are exposed to tts injustice: That 
the Petttioners therefore pray that the House, as the guardians of the 
rights of the People of Canada, will be pleased to interpose to prevent the 
tnfltetton of the injury destgned (although tt may be untntenttonally) by 
Her Majesty's Government; and that should tt be impossible to avert such 
injury, that the interests of the Petitioners may be protected by an ade- 
quate grant from Her Majesty's Government, tn proportion to the number of 
Steamers owned by the Petitioners, as they will be yearly affected by the 
proceeding of Government against whtch the Petttioners have protested. 

Your Committee have examined Thomas Dick, one of the Pettttoners, and 


e . ———— ° e . . 
have become satisfied of the truth of the allegations contatned in the said 
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Petition; and your Committee are of optnton that the Imperial Government 
tn taking an tnterest tn the Steamer of satd James Sutherland for whtch 
they have required no dtrect return, amounting almost to an absolute 

grant, and coupled wtth thts objectionable feature--to which was a free 
grant of money they could not have directed your attentton,--that the satd 
sum of money was granted for the purpose of building a Steamer on Lake 
Ontario not more fitted for warltke purposes than those of the Pettttoners, 
and expressly tntended to enter tnto competitton for the trade of the Lake, 
ts an tmproper interference with private enterprize and private capital 
already engaged tn that branch of bustness, and a manifest injury to the 
Petitioners and others concerned in the steam trade of that Lake. 

Your Committee therefore respectfully recommend that an Address of Your 
Honorable House be presented to Her Majesty the Queen, praying that She 
wtll be pleased to tndemntfy the said James Sutherland for hts personal 
expenditure and loss tn butlding the satd Steamer, and that the same may 
be removed from competttton with private tnterests, and placed tn one of 
Her Majesty's Dock Yards for Her Majesty's service; or that the satd Don- 
ald Bethune, and the other Petitioners, may be indemntfted by Her Majesty's 
Government, by the purchase of an tnterest of stmilar extent to that taken 
tn the Steamer of satd Sutherland tn such of thetr Steamers as shall be 
found, on tnspection by the Offtcers of Her Majesty's Naval Service to be 
of strength and capactty to carry heavy guns, or tn making good to them the 
loss they shall sustain from the unjust competition of the said Steamer. 

Mr. Boulton moved, seconded by Mr. Sherwood of Brockville, That the satd 
Report be committed to a Committee of the whole House on Monday next. 

Mr. Chalmers moved in amendment, seconded by Mr. Duggan, That the words

Your Commtttee, upon the consideration of the question of the Seat of 
the Honorable Mr. Robinson, as Member for the County of Stmeoe, find the 
following facts:--That on the 26th June, 1846, Mr. Robinson addressed a 
letter to the Speaker of the Legislattve Assembly, tnforming him of his 
aeceptance of the office of Chtef Commtsstoner of Public Works, (whtch 
letter ts annexed): That on the 4th July following, the Speaker, on no 
other authority than such letter, tssued hts warrant for a new writ for 
the County of Stmeoe, whitch he enclosed to Mr. Robinson, to be given to 
the Clerk of the Crown tn Chancery: That, in the meantime, the Speaker 
was gazetted Adjutant General of the Militta of Canada, whtch office Your 
Honorable House, by Resolutton, has declared he did not accept; and Mr. 
Robinson obtatned a new warrant, under the hands and seals of two Members 
of the Assembly, for the tssuing of the wrtt, (a copy of whitch ts also

EVIDENCE. 
Wednesday, 14th July, 1847. 


The Evidence given by Feltx Fortier, Esqutre, Clerk of the Crown tn 
Chancery, before this House, on the 7th July instant, and referred to the 
Committee, was read as follows:-- 

1. On whose warrant was the writ tssued during the last Recess of 
Parliament for the County of Simcoe, made out and tssued?--The writ was 
tssued tn virtue of a warrant £ addressed to me by the Honorables Messteurs 
Daly and Smith, dated the 6th July, 1846. 

2. Had you, at the time you acted upon that warrant, any knowledge 
of the extstence of any other warrant for any such writ?--I had not. 

5. When did you first learn that there was any such warrant as the 
Speaker's warrant of the 4th July, 1846?--I cannot state the precise date. 
I think tt was about the latter end of May or the begtnntng of June, of 
the present year. 

4, Where has the Speaker's warrant of the 4th July, 1846, been, as 
far as you are aware, from the date thereof to the present ttme?--I can- 
not say. 

5. From whom dtd you receive the Speaker's warrant?--From the Honor- 
able Mr, Robtnson. 

6. Has tt been tn your hands ever stnce?--It has not,--tt has laid 
before thts House. 

7. Was tt in your hands constantly from the time you recetved it till 
you delivered tt to the Clerk of thts House?--It was not. 

8. Where was tt then?--I returned tt to the Honorable Mr. Robinson, 
etther the day I recetved tt, or the day after. 

9. When was tt returned to you again, and by whom?--When I recetved 
tt, I tmmediately thought I could not enter tt tn my book of records; I 
therefore took tt back to the Honorable Mr. Robinson, and he put tt under 
cover to the Honorable the Speaker. 

10. Dtd you recetve any tnstructions or advice from any one respecting 
the satd warrant, or the manner of dealing with tt?--No. 


The Honorable Speaker of the House attended before the Committee, and 
betng examined, made the followtng statement:--During the last recess of 
Parltament, I received from the Honorable William B. Robtnson a nottftcatton 
or certificate of hts acceptance of the office of Chief Commtisstoner of 
Public Works, dated 26th June, 1846, (a copy of which ts submitted.) On 
the 4th July following, I issued my warrant to the Clerk of the Crown in 
Chancery, dated that day, (whitch is also submitted,) to make out a new writ 
for the election of a Member for the County of Stmcoe, tn room of Mr. 
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Robinson. I then enclosed the warrant to Mr. Robinson, and did not agatn 
see tt unttl tt was re-enclosed to me by him, and brought by Mr. Fortter, 
the Clerk of the Crown tn Chancery, as stated in his evtdence. I was 
subsequently informed that a warrant stgned by two Members, purporting to 
be under the provistons of the Act 7 Vie. ec. 65, (and dated the 6th of the 
same month of July,) was also addressed to that officer, and upon which 
warrant a new wrtt was tssued by htm for the satd County. I left the Pro- 
vinee on the 12th of the same month of July for England, and returned about 
the 30th of November followtng.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE COMMITTEE. 
Thursday, 15th July, 1847. 


On constderation of the subject matter of the Stmeoe Eleectton, the 
Honorable Mr, Soltettor General Cameron submitted a draft of a statement 
of facts, whtch was adopted by the Committee. 

The Honorable Mr. Baldwin moved that tt be resolved, That there hav- 
ting been a Speaker of thts House at the time of the making of the warrant 
of the Honorable Dominick Daly and the Honorable James Smith, dated the 6th 
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July, 1846, upon whitch a new wrtt for the election of a Member for the 
County of Stmeoe, in place of the Honorable Willtam B. Robinson who had 
vacated hts seat in that County by aecepting office from the Crown, and 
the Speaker having been then present in the Province, the satd warrant 
was, tn the opinion of thts Committee, together wtth the writ tssued 
thereon, and the electton thereupon had, altogether votd. 

The Honorable Mr. Solicitor General Cameron moved in amendment, to 
substitute the followtng:--"That the Evidence taken by the Committee be 
reported to the House, wtth the statement of facts whtch the Committee 
have adopted thereon." 

After some discussion, the Committee postponed the further constder- 
atton of the above motton and amendment, until to-morrow.

MR. BALDWIN, as a member of the committee, recapitulated as follows:-- 
Mr. Robinson, on the 26th June, addressed the Speaker, informing him of 
his acceptance of the office of Commissioner of the Board of Works; on 
the 4th of July, the Speaker, on that information only, issued his writ, 
which was received by Mr. Robinson; that, in the meantime, Mr. Speaker 
was gazetted as Adjutant General, an office which the House since declared 
he had not accepted; two members of the House then issued their warrant 
to the Clerk of the Crown, who therefore issued the writ upon which the 
election took place, Mr. Robinson having retained the Speaker's warrant 
until the following May.

The Honorable Mr. Baldwin moved, seconded by the Honorable Mr. Morin,

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD, ... begged the hon. gentleman to alow (sic) it 
printed, for the use of members, in order that they might have an opportun- 
ity of seeing upon what grounds the committee had arrived at their conclu- 
sion. At least he hoped it would be allowed to stand till Monday.12 


MR. BALDWIN could only look upon the request for printing, as an endea- 
vour to obtain delay, which, after the length of time already occupied, he 
did not think it would be right. However, that the House might not be 
taken by surprise, he would allow the matter to stand over till Monday, 
though he could not understand how delay could be necessary on a subject 
that had been so much discussed, in doors and out .13 


MR. ROBINSON explained to the entire satisfaction of the House that 
he kept the warrant in his possession from no improper motive; he had no 
objection to go to his constituency, but if the House could spare them 
the trouble of a re-election, he begged they would do so. The honourable 
member retired.14 





MR. AYLWIN declared that the only object in desiring delay, must be 
to retain Mr. Robinson's vote, after it was known that he had no right 
to sit in the House. This was no new matter; for almost on the first 
day of the session, the hon. member for Leeds had declared that it was 
involved in that of Mr. Speaker's right to the chair. If other hon. 
gentlemen wanted that hon. members legal acumen and profound research, they 
still had plenty of time since to make up their mind, and if they had not 
done so, it was because they had been culpably negligent .1° 


MR. WILLIAMS said that the some time was required to consider the re- 
port of the committee because it was not clear--at least not to him--that 
the clause of the statute relating to the certificate of two members directed 
to the Speaker, was compulsory. He thought it was merely directory. It 
must be remembered that the report was not by any means carried by a major- 
ity of the committee. For example, he had only voted in the affirmative 
on one resolution--that which declared there was a Speaker of the Housel6

In consequence, however, of only £50,000, out of £500,000, the whole 
anount of the Capttal Stock of the Company, having been taken up, the 
undertaking lingered, and was by some deemed to have been abandoned. 

It appears that for some years prtor to 1845, there was no annual elec- 
tton of Dtrectors, but the Dtreetors then last elected continued in posses- 
ston of the books of the Company. 

It does not appear that any Seal had been adopted as the Corporate Seal 
of the Company prtor to the Act of 1845. 

In that year, whtch was before the exptratton of the pertod fixed for 
the completton of the work, a Petttton, purporting to be from the said 
Company, stgned by the Honorable William Allan, as Prestdent, and C. Gamble, 
Esqutre, as Secretary, and with a Seal affixed thereto, was presented to to 
Your Honorable House, praying for leave to alter, in a very material manner, 
the proposed route for the Road, and for an extension of the pertod for 
completing the work. 

Although the ttme ltmited for the commencement of the work, under the 
Aet of 1836, had long since elapsed, and the authority thereby gtven to the 
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satd Company was at an end, your Committee see nothing in the Petitton 
ttself, or tn the manner of proceeding upon tt, whteh tndtcated any tnten- 
tton to mislead Your Honorable House by that Petttton; your Committee are 
persuaded, that had the Petitioners, upon whose Petition they are now 
reporting, had a copy of the former Petttton before them, they would not 
have tmputed any such intention to the parttes concerned in preparing and 
framing that Petition, although under the serious consequences with whitch 
they appear to be threatened from the wording of the preamble of the Act 
passed in 1845, your Committee are not surprised at thetr having been tmpres- 
sed with a beltef that the real facts had not been laid before Parltament 
when tt was called upon to legislate upon the subject in that year. 

After the passing of the Act of 1845, new books were opened and new 
subsertpttons made, in whitch many persons, tneluding some of the old Dtrec- 
tors of the Company, as well as two of the present Petittoners, subscribed 
for Stock upon the fatth that the old subsertptions were votd, and that 
tn taking Stock tn the new books, opened under the Act of 1845, they were 
to be held liable for the amount of such renewed subscripttons, and no 
more. 

The other of the present Petitioners alleges that he declined to take 
any Stock tn the books opened under the Act of 1845, for the reason that 
he did not wtsh to become a subseriber for the altered purpose authorized 
by that Act. 

Acttons have been lately brought by the Company agatnst the Pettttoners 
to enforce the payment of a call made in 1837 upon the old Stock; and from 
an tnttmatton gtven by the Judges in the course of proceeding before them, 
doubts appear to be entertained by them whether they will not feel themselves 
compelled to hold that, by reason of the wording of the Act of 1845, the 
Petittoners who subscrtbed to both Stoeks, and all the subscrtbers under 
the Act of 1836 are ltable for the whole amount of thetr subscriptions 
though made for the purposes of that Act, and not for that of the Act of 
1845. 

Your Committee are of optnton, that it was not the intentton of Parlta- 
ment, by the Act of 1845, to tnvolve persons tn the sttuatton of the Pett- 
ttoners in any such ltability. 

Your Committee therefore most respectfully submit, that an Act should 
be passed declaratory of such opinton, care being taken tn any Bill that 
may be passed for thts purpose, that no parties be relteved from any lta- 
bility tneurred by them tn the course of proceedings taken on behalf of 
the Company under the authortty of the Act of 1836; but that in respect of 
such ltabtlities, tf any, all parties should be left in the same posttton 
tn which they stood prtor to the passing of the Act of 1846.

MR. MOFFATT! , according to notice given on Friday, moved that an 
address be presented to His Excellency, for the removal of the sick emi- 
grants from the present sheds to some place below Montreal. Im doing so, 
the hon. gentleman stated that it was quite notorious to every one 
acquainted with the situation of the present sheds, that they were situ- 
ated in a place which was not only inconvenient but exceedingly dangerous 
to the health of the inhabitants of the city. At present, the emigrants 
were landed from the steamboats at the wharf, and were obliged to be 
transported along one of the busiest and most frequented parts of the 
city to the sheds, which were also erected in the immediate vicinity of 
one of the most busy localities, and also in a most inconvenient and un- 
healthy place. There was one spot to which he would particularly call 
attention: it was the Windmill Point, upon which additional sheds were 
not being erected,--that place was wholly unsuited for any such purpose, 
the ground was very eneven (sic), it was unhealthy, because most of it 
lay below the level of the canal, and was so near the city that it was 
impossible to separate the emigrants from the inhabitants.--With respect 
to the situation chosen for the erection of new sheds at Point St. Charles, 
he thought it in some respects a good one; but if all the drainage from 
it would drift into the port, this he considered would be a very serious 
objection.--In his opinion, the sheds ought to be erected in a place where 
the emigrants could land from the steamers direct, and where barges could 
ship them to take them to Upper Canada, and where they would ... have a 
place to allow emigrants in a state of convalescence to take exercise, and 
from which, when well, they could be at once shipped in barges, and this, 
he believed it was impossible to do at the present sheds.--He (Mr. M.) 

did not bring the matter before the House to excite alarm--there was 

quite sufficient already, and if the Government could satisfy him that 

the danger was diminishing, and the place where the sheds were now being 
erected would tend to prevent the disease spreading over the city, he 

was willing to withdraw his motion; but his firm belief was, that what- 
ever might be done at Grosse Isle, it would be impossible to prevent 
sickness among the emigrants arriving here at Montreal, and therefore, some 
better situation should be selected for emigrant sheds than the present. 
The best place, in his opinion, and the cheapest, would be some spot below 
Montreal, either at Boucherville or some other Island, below the city, 
where the immigrants could be landed directly from the steamboats, and 
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where there would be plenty of room for every necessary purpose. This, 
he was conviriced, if they took expense into consideration, would be 

the most economical place, and certainly, in his opinion at least, the 
preferable one. The citizens of Montreal had held a large meeting, at 
which about 3000 persons were present, and they had adopted some resolu- 
tions which had been published; and in which they stated their wish that 
the Sheds should be removed to some place below the city, which was now 
exposed to great danger from their present situation; and it was well 
known to the House, that the mortality had greatly increased in the city 
lately, and that many of the benevolent persons who had gone to render 
assistance to the sick at the Sheds had already fallen victims to the 
disease. With these remarks, he would beg leave to read the address 
which he had drawn up. 2

Address respect- The Honorable Mr. Moffatt moved, seconded by 
tng Emigrants. “Mr. Guillet, That an humble Address be presented 


to Hts Excellency the Governor General, represent- 
ting to Hts Exeelleney the alarming extent to whtch contagious fever unhap- 
ptly prevatls at the Emigrant Sheds erected at the mouth of the Lachine 
Canal, and among the Emigrants arriving from below and congregating there; 
that the sttuatton chosen for satd Sheds, and more espectally Windnt1l 
Potnt, ts, tn the optnion of thts House, unsuttable and tneonventent 
for the receptton and proper treatment of the Emtgrants while the exts- 
tence of contagtous disease in the immediate vicinity of the princtpal 
bustness thoroughfare of the City--the daily and unavoidable resort 
of a large portton of the tnhabttants thereof, its attended wtth tmminent 
danger to the cttizens at large, and ts exctting great uneastness and 
apprehenston in the community; and praytng that Hts Excellency will be 
pleased to cause measures to be promptly taken tin order to provide a 
Station at some place below the City, more easy of access, and tn other 
respects better sutted than the locality tn question, for the purposes

of a depot for Emigrants, and thereby allay the extsting fear of contagton. 


DR. NELSON said, that when he had previously spoken on this subject, 
his remarks had been misinterpreted--he did not intend them as an attack 
upon the Government, as the hon. members opposite had thought they were. 
He had at an early period called the attention of the House to the fact, 
that from the state and situation of the Sheds, the pestilence must be 
communicated to the inhabitants of this city--he said there was great alarm 
among the citizens about it, he must say that alarm had been too much fos- 
tered, and that it was not all improbable that it might have assisted in 
spreading the disease. Many people were leaving the city, it was said, 
from fear of the disease, and also that business was being driven from it. 
There could be little question but the alarm which had been spead (sic) 
abroad that Montreal was only an extensive lazaretto, and that no person 
could come to the city with safety. He felt himself bound to state that 
with a few ordinary precautions the danger might be averted; avoid the 
sick, and there could be little danger. He was happy to state that from 
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the Report of nine medical men in New York, who had made an investigation 
in that city at the request of the Mayor, and confirmed by many other 
medical men, it appears, where cleanliness is observed, and unnecessary 
contact avoided with such persons, there is little danger. (The hon. 
member here read some extracts from the report spoken of.) This was 

the conclusion which these nine medical men came to, and their opinion 

has never been disputed, and cannot be contradicted by any one for a 
moment, that being the case and it being his conviction that it was so. 

He did not think that the Sheds should now be removed--(hear, hear)--it 
would be of no use--it was too late in the day, and nothing could be 

gained by their removal; it would not prevent the disease from spreading. 
The disease could only be extended by contact with the emigrants, and he 
would state a fact, which he would vouch for, that while individuals might 
contract disease, from coming in contact with emigrants, these individuals 
could not communicate it to others. The reason was quite plain, when they 
looked at the state in which the emigrants had been shipped, and the state 
in which they had been in during the passage, upon their arrival, it was 

no wonder they took fever; their bodies were a living mass of putrification, 
and with disease exuding from every pore, persons coming in close contact 
with them caught the disease, and all the cases he had seen of fever, 

had arisen from that cause. They had every reason to hope that the address 
which they had lately sent home to the Imperial Government, will have the 
effect of removing the evil altogether, by calling the attention of the 
Home Government to the disgraceful state in which the emigrants were allow- 
ed to be shipped, although he was afraid it would require a very strong 
expression of feeling to prevent the Irish landlords shipping their tenants 
in the manner they now did, and to prevent the renewal of the scenes of 
misery which they now saw every day before their eyes. He would suggest 
that stringent measures should be adopted with respect to shipmasters; they 
should be exposed to very heavy pecuniary loss, if they did not take pro- 
per steps for the preservation of the health and comfort of their passen- 
gers; aad (sic) it was disgraceful to the British ship-owners, that much 
more disease and death occurred in English vessels, than in American, from 
the gross neglect and carelessness of the former. It was to be hoped, that 
the British Government, after being called upon to remedy this evil, will 
do so, and if that was to be the case, there was no use of removing the 
sheds from their present situation; it was too late for this year, and 

they would be no use next year. They did not need two quarantine stations, 
for if the present station had been properly managed, much might have been 
done to prevent the sickness from following the emigrants further up. He 
did not think that the Government were to blame for not having done all 
that should have been done--they could not have expected that so much sick- 
ness could have occurred among the immigrants; but he thought that next 
year, when the station at Grosse Isle will have been put upon a proper 
footing, that the disease would be effectually prevented from spreading 
through the community. If the locality of Boucherville had been adopted 

it would not have excluded the disease from Montreal; and while they took 
proper precautions for their own preservation, they should not forget 

their fellow-subjects. At Boucherville it would have been impossible to 
get the assistance necessary, for even here at Montreal where there are 


O74. 


many benevolent individuals belonging to the city, who, at the risk of their 
own lives, voluntarily went to the sheds to render the sick all the assis- 
tance in their power, and among whom were the Mayor of this city, who was 
earning to himself an imperishable fame from his great exertions in the 
cause of humanity,--the sick suffered from want of attendance; would it not 
be much worse at Boucherville, where they would lose much of that kind 
attention. He trusted that the Ministers would do their duty, and that 
they would bring forward some measures which would prevent the recurrence 
of such scenes, in future years; if they failed in their duty, they might 
rest assured that they would not escape the punishment which they would 
merit at the hands of the country. 


MR. VIGER made some remarks in French.? M. Viger parla longuement au 
soutien de l'adresse. [1 fit allusion 4 l'état sanitaire de la ville, aux 
mortalités qui ont eu lieu dans nos communautés religieuses, parmi nos 
prétres, et nos citoyens les plus bienveillans. 11 dit qu'en ce moment, 
il n'y avait pas un seul quartier de la ville ot ne s'était déclaré quelque 
cas de fiévre. I1 était vrai que plusieurs médecins pensaient que la 
maladie n'était point contagieuse, et qu'il n'y avait aucun danger pour 
ceux qui n'avaient point de rapport avec les malheureux émigrés, mais les 
opinions étaient partagées; beaucoup des médicins étaient convaincus que 
dans une chaleur intense comme celle que nous avons dans ces mois-ci, la 
maladie pouvait devenir contagieuse. M. Viger fit aussi allusion 4 la 
démarche prise par les autorités de Liverpool de renvoyer dans leur 
patrie les émigrés attaqués des fiévres, et il demanda si nous étions 
blamables en Canada, de prier le gouvernement d'éloigner de la ville 
le foyer de l'infection? M. Viger termina par exprimer son appréhension 
que, dans le cas ot on laisserait subsister l'ordre de choses actuel, 
la contagion ne dévint générale. 


MR. SCOTT said that the present Address alluded only to the sheds 
at the Windmill Point; but he must call the attention of the House to the 
erection of sheds at the Montreal Hospital, in the very centre of the city, 
which had filled the city with alarm; many of the citizens had already 
left the city in consequence of the alarm caused by these sheds, to which 
he wished the hon. member for Montreal had alluded in the Address.® 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON hoped that the hon. member for Montreal would 
not persist in moving the Address after he had heard the facts which the 
hon. member opposite (Mr. Nelson) had stated, and the opinions of other 
medical gentlemen contained in the Report which had been mentioned; and 
while on his legs, he would beg to lay a few facts before the House rela- 
tive to the present state of things at Grosse Isle, which were not so 
bad as they had been stated to be.--He (Mr. C.) returned from that Island 
on Friday, after having spent a day there and he found that there were 
about 3500 emigrants on the Island--2000 of whom were in the Hospital, and 
1500 were on the eastern end of the Island, where the healthy were gen- 
erally kept,--2000 was a large proportion of sick among 3500; but it was 
not to be forgotten that that was the accumulated sick of the whole season; 
and the whole amount of deaths which had taken place on the Island during 
the present year only amounted to about 850. No expense has been spared 
to render the condition of the emigrants as comfortable as possible; and he 
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was certain there would be no danger of any further influx of sick emi- 
grants to Montreal, from the instructions which he had left there.--/ He 
had examined all the stations, and left further orders with Dr. Douglas, 
by which there will not be such a large influx into Montreal at one time. 
The Quarantine regulations will be much stricter than formerly”, no emi- 
grant was to be allowed to leave before he had been 20 days on the island 
and shown no symptoms of disease; or seven days after the last case of 
fever among the ship's company10, Thus, if a vessel had a case of sickness 
three days before it arrived, it would be detained four at the Station. 
Every means will be taken for the purifying and cleansing of the persons:-- 
every precaution too, will be used to have all clothes, beds and bedding 
perfectly cleansed by boiling, and after that had been done, he believed 
that there was no danger of infection.12 He wished ... to learn if the 
air was at all tainted by the disease, and it, he found, was not, and... 
it did not convey disease to any distance. In proof of this, he would 
only state that, out of 50 soldiers on the Island, only one man had caught 
fever, and that man was in the habit of attending the Hospital.--l3pr. Doug- 
lass and family were there and all in perfect health.14 tt Wass, in, Lact, 
impossible to point out any case which had not occurred from contact with 
the sick emigrants. On Saturday, he spent the day at Quebec, and he 
inspected the Marine Hospitall> and, the sheds, which have been erected 

in the best possible manner, and are most thoroughly ventilatedlé6, and 

near the shed next to the town--quite close to them--he found a number of 
houses; he enquired if any of the inhabitants of them had caught fever, 

and he found that not one of them had.--There was also another house 

which was as near the Hospital as he was to Speaker's Chair, (about 12 feet) 
the window of which were generally left open, as usual in warm weather, and 
yet not one of its inmates had been infected with the disease. He made 
particular enquiries about this point, and he found that not one single 
case of fever had occurred, although there were 900 patients in the Hos- 
pital--l7, Nothing stronger could be produced to show that the fever 

was not infectious, but contagious, and that it only occurred when, what 

is called, an overdose of poison is received.18 Of the cases where per- 
sons had caught fever from contact with emigrants, it generally had not 
proved fatal, unless the contact had been very close, as, for instance, 

it necessarily was in the case of the Priests and Clergymen, who received 
an overdose, and in which cases it often proved fatal. It will be found 
that, in ordinary years, the attendants in Hospitals generally do not suf- 
fer from fever, but this year they have, through the atmosphere being much 
more disturbed in consequence of the greater number of patients lying in 
one room. Another strong proof of the truth of his assertion that fever 
could only be communicated by contact with a sick emigrant, was that there 
was only one case in which more than one member of a family had taken ill, 
and in that case it was doubtful if all who had taken sick, had not been 

in contact with the emigrants;--nothing could be more strong than this 
proof that there is no ground for alarm. These facts, he thought, proved 
conclusively that there was no necessity for removing the sheds, and that 
there was nothing to fear from the atmosphere. This morning he visited 

the sheds here,!? at Point St. Charles20, and he found them to be really 
very comfortable buildings, well adapted for their purposes, and which, 
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with a few alterations, would make good Hospitals even in the winter. 
Nothing could be more admirable than the arrangements which had been made 
to prevent the spread of the disease throughout the city2l, Washhouses 

are to be put up, in which all clothes will be required to be washed; 22 

a road is being made from the Windmill Point to the sheds, which will be 
enclosed, 23 to keep the emigrants away from the business part of the Canal24 , 
and will effectually prevent any contact between the emigrants and other 
persons. 2? The alarm, therefore, that has been excited in the public 

mind may be allayed, for they may rest assured that there will not be the 
slightest danger except from contagion, by those who are constantly about 
the emigrants. 2 He could not, therefore, see any benefit which could be 
derived from removing the sheds; he thought it would only be the means of 
causing the emigrants to suffer from the want of meny (sic) of the comforts 
which they now enjoyed. He hoped these facts would be sufficient to induce 
the Member for Montreal to withdraw this Address.2/ 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said, that he had made it his business to ascer- 
tain the rate of mortality, so as to see if there was any ground for the 
great alarm which existed; and he found that the mortality in the last 
weeks in May last year was equal with the mortality during the same per- 
iod this year, and, for the month of June, he found there was a difference 
of 8 in favor of this year as compared with last, the hon. gentleman then 
made some reference to the comparative mortality for the first three weeks 
in the month of July, in the past and present year, ... and when they 
considered the very warm weather, which they lately had, and making allow- 
ance for the emigrants who might have escaped from the sheds; it would 
appear that there was really no necessity for any alarm--and from the 
absence of a stream in future from Grosse Isle of sick and diseased, and 
the separation of the sick from the healthy, there was every reason to 
believe that the same state of things would never recur again. 


MR. MOFFATT asked if the Government intended to remove the Shed from 
Windmill point. 29 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY replied that no Sheds were being erected on 
Windmill point--they were only making a road upon it. 


MR. MOFFATT.--There are Sheds already built there, and it is enough 
to look into them to excite alarm--if the government would say that these 
Sheds would be removed, it would go far to quiet the alarm. i 


MeMeATONCENS) BADGLEY. There willabe no mew Ghede built there,-- 


MR. MOFFATT.--That was not his question. 33 Was it intended to keep 
Emigrants at Windmill Point.--(Cries of no, no.) 34 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--They are not to be kept there. >> 


MR. SCOTT asked if it intended that they should be kept in Sheds at the 
Montreal Hospital.3 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY.--Those that are convalescent will be kept there. 3/ 


MR. MOFFATT, after hearing what had been said, about the Emigrants not 
being kept at Windmill Point, was willing to withdraw his motion, but he must 
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again say that, if any further expense was to be incurred that the Sheds 
should be removed to a place from whence Emigrants could be shipped. 
Mr. Moffatt asked leave to withdraw his motion~~.

MR. AYLWIN had listened with great pleasure to the statements made 
by the learned Sol. Genl., but he felt that he would be wanting in his 
duty if he did not enforce on the Government the necessity of the most 
stringent measures at the Quarantine Station at Grosse Isle. The Govern- 
ment was much to blame in not altering those old stereotyped regulations, 
which were proclaimed year after year, in order to suit the pressing 
nature of the case. It was true that the representations of the officer 
at Grosse Isle were not such as to point out the real extent of the evil 
to the Government. But with a full knowledge of the famine in Ireland, 
and the diseased state of the Irish people, and the steps taken by the 
authorities at Liverpool, the Government ought to have been prepared to 
make the most strenuous exertions at the beginning of the season. We are 
much behind our neighbours in this respect. We do not find that the 
emigrants, after passing the Quarantine Station at New York, carry dis- 
ease and death with them through the States, through which they afterwards 
pass; and the reason is simply because the authorities at New York were 
prepared at the beginning of the immigration with the most effectual mea- 
sures to prevent contagion. Now it is well known that in the years 1832 
and 1834, when the population of Quebec was actually decimated, disease has 
been more deadly in Canada than in the neighbouring States, and that fact 
alone should have put the Government on their guard and made them take those 
precautions necessary to prevent a similar recurrence. If the medical 
department at Grosse Isle satisfied themselves that the disinfecting pro- 
cess were completed before they allowed any immigrants to pass, there would 
be no necessity now for fever hospitals at Quebec, Montreal, and in fact 
all along the line of communication. That was nat done, and what was the 
result? Hundreds and hundreds of these people are now lying in hospitals 
almost immediately in contact with the citizens of our most populous towns 
(hear.) The people of Montreal complained of the Sheds being erected at 
Point St. Charles, but how much greater reason had the Citizens of Quebec 
to complain, where, according to the statement of the learned Sol. General, 
the sick were almost immediately in contact with the inhabitants of the most 
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densely populated suburbs of Quebec. And if, as the hon. gentleman stated, 
no instance of this disease had appeared in the suburbs, that was certainly 
a subject of thankfulness, but it did not prove that it was either just or 
right to the inhabitants of that suburb that they should be separated by a 
distance of merely a few yards from the Fever Hospital; nor was it just or 
right that the fever patients should be allowed to traverse nearly the whole 
of Quebec before they arrived at the sheds. Then again it was to be observed 
that according to the statement of the learned Solicitor General there were 
2,000 sick at Grosse Isle, and that the establishment there was most effec- 
tive. He was happy to hear that such was the case, but he had been informed, 
as Chairman of the Committee appointed by the House, that there are three 
sick individuals in the same bed; that there are two tiers of berths one 
above the other, and that dead bodies have been allowed to remain in those 
berths during a whole night, and that the filth and dirt of the place have 
been appaling (sic). Well he is happy to hear from the Sol. General that 
those evils have been remedies, and he hoped that the knowledge obtained by 
the government, would induce its members to use the most strenuous exertions 
to prevent a similar recurrence of similar evils on the arrival of the 

fall fleet. He again directed the attention of the Ministry to the measures 
adopted at New York, where the authorities had established a lazaretto and 
prevented the diseased immigrants from wandering about carrying with them 
disease and death, and he urged the adoption of a similar course in this 
Province. The immigrants should be detained for a month at least; and if 
one month were not sufficient, they should be detained two months at Grosse 
Isle, until the disinfecting process was completed. The Province had a 
right to expect this, and to expect that the Grosse Isle establishment 
should either be made effective, or else done away with. For his part, he 
would prefer to see it made as effective as the quarantine establishment 

at New York; but he was satisfied that it is not on that footing at present, 
from the mere statement that there are two tiers of berths, one above the 
other. But it was necessary also for the Government to take precautions not 
to allow vessels to come out to this country in future as they arrived last 
spring. The scenes on board those emigrant ships were absolutely fearful; 
and the filth was such, that the ministers and physicians who went on board 
sunk up to the ankles in human ordure. Such a horrible system, he hoped, 
would never be allowed hereafter. But it was asserted that these horrors 
had burst on the country with such force as to defy all calculation. The 
fact was, that the officers of the Government had shewn the greatest and 
most culpable supineness. What were the representations made by the officer 
in charge at Grosse Isle? He had read them with the greatest surprise. 
According to that representation, another hospital shed, and another medical 
assistant, were alone necessary to complete the preparations at Grosse 

Isle for this year. He must say that it was with the most uncontrollable 
(sic) surprize he had read that. It was the duty of that officer to have 
accommodation provided for at least two thousand sick; and in not doing so, 
he was highly culpable. As it was said the session would be shortly brought 
to a close, he feared that he would not be able to obtain all the informa- 
tion he desired, more particularly as there appeared an unwillingness to 
give that information, especially on the part of Mr. Buchanan, to whom two 
summonses had been sent, and if he did not appear to morrow before the 
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Committee, he (Mr. A.) would request the House to compel his attendance. 
And with reference to the representations made by Dr. Douglas, he (Mr. A.) 
would not help considering them most disgraceful to him in his character 
as medical man, and showed that he had not the remotest idea of the course 
he should have pursued.--And he was surprised that the Government should 
have allowed itself to be imposed upon by representations that appeared 

to every one else perfectly ridiculous. Contrast their proclamations 

and regulations with those issued by the authorities at New York, and see 
which were best suited to the emergencies of the case. It was to New 
York his hon. friend should have gone instead of going to Grosse Isle, 

and then he would have been able to give us the benefit of the experience 
of our neighbours, and the Government would have seen the propriety of 
issuing more suitable and more stringent regulations.

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products of the Western portion of thts Continent: That the continuance 
of the protection in the Brittsh markets, whtch Her Majesty's duttful and 
loyal subjects in this Province had hitherto so advantageously enjoyed, 
would have fully realized thetr expectations in thts respect, but the 
commercial changes which the wisdom of the Impertal Parliament has deemed 
tt prudent to adopt, compel us, under the extsting altered etreumstances 
of our trade, to seek for changes in the Navigation Laws affecting this 
Provinee, which otherwise would have been unnecessary: That measures have 
been adopted in the neighbouring Republic, with a view to divert the trade 
of thts Provinee to and from Great Britain through the Ratlroads and Canals 
of that country, and thereby to secure to them a large accesston of carry- 
ing trade, and from whtch a Revenue was ytelded last year of about Seven 
hundred thousand pounds; and that there ts too much reason to fear that 
thetr attempts wtll prove successful, unless other and further tnducements 
than at present extst are offered tn favor of the route by the St. Lawrence: 
That to afford such tnducements, and to prevent a calamity so much to be 
apprehended, thts House humbly pray, that Her Majesty wtll be most graciously 
pleased to sanetton the free use of the Navigation of the River St. Law- 
rence by all Nattons; and that, to that end, She wtll be further graciously 
pleased to recommend to the Impertal Parltament to repeal the Laws of Navt- 
gatton so far as they, tn any manner, relate to or affect thts Cotony.

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD in moving this address said, that he did so 
from a conviction that it is the only means by which the trade of the St. 
Lawrence could be preserved. And from what he could gather from the 
public prints and from those hon. gentlemen ((who)) were accustomed to 
lead the opposition, he believed that conviction was general. As every 
hon. member in the House was as well acquainted with the subject as he 
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was himself, he would not enter into any explanation, but if he were re- 
quired to do so, he would be happy to explain the whole subject. 


MR. AYLWIN said, that however necessary the repeal of the Navigation 
Laws might be under the altered circumstances of the country, it appeared 
very singular that this resolution should proceed from the Government, 
and more especially from the Attorney General. He could not consent to 
give his vote in favour) of ithis;resolution, for it struck directly at 
the connection of this Province with the British Empire. How could it 
be otherwise? Instead of the St. Lawrence being an English river, it 
will most assuredly be an American river. American vessels will crowd 
every port, and the American flag will fly triumphantly in every port 
of the river. For it is evident that they can sail their vessels much 
cheaper than we can, and, therefore, they will command the whole of the 
carrying trade. Immediately, therefore, on the English Government adopt- 
ing that resolution, the effect of it will be, that the Americans will 
chase our shipping from the St. Lawrence, and American produce will not 
alone be carried in American bottoms to an English market, but they will 
carry then also the small amount of produce Canada may have to spare. So 
that whilst the Americans become triumphant, and carry on the whole of 
the traffic, we will derive no advantage except the tolls respecting which 
the honorable member for Lincoln is so sensitive.--In other respects we 
cannot possibly derive any advantage from the opening up of the navigation; 
for, as the vessels of all nations traverse the ocean without leaving any 
trace of their passage, so will the Americans navigate the St. Lawrence 
without bestowing any benefit on Canada. Well then, when our ports are 
crowded with their shipping, when the American flag is everywhere trium- 
phant, what becomes of our connection with England? Where is the bond 
that secures that connection? It is true that our laws and our institu- 
tions are the same as they are in England; but the dissimilarity between 
the English and the American laws is not very great, except that, in some 
points, the latter are now adapted to our necessities. Where then are 
the ties to connect us? From the moment that you throw open our waters 
to their bottoms, it will be impossible for Englishmen, at a distance of 
three thousand miles, to compete with them in our immediate proximity. 

If then that bond of commercial interest between the two countries is 
thus broken, what new one was to be substituted? What interest would 

the English Government have in maintaining that connection under such a 
system? By the system adopted by that Government, we are placed exactly 
on the same footing as foreign nations. We are told to look upon all 
nations as indifferent, to cast away all feelings of affection for the 
British Government, and, in fact, to accustom ourselves more and more to 
the sight of the American flag within our waters. He must say that he 
looked upon the whole of these proceedings with great dread, and as a 
direct invitation from Great Britain to the United States to take posses- 
sion of this Colony. Was such an invitation necessary? Have not the 
Americans constructed their railroads so as encircle us as it were with 

a net, and reach our frontier at any point they pleased. He knew it would 
be difficult, at first, to look upon the American flag with any more 
favor than the Americans shewed lately to the English flag, when a party 


980 


of Canadians crossed over to the States from Kingston: but, in a very 
short time, we will grow accustomed to it, as our affections will guage 
(sic) with our interests, and, more especially if political difficulties 
continue in this Colony, and men, finding themselves oppressed by faction, 
and, anxious for freedom, would see, under this new order of things, the 
means of gratifying their wishes. And if hon. gentlemen thought the 
Navigation Laws should be abolished, why did they not, at the same time, 
seek to abolish the Alien Laws. (Hear.) Why not place the Americans on 
the same footing as Canadians at once in this Province. It was a neces- 
sary result of the admirable system of the day, which knocks up all those 
distinctions and those natural ties which have been hitherto encouraged, 
and declared them to be useless, frivolous distinctions. The consequence 
would be the destruction of British supremacy and British instructions in 
this Colony, (hear, hear,) and he would therefore vote against the resolu- 
tion. In doing so, he would feel that he had done his duty, and all that 
remained for him to do, would be calmly to watch the event. But he regret- 
ted and would ever regret, the course taken by the English Government, 
which has led to these changes, and that at a moment when the state of 
Europe does not warrant the hope that peace and security will continue 
much longer. At a moment when the state of affairs in a country, almost 
within gun shot of the English shores, threatens the rupture of the 
entente cordiale which has happily existed so long. Can it be expected 
when that ruption, which is sure to embroil the whole world, will take 
place, that the people of this colony will take up arms against their 
neighbours, whom they will look upon as brothers, from the intimate 
relations that will spring up between them? No, that will be the very 
moment that will be seized upon, to effect that incorporation, he so 
much dreaded, and if it should happen within his life time, he will 

only regret that it was deferred so long, as it will take place at a 

time when the spirit of pure democracy has passed away, and their magis-— 
trate will be appointed amid the struggles of armed men.--He hoped he 
would prove to be a false prophet. He hoped his valicinations would be 
like those of Cassandra; but whatever might arrive, he would have the 
satisfaction of thinking that he had done his duty to his Sovereign. 
These opinions might be laughed at, but he was not ashamed of them. His 
ridiculous British ideas might be scorned, but he cared not--they were 
respectable. And he would bear all the scorn that might be heaped on 
him; he would join in the laugh against himself, if after a few years 
this Colony, the most attached, at this moment, of all the Colonies in 
the British Empire, to British institutions, should not be diverted from 
that attachment, and desire in their stead those of the neighbouring 
Republic. In conclusion, he would again say, that this resolution should 
not have emanated from the Government, but would have come with much 
more grace from the hon. member for Lincoln, with whom it was a favour- 
ite measure for years. And he (Mr. A.) did not think that Lord John 
Russel would thank the Canadian Executive, or his hon. friend the Atty. 
General individually, for meddling in this matter instead of confining 
himself to legislating on purely Canadian subjects. 3 


MR. CHAUVEAU supported the resolutions. 64 
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MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY remarked, that the hon. gentleman had hoped 
that, like those of Cassandra, his prophecies would prove false, and 
that the colony would still continue a British Province after this mea- 
sure passed; if the Hon. gentleman wished that his prophecies might 
prove like those of Cassandra; he wished that this Province should not 
continue a British colony, for the prophicies (sic) of Cassandra were 
fulfilled. 


MR. AYLWIN thought the hon. gentleman had enjoyed the advantages 
of a University Education. 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY bowing, replied he had.®/ 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD.--The object of the address is to avert the 
very evil which the hon. member for Quebec was afraid of--from one end 
of the Province to the other there was scarcely a difference of opinion, 
that if their trade went by the United States, and left the British 
shipping coming to Quebec without freight--the danger of such an event 
would be much increased. 8 By all who have considered the subject there 
is scarce a difference of opinion that if the trade of Upper Canada is 
diverted into the United States, this country will sooner become what 


the hon. member had deprecated, an American province: American in feeling, 


American in every thing. We dread it.69 If such a measure as the pre- 
sent is not adopted, our Public Works will be left without employment, 
and our trade will go by the United States--it will lead to much greater 
danger of this country's becoming an American Province than if you 
opened the St. Lawrence, and allow the ships of all nations to come 
here, he hoped to see vessels of other nations. French, Spanish & other 
European vessels. They can do no harm by bringing their goods, and car- 
rying away the products of the country: they will thus create competi- 
tion, use our canals, increase their tolls, and thus enable them to 
relieve commerce from those taxes which have been necessarily imposed 
upon it. The Gov't felt that when they received protection from the 
Home Government they could submit to a monopoly, but since that protec- 
tion had been withdrawn--since free trade principles have been adopted-- 
this country could no longer do so; they must have the liberty of 
employing ships of any nation. By admitting vessels of any nation, a 
competition will be created which will lower the charge for freight, 

and make it more equal to that of New York, and he did not believe 
competition would injure British shipping. British shipping was able 

to compete with any in the world. He would ask what would be the effect 
of the trade of Upper Canada being diverted through the United States? 
He believed that it would virtually sever the Union of the Canadas. A 
feeling against the Navigation Laws has lately arisen in England; and it 
is said there, that British shipping will not suffer by the abolition 

of the Navigation Laws, and he did not believe that it would.--The pas- 
sing of the Address before the House, was the only thing, in his opinion, 
which could save their trade,--if it did not do it, nothing else would, 
and, after the expressions which had been used by the press and people 
throughout the whole Province, he would have held that the Government 
were highly culpable if they had not brought the matter before the House. 
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MR. ERMATINGER/ 4 said, that a number of members did not appear to 
think any discussion was necessary: they said the same when they were 
discussing Free Trade. "Oh!" said they, "Great Britain has done so, and 
we are only following the course pursued by her.'' He did not adopt the 
sentiment that, because Great Britain has adopted Free Trade, we should 
cheerfully accede to it also. He, for one, did not believe in Free 
Trade, and/2 he did not admit that we were bound to follow that policy, 
if we considered it detrimental to our interests. I object, said Mr. E., 
to the precipitancy with which we are proceeding. We did the same last 
year, when we adopted an Address anticipating the decision of the Imper- 
ial Government on the Corn Laws; and now while the British Parliament is 
considering the subject of the Navigation Laws, we are about to pass an 
address to Her Majesty, to repeal those Laws, without waiting to see 
what course the Imperial Government may consider it advisable to adopt. /3 
He would read some papers which had just been received from England that 
day, which showed that they were not so unanimous in Great Britain about 
Free Trade as they were here. He would read Wilmer & Smith's paper, under 
the Parliamentary head, some discussion which had taken place in moving 
for some correspondence between the Home and the Colonial Governments on 
the subject. (The hon. member here read some extracts.) He gave those 
as the latest arguments. Laughter:--(The hon. member then read some extr- 
acts from a speech of Lord Stanley)--and continued--That showed that they 
were not so unanimous or certain about the blessing of Free Trade in Great 
Britain as here./4 Mr. E. deprecated the attempt to attract the trade of 
the United States to the neglect of our own inland trade - the first con- 
sideration in all countries, where the principles of commerce are under- 
stood, and for this position he would refer hon. members to the works of 
all writers on commerce and political economy - Honorable Members, said 
Mr. E, may build castles in the air and fill their imaginations with 
the prospect of seeing the flags of all nations floating in the breeze 
in the harbors of the St. Lawrence; but let them enquire, what would 
support the extended commerce necessary to employ the ships of all na- 
tions? Would this anticipated large extended Commerce benefit the farm- 
ing interests of Canada? He, Mr. E, said it would not. If the anticipa- 
tion of Free Traders were realized (which he, Mr. E, did not think they 
would be,) the effect would be to encourage the Agricultural interest 
of the United States, while Canadian farmers would be shut out from every 
market; for we see now, that while the produce of the United States 
finds its way first, and has the advantage of the rise of prices all the 
year round in every market, our Canadian produce is shut up for 6 months 
in the year, and gets to market when it is glutted with the produce of 
foreigners. Will throwing open the navigation alter the state of things? 
No. 

Free Traders, continued Mr. E., think that when they adopt the maxim 
to sell in the dearest and buy in the cheapest market, they answer every 
argument triumphantly. But he would remind the House that the principle 
involved in this maxim originated in sordid selfishness, and in proof of 
this he need only say, that the trafficers in human blood, the inhuman 
slave dealers, and every other - dishonorable dealer - was Sunexned by it. 
He would give his uncompromising opposition to the address. ) 
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MR. WILLIAMS would support the Address/©, They must have a reduction 
of freight--it was the only means to save them--and they could only obtain 
it by a repeal of the Navigation Laws. They had only to look at the dif- 
ference on the freight and rate of insurance at New York and here to see 
that unless a reduction of freight took place, the great trade of the 
West must go by New York, from whence it would be carried chiefly by Amer- 
ican vessels, because it must be admitted that the American ships could 
carry cheaper than the British. By the opening of the St. Lawrence, 

Great Britain must lose a great part of her carrying trade, although, 
perhaps not so much as was expected, because she would have some advan- 
tages from this being a British Colony. // 


MR. CHALMERS said, the question was not properly understood through- 
out the country; the farmers generally thought it would bring them into 
competition with the Americans, and reduce their prices; when it would do 
nothing of the kind.78 He would ask the hon. member for North Lincoln 
if it will not increase the price 9d. per bushel of wheat./9 If they 
repealed the Navigation Laws they would reduce freight, and enable farmers 
to get higher prices. He was sorry to hear members say they were afraid 
of the United States--they should be like Great Britain, cultivate commerce 
with them in the time of peace, and lick them in the time of war.80 


MR. MOFFATT, ... approved of much that had fallen from the Hon. Mem- 
ber for Middlesex; but, nevertheless, in the circumstances which we have 
been placed by the policy of the Imperial Government, he was favorable 
to the adoption of the Address.81 we had so often expressed his opinion 
in favor of the repeal of the Navigation Laws, that he felt it unnecessary 
for him to say anything on the present occasion. He was sorry to hear 
the opinion expressed by the hon. member for Durham, that British ship- 
ping could not carry as cheaply as American shipping, for, if that was 
the case, then they would, in a great measure, lose the advantages which 
they expected from the Sates of the Navigation laws: he thought the hon. 
member must be mistaken.8

MR. BALDWIN would not have risen on this occasion if it were not for 
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some remarks made by gentlemen on the other side of the House. In the 
first place, it appeared to him that the Hon. Atty. Gen. (West) had not 
given his hon. friend from Lincoln due credit for his exertions to obtain 
the repeal of the Navigation Laws. We all owe a great deal to that hon. 
gentleman, and to other energetic parties of the House, who had taken 

a prominent part in bringing this matter before the country and forced 
the Government to take it up. All who feel an interest in the question, 
and think that the repeal of those laws is necessary to advance the 
country, must feel indebted to those who have taken the initation (sic); 
and he would do to the hon. member for Lincoln the justice to say, that 
he was the first who had stood prominently, forward in this House as 

an advocate for that repeal. As to the dangers that the hon. member 

for Quebec anticipated, he (Mr. B.) would fear them fully as much as 

his hon, friend, if he could conceive that they would follow the passing 
of this resolution; but so far from that, he conceived that this is the 
only way by which we can avoid those evils, but at all events he would 
feel that as Colonists we are freed from all responsibility as to the 
result of this proceeding, (hear, hear) which has been forced on us by 
the Goverement (sic); and he was not inclined at this moment to think 
that, those great changes will work permanent good; but whether for 

good or evil, they are not of our searching, but have been necessarily 
forced on us by the action of the British Government. With respect to 
the attack made by his hon. friend the Attorney General, (West) he would 
say that«he differed from his hon. friend entirely, + for, he, considered 
that the Government was bound to take it up. It was essentially such a 
measure as should be introduced by the Government and not by a private 
member as his hon. friend suggested. What would be the consequence, if 
that doctrine were carried out? Why the Ministry would be relieved from 
the responsibility of all measures that did not seem likely to meet with 
a favorable response on the other side of the Atlantic. Now he (Mr. B.) 
would hold the Ministry responsible for the introduction of every measure 
that was calculated to benefit this portion of the Empire, and he would 
put it to hon. friend, if he did not think that an application of this 
kind, introduced by a private member would have much less weight on the 
Home Government than if introduced by the Ministry? Undoubtedly it would 
have infinitely less weight with the English Cabinet, and on that ground 
if on no other he thought the hon. Attorney General had a sufficient 
justification. But he (Mr. B.) conceived that the Ministry was bound 

not only to bring this subject before the House, but even to take an 
earlier step and urge on the British Government the necessity of accord- 
ing this proposition, by means of those private communications which are 
continually passing between the two Governments. As those were his opin- 
ions he would cheerfully vote for the resolution and would suggest to the 
learned Attorney General whether it would not be as well to have it sent 
to the Upper House in order to procure the concurrence of that House. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said it was his intention to do so. °° 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON reminded the House that free navigation was 
established in this country from 1822 and continued until 1825, during 
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which period Americans could Peper any port in the Province on the 
same footing as British vessels. 


MR. MERRITT said that hon. gentlemen were mistaken in thinking that 
American vessels could be sailed cheaper than British. That was suf- 
ficiently tested on the Upper Lakes, but he would tell hon. gentlemen 
what would be the result of passing this resolution. It would equalize 
the freights between this city and New York, and it would open a pros- 
pect to this country, of which some hon. gentlemen appeared to have no 
idea.--The immense trade of the West will be forced on us by the mere 
inability of the Americans to do it themselves, and when he stated that 
the increase in the toll's taken on the Erie Canal, up to the first 
July, this year, was £400,000 above last year, hon. members would see 
the propriety, of making some struggles to obtain that trade. But in 
order to do so, we must throw open the canals®? , The Free Navigation 
of the St. Lawrence will not be of such benefit as is anticipated, unless 
the Canals are finished immediately. 88 He would draw the attention of 
the Government to that subject, and would ask, are we any nearer obtain- 
ing that object now than we were last year, when it was stated positively 
that they would be completed on the lst September, 1847? Let the Govern- 
ment make every exertion in its power, and throw open the canals from 
end to end, and they will derive the full amount of the benefits which 
were at first expected from their construction; but without that is done, 
the repeal of the Navigation Laws, or any other movement of a similar 
nature, will be perfectly useless. In conclusion, he would state that, 
whilst voting for this resolution, he only regretted that the Address 
did not fully state our policy to the Home Government, and inform it at 
once, that as soon as our canals yield a sufficient revenue, it is our 
intention to abolish the import duties and allow the free introduction 
of her manufactures into this Province. 


The resolution that an address be presented to Her Majesty, praying 
for the abolition of the Navigation Laws, was then put and carried. Ayes, 
50; nays, 2; viz, Messrs. Aylwin and Ermatinger.

((NOTICE OF MOTION RE: RESOLUTIONS ON COMMUNICATION 
THROUGHOUT THE PROVINCE. ))?/ 


MR. BOULTON moved for a Committee of the whole, to take into consider- 
ation a series of Resolutions, which he had prepared relative to the 
opening of a line of communication throughout the Province by means of a 
Railroad from Halifax to the western boundary of Upper Canada. No person 
in the Colony could deny that a rapid communication from one part of the 
Province to another was exceedingly desirable, and even necessary for the 
purposes of trade, and that the communication should be open during the 
winter as well as the summer. It was well known that at present they 


could not come from Quebec to this city in winter in less than 36 hours?®, 


24 hours--from several voices?9, 
MR. AYLWIN, it can be performed in 24 hours. 100 


MR. BOULTON.--Well, if they can come in 24 hours, all he could say 
was, that the roads were better here than in the upper part of the 
ProvincelOl, 


So they are--from MR. AYLWINL92, 


MR. BOULTON.--There they were often unpassable. Such a state of 
things could not go on--a_communication either by means of Railroad or 
Plank road must be openedl93, The question then arises which will be 
the most cheap and at the same time the most profitable manner of making 
a line of communication between Halifax and the West 104 | and he believed 
it could easily be ascertained from the level between Quebec and Western 
Canada, that about £3000 per mile would be quite sufficient for a single 
line of railroad: and that being the case, he believed that no one would 
hesitate to prefer a railroad to the other, as it would only cost one- 
half more, while the returns would be two, three or four times as much. 
The immense population which was now thrown on their lands, required 
employment, and he saw no means of affording them SUE Le yuan but by com- 
mencing public works, on which they could be employedl0 In this 
manner the anxiety, the fears of the citizens of Montreal would be 
allayed.106 Otherwise, he was afraid that the present emigration would 
hurt rather than benefit the country. It was well known that, be((tween) ) 
Quebec and New Brunswick there was a large amount of wild land capable 
of being cultivated, and which,if opened up, would afford room for 
hundreds of thousands to settlel97, At Lake Huron, on its Southern Shore 
and North of the Lands of the Canada Company , 108 there were about four 
millions of acres of the best land upon the Continent, upon which an 
immense number of emigrants could be settled; and why had it not been 
already settled?--because there was no means of communication, and until 
they had the means of communication they could never expect that they 
would be settled. He proposed that some of this land should be settled 
by emigrants. By the Despatch from the Home Government, laid upon the 
table that very day, the British Government seemed anxious to see the 
emigrants settled upon their wild lands, and there could be no do (sic) 
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doubt that the English Government would be ready to advance any sum 

that might be found necessary to settle them. Nothing could be more 
advantageous for both countries than a large emigration, for most of 

the poor emigrants who came to this country, it was found, did not 
consume in manufactures more than 15s. a head while in Great Britain, 
while every one who came here, in a very few years consumed manufactures 
to the amount of between £3 and £4 per annum. It was well known that 

up to this time the wild lands have never been a means of enriching 

this countryl09 | the expense of the disposal of them has always 

equalled the amount arising from the sale of themll9, He therefore 
wished they should be made available for opening the resources of the 
country, and to afford relief to the large number of emigrants now 
pouring in upon them. The proposal which he wished to lay before 

the House was as follows:--The distance between Quebec and the bound- 
ary line of New Brunswick was 194 miles,--in New Brunswick there was 
205, and in Nova Scotia 112 miles,--making the total distance with allow- 
ance for necessary deviations to Halifax 562 miles: and a railroad 
between which, at the rate he had already mentioned, namely, £3,000 per 
mile, would only cost a little over £2,000,000. He had the particulars 
of the scheme drawn up in a memorandum which he held in his hand, and 
which contained the precise distances, and also a number of other parti- 
culars which he would now read to them.

By the above proposal, it would be seen that one-half of the land 
for five miles back on each side of the road, was to be given to the 
company, while the other half, amounting to about 596,000 acres would 
be made available to the Colony; and as he considered that this road 
would be of immense advantage to this country, he proposed that they 
should guarantee 3 per cent. for ten years to the company, which would 
be a great inducement to English Capitalists to embark in the under- 
taking. Then with regard to that part of the great line, lying between 
Quebec and Toronto, he thought as there were no waste lands to be 
granted to the company, that a greater inducement should be held out 
to English Capitalists; he, therefore, proposed that the Province 
should guarantee 4 per cent. permanently--he believed no person would 
doubt that the road from Montreal to Toronto would be the most profit- 
able that could be made; and he was not aware that continuing it to 
Quebec would tend to decrease the profit much. He was certain it 
would realize 10 per cent at the least; but, taking it at 8 per cent, 
which was very low indeed, it would be a good return to capitalists; 
and he was certain that, with the guarantee of the Government, there 
would be no difficulty in inducing capitalists to embark in the line.-- 
And with regard to that part of the line west of Toronto, it was 
already in the hands of capitalists--a great part of the stock had been 
taken up, and the road was not progressing; but, not to make any dif- 
ference, he proposed that they should also guarantee three per cent to 
parties willing to invest capital in the undertaking. If members reflect- 
ed, they would see that the Government would run no risk in giving this 
guarantee. All the road, with the exception of that part below Quebec, 
would be certain to pay, and it was the only means of opening up the 
resources of the country, and of providing for the unfortunate emigrants 
now arriving among them, which he thought could succeed. Look at the 
employment which it would afford to them, and look at the vast numbers 
that could be settled upon the land thus opened,--in Lower Canada alone 
there would be room for between one and two millions of people. It 
would also be seen, by reference to the United States--to Massachusetts 
for example--that there they had guaranteed large sums in a similar 
manner, in Massachusetts about $500,000 stock had been taken in their 
most important lines, and their revenue pledged for a certain return, 
and so far from its stock being an embarrassment to the State, it has 
been a means of wealth, and now yieilds (sic) a revenue of 10 or 12 per 
cent. to the Statelll | a revenue of between $10,000 and 12,000 a yearll2, 
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He could not see why the same course should not be followed in Canada. 
He was not pledged to the project which he had laid before them, and 

he would be happy to support any other which would accomplish the same 
ends. It had been suggested to him that he should refer the Resolutions 
either to the Committee on Railroads or the Committee on Emigration: 

and he would now take that step, he therefore moved that the Resolutions 
be referred to the Select Committee on Railroads.113 


MR. ERMATINGER objected to their being referred--by doing so it 
would in a manner pledge the Housell4, ye characterised the whole 
scheme as visionary. He said he had last year opposed the grant for 
the survey of the road from Halifax to Quebec, convinced that it would 
be so much money thrown away; and he had not altered his opinion. To 
complete such a work, said, Mr. E., will require more money than we can 
beg, borrow, or scrape. 115 It would ere it was completed cost from 10 
to 20 millions of pounds sterling. 116 As to the waste lands of the 
Crown, the Hon. Member for North Lincoln (Mr. Merritt) is about to dis- 
pose of them; he had a scheme for disposing of 29,000,000 acres, and 
therefore he considered the honorable and learned Member for the city 
of Toronto need not trouble himself about the waste lands of the Crown. 
And with respect to the important subject of Emigration, Mr. E. contended, 
that the class of people who would come to labor on Public Works, were 
not such as would make good agricultural settlers, and such as the coun- 
try required,11/7 


MR. MORIN said, if the Government had come down with a well digested 
scheme, he might have supported it; but he could not support a scheme 
like the present, coming from a private member, 


MR. BALDWIN.--Refer such a proposition to a Committee on Railroads, 
and the Government not say a word? He was astonished. He said that in 
reference to emigration, it was a fallacy to suppose that this country 
would be settled by those who were employed on Railroads on other 
public works. It was the argument used at the commencement of the other 
public works and was found to be perfectly absurd,119 


MR. CHALMERS thought that the hon. proposer of these resolutions, 
being on railroads, had travelled at railroad speed over his project.+2 


MR. MONRO said if a well digested scheme was proposed he would sup- 
port it, but it was an absurdity to guarantee permanently the best part 
of the road. He wondered if it was intended the Government to compete 
with rival roads.121 


DR. LATERRIERE, MR. FOURNIER, and MR. CHAUVEAU, spoke in French.122 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said he trusted the hon. mover would withdraw 
them for the present .123 ((He)) stated that the resolutions had only 
been placed in his hands that day: they had not time to digest the scheme 
yet, as it was a porposition (sic) that required some time for deliber- 
ation124 | and the country should have an opportunity of expressing its 
opinion on it.125

The hon. gentleman was loudly cheered by MESSRS. LAFONTAINE and 
CAMERON. 8 


MR. CAMERON was glad this vote was opposed; he was against all grants 
for sustaining theological colleges, and wanted to know where the House 
was to stop if they gave money to every college intended to support pecul- 
iar theological doctrines. 


MR. HALE said that he agreed with the general principles just advocated; 
but while the House gave money to so many colleges, this had as fair a 
claim as others. There were but fourteen scholars, it was true, in the 
higher branches, and forty in the lower; but it had been only two years in 
existence. As to its being a theological school, that was a mistake: for 
though the college was under the Church of England, all denominations were 
admitted, and in fact there were scholars of all classes there. 


MR. PRICE opposed the grant. If the doctrine were once admitted, the 
clergymen of every religious denomination would be lobbying in the House. 
Was not $24,000 recently give to Victoria College, in consequence of the 
lobbying of a certain clergyman of the denomination to which that College 
belonged? Was not the same influence used to cut up the King's College 
revenue for distribution in part to this same Victoria College?1l 


MR. AYLWIN supported the grant on the principle of justice to the Pro- 
testants of Lower Canada. If this was opposed he should next session vote 
against every similar grant. He should vote against every grant for religi- 
ous colleges in Lower Canada. He had advocated the grants for another church, 
and now demanded justice for his own. There was no Roman Catholic nor French 
Canadian who could vote against this, for they had received most liberal 
grants. He was not in favour of postponing the education of the clergy to 
that of ;the laity.1 
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MR. VIGER spoke for a long time in French ... in opposition to the 
principle of grants to collegesl3, ((and against the ministerial measure.) )14 


MR. CAMERON said the amount of the endowment of this college was £6000 
by the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, £100 per annum by some 
gentlemen at Quebec, and £500 raised in the neighbourhood of the College. 
He thought the hon. member for Quebec was entitled to thanks for bringing 
this subject under the notice of Government.1 


MR. BROOKS said that this college had an endowment of £6000 sterling, 
and as the school was paid for separately by the parents of the scholars, 
that was all appropriated to educate the sons of people who could educate 
their children very well themselves. People talked of equal justice; for 
his part he saw no justice in being obliged to pay for other people's 
education, 16 


MR. THOMPSON thought that if any educational establishments had grants, 
the Barrington Ladies' Academy ought to have been remembered. From a peti- 
tion signed by a large number of gentlemen at Hamilton, it appeared that 
the school was kept by the Rev. J. Norman, M.A., who had established it solely 
for the education of "female ladies," and that he was assisted by seven or 
eight ladies.1/ 


MR. BALDWIN entirely dissented from the principle of voting money to 
these institutions; and he was sure the time must come when it would be 
abandoned. On that account, though he did not wish to disturb those col- 
leges which had had grants, he was not prepared to give money to others, 
when he was sure that the principle must be given up. It appeared, too, 
that this was essentially a theological college. For that he would not 
vote under any circumstances, because he would not go beyond the limits 
hitherto adopted of giving grants only to those colleges which gave secular 
instruction, even though under the direction of clergymen. 


MR. LAFONTAINE said if he ever heard a grant proposed in that House 
for the support of religion, he would oppose it; but the question was very 
different when the affair was merely as to an education establishment. Here, 
however, there had been no application for money. Many other colleges had 
been mentioned, and it was for him to mention another, that of St. Hyacinthe. 
In this last there were 150 scholas (sic). Now here was £500 to be given 
to a college with forty-five scholars, and one with one hundred and fifty 
scholars was to have only £100. He then paid a very just compliment to the 
liberality of opinions which had always prevailed in Lower Canada on reli- 
gious subjects. He had seen with great chagrin that the Ministry had recently 
introduced a bill to divide the funds of the University of King's College 
among four denominations; he had seen it with regret, because he found that 
among those four denominations was the one to which he belonged. He hoped 
there was no Catholic in Upper Canada, whether priest or layman who would be 
in favour of a measure which he could only regard as a bribe to the three 
denominations who were to be thus paid.19 


MR. AYLWIN said, as he saw the motion could not be passed, would move 
in amendment to reduce the sum to £250.29 
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MR. VIGER spoke ... in English, against the grant, declaring that it was 
decidedly against every just principle to take money out of the general pro- 
perty to encourage particular colleges belonging to different denominations. 21

Copyrtght Bilt. The Order of the Day for the second reading of 

the Btll to amend the Act for the protection of 
Copyright in thts Province, and for other purposes theretn menttoned, 
being read; 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY explained that the object of this measure was to 
obtain the privilege of importing reprints, according to the wishes expres- 
sed by the Home Government, who had offered to allow that course, if some 
protection were afforded to British authors. In the Customs Bill he had 
proposed to effect this by levying a duty, but considering the enormous 
disparity in the price of the original editions and the reprints, an ad 
valorem duty of 20 or 30 per cent seemed to be absurd. He, therefore, now 
proposed to permit authors having copyrights to reprint their works in the 
colony, and in that case to allow them to retain all their exclusive rights, 
admitting reprints of all other works at the ordinary rate of duty on books. 
The subject was a difficult one; but the words of the despatch did not seem 
to him to point to one mode of protection more than another, and this seemed 
likely in the long run to be the most effectual method; for a duty could 
hardly give a great advantage, whereas, in a few years the Province might 
be sufficiently populous to make reprints within it pay the author.25 


MR. AYLWIN said that the greatest objection to the bill was this, that, 
as he apprehended, the author in obtaining a copyright in England, obtained 
all exclusive right in all the British possessions. Now he was certain that 
no Court would decide against the author, if the Provincial Statute clashed 
with rights conferred by Imperial Statutes or Common Law rights. He doubted 
whether it would not be better to revert to the duties as at first proposed. 2 


MR. MERRITT said he believed the British author would never find it 
advantageous to republish books in the Province, and thus the old law would 
practically come into force, and the Canadian buyer get the reprints at a 
low price.2/

MR. CHAUVEAU said that in the absence of any direct instructions from 
his constituents, he was not prepared to refuse this measure; but he would 
take upon himself to say that one clause if adopted by the government 
would ((be)) calculated to ruin those poor people by Act of Parliament-- 
he referred to that which required the property of the people to be mort- 
gaged by the parties. If there had been any intention really to succour 
these poor persons, the rate of interest might have been made higher, for 
though debentures could not be sold at 5 per cent, they might be sold at a 
higher rate. As it was, it would be better if there had been no pretence 
to aid the victims, because then they might have applied to their creditors 
and made arrangement with them, instead of trusting to what had turned out 
of so little value. He would take that opportunity of remarking on a sub- 
ject to which he had never before alluded in the House. The poor victims 
of the fire, the Relief Committee, and the Clergy had been maligned in a 
manner that had never been known in any other country, nor in this country 
any where else than in the columns of some of the English Journals of Montreal. 
These journals had taken advantage of the St. John's fire to revile persons 
who happened to belong to another race--persons, who, when they were appealed 
to themselves, at once made a contribution for the sufferers, which in the 
impoverished condition of the donors did them infinite honour. 29

M. CHAUVEAU ... Je m'oppose 4 cette mesure, parce que je suis opnosé

La loi municipale a pour but de changer les moeurs et les institutions du 
peuple, au moyen d'une nouvelle division du pays.

beaucoup plus de réflexion,pour préparer cette mesure. Comment sait-on si 
l'organisation qu'on nous propose sera meilleure que celle qui existe actu- 
cllement? Je dirai aussi qu'il est beaucoup plus dangereux qu'on ne 1'imagine 
de changer les choses que l'on a essayées pendant si peu de tems, pendant 

une seule année. I1y a des officiers qui ont été nommés en vertu de cette 

loi, il y a des certioraris actuellement pendants devant des tribunaux supé- 
rieurs, tout sera mis dans la confusion par le changement que 1'on propose.

Il 
était en faveur du principe du bill mais opposé a quelques-uns de ses dé- 
tails.

DR. LATERRIERE.--M. le président.--J'ai pendant les deux derniéres ses- 
sions inutilement opposé le principe et les détails de ce bill, comme inap- 
plicables 4 l'état isolé de nos campagnes. En secondant la motion de mon 
ami, le représentant du comté de Québec, qui vient d'en signaler les absur- 
dités de la maniére la plus habile, c'est protester encore une fois contre 
la passation d'une loi que la pliipart des membres de cette chambre parait 
désirer mais je ne puis pas faire qu'a ma connaissance, dans mon comté et 
bien d'autres comtés, elle n'a jamais bien opéré, soit par district ou pa- 
roisse, et elle n'opérera pas mieux par comté. Elle a eu l'effet d'exciter 
beaucoup d'agitation, soit dans 1'un ou l'autre cas. Beaucoup de procés 
dans l'intérét de messieurs les avocats, mais rien dans l'intérét de la 
chose publique; tout au contraire, les chemins qui étaient bien entretenus 
sous le contréle des différents grands voyers de districts sont maintenant 
impracticables presque partout. Aucunes améliorations n'ont été faites en 
vertue de cette loi dans nos campagnes, mais bien des vexations par 1'influ- 
ence des gros marchands contre les petits. Ceux qui préchent contre la 
taxe des @coles, font taxer le petit commerce ambulant de nos campagnes. 
Cette loi qui tire son origine de 1l'union des deux provinces, en un mot, 
porta le méme fruit, c'est-a dire la discorde dans tous les rangs de la 
société. Dans les villes, des dettes énormes, dans les campagnes des procés. 
Il n'y a rien de plus dangereux, de plus absurde que de changer les lois 
d'une pays auxquelles les gens sont accoutumées, pour les remplacer de ses- 
sion en session comme nous le fesons par des lois d'inexpérience, par des 
lois éphéméres 4 moitié mortes, pleines de lacunes qui les rendent inexé- 
cutables. C'est avec juste raison que les gens, par la force de leur gros 
bon sens, nous accusent de ne pas savoir ce que nous fesons, en autant 
que cette chambre se trouve en grande partie composée d'hommes de loi 
et sur qui devrait essentiellement peser, je dois le dire, la responsabilité 
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de ces innovations. Les lois d'un pays doivent étre adaptées aux besoins 
du peuple Canadien, dans son enfance, pour ainsi dire, sont simples, ses 
lois devraient 1'étre semblablement, sans continuellement y jetter la con- 
fusion de nos repiécetages législatifs. Qu'a-t-on répondu et que répondra- 
t-on encore pour justifier 1l'anticipation, la nécessité, dit-on, d'une 
telle loi? Que c'était pour préparer, forcer le peuple 4 s'instruire de 
nos droits politiques en stimulant sa ((pensée)) de clairvoyance pour 
l'avenir. C'était l'argument en effet du magicien lord Sydenham. I1 a 
bien pu trouver en dehors du peuple des approbateurs de 1'union des Canadas, 
de presque toutes ses lois spéciales mais le peuple est encore 14 qui 
reprouve ses actes, entre autres, l'acte municipal dont il a doté le pays 
uniquement dans un interét qui n'était pas celui du Bas Canada--puisque le 
Bas Canada qui dépensait ci-devant tous les ans de 8 4 cent mille louis 
pour ses améliorations publiques, du surplus de son trésor, n'a regu en 
échange de l'argent qui lui a été escamoté, que le privilége de se taxer 
municipalement pour le méme objet. On a cité ou l'on pourrait citer les 
avantages de cette loi aux Etats-Unis? Le peuple n'est pas encore ici comme 
aux Etats-Unis un peuple souverain, un peuple mir pour de semblables insti- 
tutions. La tous leurs districts ruraux sont centralisés dans les petites 
villes ou villages--1a tous les gens se voyent (sic) tous les jours et se 
font part de leurs lumiéres et s'instruisent. Mais au contraire le peuple 
Canadien disséminé sur une grande surface, vit isolé et ne se réunit que 
tous les dimanches. I1 a bien autre chose 4 faire et a bien mieux faire 
que de perdre son temps en réunions municipales par anticipation de son 
éducation politique. Croyez-vous que les charges onéreuses de maires 
d'échevins, et les amendes par dessus le marché, s'ils ne remplissent pas 
les devoirs que leur imposera cet acte, ne sont pas capables de produire 
de la perturbation populaire. Leurs déplacements d'une a dix heures dans 
chaque comté pour se rendre aux assemblées trimestrielles, leur délégation 
enfin des devoirs de toutes 4 remplir a leurs dépends, bien entendu sont 
autant de taxes révoltantes. Croyez-vous que tout cela soit d'accord avec 
les moyens pécuniaires des habitans qui seront élus et qui auront 4 rem- 
plir des obligations si onéreuses, détrimentales a leurs interéts, en les 
forcant de s'éloigner, de perdre de vue la conduite de leurs affaires 
domestiques, pour mettre a exécution une loi opposée entiérement 4 leur 
habitude de vivre en paix. Mais il ne faut pas connaitre l'esprit de nos 
campagnes pour vouloir ainsi les ((constater)) en permanence de législation 
locale cent fois pire que la législation de cette province pour laquelle 
nous sommes payés. Ces régions pourraient tout au plus convenir aux villes 
et villages, mais je crois sincérement que c'est une mesure inexécutable 
dans nos campagnes isolés, et conséquemment prematurée,. 

Je le demande, comment veut-on que de telles institutions progressent, 
lorsqu'il est notoire que dans presque toutes les paroisses, on a élu dans 
le but avoué d'en arréter la marche, les personnes les mois instruites ou 
celles qui préchent contre l'éducation. Pour faire disparaitre un tel état 
de choses, il faudrait avant par tous les moyens possibles encourager, forcer 
méme l'éducation élémentaire dans nos campagnes indépendamment du concours 
des municipalités. Si l'on veut réellement une bonne loi de municipalité, 
il vaudrait mieux remettre cette mesure, maintenant qu'elle est imprimée 4 
une €poque plus éloignée, les amendemens qui y ont été apportés par un comité 
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de bonne volonté, les membres auraient le temps de pouvoir en étudier toutes 
les dispositions, pourraient semblablement en conférer avec leurs constitu- 
ants, et reviendraient autrement appuyés que nous ne le sommes aujourd'hui 
pour passer cette loi. Ce bill comprend 78 clauses ((et)) se trouve telle- 
ment 1ié avec celui qui régle l'éducation que pour apporter quelque change- 
ment a ce dernier, il nous faudrait pour ainsi dire les confronter, les 
confondre en un seul, ce qui 4 1'@époque avancée de la session est une chose 
qui me parait extrément difficile, m@éme impossible pour en faire une loi 
satisfaisante 4 moins de vouloir faire encore comme ci-devant, rappeller, 
amender, et plonger de plus en plus le pays dans la confusion. Ce bill 

porte une clause d'exaction des plus injustes contre les seigneurs. 43 In 
that respect those who draughted the law seemed to have had before them 

the famous proclamation of the generalissimo Nelson, at the time of his pre- 
meditated conquest of Canada in 1833.44 Je sui faché que l'on y ait intro- 
duit, a moins donc que ce fut pour la rendre populaire au dépend de la justice, 
un expédient si évidement attentatoire a la propriété au droit des gens. Si 
ce projet de loi passe il faudra bien s'y soumettre. Ce sera au nom du 
peuple qui me le demande pas, qui repousse méme de tels changemens que 1'on 
promulgue, une loi subversive des lois fondamentales de la société en atta- 
quant ainsi la propriété en la taxant doublement par un semblant de justice 
envers le peuple, dont on se sert comme d'un marche-pied pour s'élever, 

faire une chemin dans presque tous les cas 4 ses demandes et contre la morale 
publique. On va me demander sans doute par quoi je voudrais remplacer cette 
mesure? Vaudrait mieux en attendant faire revivre l'ancien régime des grands 
voyers, en le modifiant et en 1'adoptant aux circonstances du pays. 


M. VIGER était aussi opposé au bill, ... "si j'@étais l1'ennemi de mon 
pays, je voterais pour cette mesure". ....il montra l'origine des gouverne- 
mens de paroisse en Angleterre, le bien qu'elles avaient fait, et pour en 
faire voir les effets, il fait en paralléle l'éducation politique du peuple 
Anglais et du peuple Francais au tems de la révolution Francaise. Les 
municipalités étaient la chose a laquelle tous sujets britanniques devaient 
étre le plus particuliérement attachés, parce que c'étaient ces municipalités 
qui avaient formé le peuple anglais 4 la pratique de sa constitution. I1 
ajouta que ceux qui voteraient pour demander des municipalités de comté 
déclareraient par 14 que leurs compatriotes sont assez dégradés, assez igno- 
rants, pour étre incapables de faire fonctionner ces municipalités de paroisse, 
mais qu'il pensait qu'avec le tems on pourrait faire une loi qui... des 
municipalités de paroisse et des municipalités de comté en méme tems, les 
premiéres pour les affaires des paroisses les secondes pour les affaires de 
comté. I1 regrettait beaucoup que le procureur-général pour le Bas Canada 
ne fit pas entré au ministére trois mois auparavent, il aurait pu mirir la 
mesure, et la rédiger d'une maniére plus intelligible et plus satisfaisante, 
Ce bill était en grande partie le m@me que celui des municipalités de dis- 
trict passé sous lord Sydenham, et qui n'avait pu fonctionner. I1 aimerait 
beaucoup mieux remettre la mesure 4 la prochaine session. Si cette session 
devait avoir lieu dans le mois de février, et que le bill fit mis en force

M. FOURNIER pensait qu'aprés avoir adopté le systéme des Municipalités, 
il serait impossible de retourner 4 celui des grands voyers. Ce systéme 
devait continuer a exister et comme la loi actuelle est sur le point d'expirer 
il était nécessaire d'en passer une autre. I1 pensait que la loi de Lord 
Sydenham était bonne sous plus d'un rapport, mais elle était dispendieuse 
et le peuple lui était opposé.

MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY believed that some part of the opposition to the 
bill arose from the tax it might impose upon seigniorial property. But the 
hon. member for Kamouraska asked what advantage there was in the proposed 
measure over the old law or organization by parishes.--He would reply that 
in parishes there were so many little interests conflicting with each other, 
that the municipalities so divided could never work well. When roads were 
to be made within the parish, all might go on properly; but when it was 
necessary to make or repair a longer line from one place to another, out 
of those limits a difficulty at once arose. Counties were ancient divisions, 
known in the country so long as the principle of incorporation was known-- 
he meant so long as there had been any Canadian Parliament, for that House 
was after all, but a large corporation. Now by the county organization 
would be secured the union of a large number of intelligent men, which was 
so much better than anything that could be obtained in a parish, as the 
numbers were greater, and the amount of money they had to dispose of more 
considerable. It was objected that the House was legislating on this sub- 
ject every year, and that the bill now proposed might be changed again next 
year. That might be so; but it had clearly been the object of the Legisla- 
ture to allow these experiments since it had passed the existing laws only 
for two years, in order that at the end of that time the subject should be 
again sent back for the consideration of the House. If it were found that 
the amendments he proposed were required, of course the House would adopt 
them; if not, they would not do so. At the present moment, however, when 
the existing law was expiring, it did seem to him that it would be advisable 
to introduce a bill calculated to work properly. He was told that the 
present law would not work, and he could well believe it, because the muni- 
cipal divisions were too small, and petty interests would exert too much 
influence. The bill then before the House would prevent in a great measure 
the operation of those trifling interests.49 


MR. CAUCHON would vote cheerfully for the bill, if the hon. Attorney 
General would retract what he had said about that House being a corporation 
(laughter. )50 


MR. LAFONTAINE believed the bill had been introduced at too late a 
period of the session to pass into a good law. He thought, too, that the 
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organization by parishes must still subsist; but he also thought there 
might be at the same time an organization by counties. He therefore could 
not give his approval to the bill. In what position, however, was the 
House placed? The present law would expire at the end of the session, and 
it was necessary to do something: for that reason he would not assume the 
responsibility of opposing the measure. At the same time he put it to the 
hon. Attorney General himself whether he was not convinced that this bill-- 
copied as it was in a great measure from Lord Sydenham's law--would not 
work. While he would not assume the responsibility of voting against the 
bill, he yet hoped that the Administration would refrain from pressing it 
through that session; he would advise them rather to renew the law now in 
force. He regretted sincerely that the hon. Attorney Gen. had not had a 
longer opportunity of considering the law, because he was sure that had 
that been the case, it would have been draughted clearly, and would have 
been bettered (sic) matured (hear, hear.)--As it was he did not think he 
could have had time for proper consideration, nor did he believe the House 
would be able to give it the attention justly due to it. He would advise 
the hon. gentleman to let the measure stand till next session, and he would 
then have time to think over the idea, he (Mr. Lafontaine)had thrown out 
relative to the method of organizing the municipal divisions. 1 


MR. SCOTT in his experience as Councillor under the organization by 
Districts, had found that nothing could be done in divisions 50 miles wide. 
The council never had the local knowledge necessary to come to proper deter- 
minations, and trusting to the information of others were usually deceived. 
In the parishes every one had sufficient local knowledge, and the laws worked 
better. If they went back now to the larger divisions, it would be like 
returning to the old trains after having had the sleighs. 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY suggested that the hon. Member for Quebec should 
withdraw his amendment, and if the House then desired it he would postpone 
the bill till next session, in order to have time for consideration, so that 
he might bring down a bill that would, as nearly as possible, meet the views 
of all parties.

By Lord Aberdeen's Despatch No. 27, of 18th June, 1846, I was instructed 
to bring under the constderation of the Untted States Government, the questton 
of establtshing an equality of Trade between the United States and the 
Brittsh North Amertcan Colontes, whtch question had been pressed on the atten- 
tton of Her Majesty's Government, by an Address to Her Majesty from the 
Legislative Assembly of Canada, passed on the 12th of May, 1846. 

Lord Aberdeen's Despatch reached Washington on the 8th July, a few days 
after Mr. Walker's Bill "for the reductton of the Duttes upon Imports" had 
passed the House of Representatives, and when the debate on that tmportant 
measure was about to be opened in the Senate, with great uncertainty as to 
the result. The proceedings tn Congress on the subject of the Tartff, I 
had the honor to report in my Despatches Nos. 86 of 13th July, 91 of the 
13th July, and 97 of 29th July; and in my Despatch No. 92 of 13th July, in 
answer to the Earl of Aberdeen's Despatch No. 27, were explatned the reasons 
why I did not, at that time, think tt advtsable to bring the subject of an 
equaltzatton of Duttes between thts Country and Canada formally under the 
constderation of the Government. On the 8th of August, the Session of last 
year was brought to a close, not however without an Act haying been passed 
"for allowtng Drawback on Goods tmported from British North America," and 
"exported to Foreign Countrtes," of which Act I had the honor to transmit 
a copy wtth my Despatch No. 108, of 14th August. 

In the course of a short visit whteh I patd to Canada in the autum of 
last year, I communtcated with the Governor General respecting the measures 
whitch Her Majesty's Government were anxtous to have brought about, and I 
requested His Lordship to furntsh me with a list of the parttcular articles 
whtch, by the respective Tariffs, were subjected to a higher rate of duty 
onimportation tnto the United States from Canada, than on tmporatton into 
Canada from the United States, as well as with any other tnformatton whitch 
mignt seem likely to be of use in following up the matter with the United 
States Government. 

Soon after the opentng of last Sesston of Congress, that ts to say, on 
the 20th December last, I received from Lord Cathcart a Despatch, of which 
I have the honor to enclose a copy, transmttting a memorandum prepared by 
the Inspector General of Publte Accounts, accompanted by a comparative 
statement of the rates of Duttes on the prinetpal arttcles of Canadian Exports 
at present levted tn the Untted States and in Canada. These papers I has- 
tened to place in the hands of Mr. Walker, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
accompanied by a memorandum, a copy of hich I enclose, embodying the sub- 
stance of Lord Aberdeen's Despatch No. 27, as well as chat part of the 
Legislative Assembly's Address whitch related to the Trade wtth thts country. 
Coptes of thts memorandum and accompanying papers I also placed in the 
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hands of Mr. Dix, one of the Senators for New York, a gentleman of great 
influence tn Congress, partrcularly on questtons of thts nature, on 

whose asststance tn carrying through the proposed measure I knew we might 
rely, tf an opportuntty could be found to bring tt forward. 

Mr, Walker professed to be equally tn favor of the removal of all res- 
tritettons on the tnterchange of produce between the Untted States and the 
British Provinces, and promised, tf time allowed, to make such a measure 
the subject of a spectal recommendation to Congress. But such was the 
press of bustness durtng the late short Sesston, occastoned prinetpally by 
the war wtth Mextco, and the numerous questtons tnetdental to it, that 
no opportuntty was found to bring the subject forward wtth any prospect 
of success. 

It may be hoped that during the next Sesston, there will be a better 
chance of accomplishing the wtshes of Her Majesty's Government on this 
subject; meanwhile, I have thought it right to explain to Your Lordship 
the causes whitch have hitherto prevented thetr fulfilment.

The Inspector General has the honor to submit the following memorandum 
on the Address of the House of Assembly, May 12th, 1846:-- 

The Address of the House of Assembly passed 12th May, prayed that Her 
Majesty would be gractously pleased to cause the necessary steps to be 
taken for opening a negoctatton with the Untted States, for the admisston

of Colontal products tnto thetr Ports on the same terms that theirs are 
admitted into Great Britain and this Country. 

This Address was passed subsequently to the enactment of a Law repeal- 
tng all Duty on American produce coming through this Province for export, 
etther tn the shape of grain, or to be converted into flour for exportation, 
and also after the House had been made aware of the views of Her Majesty's 
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Government wtth reference to the admisston of Foretgn grain into Great Bri- 
tain at a veduced rate of Duty for a limited period, and then at a nominal 
Duty of one shilling per quarter, and of other general modifications and 
reductton tn the Custom Duties of Great Britain, and whtch have subsequently 
obtatned the sanetton of the Imperial Parliament. 

It may, consequently, be assumed that the House of Assembly sought the 
adoption by the Untted States of regulattons concetved tn a similar sptrit 
of ltberaltty and friendly commerctal intercourse, and therefore humbly 
prayed the gractous tnterference of Her Majesty to effect these objects. 

The extenston of the operation of the American Drawback Bill to merchan- 
dize imported from the British North Amertcan-Provinees adjoining the Untted 
States, approved the 8th of August in the last Sesston of Congress, clearly 
embraces one of the objects contemplated by the House of Assembly, namely, 
tnereased facilittes for the transmtsston of Canadian products through the 
States; but the second point, the admisston of those products tnto the United 
States for consumption on the same terms as thetrs are admitted into Great 
Britain and this Province, is very tnsuffictently met by the Tartff of Cus- 
toms Duttes established by Congress tin the summer Sesston of 1846. Whtle 
tn some articles a sltght modtfication has been tntroduced, the Duttes on 
that description of merchandize, the productton of whitch ts common to both 
countries, preponderate vastly in favor of the Untted States, and tend 
matertally to check that vigor whtch general trade would dertve from the 
removal of arttfictal restraints, and by thetr onerous character suppress 
the developement of the natural and permanent resources of the country. 

The constderatton of thts subject may, wtth pecultar fttness, be taken up 
at this pertod, as the British Possessions Act leaves the Province, to a 
very great extent, free to pass such enactments with regard to Duties and 
Trade, as may be found best sutted to her wants and posttton, and enable 
her to meet on terms of friendly rectprocitty any advantages whtch the netgh- 
bourtng Republte may be disposed to make for the mutual encouragement of 
industry and trade, and the developement, undtsturbed by arttfictal tnflu- 
ences, of the resources pecultar to each Country.

Memorandum for the constderatton of the Government of the United 
States. 


Washtngton, December 1846. 

On the 12th May last, the Legislative Assembly of Canada voted an 
Address to the Queen, on the subject of the measures of commercial relax- 
atton which were at that time pending in the British Parltament. 

This Address contained the following observattons respecting the com- 
merctal intercourse between the British North American Provinces and 
the Untted States, as at present rectprocally regulated: "We would fur- 
ther remind Your Majesty that whtle in compltance with the recommendatton 
of the Imperial Parltament, we have passed a Law repealtng all Duty on 
American produce coming through our country for exportation, no similar 
advantage ts accorded by the American Government to the people of this 
Province, but that Duties amounting in most cases to prohtbition, are 
rigorously maintatned by that Government on every article of ours enter- 
ing into their ports. The disadvantage we must labour under in this 
respect ts so apparent, that we respectfully request Your Majesty wtll 
be pleased to cause the necessary steps to be taken for opening a negocta- 
tton with the Government of the Untted States, for the admisston of our 
products into thetr ports on the same terms that thetrs are admitted into 
those of Great Britatn and this Colony." 

To whitch observations Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colon- 
tal Department replted tn the following words:-- 

"With respect to that portion of the Address which prays Her Majesty 
to tnvite the Government of the Untted States to establish an equaltty of 
Trade between the domintons of the Republic and the Brittsh North Amertcan 
Colontes, I am commanded to instruct Your Lordshtp to assure the Assembly, 
that Her Majesty wtll readtly cause dtrecttons to be gtven to Her Majesty's 
Mintster at Washington, to avatl himself of the earltest suttable opportun- 
tty to press thts important subject on the nottce of that Government, and 
that it wtll afford Her Majesty the most stneere satisfactton tf any com- 
muntecatton whitch may hereafter be held for thts purpose, shall have the 
effect whtch ts destred by Her fatthful Commons of Canada." 

To thts tmportant subject Her Majesty's Government earnestly request 
the attentton of the Government of the United States. 

It seems to Her Majesty's Government that the measures of relaxation 
destred by Canada, on tts own account, would be almost, tf not quite, as 
advantageous to the Untted States as establishing a free and unrestricted 
commerctal tntercourse between the two countrtes, and thereby affording 
a much more extended demand for United States produce, than the Canadas, 
tn thetr present restricted power of mutual exchange are enabled to sus- 
tain. 
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Without entering into unnecessary detatls, Her Majesty's Government 
would submit that the mutual benefits to be derived from relaxed commer- 
ctal tntercourse between a country of such vast dimenstons as Canada, 
Lying on their extended frontiers, are so obvious, and lie so completely 
on surface, that they scarcely fatl to strtke every one who duly reflects 
upon the subject. 

In further eluctdation of thts tmportant question, ts submitted a copy 
of a memorandum lately presented to the Governor General of British North 
America by the Inspector General of Publte Accounts of the Provinee of 
Canada, with a comparative statement of the rates of Duties on the princt- 
ple articles of Canadtan Exports at present levted in the Untted States 
and tn Canada. 

All whtch ts submitted for the constderation of the United States 
Government.

MR. GOWAN said it would be in the recollection of the House that on 
the first day of the Session, in the course of the debate that then occur- 


red, he had expressed an opinion upon the question then under consideration©, 


Hear hear, from the opposition benches. >/ 


MR. GOWAN. That opinion had been since frequently alluded to, not 
only in the public press, but in the incidental discussions that had subse- 
quently taken place in the House; and, in fact, he might say that, the 
opinions he had then expressed, had been made a sort of text-book upon this 
particular question.--Under such circumstances, he could scarcely be expect- 
ed to give a silent vote on the subject. He therefore thought it best, under 
all the circumstances, to open the debate on the night, by a clear expression 
of his opinions--(hear, hear). He would begin by reading to the House the 
resolutions which he intended to submit in amendment to the one moved by the 
learned member for North York.--°8

Mr. Gowan moved tn amendment thereto, seconded by Mr. Williams, That 
all the words after "That" in the satd motton be struck out, and the fol- 
lowing substituted: "on the twenty-sixth day of June 1846, "William B.

Officer to whom the tssutng of writs of Election properly appertains,) tssued 
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his wrtt for an Electton for the County of Stmcoe, in the room of the 
said William B. Robtnson, Esqutre; that under such writ, so tssued as 
aforesatd an election for one Member to serve for the County of Simcoe,

was held at Barrte, tn the satd County of Stmcoe, on the 27th day of July, 
aforesatd, and there betng no oppostng candidate, the satd William B. Rob- 


inson, Esquire, was declared duly elected by the free chotce and acclamation 
of the Freeholders of the said County then and there assembled, (as appears 
by the Return made to the satd writ by Gerald Allen, Esqutre, the Returning 
Officer at the satd Election; That whtle thts House regrets that any mis- 
apprehenston on the part, etther of any of tts Members, or of tts Officers, 
should have led to any trregulartty in the tssuing of the writ for the Elec- 
tton for the satd County of Simcoe, tt has no reason to believe that the 
result of the Election was affected by such trregularity; and the House is 
further strengthened in thts optnton by the absence of petittons, or other 
appliecatton to the House, complatning of an undue Election and Return for 
the said County of Stmeoe, pursuant to the Statute Law of this Province, 

(4 Geo.4, ec. 4,) for the trial of all cases of undue Election and Return, 


made and provided." 


MR. GOWAN. He entertained the same opinion now, that he expressed at 
the opening of the Session?9, 


Hear, hear, and cheers from the Opposition®9 , 


MR. GOWAN ((resumed)) and if applied to in the ordinary manner pointed 
out by law, he would support any motion that might have been submitted, to 
effect a fair trial of the question. He was not a Lawyer, and would not 
dwell on legal subtleties or quibbles. A bad cause might require an eloquent 
advocate--but the cause of truth required no adornment. The technical part 
of the question he would leave to minds trained in the school of quibbling, 
and acquainted with the winding and subtleties for which a certain profession 
was distinguished. He would go to equity, to a plain, simple, practical con- 
sideration of the matter--(hear, hear.) Involved in the subject were three 
great considerations. First--Does a grievance exist calling for the inter- 
ference of Parliament? Second, Who are the parties aggrieved? And lastly, 
What redress is it in the power of the House to afford? To the first enquiry 
he would say that no grievance really does exist. The county of Simcoe has 
not been disfranchised. An election has been held, and held too, in good 
faith; no advantage being taken of any party. It would not be alleged by 
either side of the House, that a single vote had been lost, in consequence 
of the irregularity. (Hear, hear.) Indeed it could not be pretended that, 
in consequence of the Writ, not to have been grounded on a legal Warrant, 
any party had suffered wrong, or had, in any way, been placed in a disad- 
vantageous position. Had there been a contest, and had the opposing candi- 
date come before the House, alleging that in consequence of his supporters 
knowing that there was an informality in the issuing of the Warrant, upon 
which the Writ was founded, and that in consequence of such knowledge his 
friends did not come forward to vote, then indeed would there have been a 
cause made out to warrant the interference of Parliament. To the second 
enquiry he would say that, no party had been aggrieved; no petition had been

presented; no human being had complained--all parties were satisfied. 

Shall it then be said that, the House will step in to create dissatis- 
faction, by unmasked for, and unwelcome Legislation? If a fault rests 

upon some party, that party is not the sitting member. He not only 
complied with every requirement of the statute, but he even went further 
than the law directs, in making known to the Head of the House, by a let- 
ter from his own hand, his acceptance of office. If a blunder had been 
committed, no person can pretend to say that, either the sitting member, 

or the electors of Simcoe, were the blunderers. The fault (if fault there 
was) rested solely between our own officers and our own members--they and 
they alone, were the blunderers. And shall it now be said that we seek 

to take advantage of our own wrongs? That Mr. Robinson is to be punished, 
and the electors of Simcoe deprived of their Representative, in consequence 
not of their acts, but of our own--that they are to be punished, not for 
their own sins, but for ours! (Hear, hear, and cheers). As to the third 
question, namely: What redress can be afforded? He would say that, a new 
Writ might be ordered, the country might be put to the agitation of a new 
election! the Province might be put to the expense of a new return! the 
sitting member might be put to the toll and vexation of a contest! the coun- 
try may be disfranchised for the remainder of the Session! but what will 

be gained by public morality, what achieved by Parliamentary honor? Faction 
may triumph for the moment; a party vote may succeed in depriving the county 
of a voice in the Representative Assembly; technicallity (sic) and form 

may usurp the place of equity and substance; but he contended, justice, that 
plain even handed justice, which had at all times been the boast of Britons, 
would still be with the sitting member; and the people of Simcoe, now without 
a shadow of complaint, would soon find a grievance, aye, and a just and 
substantial one, in the arbitrary disfranchisement of their county. He 
would now allude to the case of the York election, which had been referred 
to by the learned member opposite, (Mr. Baldwin,) in the course of the debate. 
He (Mr. Gowan) contended that case was not analogous to the present. It 

had been gone into on the very first day of the Session. The House would 
bear in mind that Statutes had been passed, for the trial of controverted 
elections. In England they were familiarly. known as the Grenville Acts. 

The first of those Acts (the 10 Geo. 3, chap. 16) was passed by the Imperial 
Parliament in the year 1770; and it was again amended by the 9th of Geo the 
4th, chap. 22, passed in the year 1825. The Canadian Act (the 4th of Geor. 
the 4th, chap. 4,) was passed in 1824. Now if the learned member for North 
York could show a case, either in the British House of Commons, since the 
passing of their Act, or in the Canadian Parliament, subsequent to the pas- 
sing of their Grenville Law, in which the House entertained a motion, petition 
or complaint, affecting the Seat of a member of the House, after the first 
fourteen days, from the date of his taking his seat, then he (Mr. Gowan) 
would admit the analogy; but unless he could adduce such a precedent, he 
contended that he was out of Court. If he contends for legal formalities 

in the case of an election, how much more necessary to observe legal formal- 
ities, when he comes into Court, to try the alleged irregularity? Could it 
have been the intention of the law, to give to others greater powers than 
were given to the parties most interested? In the present case, the parties 
most directly interested were the electors of Simcoe and the sitting member. 
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If the electors had ground of complaint, the law limited them to an applica- 
tion by petition--to dn application within fourteen days--to the giving of 
sufficient sureties--to a sworn Committee to try, and other formalities, 
which he would not trouble the House by enumerating. Could it, then, have 
been the intention of the Legislature to allow other parties to contest the 
seat of a member, relieved from those responsibilities which it imposes on 
the electors most interested?--(hear, hear.) Was it the intention of the 
law to confer upon others powers and privileges denied to the electors of 
Simcoe? Let him suppose a case. Let him suppose Mr. Robinson elected by 
violence, by fraud, or corruption, or after some other illegal and unjusti- 
fiable manner. How were the electors of Simcoe to rid themselves of a 
member so forced upon them? Must they be limited to a petition within the 
first fourteen days, and subjected to the responsibilities of security for 
costs, while, as in the present case, other parties are relieved from such 
limitations and responsibilities? If such a doctrine is to be upheld, who 
will hereafter think of appealing to the House by petition? Who will here- 
after think of complying with the law of the land, and the forms and res- 
ponsibilities which it imposes, if the same end can be obtained by a mere 
resolution of the House, introduced at any period of the Session? If such 
a doctrine is once admitted, no member's seat can be safe. If no time 
places a limit to the application, a Parliamentary majority may, at any 
moment get rid of an obnoxious member, and the minister for the time being, 
will be enabled to hold in his hand the tenure of honorable members. With 
regard to the Warrant, he would observe that it was no more than a piece of 
mere machinery. He might compare it to a harness; it was necessary to at- 
tach to the vehicle to the animal, and was in the ordinary sense of the 
word essential; but if both the animal and the vehicle reached their destin- 
ation in safety, and in the same time, then the harness ceased to be an 
essential part--(hear,hear.) So it was with the Warrant; it was the offi- 
cial notification to the officer of the vacancy, so as to enable him to 
issue his writ to fill the vacancy; but if the officer supplied the vacancy, 
in a legal manner in all other respects, the absence of the official notice 
to him did not make void the act. It has been said the foundation was bad; 
but this was not so. The Crown Writ, and not the authority to issue the 
Writ, was the foundation of the election. The officer might be guilty of 
acting without sufficient warrant, and may be liable to punishment, but he, 
being ex officio the proper officer, and having acted, his act is valid. 

He had before remarked that the electors of Simcoe and Mr. Robinson were 
the parties, and he would then add, that the House was the Court authorised 
to try. If then the parties are agreed to waive informalities, and to pro- 
ceed upon the merits, must the Court step in, refuse to hear the case upon 
its merits, and insist upon a trial upon a mere technicality alone! Shall 
it be said that the High Court of Parliament refuses equity, and resorts 

to mere legal quibbles? The learned member for Quebec (Mr. Aylwin) had put 
this question in the course of the last debate upon the subject. How would 
the House look, said the hon. member, should the University Bill be carried 
by one vote, and that on the following day that one vote should be declared 
illegal? He (Mr. Gowan) would remind the learned gentleman, that even tak- 
ing his own case, it would be the case of a vote virtually, though it might 
not be technically, authorised to be given, and besides it would be a vote 
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which subsequent proceedings, as well as the action of another branch could 
cure. But let the hon. member take the converse of his own proposition. Let 
him suppose an important measure lost, in consequence of unseating the member. 
Here then would be a positive injustice to the people of Simcoe, and a posi- 
tive injury inflicted on the whole community, which no subsequent act could 
cure during the present Session. Mr. Gowan here entered into a very elabor- 
ate argument, quoting almost innumerable authorities, to show that the provi- 
sions of the statute, directing the Warrant to precede the issue of the Writ, 
were directory only, and not imperative; and that the noncompliance with a 
directory provision, did not, in any case, make void the act done, unless 

the result was effected thereby. We regret we cannot give the quotations of 
the hon. gentleman, but the authorities cited were chiefly taken from "Harri- 
son's Dijest (sic),'' vol. 3, page 6271; "Divarries" on the construction of 
Statutes, vol. 1, pages 713 and 715; First "Peckwell"' on elections, pages 

506, 507 and 511; and ''Barons' reports of cases of controverted elections, 
first oyvoleenpuarts |oand 2. pages. 120. i 20.125. 1264, 12757 128,129... and 134. 
The hon. member wound up his speech by a strong appeal to the justice of the 
House, and resumed his seat amidst cheers; having been listened to with marked 
attention by both sides of the House. 61 


MR. WILLIAMS seconded the resolution.©2 ((He)) said that the words of 
the statute regulating elections, in reference to the issuing of writs, says 
that "the Speaker shall issue his warrant'®3, He contended that the statute 
was merely declaratory, directing the manner in which the writ should be 
issued, but the non-performance of what was set forth in it could not render 
the election void, although it might subject the parties concerned to the 
censure of the House.©4 All authorities show that all that is necessary is 
an election in which no damage is done to the electors, even although the 
election may not have been exact in the details. He said that, although 
he had come to the conclusion that the Speaker was the only person that 
could issue the warrant, yet, he would show that when the person issuing the 
writ believed thee he was acting under a valid warrant, the election was 
perfectly good. The object of the statute was to secure a bona fide 
eletion (sic), and as that had been obtained, the election could not be ren- 
dered void by an irregularity in some of the proceedings, as could be 
shewn by English precedents. He quoted a case from the Common Journals, 
p. 798, and one from Heywood, p. 511, 514. Unless it can be shown that 
the return had a prejudicial bearing on the interests of the country, the 
elections have always been held good and valid.®7 we would mention ((the) ) 
... case in which a writ had been issued for a new election, but instead 
of it being received by the gentleman to whom it was directed it fell into 
the hands of a stranger who returned a member as duly elected. That re- 
turn was petitioned against, but did the House declare the election void? 
No, it continued the gentleman so returned in his seat, but declared the 
person who had illegally assumed the duties of Returning Officer, an intru- 
der and usurper. The election of his hon friend had taken place in perfect 
good faith, and although there was an illegality, he would admit, in the 
issuing of the writ, yet as no injustice had been done to any person, in 
his opinion the House had no right to declare it void. 








MR. BALDWIN.--The cases cited do not involve anything like what is now 
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before the House. The Grenville Act does not apply to a case like the 

one now before us.©9 The question then to be considered was not whether 

the election had taken place in good faith or not, but whether there had 
been any proceedings under which an election could be held (hear, hear).-- 
Now in the present case there were no such proceedings-—-the whole had 

been manifestly irregular. According to the common law principle, writs 
could not be issued except by ... the House in session, or, in case of a 
recess, by the Speaker, on receiving a certificate under the seal of two 
members that a seat had been vacated; and when that principle had been 
violated in England, and several elections held under writs thus illegal- 

ly issued on the authority of the Chancellor, the whole of them had been 

set aside by the House of Commons, and writs issued for new elections, 

and that was done not on petition against the returns, but by the House 

as a vindication of its own privileges. Now no analogy whatever could be 
traced between the instance cited by the hon. member for Durham and the 
present case. In that case a valid writ had been issued, and the only 
irregularity was in the mode of acting on that writ, but in the present 
instance there was no foundation on which a superstructure could be based. /0 
In all the cases that had been cited, the foundation was good; and the 
objection taken, was merely as to the manner in which some of the subordin- 
ates acted. If the question had been as to the irregularities of the pro- 
ceedings founded, on a sound foundation, then the arguments of the honor- 
able member for Leeds, would apply. Here there was no authority. /1 The 
very first step was an outrage on the privileges of the House. In truth 

an election had been held; he was not disposed to inquire whether in good 
faith or not, but what he wished to know was, whether the writ was valid;-- 
it was not, and therefore the superstructure was of no avail. But accord- 
ing to the doctrine laid down by the hon. members opposite, if a piece of 
waste paper, having Chevy Chase written on it, or a will under the sign 
manual of one of those members, were issued, an election would be held under 
it, and that election would be valid. He contended that this was a case 
calling for the interference of the House, as it was a grievance not to 

the county of Simcoe alone, but to the whole Province, and to every member 
of that House, who, if that doctrine obtained, might at any time be made 

to feel its effects, if an individual could be found bold enough to act 

upon tial <u A great deal had been said of directory statutes, and the 
honorable member for Leeds, had made several quotations to prove the posi- 
tion which he had taken: if he had read a little further in one of his 
quotations, he would have found that Lord Kenyon's opinion was not exactly 
what the honorable member had quoted./3 The whole of the proceeding was 
highly irregular: the Clerk of the Crown had issued a writ which was worth- 
less, and the Speaker's warrant was of no greater value, as he had no 
authority to suppose that the seat of the hon. member for Simcoe was vacant. 
(Hear, hear.) But how did it stand?--The Speaker had no such warrant to 
show: He had acted on a letter from the hon. gentleman himself, who, accord- 
ing to law, was incapable of announcing such vacation, and the Speaker had 
no right to consider him otherwise than as a stranger from the moment he 

had accepted the office. What, then, became of the warrant? It was in 
reality nothing more than so much waste paper, except the privileges of that 
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House were to be looked upon as such also; and as to the writ issued by 

the two members of the House, he must confess he could not see any reason 
for such haste as they had shewn. Certainly, their anxiety not to disfran- 
chise the County of Simcoe was very laudable, but it was somewhat remark- 
able that the County of Dorchester had not shared in their solicitude. 

The hon. member for Leeds had endeavoured to draw a distinction between 

this case and his own election for York in 1830. But in his (Mr. B's) 
opinion, this was a much stronger case than that for the County of York; 

and yet the House had taken that up merely out of respect to its own 
privileges, and by a unanimous vote obliged him to go back to his consti- 
tuents, and in his opinion with a case so strictly in point, no one could 
consistently maintain the validity of the present election. He would repeat 
that this was a matter of no trifling importance, as it affected the best 
interests of the Province whilst the decision he contended for could only 
cause ofa trifling inconvenience, as he was convinced Mr. Robinson would 
only have to present himself to his constituents to be immediately returned. /4 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON agreed with the hon. gentleman who had just spoken, 
that the House had a right to take up this case from a desire to preserve its 
own privileges; but he would, defy him to shew a single case, since the 
passing of the Grenville Act, where such a decision as he required had been 
arrived at. His hon. friend asserted that if the foundation were good, the 
irregularity of the proceedings founded on it did not affect the result, but 
really he must remember a celebrated marriage case which had gone through 
all the courts in England, and was finally set at rest by a decision of the 
House of Lords, that although the Minister who had united the parties had 
acted irregularly, yet the marriage was good and valid. But with respect 
to the analogy which the hon. gentleman said existed in this case and his 
own election for York, why was it that election had been set aside?--(hear, 
hear.)--Because the writ had been issused (sic) on the authority of the 
Crown, independent of the authority of the House, but that could not be 
insisted on in the present instance, the privileges of the House being pre- 
served by the issue of a writ signed by two Members of the House. But in 
his opinion the election could be justified under the Speaker's warrant a- 
lone, admitting the order tobeirregular, for it was a principal (sic) that he 
believed the hon. gentleman would not deny, that if a party having two author- 
ities, and acted under one of them which was illegal, he could justify 
under the other. That was the case at present; the Clerk of the Crown 
had issued a writ which was irregular, but he had another writ in his pos- 
session; the issuing of the writ could be justified and all proceedings 
under it became valid./95 Again, there was another principle that, where 
an act is committed for which justification is afterwards received, then 
there has been no harm none (sic)./ He was therefore disposed to vote 
for the amendment of his hon. friend.// 


‘MR. WILSON was disposed to vote against the motion of the hon. Member 
for North York, as it could not be shewn that the County of Simcoe had 
suffered injustice, or that the privileges of the House had been invaded. 78

We shall soon find out other losses beside 
that occuring (sic) in Lake St. Peter. In two or three years we shall 
see all our Planked Roads going to pieces. We have no public work completed, 
and he Mr. E. would offer the government a piece of advice. When he came 
to Montreal some three months ago, having business at the Crown Lands office, 
he observed a notice stuck up stating that the office would not be open 
till such a day (2 or 3 weeks,) now he would advise that such a notice 
should be stuck up at the Board of Works office for a year, in order that 
the Bevigranse might have time to determine what works should be proceeded 
with.

Report on Frauds Mr. M'Connell, from the Select Committee appointed 
against the to tnqutre whether Frauds have not been committed 
Revenue Laws. against the Revenue Laws, by the introduction of Cat- 


tle into this Province under false pretences, pre- 
sented to the House the Report of the satd Committee, whtch was again read 
at the Clerk's table; and ts as followeth:-- 

Your Committee have made an investigation into the matter entrusted to 
them, and have examined several witnesses upon the subject, (whose evidence 
ts appended to thts Report;) and they do not find anything in the evtdence 
before them to shew that Frauds have been committed agatnst the Revenue Laws; 
they find, however, that a number of head of cattle have been entered at 
vartous times by the Government Contractors, avowedly for the use of the 
Commtssartat Department, but whtch have not afterwards been actually tssued 
for the use of Her Majesty's Troops: but, nevertheless, there ts not any 
evidence to shew that the Contractors have received the drawback on a 
greater quanttty than was tssued to the Commtssartat. Your Committee, how- 
ever, would respectfully suggest that a change in the present system of 
drawbacks on cattle imported for use of the Troops, ts destrable, and that 
tnstead of the duties being refunded by the Commissariat to the Contractor, 
as ts done at present, the plan suggested by Commissary General Filder 
(whtch wtll be found in hts evidence) be adopted for the future, thereby 
placing out of the power of the Contractors to defraud the Revenue. 


MINUTES OF EVIDENCE. 
Wednesday, 14th July, 1847. 
Mr. Willtam Longley, of Shefford, called tn; and examined: -- 
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1, Have you the Government contract for supplying the Troops sta- 
ttoned at Montreal wtth Beef, for the present year?--I have. 

2. Are you aware that cattle have been entered at the different ports 
of entry, in your name, for the use of Her Majesty's Troops, that have 
afterwards been otherwtse disposed of?--Cattle have been entered in my 
name as Commissartat contractor, but without any spectfte statement that 
they were intended for the use of the Government,--some of whitch I after- 
wards disposed of, but dtd not clatm the return of duties on them. 

3. Were you to tender for the Government contract for the ensuing 
year, what difference would you make in the cwt. to have the duties re- 
funded or otherwise?--At present I should not make more than two shillings 
and stxpence per hundred pounds difference; at other ttme I might make 
much more, as very much would depend on the prospect of the Southern mar- 
ket at the time of tendering. 


Friday, 16th July, 1847. 


Commtssary General William Filder examined:-- 

4, What precauttons are taken by the Commissariat to prevent fraud 
being practised?--The following are the Rules observed by the Commissartat 
Department:--When the frontier Custom House ts at the same place as the 
Commissartat station, the cattle are branded on the hoof or horn immediately 
after being passed at the Custom House, and the permits are at the same 
delivered up to the Commissariat. But where the Commissariat station ts 
at a dtstance from the frontier Custom House, the Offtcer of Customs trans- 
mits by post to the Comntssariat Offtcer a descriptive list of the cattle 
tmported by the contractor, who is bound to present the antmals, together 
with the permits, within a limited number of days to the Commissariat Officer, 
when they are marked in ltke manner; and the branded hoof or horn remains 
sttll attached to the carcass when the latter ts brought to the tssuing 
store for deltvery to the Troops. A careful register is kept by the Com- 
mtssartat of the number of imported cattle so supplied to the Troops, and 
the duttes are calculated accordingly; but with a vtew to the further pre- 
vention of fraud upon the Revenue, it ts sttpulated tn the contracts at 
those Posts whtch are at a distance from the Frontter, that tf there should 
be any difficulty tn tdenttfying, to the satisfactton of the Commtssartat 
Officer, the cattle presented at the depdt to be the same as those entered 
at the Custom House, the duttes shall be returned only upon such number of 
head as the quanttty of imported meat tssued to the Troops shall be equal 
to at the rate of 550 or 575 lbs. per head--whtch would require that an 
ox should be upwards of 900 lbs. ltve wetght,--on the other hand, tf the 
cattle should wetgh more, the duty ts returned only upon the number actually 
imported and slaughtered; by thts means the contractor ts effectually pre- 
eluded from changing large cattle for small wtth the view of obtaintng 
the return of duty upon a greater number of head (permits also betng pro- 
duced) than he imported. It ts quite compatible with the system here 
desertbed, that the contractor should sell for private consumption part of 
the cattle imported in his name without prejudice aceruting thereby to 
the Revenue, (he generally indeed produced permits for a greater number 
than are slaughtered for the Troops,) and the tnstance of this kind men- 
ttoned by Mr. Gtlbert, before the Committee, proves nothtng, unless Mr.

Gilbert could also shew that the duties had been returned to the contractor 
on the occasion to whtch he alludes; but thts he ts unable to do, nor can 
any trace be found tn the account of duttes refunded by the Commissartat 
of any transaction at all resembling the one to whtch he refers. If the 
Committee would examine also Mr. Longley, the contractor, he would no 

doubt clear up to their sattsfaction other matters of detail adverted to 

by Mr, Gtlbert. 

5. Is tt posstble for the Contractor to obtain a drawback on cattle 
whtch ts not handed over to the Commtssartat?--Under the system explained 
above, I conceive tt to be tmpracttcable; those rules were adopted wtth 
the view of guarding against fraud upon the Revenue, but they equally, I 
am of optnton, protect the agricultural interest by preventing the sale 
of any portion of the imported meat, upon whitch the duty has been remitted, 
for private consumption. 

6. In your optnton, are the Contractors tn the habtt of substituting 
other cattle to the Commissartat in lieu of those brought over the frontter?-- 
For the reasons already stated, I am of optnton that they are unable to sub- 
stitute other cattle with the sltghtest advantage to themselves, the sttpu- 
latton above mentioned wtth regard to the wetght of the cattle ts considered 
indeed a greater security on thts potnt than marking them. 

7. In your optnton, can greater precautions than now extst be taken 
to prevent tmposttton?--The only other system whtch I could suggest, and 
whteh perhaps might be more sattsfactory to the agricultural tnterest of 
the Colony, would be to requtre parties in future to state tn their offers 
the prtce at whtch they would engage to supply the Troops, tf permitted to 
tmport cattle duty free, and that at whtch they would undertake the contract 
without possessing thts privitlege--the agreements to be made upon the 
latter princtple, and the Colony to pay over the Imperial Treasury the 
difference between the two rates. This might allay the fears whitch the 
agricultural gentlemen appear to entertain under the present system, but 


(184) 
whtch I am of optniton are unfounded. I am apprehensive, however, that the 
Contractors finding, year after year, that one of the alternattves (that 
of twmporting duty free) was not acted upon, this rule would not long con- 
tinue to be a safe guitde--they would naturally become tndifferent to stating 
with accuracy the price on that conditton. If tt should be nevertheless 
the wtsh of the Colontal Government that thts system should be adopted, 
tt ts necessary that the same should be tnttmated to me with the least 
posstble delay, as the contracts now tn force are about to exptre, and tt 
ts indispensable that tenders for the new contracts should be called for 
tmmedtate ly. 

8. What reduction tn prtce do you obtain from the Contractor tn 
constderation of the drawback? The relative price of meat tn the United 
States and Canada has latterly changed very much, and tt ts difficult, 
under present ctrcumstances, to estimate the reduction obtained in the 
terms of the contract in constderatton of the drawback. All that ts con- 
tended for ts, that the Contractors should have the power of purchasing 
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meat for the supply of the Troops, wherever they can procure tt cheapest 
without being requtred to pay duty tf imported. 

Mr, H. Gtlbert, of the City of Montreal, called in: and examined:-- 

9. Have you any knowledge that cattle have been introduced into this 
Provinee under false pretences?--I know that mostly all the cattle that 
are entered at the frontier Custom House, are entered tn the name of the 
different Government Contractors for the use of Her Majesty's Troops, at 
the same time those cattle are driven directly to market and sold to dtf- 
ferent butchers, and are not furntshed to Her Majesty's Troops. 

10. By what evtdence do you arrive at the concluston of the answer 
just given?--The different drovers have told me they had entered thetr cat- 
tle «in Mr. Longley and other Contractor's names. There was a large number, 
200 head, bought in St. Lawrence County, State of Mew York, a great share of 
which has been sold in this market since to the different butchers, and the 
person who bought them, Mr. M'Shane, told me htmself, that he was about 
making arrangements with Longley, the Government Contractor, to enter the 
cattle tn hts name. 

11. Have you any more evidence to offer to the Committee to substan- 
ttate the optnton expressed tn your answers to the two previous questtons?-- 
I believe further tnformatton, and very important, could be obtained, if 
you would procure those permits on which the Commtssartat have patd the 
drawback duttes; and also, tnformatton could be had from the Collectors 
of Customs at the different ports of entry.

SHERWOOD said as a general rule he agreed with Mr. Price, 
but the business of Mining, uncertain and requiring so much capital, was 
calling for the exception. There was not capital in the country sufficient 
for the purpose of prosecuting that business, and if it were desirable to 
search after the mineral wealth, which all seemed to think did exist, for- 
eigners should be encouraged to do so; and he believed that foreign capital 
could not be obtained unless by means of the protection afforded by the 
limited liability clause.13 


MESSRS. AT. GEN. BADGLEY, MERRITT, and DRUMMOND opposed the amendment 
on the same ground as Mr. Sherwood. 


MR. BALDWIN was willing to bear all the odium of being considered an 
antedeluvium (laughter); he would vote for the amendment on the old fash- 
ioned principle that men were bound in conscience, and ought to be bound 
in law to pay all their debts (hear, hear); he thought also that it was 
time for the House to consider well the propriety of creating such a num- 
ber of corporations as applicants were pressing for; if the present course 
were continued there would, in the end, be corporations for all given 
purposes. With regard to the argument that men of capital were to be 
encouraged to embark in the Mining speculations he would say that he thought 
it did not apply; he believed the experience of the last 2 or 3 months would 
show that the greatest anxiety existed on the part of capitalists to embark 
in the various speculations that were afloat, and that so far from the 
Legislature being called upon to afford encouragement it was rather their 
duty to adhere closely to established rules and restrictions, and to 
endeavour to temper the ardour that prevailed. If after 8 or 10 years it 
was found that ordinary means were not sufficient to induce parties to en- 
gage in the developement (sic) of the public resources, then let the Parliament 
enter upon the question & grant extraordinary facilities; but, the present 
was not the time for such a course; there was now ’an enormous demand to 
engage in all the public schemes, and those who thought otherwise, and were 
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crying out for increased latitude, were merely conjuring up a delusive 

and dangerous state of things, such as that upon which the cry for abolish- 
ing the Usury Laws was based, he (Mr. B.) was willing to give every pro- 
tection and facility to public enterprise short of that wide scope which 
would invade the true boundaries of honesty and prudence. 


MR. PRICE replied, and shewed that so far from its being requisite 
to grant any extraordinary encouragement to induce parties to enter into 
the mining business it was a fact that those most engaged in it who already 
exported some 2 or 300 tons of ore, were not incorporated, and were proceed-

This capttal tt ts proposed shall be inaltenably appropriated for the 
support of Common Schools and Township Libraries.

5rd. Borrowing £2,500,000 from Great Britain, on the securtty of the 
capttal, will ensure the employment of Emigrants on Publte Works wtthout any 
outlay or cost to the Mother Country, who are secured by thts land, from 
sales of whitch the tnterest, and eventually the principal, ts to be repatd 
without any charge on the Provinetal Treasury. These works wtll be under 
the management of private Compantes, thus relteving the Impertal or the 
Provinetal Government from the expense of managing the same. 

4th. Loaning the money thus borrowed, to Ratlroad or other Compantes, 
wtll ensure better management of those works than tf they were tn the hands 
of Government Agents. Restricting the advance to an amount equal to the 
sum patd tn, wtll secure the capital, as works will be commenced by tndivi- 
duals who embark thetr own money, without a prospect of repayment: and those 
roads, with thts encourgaement, will be brought into operatton at the earlt- 
est posstble period, without the risk of a total waste of capital by expend- 
ing tt on unproductive works; and the use of this capital wtll be opened 
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alike to all parts of the Province. 

5th. In aword, tt would ensure a fund for Education and Libraries, 
a fund for construction of Railroads or other improvements, and secures 
employment to Emtgrants in the most economical method, without wasting 
the capttal of the Mother Country or the Colony. 

The Toronto and Goderich Ratlroad Company, now applying for an Act 
of Incorporation, proposes to construct a Railroad through a large portton 
of the Crown Domain lytng to the west of the Home District, and to purchase 
Lands for the wtdth of ftve miles along the line of road. By the appro- 
prtation of 400,000 acres of these lands, as estimated in the Report of 
the Select Committee of 1845, the enhanced value of the restdue created 
by the construction of thts road would very materially tnerease the fund 
to be dertved from these lands, as well as factlttate the settlement of 
that part of the Province.

Emigrants. The Honorable Mr. Daly, one of Her Majesty's 


Executive Counctl, laid before the House, by command 
of Hits Excellency the Governor General,--Return to an Address from the 
Legtslative Assembly to Hts Excellency the Governor General, dated the 
19th tnstant, "representing to Hts Excellency the alarming extent to whitch 
contagtous fever unhappily prevails at the Emtgrant Sheds erected at the 
mouth of the Lachtne Canal, and among the Emigrants arriving from below 
and congregating there; that the sttuatton chosen for said sheds, and more 
espectally Windmill Potnt, ts, tn the opinion of the House, unsuitable and 
tneonventent for the reception and proper treatment of the Emigrants while 
the extstence of contagtous disease tn the tmmediate vicinity of the prin- 
etpal bustness thoroughfare of the City--the daily and unavotdable resort 
of a large portion of the tnhabttants thereof, ts attended wtth tmminent 
danger to the citizens at large, and ts exciting great uneasiness and 
apprehenston tn the community; and praying that Hts Excellency wtll be 
pleased to cause measures to be promptly taken tn order to provide a 
Statton at some place below the City, more easy of access, and in other 
respects better sutted than the locality in question, for the purposes 
of a depot for Emigrants, and thereby allay the extsting fear of contagion;" 
whteh Return ts as followeth:-- 

The Governor General informs the Legtslative Assembly, in answer to 
thetr Address of the 19th July, on the subject of the stck Emtgrants, that 
those who have been detained by stekness at the Sheds referred to, wtll be 
removed from thence, and tnstructtons have been gtven to dtscontinue the 
occupation of the Sheds at Windmill Potnt, near the entrance of the Lachine 
Canal. With regard to the coneluding paragraph of the Address, referring 
to the establtshment of another Quarantine station at some place below 
Montreal, the Governor General transmits the accompanytng Reports from the 
Emtgrant Commtsston and the Medtcal Board, from whtch tt ts apparent that 
such a course cannot be adopted this season, wtth advantage to the publte 
welfare.

The Emigrant Commtsstoners have the honor to report, as follows:-- 

This Commtsston entered upon tts duttes at a moment of much excttement 
when the progress of disease amongst the Emtgrant population arriving at 
the Sheds and through thts City had caused general apprehenston. 

It was also a time of great confuston, owing to the recent death of 
the Emigrant Agent for thts Port, and the stckness of several persons in 
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charge, tneluding the chtef Emigrant Phystctan. 

Under these ctreumstances, the Commissioners were authortzed to 
recetve the Reports of the authortttes at the sheds, together with that 
of the vtsttor appointed at the same time with themselves, and from 
these Reports, to ascertatn what further arrangements tt mtght be neces- 
sary to make. 

The Commtsstoners were not authorized to remove the Emtgrant depot from 
Montreal altogether; on the contrary, that question seemed to them to have 
been decided by Government, by the act of acqutrtng some acres of land on 
Point St. Charles for Hospttals, just before the Commissioners were appointed. 

Nevertheless, as the removal of the Emigrant depdt to an Island below 
the City, was brought prominently before the Commtsstoners by a memorial 
addressed to His Excellency the Governor General, and by him transmitted 
to the Commtsstoners, that question was the first that engaged thetr atten- 
tton, and had they deemed the adoption of such a plan requtsite, or even 
advisable, they would not have fatled to recommend tt before taking any 
other step. After careful investigation, however, and acting under a deep 
sense of reponstbility, that plan was given up as impracticable under the 
cetreumstances, and tt was dectded to endeavor to secure all tts advantages, 
without any of tts drawbacks, near the City. 

As thts deetston has given great dissatisfaction, the Commtsstoners 
may be permttted brtefly to allude to some of the reasons for adopting 7tt:-- 

Ist. The necesstty for new arrangements upon an extensive scale was 
most presstng, but tt appeared to the Commissioners futile to undertake 
these arrangements in ttme, on an Island to whtch all the matertals and 
workmen must be transported as required. 

and. To tand Emigrants on an Island below Montreal would not, after 
all, have secured the restdent populatton from contact with them--they 
must sttll pass through the City. 

If brought up by a Steamboat to be shtpped at the Canal, there must 
be a shtpptng place with a shed upon it, the same as at present. If 
barges are to be towed to and from the Island tn order to shtp Emtgrants 
there, the difficulty and delay would, the Commissioners are convinced, 
prove most formidable and injurtous, wtthout speaking of a very greatly 
tnereased expense both to the Emtgrants who pay thetr own way, and to the 
Government. Indeed, from the difficulttes continually occurring tn procur- 
tng barges on the spot, the Commissioners belteve that any plan whtch should 
depend upon sending down barges to an Island below the current, would turn 
out nearly tmpracttcable. 

In ordinary years, three-fourths of the Emigrants select and pay for 
their own conveyances, and purchase thetr own provistons; and even this 
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year, more than half the emigration is thus cetreumstanced. 

Should these fellow-subjects, whose coming among us ts profitable to all 
eonecerned, be detained upon an Island, they would be almost forced to 
become dependent upon Government, by putting tt out of thetr power to 
make arrangements for themselves; the only way of avotding thts would be 
to provide shops on the Island to supply them wtth requtstte stores, or to 
allow them to land at Montreal, to make thetr own purchases and arrangements. 
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The first alternative would be, tn reality, to send down a part of the 
City to them, and the second would be to leave them to scatter among the 
Citizens as heretofore--tn netther way avotding the risk of contagton. 

It may be added, that a constderable number of the Emigrants have 
legtttmate business in Montreal, so that there must, under any ctrcum- 
stances, be a continued tntermixing of Emigrants wtth the Citizens, unless 
the former are to be treated tn the most despotte manner; and even upon 
an Island, without a strong force and strenuous coercion, Emigrants would 
always be escaping to the mainland, and straggling through the agricul- 
tural population tnto the City. How far such coereton would be legal ts 
another questton. 

These, and many other constderattons convinced the Commtsstoners, that 
complete tsolation was impracticable, and they were and continue to be per- 
suaded that parttal tsolatton, such as the nature of the case alone demands 
or wtll permtt, ts attatnable near the Ctty by the following stmple and 
economical plan, whitch was the first resolved upon the Commtsstoners, and 
whteh they are more and more convinced ts the best under the ctrcumstances:-- 

lst. Instead of landing Emigrants on our wharves, the lowest and most 
confined part of the Town, where they are exposed to contact with the Citt- 
zens, and to the snares of evtl dtsposed persons, and whence they have a 
mile of cartage through the City and Suburbs, in order to reach the Emigrants 
Sheds, they are now to be landed at the mouth of the Canal, on the side 
furthest from the City, (Windmill Point,) and there embark tn barges for 
Canada West, wtthout any cartage, and wtthout the necesstty of entering the 
City at all. In order that this place of transhtpment may be even more 
tsolated than itt ts at present, a strong paling ts to be put round it, 
with poltcemen stationed at the gates to prevent the tngress to the City 
of baggage, bedding, &c., as well as of Emigrants, except those who are 
elean and healthy. The point tn questton ts to be merely a landing and 
shtpping place, with a shelter of boards to protect the Emtgrants from 
the weather, for the few hours they may be detatned on tt. 

and. The stck will be separated at landing, and sent direct to the 
spactous and atry Hospttals, now nearly completed, on Potnt St. Charles 
and a Medtcal man ts to be constantly in attendance at the landing place, 
tn case any should become stick, prevtous to thetr re-embarkatton for 
Canada West--the satd Phystctan to see that those sent forward are healthy 
and not over crowded. 

3rd. Such Emigrants as are obliged to watt for thetr stck relations, 
are to be sent at once to the best of the Sheds, beyond Wellington Bridge, 
there to be regtstered and kept, so long as ts absolutely necessary, and 
no longer. 

By these means the landing place at Windmill Point will doubtless be 
clear every day, perfect order wtll be tntroduced tnto the Sheds, where 
some portton of the Emigration must remain for a time, and the Hospttals 
will be entirely separated from both places, as well as from all resort 
of the Cittzens. 

The only obstacle to thts plan is the present necessity of landing 
Emigrants at the Windmill Point in scows; but even tf this difficulty 
continue, tt would be ltttle compared with the mile of cartage hereto- 
fore rendered necessary. The Commisstoners submit, however, that as the 
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stream of Emtgratton ts ltkely to be permanent; a permanent wharf might 
with great advantage be thrown out from that potnt into the deep water, 
to be entirely appropriated to Emigrants. 

The Commisstoners do not think themselves called upon to discuss the 
capabtlittes of the several Islands recommended for the transhtpment of 
Emigrants, tnasmuch as they have not the precise descrtptton of these 
Islands before them, and they deem all of them unless tt be St. Helen's 
Island, unsuttable on account of thetr partially swampy character and 
dtstance from the City.

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The Medical Commissioners, firm in the belief of the correctness of the 
views under which they entered upon their charge of the sick Emigrants at 
the Sheds, and supported by the coneurrent testimony of the most able and 
enlightened members of the Medical Profession whose attention has been, 
ltke their own, directed to the tnvesttgation of the nature of the disease 
whtch has recently been introduced into thts Continent, in addition to the 
reasons already expressed by them, beg leave to report: 

1. That they unhesttatingly offer as their optnton, that the lives 
of a large number out of the stxteen hundred now stck at the Sheds would 
be jeopardized, tf not actually saertficed, by any attempt to remove them 
to any dtstance from thetr present posttton: such betng the case, even 
were a second establishment erected upon one of the Islands contemplated, 
the Ctty of Montreal would sttll be exposed to all the evils, real or 
tmaginary, by having upwards of one thousand fever cases in its tmmediate 
vietntty, in the Sheds at present occupted by them; and where sufftctent 
accommodation, free ventilation, and proper attention to the management 
of such cases are utterly tmposstble. 

2, That the new Hospitals at Potnt St. Charles are now nearly com- 
pleted, and that tn two or three days, such of the stck as can be removed 
without danger to themselves, wtll be carefully transported to them. The 
sttuatton and constructton of these, are admtrably adapted for the treat- 
ment of such diseases, and the perfect tsolatton of thetr tnmates. 

3. That they confidently state that the distance of these Hospttals 
from the Ctty, the constantly changing currents of atr caused by the Raptds 
tn thetr front, and the prevatling winds, totally preclude the posstbility 
of contagton being wafted to the City; tn whtch opinton they are fully 
borne out by the elaborate Report of the Academy of Medtetne of New York, 
and the untversal opintons of all the professtonal men who have vtstted 
the new Hospttals. 

4, That the Medtcal Commisstoners, although most efftctently supported 
by the Engtneer of the Board of Works, with all the mechantes which the 
City could furnish, have found tt tmposstble to complete the present arrange- 
ments on Potnt St. Charles tn a fortnight; and, judging from the difftcul- 
ties which they have had to contend against even in the immediate vicinity 
of the City, tn providing suffictent accommodation for the stck alone, 
may safely assume that more than a month must elapse before the necessary 
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llospttals and Sheds for the sick and healthy could be erected on any 
Island at a distance. 

5. That they are not aware of any instances in which the dtsease has 
ortginated except from dtrect communication with Emigrants; nor, on any 
occaston has fever so contracted been communtcated to a third party,

where the postition of the pattent has been such as to enable attentton 
to be patd to personal cleanliness and ventilatton. 

6. That from thetr own expertence, and that of many of thetr pro- 
fesstonal frtends, they have every reason to belteve that the disease 
ts on the decline in the City, very few new cases having recently occur- 
red; the fears of the cittzens (etther real or tnduced) at present pre- 
venting them from tmprudently exposing themselves to contagton in the 
Sheds, as they were too much in the habtt of doing a few weeks ago, 
espectally on the Sundays. 

7. That with a view to eradicate the disease out of the City, the 
Comnisstoners would suggest the propriety of appropriating exclustvely 
for the reception of fever cases from among the citizens, one of the 
Hospttals now erected upon Point St. Charles. 

8. That the Commtsstoners anttctpating the probabtlity of many of 
the Emigrants being detatned unttl a period of the year when thetr 
transportation would be tmposstble, owing to the severtty of thetr attack, 
and the tedtousness of thetr convalescence, and feeling that proviston 
must be made for thetr accommodatton and matntenance during the winter, 
are convineed that the dtfftculttes of accomplishing these objects would 
be much tnereased by placing them at a distance from the City, and in an 
tnsular sttuatton; whereas the present erections are of such a substantial 
nature, that with very trifling addittonal expense, they can be readtly 
converted into comfortable winter residences. 

9. In coneluston, the Medical Commisstoners beg leave in the strongest 
terms to deny the correctness of the compartsons attempted to be made 
in reference to the mortalities of the present and past season; tt being 
an acknowledged fact among the Medical Practitioners of this City, and 
one of whtch the Commisstoners had reason to be espectally cognizant, that 
the months of June, July, and August, 1846, were extraordinarily healthy 
months, whereas the same months of the preceding year (1845) were extremely 
unhealthy; they conceive that the inereased mortality of the present 
season ts referable, not to the introduction of this pecultar fever among 
Emigrants solely; but to the favouring conditton of the atmosphere to the 
greater prevalence and severity of the tnfantile diseases usual at this 
pertod of the year, and to the influence produced upon the minds of many 
by the excttement of exaggerated, tf not ill-founded apprehenstons.

MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD contended against the principle of the limitation 
of responsibility involved in this Bill. If it passed, a number of persons 
might start a company for manufacturing shoes or pails, and after dividing 
a large profit this year, fail the next, and pay their creditors nothing 
but the original capital they had embarked. It would give rise to the most 
monstrous frauds. It seemed to him, that flourishing manufactures on sound 
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principles were being introduced throughout the country, and ((he)) prefer- 
red very much to let them spring up by their own strenghth (sic), than to 
force them. 

This Bill, in addition to its other bad features, would give an unjust 
preference to companies which might be begun hereafter, over the enterpriz- 
ing individuals who had already commenced manufactures. 2 


MR. MERRITT said the hon. gentleman seemed to be extremely inconsistent: 
at one time he was all for a liberal policy--for abolishing the usury 
laws, &c.,--now he was against this attempt (sic) to remove absurd restric- 
tions. The Bill was intended to introduce factories-—-cotton factories and 
other factories, and he would like to know why any difference should be 
made between them and mining companies, in whose favour this principle was 
carried the other night, only seven members voting against it. The hon. 
gentleman said the manufactures of the country were flourishing--that might 
be true in some localities; but had the hon. gentleman ever been on the 
great water communications of the country? On the Welland Canal with all 
its vast water power, there was but one cotton factory, started by a few 
people who were all poor; because, no one who was wealthy would risk the 
loss of his entire property. Let the hon. gentleman look to the other 
side of the line, and, he would see manufacturing companies dividing their 
twenty and thirty per cent profit. How was that? Why, because every man 
could employ his £100 in that business. All that was asked for, was the 
permission for every man to use his capital, as he could in the building 
societies, so that an aggregate might be made up which would enable its 
owners to do something considerable. It was true, that under the opera- 
tion of the Bill, parties would only be liable for what they embarked; but 
that was all for which they ought to be3/ liable. 38 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD was certainly in favour of liberal legislation 
in matters of commerce; but not in favour of extending liberality so far 
as to excuse persons from paying their debts. This Bill went beyond 
liberality. It out heroded Herod. Take the case of a mining company, 
was it to be said that they might make the enormous profits lately made 
by flour speculations, invest that in real estate, and now that affairs 
were changed, and losses were occurring, might become bankrupt, turn 
round on their creditors, and giving them some paltry sum as their origin- 
al investment, keep all the property previously realized for themselves? 


MR. BALDWIN said that after his speech and vote against the limited 
liability clause in the Mining Bill he might be expected to vote against 
the present bill; he would do so, and was of opinion that his reasoning 
on the former occasion applied still stronger to the very extensive pro- 
position then before the House. He was glad to see, too, that the Gov- 
ernment was attending to its duty of protecting the public, though he had 
expected to see them oppose this measure at the second reading. 


MR. MERRITT said the hon. Attorney General was sadly afraid of evil 
consequences from this measure; but the experience of the States had shown 
that there was no reason for alarm. Without this principle was adopted, 
however, no money would come into the county for investment. He had him- 
self been plundered of a large sum of money by the present law, and would 
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never, until it were changed, invest another dollar in any joint stock 
company. It was not because this Bill was passed that persons would 
intrust their property to companies unless they thought them secure-- 
farmers, for instance, would take good care to have the money before 
they let a mining company have their grain. The law had hitherto been 
too much employed to protect people, who were well able to protect them- 
selves. 


MR. WILSON would support the bill if the limited liability clause were 
struck out.

fession, which might be done by the parties themselves, and it allowed 
estates to be frittered away in the hands of the assignees, so that the 
creditors ultimately got very little. He knew some estates which ought to 
have paid about 15s. in the pound, which had not in the end paid more than 
33. see He thought the present a good time to allow the law to die 
away. He would therefore support the amendment. 


MR. DUGGAN had a goed (sic) deal of practice under the existing law, 
and was thereby led to differ from the hon. member for Lanark, as he con- 
curred that it was calculated to promote the cause of humanity and jus- 
bi ce. Of ead afforded every protection to both debtor and creditor/0, and 
he would wish to see any lawyer well acquainted with its working, rise in 
the House and state his objection to the Bill./1 ‘The Law was very unpopu- 
lar with the legal profession, because it prevented a good deal of litiga- 
tion, but he thought it was popular with the main body of the people/2, 
In a mere personal point of view he would gain by its repeal, as they would 
then revert to the old system which would put some hundreds a year into his 
pocket and into the pocket of every lawyer with a good practice, but he was 
not disposed on that account to vote for the amendment, on the contrary he 
would not (sic) certainly oppose it, for he felt that it would lead to confu- 
sion, and give greater scope to the dishonest debtor, whilst it would enable 
the hard hearted creditor to put the debtor in prison and keep him there, 
all the rest of the creditors were willing to let him have his discharge. /3 
There were some amendments, nevertheless, required in it, but he thought 
they might be easily made next eeecion | 


MR. W. STEWART (Bytown) hoped the amendment would pass. He would speak 
from experience of what he had seen in his own part of the country, and 
was decidedly of opinion that the existing bankrupt Law is an encouragement 
for fraud and perjury, and as a means of depriving debtor and creditor of 
the whole estate, which falls into the hands of the lawyers ... printers/°, 
and assignees. 


COL. PRINCE said, that the present Bankrupt law was inefficient ,--that 
it was full of blunders and weak enacting clauses, must be admitted by 
every person//, What did hon. gentlemen propose instead of the law which 
they thus proposed to sweep away. Would they again allow the debtor to 
be thrust into a gaol to rot, or would they again put it in the power of 
the dishonest debtor to hand over his estatet (sic) to one favored creditor 
to the exclusion of all the others? Surely not, it would be far better to 
coutinue (sic) the present law in force with all its deficiencies./8 When 
they were told that the whole matter would be taken up next Session, he 
hoped they would allow the law to be continued. He did not think that 
there would be much difficulty in framing a good law for the country, 
such a system, for instance, as was in force in Scotland, where they had 
the law of cessio bonorum, which, he thought, might be advantageously

adopted in this country. Instead of the law being a source of profit to 
the lawyers, as his hon. friend from Bytown had said, it was a source of 
loss to them--his hon. friend was quite mistaken, because, however defi- 
cient the law was to bring out the resources of the Bankrupts Estate, it 
put whatever was derived from it in the hands of persons who never thought 
of paying a lawyer. With all its defects, he trusted that it would be 
continued until next Session, when a better law could be adopted; for, if 
they now repealed it, it would open the doors of the Jails for the purpose 
of allowing every hard hearted creditor to thrust his JSS a debtor 
into them, and keep him there until they got a new law made. He was 
entirely opposed to the amendment. 


MR. SHERWOOD (Brockville) said, that the hon. member thought the pre- 
sent law prevented people from being thrown into jail--it was because it 
did so that he was opposed to it, it required that four-fifths of the cre- 
ditors should consent to a man's discharge, and if the bankrupt could not 
obtain that number it allowed any creditor to put the bankrupt in jail and 
keep him there. The whole country was against the present law, which was 
not at all adapted to the country. 1 He would vote for the amendment. 


MR. WILSON said he had seen the Bankrupt Law worked out in its worst 
shape, and had come to the conclusion that it was not merely useless but 
absolutely injurious to the country83, Its results had been a total loss 
to the creditors in almost every case going before the Bankrupt Court .8 


MR. LAFONTAINE said, the present law had a very demoralizing effect, 
not only upon the debtor, but also upon the creditor,--the debtor was 
often obliged to give some money or his note for some sum to a creditor 
before he could get his eRe signed, and he sometimes was obliged 
to give his note with security. 5 


A voice--It is good for nothing, 86 


MR. LAFONTAINE.--The law said so, but how could it be proved? It was 
done every day, and it was impossible to prove it--the present law made 
both creditor and debtor dishonest .8/ 


COL. PRINCE believed that the member for Terrebonne was a great advo- 
cate for the abolition of imprisonment for debt, and he would therefore 
ask him, was he prepared to allow any creditor to cast an honest unfortun- 
ate debtor into jail and keep him there?88 


A voice--"He has the limits. ''89 


COL. PRINCE.--True; but that was not liberty, he would be kept in 
jail until a new law was passed--even while the majority of the creditors 
might be for giving him his liberty. 


MR. LAFONTAINE.--It will have only the effect of keeping him within 
the province, and if the law is abolished, it will induce the hon. member 
to introduce a Bill at the beginning of next Session, to establish a new 
and better system, 91 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD said, that in Upper Canada, at least, the present 
law saved the debtors estate from being swallowed up in costs as formerly, 
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at present there were only two or at least three lawyers required in a 
case in bankruptcy, who got their £15 or £20 a piece, but that was nothing 
of the expense before the present law was enacted, where a man might have 
15 or 20 different suits against him, in each of which the lawyer would 
get his £18 or £20; and, if he employed a lawyer to defend them, it would 
just cost as much to pay him. A very great portion of this expense was 
prevented by the present law, for all the parties were brought into one 
case when they entered the Bankrupt Court. The mercantile community de- 
sired that the law should be continued, and the only effect of abolishing 
it would be to throw more business into the hands of the lawyers. 


MR. BALDWIN said, as the members who had spoken against the law had 
not done so because they were opposed toa Bankrupt Law altogether but only 
because they objected to some things in the present one, he was not prepared 
to let the whole system be dropped at once. It was impossible to make any 
law which would prove perfect, and which would do justice and equity in 
every case.--That was no reason why they should allow the present system 
to be abolished, and it was not a proper time at the end of the Session to 
interfere with so important a measure. If they wished it to be abolished, 
it ought to have been brought forward earlier, when they could have had 
an opportunity of discussing its merits fully. He knew that a strong feel- 
ing existed in Lower Canada against the law, because he had seen petitions 
presented against it from the merchants of Montreal, which had surprised 
him.--This dissatisfaction, he thought, might have arisen from one thing. 
As he understood it, in Lower Canada, the Court of Queen's Bench was a 
Court of Appeals for cases in Bankrupty (sic). These Courts only sat at 
certain periods and these appeals, of course, were needed to be made in 
Term time, and as in those Courts there was probably a good deal of busi- 
ness accumulated, which was carried over from Term to Term, and appeals 
might thus be delayed for a very long period.--(Cries of "no, no."')--Then 
he was mistaken,--he thought a great difference might exist in this res- 
pect between Lower and Upper Canada. There, the Court of Chancery was 
the Court of Review, which decided the appeal at once. As far as he 
could judge, in Upper Canada, the working of the law had not been so 
unsatisfactory as had been stated, at least in those districts where 
they had experienced Judges: it was a system which required a good deal 
of knowledge and experience, and it was, therefore, not surprising that 
in some districts, where they had young Judges, that it had not worked very 
satisfactory. ?3 


MR. SOL. GEN. CAMERON said they had only had the present system in 
operation for three or four years; and it was not longer back than last 
Session that it was amended in many important points; and it could not 
be expected that in this country, with all its new machinery, it could 
be brought to work perfectly at first. The previous system was much more 
expensive to the parties than the present. He had seen not less than 29 
records at one assize against one individual; and all this litigation was 
now prevented by the present system. There were amendments required in 
it, he would admit; but he was not, therefore, prepared to allow it to be 
abolished, and that, after only a few months working. A new system could 
be fairly tested in the short time that the present one had been in force. 
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They had introduced into this country the English Bankrupt Laws, with all 
the amendments made down to Geo. IV., since which period several amendments 
had been made in the law in that country, which might, if introduced into 
this country, make it work much better. He, therefore, thought it better 
to continue the law as it was until the next Session, when it could be 
amended, than to go back to the old system. There were no petitions or 
complaints against it before the House; and, in the District with which 

he was most acquainted, it had not proved unsatisfactory. On the contrary, 
it had proved highly satisfactory. He trusted the House would not allow 
the law to be dropt (sic). 


MR. AT. GEN. BADGLEY said, before the Bankrupt Law was introduced into 
Lower Canada, as soon as a man fell into any difficulty, the Courts were 
crowded with suits against him. He himself had seen as many as forty suits 
against one person. When the Bankrupt law was introduced, it put a stop 
to all that litigation and expense; and also protected the bankrupt from 
imprisonment, the dread of which might hang over his head for thirty years. 
Immediately after the introduction of the law, a great many persons who 
had no estate, took advantage of the law, and their creditors getting 
nothing, a great outcry was made against it; but it had gradually subsided, 
and trade had been much improved by the law. The merchant in Montreal 
was more guarded now in giving credit, and looked better into the condi- 
tion of his creditor, before he trusted him. The advantages of a law 
were not to be measured by extraordinary cases; he had heard but few 
complaints against the law lately. The Montreal Board of Trade did not 
complain so much of the law as its working--there were only two points 
mentioned in it? ... the other point was the want of official assignees, 
which he did not think could be safely introduced at present--at least 
to any very great extent; but there was one thing which he thought would 
do much to carry out the law, which was that, if the creditors would only 
interest themselves in ferreting out the bankrupt's estate, it would give 
much more in many cases, than it at present did. There were several cases 
in which the creditors assisted the assignees, in which a great deal of 
property had been recovered to them, that the assignees alone probably 
never would have recovered. In England, it had taken a long time to bring 
the Bankrupt Law to its present state of perfection; and they all knew 
that, in England, the Bankrupt Law had not diminished the honor nor the 
credit of the British merchant. He was still the great and honourable man 
among foreign nations he had ever been; he therefore thought that they 
ought not to abolish the Bankrupt Law; if there was anything defective, it 
was not in the law itself, but in the working of it, and those defects 
could be easily Pemedi ears 


MR. MOFFATT made a few remarks confirmatory of what Mr. Badgley had 
said. He did not think that the law had fair play, he thought two causes 
of failure had been the little interest taken in the estate of the bank- 
rupt by the creditors Boner ly: and the granting of certificates to parties 
who should not have got them.?

He concluded by stating that the height of the bridge from 
the water was intended to be twenty-five feet, which would afford ample 
room for small craft with lowered masts.

MR. MERRITT then moved an Address to His Excellency, praying that when 
the water was drawn off from the Lachine Canal Basin on the 7th of August 
next, it might not be let in again until after the whole of the works were 
compleated (sic),--also that the entire line of navigation from Lake Erie 
to the Ocean might be deepened nine feet. He said he had lately examined 
the works on the Lachine Canal in company with the Chief Commissioner of 
the Board of Works, the Engineer, and Contractor, and found that there 
would be no difficulty in completing the works at the Basin in a very 
short time if the water were kept out. There were but 9,000 yards of 
rock work to take out; but this was so situated that it was impossible to 
clear it by pumping, and therefore the only way left was, to draw it off 
by the Canal. The contractor believed that every man could take out four 
yards per day; but if each only took out two yards, one hundred and fifty 
men would complete the work in thirty days, so that there was little fear 
but that every thing might be got ready by the first October. If its 
completion were now omitted however, the work could not be again proceeded 
with, till the August of the next year, for the engineer told him that 
it was not till that time that the spring floods had sufficiently subsided 
to permit of drawing off the water. There was, however, a great object 
to be gained by completing the work in the present year; the fact was that 
many large vessels and propellers had been already built both in Upper 
Canada and the United States expressly for this route. These vessels were 
now making short trips, or laid up till the Canal was completed, because 
those short trips did not pay--many more would also be built for the open- 
ing of the navigation if an assurance were given that the Canal would be 
opened in a finished state in the spring; so that next year there was every 
probability of realizing £100,000 for tolls, while the grower would be 
assured a reduction of nearly one-half the present freights of produce. ©9 
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MR. MOFFATT opposed the motion, as he thought the closing of the Canal 
would be very inconvenient to the commerce of the city./9 ((He)) thought 
before the House voted such an address as this, it should ascertain from 
the Board of Works the time likely to be required for the completion of the 
Basin. He would like to hear from the hon. gentleman near him (Mr. Robinson) 
whether the work could be completed in a month?/1l 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY remarked, that if the work were not completed 
before the Ist of October, it was proposed by the hon. member for Lincoln 
to keep the Canal still closed until it should be finished. Now, he had 
some doubts as to the propriety of the House pledging itself to this course. 
There were flour contracts which must be completed this fall, and that 
could not be done, unless some time were fixed at which the Canal would be 
re-opened. /2 


MR. ROBINSON said, the reply he usually got from merchants and forwarders, 
whom he had applied to on this subject, was that the fall business did not 
begin till the lst of October, and that therefore a month before that 
would be as convenient as any other time for the completion of this work. 

As to saying exactly when it could be finished, he could not attempt to 

do it, because those things were uncertain; but he saw no reason to doubt 
that it might very well be done by the lst of October. He believed that 

all parties would be of opinion that it would be better to have the Canal 
closed until that day, rather than to have it closed next year, because it 
was well known that many large vessels were ready to begin the trade at 
once. He could not undertake to say certainly that the Canal could be 
opened in a finished state by the first of October; but he thought it more 
than probable it would be opened before that date. Every exertion was 

used to get on. His Hon. friend from Lincoln was, he believed, surprised 

to see how much had been accomplished since the year before. With regard 

to the depth of water in other places, he believed there was but one 
place--in one of the channels--above the Beauharnois Canal where the river 
required deepening. It had been said, indeed, that there was a channel 
with nine feet of water; but after diligent inquiry, he had satisfied him- 
self that vessels drawing 73 feet touched frequently in passing through 

it. He believed, however, there was no difficulty in improving that portion 
of the navigation, and he was then engaged in devising the means of doing 
so. The shallow part was not more than about five hundred feet in length. 73

prising, and at the same time amusing, to hear one member of the govern- 
ment tell another in open debate that his statement of a matter, upon 
which poem should be equally well informed, was not satisfactory (hear, 
hear). 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD denied having used that language, what he said 
was, that the statement of the hon. Chairman of Public Works was not 
"intelligible" to him (Mr. S.), it might, however, be satisfactory to the 
House (much laughter). 


MR. BALDWIN was perfectly willing to accept the explanation; it was 
sufficiently ample for his purpose (hear, hear); he had no desire to mis- 
represent the hon. member and should, therefore, adopt his phrase, but 
should leave it to the learned gentleman, himself, to establish the dif- 
ference between a matter not being intelligible, and not being satisfac- 
tory; for his own part he (Mr. B.) did not know how a question put in an 
unintelligible way could be "satisfactory" (loud laughter); but no doubt 
such a difficulty was not experienced in the Ministerial circle; things 
unintelligible were often made satisfactory there: the Administration 
were remarkable for an aptitude in that way unknown among less skilful 
folk (hear, hear). Respecting the question before the House,he should 
say that much as he admired the general views of the hon. Member for 
Lincoln on such question, he thought that his present proposition was 
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rather too sweeping, and he also thought that a vote of the House would 

be relieving Ministers from that responsibility which peculiarly belonged 

to them in all such matters: the object of his hon. friend in directing 

the attention of Ministers to the subject was fully attained by the dis- 
cussion, and he (Mr. B.) would therefore advise him to withdraw his motion. 29 


MR. MERRITT repeated what he had just said. 74 


MR. BALDWIN--Well, that was proof that the hon. member was, like him- 
self, always ready to consult the wishes of the Administration. He 
desired to know if ministers were ready to consent to the address in that 
shape. 922 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD must see the address in that shape, before he 
could tel1.93 


MR. MOFFATT remarked that this was a matter of great importance, and 
he therefore thought the House ought not to be called on to pronounce an 
opinion on a matter concerning which no evidence was before them. Now, 
instead of devolving upon the Government where it ought to rest, the res- 
ponsibility of not keeping the canal closed longer than was necessary, the 
hon. member came down to the House and wished to close the navigation for 
an indefinite period, thus sending it abroad that the canal might perhaps 
be closed the whole season. He would thus remove from Government all the 
responsibility of letting the water in, or keeping it out, as the exigencies 
of the trade might require. After the 15th of September, it would be 
inconvenient if the barges were not allowed to pass upwards, for though 
it might not be necessary for anything to come down before the lst of Octo- 
ber, it was clearly requisite that the barges which were going to load, 
should get up to do so. If the idea got abroad that the canal would per- 
haps be closed after the Ist Oct., it would stop the trade entirely, because 
every man would try to arrange for sending his produce by way of New York; 
for the merchants would not dare to trust to chances. 


MR. MERRITT said, at one yard per day it could be deepened in 60 days; 
and as the calculation of the engineers was, that they could complete 
four yards per day, there could be no fear of its being completed. 2° 


MR. BALDWIN had got from the hon. member for Montreal the answer which 
he expected to get from Her Majesty's Government. He agreed with the hon. 
member that the Administration ought not to be relieved from the respon- 
sibility, and thought his hon. friend from North Lincoln would obtain his 
object by having thus called the attention of Government to the subject. 96 


MR. MERRITT asked what the responsibility of the Government amounted 
to? Had there not been the responsibility of the Government for three years, 
and was not the navigation still unfinished, which was to have been com- 
pleted in 1844? What could the Government do in this matter? His object 
was to induce Parliament to take upon itself the responsibility of drawing 
off the water. The hon. member for Montreal said that the whole trade 
would go if the merchants were not certain of the canal being opened by the 
lst October. Well, it was nearly certain that it would be opened by then; 
but would it not be better even to lose a few days this fall, than to stop 
the large business which, if the work were completed would certainly be 
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done in the spring? If the House left it to the Gayvernment, the mer- 
chants and the Board of Trade would press them, until they let the 

water on--then what would be the result? That it could not be drawn off 
again till the flood subsided next year. He wanted an expression of 
opinion from the House to prevent the spring trade from being sacrificed, 
so that the Government might be induced to keep the water out till the 
work should be finished. He had to make one remark in answer to the At- 
torney General about the extraordinary difficulty of deepening the naviga- 
tion to nine feet. What after all was that difficulty, when every one 
of the Canals were nine feet deep, and the rest of the Navigation, even 
above Montreal, almost every where much deeper?9/ 


MR. INSP. GEN. CAYLEY said the Address was absurd: if it passed, 


it pledged the House to deepen every part of the navigation by nine feet 28 


MR. MERRITT could hardly imagine the hon. member really wanted to 
have it supposed that his motion contemplated the deepening of every 
water from Lake Erie to the Ocean by nine feet more than itspresent depth-- 
to add nine feet water to Lake St. Louis, where there was twelve, or to 
Lake Ontario, where there were three hundred. Of course, the hon. member 
knew that he meant no such nonsense as that, but the plain common sense 
course of making every part of the communication capable of navigation by 
vessels drawing nine feet water.--As he understood, there was only one 
part where that was not possible at present, viz.: a place above the 
Beauharnois Canal. In answer to the hon. member for Montreal, he would 
remark, that the entire difference of cost between opening the Canal on 
the lst of October, and keeping it shut for a period which could not ex- 
ceed ten days, was, that in the latter case 3d. per barrel extra must be 
paid during that time. The great thing, however, was to give confidence 
to persons who were ready to begin the trade in the spring. 


MR. AT. GEN. SHERWOOD thought the hon. member for North York had 
treated the Ministry very unfairly in the remarks he had made about get- 
ting his answer from the hon. member for Montreal: that, of course, was 
intended for bunkum. With regard to the address, he believed the hon. 
mover only intended to make the communication at least nine feet deep in 
all its parts; but when people drew up addresses so loosely they must 
expect criticism; and the words of the Address did bear the construction 
put upon them by his hon. friend (Mr. Cayley.) If the Address passed, 
there would probably be complaints--the press would perhaps teem with 
them, and in that case Ministers would only have to reply that the House 
determined to take that course.100 


MR. MERRITT said that his oject (sic) had been to direct attention to 
the subject, and, as that had been obtained, he would withdraw his motion, 101

Speaker's Address 
to His Excellency. 


Then, the Honorable the Speaker of the Legtsla- 
ttve Assembly addressed His Excellency, as follows:-- 


MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 


We, Her Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada, in 
Provinetal Parliament assembled, approach Your Excellency with profound 
respect, and humbly beg leave to assure Your Excellency that tn no pertod 
of our history have the Commons of Canada applied themselves more assiduously 
to the arduous duttes which have devolved upon them, as the Representatives 
of Her Majesty's loyal and affectionate people, than during the present Ses- 
ston, whtle tt has been thetr earnest endeavour to support the honour and 


dignity of the Crown, 


country . 


upon whitch depend the greatness and prosperity of the 


The Sesston now about to close has been characterized by the introduc- 
tion of many tmportant measures well calculated to develope private enter- 
prize, tn extending the Ratlway communications of the Provinee, and factli- 
tating the Mining operations on the shores of Lake Superior. 
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We trust that much benefit will artse from the factltttes thus promised 
to be afforded to our tnternal trade and commerce, and from the developement 
of the Mineral treasures and resources of the Province, and we have devoted 
much time and labour to the legislation requistte to promote and encourage 
these tmportant objects. 

To meet the altered state of our Commerctal relations with the Mother 
Country, we have found tt tndispensable to pass a new Btll materially alter- 
tng the extsting regulatton of the Customs in this Provinee. In making these 
changes, whtle due regard has been paid to the protection of the Revenue, 
our best attentton has been gtven to the adopting such modificattons of the 
Customs' Tartff and Regulations, as we hope will ensure great benefit to 
the trader and consumer, by the removal of unequal pressure, and a vexatious 
enforcement of the Law; and to gtve, where tt was posstble, fresh sttmulus 
to tndtvidual enterprize and tndustry. 

It has been my duty, thus briefly to state to Your Excellency some of 
the most tmportant measures of the Sesston. We belteve them to be well 
ealeulated to tnerease the prospertty of the Country, and to promote the 
happiness and welfare of all classes of Her Majesty's subjects in this 
valuable and tmportant portion of Her vast domtintons. 

The Bill, which tt ts now my duty to present to Your Excellency, ts 
intttuled, "An Act to appropriate the sums theretn menttoned to defray cer- 
tain Expenses of the Ctvtl Government for the year one thousand etght 
hundred and forty-seven, and certain other Expenses not otherwtse provided 
for," to which, wtth all humtltty, we pray Your Excellency to gtve the 
Royal Assent. 

The Honorable the Speaker of the Legtslative Assembly then presented the 
followtng money Bill: 

An Act to appropriate the sums therein menttoned to defray certain Ex- 
penses of the Ctvtl Government for the year one thousand etght hundred and 
forty-seven, and certain other Expenses not otherwise provided for. 

To thts Btll the Royal Assent was stgntfted in the followtng words:-- 


Royal Assent "In Her Majesty's name, Hts Excellency the Governor 
to Supply Bill. General thanks Her loyal Subjects, accepts thetr bene- 


volenece, and assents to thts Bill." 


After whtch, Hts Excellency was pleased to make the following Speech to 
both Houses:-- 


Hts Excellen- Honorable Gentlemen of the Legtslattve Council, 
cey's Speech. and Gentlemen of the Legislattve Assembly, 


In relteving you for the present from attendance 

tn thts place, I have to thank you for the zeal and asstdutty in the dts- 
charge of your important duttes which have enabled you, during the course 
of a Sesston of comparatively short duration, to constder and perfect many 
measures whtch promtse to be of great advantage to the communtty. 

I stneerely trust that the alterattons which you have made itn the Pro- 
vinetal Tartff, and the addttional factlittes afforded to Trade by the 
extenston of Bonding and Warehousing Privileges, wtll be productive of benefit 
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to the Colony, and tend to the promotion of tts commercial and agricultural 
interests. 

I have observed with satisfaction the attentton whtch you have bestowed 
on the several projects whitch have been brought before you for developing 
the Mineral resources of the Provinee, and improving its means of tnternal 
communtcatton. 

I trust that the measures whtch you have passed for the amendment of 
certain provistons of the Criminal Code, for the protection of Mercantile 
interests, for rendering the Common School Act of Upper Canada more effec- 
tive, and for plactng the Munictpal Instituttons of Lower Canada on an 
tmproved footing, will be attended with beneficial results. 

The prevalence of dtsease among the tmmtgrants who have arrived from 
Europe this season, has occastoned me much concern. I have not fatled to 
bring thts subject under the constderation of Her Majesty's Secretary of 
State, and to represent the necesstty of adopting measures to place Emi- 
gratton to thts Colony under more effictent regulatton. Meanwhtle my warm- 
est acknowledgments are due to you for the ltberal provtston whtch you 
have made for relteving the indigent and preventing disease from spreading 
tn the Province. The charitable exerttons of the Clergy--of the Ladtes 
attached to the Reltgtous Communittes--and of Benevolent Individuals among 
the Latty--who have, at the hazard of thetr lives, ministered to the neces- 
stttes of the stck, are beyond any pratse whtch tt ts tn my power to offer; 
but I cannot refrain on thts oceaston from paytng a tribute to thetr devoted- 
ness and Chrtsttan zeal. 





Gentlemen of the Legislattve Assembly, 


I thank you tn the name of Her Majesty for the readiness wtth whtch 
you have voted the Suppltes necessary for the Public Service and for matn- 
tatning the credtt of the Province. 


Honorable Gentlemen, and Gentlemen, 


The several Addresses to the Queen which you have transmitted through 
me have been duly forwarded to be latd at the foot of the Throne. 

By exerctsing the tnfluence whitch you possess in your respective Dis- 
tricts to carry out local tmprovements, and give full effect to the wtse 
and salutary enactments of the Legtslature, you may render services to the 
community hardly less tmportant than those whitch you dtscharge whtle you are 
assembled here. I am conftdent that these duties will engage your atten- 
tton on your return to your homes, and I earnestly pray that our exerttons 
for the advancement of the vartous tnterests of thts noble Province, and for 
the benefit of all classes of the Inhabttants, may be attended wtth the 
Divine Blesstng.

APPENDIX: 28 JULY 1847. 


((CONVERSATION RE: MR. BAKER'S REFUND.)) 


The Lower House assembled at three o'clock; but transacted no business 
except a short conversation relative to a Bill relating to Canadian Life 
Assurances. This arose from an application on behalf of Mr. Baker, the 
gentleman who drafted the Bill, for the return of the £20 required by the 
rules of the House to be paid to the Clerk before the introduction of pri- 
vate Bills. 


MR. CAMERON stated that Mr. Baker was a gentleman connected with the 
Bank of Montreal, who was known by several hon. members to possess great 
mathematical ability, and who, having turned his mind to the subject of 
Life Assurance, had ascertained that besides the large sums of money spent 
in purchasing exchange, the Canadian Assurer now paid to the British Offices 
40 per cent. more than was necessary. There was no Company; and if the 
£20 were not returned, Mr. Baker would lose it. 


We understand that it was arranged that the money should be returned.

INDEX 


INTRODUCTION 


The following Index is divided into two sections: proper names and 
subjects. The proper name Index is limited to the names of the men who 
sat in the Canadian Assembly in 1847. This Index therefore excludes the 
names of all other persons, such as people mentioned in debates, witnesses 
testifying before the House in Committee of the Whole, or messengers such 
as Félix Fortier, Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, who at one time or anh- 
other addressed the House from within the Bar. It also excludes the names 
of people merely mentioned in the House, such as those whose testimony 
before Select Committees was reported or referred to in the JOURNALS, 
and signatories to Petitions presented whose names are noted in connection 
with various kinds of legislation. 

The decision to limit this section of the Index to members of the 
Assembly was made necessary by the fact that in 1847 the other names 
number in the thousands, so that their sheer bulk makes it impossible 
to include them. In addition, every piece of legislation or testimony 
with which these names are associated is always indexed under subject 
references. To summarize, the proper name Index refers to every occasion 
when a member proposed or seconded a motion or resolution, or brought up 
a petition; it refers to every speech he delivered during debates, 
and to every other time he addressed the House or took the chair of the 
House in Committee of the Whole. Only individual votes are excluded 
because divisions rightfully belong with the legislation they pertain to, 
and all legislation is included in the subject Index. 

The subject Index is based on the Index to the JOURNALS. However, 
it has been modified, corrected and expanded to render it more useful 
and complete. In particular, the subjects of all the legislative events 
reported in the daily Appendices are included in the Index. This Index 
provides more than a subject analysis of parliamentary events. It 
also indicates the passage of each particular item through the various 
stages of the legislative process. It is thus a parliamentary subject 
Index. 

The entries in this Index contain double sets of numbers whenever 
this is appropriate. One set is contained within parentheses, the other 
is not. All numbers within parentheses refer to pages in the JOURNALS. 
All other numbers refer to pages in this Volume. When something is 
mentioned in the JOURNALS it will be indexed with a double reference. 
Subjects mentioned only in reconstructed material will be indicated by 
a single page number. An additional distinction must be made within 
the category of numbers in parentheses. This category includes italicized 
numbers which always refer to official communications made in the 
House, usually Addresses or Messages to or from the Governor-General 
or the Legislative Council. All words expressed in italics refer to 
primary subject headings.
